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INTRODUCTION. 


There  can  be  but  one  question  about  the  propriety  of  issuing  suet  a 
volume  as  this.  If  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  members  of  the  Craft  in 
Indiana  wish  to  preserve  the  record  of  their  fathers'  Masonic  acts,  this  is 
the  only  way  to  accomplish  it.  All  agree  as  to  the  importance  of  placing 
Masonic  information  within  the  reach  of  every  Freemason ;  and  what 
information  is  so  important  as  the  official  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge? 
The  members  of  to-day  have  here  the  opinions  of  the  fathers,  as  well  as 
a  history  of  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  names  of  the  noble 
Brethren  who  organized  it,  and  the  current  transactions  of  the  Body  for 
the  first  twenty-eight  years  of  its  existence.  The  opinions  and  acts  of  the 
far-seeing  and  true-hearted  men  of  the  past,  who  had  but  the  good  of 
Masonry  at  heart,  constitute  landmarks  for  the  present  generation ;  and 
the  volume  which  contains  their  transactions  should  be  the  study  of  those 
who  are  guiding  the  destinies  of  the  Order  now.  They  may  have  erred — 
may  have  been  mistaken  sometimes,  and  probably  were ;  but,  if  so,  when 
the  error  was  discovered  by  the  practical  application  of  the  rules,  it  was 
promptly  corrected ;  and  it  is  believed  that  few  Grand  Lodges  in  the 
country,  with  the  experience  of  twenty-eight  years,  taking  the  times  and 
circumstances  into  account,  can  present  a  better  system  of  Masonic  govern- 
ment than  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  could  in  1845.  It  was  twenty- 
eight  years  of  experience  gained  ;  and  that  experience  of  the  fothers  is  the 
inheritance  of  the  children — the  source  of  practical  wisdom — of  experi- 
mental knowledge. 

The  present  volume  has  been  prepared  from  the  records  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  its  official  publications.  Much  care  has  been  exercised,  with 
a  view  to  entire  accuracy ;  and  it  is  believed  that  no  material  errors  will 
be  found  in  the  volume.  The  Grand  Lodge  has  not  a  perfect  record  of  its 
transactions ;  but  after  years  of  labor  and  much  expense,  the  Publisher 
has  succeeded  in  securing  one  entire  copy  of  its  proceedings, — the  only  one 
now  extant.     From  this  the  present  volume  has  been  compiled. 
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VI  INTRODUCTION. 

It  was  long  earnestly  lioped  tliat  the  Grand  Lodge  would  order  tlie  re- 
publication of  its  early  proceedings,  and  tlius  take  the  responsibility  upon 
itself  J  but  it  was  by  many  deemed  better  to  leave  the  work  to  private 
enterprise.  At  the  earnest  request  of  leading  members  of  the  Order  in 
Indiana,  it  has  been  undertaken — and  accomplished  :  it  is  now  presented 
to  the  members  throughout  the  State  for  their  approval  and  patronage. 
The  work  has  not  been  got  up  as  a  speculation,  nor  with  a  view  to  profit ; 
and  the  Publisher  will  be  satisfied  if,  by  prompt  sales,  he  may  receive  a 
return  of  his  expenditure,  and  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  labor. 
The  volume,  in  its  material  and  workmanship,  will  speak  for  itself. 

This  volume  brings  the  Proceedings  down  to,  and  including  1845. 
Until  that  time,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  the  only  Grand  Masonic  Body  in 
the  State  :  but  a  new  era  then  commenced,  by  the  organization,  in  that 
year,  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  since,  of  the  Grand  Council  and  Com- 
mandery.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  up  to  the  close  of  1845, 
makes  a  volume  of  convenient  size :  Hereafter,  when  desirable,  the  work 
may  be  continued,  embracing  also  the  transactions  of  the  other  Grand 
Bodies,  and  thus  completing  a  record  of  the  Masonic  history  of  the  State.

At  a  general  Convention  of  the  representatives  from  tlie  several  Lodges 
of  Ancient  York  Masons  in  tlie  State  of  Indiana,  at  Corydon  on  the  third 
day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventeen,  and  in  the  year  of  Light  five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven- 
teen,— the  following  brethren  appeared,  to-wit : 

From  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  15,  at  Vincennes — Brother  G.  W.  Johnston. 

From  Lawrencehurg  Lodge,  No.  44,  at  Lawrenceburg — Brother  James  Dill. 

From  Sioitzerland  Lodge  (  U.  D.  from  the  G.  L.  of  Ky.)  at  Vevay — Brother  Hezekiah 
B.  Hull. 

From  Rising  Sun  Lodge  (  W.  D.from  the  G.  L.  of  Ky.)  at  Rising  Sun — Brother  A.  C. 
Pepper. 

From  3fadison  Union  Lodge,  No.  29,  at  Madison — Brother  H.  P.  Thornton. 

From  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  36,  at  Chartestown — Brothers  Joseph  Bartholomew 
and  John  Miller. 

From  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge  No.  41,  ( J7.  D.from  the  G.  L.  of  Ohio)  at  Brook- 
ville — Brother  Stephen  C.  Stevens. 

From  Salem  Jjodge,  No.  43,  at  Salem- — Brother  Christopher  Harrison. 

From  Pisgah  Lodge,  No.  45,  at  Corydon — Brother  Davis  Floyd. 

Who  severally  produced  satisftictory  evidence  of  their  appointment  and 
authority,  and  thereupon  Brother  Alexander  Buckner  was  unanimously 
called  to  the  chair  as  President,  and  Davis  Floyd  was  unanimously  ap- 
pointed Secretary.  When,  on  motion,  the  Convention  came  to  the  follow- 
ing resolutions,  to-wit : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  and  advisahle  that  a  Grand  Lodge  should  be  at  this 
time  formed  in  the  State  of  Indiana. 
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And  it  being  determined  that  the  aforesaid  resolution  should  be  decided 
by  ayes  and  noes,  and  that  each  Lodge  should  have  one  vote  and  no  more, 
the  votes  were  taken  as  follows,  to-wit :  Those  in  the  affirmative  were 
Vincennes,  Lawrenceburg,  Rising  Sun,  Switzerland,  Madison  Union,  Blazing 
Star,  and  Salem.  Those  in  the  negative  were  Brookville  Harmony,  and 
Pisgah. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  then  came  to  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  four  members  be  appointed  to  inform  the  Most  TVor- 
shipful  Grand  Wasters  of  Kentucky  and  Ohio,  that  a  constitutional  number  of  Char- 
tered Lodges  have  determined  in  general  Convention,  to  form  a  Grand  Lodge  in  this 
State,  and  consequently  will  recede  from  their  Mother  Lodges  so  soon  as  a  Grand 
Lodge  is  organized. 

And  Brothers  Gr.  W.  Johnston,  Alexander  Buckner,  Stephen  C.  Stevens 
and  Davis  Floyd  were  appointed  that  committee. 

The  Convention  then  came  to  the  following  resolution,  to-wit : 

Resolved,  That  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  here  represented,  do  appoint  one  or 
more  delegates,  to  meet  at  Madison  on  tlie  second  Monday  in  January  next,  for  the 
purpose  of  opening  a  Grand  Lodge  for  the  State  of  Indiana ;  and  that  a  communi- 
cation be  forwarded  to  the  rest  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  this  State  unrepre- 
sented in  this  Convention,  of  the  above  determination. 

The  above  resolution  was  decided  by  ayes  and  noes,  as  follows : 

In    the    affirmative,  Brookville  Harmony,   Lawrenceburg,  Switzerland, 

Rising  Sun,  and  Madison  Union.     Those  in  the  negative  were  Vincennes, 

Salem,  Pisgah,  and  Blazing  Star. 

The  committee,  appointed  for  that  purpose,  reported  the  following 

Address  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Kentuchy  and  Ohio. 

CoRYDON,  Indiana,  Dec.  4th,  A,  L,  5817. 

3Iost  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brother: — A.  meeting  from  five  regularly  chartered  Lodges 
and  others  under  dispensation  in  Indiana,  has  been  holdea  at  this  place,  and  adopted 
the  resolutions  herein  transmitted  to  you. 

In  adopting  this  measure,  we  have  been  actuated  by  a  wish  to  promote  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Craft.  It  can  not  be  new  to,  or  unconsidered  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Kentucky  and  Ohio,  that  the  Lodges  in  this  country  under  their  jurisdiction,  labor 
under  many  inconveniencies. 

In  the  first  place,  we  suppose  the  charity  fund  an  important  object  in  our  Institu- 
tion.   The  benefit  of  this  fund  can  not  be  extended  to  any  Brother  or  his  family  here. 

It  must  also  be  observed,  that  the  Lodges  in  this  State  can  not  conveniently  be 
represented  in  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Kentucky  and  Ohio,  by  their  Masters  and  AVar- 
dens;  and  that  the  ai^pointment  of  other  representatives,  is  subject  to  great  diffi- 
culties, from  causes  which  are  evident. 

Another  inconvenience,  (not  the  least  important  in  regard  to  Masonry,)  is,  that 
we  can  not  expect  the  presence  of  either  the  Grand  Master,  or  Visitor  who  may  be  ap- 
pointed to  inspect  our  work,  and  see  that  it  is  regularly  and  uniformly  conducted. 

The  precedents  of  five  or  more  chartered  Lodges  need  not  be  I'eferred  to,  as  your 
M.  W.  Grand  Lodges  must  be  fully  acquainted  therewith. 
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While,  however,  we  deem  this  measure  necessary,  we  have  yet  determined  that 
the  usual  contributions  to  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Kentucky  and  Ohio,  shall 
be  paid  up,  till  the  period  of  our  separation;  and  thus  proving  our  disposition  to 
discharge  in  every  respect,  our  duty  to  our  Parent  Lodge,  we  trust  that  they  will 
credit  the  motives  which  lead  us  to  separate. 

Notwithstanding  the  separation,  we  will  never  forget  that  we  are  materials  of  the 
same  Temple,  nor  cease  to  attach  ourselves  to  our  Brethren  of  Kentucky  and  Ohio, 
however  remote  we  may  be  from  their  part  of  the  great  superstructure.  No  disgust, 
no  disrespect  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Kentucky  and  Ohio,  has  induced  us  to  adopt 
this  measure :  necessity  and  the  welfare  of  the  Craft  command  it. 

We  shall,  at  every  opportunity,  be  happy  to  communicate  through  our  Grand 
Lodge  with  your  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge;  and  assure  you  we  are 
Your  friends  and  Brothers,

At  a  Grand  Communication  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  begun  and  held  on  Monday,  the  twelfth  day  of  January,  A.  L. 
5818,  in  the  town  of  Madison,  agreeably  to  a  resolution  of  a  convention 
'of  delegates  from  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  the  State  aforesaid,  who  con- 
vened at  the  town  of  Corydon,  State  aforesaid,  on  Monday  the  third  day 
of  December,  A.  L.  5817,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration  the 
expediency  of  forming  a  Grand  Lodge  for  the  State  of  Indiana : 

Brother  Alexander  A.  Meek,  of  Union  Lodge,  No.  29,  being  the 
oldest  Past  Master  present,  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  Bro.  William  C. 
Keen,  of  Switzerland  Lodge,  was  appointed  Secretary. 

On  motion,  Bros.  Buekner,  Sullivan  and  Thornton  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  inspect  the  credentials  of  the  several  delegates. 

Brother  Thornton,  from  the  aforesaid  committee,  reported  that  the  follow- 
ing members  appeared  to  have  been  duly  appointed  as  Representatives  from 
their  respective  Lodges,  to-wit : 

From  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  ( U.  D.)  — Nathaniel  Jenkins.

Resolved  That  this  Convention  shall,  in  their  deliberations,  vote  by  Lodges,  and 
that  each  Lodge  represented  have  one  vote  and  no  more. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  make  arrangements  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  present  convention. 
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Whereupon,  Bro.  Cliairman  appointed  Bro.  Henry  C.  Thornton  in  pur- 
suance thereof. 

On  motion, 

Resolved^  That  this  convention  adjourn,  until  six  o'clock,  P.  M. 


Six  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Grand  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present,  the  same 
members  as  before. 

Brother  Henry  P.  Thornton,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  inspect  the 
credentials  of  the  several  delegates,  reported : 

That  Brother  John  B.  Rose,  from  Harmony  Lodge,  Brookville,  Tvorking  under  dis- 
pensation from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  Jonathan  "Woodbury,  from  Lawrenceburg 
Lodge,  No.  44,  Benjamin  V.  Beckes,  from  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  15,  Marston  G. 
Clark,  from  Melchizedeck  Lodge,  No.  43,  and  John  Tipton  and  Reuben  W.  Nelson, 
from  Pisgah  Lodge,  No.  45,  appeared  to  be  duly  appointed  from  their  respective 
Lodges. 

"Whereupon,  they  were  introduced  and  took  their  seats  accordingly 
as  such. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  chartered  Lodges  here  represented,  do  now  separate  for  a  time 
from  the  Lodges  under  dispensation,  and  proceed  immediately  to  organize  a  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  State  of  Indiana.

■was  immediately  called  to  the  Chair.  "Whereupon  he  proceeded  to  appoint

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  at  eight 
o'clock.

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  do  now  immediately  proceed  to  elect  Grand  offi- 
cers to  serve  until  the  next  Grand  Communication. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  and  after 
a  short  time,  from  refreshment  to  labor  again. 

On  motion, 

Fesolved,  That  the  present  election  shall  be  held  by  written  ballot,  and  that  any 
member  may  nominate  a  Brother  to  fill  the  olfice  then  under  consideration; — that 
candidates  on  the  nomination  shall  retire  when  the  ballots  are  preparing,  but  may 
be  called  in  to  vote  previous  to  the  votes  being  counted  If,  on  the  first  ballot,  no 
candidate  shall  have  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  present,  the  candidate  lowest  on  the 
poll  shall  be  dropped,  and  a  second  and  a  third  ballot  taken,  if  necessary,  until 
Bome  one  have  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  present. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Grand  officers : 
When,  upon  counting  the  several  ballots,  it  appeared  that  a  majority  of  the 
votes  present  were  in  favor  of  the  following  persons,  to-wit :

Who  were  declared  duly  elected  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months  and  until 
their  successors  be  duly  elected  and  installed. 

Brother  Solomon  H.  Gorham,  Master  Mason,  of  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  14, 
Danville,  Vermont,  entered  and  took  his  seat  as  a  visitor. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  and  after 
a  space  of  one  hour,  to  labor  again. 

All  the  Brethren  but  Past  Masters  having  retired,  the  Masters'  Lodge 
was  closed,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  the  Past  Masters'  degree. 
Brother  Ai,exander  Buckner  was  installed  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master,  in  ample  form,  and  received  the  customary  salutations  and  con- 
gratulations. Brother  Alexander  A.  Meek  was  then  installed  Right 
Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master,  in  ample  form,  and  received  the  cus- 
tomary salutations  and  congratulations.  The  Past  Masters'  Lodge  was 
then  closed,  and  a  Masters'  Lodge  opened. 

Brother  John  Tipton  was  installed  Worshipful  Senior  Grand  Warden ;  and 
Brother  Marston  G.  Clark  was  installed  Worshipful  Junior  Grand  Warden ; 
who  severally  received  the  salutations  and  congratulations  of  the  Brethren. 

The  other  Grand  Officers  elect  were  then  severally  introduced  and  in- 
stalled, and  after  receiving  their  charges  and  emblems  of  office,  took 
their  seats.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Grand  Committee  made  report : 
That  the  Grand  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  a  code  of  by-laws  for  the 
government  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;   to  which  they  had  made  sundry  amendments  which 
■were  handed  to  the  Grand   Secretary;   to  which  they  X'equest  the  concurrence  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  ask  leave  to  sit  again. 

The  By-Laws  were  then  taken  up,  and  adopted  as  follows,  to-wit : 

CONSTITUTION 

Of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  adopted  in  Grand  Lodge,  at  Madison,  on  the  14th 
day  of  January,  A.  L.  5818. 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  consist  of  the  Grand  Officers,  Past 
Grand  Officers,  Past  Masters,  the  officers  of  not  less  than  five  subordinate 
chartered  Lodges  and  representatives  of  said  Lodges;  which  Lodges  are 
permitted  to  appoint  proxies  who  must  be  Master  Masons  and  members  of 
a  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  appointment 
must  be  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  said  Lodge  with  its  seal  annexed. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be,  and  rank  as  follows, 
to-wit :  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  Worshipful  Senior  Grand  AVarden,  Worshipful  Junior  Grand  War- 
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den,  Most  Eeverend  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Orator,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand 
Treasurer,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Sword  Bearer,  Senior  Grand  Deacon, 
Junior  Grand  Deacon,  Grand  Pursuivant,  Grand  Steward,  and  Grand  Tyler ; 
who  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  written  ballots,  to  be  collected  by  the 
Senior  Grand  Deacon  from  among  the  working  members  of  the  subordinate 
Lodges;  Provided,  That  no  member  be  thereby  raised  to  a  higher  degree 
than  he  may  have  attained  in  his  proper  Lodge,  and  who  shall  be  duly 
installed.     No  officer  elect  shall  act  as  such  until  after  installation. 

Sec.  3.  Elections,  and  all  matters  of  controversy,  shall  be  determined  by 
a  majority  of  votes,  the  Grand  Master  or  officer  presiding  having  one  vote, 
and  in  eases  of  equal  division,  two ;  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  one ;  the 
Grand  Wardens  jointly,  one;  the  Past  Grand  Officers  and  Past  Masters 
collectively,  one;  and  each  Lodge  represented,  one;  but  no  Brother  can 
vote  in  a  double  capacity. 

Sec.  4.  The  votes  shall  be  taken  as  the  voters  shall  be  called  by  the 
Grand  Secretary,  who  shall  observe  rank  and  seniority,  commencing  with 
the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master.  If  any  irregularity  occurs,  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master  shall  order  a  new  election;  and  if  any  member 
is  convicted  of  willfully  creating  any  such  irregularity,  he  shall  be  forever 
suspended  from  his  seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  5.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  hold  a  Grand  Communication  on  the 
second  Monday  in  September  in  each  year,  when  the  members  shall  punc- 
tually attend,  and  the  Lodge  shall  be  opened  with  all  Masonic  solemnity; 
and,  after  the  proceedings  of  the  last  Grand  Communication  have  been 
read,  the  following  committees  shall  be  appointed  and  shall  continue  for 
the  several  special  purposes  only  during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge : 
1st.  A  committee  of  three  members,  deputies  from  three  diffisrent  subordi- 
nate Lodges,  to  examine  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Grand  Secretary, 
Grand  Treasurer,  and  receipts  of  the  Grand  Charity  fund,  and  report  a 
statement  thereof;  and  also  ascertain  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Commu- 
nication. 2d.  A  committee  of  three  members,  to  hear  and  examine  griev- 
ances, and  make  due  report  thereof  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  3d.  A  committee 
of  two  members,  to  examine  attendant  and  visiting  Brethren,  admitting 
none  but  of  the  Master  Masons'  degree. 

Sec.  6.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  receive  appeals,  redress  grievances  and 
settle  complaints  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  grant  warrants,  authorize  new 
Lodges  to  work,  reprehend  mal-eonduct  in  the  subordinate  Lodges  or  their 
members,  relieve  distressed  Brethren  and  their  widows  and  children,  assess 
reasonable  contributions  for  the  Charity  Fund  or  other  exigences,  devise 
and  design  plans,  problems  and  positions  for  the  subordinate  Lodges  to 
execute,  and  hold  such  correspondence  with  other  Grand  Lodges  as  they 
shall  deem  expedient  to  advance  the  good  of  the  Fraternity. 

Sec.  7.  During  the  vacation  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  every  Grand  Officer 
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in  proportion  to  Lis  superiority,  shall  have  special  care  of  the  subordinate 
Lodges;  directing  their  plans,  problems  and  positions  to  be  executed, 
agreeably  to  the  ancient  land  marks,  usages  and  customs  of  the  Sublime 
Order  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masonry. 

Sec.  8.  The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  has  the  power  to  convene 
the  Grand  Lodge  on  emergency;  to  command  the  advice  and  assistance  at 
any  time,  to  any  or  all  of  the  subordinate  officers,  on  the  business  of  the 
Craft;  and  in  case  of  emergency,  vacancy  by  death  or  refusal  to  serve  in 
Grand  Offices,  to  nominate,  appoint  and  install  other  Brethren  to  fill 
such  vacancies;  and  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  grant  Dis- 
pensations at  his  discretion.  But  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  can 
not  make  or  second  a  motion. 

Sec.  9.  In  the  absence  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  the  Right 
Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master  is  invested  with  his  powers  and  privi- 
leges, and  liable  to  like  disability;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  refusal  to 
serve  or  install  during  the  period  for  which  he  was  elected,  the  powers  and 
privileges  of  Grand  Master  shall  devolve  upon  and  become  the  right  of  the 
following  Brethren,  in  order  as  follows  :  1st,  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand 
Master;  2d,  the  W.  Senior  Grand  Warden;  3d,  the  W.  Junior  Grand 
Warden;  4th,  the  Past  Grand  Officers,  according  to  rank  and  seniority; 
5th,  the  presiding  Masters  of  subordinate  Lodges,  according  to  rank ;  Gth, 
the  Past  Masters,  according  to  rank  and  seniority. 

Sec.  10.  The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  must  install  his  Deputy; 
but  may  deputize  to  install  the  other  Grand  Officers,  and  any  officer  of  a 
subordinate  Lodge. 

Sec.  11.  The  3Iost  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  or  president  jpj'o  tem.^  shall 
sign  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  when  properly  prepared  and  read 
by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  Brethren  present. 

Sec.  12.  The  Most  Reverend  Grand  Chaplain  shall  say  prayers  at  the 
opening  and  closing  of  every  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  prepare  and  preach 
suitable  sermons,  on  such  occasions  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Most  Wor- 
shipful Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  13.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair,  true  and  regular  regis- 
try, in  proper  books,  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  which, 
after  they  have  been  duly  ratified  and  signed,  he  shall  file  among  the 
records  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  shall  also  authenticate  all  warrants,  cer- 
tificates or  other  instruments,  by  affixing  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
attesting  by  his  signature ;  he  shall  keep  all  the  books,  records,  papers, 
seal,  etc.,  tlie  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  deliver  them  up  on 
tlieir  requisition;  he  shall  attend,  personally  or  by  his  agent,  who  must  be 
a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  his  books  and  papers,  etc.,  on  every 
assembly ;  he  shall  procure  all  the  books  and  stationery  for  the  Grand 
Lodge,  draw  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  the  amount,  who  is  hereby  author- 
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ized  to  answer  sucli  draft;  lie  shall  be  entitled  to  tlie  following  fees  as 
compensation  for  liis  services :  1st,  he  shall  be  paid  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
six  and  a  fourth  cents  for  every  hundred  words  which  is  actually  and  neces- 
sarily written  for  their  use,  and  by  their  directions;  2d,  he  shall  be  paid  by 
parties  employing  him  for  copying  from  the  records,  files  and  proceedings 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  other  writings,  ten  cents  for  every  hundred  words,  he 
finding  for  that  purpose  his  own  stationery ;  3d,  he  shall  be  paid  by  those 
employing  him,  one  dollar  for  afiixing  his  seal  of  ofiice  to  any  instrument 
of  writing  whatever,  except  it  be  for  a  Warrant  or  Dispensation ;  but  the 
Grand  Secretary  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  fee  for  afiixing  his  seal  of  ofiice  to 
any  instrument  of  writing  or  record  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  such  as 
particular  summonses,  copies  of  proceedings  sent  to  foreign  Grand  Lodges,  etc. 

Sec.  14.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  always,  so  far  as  he  is  possessed  of 
the  proper  documents,  have  his  books  completed  and  ready  to  produce  to 
every  Grand  Communication. 

Sec.  15.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  account  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  all 
moneys  received  by  him;  nor  shall  he  payout  any  moneys  without  the 
order  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  or  of  the  Grand  Charity  Stew- 
ards, except  as  already  provided ;  and  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  each  Com- 
munication, lay  a  statement  of  his  accounts  before  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  16.  Any  Grand  Ofiieer  withdrawing  himself  during  his  appoint- 
ment as  such,  from  the  subordinate  Lodge  to  which  he  belonged  at  the 
time  of  his  election,  shall  vacate  his  seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  17.  The  Grand  Charity  Fund  shall  be  subject  to  such  applications 
as  the  Grand  Charity  Stewards  may  direct. 

Sec.  18.  Four  Brothers,  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  together  with 
the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  duly  elected,  shall  be  the  Stewards  of 
the  Grand  Charity  Fund  ;  three  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Their 
duty  shall  be,  to  superintend  and  apply  all  the  said  funds  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  with  care  and  economy;  and  they  are  authorized  to  draw  orders  on 
the  Grand  Treasurer,  to  make  report  in  writing  during  the  last  twelve 
months,  and  to  solicit  the  advice  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  cases  of  doubt  and 
intricacy. 

Sec.  19.  Subordinate  Lodges  which  shall  not  be  represented  for  two 
successive  Grand  Communications,  or  who  shall  be  in  arrears  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  two  years,  shall  be  suspended  from  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Order,  until  they  shall  comply  with  both  those  requisitions;  and,  upon  an 
order  from  the  Grand  Lodge  to  that  effect,  at  a  time  to  be  specified  therein, 
shall  be  finally  stricken  ofi"  the  list  of  Lodges  and  have  their  Charter  with- 
drawn ;  due  notice  of  which  order  to  be  communicated  to  them  by  the 
Grand  Secretary  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  20.  Every  subordinate  Lodge  shall  hereafter  be  accountable  for, 
and  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  Grand  Treasurer,  on  account  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge,  every  twelve  months,  one  dollar  for  each  Mason  initiated 
during  the  preceding  twelve  months;  and  for  every  member  of  each  sub- 
ordinate Lodge,  fifty  cents. 

Sec.  21.  No  subordinate  Lodge  shall  confer  the  degree  of  Past  Master, 
unless  on  those  who  have  been  elected  to  fill  the  Chair;  and  no  Past  Mas- 
ter, who  may  have  taken  that  degree  only  as  preparatory  to  higher  degrees, 
shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Lodge  by  virtue  thereof. 

Sec.  22.  Every  association  of  Masons  who  may  hereafter  be  permitted 
to  receive  a  Charter  to  authorize  them  to  work  as  a  regular  Lodge  of  Ma- 
sons shall,  for  the  same,  pay  to  the  Grand  Charity  Fund  thirty  dollars 
before  the  said  Charter  is  issued,  and  a  fee  to  the  Grand  Secretary  for 
engrossing  and  affixing  the  seal  of  ofiice,  parchment  and  recording,  of  six 
dollars.  And  every  association  of  Masons  who  may  be  25ermitted  to  receive 
a  Dispensation  to  work  as  a  Lodge  of  Masons,  shall  pay  into  the  Grand 
Charity  Fund  five  dollars,  and  three  dollars  to  the  Grand  Secretary;  Pro- 
vided, Jiowever,  That  this  article  shall  not  apply  to  any  Lodge  which  may 
DOW  surrender,  or  hereafter  surrender  their  Charters  held  of  other  Grand 
Lodges,  to  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of  becom- 
ing subordinate  thereto. 

Sec.  23.  Every  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  every  member  of  sub- 
ordinate Lodges,  shall  pay  due  respect  and  submission  to  the  respective 
officers  and  Masons — to  live  in  peace  and  harmony  and  love  with  all  man- 
kind— to  despise  hatred,  malice  and  calumny — to  practice  universal  charity 
and  benevolence — to  avoid,  as  much  as  possible,  all  law-suits — to  submit 
all  diiferences,  except  such  as  relate  to  real  and  personal  property,  to  be 
reconciled  by  the  several  Lodges  to  which  they  belong,  or  by  the  Grand 
Lodge;  and  every  Freemason  is  always  enjoined  to  avoid  distressing  a 
Brother  or  cowen  as  a  Mason,  unless  in  private,  or  in  open  Lodge  under 
the  penalty  of  a  severe  reprimand. 

Sec.  24.  No  By-Laws  shall  be  altered,  annulled  or  adopted,  until  a 
proposition  shall  have  been  introduced  in  open  Lodge,  seconded,  and 
remain  one  whole  vacation. 

On  motion. 

Resolved,  That  tins  Grand  Lodgre  do  now  proceed  to  grant  Charters  to  the  subor- 
dinate Lodges  who  have  surrendered,  in  Grand  Lodge,  tlieir  respective  Cliariers, 
and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge  do  make  out  and  prepare  blank 
Charters,  against  to-morrow  morning,  in  pursuance  of  said  resolution. 

The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  appointed  the  following  com- 
mittees, to-wit : 

Brothers  Ilorck,  SulUvan  and  BccJces,  a  Committee  of  Accounts. 

Brothers  Tate  and  Woodbury,  a  Committee  to  examine  attendant  and 
visiting  Brethren.

Tille,  Indiana,  (U.  D.),  so  far  as  they  have  been  communicated  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 
The  committee  regret  that,  in  consequence  of  the  very  deranged  and  mutilated 
manner  in  which  the  records  have  been  sent  up,  they  can  not  recommend  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  grant  a  Charter  to  the  Brethren  of  said  Lodge. 

The  committee  further  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  'workings  and  proceed- 
ings of  Zif  Lodge,  held  at  New  Albany,  Indiana,  (U.  D.);  and  find  their  workings  are 
regular,  and  that  their  petition  for  a  Charter  is  reasonable,  and  should  be  granted. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  proceedings  and  workings  of  Washington 
Lodge,  held  at  Brownstown,  Indiana,  (U.  D.).  They  regret  that,  in  the  proceedings 
of  this  Lodge,  departures  from  the  well  established  and  well  known  landmarks  of 
the  Order,  are  too  frequent.  It  will  not  be  expected  of  this  committee,  that  they 
should  enter  into  a  detailed  and  minute  statement  of  every  departure  from  the  rules 
of  Masonry;  suffice  it  to  say,  that,  in  almost  every  page,  we  meet  with  initiations 
at  the  same  meeting  that  the  petitions  were  presented.  We  finiiLEntered  Apprentice 
Lodges  opened  by  four  Masons;  and  we  also  find  Entered  Apprentices  appointed  to 
inquire  into  the  qualifications  of  candidates  for  Masonry.  We  also  frequently  meet 
with  Masons  being  hurried  through  two  degrees  of  Masonry  at  the  same  meeting; 
and  we  even  find  them  entered,  passed  and  raised,  in  the  short  space  of  one  week, 
without  a  solitary  reason  being  assigned  in  the  Lodge  books  for  this  unwarrantable 
haste.  Your  committee  have  been  tough t  to  believe,  that  Masonry  is  a  progressive 
science,  and  that  it  is  necessary  to  a  perfect  and  complete  understanding  of  its  prin- 
ciples, that  no  degree  should  be  conferred,  until  the  candidate  understands  what  he 
has  already  received.  Your  committee  have  also  to  report,  that  the  Dispensation 
granted  said  Lodge,  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  during  vacation,  has  not  been 
entered  on  the  records,  agreeably  to  the  express  injunctions  of  their  Dispensation; 
nor  have  their  By-Laws  been  transmitted  for  the  inspection  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 
These  reasons,  with  others  of  equal  import,  compel  j'our  committee  to  recommend  to 
this  Grand  Lodge,  that  Washington  Lodge,  held  at  Brownstown,  Indiana,  (U.  D.),  be 
continued  under  said  Dispensation,  until  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication 
of  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  the  Grand  Lecturer  be  directed  to  visit  said  Lodge 
as  soon  as  may  be,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  Brethren  of  said  Lodge  such  instruc- 
tion and  friendly  admonition,  as  will  enable  them  so  to  conduct  said  Lodge,  as  to 
promote  the  honor,  dignity  and  prosperity  of  the  Craft.

The  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Brother 
Joseph  Jenkins,  a  INIaster  Mason,  setting  forth  that  he  had  applied  to  Zif  Lodge, 
No.  8,  in  New  Albany,  for  admittance  as  a  visiting  Brother,  and  had  been  refused 
admittance.  Having  examined  the  documents  filed  by  Brother  Jenkins,  in  support 
of  his  petition,  find  the  following  order  of  Zif  Lodge,  made  on  the  9th  day  of 
May  last: 

"On  motion,  Resolved,  That  Brother  Joseph  Jenkins  be  not  admitted  as  a  visitor, 
for  causes  known  to  the  Lodge." 

It  appears  to  your  committee,  that  the  right  to  determine  upon  the  propriety  or 
impropriety  of  admitting  or  not  admitting  a  visiting  Brother,  is  a  prerogative  which 
every  regularly  organized  Lodge  should  possess ;  and  if,  in  the  opinion  of  that  Lodge, 
there  existed  sufficient  cause  to  reject  the  visit  of  Brother  Jenkins,  they  had  a  I'ight 
to  do  so ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that,  in  justice  to  the 
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applicant,  the  Lodge  should  have  stated  iu  their  records,  the  cause  of  his  not  being 
admitted.

Brother  John  Sheets,  S.  G.  W.  pro  tern.,  presented  the  Return  of  Olive 
Branch  Lodge,  No.  10,  together  with  a  communication,  inclosing  a  power 
authorizing  him,  the  said  Brother  Sheets,  to  represent  them  as  proxy  in 
this  Grand  Lodge;  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Grand  Com- 
mittee. 

Brothers  Reuben  Pugh,  of  N.  C.  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  2,  Cincinnati, 
Ohio;  C.  P.  J.  Arion,  of  Union  Lodge,  No.  2;  Jacob  Thomas,  of  Scott

Your  Grand  Committee  have  had  under  consideration,  the  Pieturn  of  Zif  Lodge, 
No.  8,  and  of  Olive  Branch  Lodge,  No.  10,  together  with  a  letter  and  an  appoint- 
ment of  Brother  John  Sheets  as  their  representative  hy  proxy,  without  the  seal  of 
their  Lodge  annexed  to  the  same;  and,  after  due  examination,  are  of  opinion,  and 
do  find  both  Returns  to  be  regular  and  correct ;  in  which  they  request  the  concur- 
rence of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Whereupon,  on  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  appointment  of  the  proxij,  from  Olive  Branch  Lodge,  No.  10,  is 
constitutionally  deficient;  but  it  is  the  wish  that  this  said  Lodge  should  be  repre- 
eented  in  the  present  Grand  Lodge.     Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  do  confirm  the  nomination  of  Bi'other  John  Sheets 
as  their  representative. 
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Brother  Jolin  Sheets^  S.  G.  W,  pro  fern.,  presented  the  petition  of  Samuel 
C.  Tate,  praying  an  appeal  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  from  an  order  of  expul- 
sion made  against  him  by  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  3,  together  with  sundry 
documents  accompanying  the  same ;  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Grievances. 

Brother  Ilarvaj  Bates  presented  a  petition  from  a  number  of  Brethren 

at  Connersville,   Fayette   county,  praying  for  letters  of  Dispensation  to 

authorize  them  to  assemble  and  work  as  a  regular  Lodge,  together  with  a 

recommendation  from  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  41;   which  were 

read;  and,  on  motion. 

Resolved,  That  letters  of  Dispensation  be  granted  to  the  petitioners;  and  that 
Brother  John  Sample  be  the  first  Master,  Edmund  I.  Kidd,  the  Senior  Warden  and 
John  Conner,  the  Junior  Warden.

The  Lodge  was  called  to  labor,  on  the  third  degree  of  Masonry. 

Brother  John  II.  Farnham,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  examine 
the  proceedings  of  Lodges  working  under  Dispensation,  made  the  follow- 
ing report : 

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  Returns  of  Lodges  under  Dispensation, 
report:  That  they  have  examined  the  records  of  Washington  Lodge,  of  Brownstown; 
and  find  that  said  Lodge  has  not  complied  with  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  made 
at  their  last  Annual  Communication, — requiring  said  Lodge  to  send  up  a  correct 
record  of  their  proceedings  prior  to  the  last  Grand  Communication.  That  the  record 
of  said  Lodge,  handed  to  the  committee,  is  frequently  deficient,  in  not  stating  their 
reasons  for  their  deviation  from  the  By-Laws  of  the  Lodge,  in  entering,  passing  and 
raising  candidates.  That  it  does  not  appear  that  an  examination  of  candidates  took 
place  previous  to  passing  and  raising.  They  also  perceive  that  said  Lodge  has  not 
returned  its  Dispensation  to  this  Grand  Lodge.  That  the  Return  of  said  Lodge  is 
incorrect  and  incomplete,  for  not  containing  the  whole  number  of  its  members,  and 
in  omitting  to  notice  the  order  of  entering,  passing,  and  raising.  It  also  appears, 
that  the  duties  of  Secretary  have  been  illy  attended  to,  and  imperfectly  executed. 

The  committee  have  also  had  under  consideration,  the  Return  of  Temple  Lodge,  at 
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Hardinsburg.  In  the  proceedings  of  this  Lodge,  the  deviations  from  the  landmarks 
of  Masoni-y  are  glaring  and  palpable.  Its  labors  have  been  discontinued,  since  the 
24th  of  June,  1820,  ■without  any  cause  therefor  appearing  in  the  Return.  A  Warden 
is  installed  before  Entered  Apprentices.  The  degree  of  Fellow  Craft  is  conferred 
in  the  presence  of  Entered  Apprentices.  The  name  of  the  Secretary  is  subscribed 
to  the  minutes,  without  appearing  in  the  record.  The  Return  is  incomplete  and 
inaccurate,  and  the  Dispensation  not  returned  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  proceedings  of  Scott  Lodge,  at  Lexington; 
and  find  what  they  conceive  to  be  an  improper  provision  in  the  By-Laws  of  said 
Lodge;  and  also,  an  improper  course  pursued  under  said  provision.  In  Article  five 
of  Section  two,  it  is  provided  that  no  ballot  shall  take  place  but  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing for  the  initiation  of  candidates,  unless  two-thirds  of  the  members  are  present. 
This  committee  conceive,  that  a  practice  of  admitting  members,  at  other  than  regular 
meetings,  is  unconstitutional;  and  that  the  evil  is  not  remedied  by  requiring  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  to  be  present;  on  the  contrary,  they  think  that  a  fruitful 
source  of  contention  is  exhibited  in  that  provision.  In  the  Return  of  this  Lodge, 
the  Senior  Warden  presiding,  is  deaominated  Acting  Master,  which  is  erroneous. 

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  Returns  of  Palestine  Lodge,  and  find  the 
■working  correct;  but  observe  that  the  Dispensation  is  not  copied  into  the  records 
of  the  Lodge.  The  shortness  of  the  time,  during  which  this  Lodge  has  worked,  pre- 
sents a  full  exhibition  of  the  skill  and  capacity  of  the  Lodge. 

In  the  Returns  of  the  above  named  Lodges,  the  committee  find  Entered  Appren- 
tices' Lodges  opened  by  a  number  less  than  that  required  by  the  Constitution  of 
Masonry, — with  the  exception  of  Palestine  Lodge. 

The  committee  observe,  that  it  appears  to  them  most  consistent  with  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Order,  not  to  grant  Charters  until  the  Grand  Lodge  is  satisfied,  from  the 
records  of  Lodges  under  Dispensation,  that  they  are  masters  of  their  profession,  and 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  can  safely  deposit  with  them  the  important  trust  of  teaching 
the  science  of  Masonry  in  its  pure  and  classical  principles.  They  recommend  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  that,  in  all  cases,  a  full  and  satisfactory  terra  of  probation  be  required. 

The  committee  conclude  their  report,  by  recommending  that  all  the  above  named 
Lodges  be  continued  under  Dispensation,  and  that  the  Grand  Lecturer  proceed,  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  Washington  and  Temple  Lodges,  and  instruct  them  in 
the  proper  manner  of  keeping  their  records.

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  committee,  appointed 
to  correspond  with  Brother  G.  W.  Johnson,  on  the  subject  of  a  Masonic  work,  pro- 
posed by  him  to  be  pn1)lished,  entitled  the  '^Secrets  of  Masonry, ^^  beg  leave  to  report: 
That  your  committee  have  investigated  the  documents  referred,  with  that  attention 
which  their  time  and  the  importance  of  the  subject  merited.  With  the  report  alluded 
to,  the  intended  publication  of  Brother  Johnson  was  likewise  referred  to  your  com- 
mittee, which  they  find  to  be  nothing  more  than  a  collection  of  Masonic  orations, 
with  the  exception  of  a  little  more  than  a  Preface  by  the  author. 

Your  committee  therefore  submit  the  follov/ing;  resolution :

"The  object  of  this  communication  is  to  caution  all  Right  Worshipful,  Worship- 
ful, and  other  Brethren,  against   the   false    representations   of   a  man   Avho   has 
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been  too  successful  in  his  appeals  for  charity,  in  this  State  and  in  South  Car- 
olina. 

"Henry  Eitter  is  a  German,  of  low  stature,  well  formed,  dark  complexion,  plau- 
sible manner,  and  speaks  deliberately  the  English  language,  with  a  German  accent; 
has  in  his  possession  a  Masonic  Diploma,  which  he  shows  to  all  from  whom  he 
solicits  aid.  W.  P.  Beers,  Gr.  Sec'y." 

3.  A  circular  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  at 
Charleston,  S.  C,  containing  the  resolution  of  that  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge, 
respecting  Henry  Kitter. 

4.  A  circular  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of 
Kentucky,  giving  notice  of  Henry  Ritter  having  imposed  on  Lexington 
Lodge,  No.  1. 

5.  A  circular  from  John  Snow,  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  of  Ohio,  as  follows,  to-wit : 

"  The  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  to  all  Free  and  Accepted  3fasons, 

of  every  grade,  on  the  terrestrial  globe,  send  greeting  : 

"Know  ye,  that  Frederick  A.  Curtis,  formerly  of  the  State  of  New  York,  lately 
a  resident  of  Ohio,*  but  now  gone  to  some  part  of  the  Southern  or  Western  country, 
unknown  to  the  Companions  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  is  noiv,  and  during  some  years 
past,  has  been  an  expelled  Mason.  The  act  of  expulsion  was  passed  upon  him  by 
Western  Star  Chapter,  No.  So,  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

"The  said  Curtis  is  about  five  feet  seven  inches  high,  usually  corpulent,  of  dark 
complexioD,  black  hair;  has  not  the  perfect  use  of  his  arms;  is  marked  in  his  face 
"with  some  black  spots,  by  the  explosion  of  gun-powder  (as  he  says):  he  speaks  with 
rapidity,  though  with  some  impediment.  He  has  assumed  Tarious  professions,  such 
as  physician,  tailor,  lecturer,  etc.  He  represents  himself  as  a  Mason  of  high  degree 
and  good  standing;  he  is  an  intemperate  man,  guilty  of  much  immoral,  deceitful, 
and  uumasonic  conduct,  both  as  a  man  and  a  Mason. 

"All  Masons  are,  therefore,  hereby  warned  against  associating  with  so  degenerate 
and  unworthy  a  character,  who  has  proved  himself  a  disgrace  to  mankind,  and 
especially  so  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity.

That  it  seems  to  your 
committee,  that  such  of  said  charges  as  have  relation  to  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  15— 
which,  at  that  time,  worked  under  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky — can  not, 
at  this  time,  be  a  subject  of  inquiry  before  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge : — Lodge  No.  15 
being,  at  that  time,  amenable  only  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  under  whom 
she  worked,  and  having,  since  that  period,  formally  surrendered  her  Charter  to  that 
Lodge.  The  first  charge,  then,  which  seems  to  be  a  proper  subject  of  inquiry  by 
your  committee,  is  the  third  charge,  which,  on  referring  to  the  documents  filed, 
appears  to  be  the  first  act  of  the  present  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  1,  contained  in  the 
list  of  the  charges  preferred.  This  charge,  if  it  may  be  considered  an  ofi'ence  against 
the  ancient  usages  and  customs  of  Masonry,  appears  to  have  resulted  more  from  a 
want  of  correct  knowledge  of  the  extent  of  the  powers  of  a  Master  Masons'  Lodge, 
than  from  a  wanton  intention  to  violate  the  ancient  forms  and  customs  of  Masonry, 
which  is  acknowledged  in  their  answer  to  that  charge ;  and  may  be  readily  excused 
by  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

The  right  and  privilege  of  a  Lodge,  for  good  cause,  to  reject  the  visit  of  a  Brother, 
is  a  power  which  your  committee  can  not  deny.  They,  therefore,  report,  that  they 
can  see  no  good  ground  why  this  M.  W.  Grand  LodgB  should  censure  the  course 
taken  by  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  1,  in  regard  to  Brother  Samuel  Parr.

7.  When  a  Brother  rises  to  speak,  he  shall  respectfully  address  himself 
to  the  "  ^lost  Worshipful ;"  and  if  he  transgresses  the  rules  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  sj^eaking  or  othei-wise,  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  shall 
call  him  to  order;  when,  he  shall  immediately  sit  down,  uulcvSS  permitted 
to  explain. 

8.  Xo  Brother  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  any  question,  without 
leave;  nor  more  than  once,  until  every  other  Brother  choosing  to  speak 
has  spoken.  And  when  two  or  more  shall  rise  at  the  same  time  to  speak, 
the  Jlost  Worshipful  Grand  Master  shall  name  the  Brother  who  shall 
speak  first. 

9.  While  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  is  addressing  the  Grand 
Lodge,  or  putting  a  question,  or  a  Brother  is  speaking,  no  Brother  shall 
entertain  any  private  discourse ;  nor  pass  between  the  speaker  and  the  Chair. 

10.  No  Brother  shall  vote  on  any  question,  where  he  is  particularly  and 
personally  interested,  nor  when  he  is  not  present  when  the  question  is  first 
put;  nor  shall  there  be  any  debate  after  the  question  is  j^ut  by  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master. 

11.  Every  Brother  having  a  right  to  vote,  who  is  present  when  a  ques- 
tion is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  for  special  reasons,  he  shall  be  excused. 

12.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the 
Grand  Master,  or  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair  and 
read  aloud  by  the  Secretary,  before  debate. 

13.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Grand  Master  or 
any  other  Brother  desire  it. 

14.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Grand  Master,  or  read  by  the  Secre- 
tary, it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  but  may 
be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

15.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless 
to  amend  it,  to  commit  it,  to  postpone  it,  for  the  previous  question,  or  to 
adjourn. 

16.  The  previous  question  being  moved  and  seconded,  the  question  shall 
be — "Shall  the  main  question  now  be  put?"  and  if  the  nays  prevail,  the 
main  question  shall  not  be  put. 

17.  On  a  previous  question,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once, 
without  leave. 

18.  A  motion  for  adjournment,  to  a  time  not  longer  than  one  day,  shall 
always  be  in  order,  and  be  decided  without  debate;  but  all  other  motions 
for  adjournment  may  be  debated  as  in  other  cases. 

19.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  a  question,  where  the  sense 
will  admit  of  it. 
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20.  Motions  and  reports  may  be  committed,  at  tlie  pleasure  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

21.  A  motion  for  amendment  until  decided,  shall  preclude  all  otiier 
amendments  of  the  main  question. 

22.  No  new  motion,  which  totally  changes  the  subject  matter  on  which 
the  original  motion  "was  intended  to  operate,  shall  be  admitted  under  color 
of  amendment  as  a  substitute  of  the  motion  under  debate. 

23.  No  member,  except  one  of  the  majority  which  decided  the  question, 
shall  be  jDcrmitted  to  move  for  a  re-consideration  of  such  question. 


On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  uppointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  memo- 
rialize the  Legislature  of  this  State,  at  their  next  session,  so  to  incorporate  the  Lodges 
subordinate  to,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  as  to  entitle  the  said  Lodges  to  hold 
real  estate,  not  to  exceed  one  acre  for  each  Lodge,  and  personal  estate  not  to  exceed 
the  value  of  two  thousand  dollars  each. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lecturer,  either  by  himself  or  his  Deputy,  be  instructed 
to  proceed,  at  as  early  a  period  as  possible,  to  visit  the  several  Lodges  working 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  That  he  inspect  their  by-la svs,  records, 
workings,  conduct,  Masonic  qualifications  and  improvements,  and  make  report,  in 
writing,  of  the  result  of  their  visits  and  inspections,  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  next 
Annual  Communication.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ofiBcers  of  each  subordinate 
Lodge,  when  notified  of  the  intended  official  visit  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  to  imme- 
diately convene  the  Lodge,  submit  their  by-laws,  records,  and  other  necessary  work, 
to  his  inspection,  and  to  pay  all  due  respect  to  the  said  delegate  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Secondly, — Resolved,  That  the  said  Grand  Lecturer  shall  receive,  as  a  compensa- 
tion for  such  service,  five  dollars  for  each  subordinate  Lodge  he  may  visit  as  above; 
which  sum  shall  be  paid  by  such  Lodge;  and  shall  moreover  receive  such  additional 
compensatioa  therefor,  as  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  their  discretion,  may  think  proper  to 
allow,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion. 

Resolved,  That  a  list  of  the  suspensions  and  expulsions  made  by  the  several  sub- 
ordinate Lodges,  since  the  last  Annual  Communication,  be  published  with  the  Pro- 
ceedings; and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  transmit  to  the  editors  of  "The  Indiana 
Gazette,"  at  Corydon,  a  list  of  expulsions  for  publication,  with  a  request  that  the 
same  be  published  by  all  the  printers  of  newspapers  in  this  State:  Provided,  however, 
That  no  expelled  member,  who  shall  take  an  appeal,  within  sixty  days  after  such 
expulsion,  shall  be  published,  until  after  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  every 
such  appeal  shall  be  first  had. 

Brother  John  Myers,  representative  from  Lawrenccburg  Lodge,  No.  4, 
and  Jacob  Thomas,  representative  from  Scott  Lodge,  No.  12,  asked  for  and 
obtained  leave  of  absence,  for  the  remainder  of  the  session.

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Accounts. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  presented  the  following  report,  to-wit . 

CoRYDON,  May  13,  1821. 
To  the  31.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana : 

The  undersigned,  by  authority  in  him  vested,  proceeded  to  congregate,  constitute 
and  install,  in  ample  form,  the  officers  of  Washington  Lodge,  No.  13,  held  at  Browns- 
town,  Indiana,  on  the  17th  of  October,  1820.  On  the  24lh  of  the  same  month,  the 
officers  of  Warren  Lodge,  at  Connersville,  (U.  D.).  On  the  27th  of  the  same  month, 
authorised  Brother  H.  Bates  to  install  the  officers  of  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge.  On 
the  21st  of  December,  issued  a  Dispensation  to  Alexander  Buckner,  Master,  Edward 
F.  Grant,  Senior  Warden,  and  Joseph  3IcFerson,  Junior  Warden,  to  hold  a  Lodge  in 
the  town  of  Jackson,  in  Missouri,  by  the  name  of  Unity  Lodge;  and  authorized  Bro- 
ther Henry  Dodge  to  install  the  officers  of  said  Lodge.  On  the  21st  of  December, 
1820,  issued  a  Dispensation  to  Randolph  West,  Master,  William  B.  Dimmick,  Senior 
Warden,  and  Walter  Wilson,  Junior  Warden,  to  hold  a  Lodge  at  Princeton,  Indiana, 
"by  the  name  of  Warren  Lodge.  On  the  14th  of  March,  1821,  issued  a  Dispensation  to 
Brother  Zenas  Kimberly,  Master,  John  Winchil,  Senior  Warden,  and  Joseph  Newton, 
Junior  Warden,  to  hold  a  Lodge  at  Vernon,  Indiana,  by  the  name  of  Jennings  L-odge. 
And  on  the  13th  of  May,  issued  a  Dispensation  to  Brother  William  Nash,  Master, 
Wilher  Hoag,  Senior  Warden,  and  James  Wasson,  Junior  Warden,  to  hold  a  Lodge 
at  Carlisle,  Indiana,  by  the  name  of  Hiram  Lodge.  And  paid  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
fifteen  dollars.  Submitted  by  JOHN  TIPTON,    G.  M.  G.  L.  I. 

On  motion  the  report  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Brother  John  N.  Dunbar  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  present  a  copy  of 
the  charges  and  evidence,  exhibited  against  Brother  Thomas  C.  Davis/latS 
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a  member  of  Pisgah  Lodge,  No.  5,  before  said  Lodge;  wbich  were  read,  and 
on  motion,  the  documents  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 

The  workings  of  Warren  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at  Connersville ;  Jennings 
Lodge,  (LT.  D.),  at  Vernon;  Palestine  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at  Palestine,  and 
Warren  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at  Princeton,  were  laid  on  the  Secretary's  table; 
and,  on  motion. 

The  proceedings  and  workings  of  Lodges  under  Dispensation,  were 
referred  to  the  committee  whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  the  workings  of 
Lodges  under  Dispensation. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning,  at 
nine  o'clock.  JOHN  TIPTON,  G.  Master.

Tuesday,  September  11,  1821. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock, 
A.  M. — M.  W.,  John  Tipton,  Grand  Master,  presidrng. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  to  labor,  in  the  third  degree  of  Masonry,  iu 
ancient  form. 

Brother  Jennings^  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom'  was 
referred  the  appeal  of  Thomas  C.  Davis,  and  the  documents  connected 
therewith,  made  the  following  report : 

That  the  individual,  whose  case  has  been  inquired  into  by  your  committee,  was 
late  a  member  of  Pisgah  Lodge,  No.  5,  when  he  was  charged  with  attempting  to  de- 
fraud Brother  James  Stewart,  in  the  bargain  and  sale  of  certain  lands.  It  appears 
from  the  evidence  in  the  case,  that  the  charges  against  Thomas  C.  Davis  are  fully 
supported,  and  that  his  expulsion  was  due  to  his  departure  from  the  principles  of 
our  Order.     The  testimony  in  the  case  is  not  only  creditable,  but  impartial. 

The  committee,  therefore,  remark,  that  when  any  individual,  possessed  of  a 
knowledge  of  his  duty  as  a  Mason,  can  deliberately  disregard  the  obligations,  which 
the  moral  and  social  duties  of  life  so  strongly  impose,  it  becomes  indispensably 
necessary  to  the  welfare  of  the  Craft,  and  to  the  adorning  the  sublime  principles  WQ 
profess,  to  close  against  him,  forever,  the  door  of  Masonry.  The  committee,  there- 
fore, submit  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  the  decision  of  Pisgah  Lodge,  No.  5,  in  the  expulsion  of  Thomas  C. 
Davis,  be  confirmed. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 

Brother  Biinhar,  from  the  committee  on  Returns  of  subordinate  Lodges, 
submitted  the  following  report : 

Tour  committee  have  inspected  the  Returns  of  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  1 ;  Union 
Lodge,  No.  2 ;  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  3 :  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4 ;  Pisgah 
Lodge,  No.  5;  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6;  Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7;  Zif  Lodge,  No.  8,  and 
Posey  Lodge,  No,  9; — and,  after  mature  examination,  are  of  opinion  that  the  said 
Returns  are  correct  and  should  be  received.  It  appears,  from  a  ceriiiicate  accom- 
panying the  Return  of  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6,  that  Brother  William  C.  Keen  has 
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been  appointed  their  proxy  in  the  Grand  Lodge;  but  as  the  certificate  has  not  the 
seal  of  the  Lodge  attached,  your  committee  deem  the  appointment  insufficient.  The 
Return  of  Zif  Lodge,  No  8,  is  also  accompanied  by  a  certificate,  that  Brothers  Stephen 
Beers  and  Ansel  Abbey  are  appointed  delegates,  on  the  part  of  said  Lodge,  to  the 
Grand  Lodge;  but  which  certificate,  as  it  regards  Brother  Ansel  Abbey,  is  deficient 
on  the  same  account.  Brother  Beers  being,  as  appears  from  said  Return,  Master  of 
said  Zif  Lodge,  is  a  constitutional  representative,  as  a  matter  of  course. 

It  is  a  subject  of  regret,  that  these  inaccuracies  have  occurred ;  but,  as  it  must 
be  desirable  to  the  said  Lodges,  to  have  a  representative  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  accord- 
ing to  their  own  appointment,  your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  to-wit : 

Resolved^  That  the  nomination  of  Brother  William  C.  Keen,  as  iha  proxy  of  Rising 
Sun  Lodge,  No.  6,  and  the  appointment  of  Brother  Ansel  Abbey  one  of  the  represen- 
tatives of  Zif  Lodge,  No.  8,  be  confirmed  by  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  they  take 
their  seats  accordingly. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 
Brother  Posei/,  from  the  committee  on  the  workings  of  Lodges  under 
Dispensation,  made  the  following  report : 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  several  documents  laid  before  them,  and  find 
in  the  Return  of  Warren  Lodge  at  Princeton,  of  their  initiating,  passing  and  rais- 
ing,— the  number  of  eight  passed  to  the  degree  of  Fellow  Craft,  at  their  meeting  of 
the  28th  of  March,  1821 ;  which,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  is  more  than  the 
constitutional  number;  as,  to  initiate,  pass,  or  raise,  more  than  five,  we  belifeve  to  be 
irregular.  Also,  their  By-Laws,  Article  5,  Section  1,  in  the  latter  part  of  said  Sec- 
tion,—  "tlie  Master  having  the  riglit  to  appoint  the  officers,  pro  iem.^  in  his  absence;" 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  is  incorrect  and  unmasonic.  Your  com- 
mittee not  being  furnished  with  a  copy  of  their  proceedings,  are  unable  to  report 
further  upon  the  workings  of  said  Lodge, 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  Return  of  Palestine  Lodge ;  and  find,  in 
the  charges  preferred  against  Brother  John  T.  Osborn — in  the  first  charge,  specifica- 
tion first — language  which,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  is  highly  improper  to 
be  written.  Also,  in  the  answer  of  Brother  Osborn  to  said  specification, — which 
your  committee  request  may  be  read  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

Your  committee  have  also  had  under  consideration,  and  examined  the  proceed- 
ings of  Warren  Lodge,  Connersville;  and  Jennings  Lodge,  Vernon;  and  find  their 
workings  regular; — but  observe,  that  the  Dispensation  of  Jennings  Lodge  is  not 
returned  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  and  examination,  the  proceed- 
ings of  Hiram  Lodge,  at  Carlisle;  and  find  that,  at  their  meeting  on  the  13th  of 
June  last,  there  appears  to  have  been  no  presiding  Master;  and  also  find  in  their 
By-Laws — Article  first  and  Section  fourth — that  whenever  the  Chair  of  the  Master 
shall  become  vacant,  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  Lodge,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Senior  Warden,  on  the  first  Lodge  night  after  such  vacancy  shall  occur, 
is  authorized  to  elect  a  new  Master.  Which  proceeding,  in  the  opinion  of  j'our  com- 
mittee, is  a  direct  violation  of  the  Warrant  of  Dispensation  of  said  Lodge.  And 
observe,  that  they  find  no  return  of  the  Warrant  of  Dispensation  to  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Grand  Committee. 
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The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  proceedings  had  in  Yincennes  Lodge, 
No.  15,  against  Brother  Joseph  B.  Emmerson,  who  was  expelled  by  said 
Lodge  for  unmasonie  conduct,  and  furnished  by  said  Lodge  in  obedience 
to  an  order  of  the  hist  Grand  Communication.  The  documents  were  read, 
and  on  motion,  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  forward  a  copy  of  all 
the  proceedings  in  said  case  to  Brother  Henry  Clay. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  proceedings  had  before  Vincennes 
Lodge,  No.  1,  in  the  case  of  General  W.  Johnson,  furnished  by  said  Lodge 
in  obedience  to  an  order  of  the  last  Grand  Communication,  The  docu- 
ments were  read,  and  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  Brother  Richard 
C  Talbott,  late  Grand  Treasurer,  including  his  Account  Current  and  cov- 
ering the  balance  due  the  Grand  Lodge;  which  was  read,  and  on  motion, 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Accounts. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  communications  from  foreign  Grand 
Lodges,  etc.,  since  the  last  Grand  Communication,  to-wit :  New  York, 
Maine,  Kentucky,  Pennsylvania,  North  Carolina,  Connecticut,  Maryland, 
Tennessee,  New  Jersey,  Ohio,  Massachusetts  and  Louisiana. 

On  motion,  the  communications  from  the  States  of  Maine  and  Louisiana 
were  referred  to  a  select  committee,  to-wit :  Brothers  Dunbar,  Jennings 
and  Posey. 

On  motion,  the  communications  from  foreign  Grand  Lodges — except 
those  from  the  States  of  Maine  and  Louisiana — were  referred  to  the  Grand 
committee. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  to  draft  and  report  a  code  of  by-laws 
for  the  government  of  the  subordinate  Lodges ;  and  that,  after  being  approved  of  bj 
this  Grand  Lodge,  a  copy  shall  be  sent  to  each  subordinate  Lodge,  with  a  request 
that  they  adopt  the  same. 

Brothers  Wilson,  Kimberly,  Arion  and  Jennings  were  appointed  said 
committee. 

Brother  G.  W.  Johnson  requests  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  on 
the  following  questions  : 

1.  Can  members  of  a  Lodge  petition  to  themselves  for  the  establishment  of  a  new 
Lodge?  2.  Can  they  vote  upon  their  own  petition?  3.  Can  any  other  Lodge  than 
the  nearest  one  to  the  petitioners,  recommend  a  new  Lodge  ?  4.  Will  any  other 
cause  than  that  of  a  Lodge  being  too  numerous  to  work  with  ease,  convenience  and 
advantage,  authorize  a  recommendation  and  establishment  of  a  new  Lodge? 

Which  were  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  a  select  committee,  to-wit : 
Brothers  Beckes,  Naylor  and  Beers. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned,  to  meet  again  at  four  o'clock 
this  afternoon,  and  in  Grand  Committee  at  two  o'clock. 
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Four  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  John  Tipton, 
Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Brother  Isaac  Kaylor  presented  the  written  request  of  Brother  R.  W. 
Nelson,  the  representative  from  Posey  Lodge,  No.  9,  that  said  Naylor  be 
permitted  to  act  as  thepro.T7/  for  said  Posey  Lodge;  which  was  read,  and  on 
motion.  Brother  Isaac  Naylor  was  received  ^fi  proxy  for  Posey  Lodge,  No.  9. 

Brother  John  Sheets,   D.   G.   M.,  Chairman  of  the   Grand   Committee, 

made  report;  which  was  read,  and  on  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Grand  Committee  be  received;  and  that  a  Charter 
issue  to  Palestine  Lodge,  which  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  Palestine  Lodge,  No.  14. 
That  a  Charter  issue  to  Warren  Lodge,  which  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  Warren 
Lodge,  No.  1-5.  That  a  Charter  issue  to  Clinton  Lodge,  which  shall  hereafter  be 
known  as  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  16.  That  a  Charter  issue  to  Jennings  Lodge,  which 
shall  hereafter  be  known  as  Jennings  Lodge,  No.  17.  That  a  Charter  issue  to  Hiram 
Lodge,  which  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  18. 

Brother  John  S.  Simonson  was  added  to  the  Committee  on  Grievances,  in 

place  of  Reuben  W.  Nelson,  who  was  absent. 

On   motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  Palestine  Lodge,  in  the 
case  of  Brother  Osborn,  as  is  contained  in  the  third  specification  of  the  first  charge 
against  said  Osborn,  and  said  Osborn's  reply  thereto,  be  stricken  out;  and  that  said 
Lodge  be  instructed  to  expunge  the  same  from  the  journal  of  their  proceedings. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Committee  was  discharged  from  the  further  exam- 
ination of  the  communications  from  foreign  Grand  Lodges,  and  the  same 
were  referred  to  a  select  committee,  to  consist  of  Brothers  Jennings,  Hall, 
Bates  and  Naylor. 

Brother  Jennings  presented  an  account  of  W.  P.  Thomasson;  which 
was  read,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Accounts. 

Brother  Samuel  Hall,  representative  from  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  16,  asked 
for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence,  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  nine 
o'clock.  JOHN  TIPTON,  G.  Master.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  John  Tipton,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  presented  communications  from  Brothers  Abel 
C.  Pepper,  Deputy  Grand  Lecturer,  and  Samuel  Gwathmey,  Junior  Grand 
Warden ;  which  were  read,  and  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  and  workings 
of  Unity  Lodge,  (U.  P.),  at  the  town  of  Jackson,  in  Missouri;  which  was 
read,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Dispensations. 
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On  motion,  the  committee  on  Accounts  were  instructed  to  inquire  into 
the  expediency  of  allowing  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  his  necessary  expenses, 
in  going  to  and  from  the  several  Lodges  lately  under  Dispensation,  for  the 
purpose  of  installing  their  officers. 

Brother  Dunbar,  from  the  select  committee  appointed  to  correspond  with 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  Maine  and  Louisiana,  made  a  report;  which  was  read, 
and  on  motion,  received  and  adopted. 

Brother  Jennings  presented  the  written  request  of  Brother  Samuel  Hall, 
the  representative  from  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  16,  that  Benjamin  V.  Beckes 
be  permitted  to  act  as  the  pmxy  of  said  Lodge;  which  was  read,  and  on 
motion,  the  request  was  granted. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Secretary  was  requested  to  make  out  copies  of  the 
answers  to  the  communications  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodges  of  Maine 
and  Louisiana,  and  forward  the  same  as  speedily  as  possible. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  will  not  act  upon  any  case  of  appeal  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  unless  it  have  all  the  evidence,  in  writing,  had  before  the  subordinate  Lodge 
(which  is  proper  to  be  committed  to  writing),  together  with  the  charges  and  specifi- 
cations. 

■    Brother  Nayhr,  ftom  the  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 

questions  of  Brother  G.  W.  Johnson,  made  the  following  report,  to-wit : 

That,  in  relation  to  the  first  and  second  questions  in  the  said  communication,  they 
are  clearly  of  opinion,  that  members  of  a  Lodge,  according  to  the  Constitution  and 
principles  of  Freemasonry,  can  not  petition  to  themselves  for  the  establishment  of  a 
new  Lodge,  and  consequently,  in  such  case,  can  not  vote  upon  their  own  petition. 

As  to  the  third  question,  we  are  aware  that  Masonic  Brethren,  desirous  of  form- 
ing themselves  into  a  Lodge,  must  apply  to  the  nearest  Lodge  to  their  place  of  resi- 
dence, for  a  recommendation  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  are,  however,  of  opinion,  that 
wherever  such  application  is  made  without  obtaining  the  desired  recommendation, 
the  Brethren  then  have  a  right  to  make  application  to  the  next  nearest  Lodge,  and 
that  it  is  the  duty  of  such  Lodge  to  recommend  them  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  notwith- 
Btanding  the  refusal  of  the  Lodge  to  which  the  tirst  application  was  made,  provided 
they  have  no  other  reason  for  withholding  such  recommendation. 

On  the  fourth  question,  we  are  of  opinion,  that  so  long  as  a  Lodge  is  not  too 
numerous  to  work  with  ease,  convenience  and  advantage,  there  ought  not  to  be  a 
recommendation  for  the  establishment  of  a  new  Lodge,  to  be  composed  of  a  part  of 
the  members  of  the  old  one. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Grand  Committee. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  adjourned,  to  meet  at  two  o'clock  this  after- 
noon; and  in  Grand  Committee  immediately. 


Two  o'clock,  p.  M. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  John  Tipton, 
Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Brother  Jennings,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  made  the  following 
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report  in  tte  case  of  appeal  of  Brother  Joshua  Harlan,  who  was  suspended 
for  unmasonic  conduct  by  Warren  Lodge,  No.  15,  then  under  Dispensation: 

That,  upon  examination  of  the  documents  referred  to  the  committee  in  this  case, 
the  charge  urged  against  the  petitioner,  is  numbered  the  third  on  the  list  exhibited. 
This  charge,  your  committee  are  of  opinion,  lias  been  sufhciently  supported.  The 
charge  and  the  evidence,  connected  with  the  third  item  or  specification,  the  com- 
mittee beg  leave  to  make  a  part  of  their  report,  together  with  the  allegations  of  the 
petitioner. 

Although  the  petitioner  alleged,  that  the  promises  made  by  him  to  transfer  his 
title  to  a  certain  parcel  of  land,  was  bottomed  on  conditions  precedent,  which  were 
to  have  been  complied  with  by  the  person  to  whom  he  thus  promised  to  convey  said 
lands;  yet  the  petitioner  has  failed  to  show,  from  any  evidence  before  the  committee, 
that  there  was  any  such  conditions  existing  which  have  not  been  complied  with;  nor 
does  it  appear  that  any  condition  precedent  was  required  to  secure  the  title  of  the 
donated  part  of  said  land,  other  than  that  the  donee  should  be  a  tanner  or  blacksmith 
and  make  improvements  connected  therewith  in  a  reasonable  time.  The  decision  in 
this  case,  by  AVarren  Lodge,  was  unanimous;  nor  does  it  appear  that  the  petitioner, 
at  the  time  of  his  trial,  expressed  any  objection  to  any  part  of  the  proceedings,  ex- 
cept the  final  judgment  of  the  Lodge  against  him.  The  committee,  therefore,  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  committee  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the 
case  of  Joshua  Harlan,  and  that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Grand  Committee. 

On  motion,  the  committee  on  Accounts  was  instructed  to  inquire  into 
the  expediency  of  allowing  the  former  Grand  Lecturer  his  necessary  ex- 
penses in  visiting  the  several  subordinate  Lodges,  for  the  purpose  of  lec- 
turing said  Lodges. 

Brother  Naylor,  from  the  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
communications  from  foreign  Grand  Lodges,  made  the  following  report :  j 

That,  from  the  voluminous  and  numerous  character  of  these  documents,  your  com- 
mittee have  been  able  to  give  them  only  a  very  hasty  and  partial  examination ;  and 
consequently  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  their  intrinsic  value  and  importance 
to  this  M.  AV.  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  subordinate  Lodges  working  under  its  juris- 
diction. 

Under  the  firm  conviction,  that  fi'equent  and  fraternal  communications  and 
friendly  correspondence,  between  the  several  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  are 
well  calculated  for  the  dissemination  of  Masonic  information  throughout  the  Union, 
and  have  a  happy  tendency  in  promoting  peace,  love  and  prosperity  throughout  the 
Masonic  world.

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  directed,  immediately 
after  the  adjournment  thereof,  to  make  out  and  transmit  to  each  of  the  respective 
Grand  Lodges,  or  the  respective  Secretaries  thereof,  from  whom  he  has  received  the 
aforesaid  communications  and  documents,  an  appropriate  communication,  acknowl- 
edging the  receipt  of  the  same ;  together  with  a  copy  of  the  Proceedings  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  at  its  present  Annual  Communication. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  received  and  concurred  in. 
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On  motion,  the  vote  concurring  in  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Griev- 
ances, on  the  appeal  of  Thomas  C.  Davis,  was  reconsidered;  and  the  docu- 
ments, etc.,  were  referred  to  the  Grand  Committee. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  Posey  Lodge,  No.  9,  be  directed  to  show  cause,  at  the  next  Annual 
Grand  Communication,  why  the  said  Lodge  initiated  an  individual  within  the  juris- 
diction of  Pisgah  Lodge,  No.  5,  without  the  consent  of  said  Pisgali  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  the  construction  to  be  given  to  the  ninth  Section  of  the  Constitution 
shall  be  such  as  to  authorize  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master  to  grant  Dispensations 
to  new  Lodges,  in  all  cases  when  the  M.  W.  Grand  ^Laster  is  not  personally  present, 
at  his  residence,  at  the  time  any  such  application  is  made.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  John  Tipton,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Brother  Samuel  Whittlesey,  representative  from  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  18, 
asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 
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Brother  Posey,  from  the  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  workings 
of  Lodges  under  Dispensation,  made  the  following  report,  which  was 
received  and  adopted : 

That  they  have  examined  and  had  under  consideration  the  workings  of  Unity 
Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at  the  town  of  Jackson,  State  of  Missouri;  and  iind,  at  their  first 
meeting  on  the  24th  of  February,  1821,  after  the  installation  of  Master,  the  other 
officers  were  installed;  and  it  does  not  appear,  from  their  records,  that  the  Past 
Masters'  Lodge  was  closed  prior  to  their  installation.  Your  committee  would  beg 
leave  to  remark,  that  the  workings  of  said  Lodge,  except  in  the  one  instance,  is 
correct. 

Your  committee  would,  in  conformity  with  the  wishes  of  the  Brethren  of  Unity 
Lodge,  as  it  appears  to  this  Grand  Lodge  that  there  has  been  established  a  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  State  of  Missouri,  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  resolution; 

Resolved,  That,  as  this  Grand  Lodge  has  a  perfect  confidence  in  the  skill  and 
ability  of  the  Brethren  of  Unity  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  that  they  be  permitted  to  separate 
from  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  this  Grand  Lodge  recommend  them  to  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  to  be  a  Chartered  Lodge. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  proceedings  of  Terre  Haute  Lodge,  work- 
ing under  Dispensation ;  and  find  the  work  thereof  correct,  and  are  well  satisfied 
with  the  Masonic  ability  of  the  Brethren  of  said  Lodge. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  issue  to  Terre  Haute  Lodge,  which  shall  hereafter  be 
known  as  Terre  Haute  Lodge,  No.  19 ;  that  Dp;x,\is  Demmi.ng  be  the  first  Master 
thereof,  Curtis  Gilbert,  the  first  Senior  Warden,  and  Robert  Sturgus,  the  first  Junior 
Warden. 

The  case  of  Brother  Joseph  Jenkins,  who  complained  against  Zif  Lodge, 
No.  8,  for  refusing  him  the  privilege  of  visiting  said  Zif  Lodge  in  May, 
1820,  being  under  consideration;  on  motion,  the  case  was  indefinitely 
postponed. 

On  motion,  a  committee  was  appointed,  to  define  the  territorial  jurisdic- 
tion of  subordinate  Lodges ;  and  Brothers  Wilson,  Arion  and  Baldwin  were 
appointed  said  committee. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  for  one  hour, 
and  then  called  to  labor  again. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  (Tipton)  informed  the  Grand  Lodge,  that, 
during  the  time  of  refreshment,  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  convened ;  and 
that  the  M.  W.,  John  Sheets,  Grand  Master  elect,  had  been  installed  Grand 
Master  of  Masons,  in  and  for  the  State  of  Indiana,  according  to  ancient 
usage  and  with  the  customary  rites  and  ceremonies;  and  that  the  R.  W., 
Jonathan  Jennings,  had  been  duly  installed  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

The  other  officers  elect  were  then  severally  and  successively  installed  in 
their  several  offices,  agreeably  to  ancient  usage. 

Brother  Beclces  presented  the  account  of  Brothers  Lodge  &  Arion,  for 
printing;  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Accounts. 
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The  following  resolution  was  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  a  select 

committee,  consisting  of  Brothers  Brandon,  Wilson  and  Dewey  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  charge  the  dues  for  momber- 
Bhip  to  the  members  of  Terre  Haute  Lodge,  ouly  for  one  year,  while  said  Lodge  was 
working  under  Dispensation. 

Brother  Z.  Kimherly  was  added  to  the  committee  on  Accounts,  etc. 

Brother  Tipton  presented  the  written  request  of  Brother  S.  Whittlesey, 
representative  from  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  18,  that  Brother  Benjamin  V. 
Beckes  be  permitted  to  act  as  the  jivoxy  of  said  Lodge;  which  request 
was  granted. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  then  adjourned,  until  three  o'clockj 
and  to  meet  in  Gi'and  Committee,  at  two  o'clock.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  John  Sheets, 
Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Brother  ^Yihon^  from  the  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
resolution  concerning  the  dues  of  Terre  Haute  Lodge,  made  a  report; 
which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  received  and  adopted. 

Brother  Dunbar^  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  made  the  following 
report,  to-wit , 

The  committee,  to  inspect  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
Grand  Ti'easurer,  and  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  directing  an  inquiry 
into  the  expediency  of  giving  a  compensation  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  for  ser- 
vices rendered  in  the  organization  of  Lodges ;  also,  the  resolution  directing  an 
inquiry  into  the  expediency  of  remunerating  the  late  Grand  Lecturer,  for  services 
performed  by  him, — report  in  part : 

As  it  appears,  satisfactorily  to  your  committee,  that  expenditures  have  necessa- 
rily been  made  by  the  above  named  officers,  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed 
on  them,  they  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.,  John  Tipton,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  M.  W.,  John 
Sheets,  late  Grand  Lecturer,  be  allowed,  out  of  the  funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the 
sum  of  thirty  dollars  each,  as  a  compensation  for  their  services  as  aforesaid. 

Brother  Jennings,  from  the  Grand  Committee,  made  a  report;  which  was, 
on  motion,  amended  to  read  as  follows,  to-wit . 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  introductory  communication  of  Bro- 
ther General  AV.  Johnson,  of  Viucennes  Lodge,  No.  1,  requesting  the  opinion  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  on  the  several  questions  therein  contained,  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  now  beg  leave  to  report: 

That,  in  relation  to  the  first  and  second  questions  in  the  said  communication, 
they  are  clearly  of  opinion,  that  members  of  a  Lodge,  according  to  the  constitution 
and  principles  of  Freemasonry,  can  petition  the  same  to  recommend  them  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Gificer  for  a  Dispensation,  (but  can  not  vote  on  their  own 
petition),  and  the  propriety  of  Granting  the  same  be  left  to  be  judged  of  by  the 
authority  granting  the  same. 
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As  to  the  third  question,  we  are  of  opinion,  that  Masonic  Brethren  desirous  of 
forming  themselves  into  a  Lodge,  must  apply  to  the  nearest  Lodge  to  their  place 
of  residence,  for  a  recommendation  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  are,  however,  of  opin- 
ion, that  whenever  such  application  is  made,  without  obtaining  the  desired  recom- 
mendation, the  Brethren  then  have  a  right  to  make  application  to  the  next  nearest 
Lodge;  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  such  Lodge  to  recommend  them  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  notwithstanding  the  refusal  of  the  Lodge  to  which  the  first  application  waa 
made,  provided  they  have  no  other  reason  for  withholding  such  recommendation. 

For  an  answer  to  the  fourth  inquiry,  we  refer  to  the  Constitution  of  Masonry. 

Which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  the  report,  as  amended,  was  received 
and  adopted, 

Brother  Wilson,  from  the  select  committee,  appointed  to  define  the  terri- 
torial jurisdiction  of  subordinate  Lodges,  made  the  following  report: 

That  tliey  have  had  the  same  under  consideration ;  and  would  say,  in  their  opin- 
ion, to  sanction  the  practice  of  Lodges  initiating  applicants  who  live  nearer  some 
other  Lodge,  would  be  productive  of  much  evil  to  the  Masonic  family;  and  to  remedy 
which,  they  would  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  each  subordinate  Lodge  have  full  and  complete  power  over  all  those 
who  may  wish  to  become  members  of  this  Institution,  who  shall  reside  nearest  such 
subordinate  Lodge;  and  that  no  Lodge  shall  initiate  a  candidate  who  may  reside 
nearer  some  other  Lodge,  without  first  notifying  said  Lodge,  nearest  which  the  candi- 
date resides,  of  his  petition,  and  ascertain  of  such  Lodge  whether  they  have  any 
objection  to  the  petitioner;  and  if  said  Lodge  objects  to  the  petitioner,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Lodge  to  which  he  petitions,  to  reject  the  same. 

Whe  Grand  Lodge  was  then  adjourned,  until  ten  o'clock,  to-morrow 
morning,  and  to  meet  in  Grand  Committee  at  nine  o'clock.

Brother  TJ7/soh,  from  the  select  committee  appointed  to  draft  a  code  of 
by-laws  for  subordinate  Lodges,  made  the  following  report : 

That  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  not  having  time  to  dis- 
charge the  duties,  beg  leave  to  ask  further  time  until  the  next  Annual  Grand  Com- 
munication. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  indefinitely  postponed,  and  the  committee 
discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

Brothers  Rolin  C.  Dewey  and  William  A.  Washburn, — a  committee  to  examine 
attendant  and  visiting  Brethren. 

Brothers  Thomas  Posey,  Franklin  Marsh  and  Bollin  C.  Dewey, — a  committee 
to  examine  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  the 
receipts  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund. 

Brothers  Jonathan  Jennings,  John  H.  Farnuam  and  JoNATU^iN  Barritt, — a 
committee  to  hear  and  examine  into  Grievances. 

Brothers  Edwerd  B.  Wilson,  David  Oliver  and  James  F.  D.  Lanier, —  a  com- 
mittee to  examine  the  workings  of  Lodges  under  Dispensation.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  for  two  hours, 
and  then  called  to  labor  again. 

On  motion,  the  Keturns  of  subordinate  Lodges,  etc.,  were  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Credentials. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  communications  from  other  Grand 
Lodges,  received  by  him  since  the  last  Grand  Communication,  to-wit : 
New  York,  Ohio,  Vermont,  Missouri,  Maine,  Georgia,  Maryland,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Pennsylvania,  Tennessee,  New  Jersey,  Alabama,  Kentucky,  North 
Carolina,  and  Louisiana. 

On  motion,  the  communications  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  com- 
munications from  other  Grand  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  following  communications,  on  the 
subject  of  organizing  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  United  States  : 

"  3Iasonic  Notice. — Those  Members  of  Congress  who  belong  to  the  Masonic  Frater- 
nity, and  those  visitors  of  the  city  who  are  or  have  been  members  of  any  State  Grand 
Lodge,  are  respectfully  invited  to  attend  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  Senate  Cham- 
ber this  evening,  at  seven  o'clock,  to  take  into  consideration  matters  of  general 
interest  to  the  Masonic  Institution.  March  9,  1822.'' 

Pursuant  to  the  above  notice,  published  in  the  National  Intelligencer^  a  number  of 
members  of  the  Society  of  Freemasons,  from  various  parts  of  the  United  States,  com- 
posed of  Members  of  Congress  and  strangers,  assembled  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  City 
of  Washington,  March  9th,  1822.  Brother  Thomas  R.  Ross,  (a  Member  of  Congress 
from  the  State  of  Ohio),  was  appointed  Chairman ;  and  Brother  William  Darlington^ 
(Member  of  Congress  from  Pennsylvania),  Secretary. 

Much  conversation  took  place,  on  the  expediency  of  the  general  objects  of  this 
meeting;  vai'ious  propositions  were  submitted;  and  several  Brethren  offered  their 
Tiews  at  large.     Finally, 

The  following  resolutions,  offered  by  Brother  Henry  Clay,  of  Kentucky,  were 
adopted  unanimously : 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting,  it  is  expedient,  for  the  general 
interests  of  Freemasonry,  to  constitute  a  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 
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Resolved,  That  it  be  proposed  to  the  several  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States 
to  take  the  subject  into  their  serious  consideration,  at  their  next  Annual  Communi- 
cations; and  that,  if  they  approve  of  the  formation  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  it  be 
recommended  to  them  to  appoint  one  or  more  delegates,  to  assemble  in  the  City  of 
Washington  on  tlie  second  Monday  of  February  next,  to  agree  on  the  organization 
of  such  Grand  Lodge 

Resolved,  That  if  two-thirds  of  the  Grand  Lodges  within  the  United  States  concur 
in  the  propriety  of  establisliing  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  it.  be  recommended  to  them 
to  instruct  their  representatives  to  proceed  to  the  formation  of  a  Constitution  of  a 
General  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  subsequently  submitted  to  the  several  Grand  Lodges  in 
the  Union,  for  their  ratification;  and  which  being  ratified  by  a  majority  of  them, 
Bhall  be  considered  as  thenceforth  binding  on  all  the  Grand  Lodges  assenting 
thereto. 

Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.,  John  ■\Larshall,  of  Virginia;  Henry  Clay,  of  Kentucky; 
William  H.  Winder,  of  Maryland;  William  S.  Cardoll,  of  Kew  York;  Joel  Abbot,  of 
'Georgia;  John  Holmes,  of  Maine;  Henry  Baldwin,  of  Pennsylvania;  John  H.  Eaton, 
of  Tennessee;  William  W.  Seaton,  of  VVashington:  Christopher  Rankin,  of  Missis- 
sippi; Thomas  R.  Ross,  of  Ohio;  H.  G.  Burton,  of  North  Carolina;  and  the  Rev. 
Thaddeus  Mason  Harris,  D.  i).,  of  Massachusetts, — be,  and  they  hereby  are,  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  open  a  correspondence  with  the  respective  Grand  Lodges 
within  the  United  States,  and  to  take  such  measures  therein  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient to  carry  the  aforesaid  resolutions  into  eifect. 

The  committee,  in  complying  with  the  above  resolutions,  are  aware  that  a  meeting 
of  individual  Masons,  however  respectable  in  number  and  character,  could  delegate 
no  regular  authority  in  behalf  of  the  Masonic  Body;  and,  if  they  could,  it  waa 
unnecessary.  This  paper  will,  therefore,  be  understood  as  it  is  intended — a  pro- 
ceeding, originating  in  the  necessity  of  the  case,  to  adopt  some  mode  by  which  the 
general  views  of  ^lasons  in  the  different  States  of  the  American  Union  may  be 
ascertained. 

The  history  of  the  Masonic  Institution  shows  that,  though  established  among 
various  nations,  it  was,  in  each  counti-y,  confined  to  a  comparatively  small  number. 
The  jurisdiction  exercised  by  Grand  Lodges,  like  almost  every  exertion  of  power  or 
of  moral  influence,  was  concentrated  in  different  capital  cities.  The  subordinate 
Lodges  were  few  in  number,  and  their  connection  with  the  supreme  head  was  very 
direct.  Till  within  a  recent  period,  it  is  believed,  no  great  number  of  Lodges  have 
been  united  under  a  single  jurisdiction.  The  art  of  printing  and  other  causes  have 
produced  great  changes  in  the  condition  of  the  world,  and  these  causes  have  operated 
in  their  full  proportion  on  the  Society  of  Freemasons.  The  sphere  of  civilization  is 
greatly  enlarging  its  boundaries ;  intellectual  attainments  and  the  influence  of 
moral  operations  are  taking  the  place  of  brute  force;  known  principles  and  laws 
are  recognized,  and  the  advantages  of  cultivated  reason  are  shared  by  an  increased 
proportion  of  mankind.  Under  these  circumstances  Masonry  has  been  extended, 
and  its  Lodges  so  multiplied  as  to  make  their  proper  conduct  a  subject  of  much 
interest  to  the  friends  of  the  Society. 

There  are  two  points  which  at  once  present  themselves  in  connection  with  the 
idea  of  establishing  a  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  The  first  is,  to 
acquire,  in  a  correspondence  with  foreign  nations,  an  elevated  stand  for  the  Masonry 
of  this  country, — to  unite  with  them  in  maintaining  its  general  principles  in  their 
purity;  and  secondly,  to  preserve,  between  our  own  States,  that  uniformity  in  work, 
and  that  active  interchange  of  good  offices,  which  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossi- 
ble, by  other  means. 

The  committee  do  not  presume  to  instruct  their  Brethren  in  the  nature  of  an  Insti- 
tution in  which  they  have  a  common  interest.  They  are  governed  by  a  few  plain 
considerations  known  to  all  who  have  attended  to  the  subject. 
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The  antiquity  of  the  Masonic  Society,  extending  so  far  beyond  all  other  human 
associations,  seizes  the  attention,  and  the  mind  is  naturally  impressed  with  feelings 
of  interest  for  an  Institution  transmitted  to  us  through  the  long  train  of  a  hundred 
ages.  Time,  which  destroys  all  perishable  things,  seems  to  have  consolidated  the 
pillars  of  this  moral  Temple.  We  contemplate  the  long  catalogue  of  excellent  men 
■who  have  been  equally  the  supporters  of  Masonry  and  the  ornaments  of  human 
nature;  and,  we  say,  almost  unconsciously,  that  the  present  generation,  with  all  its 
lights,  must  not  tarnish  the  name  of  an  Institution,  consecrated  by  so  many  circum- 
stances calculated  to  endear  it  to  the  mind  of  a  good  man. 

Without  making  invidious  comparisons  between  the  United  States  and  other  por- 
tions of  the  world,  there  are  some  great  considerations  of  responsibility,  which  our 
intelligent  citizens,  accustomed  to  reflect  on  the  affairs  of  nations,  can  not  overlook. 
The  Masons  of  the  United  States,  in  character  as  such,  have  their  full  share  of  this  v 
moral  responsibility.  They  will  consider  their  Institution  as  one  of  the  great  social 
causes  to  allay  low-minded  jealousies  between  nations  at  peace;  and  in  war  to  miti- 
gate the  horrors  it  can  not  avert.  While  they  offer  their  gratitude  to  a  Beneficent 
Providence  for  their  own  blessings,  they  will  not  be  regardless  of  their  obligations 
to  their  Brethren  throughout  the  world. 

These  reflections,  drawn  from  the  external  circumstances  of  Masonry,  are 
strengthened  by  the  consideration  of  its  intrinsic  nature.  Its  foundation  is  fixed 
in  the  social  feelings  and  the  best  principles  of  the  human  mind.  Its  maxims  are 
the  lessons  of  virtue  reduced  to  their  practicable  application.  It  stands  opposed  to 
Bordidness, — to  jealousy  or  revengeful  iemper, — to  all  the  selfish  and  malevolent 
passions;  it  coincides  with  the  highest  motives  of  patriotism, — the  most  expanded 
philanthropy ;  and  concentrates  all  its  precepts  in  reverence  to  a  Divine  Creator, 
and  good  will  to  man. 

The  United  States  are  supposed  to  contain  near  80,000  Fi-eemasons.  They  are 
generally  in  the  vigor  of  manhood,  and  capable  of  much  active  usefulness.  Notwith- 
standing the  abuses  in  some  places  by  the  admission  of  unworthy  members,  they 
are,  as  a  body,  above  mediocrity  in  character  and  talent.  It  becomes  an  interesting 
question  how  the  energies  of  this  Body  can  be  best  combined  to  give  effect  to  the 
benevolent  design  of  their  association. 

From  causes  which  need  no  explanation,  the  Masonic  jurisdiction  in  this  country 
has  taken  its  form  from  the  political  divisions.  The  modification  which  it  has 
undergone,  from  the  spirit  of  our  civil  institutions,  has  its  benefits  and  its  defects. 
Each  of  our  State  jurisdictions  is  supreme  within  itself.  Whatever  collisions  may 
exist, — whatever  departures  from  the  correct  standard,  in  principle  or  in  rites, — 
■whatever  injury  to  the  common  cause;  there  is  no  mode  assigned  to  obviate  the 
W^rongs  which  it  is  the  interest  of  all  to  prevent.  There  is  no  provision  for  a  sys- 
tematic interchange  of  Rlasonic  intelligence.  In  one  or  two  instances  there  are 
already  two  or  more  Grand  Lodges  in  the  same  State,  each  claiming  superior  juris- 
diction, and  with  no  acknowledged  boundaries  between  them.  AVill  not  these  evils 
increase  as  our  population  becomes  more  dense,  unless  means  be  seasonably  used  to 
guard  against  them?  Is  the  difference  now  j^revailing  between  different  States  an 
evil  wliich  calls  for  remed}'?  Every  good  Mason  must  wish  chiefly  for  the  harmony 
of  the  general  Institution;  for  the  Society  is  so  formed  that  no  particular  part,  how- 
ever meritorious  by  itself,  can  continue  to  prosper,  if  the  body  at  large  is  brought  into 
disgrace.  Is  tlie  Masonry  of  our  country  at  present  a  great  arch  without  a  key-stone? 
Is  it  not  in  danger  of  falling?  Are  noi  many  of  the  books  which  are  published  iu 
the  name  of  the  Masonic  Institution,  derogatory  to  its  character  and  interest? 
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It  is  not  the  design  of  the  committee  to  enter  into  arguments  on  this  suhject ;  nor 
to  lay  down  their  own  opinions  as  a  guide  for  those  better  able  to  judge;  but  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  only  duty  required  of  them  to  perform. 

According  to  the  preceding  resolutions,  the  committee  are  to  submit  the  question 
whetlier  it  be  expedient  that  a  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  be  formed;  and, 
secondly,  to  request  those  Grand  Lodges  which  approve  that  object,  to  appoint  dele- 
gates to  meet  at  Washington,  on  the  second  Monday  of  February  next,  to  take  such 
measures  as  may  be  deemed  most  proper  for  the  organization  of  such  General  Grand 
Lodge. 

It  is  requested  that  this  letter  may  not  be  published  in  newspapers;  but  sub- 
mitted to  the  several  Grand  Lodges,  and  distributed  among  Masons,  as  a  subject 
concerning  the  affairs  of  their  own  Body. 

If  the  information  furnished  to  the  committee  should  render  it  expedient,  perhaps 
another  letter  may  be  forwarded,  giving  a  statement  of  such  facts  as  may  be  inter- 
esting to  be  known,  previous  to  a  final  decision  on  the  course  to  be  taken. 

An  answer  is  requested  with  a  free  expression  of  opinion  on  the  subject  of  this 
communication.  Such  answer  may  be  directed  to  any  member  of  the  committee,  or, 
in  particular,  to  William  W.  Seaton,  Esq.,   Washington.

The  committee  on  foreign  communications,  oifered  a  report;  ■which  was  read,  and 
on  motion  of  Brother  Barry^  ordered  to  be  recommitted  to  a  select  committee,  with 
instructions  to  report  against  the  j^roposition  to  establish  a  General  Grand  Lodge  in 
the  United  States. 

The  select  committee,  to  whom  was  recommitted  the  report  of  the  committee  upon 
foreign  communications,  have,  agreeably  to  order,  had  the  same  under  considera- 
tion, and  beg  leave  to  report: 

That  they  have  taken  into  their  deliberation,  the  proceedings  of  a  number  of 
members  of  the  Society  of  Freemasons,  from  various  parts  of  the  United  States,  com- 
posed of  Members  of  Congress  and  strangers  assembled  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  City 
of  Washington,  March  9th,  1822, — recommending  the  adoption  of  a  General  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States.  They  have  viewed  this  communication,  with  all  the 
deference  so  eminently  due  to  its  distinguished  source,  yet,  at  the  same  time,  with 
the  freedom  and  frankness  characteristic  of  our  Oi'der,  and  solicited  by  the  respecta- 
ble assemblage  at  Washington. 

In  contemplating  this  project,  for  superadding  another  story  to  the  civil  fabric 
of  Masonry,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  view  the  causes  and  necessity  which  led  to 
the  creation  of  Grand  Lodges. 

It  is  a  fact  familiar  to  every  Mason,  that  the  essence  of  the  Order, — its  noble  pre- 
cepts of  benevolence  and  charity,  at  once  the  protection  and  glory  of  the  Brothers 
of  the  mystic  tie, — are  to  be  found  in  the  Lodge,  emphatically  so  called,  untram- 
melled by  any  other  governmental  connection  or  municipal  machinery  whatever, 
independent  of  the  existence  of  Grand  Lodges,  and  before  they  were  ever  thought 
of,by  the  Fraternity. 

It  is  here  that  Masonry  first  displays  itself,  in  a  palpable  external  shape.    It  is  in 
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this  social  form,  that  the  excellencies  of  Masonry  are  practically  inculcated  upon  ita 
votaries,  and  all  the  virtues  of  the  heart  are  cherished  and  nourished  into  the  full 
bloom  and  perfect  fruit. 

What,  then,  is  the  necessity  of  a  Grand  Lodge?  Principally,  we  answer,  as  a 
convenient  appellate  Body  from  the  decisions  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  affecting 
personal  feeling  and  character. 

It  has,  no  doubt,  other  valuable  effects  in  congregating  Masonic  characters  to  a 
considerable  extent,  as  all  social  assemblies  have ;  but  this  is  the  essential  feature 
•which  endears  it  to  the  Craft.  It  is  our  city  of  refuge  in  distress, — it  is  our  asylum 
from  oppression  or  mistake. 

But  does  any  necessity  of  this  kind  extend  to  a  General  Grand  Lodge?  The  ope- 
ration of  Masonry  is  essentially  domestic  and  private ;  it  delights  in  the  offices  of 
private  friendship  and  charity, — to  reconcile  its  members  suffering  under  erroneous 
impressions  of  each  other,  or  the  victims  of  momentary  passion. 

The  widow  and  the  oi-phan,  in  fine,  the  removal  of  distress  in  every  possible 
shape,  are  the  darling  objects  and  essential  element  of  Masonic  activity  ;  all  else  is 
Bubordinate,  or  matter  of  pure  unmixed  expediency.  Does  this  expediency  exist  in 
favor  of  the  pi-esent  proposition?     We  think,  most  decidedly  not. 

Innovation  in  practical  institutions,  is  at  all  times  •prima  fack  improper. 

The  lamentable  lessons,  which  are  read  to  us,  in  the  commotions  and  calamitous 
revolutions  of  empires,  conclusively  establish  this  truth.  On  every  occasion  of 
essential  alterations,  in  matters  affecting  the  actual  concerns  and  feelings  of  men, 
the  necessity  should  be  imperative,  the  remedy  clear  and  unequivocal.  But  if  these 
maxims  are  consecrated  by  experience,  in  the  affairs  of  political  government,  how 
infinitely  more  obligatory  are  they  in  a  moral  institution,  vitally  depending  upon 
unanimity  and  harmony  among  its  members,  and  beheld  through  the  long  vista  of 
"an  hundred  ages."  Innovation  in  Masonry,  properly  and  essentially  so  called,  is, 
we  all  know,  a  solecism, •:— the  thing  has  not,  can  not  be.  But  yet  we  think  the  most 
scrupulous  caution  should  extend  to  the  changes  of  its  great  leading,  municipal  reg- 
ulations. 

We  should  not  proceed  one  step  beyond  the  evident  dictates  of  imperious  neces- 
Bity.  Let  us  now  for  a  moment  contrast  the  imperfect  sketch  which  has  been  given 
of  the  Lodge,  and  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  the  operation  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge. 
The  latter  is  a  distant  and  national  institution ;  it  could  scarcely  touch  us  in  a  soli- 
tary point  of  affection, — it  could  afford  no  remedy  in  distress, —  it  could  hardly  cul- 
tivate any  social  sympathies  beyond  the  present  system  of  Masonic  intercourse;  and 
BO  far  from  coming  home  to  the  domestic  circle  with  its  chai'ities  and  good  offices, 
it  soars  almost  at  a  sightless  and  heartless  distance  from  us  all. 

Its  moral  superintendence  is,  therefore,  an  impossibility.  What,  then,  is  it  to  do? 
Is  it  to  superintend  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States?  What  are  its  peculiar 
capacities  and  aptitudes  for  this  extensive  office  ?  But,  while  we  distinctly  state, 
that  no  domestic  necessity  is  known  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  or 
from  its  foreign  correspondence,  requiring  the  creation  of  a  General  Grand  Lpdge, 
yet,  in  courtesy  to  the  eminent  Brethren  who  have  addressed  this  communication  to 
us,  we  will  attend  to  the  reasons  which  they  have  assigned  for  this  measure. 

They  observe,  that  "There  are  two  points  which  at  once  present  themselves  in 
connection  with  the  idea  of  establishing  a  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States.  The  first  is  to  acquire,  in  a  correspondence  with  foreign  nations,  an  elevated 
stand  for  the  IMasonry  of  this  country,— to  unite  with  them  in  maintaining  its  gen- 
eral principles  in  their  purity;  and  secondly,  to  preserve,  between  our  own  States, 
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that  uniformity  in  livork,  and  that  active  interchange  of  good  ofEces,  which  would  be 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  by  other  means." 

The  committee  can  not  resist  the  expression  of  their  most  painful  regret,  that  an 
object  so  purely  political,  so  foreign  and  extraneous  to  the  lowly  and  benevolent 
principles  of  the  Masonic  Institution,  should  have  allured  their  worthy  Brethren  at 
the  metropolis  of  the  Union,  into  its  splendid  snares. 

How  is  the  Masonry  of  the  United  States  to  acquire  an  elevated  stand  with  for- 
eign nations,  but  by  living  up  to  its  sublime  precepts? — by  meeting  upon  the  level, 
and  parting  upon  the  square, — by  continuing  the  same  good  old  course,  which  has 
raised  the  Institution  to  its  present  high  and  dignified  standing? 

If  there  is  any  other  mode  of  accomplishing  this  object,  we  know  it  not. 

But  how  is  a  General  Grand  Lodge  to  increase  the  active  virtues  of  Masons,  or 
restrain  their  ill  propensities  ?  Certainly  not  by  any  edicts  from  Washington,  nor 
by  any  magic  of  Masonic  degrees.  How,  then,  is  it  to  aid  the  subordinate — or  aa 
■we  would  rather  say — the  original  Lodges,  in  the  cultivation  of  Masonic  virtues? 
But  our  distinguished  correspondents  at  Washington  say,  we  might  unite  with 
foreign  nations  in  maintaining  the  general  principles  of  Masonry  in  their  purity. 

If  we  do  not  now  so  unite,  it  is  a  novelty  to  us, — it  is  more, — it  is  a  novelty  in 
Masonry.  "What  diversity  or  difficulty  now  exists,  in  this  maintenance  of  the  pure 
principles  of  the  Order,  we  are  utterly  at  a  loss  to  know. 

Again,  we  are  told  that  a  General  Grand  Lodge  would  "preserve,  between  our 
own  States,  that  uniformity  in  work  and  that  active  interchange  of  good  offices, 
which  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  by  other  means."  AVe  have  always  been 
taught,  and  are  still  most  firmly  of  the  belief,  that  Masonic  work  was  substantially 
uniform  all  over  the  earth.  It  has  ever  been  the  pride,  and  is  still  the  great  excel- 
lence of  the  Society,  that  its  language  is  universal  and  uniform. 

How,  otherwise,  do  the  Brethren  of  different  climes  and  various  languages — 
whether  in  the  turmoil  of  battle,  or  the  dark  silence  of  night — mutually  recognize 
each  other? 

The  deformity,  or  discrepancies,  then  impliedly  complained  of,  must  be  of  the 
more  trivial  description,  more  worthy  the  attention  of  a  Martinet,  than  a  solid 
soldier. 

Jlay  we  not  urge  the  principle  of  uniformity  in  Masonic  minutije,  (and  no  other 
diversities  can  exist),  to  as  injudicious  a  degree,  as  it  has  vainly  been  attempted  in 
religion. 

If  a  celebi'ated  emperor  was  astonished,  when  no  two  watches  would  exactly 
agree  in  denoting  time,  that  he  should  have  so  pertinaciously  attempted  to  make  the 
human  mind  agree  in  religion, — ought  we  not  to  avail  ourselves  of  this  lesson,  and 
carefully  to  guard  against  losing  the  good  we  so  preeminently  possess,  in  pursuit 
of  an  imaginary,  perhaps  an  impracticable  addition?  The  present  uniformity  of 
Masonry, — its  tongue  the  only  universal  one  upon  the  surface  of  the  globe,  so  long 
the  desideratum  of  scholars, — protects  and  cherishes,  endears  and  identifies  its 
members  with  one  another,  all  over  the  world. 

And  what  more  ought  we  to  want?  Is  it  unfortunately  true,  as  we  might  infer 
from  the  Washington  correspondence,  that  the  active  interchange  of  good  offices 
between  the  Freemasons  of  our  own  States,  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  from  the 
present  means  of  communication?  On  the  contrary,  does  it  not  flourish  with  un- 
paralleled harmony,  and  to  an  unequalled  extent?  What  speck  of  discontent  is 
there  visible  on  the  Masonic  horizon?  and  if  there  were,  how  portentous  must  it  be 
to  justify  this  momentous  change,  in  the  external  government  of  Freemasons?    Lei 
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us  not,  in  quest  of  precise  uniformity  in  nonessentials,  degrade  our  sublime  and 
moral  Institution  into  a  ritual  of  forms  and  ceremonies, — a  manual  of  mechanical 
movements, — to  the  neglect  of  its  high-souled  virtues,  which  recommend  it  to  every 
generous  and  noble  heart. 

Let  us  not,  in  the  fullness  of  Masonic  prosperity,  ungratefully  requite  the  benefi- 
cence of  Heaven,  by  aiming  at  a  perfection  denied  to  mortals. 

But  independent  of  these  objections,  we  are  opposed  to  this  project  from  our  dread 
of  its  pervertion  to  political  purposes. 

Not  that,  for  one  moment,  or  in  any  way,  we  would  ascribe  such  views  to  our 
excellent  and  distinguished  correspondents,  they  are  utterly  incapable  of  supporting 
such  schemes;  but  this  circumstance  does  not  exempt  the  proposed  institution,  from 
its  capacity  of  political  alliance. 

We  dread  the  slightest  approximation,  the  remotest  prospect  of  so  unhallowed  a 
perversion  of  the  Order. 

We  should  ever  deplore  the  destruction  of  a  Society,  famed  through  such  a  lapse 
of  centuries,  for  its  undeviating  cultivation  of  the  human  heart.  Its  subservience  to 
the  malignant  passions,  and  the  cruel  animosities  of  political  strife,  would  be  a  sad 
blight  in  the  moral  woi"ld. 

The  very  thought  is  distressing  to  every  friend  of  man.  The  social  charities  of 
Masonic  life,  are  too  dear  to  risk  upon  this  trackless  ocean  of  experiment. 

We  want  no  more  government  than  that  we  have  so  long  enjoyed,  with  increas- 
ing felicity  and  prosperity.  What  could  compensate  this  Grand  Lodge,  or  the  Society 
at  large,  if  this  new  project  should  excite  so  large  a  schism  as  a  third  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  United  States ;  yet  the  proposed  General  Grand  Lodge  may  go  into 
existence,  upon  its  very  face  of  proposal,  with  a  minority  so  fearful  to  every  good 
Mason. 

What  then,  would  become  of  our  boasted  harmony  and  uniformity,  thus  eagerly 
Bought?  All  lost  in  this  wanton  change  and  innovation;  new  barriers  of  division 
raised  up;  sects  of  modern  and  ancient  Masons  created, — as  of  late  unhappily 
existed  in  England.  These  reasons  apply  in  a  remoter  degree  to  the  project  of  a 
convention,  with  advisory  power,  as  proposed  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Penn- 
sylvania. This  Grand  Lodge  ought  to  see  the  necessity  of  this  step,  before  it  sanc- 
tions a  meeting  with  such  undefined  objects.  Your  Committee  therefore  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  it  is  inexpedient 
to  form  a  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States ;  and  further,  that  it  is  unneces- 
sary to  adopt  any  measures  for  an  occasional  convocation  of  delegates  from  the  dif- 
ferent Grand  Lodges  of  the  respective  States,  as  proposed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  requested  to  transmit  copies  of  the  forego- 
ino-  report  and  resolutions  to  the  diifevent  Grand  Lodges  throughout  the  United 
States,  and  one  copy  of  the  same  to  William  W.  Seaton,  Esq  ,  at  the  City  of  Wash- 
ington, agreeably  to  the  request  contained  in  the  communication  referred  to  your 
committee.

Wliicli  several  communications  were  read,  and  referred  to  a  select  com- 
mittee—of John  H.  Farnham,  William  C.  Keen,  Thomas  Posey,  David 
Oliver,  Edward  B.  Wilson,  Rollin  C.  Dewey  and  James  F.  D.  Lanier. 
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Brother  Famham  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  which 

was  read  and  laid  over  for  consideration  till  to-morrow  morning,  to-wit: 

Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  authorized  to  receive  notes 
on  the  Treasury  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  at  tlieir  nominal  value,  in  discharge  of  all 
past  dues,  ayd  in  payment  of  contributions  from  the  several  Lodges  for  the  present 
year. 

Brother  Keen  presented  the  following  letter  from  Brother  Joseph  H. 
Coburn,  to-wit : 

Your  petitioner,  the  undersigned,  a  member  of  Lavrrencebiirg  Lodge,  No  4,  in  the 
State  of  Indiana,  and  under  your  jurisdiction,  respectfully  represents:  That  on  the 
26th  of  August,  1820,  he  was,  by  a  vote  of  said  Lodge,  suspended  from  all  the  privi- 
leges and  benefits  of  Masonry,  for  the  space  of  six  months,  for  unmasonic  conduct, 
"which  had  previously  thereto  happened,  as  they  supposed.  The  justice  or  injustice 
of  that  sentence,  your  petitioner  will  not  now  call  into  question ;  nor  is  it  necessary, 
as  he  submitted  to  it,  without  a  murmur.  But  your  petitioner,  after  the  expiration 
of  the  suspension  aforesaid,  at  a  regular  meeting  held  on  the  evening  of  the  27th 
day  of  August,  1822,  presented  himself  at  the  door  of  the  Lodge  for  admission, 
according  to  ancient  custom.  He  was  astonished,  to  find  that  the  Master  refused 
him  admittance,  and  has  continued  ever  since,  to  refuse  him  admittance;  and  he 
has  reason  to  believe  that  no  vote  of  the  Lodge  was  taken  on  the  subject ;  but  that 
he  was  arbitrarily  refused  admission  by  the  person  then  acting  as  Worshipful  Mas- 
ter, for  reasons  to  the  said  Worshipful  Master  best  known.  Your  petitioner,  how- 
ever, having  suffered  the  penalty  inflicted  by  the  Lodge,  for  his  deviation  from  duty, 
if  any  was  committed  and  having  cheerfully  submitted  thereto,  conceives  and 
believes,  that  in  refusing  him  admittance  in  the  Lodge,  the  Worshipful  Master  has 
erred.  He,  therefore,  trusts  that,  as  the  Lodge  is  under  your  jurisdiction  and  super- 
intendence, you  will  oblige  them  to  restore  him  to  his  rights  and  privileges.  And 
your  petitioner,  as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray,  etc. 

Joseph  H.  Coburn, 

Which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 

The  workings  of  St.  John's  Lodge  (U.  D.),  at  Columbus,  and  Warren 
Lodge,  at  Salem,  were  laid  on  the  Secretary's  table;  and  on  motion,  the 
workings  of  Lodges  under  Dispensation  were  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Dispensations. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning,  at 
nine  o'clock.  JOHN  SHEETS,  G.  Master.

Tuesday,  October  8,  1822. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  John  Sheets,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
Brother  Famham  made  the  following  report: 

The  committee  on  foreign  communications,  beg  leave  to  report:  That  they  have 
perused  communications  from  fifteen  Grand  Lodges  of  our  sister  States;  among 
which  they  hail,  with  pleasure,  those  of  Alabama  and  Missouri,  two  Grand  Lodges 
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recent!}"  organized ;  and  from  ■wliich,  for  the  first  time,  this  Grand  Lodge  has  received 
authentic  intelligence.  On  this  flattering  accession  to  the  cause  of  Masonry,  we 
offer  our  Brethren  in  the  west,  our  cordial  congratulations. 

The  committee  recommend  an  interchange  of  communications,  as  usual,  with  the 
several  Grand  Lodges,  and  propose  the  following  preamble  and  resolution : 

Whereas,  a  perfect  acquaintance  with  the  signatures  of  the  Grand  Officers  of  the 
several  Grand  Lodges  holding  correspondence  with  each  other,  is  of  material  impor- 
tance in  testing  the  authenticity  of  papers  professedly  issuing  from  under  the  hands 
and  by  the  authority  of  them  ;   therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary,  when  communicating  to  the  respective  Grand 
Lodges  with  whom  a  correspondence  is  preserved,  the  result  of  any  election  of  offi- 
cers of  this  Grand  Lodge,  wherein  a  change  may  have  been  made, — shall  accompany 
the  same  with  the  signatures  of  the  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  Grand 
Wardens,  written  with  their  own  proper  hand,  and  duly  authenticated  under  his 
band  and  the  seal  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  together  with  a  request  to  each  and  every 
such  Grand  Lodge,  that  they  will  forthwith,  and  as  often  hereafter,  as  by  any  change 
of  Grand  Officers,  it  may  be  rendered  important,  furnish  to  this  Grand  Lodge  a 
similar  document, 

Whicli  was  read,  aud  on  motion,  received  and  concurred  in.

Brother  Isaac  Naylor  was  added  to  the  committee  to  examine  the  books 
and  papers  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  representative  from  Bhizing  Star  Lodge,  No.  3,  presented  the  Re- 
turn of  said  Lodge;  and  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  said  Lodge,  by 
Brother  James  Fowler,  a  Master  Mason,  who  petitioned  to  become  a  mem- 
ber of  said  Lodge,  and  was  rejected.  And  the  representative  from  Hiram 
Lodge,  No.  18,  presented  the  Return  of  said  Lodge. 

On  motion,  the  Returns  of  said  Blazing  Star  Lodge  and  Hiram  Lodge 
were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Returns  of  subordinate  Lodges;  and  the 
appeal  of  Brother  Fowler  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 
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Brotlier  Tipton  presented  the  written  request  of  Brother  Joseph  B. 
Wasson,  representative  from  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  18,  that  Brother  Joha 
Tipton  be  permitted  to  act  as  the  proxy  of  the  said  Lodge;  which  was 
read,  and  on  motion,  the  request  was  granted. 

Brother  Farnham  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read, 
and  i-eferred  to  the  Grand  Committee,  to-wit : 

Resolved,  That,  hereafter,  the  Grand  Treasurer  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  entitled  to 

receive  from  tlie  general  fund,  per  cent,  comiaission  on  the  amount  by  him 

received,  as  a  compensation  for  his  services ;  and  that  he,  as  well  as  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary, before  they  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices,  shall  be  required  to  execute  their  respective  bonds, — with  security  satisfactory 
to  the  Grand  blaster  and  Grand  Wardens  for  the  time  being,  as  trustees  of  the 

Grand  Lodge, — in  the  penalty  of dollars  each;  conditioned,  that  the  said 

officers  shall  faithfully  execute  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  so  far  as  relates 
to  the  sums  of  money  or  other  property  of  the  said  Lodge,  which  may  come  into  their 
hands  or  possession. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  for  two 
hours,  and  then  called  to  labor  again. 

The  workings  of  Albion  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at  Albion,  Illinois,  was  referred 
to  the  committee  on  Dispensations. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  letter  and  petition  from  Bloomington 
Lodge  (U.  D.),  apologizing  for  not  returning  the  Dispensation  heretofore 
granted,  together  with  the  workings  of  said  Lodge,  and  requesting  to  be 
continued  under  Dispensation  until  the  next  Communication  of  this  Grand 
Lodge;  which  was  read,  and  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  granted. 

Brother  Farnham^  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Grand  Committee : 

That  they  have,  according  to  order,  had  under  consideration,  a  transcript  of  the 
proceedings  of  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  3,  Charlestown,  in  the  case  of  Brother  James 
Fowler,  a  Master  Mason ;  and,  after  an  attentive  examination  of  said  case,  beg  leave 
to  report:  That,  from  the  ti'anscript  exhibited,  it  appears  that  the  said  Fowler,  in 
the  month  of  January,  1822,  petitioned  said  Lodge  for  a  membership ;  which  peti- 
tion, after  laying  over  for  two  meetings,  was  rejected.  That  at  the  third  regular 
meeting,  after  said  rejection,  a  motion  was  made  and  carried,  to  reconsider  said 
rejection ;  and  at  the  next  (fourth)  regular  meeting,  after  the  vote  of  reconsidera- 
tion, the  said  petition  was  again  rejected.  The  transcript,  it  is  understood,  is  pre- 
sented to  this  Grand  Lodge  by  the  rejected  Brother,  by  way  of  appeal  from  the 
proceedings  of  Blazing  Star  Lodge. 

Your  committee  entertain  no  doubt,  that  in  rejecting  the  appellant,  the  Lodge 
exercised  one  of  their  undoubted  rights ;  and  that  they  did  so  with  caution  and  delib- 
eration, appears  very  fully  from  the  length  of  time  the  subject  was  repeatedly  before 
them.  The  committee,  therefore,  pray  the  Grand  Lodge  to  be  discharged  from  the 
further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

The  Grand  Secretary  made  report,  which  was  read  and  filed,  to-wit : 

That  he  had  performed  the  duties  required  of  him,  by  the  several  resolutions 
passed  at  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  that  he  called 
oa  the  officers  of  Temple  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at  Hardensburg,  and  received  one  set  of 
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tin  jewels,  three  small  tables,  one  trunk,  four  dollars  and  twenty-eight  and  a  fourth 
cents  in  specie,  one  dollar  in  Kentucky  paper,  fifty  cents  in  Lawrenceburg  paper, 
five  dollars  on  the  Farmers  and  INIechanics  bank  of  Cincinnati,  and  accounts  against 
sundry  persons,  many  of  whom  are  reported  as  being  unable  to  pay  the  same,  for 
forty-nine  dollars  and  ninety-seven  cents. 

Brother  Wilson^  from  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Returns  of 
subordiniite  Lodges  and  the  credentials  of  the  several  representatives,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in : 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  Returns  of  Jennings  Lodge,  No.  17;  Union 
Lodge,  No.  2;  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  11 ;  Zif  Lodge,  No.  8;  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6; 
Warren  Lodge,  No.  15;  Lawi-enceburg  Lodge,  No.  4;  Olive  Branch  Lodge,  No.  10; 
Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  3 ;  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  18,  and  Posey  Lodge,  No.  9. 

From  the  respective  certificates  accompanying  the  above  Returns,  it  appears  that 
Brothers  Jonathan  Barritt,  from  Jennings  Lodge,  No.  17;  James  F.  D.  Lanier,  from 
Union  Lodge,  No.  2;  David  Oliver,  from  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  11;  William  C. 
Keen,  [proxy),  from  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4;  William  C.  Keen,  [proxy),  from 
Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6 ;  Edmund  I.  Kidd,  from  Warren  Lodge,  No.  15 ;  Ansel 
Abbey,  from  Zif  Lodge,  No.  8;  Franklin  Marsh,  from  Olive  Branch  Lodge,  No.  10; 
Isaac  Naylor,  from  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  3;  John  Tipton,  [proxy),  from  Hiram 
Lodge,  No.  18,  and  John  H.  Farnham,  from  Posey  Lodge,  No.  9,  have  a  right  to  their 
seats  as  representatives  from  said  Lodges ;  and,  after  mature  examination,  are  of 
opinion,  that  the  said  Returns,  and  credentials  of  the  representatives,  are  correct 
and  should  be  received. 

From  a  certificate  accompanying  Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7,  it  appears  that  Brother 
William  C.  Keen  was  appointed,  by  the  iMaster  of  said  Lodge,  their  proxy,  without 
the  act  of  the  Lodge ;  which  we  deem  an  incorrect  proceeding,  not  warranted  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge, — but  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  receive  the 
same,  and  recognize  Brother  Keen  as  their  representative. 

On  motion,  Brother  Wm.  C.  Keen  was  received  as  the  proxy  of  Vevay 
Lodge,  No.  7. 

Brother  Wilson,  from  the  committee,  appointed  to  examine  the  workings 
of  Lodges  under  Dispensation,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read, 
and  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Grand  Committee,  to-wit : 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  proceedings  of  Warren  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at 
Salem.  After  carefully  examining  their  records,  find  that  they  have  worked  cor- 
rectly and  agreeably  to  the  ancient  form  and  usage  of  the  Craft. 

They  have  also  carefully  examined  the  records  of  Si.  John's  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at 
Columbus ;  and  are  sorry  to  state,  that  they  have  discovered  the  following,  as  we 
conceive,  a  departure  from  a  correct  mode  of  proceeding,  and  objections  to  their  By- 
Laws  :  1.  Their  Dispensation  is  not  recorded,  which  is  expressly  required  in  the 
body  of  the  Dispensation.  2.  No  Tyler  at  their  respective  meetings  of  April  1st, 
April  3d,  and  April  13th,  1822.  In  Article  7th,  Section  6th  of  the  By-Laws,  giving 
power  to  the  Worshipful  Master  to  refuse  a  visiting  Brother  admittance  within  the 
Lodge,  whose  character  is  bad;  which  we  deem  an  unwarrantable  power  given  to 
the  Master.  The  9th  Section  in  Article  5th,  authorizes  the  taking  of  promissory 
notes,  of  the  candidates  for  entering,  passing  and  raising.  For  the  general  benefit 
of  Masonry,  we  would  particularly  recommend  an  attention  in  this  particular. 
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From  the  certificate  attending  Harmony  Lodge,  at  Salem,  it  appears  that  William 
A.Washburn  was  appointed  ih^'iv  proxy,  to  represent  them  in  the  next  Grand  Lodge. 
And  St.  John's  Lodge,  at  Columbus,  also  appointed  Brother  William  A.  Washburn 
their  ^roxy,  to  represent  them  in  the  next  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  labor  to  refrestment,  for  one  hour, 
and  then  called  to  labor  again. 

Brother  Lanier^  from  the  committee  to  examine  the  Eeturns  of  subor- 
dinate Lodges,  etc.,  made  the  following  additional  report,  which  was  read, 
and  on  motion,  concurred  in,  to-wit : 

That,  after  examining  tlie  Eeturns  from  Palestine  Lodge,  No.  14;  Clinton  Lodge, 
No.  16,  and  Pisgah  Lodge,  No,  5,  do  find  them  correct  and  recommend  that  they  be 
received  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

From  a  certificate,  attending  the  Return  of  Palestine  Lodge,  No.  14,  it  appeared 
that  Brother  RoUiu  C.  Dewey  was  duly  elected  to  represent  them  in  this  Grand  Lodge. 

By  the  certificate,  attending  the  Return  of  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  16,  it  appears  that 
Brother  Ilawley  Crawford,  was  elected  to  represent  the  said  Lodge  in  this  Grand 
Lodge.  And  that  Brother  Jordan  Vigus  is  the  legal  representative  from  Pisgah 
Lodge,  No.  5. 

The  certificate  of  James  F.  MofFatt  was  read,  certifying  that  he  installed 
the  officers  of  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  18,  on  the  27th  of  Se2:)tember,  1821,  hav- 
ing been  authorized  so  to  do  by  Grand  Master  Tipton.  And  that,  by 
virtue  of  a  Dispensation  from  Grand  Master  Sheets,  he  installed  the  offi- 
cers of  Albion  Lodge,  on  the  13th  of  April,  1822. 

Brother  Farnham,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in,  to-wit : 

That  the  committee  have  had  under  consideration,  the  petition  of  Joseph  H. 
Coburn,  late  of  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4. 

It  appeals  from  said  petition,  that  said  Coburn  was,  on  the  26th  of  August,  1820, 
by  a  vote  of  said  Lodge,  suspended  for  unmasonic  conduct,  for  the  period  of  six 
months;  in  which  sentence  of  the  Lodge,  the  suspended  Brother  acquiesced  without 
complaint.  That  the  petitioner,  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  six  months,  applied 
to  the  Lodge  for  admission,  as  a  member  of  the  same  ;  that  he  was  refused  admission 
then,  and  has  been  refused  whenever  he  made  application  since.  The  Petitioner  is 
of  opinion  that  no  vote  of  the  Lodge  was  taken  on  the  subject,  but  that  the  Master 
arbitrarily  exercised  his  power,  without  consulting  the  Lodge.  No  evidence  has  been 
presented  to  the  committee  to  invalidate  or  impeach  the  statement  of  the  petitioner. 

Without  deciding  whether  the  Master  acted  arbitrarily  or  conscientiously,  this 
committee  entertain  no  doubt  that  he  acted  erroneously.  After  the  infliction  of  a 
punishment  prescribed  by  the  Lodge,  in  its  nature  temporary  and  limited,  we  con- 
ceive that  when  that  limit  expired,  the  offending  Brother  was  immediately  remitted 
to  all  his  riglits  and  privileges  as  a  Mason,  and  member  of  the  Lodge. 

That  he  could  not  be  proceeded  against  afterward,  without  personal  notice,  and 
opportunity  aiforded  of  self  defence.  To  shut  the  door  of  the  Lodge  against  a  Bro- 
thei-,  who  has  paid  the  forfeit  of  his  offence,  by  patiently  submitting  to  the  punish- 
ment pi-escribed,  is  to  punish  him  twice  for  the  same,  with  aggravated  marks  of 
mortification  and  disgrace. 
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Your  committee,  therefore,  respectfully  propose  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4,  in  refusing  admittance  to  Brother 
Joseph  H.  Coburn,  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  he  was  suspended, 
acted  erroneously  ;  and  that  said  Lodge  be  directed  to  admit  him  forthwith,  on  his 
application  to  their  door. 

Resolved,  That  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4,  be  directed  to  show  cause,  at  the  next 
Annual  Grand  Communication, — why  the  said  Lodge,  through  its  Master  or  pre- 
siding officer,  refused  admission  to  the  said  Joseph  H.  Coburn,  on  his  applying  for 
the  same,  after  the  expiration  of  his  suspension. 

Brother  Thomas  Poseij,  Chairman  of  the  Grand  Committee,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in,  to-wit : 

In  Grand  Committee. — The  resolution  allowing  a  per  centum  to  the  Grand  Treas- 
urer, and  requiring  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  to  give  bonds,  being 
under  consideration ;  on  motion,  the  further  consideration  of  the  resolution  was  laid 
over  until  to-morrow. 

The  report  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  in  the  case  of  Brother  Fowler,  being 
under  consideration;  on  motion,  the  report  was  reported  to  the  Grand  Lodge  without 
amendment. 

The  report  from  the  committee,  (whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  the  workings  of 
Lodges  under  Lispensation),  on  the  workings  of  Columbus  and  Salem  Lodges,  being 
under  consideration;  on  motion,  the  report  was  reported  to  the  Grand  Lodge  without 
amendment. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Committee  rose,  reported  progress,  and  asked  leave  to 
sit  again. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  issue  to  St.  John's  Lodge,  at  Columbus,  to  be  known  as 
St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  20;  that  Brother  Hiram  Sjiitii  be  the  first  Master,  William  A. 
Washburn,  the  iirst  Senior  Warden,  and  Luke  Bonesteel,  the  first  Junior  Warden. 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  issue  to  Warren  Lodge,  at  Salem,  to  be  known  as  Salem 
Lodge,  No.  21 ;  that  l?i-other  Joseph  Durfey  be  the  first  Master,  William  Baird,  the 
first  Senior  Warden,  and  John  Kingsbury,  the  first  Junior  Warden. 

The  resolution,  offered  yesterday,  authorizing  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
receive  Treasury  notes  at  their  nominal  value,  being  under  consideration : 
On  motion,  the  resolution  was  amended,  by  adding  to  the  bottom  thereof, 
the  following  words — "and  that  those  Lodges,  who  have  discharged  their 
du.es,  in  specie,  at  the  present  session,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  from  the 
Secretary  or  Treasurer,  twenty  per  cent,  on  the  amount  paid  by  them." 
Which  resolution  and  amendment  being  read,  and  a  vote  by  Lodges  called 
for,  were  decided  in  the  negative. — Ayes,  9;  nays,  11. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  nine 
o'clock.  JOHN  SHEETS,  G.  Master.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  John  Sheets,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
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Brother  Lanier^  from  the  committee  to  examine  the  workings  of  Lodges 
tinder  Dispensation,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on 
motion,  concurred  in : 

After  carefully  examining  the  Lodge  hook  of  Albion  Lodge,  (TJ.  D.),  in  the  State 
of  Illinois,  (with  the  exception,  that  their  Dispensation  is  not  recorded  in  the  body 
of  their  Lodge  booli,  which  is  enjoined  in  the  words  of  the  Dispensation),  are  pleased 
to  state,  that  they  found  their  proceedings  strictly  correct  and  in  conformity  with 
the  ancient  customs  and  usages  of  the  Craft;  and  recommend  a  continuance  of  their 
Dispensation,  agreeably  to  their  request. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read 
and  filed : 

The  undersigned,  by  the  authority  in  him  vested,  since  the  last  Grand  Communi- 
cation, has  granted  the  following  Dispensations,  to-wit: 

On  the  12th  of  INLarch,  1822, — to  James  0.  Wottles,  the  first  Master,  John  B. 
Johnson,  the  first  Senior  Warden,  and  Arnold  B.  Brake,  the  first  Junior  Warden;  to 
hold  a  Lodge  at  Albion,  State  of  Illinois,  to  be  named  Albion  Lodge. 

On  the  27th  of  March,  1822, — to  Harvey  Gregg,  the  first  Master,  Milo  E.  Davis, 
the  first  Senior  Warden,  and  John  T.  Osburn,  the  first  Junior  Warden;  to  hold  a 
Lodge  at  Indianapolis,  to  be  named  Center  Lodge. 

On  the  29th  of  March,  1822,— to  Hiram  Smith,  the  first  Master,  William  A.  Wash- 
burn, the  first  Senior  Warden,  and  Lttke  Boncsteel,  the  first  Junior  Warden;  to  hold 
a  Lodge  at  Columbus,  to  be  named  St.  John's  Lodge. 

On  the  21st  of  June,  1822, — to  Joseph  Durfet,  the  first  Master,  William  Baird, 
the  first  Senior  Warden,  and  John  Kingsbury,  the  first  Junior  Warden ;  to  hold  a 
Lodge  at  Salem,  to  be  named  Salem  Lodge. 

On  the  21st  of  June,  1822, — to  Charles  I.  Hand,  the  fii-st  Master,  Javies  Whit- 
comb^  the  first  Senior  Warden,  and  John  Robinson,  the  first  Junior  Warden ;  to  hold 
a  Lodge  at  Bloomington,  to  be  named  Btoomington  Lodge. 

JOHN  SHEETS,  G.  M. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution,  adopted  at  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication, 
directing  that  Posey  Lodge,  No.  9,  "show  cause,  at  the  next  Annual  Grand  Commu- 
nication, why  the  said  Lodge  initiated  an  individual  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Pisgah 
Lodge,  No.  5,  without  the  consent  of  said  Pisgah  Lodge," — be  repealed. 

The  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master  (Jennings)  entered  and  took  his  seat. 

On  motion,  the  Dispensation,  heretofore  granted  to  Albion  Lodge,  lUinois, 
was  continued  until  the  next  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  for  one -half 
hour,  and  then  called  to  labor  again. 

Brother  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Chairman  of  the  Grand  Committee,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in : 

The  Grand  Committee,  accoi'ding  to  order,  have  had  under  consideration  the  reso- 

tion  allowing  per  centum  commission  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  requiring 

the  Grand  Secretai-y  and  Grand  Treasurer  to  give  bond  and  security  in  the  sum 

of  dollars  each;   and  have  filled  the  first  blank  with  "five,"  and  the  second 

with  "two  thousand,"  and  adopted  said  resolution  with  those  amendments. 
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On  motion,  tte  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  each  subordinate  Lodge  have  full  and  complete  power  over  all  those 
■who  may  wish  to  become  members  of  this  Institution,  who  shall  reside  nearest  such 
subordinate  Lodge;  and  that  no  Lodge  shall  initiate  any  candidate  who  may  reside 
nearer  some  other  Lodge,  without  iirst  notifying  said  Lodge  nearest  which  the  can- 
didate resides,  of  his  petition,  and  ascertain  of  such  Lodge  whether  they  have  any 
objection  to  the  petitioner;  and  if  said  Lodge  object  to  the  petitioner,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Lodge  to  which  he  petitions,  to  reject  the  same. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Farnham  and  Naylor  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  draw  the  bonds  to  be  executed  by  tlie  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Treasurer. 

The  resolution,  oiFered  at  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication,  to-wit: 
"That  the  Third  Section  of  the  Constitution  be  so  amended,  as  to  give  the 
Past  Grand  Masters  and  Past  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  collectively,  one  vote; 
and  the  Past  3Iasters,  collectively,  one  vote,"  being  read,  and  under  con- 
sideration; and  on  the  question — shall  this  resolution  be  adopted? — it  was 
decided  in  the  negative. 

Brother  Tipton  presented  the  appeal  of  Thomas  N.  Aubrey  and  John 
Finley,  appealing  from  the  decision  of  Pisgah  Lodge,  No.  5,  expelling 
them  from  the  benefits  of  Masonry;  which  was  referred  to  the  committee 
on  Grievances. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  dispose  of  the  jewels,  furni- 
ture, etc.,  of  Temple  Lodge,  and  take  proper  means  to  collect  the  several  sums  due 
said  Lodge,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  John  Sheets, 
Grand  Master,  presiding. 

On   motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

AViiEREAS,  Our  worthy  Brother,  ALEXANDER  A.  MEEK,  Past  Grand  Master  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  and  our  worthy  Brother,  JOHN  N.  DUNBAR,  Senior  Grand  War- 
den oLthis  Grand  Lodge,  have  departed  this  life,  since  our  last  Annual  Grand  Com- 
municStion ;   therefore, 

Resolved,  That,  as  an  evidence  of  our  Masonic  regard,  and  high  respect  for  the 
Masonic  character  of  those  Brethren,  we  do  hereby  express  our  sincere  and  unfeigned 
sorrow  for  the  loss  which  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Masonic  family  in  general,  have 
sustained  by  their  death. 

Brother  Farnham,  from  the  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
several  communications  on  the  subject  of  organizing  a  General  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  United  States,  made  the  following  report : 

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proceedings  of  a  number  of  members  of 
the  Society  of  Freemasons,  from  various  parts  of  the  United  States,  composed  of  Mem- 
bers of  Congress  and  sojourners,  assembled  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  City  of  Washington, 
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March  0th,  1822,  recommending  the  establishment  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  Siates, — report: 

That  from  the  pressure  of  business,  and  other  considerations,  they  have  not  been 
able  to  give  the  subject  referred  to  them  that  full  and  attentive  consideration  which 
its  importance  imperiously  demands.  They  have,  however,  ascertained,  that  serious 
diiferences  of  opinion  exist  among  the  most  respectable  members  of  the  Craft,  on  the 
subject  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  the  Grand  Lodges  of  three  of  our  sister 
States,  distinguished  for  population,  wealth  and  intelligence,  are  decidedly  opposed 
to  the  measure  contemplated  by  the  assembly  at  AVashington.  The  want  of  unanim- 
ity, or  of  a  state  of  feeling  approaching  very  near  it,  on  the  contemplated  erection 
of  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  would  alone,  it  is  conceived,  be  an  insuperable  objection 
to  the  plan.  The  committee  are  aware,  that  on  the  future  constitution  of  the  assem- 
bly proposed  to  be  established,  would  mainly  depend  the  disposition  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  to  accept  or  reject  it.  But  the  objections  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Pennsyl- 
Tania,  New  York  and  Kentucky,  are  directed  against  any  and  every  establishment 
of  the  kind.  In  the  absence  of  unanimity  or  a  general  disposition  to  concur  in  the 
proposed  institution,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  will  best  comport  with  the 
duty  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  cause  the  communication  from  Washington  City, 
together  with  the  principal  objections  to  the  same,  to  be  printed  in  their  annual 
minutes  for  the  information  of  the  Brethren ;  and  that  the  further  consideration  of 
the  subject  be  postponed.  In  accordance  with  which  sentiment,  they  offer  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  to-wit: 

Resolved,  That  the  consideration  of  the  contemplated  erection  of  a  General  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  be  postponed  to  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication. 

Which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Grand  Officers;  and 
the  following  Brethren  were  declared  duly  elected,  and  were  thrice  pro- 
claimed accordingly :

Brother  Farnham,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  laid  over  until  to-morrow  morning: 

The  committee  on  Grievances  have  had  under  consideration  several  papers  pre- 
sented to  them,  (it  is  supposed  in  the  nature  of  an  appeal  from  the  decisions  of 
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Pisgali  Lodge),  by  which  it  appears  that  John  Finley  and  Thomas  N.  Aubrey  have 
been  expelled  from  the  Lodge.  Your  committee  would  state  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  that 
no  record  of  the  proceedings  has  been  made  out  by  the  Secretary  of  Pisgah  Lodge; 
that  the  seal  is  not  affixed  to  any  paper  or  certificate;  that  there  is  no  appearance 
of  any  appeal  being  asked  or  demanded;  and  that  the  loose  papers,  on  which  the 
committee  are  called  to  act,  were  not  handed  to  the  Lodge  till  the  noon  of  the  third 
day  of  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee,  therefore,  propose  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  no  papers  will  be  received  purporting  to  be  the  transcript  of  a 
record  of  a  Lodge,  unless  the  seal  of  the  Lodge  be  thereto  afBxed,  nor  unless  a  com- 
plete recoi'd,  in  fair  hand,  of  such  proceedings  be  made  out. 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  will  not  act  on  any  record,  or  transcript  of  a 
record,  unless  it  appears  from  the  same,  that  their  interposition  is  requested. 

Renolvcd,  That  the  cases,  referred  to  this  committee,  be  continued  till  the  next  An- 
nual Grand  Communication ;  and  that  the  appellants  have  leave  to  witlulraw  their 
papers,  and  file  others  with  the  Grand  Secretary,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the 
next  Communication. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  adjourned,  until  to-moiTOw  morning,  at 
nine  o'clock.  JOHN  SHEETS,  G.  Master.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  John  Sheets,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

The  officers  elect  were  severally  and  successively  installed,  agreeably  to 
ancient  visage,  received  their  jewels  and  took  their  seats. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  issue  new  Charters  on  parch- 
ment, to  each  subordinate  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Graiid  Lodge,  which 
shall  be  signed  by  the  present  officers,  and  in  which  shall  be  inserted  the  names  of 
the  present  officers  of  the  subordinate  Lodges. 

Whereas,  It  appears  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  several  Lodges,  working  under 
the  jurisdiction  thereof,  have  failed  to  pay  their  respective  dues  to  this  Grand  Lodge, 

Resolved,  therefore,  That  those  Lodges  which  are  in  arreai-s  with  this  Grand  Lodge, 
be  cited  to  appear  on  the  first  day  of  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  to  show  cause,  if  any  they  have  or  can  show,  why  they  shall  not  be  suspended 
from  working,  and  their  Charters  surrendered  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  they 
stricken  from  the  list  of  Lodges. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed,  within  sixty  days  from  the  ad- 
journment of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  make  out  an  accurate  statement,  of  the  several 
sums  of  money  due  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  from  the  said  several  Lodges,  and  transmit 
to  each  of  the  said  Lodges  the  said  statement,  requesting  each  of  the  said  Lodges  to 
pay  their  respective  dues  into  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  taking  his  receipt 
for  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  make  out  and  transmit,  within 
sixty  days  from  the  adjournment  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  a  certified  copy  of  these  reso- 
lutions, under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  the  said  Lodges  found 
in  arrears  with  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  Washington  Lodge,  No.  13,  and  Scott  Lodge,  No.  12,  having  failed 
to  comply  with  the  nineteenth  Section  of  the  Constitution,  in  not  causing  themselves 
to  be  represented  in  this  Grand  Lodge  for  two  successive  years,  and  by  neglecting 
to  discharge  their  dues  for  said  term, — be   and  hereby  are  suspended  from  all  the 
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privileges  of  the  Order,  until  they  comply  with  both  those  requisitions;  iinc]  that, 
unless  the  said  Lodges  shall  pay  their  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  into  the  hands  of 
the  Grand  Secretary,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  next  Annual  Communication 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  send  representatives  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  they  shall  be 
Stricken  from  the  list  of  Lodges,  and  their  Charters  withdrawn. 

Resolved,  I  hat  the  Grand  Secretary  transmit  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  each  of 
those  Lodges,  under  the  seal  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  within  sixty  days  after  the  ad- 
journment thereof. 

Brother  Jonathan  Barritt  asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence,  for 
the  remainder  of  the  session. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Grievances,  on  the  appeal  of  Thomas  N. 
Aubrey  and  John  Finley,  being  under  consideration;  on  motion,  the  further 
consideration  of  said  report  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

Brother  Wilson  j)resented  the  written  request  of  Brother  Jonathan  Bar- 
ritt, representative  from  Jennings  Lodge,  No.  17,  that  he,  the  said  Samuel 
Wilson,  be  permitted  to  act  as  the  j)/-o.r_y  from  said  Lodge;  which  was  read, 
and  on  motion  the  request  was  granted. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  publish  a  list  of  expulsions 
and  re-instatements,  by  the  several  subordinate  Lodges,  since  the  last  Annual  Grand 
Communication,  in  tlie  Repuhlican,  printed  at  Madison;  and  that  he  request  all  edi- 
tors within  the  State  to  publish  the  same  in  their  respective  papers. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  have  printed,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  copies  of  the  Proceeilings  of  this  Communication;  and  that  he  distribute 
the  same  agreeably  to  the  resolution  now  in  force. 

Whereas,  On  the  22d  of  June,  1820,  Hezekiah  B.  Hull,  a  Master  Mason,  and  a 
member  of  Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7,  was  expelled  for  the  non-payment  of  Lodge  dues; 
and  whereas,  by  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  Asylum  Lodge,  No.  6,  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi,  it  appears  that  the  said  Hezekiah  deposited 
the  amount  due  Vevay  l^odge,  and  became  a  member  of  said  Asylum  Lodge;  which 
money  has  not  been  paid  to  the  said  Vevay  Lodge,  and  although  the  said  Vevay 
Lodge  has  repeatedly  directed  in  what  manner  it  should  be  transmitted ;  tlierefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  transmit  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi,  a 
copy  of  this  resolution,  and  a  copy  of  the  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  said  Asylum 
Lodge,  and  request  their  interference  in  behalf  of  the  said  Vevay  Lodge. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  represented  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  State  of  Ohio  received  from  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge,  formei-ly  No.  41,  now 
No.  11,  forty-five  dollars  for  a  Charter,  long  after  a  Grand  Lodge  had  been  estab- 
lished in  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  a  considerable  sum  as  Lodge  dues ;  which,  of 
right,  ought  to  have  been  received  by  this  Grand  Lodge;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  make  out  an  account,  and  send  the  same  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio 
for  payment  of  the  same. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  for  one  hour, 
and  then  called  to  labor  again. 

Brother  Farnham,  from  the  committee,  appointed  to  draw  the  bonds  to 
be  executed  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer,  made  the  follow- 
ing verbal  report, — That  the  officers  aforesaid  had  executed  bonds,  agreea- 
bly to  the  resolution  requiring  them  to  do  so,  which  had  been  approved  of 
by  the  proper  ofl&cers.  On  motion,  the  bonds  were  deposited  with  the 
Grand  Master. 
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On  motion,  Brotlier  John  H.  Farnham  was  allowed  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars,  for  his  services  as  Grand  Lecturer  for  the  year  1820. 

Brother  NaijJor^  from  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  books 
and  papers  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer,  etc.,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion  concurred  in,  to-wit:

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  procure  a 
carpet  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  made  a  verbal  report, — That  they 
had  not  procured  one;  whereupon,  on  motion,  the  committee  was  dis- 
charged. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That,  as  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  it  is  expedient  for  the  general 
good  of  Masonry,  to  continue  the  practice  of  publishing  the  names  of  persons  who 
are  or  may  be  returned  by  subordinate  Lodges  as  rejected,  on  their  petition  for 
initiation  into  the  privileges  of  Masonry. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned, f  until 
the  first  Monday  in  October,  1823,  to  meet  at  Masons'  Hall,  in  Madison,

31.  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  in  December,  1822.  This 
Grand  Lodge  declares,  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  form  a  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States ;  and  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  adopt  any  measures  for  an  occasional 
convocation  of  delegates,  as  proposed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania. 

32.  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  from  December, 
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1821,  to  May,  1823.  In  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  interests  of  Masonry 
•would  be  promoted  by  the  establishment  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge  for  the  United 
States. 

33.  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  in  June,  1823. 

34.  A  communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Carolina,  declaring  that 
the  establishment  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  the  calling  a 
Masonic  convention  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  and  organizing  the  same,  is  un- 
necessary and  unadvisable. 

35.  Abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Carolina,  to  Decem- 
ber, 1822. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  communications,  containing  the  proceedings  of  foreign  Grand 
Lodges,  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  tive  members. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  communications  from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  South 
Carolina  and  New  Jersey,  as  relates  to  Masonic  lectures,  be  referred  to  a  committee 
of  three  members. 

Resolved,  That  the  letter  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio, 
and  so  much  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Grand  Lodge  as  relates  to  dues  paid  said 
Grand  Lodge  by  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge,  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three 
members. 

Resolved,  That  the  several  communications  on  the  subject  of  the  formation  of  a 
General  Grand  Lodge,  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  seven  members. 

Brother  Grand  Secretary  presented  tire  workings  of  Center,  Albion, 
Bloomington  and  "Wayne  Lodges,  working  under  Dispensation ;  which 
were  laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  go  into  an  election  of  Grand  Officers,  on  to-  . 
morrow  afternoon,  at  two  o'clock. 

Brother  Wliklicr  presented  the  following  petition,  which  was  read,  and 
on  motion,  laid  over  until  morning  : 

Your  petitioners,  members  of  Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7,  -working  under  your  Charter, 
■would  respectfully  represent,  that,  for  divers  impending  causes, — among  which  are, 
the  want  of  a  convenient  room  for  working,  and  the  scarcity  of  specie  currency, — we 
are  unable  to  pursue  our  labors  with  that  laudable  zeal  which  the  great  cause  of 
Masonry  justly  merits. 

We,  therefore  pray  your  most  honorable  Body,  to  take  into  consideration  our  situa- 
tion, and  grant  a  suspension  of  our  labors,  for  three  years  ;  and,  in  the  mean  time, 
to  suspend  our  payment  of  dues,  both  to  our  own  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Charity  Fund; 
to  give  our  present  Master,  Wardens  and  Secretary  authority  to  grant  demits,  accord- 
ing to  our  present  By-Laws ;  to  appoint  a  committee  to  take  charge  of  our  jewels, 
settle  our  accounts,  and  collect  existing  dues.     And  your  petitioners,  as  in  duty 

bound,  will  ever  pray,  etc.  Joseph  Malin,

Frederick  Burxham. 

Brother  George  L.  Moredock,  the  representative  from  Harmony  Lodge, 
No.  11,  entered,  presented  the  Return  of  said  Lodge,  and  his  credentials 
as  a  representative,  and  took  his  seat. 
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Brotlier  Lilly  presented  the  petition  of  sundry  Masons,  residing  in  the 
neigliborhood  of  Fredonia,  praying  for  a  Dispensation ;  wliich  was  read, 
and  on  motion,  referred  to  a  select  committee,  consisting  of  Brothers  Fitch 
and  Moredock. 

Brother  Keen  presented  the  following  communications,  on  the  subject 
of  the  expulsion  of  Joseph  B.  Emerson ;  which  were  read,  and  on  motion, 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances : 

Lexington,  Ky.,  Sept.  27,  1823. 

Worshipful  Sir  and  Brother : — The  enclosed  papers  were  forwarded  by  Dr.  Emer- 
Bon,  to  our  Grand  Lodge,  under  the  belief  that  the  Lodge  of  Vincennes  was  still 
under  this  jurisdiction;  and  I  am  commanded  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  Ken- 
tucky, to  transmit  the  same  to  your  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  with  a  request,  that  it  will 
take  such  order  on  the  subject,  as  justice  may  require.  The  appeal  made  by  the 
applicant,  to  the  charitable  feelings  of  the  Brethren,  is  well  calculated  to  excite  our 
sympathies  in  his  favor ;  and  the  testimonials  of  correct  deportment  would,  at  least, 
require  that  an  investigation  should  be  had,  with  as  little  delay  as  the  nature  of  the 
case  would  admit.

To  the  M.  W.  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren,  of  the  Gr.  Lodge  of  Ky., —  Greeting : 

In  October,  1817,  your  unhappy  Brother  was  unjustly  expelled  from  the  privi- 
leges and  benefits  of  Masonry,  in  the  town  of  Vincennes,  and  State  of  Indiana.  I 
was  falsely  accused  and  condemned ;  by  the  influence  of  which,  I  was  thrown  into 
prison  ;  and  while  confined  in  the  gloomy  cells  of  the  prison,  alone,  poor  and  gloomy, 
'l  was  unjustly,  cruelly  expelled  from  the  honors  of  Masonry.  Such  was  my  des- 
pondency, such  the  desolate  situation,  to  which  I  was  reduced,  that,  even  when  dis- 
charged from  prison,  I  had  no  ambition  or  energy  left,  to  excite  me  to  a  defence  in 
Lexington.  Even,  at  any  rate,  the  reflection  that  nearly  a  year  must  elapse,  before 
I  could  obtain  a  hearing  by  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Convinced,  therefore, 
that  the  world  would  be  so  long  confirmed  in  their  prejudice  against  me,  prevented 
an  immediate  application  for  a  re-instatement.  Thus,  in  the  gloom  and  poverty  to 
which  I  was  so  cruelly  reduced,  I  have  continued;  but  finding,  at  length,  my  life 
can  not  endure  such  unmerited  disgrace,  I  have  been  aroused,  and  now  hope,  in  the 
voice  of  justice,  to  be  heard.  Must  I  forever  give  up  the  idea  of  being  honored  with 
the  benefits  of  Masonry,  which  were  so  cruelly  torn  from  me,  while  confined,  alone, 
poor  and  comfortless  in  prison?  Is  there  no  way  by  v/hich  justice  can  confer  the 
rights  thus  pilfered  from,  me,  when  a  stranger,  with  no  one  to  vindicate  my  cause, — 
no  one  to  claim  for  me  the  liberty  of  defence  ?  Hear  me,  0  !  my  Brothers,  only  for  a 
moment.  Think  of  my  misfortune  !  Robbed  of  my  reputation, — of  my  liberty;  but 
far  worse  than  all,  when  in  prison,  in  gloom  and  wretchedness,  robbed  of  the  honors 
and  privileges  of  Masoni-y,  and  thus  published  to  the  world.  I  was  not  a  member 
of  the  Lodge  of  Vincennes,  and,  therefore,  not  amenable  to  them  for  my  conduct ; 
but  if  my  conduct  was  reprehensible,  it  was  their  duty  to  inform  the  Lodge  where  T 
was  initiated.  This,  however,  I  do  not  wish  to  dwell  on;  because,  had  I  merited 
such  treatment,  the  all-seeing  eye  can  bear  testimony,  that  I  should  have  suffered  the 
punishment  without  complaining;  but,  even  then,  justice  and  the  universal  charity 
of  Masons,  would  have  conferred  a  proper  opportunity  to  respond  in  defence  of  the 
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accusations.  T'ois  privilege,  however,  on  the  contrary,  was  denied,  and  the  Western 
Sun  newspaper  was  sent  to  the  prison,  the  painful  harbinger  of  my  future  sorrow 
and  disgrace.  Thus,  five  years,  I  have  suffered ;  and  for  which  the  worhl  can  offer 
no  compensation.  Educated  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston,  with  an  elevated  sense  of  jus- 
tice and  honor,  I  have  been  borne  down  almost  to  the  grave  with  grief.  Death,  the 
most  ignominious,  would  have  been  a  thousand  times  more  acceptable.  Having 
been  considered  an  honor  and  ornament  in  the  Society  of  the  north,  where  I  had 
been  initiated,  passed  and  raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  Master,  when  the  poison- 
ous breath  of  persecution  faded  my  blooming  honors;  and  when  I  could  discover 
every  one  endeavoring  to  shun  me;  you  can  not  imagine  my  grief.  It  may  appear 
strange,  indeed,  that  I  have  not  before  made  my  complaint.  Grief  and  poverty  have, 
however,  restrained  me  from  exertion  and  energy.  The  term,  now,  of  tranquility  in 
sorrow  is  ended;  my  hope  excites  to  action,  and  I  now  humbly  beseech  that  justice 
may  be  permitted  to  restore  my  privileges.  I  beseech  thee,  my  Brethren,  since  the 
term  of  my  sorrows  have  been  so  extended,  that  you  may  not  permit  a  day  to  trans- 
pire, before  commencing  the  examination  of  my  request.  My  situation  will  not  per- 
mit personal  attendance, — my  poverty  is  too  great,  and  my  constant  and  unremitting 
exertions  are  demanded  for  the  maintenance  of  my  family. 

The  accusation,  for  which  I  was  thrown  in  prison, — for  which  I  was  shamefully 
robbed, — for  which  I  was  expelled,  was  declared  by  the  principal  Judge,  William 
Prince,  "insufficient  to  sustain  an  action."  A  report,  indeed,  was  in  circulation, 
respecting  the  character  of  a  ]\Irs.  Bond,  previous  to  my  arrival  in  that  State.  I 
boarded  in  her  family,  and,  therefore,  when  in  the  neighborhood,  it  is  said,  there 
was  something  in  circulation  derogatory  to  her  character;  it  was  asked  me  if  I  knew 
it,  and  if  I,  having  lived  in  the  family,  thought  it  to  be  true?  In  reply,  I  mentioned 
the  report,  and  then  observed,  "My  acquaintance  with  the  lady's  character  and  con- 
duct, convinced  me  it  was  without  foundation."  When  called  on,  a  long  time  after, 
to  give  Mr.  Benjamin  Beckes  satisfaction,  I  gave  him  a  note  to  this  import,  and  in 
these  precise  words,  I  think,  to-wit:  "That  I  mentioned  a  report  on  White  river, 
which  I  believed  had  no  foundation."  This  very  note,  which  was  given  with  all  the 
sincerity  and  innocence  of  any  thing,  was  construed  highly  to  my  injurj'.  But 
■whatever  mankind  may  imagine.  Heaven  and  my  conscience  know  my  innocence. 
[Here  several  lines  are  omitted,  being  irrelevant.] 

The  charity  of  Masonry  is  so  universally  believed  to  exist,  that  the  world  thinks 
that  I,  your  unfortunate  applicant,  must  have  committed  some  action  sinful  indeed, 
to  have  merited  such  signal  punishment.  Indeed,  such  is  the  influence  of  the  report 
of  my  disgrace,  that  it  leaves  but  a  scanty  subsistence  for  me. 

I  trust,  therefore,  my  Brothers,  that  you  may  examine  my  case  immediately, 
without  form.  I  pray  you  not  to  delay,  remembering  that  I  was  not  a  member;  that 
the  Lodge,  in  voting  the  expulsion,  made  use  of  no  balls,  and  that  two  members 
objected  to  the  proceedings.  With  the  highest  consideration,  your  Brother,

Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  31.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky, — Sendeth  Greeting  : 
Health !  and  may  Brotherly  love  abound.  Having  been  informed,  that  bur  late 
Brother,  Joseph  Barrel  Emerson,  M.  D.,  was  expelled  the  Lodge  at  Vincennes,  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  your  Most  Worshipful  Lodge,  for  some  cause,  to  us,  as  yet,  but  par- 
tially known  ;  and  being  grieved  thereat,  it  seemeth  good  to  us  to  make  known  to 
you,  that  we  have  been  acquainted  with  said  Joseph,  from  his  infancy, — that  he  was 
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regularly  initiated,  passed  and  raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  a  Master  Mason  in  this 
Lodge, — that  all  this  time,  and  until  his  departure  for  the  western  country,  his  con- 
duct was  such  as  to  merit  our  love  and  confidence, — and  that  his  character,  while 
with  us,  stood  as  fair  as  any  young  gentleman's  whatever.  If  he  has  erred  from 
the  line,  we  lament  the  error  and  solicit  your  lenity  and  interference,  so  far  as  is 
consistent  with  the  honor  of  the  Craft;  of  which  you  must  be  the  judges.  "To  erx'

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  the  W.,  Thomas 
Posey,  Grand  Senior  Warden,  containing  an  apology  for  the  non-attendance 
of  Brother  Posey,  on  account  of  indisposition;  which  was  read,  and  laid 
on  the  table. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  Brother  John 
Milro3^  This  letter  contains  an  appeal  to  this  Grand  Lodge  from  the 
decision  of  Palestine  Lodge,  No.  14,  suspending  said  Milroy  from  the 
privileges  of  Masonry;  but  having  since  been  re-instated,  and  all  difl'er- 
ences  amicably  settled,  the  letter  was  read,  and  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Grand  Lodge  adjourned,  until  nine  o'clock,  to-morrow  mornin.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,  A,  M. 
M.  W.,  Thomas  Douglass,  P.  J.  G.  W.,  presiding. 

Brother  Keen,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  workings 
of  Lodges  under  Dispensation,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read, 
and  on  motion,  received,  to-wit : 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  work  and  proceedings  of  Bloomington  Lodge, 
and  fiind  them  correct,  with  this  exception :  that,  at  the  communications  of  said 
Lodge  held  on  the  8th  day  of  August,  1822,  and  on  the  12th  of  September,  same  year, 
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the  Lodge  proceeded  to  labor  -without  the  constitutional  number  of  ofScevg.  Your 
committee  have  also  examined  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge,  and  approve  the  same, 
•with  the  exception  of  a  part  of  the  first  Section  of  the  third  Article,  which  is  in  these 
words:  "lie"  (the  Master)  "may,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  standing  com- 
mittee, on  any  emergent  occasion,  when  it  shall  appear  dangerous  or  inconvenient 
for  the  Bi-ethren  to  meet,  suspend  the  first  Article  of  these  By-Laws."  AYhich  said 
first  Article  provides,  "that  the  Lodge  shall  meet  on  the  second  Thursday  in  each 
and  every  month." 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  work  and  proceedings  of  Center  Lodge, 
and  find  them  correct,  with  one  exception:  the  Secretary  thereof  has  neglected  to 
record  the  Dispensation  in  the  Lodge  book,  as  is  expressly  ordered  by  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  work  and  proceedings  of  Wayne  Lodge, 
held  at  Centerville,  and  find  them  correct. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  work  and  proceedings  of  Wayne  Lodge, 
held  at  Fort  Wayne,  and  find  them  correct. 

Ou  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Bloomington  Lodge  be  directed  to  expunge  from  their  By-Laws, 
the  sentence  referred  to  by  the  committee,  as  excejDtionable.  And  that  a  Charter 
issue  to  said  Lodge,  which  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  Blooviington  Lodge,  No.  22 ; 
that  Charles  L  Hand  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  James  Whilcomb,  the  first  Senior 
Warden,  and  John  Robiti'ion,  the  first  Junior  Warden.  And  that  the  said  Charles  J. 
Hand  be  received  and  acknowledged  as  the  representative  from  said  Lodge 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  issue  to  Center  Lodge;  which  shall  hereafter  be  known 
as  Center  Lodge,  No.  23 ;  that  Harvey  Gregg  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  Harvey 
Bates,  the  first  Senior  Warden,  and  John  T.  Oshorn,  the  first  Junior  Warden.  And 
that  said  Harvey  Gregg  be  received  and  acknowledged  as  the  representative  from 
said  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  issue  to  Wayne  Lodge,  at  Centerville,  which  shall  here- 
after be  known  as  Webb  Lodge,  No.  2*4;  that  William  Pugh  be  the  first  Master 
thereof,  James  R.  Mendenhall,  the  first  Senior  Warden,  and  William  II.  Vaujhan,  the 
first  Junior  Warden.  And  that  Bartholomew  McCleary  be  received  and  acknowl- 
edged as  the  representative  from  said  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  issue  to  Wayne  Lodge,  at  Fort  Wayne,  which  shall  here- 
after be  known  as  Wayne  Lodge,  No.  25 ;  and  that  Alexander  Ewixg  be  the  first 
Waster  thereof,  John  Tipton,  the  first  Senior  Warden,  and  Benjamin  B.  Kercheval,  the 
first  Junior  Warden.  And  that  William  H.  Lilly  be  received  and  acknowledged  as 
the  proxy  from  said  Lodge 

Brother  Harvey  Gregg  took  his  seat,  as  the  representative  from  Center 
Lodge,  No.  23. 

Brother  Bartholomew  McCleary  took  his  seat,  as  the  representative  from 
Webb  Lodge,  No.  24. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  J.  H.  Farnham, 
J.  G.  W.,  containing  an  apology  for  the  non-attendance  of  Brother  Farn- 
ham, in  consequence  of  indisposition. 

On  motion,  the  committee  on  Grievances  were  discharged  from  the  fur- 
ther consideration  of  the  communications  relative  to  the  expulsion  of  Jo- 
seph B.  Emerson,  and  the  subject  referred  to  a  select  committee,  consist- 
ing of  Brothers  Gregg  and  McCleary. 

Brother  Lanier,  from  the  committee  on  Returns  of  subordinate  Lodges, 
etc.,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in  : 
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That  Nicholas  D.  Grover,  C.  P.  J.  Arion  and  Amzi  Donglas,  are  the  representa- 
tives from  Union  Lodge,  No.  2, — being  Master  and  Wardens  of  said  Lodge.  Thomaa 
J.  Todd,  from  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  3, — being  Worshipful  Master  of  the  same. 
William  H.  Lilly,  from  Pisgah  Lodge,  No.  5.  Mason  C.  Fitch,  from  Zif  Lodge,  No.  8. 
James  Nesmith,  from  Posey  Lodge,  No.  9, — being  Worshipful  Master  of  the  same. 
James  F.  D.  Lanier,  proxy,  from  Olive  Branch  Lodge,  No.  10.  George  L.  Moredock, 
proxy^  from  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  11.  RoUin  C.  Dewey,  from  Palestine  Lodge,  No.  14, 
— being  Worshipful  Master  of  the  same.  Edmund  I.  Kidd,  from  Warren  Lodge, 
No.  15, — being  the  W' orshipful  Master  of  the  same.  And  they  are,  therefore,  entitled 
to  their  seats,  as  such,  in  this  Grand  Lodge. 

And,  after  examining  the  Pieturns  of  said  Lodges,  find  them  correct. 

From  the  Return  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  20,  it  appears  that  Brother  Joseph  L. 
Washburn  was  appointed  to  represent  said  Lodge,  in  this  Grand  Lodge;  but  we  find 
that  the  seal  of  the  Lodge  is  not  attached  to  the  certificate ;  nor  does  the  person  cer- 
tifying sign  himself  as  Secretary,  which  this  committee  deem  necessary.  But  this 
committee  would  recommend,  that  Brother  Washburn  be  received  and  acknowledged 
as  the  representative  from  said  Lodge. 

Brother  Filch,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
of  sundry  Masons  residing  near  Fredonia,  jjresented  a  report,  containing, 
among  other  things,  an  "opinion  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  ought 
not  to  be  granted;"  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  h\id  over  until  to- 
morrow morning. 

Brother  Henry  P.  Thornton,  the  representative  from  Scott  Lodge,  No.  12, 
entered,  presented  the  Return  of  said  Lodge,  and  his  credentials  as  repre- 
sentative, and  took  his  seat. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  appeal  of  Elam  S.  Freeman,  from 
the  action  of  Warren  Lodge,  No.  15,  suspending  him  from  said  Lodge, 
together  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Lodge,  had  in  the  premises ;  which, 
on  motion,  were  laid  over  until  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication. 

Brother  Lanier,  from  the  committee  on  Returns  and  Credentials,  made 
report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in,  to-wit : 

That  Stephen  Whicher  is  the  representative  from  Veray  Lodge,  No.  7, — being 
Worshipful  Master  of  the  same.  And  that  John  Winchil  is  the  representative  from 
Jennings  Lodge,  No.  17, — being  Worshipful  Master  of  the  same. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  following  petition  from  Jennings 
Lodge,  No.  17,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  the  committee 
on  Grievances  : 

Brktiiren  : — Having  been  chosen  the  delegate  to  represent  the  Jennings  Lodge, 
No.  17,  in  the  Grand  Lodge  at  their  Annual  Communication  for  the  year  1823,  I  am 
denied  the  pleasure  by  reason  of  ill  health ;  and  Brother  Winchil,  Master,  will  rep- 
resent the  circumstances  of  our  Lodge.  It  is  extremely  mortifying  to  the  members  of 
this  Lodge,  that  they  can  not  punctually  discharge  the  claims  they  owe  to  the'Grand 
Lodge.  Measiires  were  taken  in  due  time  to  collect  the  dues,  in  order  to  make  pay- 
ment; but  owing  to  the  general  prevalence  of  sickness,  not  more  than  one-third  of  the 
members  were  able  to  attend  our  last  communication,  to  furnish  their  several  quotas 
of  money.    If  the  Grand  Lodge  will  give  us  a  further  indulgence  of  sixty  or  ninety 
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days,  for  the  payment  of  arrearages,  the  Lodge  will  give  assurances  of  punctual 
compliance.

Jersey,  as  relate  to  Masonic  lectures, — Brothers  Abbey,  Lanier  and  Moredock. 

To  examine  communications  fi-om  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  on  the  subject  of  dues 
paid  by  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge, — Brothers  Meek,  Todd  and  Winchil. 

To  examine  communications  relative  to  the  formation  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge, — 
Brothers  McCleary,  Keen,  Gregg,  Lilly,  Todd,  Grover  and  Hand. 

On  the  petition  from  several  members  of  Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7, — Brothers  Gregg, 
Meek  and  Nesmiih. 

Brother  Gregg,  from  the  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  docu- 
ments concerning  the  expulsion  of  Joseph  B.  Emerson,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in  : 

That,  having  examined  all  the  documents,  and  having  obtained  all  the  informa- 
tion they  can,  relative  to  the  case  of  Mr.  Emerson,  are  of  opinion  that,  before  this 
Grand  Lodge  can  act  upon  the  case,  it  will  be  necessary  to  hear  the  proceedings  of 
Vincennes  Lodge,  and  the  charges  for  which  he  was  expelled  brought  before  them. 
Wherefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  directed  to  communi- 
cate with  Mr.  Emerson,  and  inform  him  of  their  readiness  to  do  him  justice,  if  he 
has  been  wronged  by  Vincennes  Lodge;  but  before  they  can  proceed  to  do  so,  it  is 
necessary  to  hear  the  whole  proceedings  had  in  his  case  before  them. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  for  twenty 
minutes,  and  then  called  to  labor  again. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  As  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  no  delegate,  representing  a 
Lodge  under  Dispensation,  has  a  right  to  be  a  member  of  any  committee,  until  the 
Return  of  said  Lodge  be  examined  and  approved. 

Brother  Kidd,  from  the  select  committee,  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in  : 

We,  the  select  committee  appointed  to  examine  and  take  into  consideration  the 
cases  of  Washington  Lodge,  No.  13,  and  Scott  Lodge,  No.  12,  both  of  which  have  been 
suspended  fi-om  working  as  Lodges,  in  consequence  of  having  failed  to  cause  them- 
selves to  be  represented  in  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  preceding  two  years,  and  for 
having  failed  to  pay  their  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  above  period, — have, 
according  to  order,  had  the  same  under  consideration ;  and  do  find,  from  undoubted 
facts  that  have  come  to  our  knowledge,  that,  owing  to  sickness  and  the  death  of  sev- 
eral of  the  members  of  those  Lodges,  they  have  been  prevented  from  complying  with 
the  above  requisitions.  We  find  the  amount  that  Scott  Lodge  is  in  arrears  for  1821, 
is  ten  dollars,  and  for  1822,  five  dollars  ;  for  which  amount,  the  officers  of  said  Lodge 
have  proposed  to  execute  their  note  on  behalf  of  their  Lodge,  payable  within  a  short 
dale.     As  to  Washington  Lodge,  as  we  have  not  had  before  us  any  regular  Return

of  tlioir  proceedings  for  the  two  years  above  named,  we  Lave  not  been  able  to  ascer- 
tain the  amount  they  are  in  arrear;  but  the  senior  oiScer  has  proposed  to  execute  a 
note,  as  above,  for  the  amount  they  may  be  in  arrear,  so  soon  as  the  same  can  be 
ascertained  by  the  Grand  Secretai-y.  We,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution :

Brother  Todd^  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communi- 
cation from  the  Grand  Secretaiy  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  with 
relation  to  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge,  made  the  following  report,  which 
was  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Grand  Committee  : 

That  from  the  evidence  produced  to  us,  it  appears  that  the  object  desired  to  be 
attained  by  the  submission  of  this  subject  to  this  committee,  is  the  adjustment  and 
paj'ment  of  money  claimed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  to  be  justly  due  to  it  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio,  as  having  been  wrongfully  paid  to  and  I'eceived  by  said  last  men- 
tioned Lodge,  from  the  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge. 

That  it  appears  from  the  communication  from  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  that 
there  was  charged  against  the  said  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge,  on  the  books  of  said 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  under  date  December  14,  1818,  the  sum  of  $45  GG|  as  dues? 
and  that  the  same  was  paid  to  said  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  16th  of  December  same 
year;  and  that  said  Lodge  of  Brookville  had  received  a  Charter  from  said  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio,  for  which  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  was  paid.  Also,  that  there  is 
charged  on  the  same  communication  against  said  Brookville  Lodge  under  date  of 
December,  1819,  the  sum  of  $20  50,  which  sum  was  paid  in  the  same  month  and 
year.  And  this  committee  further  find  that  this  Grand  Lodge  was  organized  on  the 
12th  day  of  January,  1818.  This  committee  believe  that  so  much  of  the  said  first 
named  sum  of  §45  G6|,  which  accrued  as  dues  from  said  Brookville  Lodge  after  the 
organization  of  this  Lodge,  should  be  refunded  by  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Oliio,  to  thia 
Grand  Lodge.  Further,  that  this  Grand  Lodge  has  no  claim  on  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ohio,  for  the  said  sum  of  thirty  dollars  which  the  Brookville  Lodge  paid  for  its  Char- 
ter, the  same  having  been  granted,  as  this  committee  believe,  prior  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  this  Grand  Lodge.  But  with  relation  to  the  sum  of  §20  50  paid  by  Brook- 
ville Lodge  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  as  dues,  in  December,  1819,  the  committee 
think  this  Grand  Lodge  has  an  undoubted  right  to  the  same. 

On  motion,  the  matters  in  dispute  between  Joseph  H.  Coburn  and  Law- 
renceburg  Lodge,  No.  4,  were  referred  to  a  select  committee,  consisting  of 
Brothers  Lilly,  Talbott  and  3Ioredoek. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 
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Resolved^  That  this  Granrl  Lodge  proceed  in  Grand  procession,  from  their  Hall  to 
the  Methodist  meeting  house  in  the  town  of  Madison,  on  to-morrow,  at  ten  o'clock, 
to  hear  an  oration  from  the  Grand  Orator  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  accompanied  with 
other  appropriate  exercises;  and  that  a  committee  to  consist  of  three  members  be 
appointed  to  make  suitable  arrangements. 

Whereupon,  Brothers  Talbott,  Westgate  and  Grover  were  appointed 
said  committee. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  a  number  of  Masons  residing  near  Fredonia,  was  received  and 
concurred  in.

Ohio,  appears  to  be  due  from  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  having 
been  paid  by  said  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge,  subsequent  to  the  organization  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  except  such  part  of  said  sum  as  may  have  accrued  as  dues  to  the  said 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  for  initiations  in  said  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge,  from  the 
1st  of  August,  1817,  to  the  12th  day  of  January,  1818." 

The  Grand  Committee  then  rose,  report  progress,  and  ask  leave  to  sit  again. 

Brother  McCleary,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  com- 
munications relative  to  the  formation  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in, — (a  vote  by 
Lodges  being  called  for,  the  ballot  stood — Aye?,,  12 — Naij^^  8)  : 

Your  committee,  with  a  due  degree  of  deference  and  respect  for  the  opinion  of 
the  congregated  Bodies  of  the  Fraternity,  who  have  expressed  themselves  favorable 
to  the  formation  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  are  unable  to  perceive  any  advantages 
which  would  result  to  Masonry  from  its  establishment;  and  they  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  By  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  that  a 
General  Grand  Lodge  should  be  formed,  as  they  view  State  Grand  Lodges  entirely 
sufiicient  for  the  good  government  of  the  Craft. 

Brother  Lilly,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matters  in 

dispute  between  Joseph  H.  Coburn  and  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4,  made 
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tlie  following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in, — (a  vote 
by  lodges  being  called  for,,  the  ballot  stood — Ayes,  20 — Nays,  1)  : 

That  upon  examination  of  tlie  proceedings  of  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communica- 
tion, it  appears  that  by  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Lawrenccburg  Lodge,  No.  4, 
■was  directed  to  show  cause  at  this  Annual  Communication,  why  the  said  Lodge, 
through  its  Master  or  presiding  officer,  refused  admission  to  the  said  Joseph  H.  Co- 
burn,  on  his  applying  for  the  same,  after  the  expiration  of  his  suspension;  and  it.

Brother  ^MLk■her,  jr.,  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  etc.,  to  whom 
■was  referred  the  communication  of  William  A.  Bullock  in  behalf  of  Jen- 
nings Lodge,  No,  17,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on 
motion,  concurred  in  : 

That  it  appears^  as  ■well  from  said  communication  as  from  other  testimony,  that 
Jennings  Lodge,  No.  17,  has  been  prevented  by  the  visitation  of  Providence,  from 
paying  its  dues  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  according  to  the  requisition  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  and  would  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolved.  That  Jennings  Lodge,  No  17.  be  required  to  pay  the  amount  of  its  dues 
to  the  Grand  Secretary,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  next. 

Brother  WasTihurn,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  work- 
ings of  Lodges  under  Dispensation,  made  the  following  report,  which  was 
read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in  : 

That  they  have  had  the  proceedings  of  Albioo  Lodge  under  consideration,  and 
find  them  correct.  Your  committee  ■would  further  report,  that  by  a  resolve  of  said 
Lodge,  Brother  William  C.  Keen  is  appointed  their  proxy  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and 
instructed  to  apply  for  a  renewal  of  their  Dispensation,  and  do  recommend  John 
Cannard  as  Master;  H.  J.  Mills,  Senior  Warden,  and  E.  S.  Pell,  Junior  Warden. 

Brother  Meek,  from  the  committee  to  whom  the  petition  of  Stephen 
Whieher,  jr.,  and  others,  of  Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7,  -was  referrred,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  indefinitely  postponed  : 

That  from  the  facts  they  have  had  before  them,  that  the  Brethren  of  said  Lodge 
can  not  continue  their  ■work  ■with  propriety  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  their  peti- 
tion ;  that  the  benefit  of  the  Craft  can  not  be  advanced  under  the  existing  state  of 
things ; — for  which  reason,  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  receive  the  je^wels  and  Charter  and  furniture  of 
Vevay  Lodge;  No.  7,  on  the  following  conditions,  to-wit:  That  the  sum  ■which  said 
Lodge  is  in  arrears  to  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  paid  in  three  annual  installments, 
to-wit,  one  at  the  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1824;  one-third  in  1825; 
one-third  in  1826, — until  which  time,  said  Lodge  shnll  cease  to  work.  And  if  the 
above  conditions  are  complied  with,  their  Charter  shall  then  be  returned  to  them 
■without  charge,  and  in  the  mean  time  tlie  members  shall  be  exempt  from  contribu- 
tions and  fees  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Master  and  Wardens  shall  have  power 
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to  demit  any  member  who  shall  apply  for  it ;  and  upon  a  failure  to  comply  with  the 
above  conditions,  to  be  strucli  from  the  list  of  Lodges  worJiing  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Wm.  II.  Lilly,  Grand  Treasurer,  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  the  committee  to  examine  the 
books  and  papers  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer :

Whereas,  It  appeai-s  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  subsequent  to  the  formation  and 
organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  which  took  place  on  the  I'ith  day  of 
January,  1818,  a  Charter  was  granted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Ohio  to  a 
number  of  -Masons  as  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  41,  which  Charter  was  sur- 
rendered by  said  Lodge  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  on  the  11th  day  of  Septem- 
ber. 1820,  and  a  Charter  received  from  the  same.  That,  in  the  interval  between  the 
date  of  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  and  the  time  of  receiving 
a  Charter  from  the  same,  the  sum  of  $96  16|,  or  thereabouts,  was  received  and  paid 
by  said  Lodge  into  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  as  Lodge  dues, — which  amount  so  paid, 
being,  as  this  Grand  Lodge  conceives,  justly,  and  as  a  matter  of  Masonic  right, 
belongs  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  was  consequently  improperly  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
said  Grand  Lodge: 

Resolved,  therefore.  That  the  Grand  Seci-etary  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  instructed  to 
open  a  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  on  the  above  subject  for  the 
purpose  of  effecting  the  liquidation  of  the  amount  of  dues  so  paid  as  aforesaid  ;  and, 
BO  soon  as  the  same  is  ascertained,  respectfully  to  request  the  payment  of  the  same 
into  ihe  treasury  of  this  Grand  Lodge ;  and  that  he  be  moreover  requested  to  lay  the 
same,  together  with  a  copy  of  this  resolution  and  preamble,  with  all  the  documents 
relative  thereto,  before  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  at  their  next  Grand  Commu- 
nication, for  their  consideration. 

Brother  Ahlici/,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  communi- 
cations from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  South  Carolina  and  New  Jersey,  relative 
to  3Iasonic  lectures,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on 
motion  concurred  in : 
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We  are  of  opinion,  and  fliink  it  liiglily  necessary,  that  tliis  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
adopt  a  similar  resolution,  to  that  passed  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  oC  New 
Jersey.     Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  recommend  to  the  subordinate  Lodges 
under  its  juiisdictiou,  the  adoption  of  a  uniform  mode  of  working  agreeably  to  the 
principles  of  illustrative  Masonry  as  laid  down  by  Brother  Cross  in  his  Lectures 
and  Masonic  Chart.

That  they  have  received  proposals  from  Messrs.  Lodge  &  Arion,  of  Madison,  and 
"William  C.  Keen,  of  Vevay,  as  follows: —

That  thay  have  contracted  with  William  C.  Keen,  to  do  all  the  printing  for  the 
GrandJLodge,  for  the  present  Communication,  at  the  above  prices,  and  have  taken 
his  bond,  with  G.  L.  Moredock  as  his  security,  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  committee,  appointed  to  examine  the  communications  from  foreign 
Grand  Lodges,  were  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the 
papers  referred  to  them. 

The  following  petition  was  presented  by  a  representative  from  Zif  Lodge, 
No.  8,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  a  select  committee  con- 
sisting of  Brothers  Moredock,  Lilly  and  Gregg,  to  make  report  to  this 
Grand  Lodge  at  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication  : 

The  petition  of  the  Worshipful  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren  of  Zif  Lodge,  No.  8, 
respectfully  showeth, — that  some  time  in  the  winter  of  1823,  Alexander  S.  Burnett, 
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a  resident  of  New  Albany,  presented  his  petition  to  Zif  Lodge,  praj'ing  initiation 
into  the  mysteries  of  Masonry.  Before  the  said  petition  was  acted  upon,  upon  the 
intimation  of  several  Brethren  of  said  Lodge,  that  they  were  opposed  to  the  admis- 
Bion  of  the  petitioner,  A.  S.  Burnett,  into  the  Lodge,  he  was  permitted  to  withdraw 
his  petition  without  having  the  same  acted  upon  by  the  Lodge. 

And  your  petitioners  further  show,  that  afterward — some  time  in  the  summer  of 
1823 — the  said  A.  S.  Burnett  presented  his  petition  for  initiation  into  the  mysteries 
of  jMasoury  to  Abram's  Lodge,  No.  8,  at  Louisville,  Kentucky.  That  Abram's  Lodge 
was  informed  that  objections  existed  in  the  minds  of  some  members  of  Zif  Lodge 
to  the  admission  of  A.  S.  Burnett  into  the  Masonic  family;  and  thereupon,  Abram's 
Lodge  appointed  a  committee,  of  which  the  AVorsliipful  Master  of  the  last  mentioned 
Lodge  was  one,  to  confer  with  Zif  Lodge  upon  the  subject  of  their  objections  to  the 
admission  of  A.  S.  Burnett  into  Abram's  Lodge.  AVhereupon,  at  a  meeting  of  Zif 
Lodge,  specially  called  for  that  purpose,  on  motion  it  was  unanimously  resolved  by 
said  last  mentioned  Lodge,  that  they  were  unwilling  that  Abram's  Lodge  should 
proceed  to  initiate  A.  S.  Burnett  into  the  mysteries  of  IMasonry ;  which  resolution, 
duly  certified,  was  forwarded  to  Abram's  Lodge.  But  Abram's  Lodge,  notwithstand- 
ing the  resolution  aforesaid,  well  knowing  all  the  facts  aforesaid,  and  unmindful  of 
that  fellowship  and  good  understanding  which  ought  to  exist  and  be  preserved  in 
the  Fraternity  of  Masons,  and  especially  between  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  the  dif- 
ferent States, — proceeded  to,  and  did  initiate  the  said  A.  S.  Burnett  into  the  mys- 
teries of  ^lasoury. 

Your  petitioners,  therefore,  pray  that  this  their  subject  of  complaint  be  taken  into 
deliberatioUj  and  such  measures  adopted  thereon,  as  shall  be  deemed  most  proper 
and  most  conducive  to  the  interests  of  Masonry.

dentials of  representatives,  to  enable  the  said  committee  to  decide  correctly  what 
Lodges  are  entitled  to  a  representative. 

"Whereas,  It  appears  to  tliis  Grand  Lodge,  that  several  Lodges  working  under 
the  jurisdiction  thereof,  have  failed  to  pay  their  respective  dues  to  this  Grand  Lodge ;

Retiolved,  That  it  is  highly  improper  for  any  subordinate  Lodge  working  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  suspend  or  expel  any  member  for  non-payment 
of  dues,  without  notice  to  the  memloer  charged,  where  notice  can  be  given,  as  in 
other  cases  of  unmasonic  conduct;  and  that  all  such  Lodges  be  hereby  instructed  to 
expunge  from  their  By-Laws  any  article  which  may  be  found  inconsistent  with  this 
resolution. 

Brother  Wincliil,  tlie  representative  from  Jennings  Lodge,  No.  17,  asked 

for  und  obtained  leave  of  absence,  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  ixntil  one  o'clock  this  afternoon.

Brother  Fitch,  from  the  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter 
of  difficulty  between  Warren  and  Center  Lodges  with  respect  to  the  case  of 
Calvin  Fletcher,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion, 
indefinitely  postponed : 

That,  from  the  pressure  of  business  and  want  of  time,  the  committee  have  not 
been  able  to  give  the  subject  referred  to  them  that  mature  deliberation  which  its 
importance  necessarily  requires;  and  would  recommend  that  Warren  Lodge  be  ad- 
vised to  suspend  their  proceedings  on  the  application  of  Calvin  Fletcher,  until  the 
subject  can  be  moi-e  satisfactorily  investigated  before  this  Grand  Lodge.

Brothers  James  Morrison,  John  Tipto.v  and  Norman-  B.  Booth, — a  committee  to 
examine  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  I'eceipts 
of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund,

hear  and  examine  into  Grievances. 

Jeremiah  Sullivan  and  Abel  C.  Pepper, — a  committee  to  examine  attendant 
and  visiting  Brethren. 

Brothers  Abel  C.  Pepper,  James  M.  Ray  and  Nicholas  D.  Grover, — a  com- 
mittee to  examine  the  Returns  of  subordinate  Lodges,  and  the  credentials  of  repre- 
sentatives. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Returns  of  subordinate  Lodges  and  credentials  of  representa- 
tives, be  referred  to  the  select  committee  whose  duty  it  is  to  examine,  etc. 

Brother  Tipton  presented  the  following  petition  of  John  Arbuthnot, 
praying  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  16,  suspending 
him  from  the  privileges  of  Masonry  for  twelve  months;  which  was  read, 
and  on  motion,  referred  to  a  select  committee,  consisting  of  Broihers  More- 
dock,  Whicher  and  Clark  :  z 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Master,   Wardens  and  Brethren,  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons^ 

of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

Your  petitioner,  a  Master  Mason  of  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  16,  feeling  himself  ag- 
grieved by  a  late  order  made  by  said  Lodge,  suspending  him  from  all  the  privileges 
of  Masonry  for  twelve  months,  has  thought  proper  to  appeal  to  your  ancient  and 
honorable  body  for  that  justice  which  he  thinks  the  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member, 
has  denied  him.  A  simple  relation  of  facts  will  show  how  far  the  Lodge  has  acted 
correctly,  and  how  far  I  have  been  justly  dealt  with  in  this  matter.  In  the  month 
of  December  last,  a  petition  was  presented  to  our  Lodge,  for  Thomas  B.  Thompson 
to  be  initiated  in  the  first  degree  of  Masonry;  when  a  ballot  was  about  to  be  taken 
on  his  petition,  I  gave  the  Lodge  to  understand  that  I  had  an  objection  to  Mr.  Thomp- 
son, and  should  vote  against  him.  I  told  what  my  objections  were,  nnd  would  here 
repeat  them,  did  I  think  they  had  any  relevancy.    The  Lodge,  as  a  body,  the  Master, 
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and  my  particular  friends  in  the  Lodge,  used  all  their  influence  to  get  me  to  vote  for 
Mr.  Thompson,  to  do  •which  I  absolutely  refused.  I  was  tlien  persuaded  to  withhold 
my  vote,  and  let  Mr.  Thompson  be  initiated,  and  I  would  perhaps  become  reconciled 
to  him.  Being  so  warmly  solicited  by  my  Brothers,  I  was  overcome  and  withheld 
my  vote,  and  Mr.  Thompson  was  initiated  into  the  privileges  of  the  first  degree  of 
Masonry ;  in  a  short  time  after,  another  circumstance  happened  which  confirmed 
me  in  the  opinion  I  bad  some  time  entertained  of  this  man;  in  the  settlement  of  an 
account  between  us,  he  denied  the  existence  of  fact,  which  I  knew  he  could  not  have 
forgotten,  and  indeed  he  did  not  pretend  be  had  forgotten  it,  but  made  a  statement 
in  direct  opposition  to  it,  but  he  and  myself  were  the  only  persons  present,  and  my 
word  and  his  were  in  direct  opposition. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  committee  on  Charity  and  Grievances,  sometime 
I  believe  in  January  last,  (as  to  the  exact  time  I  am  not  certain)  took  up  the  subject 
of  difference  between  Mr.  Thompson  and  myself.  Mr.  Thompson  acknowledged  he 
had  acted  treacherously  towards  me,  and  betrayed  the  confidence  I  had  placed  in 
him,  in  relation  to  the  first  matter  of  difficulty  between  us,  but  still  persisted  in  the 
statement  he  had  previously  made  in  the  settlement  of  our  accounts.  The  committee 
then  insisted  that  I  had  better  make  up  with  Mr.  Thompson,  and  put  the  affair  at 
rest;  I  replied  in  substance,  that  I  would  not  act  so  deceptively,  as  to  say,  "I  meet 
you  in  friendship  and  Brotherly  love,"  when  my  conscience  told  me  I  could  not 
do  it. 

Since  the  Lodge  had  got  Mr.  Thompson  initiated,  contrary  to  my  wish  and  previous 
determination,  some  of  the  members  thereof  seemed  disposed  to  force  me  into 
measures.  It  was  constantly  urged  that  Mr.  Thompson  bad  acknowledged  his  error, 
and  that  I  ought  to  forgive  him.  But  was  that  the  fact?  No — he  has  never  acknowl- 
edged to  me,  nor  to  any  one  beside,  that  I  have  heard  of,  that  he  made  a  false  state- 
ment in  the  matter  of  our  account.  Is  it  then  reasonable  that  I  should  go  through 
the  form  of  a  reconciliation,  when  the  causes  which  produced  it  still  existed?  If 
Masoni'y  requires  us  to  meet  as  Brothers,  and  act  towards  each  other  with  brotherly 
love,  how  can  this  be  reconciled  with  the  requisition  put  on  your  petitioner,  in 
requiring  him  to  say  he  is  reconciled,  whether  he  is  or  not. 

The  committee  on  Charity  and  Grievances  not  having  accomplished  any  thing,  in 
March  last  the  Lodge  appointed  a  special  committee  to  prefer  charges  against  your 
petitioner,  and  several  others,  if  any  cause  or  causes  existed  for  doing  the  same. 
In  pursuance  of  which,  said  committee  preferred  charges  against  several  members 
of  the  Lodge  but  as  to  your  petitioner  they  found  no  grounds  to  justify  preferring 
charges.  Let  it  be  recollected  that  this  report  was  made  in  March  last;  I  would  also 
have  it  understood  that  Brother  William  Chittenden  was  of  that  committee.  The 
matter  thus  rested  without  any  thing  further  being  done,  or  even  atten^ptcd  till  at 
a  called  Lodge  on  the  25th  day  of  September  instant,  the  committee  on  Charity  and 
Grievances  made  report,  in  substance,  that  your  petitioner  was  guilty  of  unmasonic 
and  uncharitable  conduct  towards  Thomas  B.  Thompson,  and  though  great  exertions 
had  been  made  by  the  committee  and  many  Brethren  of  the  Lodge,  and  although  said 
Thompson  had  made  concession  to  your  petitioner,  yet  that  your  petitioner  still  per- 
sisted in  his  disaffection  and  determination  to  debar  Brother  Thompson  from  further 
advancement  in  Blasonry.  This  committee  was  composed  of  Brothers  William  Chitten- 
den, Samuel  S.  Boicourt,  and  Joel  F.  Casey.  Let  it  be  remembered  that  this  same 
Brother  Chittenden,  was  one  of  the  committee  of  March  last,  when  he  reported  that 
there  existed  no  grounds  on  which  to  predicate  a  charge.  Let  it  also  be  recollected 
that  not  one  member  of  ihe  Lodge,  nor  of  the  committee  of  Charity  and  Grievances 
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have  spoken  to  youi*  petitioner  on  the  subject  of  a  reconciliation  since  tliat  time, 
and  that  no  other  cause  has  since  transpired  to  make  any  change  in  relation  to  the 
matter  since  March  last,  and  then  see  what  reliance  is  to  be  placed  in  this  report. 
I  wish  to  cast  no  reflections  upon  any  member  of  the  Lodge,  but  I  wish  to  show 
that  they  have  acted  rashly  and  imprudently.  Brother  Casey  and  Brother  Boicourt 
told  me  that  they  were  induced  to  sign  the  report  from  the  representations  made  by 
Brother  Chittenden.  This  report,  as  before  stated,  was  made  at  a  called  meeting  on 
the  2oth  instant,  when  an  order  was  made  suspending  me  from  the  Order  for 
twelve  months.*  Now  from  this  statement  of  facts,  I  appeal  to  you.  Brothers,  a  band 
united  in  love  and  friendship,  to  say,  whether  justice  has  been  done  me.  Is  it  right 
for  a  member  of  a  Lodge  to  have  a  vote  in  the  initiation  of  persons  in  the  society  to 
which  he  belongs?  If  so,  is  it  not  right  that  he  should  exercise  that  privilege  accord- 
ing to  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience  ?  Was  it  right  in  the  Master  and  Brethren 
of  our  Lodge  to  influence  me  not  to  vote  on  the  occasion  spoken  of?  Rather,  was  it 
not  the  duty  of  the  Master  to  have  compelled  me  to  vote,  unless  I  could  have  shown 
a  reasonable  cause  ?  Was  it  right  in  the  committee  to  attempt  to  compel  me  to  receive 
Mr.  Thompson  by  the  hand  of  friendship,  when  a  difficulty  existed  in  which  our 
Words  put  us  at  issue  ?  If  it  was  not,  was  it  right  for  the  Lodge  to  heap  upon  me 
infamy  and  disgrace,  for  doing  what  my  conscience  told  me  I  was  acting  right  in? 
These  facts.  Brothers,  I  submit  to  your  serious  consideration.  If  consistent  with 
justice  and  the  rules  of  Masonry,  I  would  urge  the  necessity  of  an  immediate 
examination.  I  live  a  great  distance  from  this  place,  and  the  expense  of  attending 
another  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  will  be  more  than  I  ought  in  justice  to  take 
from  my  family.  With  much  respect,  Your  Brother,

On  motion,  Brothers  Keen,  Lanier  and  Jackson  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  examine  the  communications  of  neighboring  Grand  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  several  communications  received  from 
foreign  Grand  Lodges  since  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication. 

Brother  Pepper,  from  the  committee  on  Beturns  of  subordinate  Lodges, 
etc.,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in  : 

That  James  F.  D.  Lanier  is  the  representative  from  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  1,  as 
their  jsroary;  C.  P.  J.  Arion,  Joseph  B.  Wcstgate,  and  Michael  G.  Bright,  are  the 
representatives  from  Union  Lodge,  No.  2, — being  officers  thereof;  James  Morrison 
is  the  representative  from  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  3,  being  the  Worshipful  blaster 
thereof;  George  L.  Murdock  is  the  representative  from  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4, 
as  their  proxy;  William  H.  Lilly  is  the  representative  from  Pisgah  Lodge,  No.  5; 
Abel  C.  Pepper  is  the  representative  from  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6,  as  Worshipful 
Master  thereof;  Stephen  Whicher  jr.,  is  the  representative  from  Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7  ; 
Marston  G.  Clark,  is  the  representative  from  Salem  Lodge,  No.  21 ;  James  M.  Ray  ig 
the  representative  from  Centre  Lodge,  No.  23 ;  RoUin  C.  Dewy  is  the  representative 

*■  I  asked  the  Worshipful  Master  for  a  continuance  of  the  case  until  the  next 
regular  meeting,  in  which  time  I  could  prepare  myself  to  defend  the  charges,  but 
this  request  was  refused  me,  and  I  was  hurried  into  a  trial  unprepared,  either 
■with  evidence  or  any  thing  else. 
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from  Palestine  Lodge,  No.  14;  Jesse  Jackson  is  the  representative  from  Scott  Lodge, 
No.  12;  John  Tipton  is  the  representative  of  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  11,  as 
their  proxy ;  Thomas  J.  Evans  is  the  representative  of  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  16;  Nor- 
man B.  Booth  is  the  representative  of  Posey  Lodge,  No.  9,  as  Worshipful  Master 
thereof. 

The  committee  have  to  remark,  that  the  appointment  of  George  L.  Murdock,  as 
proxy  of  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4,  and  of  John  Tipton,  as  proxy  of  Brookville  Har- 
mony Lodge,  No.  11,  are  not  certified  by  the  Secretaries  of  those  Lodges  under  the 
seals  thereof,  but  appear  to  be  made  in  good  faith  and  under  the  private  seals  of 
the  Masters  thereof.  The  committee  therefore  recommend  that  they  be  received  as 
the  proxies  of  those  Lodges.  ;. 

Brother  3Iorrkon  presented  tlie  following  Report  of  Blazing  Star  Lodge, 
relative  to  the  account  of  said  Lodge  with  the  Grand  Lodge;  which  was 
read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  the  committee  on  Accounts :  . .  . 

That  they  have  collected  such  evidence  on  the  subject  as  to  induce  a  conviction 
that  this  Lodge  has  heretofore  punctually  discharged  its  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  in  support  of  this  opinion  submit  the  following  facts : 

The  following  are  the  items  contained  in  the  Grand  Secretary's  communication:

A  cash  payment  of  dues  was  made  in  January,  1818,  as  appears  by  the  following 
voucher  on  file,  to-wit : 

Received  of  Brother  Alexander  Buckner  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  for  which  Bla- 
zing Star  Lodge,  No.  3,  which  he  represented  in  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  is  to 
receive  a  credit  on  the  paymeni  of  their  dues  to  the  same,  at  .its  next  Annual  Grand 
Communication.  Witness  my  hand,  as  Secretary  of  said  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  this 
15th  day  of  January,  1818.  H.  P.  THORNTON,  Grand  Sec. 

In  September,  1818,  a  requisition  was  made  upon  the  subordinate  Lodges  for  a 
loan  of  $20,  from  each.  This  Lodge  complied,  as  appears  from  the  following  voucher 
on  file,  to-wit : 

Received  of  Brother  Evan  Shelby,  Treasurer  of  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  $20  in  full 
of  a  requisition  and  loan  made  to  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  by  said  Lodge,  Sept.  18,  1818. 

H.  L.  MINER. 

That  this  sum  was  duly  paid  there  is  no  doubt — several  Brethren  of  this  Lodge 
avouch  this;  assuming  then  that  this  Lodge  was  entitled  to  a  credit  of  thirty-five 
dollars,  at  the  Annual  Grand  Communication  in  September,  1818,  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  indebted  to  this  Lodge  in  the  sum  of  sixteen  dollars,  after  deducting  the  nineteen 
dollars  of  dues  therefrom.  At  the  Annual  Grand  Communication  in  September,  1819, 
this  Lodge  was  indebted  but  four  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  Although  your  committee 
can  find  no  voucher  to  prove  the  payment  of  this  last  sum,  yet  the  minutes  of  the 
Annual  Grand  Communication  held  in  September,  1819,  are  at  least  very  strong 
presumptive  proof  of  the  fact.  In  the  Grand  Secretary's  account  of  payments 
received  from  subordinate  Lodges,  the  following  item  is  found,  "Blazing  Star  Lodge,

No.  3,  balance  due  fifty  cents."  The  words  "  a  balance,"  show  plainly  fts  your  com- 
mittee think,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  is  all  that  this  Lodge  stood  indebted  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  September,  1819.  If  these  words  do  not  mean  this,  your  committee  would 
respectfully  inquire  what  they  do  really  import?  That  they  do  bear  this  sense  is 
also  obvious  from  an  item  contained  in  the  account  allowed  Brother  L  Howk,  the 
representative  of  this  Lodge  at  that  time,  to-wit : 

"  Cash  paid  Grand  Lodge,  for  balance  of  dues,  fifty  cents."  Your  committee  are 
therefore  constrained  to  believe  that  the  account  of  this  Lodge  in  favor  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  is  irregular,  inasmuch  as  the  proper  credits  are  not  given,  and  inasmuch  as 
the  acknowledgment  of  the  minutes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  a  balance  having  been 
paid  by  this  Lodge,  shows  satisfactorily  to  your  committee,  that  nothing  prior  to  the. 
payment  of  the  balance  should  with  any  semblance  of  justice  be  made  the  subject 
of  a  subsequent  claim. 

Brother  Whicker  presented  the  following  statement  of  a  claim  due  Vevay 
Lodge  from  Vincennes  Lodge,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Accounts  : 

WnERKAs,  it  appears  from  the  returns  of  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  1,  that  Daniel 
P.  M'Donald  was  admitted  a  member  of  said  Lodge  in  5823,  and  it  is  alleged  that 
he  was  then  a  member  of  Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7,  and  in  arrears  with  the  said  Vevay 
Lodge;  and  it  is  alleged  that  by  admitting  Brother  M'Donald,  Vincennes  Lodge  has 
assumed  the  payment  of  the  amount  of  his  arrearages :     Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  of  Accounts  be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  ex- 
pediency of  instructing  the  Grand  Secretary  to  charge  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  1,  with 
the  amount  of  Brother  M'Donald's  arrearages,  and  credit  Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7, 
with  the  same. 

Brother  C.  P.  J.  Arion,  one  of  the  representatives  from  Union  Lodge, 
asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence,  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

Brother  Jeremiah  Sullivan,  of  Union  Lodge,  presented  the  written  request 
of  Brother  C.  P.  J.  Arion,  Master  of  said  Lodge,  that  he,  the  said  Sullivan, 
be  permitted  to  act  as  the  proxy  of  said  Arion :  which  was  read,  and  on 
motion,  the  request  granted.

Brothers  Douglass,  Lilly  and  Whicher  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  report  what  business  of  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communica- 
tion remained  unfinished,  and  which  ought  to  be  acted  upon  during  this 
Communication.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  Jonathan  Jennings,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

The    Grand   Secretary   presented    the    following    communication    from 
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Brother  Robert  Sturgus,  one  of  the  Grand  Visitors  of  the  first  district, 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Returns  of  subordinate 
Lod'ges : 

Carlisle,  September  30,  1824. 

Dear  Sir, — Not  having  it  in  my  power  to  make  any  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  as 
one  of  the  Grand  Visitors,  I  ■will  barely  make  a  statement  to  you,  as  being  the 
opinion  of  Bro.  Moffit  as  well  as  myself,  (not  being  able  to  confer  with  Brother  Scott, 
he  being  absent,)  that  the  proceedings  of  Terre  Haute  Lodge  haye  been  informal,  and 
not  agreeable  to  the  By-laws  of  the  Lodge. 

In  this,  that  they  have  not  had  a  regularly  installed  ofScer  in  that  Lodge  for  the 
last  six  months  or  more,  and  that  for  at  least  three  meetings  or  evenings  when  the 
Lodge  should  have  met,  agreeable  to  their  By-laws,  the  Lodge  was  not  opened,  in 
consequence  of  there  not  being  the  constitutional  number  of  members,  that  the 
work  of  that  Lodge,  (with  the  exception  of  the  installation  of  officers,)  is  correct 
I  have  no  doubt,  and  they,  the  members,  calculate  to  surrender  their  Charter  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  but  had  rather  the  Grand  Lodge  should  not  take  it  from  them  at 
this  time. 

As  regards  the  Cai-lisle  Lodge,  from  my  own  knowledge  of  it,  and  from  the 
opinion  of  Brother  MoflSt,  (who  is  an  honorary  member  of  the  same,)  is  that  their 
proceedings  have  been  and  are  correct,  and  deserve  the  approbation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Brother  Moffit  states  that  the  proceedings  of  the  Vincennes  Lodge  appears  to 
be  correct,  agreeably  to  their  By-laws  and  the  Rules  of  Masonry,  but  that  he  could 
not  at  this  time  make  any  Report  of  it.  The  other  Lodges  in  this  district  I  have  not

6f  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  are  numerous  and  voluminous, 
to-wit:— From  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  States  of  New  York,  South  Carolina,  Con- 
necticut, District  of  Columbia,  Missouri,  Ohio,  North  Carolina,  Virginia,  New  Jersey, 
Kentucky,  Alabama,  Maine,  Vermont  and  Mississippi,  containing  copies  and  ex- 
'tracts  of  their  respective  proceedings,  in  which  they  have  not  discovered  any  thing 
contained,  requiring  from  this  Grand  Lodge  more  than  the  usual  faternal  interchange 
of  its  proceedings  and  salutations,  except  in  the  proceedings  of  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio,  on  which  this  committee  beg  leave  to  make  a  separate  report. 

Brother  Douglass,  from  the  select  committee  on  unfinished  business,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Grand  Committee  :

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  "W".,  t/ONATHAN 
Jennings,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Douglass,  D.  G.  M.,  and  Chairman  of  the  Grand  Committee, 
made  a  verbal  report, — that  said  Committee  had  so  much  of  the  unfinished 
business  of  the  last  Communication  under  consideration  as  relates  to  the 
suspension  of  Elam  S.  Freeman,  and  the  expulsion  of  Joseph  B.  Emerson, 
and  have  made  considerable  progress  in  the  investigation  of  said  subjects, 
and  ask  leave  to  sit  again.  Whereupon,  Leave  was  granted  for  said  Com- 
mittee to  sit  again  at  nine  o'clock,  to  morrow  morning 
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Brother  Whicher,  jr.,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report;  which  was  read,  and  after  being  amended  by  striking  out 
from  the  word  "report"  to  the  word  '^Resolved,"  was  then  concurred  in: 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  John  Arbuthnot, 
late  a  member  of  Clinton  LoJge,  No.  IG,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration, 
and  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  after  an  attentive  examination  of  said  petition  and  accompanying  docu- 
ments, they  find  a  difiiculty  existing  among  the  members  of  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  16, 
which  can  not  easily  be  reconciled  without  a  sacrifice  either  of  opinion  on  the  part 
of  the  petitioner,  or  of  a  member,  and  perhaps  a  useful  one,  on  the  part  of  the  Lodge. 

It  appears  from  the  documents  accompanying  the  petition,  that  the  petitioner 
on  the  balloting  for  the  admission  of  JMr.  Thompson  to  the  first  degree  of  Masonry, 
was  persuaded  to  withhold  his  vote.  This  your  committee  conceive  to  be  an  act  on 
the  part  of  some  of  the  members  of  Clinton  Lodge,  not  only  unwarranted  by  the  rules 
of  Masonry,  but  subversive  of  the  first  principles  of  the  Order.  Yet  your  committee 
can  see  no  good  reason,  since  the  objection  was  stated,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
committee  a  sufficient  apology  made,  why  the  petitioner  should  withhold  his  assent 
against  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Lodge,  expressed  after  a  full  hearing  of  all 
the  objections  made — but  though  we  may  express  our  surprise,  we  can  not  deprive 
him  of  this  right.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  governing  motive  of  the  petitioner 
in  the  course  taken,  whether  he  acted  from  the  purest  motive  of  the  human  mind,  or 
from  a  sordid  and  revengeful  temper  originating  in  selfish  and  malevolent  passions, 
is  neither  our  right  to  inquire,  nor  his  duty  to  divulge.  It  is  a  matter  of  conscience 
resting  between  him  and  his  God.  The  foundations  of  Masonry  are  fixed  in  the  social 
feelings  of  our  nature,  and  for  one  to  measure  those  feelings  by  the  standard  of  his 
own,  would  be  to  destroy  the  chief  corner  stone  of  our  edifice,  and  our  supei'structure 
would  crumble  to  dust.  To  set  up  an  inquisitorial  jurisdiction  over  the  conscience 
is  as  unchristian  as  it  is  unmasonic.  For  man  to  sound  the  conscience  of  man,  and 
dictate  a  course  of  repentance,  is  as  repugnant  to  the  rightful  exercise  of  the 
universally  admitted  relative  rights  and  dictates  of  a  Mason,  as  it  is  adverse  to 
the  free  exercise  of  the  absolute  civil  rights  of  an  individuah  That  the  petitioner 
exercised  a  constitutional  right  is  sufficient  for  us  to  know. 

*  It  is  stated  by  the  petitioner,  and  this  testimony  is  corroborated  by  the  testimony 
of  the  Senior  Deacon,  that  an  application  was  made  for  a  postponement  of  the  con- 
sidei-ation  of  the  charges  until  the  next  regular  communication,  whep  the  petitioner 
could  get  in  possession  of  facts  which  would  further  satisfy  the  Lodge  of  his  inno- 
cence,— which  was  overruled. 

Unless  the  Lodge  had  good  cause  for  believing  this  application  made  merely  for 
delay  and  not  to  obtain  justice,  it  was  a  dereliction  from  the  dignified  course  which 
ought  to  be  pursued  by  every  deliberative  body,  and  more  particularly  from  the 
character  of  Freemasons,  to  refuse  this  indulgence. 

It  wei-e  unnecessary  to  go  into  a  further  detail  of  the  evidence  before  us  :  suffice 
it  to  say  we  see  nothing  in  the  evidence,  to  say  nothing  about  the  specifications 
supporting  the  charge,  to  warrant  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  16,  in  suspending  the  peti- 
tioner from  the  benefits  of  Masonry,  and  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  that  the  decision  of  Clin- 
ton Lodge,  No.  16,  in  suspending  John  Arbuthnot  from  the  privileges  of  Masonry, 
for  twelve  months,  be  reversed. 
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BrotLer  Rny,  the  proxy  for  Center  Lodge,  No.  23,  presented  the  By- 
Laws  of  said  Lodge  for  the  inspection  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  which  were 
referred  to  the  committee  on  workings  of  Lodges  under  Dispensation. 
(The  By-Laws  of  this  Lodge  should  have  accompanied  the  workings  of 
said  Lodge  while  under  Dispensation,  and  which  ought  to  have  been  pre- 
sented at  the  last  Annual  Communication ;  but  from  some  cause  had  not 
been  returned.) 

Brother  Grover  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read,  and 
on  motion,  laid  on  the  table  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  go  into  an  election  of  Grand  Officers  to-morrow 
morning  at  10  o'clock. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  eight 
o'clock.

So  mucli  as  relates  to 
moneys  due  from  subordinate  Lodges,  was  concurred  in,  and  the  Grand 
Committee  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  that  subject.  So 
much  as  relates  to  the  suspension  of  Ehtm  S.  Freeman,  was  concurred  in, 
and  the  further  consideration  of  the  appeal  continued  until  the  next  Grand 
Communication.  So  much  as  relates  to  the  moneys  paid  by  Brookville 
Harmony  Lodge  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  was  concurred  in.  So  much 
as  relates  to  the  expediency  of  continuing  the  practice  of  publishing  in 
public  papers  the  names  of  persons  returned  by  subordinate  Lodges,  was 
concurred  in,  and  the  resolution  presented  at  the  last  Grand  Communica- 
tion adopted.  And  so  much  as  relates  to  the  case  of  Alexander  S.  Burnet, 
was  concurred  in,  and  the  Grand  Committee  discharged  from  the  further 
consideration  of  that  subject. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  adjourned,  until  half  past  two  o'clock  this 
afternoon.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  Jonathan 
Jennings,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  John  Reily,  the  representative  from  Hindostan  Lodge,  No.  26, 
asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence,  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 
Brother  Reily  requested  that  Rollin  C.  Dewey  be  permitted  to  act  aa  jproxy 
for  Hindostan  Lodge ;  which  request  was  granted. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Committee  was  discharged  from  the  consideration 
of  the  case  of  Washington  Lodge,  No.  13;  and  the  consideration  of  that 
subject  was  laid  over  until  to-morrow  morning. 

On  motion,  the  documents  filed  relative  to  the  initiation  of  A.  S.  Burnet, 
by  Abram's  Lodge,  No.  8,  of  Kentucky,  were  referred  to  a  select  com- 
mittee consisting  of  Brothers  Whicher,jr.,  Sullivan  and  Tipton,  with  instruc- 
tions to  draft  a  respectful  memorial  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

On  motion,  so  much  of  the  report  made  by  the  Grand  Committee,  as 
relates  to  communications  from  foreign  Grand  Lodges,  was  concurred  in. 
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Brother  Lanier,  from  the  committee  on  communications  from  foreign 
Grand  Lodges,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion, 
concurred  in  : 

That  after  an  attentive  examination  of  the  pi-oceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ohio  relative  to  a  claim  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  dues  received  of  Brookville  Har- 
mony Lodge,  they  are  of  opinion  that  this  Grand  Lodge  is  not  entitled  to  the  sum 
demanded,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  foilowing  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  recede  from  their  claim  aforesaid. 

The  following  resolution  was  read,  and  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table : 

Resolved,  That  twenty  dollars  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  Brother  A.  C.  Pepper, 
to  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  the  family  of  our  deceased  Brother,  Moses  Tapley. 

The  resolution,  offered  this  morning,  in  relation  to  the  procession  and 
discourses  from  the  Grand  Chaplain  and  Grand  Orator,  was  taken  up,  and 
on  motion,  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  eight 
o'clock.

Thursday,  October  7,  1824. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  eight  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  Jonathan  Jennings,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  William  Marshal,  the  representative  from  Washington  Lodge, 
No.  13,  entered,  presented  the  Return  of  said  Lodge,  and  his  credentials  as 
representative ;  which  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Returns  of  subor- 
dinate Lodges,  etc. 

Brother  Ray,  from  the  committee  on  Returns  of  subordinate  Lodges,  etc., 
to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  from  Brother  Robert  Sturgus,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  Brother  Robert  Sturgus,  one 
of  the  Grand  Visitors,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  with  regret  they  have  to  notice  the 
informal  and  irregular  proceedings  of  the  Terre  Haute  Lodge,  and  almost  hesitate 
to  say  that  the  leniency  of  this  Grand  Lodge  should  be  extended  so  far  as  to  postpone 
any  order  thereon,  which  the  true  interests  and  honor  of  the  Fraternity  would 
seem  to  require. 

As  however  it  is  suggested  by  the  Grand  Visitor,  that  the  members  of  that  Lodge 
have  it  in  contemplation  to  surrender  their  Charter,  your  committee  recommend 
that  no  further  notice  be  taken  of  tjie  case  at  the  present  Communication. 

On  motion,  the  complaint  against  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  was  referred  to  a 
select  committee,  consisting  of  Brothers  Lanier,  Whicher,  jr.,  and  Pepper. 

Brother  Pepper,  one  of  the  Visitors  of  the  sixth  district,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  received  and  filed : 

That  they  have  visited  the  several  Lodges  in  the  said  district,  and  find  some  of 
them  greatly  deiicient  in  Masonic  knowledge;    the  officers  in  some  of  them  not 
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being  able  from  the  want  of  Masonic  information,  regularly  to  open  and  close  a 
Lodge  in  ancient  Masonic  form.  The  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  said  several 
Lodges  appear  generally  to  be  regularly  kept,  with  this  exception,  that  in  some  in- 
stances tliey  are  not  signed  by  the  Master  and  attested  by  the  Secretary,  which  your 
Visitors  think  indispensably  necessary ;  in  all  of  which  cases  your  Grand  Visitors 
have  given  such  instructions  as  they  believe  promises  to  warrant  future  correct- 
ness. Your  Grand  Visitors  flatter  themselves  their  eiforts  have  been  attended  with 
success  in  restoring  good  order  and  harmony  in  some  of  the  Lodges  where  different 
feelings  seemed  to  prevail  previous  to  their  friendly  interference.  Your  Grand 
Visitors  believe  that  the  resolution  api^ointing  Grand  Visitors,  which  was  adopted 
at  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication  was  well  advised,  and  has  been  attended 
with  good  effects ;  yet  they  beg  leave  to  suggest  as  their  opinion  that  the  system  of 
lectures  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge  could  be  taught  with  much  more  advantage  to 
the  subordinate  Lodges  by  some  well  informed  Brother,  who  might  be  appointed 
Grand  Lecturer,  and  whose  duty  it  should  be  made  to  spend  as  much  time  with 
each  of  the  Lodges  as  would  be  necessary  to  instruct  oflBcers  completely  in  the 
lectures. 

Brother  Pepper^  from  the  committee  on  Returns  of  subordinate  Lodges, 
etc.,  made  a  verbal  report, — that  Brother  William  Marshal  is  the  repre- 
sentative from  Washington  Lodge,  No.  13,  being  the  Worshipful  Master 
thereof;  thereupon,  Brother  Marshal  took  his  seat. 

Brother  Douglass  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read  and 
ordered  to  lie  over  till  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication: 

Resolved,  That  the  following  amendment  be  added  to  the  fifth  section  of  the  Con- 
stitution, to-wit : 

"  4.  A  committee  of  two  members  to  inspect  the  workings  of  Lodges  under  Dis- 
pensation. 

5.  A  committee  of  two  members  upon  unfinished  business. 

6,  A  committee  of  three  members  on   foreign  communications." 

Brother  Morrison,  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in,  and  the  accompanying  documents 
referred  to  the  Grand  Committee  : 

That  they  have  performed  that  duty  so  far  as  to  be  able  to  submit  to  this  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  a  statement  exhibiting  the  number  of  members  of  Lodges 
subordinate  to  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  since  the  commencement  thereof, 
together  with  the  number  of  initiations,  and  the  sums  received  and  due  from  each 
Lodge,  etc.,  which  report  marked  A,  is  herewith  submitted. 

Your  committee  also  submit  to  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  a  statement 
of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Treasury  since  the  commencement  of  this 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  collected  from  such  documents  as  were  within  their  reach, 
marked  B.  From  this  last  report  it  appears  there  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer  at  the  last  Annual  Communication,  the  sum  of  $262  68|. 

Of  this  sum  there  are  $49,  in  notes  against  Brethren,  to-wit :  Brother  Thomas 
Douglass'  note,  $36,  Brother  E.  Stout's  note,  $8,  Brother  H.  P.  Thornton's  note,  $5. 

There  was  also  received  by  the  present  Grand  Treasurer,  from  R.  C.  Talbott, 
former  Grand  Treasurer,  in  Kentucky  paper,  $183;  and  from  the  present  Grand 
Secretary,  $100,  in  the  same  paper.  This  Kentucky  money  was  at  the  time  it  was 
received,  at  one-half  its  nominal  value.     After  deducting  the  amount  of  the  notes, 
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and  reducing  the  Kentucky  paper  to  its  intrinsic  value,  j'our  Committee  find  the 
actual  amount  of  tlie  Grand  Charity  Fund,  at  the  commencement  of  the  present 
session,  to  be  592  50. 

Your  Committee  will  not  pretend  to  determine  who  should  indemnify  this  Fund 
for  the  loss  it  has  sustained  by  the  reception  of  depreciated  paper.  Neither  could 
they  say  one  word  concerning  the  notes  of  the  Brethren  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer,  did  they  not  conceive  themselves  called  upon  by  a  sense  of  duty  to 
recommend  their  immediate  collection  by  the  Treasurer.  The  Grand  Charity  Fund 
is  at  a  low  ebb,  and  your  Committee  can  not  but  urge  the  necessity  of  the  collection 
of  all  dues  to  the  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Secretai-y  states  that  he  has  received  from  subordinate  Lodges  since 
the  last  Annual  Communication,  the  sum  of  §309  \\\.  The  Grand  Treasurer  has 
also  received  since  the  same  period,  the  sum  of  $41,  and  which  amounts  exclusive  of 
the  sum  above  repoi-ted,  making  the  Grand  Charity  Fund  at  this  time  $350  11^. 

Out  of  this  amount  is  to  be  deducted  the  expenses  of  the  present  Communication, 
and  also  for  printing,  etc.  "What  will  be  the  probable  amount  of  these  expenses, 
your  Committee  at  present  can  not  conjecture. 

According  to  statement  A,  there  is  charged  to  subordinate  Lodges  the  aggregate 
Bum  of  §2,528.  There  has  been  received  from  them  $1,977  12^,  leaving  a  balance 
in  favor  of  this  Grand  Lodge  of  §550  87J.  Your  Committee  can  not  believe  that 
this  sum  is  really  due  from  subordinate  Lodges.  The  claim  against  Blazing  Star, 
No.  3,  is,  as  has  been  already  reported  by  your  Committee,  erroneous.  This,  although 
but  one  instance  of  error  which  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  your  Committee,  is, 
however,  a  pretty  certain  indication  that  there  are  other  similar  errors. 

It  must  be  remarked,  however,  that  this  error  has  not  originated  with  the  present 
Grand  Secretary.  So  far  as  your  Committee  have  had  the  opportunity  of  examining 
his  books  and  papers,  they  appear  to  be  I'egular  and  neatly  kept. 

There  appears  by  the  book  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  a  difference  between  the 
amount  which  brother  R.  C.  Talbott,  former  Grand  Secretary,  acknowledges  in  his 
account  current  to  have  received,  and  the  amount  credited  to  the  several  subordinate 
Lodges,  of  §38;  and  how  this  error  has  originated,  your  Committee  can  not  deter- 
mine. The  books  at  that  time  were  kept  so  loosely  as  to  render  it  almost  impossible 
to  understand  precisely  how  the  funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge  have  been  managed. 
They  will  however  submit  the  following  general  statement: — 

Statement  A  shows  that  the  sum  of  §1,977  12^,  has  been  received  from  subor- 
dinate Lodges.  The  present  Grand  Secretary  appears  to  have  paid  over  to  the 
present  Grand  Treasurer  as  follows,  to-wit :

Your  Committee  can  not  conclude  without  expressing  a  conviction  that  the  present 
Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary  have  faithfully  discharged  their  duty.

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Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  transcript  of  the  record  of  Bla- 
zing Star  Lodge,  No.  3,  on  the  subject  of  the  ^39,  claimed  by  this  M.  W.  Grand 
Lodge,  as  being  due  from  No.  3,  and  are  of  opinion  that.  Lodge  No.  3  is  entitled  to 
a  credit  for  $15,  advanced  in  January,  1818,  $20,  advanced  in  September,  1818,  and 
$5  50,  paid  as  a  balance  in  1818,  making  $35  50;  but  there  is  no  evidence  before 
your  Committee  that  prove  the  payment  of  the  further  sum  of  $3  50  as  claimed  by 
Lodge  No.  3.  But  from  the  loose  manner  in  which  the  financial  concerns  of  this 
Most  Worshii^ful  Grand  Lodge  was  managed  in  1818,  '19,  your  Comniitiee  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  :

No.  3,  for  the  years  1818,  and  1819. 

Your  Committee  have  had  under  their  consideration  the  resolution  instructing 
them  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  directing  the  Grand  Secretary  to  credit  Vevay 
Lodge,  No.  7,  and  charge  Vincenues  Lodge,  No.  1,  with  the  amount  from  Daniel 
P.  Maiderald,  to  Lodge  No.  7,  and  are  of  opinion  thai  it  is  inexpedient.

AxD  Whereas,  it  also  appearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  committee,  from  state- 
ments made  by  Brother  Murdoclc,  representative  of  said  Lodge,  that  the  reason  why 
said  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4,  did  not  appear  as  cited  at  hist  Annual  Grand  Com- 
munication of  this  Grand  Lodge  was,  that  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodi;e  of 
,1822,  did  not  reach  them  until  after  the  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  1S2;J,  and 
consequently  hal  no  notice  of  the  resolution  citing  them  to  appear  and  answer  the 
same  at  its  last  Annual  Grand  Communication. 

And  Whereas,  it  also  appearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  committee,  that  all 
differences  heretofore  existing  between  Brother  Coburn  and  said  Lodge,  are  amica- 
bly and  entirely  settled  and  adjusted,  and  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution  : 

Resolved.,  By  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  that  all  proceedings  against 
Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4,  relative  to  the  matter  of  Brother  Joseph  H.  Coburn  be 
dismissed,  and  that  they  be  restored  to  all  their  privileges  and  immunities,  as  if  said 
proceedings  never  were  had  against  them. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Committee  was  discharged  from  the  further  con- 
sideration of  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts,  as  is 
contained  in  Documents  A  and  B;  and  the  same  was  concured  in.

Brother  Whichcr,  from  the  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  docu- 
ments and  resolutions  on  the  subject  of  the  initiation  of  Alexander  S. 
Burnet,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

That  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report  the 
following  resolution: 

Resolved,  as  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  it  is  unmasonic  for  any  Lodge 
■working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  initiate  any  person  apply- 
ing for  the  same,  wlien  it  shall  be  made  known  to  such  subordinate  Lodge,  that  the 
applicant  liad  been  rejected  by  any  other  Lodge  without  the  consent  and  approba- 
tion of  the  Lodge  by  which  he  was  rejected.

That  we  find  nothing  contained  in  the  By-laws  of  said  Lodge,  contravening  the 
Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  or  the  ancient  principles  of  Masonry.  We  there- 
fore recommend  the  approval  of  the  same. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Douglass,  Tipton  and  Pepper  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  receive  proposals  for  printing  the  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  James  Morrison,  the  representative  from  Blazing  Star  Lodge, 
No.  3,  asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence,  for  the  residue  of  the  session. 

Brother  Lamer  presented  the  written  request  of  Brother  James  Morrison, 
that  J.  F.  D.  Lanier  be  permitted  to  act  as  the  proxy  for  Blazing  Star 
Lodge;  which  request  was  granted. 

Brother  Norman  B.  Boothe,  the  representative  from  Posey  Lodge,  No.  9, 
asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence,  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

Brother  SnUlvan  presented  the  request  of  Brother  N.  B.  Boothe,  that 
Jeremiah  Sullivan  be  permitted  to  act  as  the  prowy  for  Posey  Lodge; 
which  request  was  granted. 

Brother  James  M.  Ptay,  the  representative  from  Center  Lodge,  No.  23, 
asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence,  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

Brother  Tipton  presented  the  request  of  Brother  J.  M.  Ray,  that  John 
Tipton  be  permitted  to  act  as  the  proxy  for  Center  Lodge;  which  request 
was  granted. 
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Brothers  Sullivan  and  Lanier  were  added  to  the  committee  on  Accountg, 
in  place  of  Brothers  Morrison  and  Boothe. 

Brother  Wliichcr  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read  and 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table : 

WiiERKAs,  at  the  Annual  Grand  Communication  of  tliis  Grand  Lodge,  A.  L.  5822, 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  instructed  to  transmit  to  the  Grand 
I-odge  of  Mississippi,  a  certain  resolution  then  adopted,  and  request  their  inter- 
ference in  behalf  of  V'evay  Lodge,  No.  7 :  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  report  to  this  Grand  Lodge 
any  communication  he  may  have  received  on  that  subject. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  following  letter  from  Brother  Gregg, 
which  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  filed : 

Columbus,  September  25,  1824. 

This  communication  will  be  handed  you  by  my  wortliy  Brother,  James  M.  Ray, 
who  represents  Centre  Lodge,  and  I  very  much  regret  my  inability  to  give  my  per- 
fional  attendance  at  the  present  Communication ;  but  duty  calls  my  attention  else- 
where, or  be  assured  I  would  not  have  failed  to  have  attended  on  this  occasion.  It 
was  the  most  anxious  wish  of  my  heart  to  do  so  for  several  reasons.  But  I  have  no 
doubt  every  thing  that  can  be  done  for  the  future  benefit  and  prosperity  of  the  Craft, 
will  be  maturely  considered  and  wisely  acted  upon. 

Wishing  you  health  and  prosperity  in  life,  success  and  unanimity  in  the  business

Friday,  October  8,  1824. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  Jonathan  Jennings,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

The  resolution  offered  yesterday  by  Brother  Whicher,  jr.,  relative  to  a 
resolution  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  1822,  requesting  the  inter- 
ference of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi,  in  behalf  of  Vevay  Lodge, 
No.  7,  was  taken  under  consideration,  and  on  motion,  adopted. 

The  Grand  Secretary  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and 
on  motion,  concurred  in  : 

That  he  transmitted  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  of  October, 
1822,  to  the  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi,  but  has  never  received  any 
answer  thereto — that  he  has  since  adjusted  the  business,  through  Col.  Siebenthal, 
with  Woodville  Lodge,  No.  6,  of  Mississippi,  and  is  ready  to  settle  the  same  with 
Vevay  Lodge. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  enter  a  credit  of  $22  50 
to  Washington  Lodge,  No.  13,  which  was  paid  to  Brother  Isaac  Howk, 
late  Grand  Secretary,  in  1819,  but  has  not  been  entered  on  the  ledger. 
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On  motion,  Brothers  Whicher,  Pepper  and  Keen  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  correspond  with  the  several  Grand  Lodges  in  the  western  section 
of  the  United  States,  on  the  subject  of  establishing  a  hospital  at  some  con- 
venient point  on  the  Mississippi  river,  and  to  present  a  plan  for  the  estab- 
lishment thereof  at  our  next  Annual  Communication.  And  on  motion,  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  requested  to  act  with  said  committee. 

Brother  Lanier  presented  the  petition  of  seven  Master  Masons,  residing 
in  the  town  of  Madison,  praying  for  a  Dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge  in 
said  town,  recommended  by  Union  Lodge;  which  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Brother  Dewey^  from  the  committee  appointed  to  establish  fees  for  con- 
ferring each  of  the  first  three  degrees  of  Masonry,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in  : 

That  in  their  opinion  the  general  good  of  Masonry  would  be  promoted  by  estab- 
lishing that  uniformity,  and  that  they  would  therefore  request  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution,  to-wit: 

Resolved^  That  the  several  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be 
instructed  to  charge  the  following  fees  for  conferring  degrees,  to-wit :  For  the 
degree  of  Entered  Apprentice,  eight  dollars;  for  the  degree  of  Fellow  Craft,  tliree 
dollars ;  and  for  that  of  Master  Mason,  four  dollars.  And  that  each  of  the  said  Lodges 
be  directed  to  amend  their  By-Laws  in  conformity  with  this  resolution. 

Brother  Douglass,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  receive  proposals  for 
printing,  etc.,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and  the  proposals 
of  Brother  William  C.  Keen  accepted  : 

The  committee  appointed  to  receive  proposals  for  printing  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  received  the  following 
proposals,  to-wit : 

Harvey  Gregg  puts  in  the  following  proposition — he  will  do  the  printing  for  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  35  cents  per  1,000  ems. 

We  will  do  the  printing  of  the  present  Annual  Grand  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  for  32  cents  per  1,000  ems,  and  32  cents  per  token  for  the 
press  work.  LODGE  &  AlUON. 

William  C.  Keen  proposes  to  do  the  printing  at  31  cents — the  same  per  token 
for  press  v,'ork ;   rule  work  at  the  usual  prices. 

The  work  to  be  done  in  a  neat  workmanlike  manner,  and  the  copies  for  dis- 
tribution to  be  delivered  in  sixty  days  from  next  Monday,  into  the  post  office  at 
Vevay ;  the  post  masters  receipt  to  be  the  evidence  of  said  delivery.

Brother  Thornton^  one  of  the  Grand  Visitors  of  the  third  district,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and  laid  on  the  table : 

The  undersigned,  one  of  the  Grand  Visiters  appointed,  together  with  Brother 
Thomas  Douglass,  of  Union  Lodge,  No.  2,  and  Christopher  Harrison,  of  Salem  Lodge, 
No.  21,  by  virtue  of  a  resolution  of  your  Most  Worshipful  Body  at  the  last  Annual 
Grand  Communication  in  September,  1823,  for  the  third  district,  beg  leave  to  submit 
t!ie  following  report,  to-wit : 

That  in  obedience  to  the  requisitions  of  said  resolution,  he  did,  as  one  of  said 
Visitors,  in  the  month  of  September  last,  visit  all  the  Lodges  within  and  composing 
gaid  district,  except  Union  Lodge,  and  carefully  inspected  the  workings  and  records 
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of  said  Lodges;  and  has  the  pleasure  to  state  that  Tvith  a  few  slight  unimportant 
exceptions,  embracing  a  few  informalities  in  some  of  their  minutes  and  the  manner 
of  entering  the  same,  the  same  have  been  found  to  be  strictly  regular  and  correct, 
and  in  conformity  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  ancient 
usages  of  Masonry.  He  also  did  on  yesterday  examine  the  minutes  of  Union  Lodge, 
and  find  the  same  to  be  regular  and  well  kept.  He  would,  however,  here  remark, 
that  in  making  his  examinations  he  has  in  every  instance  confined  himself  to  the 
proceedings  of  the  Lodges  since  the  last  Annual  Communication.  He  is  of  opinion 
that  the  above  measure  has  had  a  salutary  effect  upon  the  several  Lodges  within 
the  district  to  which  he  has  been  assigned;  and  if  the  Grand  Lodge  should  not 
determine  to  appoint  a  general  Grand  Lecturer,  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  and 
supervising  the  workings  of  the  several  subordinate  Lodges,  he  respectfully  recom- 
mends the  continuance  of  the  above  measure.

LODGE   OF   EMERGENCY. 

A  Lodge  of  Past  Masters,  called  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  was  con- 
vened for  the  purpose  of  installing  the  Grand  Officers  for  the  ensuing 
twelve  months. — M.  W.,  Jonathan  Jennings,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Abel  C.  Pepper,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  elect,  was  duly  in- 
stalled into  that  office. 


The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  "W.,  Jonathan 
Jennings,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

The  several  Officers  elect,  who  were  present,  were  severally  and  succes- 
sively installed. 

The  petition  of  the  seven  Master  Masons  residing  in  Madison,  was  then 
taken  under  consideration;  and  on  mation,  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners 
was  granted. 

Brother  Sullivan,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolu- 
tion proposing  relief  to  the  family  of  Brother  Burge,  deceased,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in : 

That  the  said  Robert  Burge  was  in  his  lifetime  an  industrious,  honest,  and  up- 
riglit  citizen,  highly  esteemed  as  a  man,  and  much  respected  as  a  Mason.  That  by 
Lis  labor  and  industry  he  accumulated  a  competency  for  the  sustenance  of  himself 
and  family,  and  on  which,  by  his  own  exertions  he  could  have  lived,  independent 
of  the  world.  That  the  said  Robert  Burge,  influenced  by  the  persuasions  of  a 
Brother  Mason,  and  yielding  to  his  own  charitable  feelings,  became  the  security 
of  a  Brother  Master  Mason  for  a  large  sum  of  money,  upon  the  assurance  that  he 
should  not  suffer.  Your  Committee  believe  that  our  deceased  Brother  would  not 
have  become  thus  bound,  had  it  not  been  for  the  pledge  given  by  the  principal 
debtor,  and  for  the  redemption  of  which  he  pledged  every  thing  held  sacred  among 
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Masons.  Your  committee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  recite  to  tins  Grand  Lodge,  the 
numerous  efforts  made  by  Brother  Burge  to  release  himself  and  property  from  the 
difBculty  into  which  he  was  led,  nor  the  many  intervening  circumstances,  which  go 
more  clearly  to  exhibit  the  hardships  of  his  case.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  all  his 
property,  the  hard  earnings  of  thirty  years,  have  been  stripped  from  his  family  to 
pay  the  debt  of  a  Brother  Mason,  and  his  family  thrown  upon  the  cold  charities  of 
an  unfeeling  Avorld.  Your  committee  must  further  remark,  that  the  deceased 
Brother,  anticipating  the  work  of  his  labors  and  his  hopes,  and  foreseeing  that  hia 
property  must  necessarily  be  torn  from  him,  yielded  himself  to  grief  and  despon- 
dency, which  your  committee  believe  hastened,  if  it  did  not  occasion  his  death.  His 
farm  was  sold  under  execution  for  the  sum  of  $400, — his  family  censured  him  for 
the  conlidence  he  reposed  in  a  Brother  Mason,  and  he  sunk  under  the  pressure. 

Your  committee  believe  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  grant  relief  to  the 
family  of  this  unfortunate  Brother,  so  far  as  to  restore  to  them  the  property,  or  a  part 
thereof,  which  has  been  wrested  from  them,  so  that  the  family  may  again  become 
respectable,  and  be  no  longer  dependent  on  Masonic  charity.  Your  committee  will 
conclude  by  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  directed  to  place  in  the  hands  of  Brother 
David  Burr,  and  William  Marshal,  of  Brownstown,  two  hundred  dollars,  in  four 
equal  annual  instalments,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  in  the  name  of  the  widow 
and  heirs  of  said  Robert  Burge,  a  moiety  of  the  above  named  farm,  or  to  be  appro- 
priated to  the  purchase  of  any  other  farm  in  the  neighborhood,  as  in  their  opinion 
may  best  advance  the  intei-est  of  said  family. 

Brothers  G.  L.  Murdock,  the  representative  from  Lawreneehurg  Lodge, 
No.  4,  Abel  C.  Pepper,  from  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6,  and  S.  AVhicher,  jr., 
from  Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7,  asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence,  for  the 
remainder  of  the  session. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That. J.  F.  D.  Lanier  be  the  proxy  for  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4;  that 
Richard  C.  Talbott  be  the  proxi/  for  Rising  bun  Lodge,  Ko.  G;  that  William  C.  Keen 
be  the  proxy  for  Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  until  two  o'clock 
this  afternoon,  and  then  called  to  labor  again. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  appointed  Brothers  Pepper,  Clark,  Murdock 
and  Tipton,  to  act  wath  him  as  a  committee  on  the  Grand  Charity  Fund. 

On  motion  the  ]^L  W.  Grand  Master  was  requested  to  revise,  correct  and 
amend  the  Eules  of  Order  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  submit  the  result  of 
his  labor  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  session. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  hereafter,  when  i>roposals  are  received  for  printing,  or  other  ser- 
vices to  be  performed  for,  or  rendered  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  the  person  or 
persons  making  such  proposals  shall  mention  every  item  as  specitically  as  may  be 
consistent  with  such  business,  such  as  printing  per  thousand  ems,  press  work,  fold- 
ing, stitching,  stationery,  etc.,  etc.,  with  the  prices  annexed  to  each  item. 

Brother  Lanier,  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in,  and  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary directed  to  pay  the  same,  on  orders  to  be  signed  by  the  Grand  Master, 
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and  attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  out  of  any  moneys  in  his  hands  not 
otherwise  appropriated  :

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  was  presented,  and  on  motion, 
adopted : 

Whereas  it  is  highly  important  for  the  advancement  and  benefit  of  iVIasonry 
that  all  just  and  efficient  means  sliould  be  taken  to  replenish  our  Grand  Charity 
Fund,  and  to  place  the  same  in  as  flourishing  a  state  as  possible,  in  order  to  enable 
the  Lodge  to  extend  to  suitable  objects  of  charity  that  pecuniary  assistance  which 
appears  to  have  been  one  of  the  main  objects  of  our  ancient  and  benevolent  insti- 
tution. And  as  from  the  low  state  of  our  said  Fund,  and  the  increasing  calls  making 
tipon  the  same,  it  is  daily  becoming  more  imperiously  necessary  to  effect  the  object 
above  named.     Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  working  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  be,  and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to  issue  summonses  respec- 
tively to  the  several  Masons  residing  within  the  bounds  of  their  respective  juris- 
dictions, requiring  them  to  attend  respectively  at  some  regular  meeting  of  such 
Lodges,  to  show  cause  why  they  should  not  be  charged  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per 
annum  as  Grand  Lodge  dues,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  Grand  Charily  Fund : 
Provided,  however,  That  such  Lodges  shall  have  it  in  their  discretion  to  exonerate 
any  Mason  from  the  payment  of  such  dues  on  account  of  age,  poverty,  or  from  any 
other  peculiar  circumstance;  and  for  a  refusal  of  any  one  to  comply  with  such  requi- 
sition, the  proper  Lodge  shall  have  the  power  to  inflict  such  punishment  on  the 
olfending  individual  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  ancient  landmarks  of  Masonry, 
as  they  may  deem  adequate.  And  provided  moreover,  That  when  there  shall  be  two 
or  more  Lodges  in  anj'  one  town,  that  the  imlividual  to  be  charged  with  dues  shall 
have  the  right  of  selection  to  which  Lodge  he  will  pay  the  same. 

On  motion,  Brother  Francis  N.  Moore^  of  Pisgah  Lodge,  No.  5,  was  re- 
instated to  all  the  privileges  of  Masonry.  [The  said  Moore  had  been  ex- 
pelled by  Pisgah  Lodge,  for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  which  were  assumed 
by  William  H.  Lilly,  the  representative  from  said  Lodge.] 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  during  the  recess  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be 
authorized  to  take  out  of  the  post  oiBce,  and  pay  tlie  postage  on  all  communications 
directed  to  him  as  such,  which  amount  of  postage  shall  be  refunded  him. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  autliorized  to  liave  one  hundred  and  fifty 
copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  tlie  present  Grand  Communication  printed,  and  dis- 
tributed according  to  the  resolution  now  in  force,  and  that  he  liave  published  a  list 
of  expulsions  and  re-instatements,  since  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication,  for 
four  weeks  successively,  in  the  Indiana  ReyisUr,  a  newspaper  published  iu  Vevay. 
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On  motion,  the  vote  taken  on  the  report  of  the  select  committee,  regu- 
lating the  fees  to  be  charged  by  subordinate  Lodges  for  each  of  the  three 
first  degrees  of  Masonrj^,  was  reconsidered ;  and  after  amending,  by  striking 
out  "eight"  and  "four,"  and  inserting  ten  and  three,  the  report  was  re- 
jected. 

The  following  is  proposed  as  an  additional  Section  to  the  Constitution : 

That  the  different  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  hereafter  pur- 
sue the  mode  of  working  set  out  in  Webb's  Monitor,  and  heretofore  practised  by 
Ancient  York  Masons. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  J.  V.  Iledenburg,  late  Grand  Chaplain,  is  entitled  to  the 
thanks  of  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  for  his  services  during  the  last  twelve  months. 

The  following  resolution  was  presented : 

Whereas  Samuel  C.  Tate  has  solicited  several  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to 
procure  his  reinstatement  to  the  privileges  of  Masonry,  from  which  he  has  beea 
expelled  by  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  3: — Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  Blazing  Star  Lodge  be  directed  to  give  to  said  Tate  a  re-hearing, 
and  to  restore  him  to  all  the  benefits  and  privileges  of  the  Craft,  on  proper  ac- 
knowledgments being  made  by  said  Tate. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning 

at  six  o'clock.

Brother  Tipton^  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  concurred  in  : 

Tbiit  there  has  been  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary  since  their  last 
report  of  the  7th  inst.,  $G5  75,  which  sum  added  to  $-142  6'2|,  amounts  to  $508  36|^, 
now  in  the  Grand  Charity  Fund,  from  which  deduct  $275  53^,  the  amount  of  allow- 
ance made  at  the  present  session,  and  which  must  be  paid  by  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
there  still  remains  $212  83,  to  pay  for  the  printing,  stationery,  etc.,  and  to  be 
applied  to  charitable  purposes.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  ancient  form,  and  proceeded  to  labor  in 
the  third  degree  of  Masonry. 

The  representatives  aforesaid  presented  the  Returns  of  their  several 
Lodges,  and  their  credentials  as  representatives;  which  were  referred  to 
the  committee  whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  the  same. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  appointed  the  following  standing  committees: 

Brothers  Whitcombe,  Stout  and  Kibby, — a  committee  to  examine  the  books  and 
papers  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  the  receipts  of  the  Grand 
Charity  Fund. 

(  157  ) 
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Brothers  Douglass,  Lilly  and  Peck, — a  committee  to  hear  and  examine  into 
Grievances. 

Brothers  Parker  and  Kidd, —  a  committee  to  examine  attendant  and  visiting 
Brethren. 

Brothers  Howk,  Douglass  and  Kidd, — a  committee  to  examine  the  returns  of 
subordinate  Lodges  and  the  credentials  of  their  representatives. 

Brothers  Keen,  Evans  and  Westover, — a  committee  to  examine  the  ■worliings 
of  Lodges  under  Dispensation. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  labor  to  refresliment,  for  two  hours, 
and  then  called  to  labor  again. 

Brother  Lilly  presented  the  following  letter,  which  was  read  and  referred 
to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Lilly,  Clark  and  Cummins : 

To  the  M.  W.  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren,  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  Grand 

Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

The  undersigned  most  respectfully  represents,  that  before  the  next  Annual  Grand 
Communication,  he  will  leave  the  United  States  for  the  city  of  Acapulco,  in  the 
republic  of  Mexico,  and  that  he  is  desirous  of  taking  along  with  him  a  Charter  for  a 
Lodge  to  be  called  Pacific  Lodge,  and  he  most  respectfully  solicits  a  Charter  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana;  he  has  already  been  offered  a  Charter  from  an  adjoin- 
ing State,  but  would  much  rather  take  it  from  his  own  State.  As  it  can  not  be 
expected  that  regular  returns  can  be  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  your  petitioner  prays 
your  Most  Worshipful  Body  to  grant  him  a  Charter  without  cost.  As  to  his  general 
Masonic  character,  he  can  produce  any  testimony  your  Worshipful  Body  may 
require.

The  following  papers,  relative  to  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  Annual 
Grand  Communication,  directing  all  Master  Masons  to  be  taxed  one  dollar, 
were  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers 
Evans,  Lilly  and  Howk  : 

Warren  Lodge  Room,  September  27,  1825. 
To  the  M.  W.  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren,  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masojis  of  the  Grand 

Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

The  memorial  of  the  Worshipful  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren  of  Warren 
Lodge,  No.  15,  of  Free  and  Accej^ted  Masons,  most  respectfully  represent: — 

That  on  a  close  and  attentive  examination  of  the  proceedings  and  minutes  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  done  at  the 
Annual  Communication  held  at  Madison,  on  the  first  Monday  in  Octobei*,  A.  L.  5824, 
that  they  found  in  that  journal,  a  preamble  and  resolution  had  i^assed  at  said  meet- 
ing, by  which  the  several  subordinate  Lodges,  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
said  Grand  Lodge,  are  instructed  to  levy  a  contribution  or  tax  of  one  dollar  each 
upon  all  Master  Masons,  living  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  resj^ective  subordinate 
Lodges ;  which  said  sum  of  money  to  be  paid  over  to,  and  be  subject  to  the  dispo- 
sition of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  for  charitable  uses. 

Therefore,  your  memorialists,  after  giving  the  said  preamble  and  resolution  a 
strict,  attentive,  impartial,  and  sober  examination  and  construction,  and  after  com- 
paring the  same  with  the  first  true  principles  and  laudable  objects  of  the  ancient 
landmarks  of  the  Order,  are  unanimously  come  to  the  conclusion,  (-from  the  late 
period  at  which  the  minutes  containing  the  said  resolution  arrived,)  not  to  put  in 
force  the  said  resolution  against  any  Free  and  Accepted  Mason  residing  within 
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the  limits  of  their  jurisdiction,  until  they  could  be  heard  in  the  Grand  Lodge  at  their 
next  meeting;  but  do  most  solemnlj',  on  Masonic  principles,  protest  against  tho 
enforcement  of  the  said  resolution,  because  they  do  most  seriously  believe,  the  said 
resolution  to  be  a  stretch  of  power,  and  contrary  to  the  true  principles  and  landmarks 
laid  down  for  the  government  of  all  good  and  worthy  Masons. 

The  only  apology  which  your  memorialists  have  to  offer  is,  that  they  are  sensible 
from  an  examination  of  the  said  journal,  tliat  at  the  time  the  said  resolution  passed, 
there  were  but  few  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  then  represented  by  their  true  repre- 
sentatives ;  and  that  the  passage  of  the  same  was  procured  by  proxies ;  the  said 
resolution  having  originated  in  this  way,  it  induces  your  memorialists  to  believe 
it  to  be  more  pernicious,  dangerous  and  destructive  to  mystic  liberty,  and  forms 
a  correct  data,  by  -which  you  are  authorized  to  suspect  and  impeach  its  correctness. 

Your  memorialists  bold  it  to  be  a  fundamental  Masonic  privilege  to  represent 
their  grievances  to  their  representatives,  and  through  them  make  known  their  wants, 
and  by  them  get  redress,  and  have  a  proper  remedy  applied. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  humbly  ask  the  repeal  of  the  said  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  our  representative  be  instructed  to  present  the  above  memorial  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  at  their  next  session,  and  that  he  use  his  influence  to  have  the  said 
resolution  (alluded  to  in  the  memorial,)  rescinded.

To  the  31.  W.  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren,  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  Grand 

Lodje  of  the  State  of  Iridiana. 

The  undersigned  Master  Masons  and  members  of  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  16,  in  the 
town  of  Princeton,  have  seen  with  regret  the  following  resolution  passed  by  your 
body  at  its  session  in  October  last,  to-wit : 

^^  Resohed,  That  the  Lodges  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  be  directed  to 
charge  all  Master  Masons,  residing  within  the  jurisdiction  of  their  respective 
Lodges,  with  Grand  Lodge  dues." 

As  a  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  working  by  the  authority  of  a  Char- 
ter of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  we  feel  it  our  duty  at  all  times  cheer- 
fully to  comply  with  any  requisition  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  (to  whom  we 
acknowledge  our  subordination,)  when  such  requisition  is  not  an  infringement  on 
the  established  usages  and  customs  of  the  Masonic  Institution,  in  which  case  we 
deem  it  a  privilege  we  enjoy  as  free  men  and  Freemasons  to  protest. 

The  resolution  above  alluded  to,  we  consider  not  only  an  infringement  on  the 
ancient  landmarks  of  the  Fraternity,  but  as  an  assumption  of  power  on  the  part 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  unauthorized  either  by  custom  or  strict  Masonic  principle,  as 
having  a  direct  tendency  to  the  destruction  of  that  liberty  of  thinking,  feeling  and 
acting,  which  is  so  much  the  pride  and  boast  of  the  i\Lisonic  Listitutiou,  and  also  as 
a  requisition  from  which  are  likely  to  flow  consequences  seriously  injurious  to  the 
cause  of  the  Craft. 

As  a  Lodge,  feeling  our  subordination  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  we  attempted  a  com- 
pliance with  the  above  resolution,  and  have  found  such  a  universal  expression 
of  opposition,  that  a  compliance  is  impossible,  and  an  attempt  towards  coercion 
is  likely  to  be  attended  with  consequences  extremely  prejudicial  to  the  cause  of 
Masonry. 

We,  therefore,  the  undersigned,  the  oCBcers  and  members  of  Clinton  Lodge, 
No.  16,  beg  leave  against  the  said  resolution  most  solemnly  to  protest;  and  most 
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fervently  pray  that  a  reconsideration,  and  if  possible,  a  repeal  of  the  resolution  may 
be  had  at  your  present  session. 

Wishing  all  happiness  and  prosperity  to  the  Craft  universally,  and  to  the  mem- 
bers of  your  body  individually,  we  remain  your  friends  and  Brethren.

At  a  regular  meeting  of  said  Lodge,  Brother  Achilles  Vawter  appeared  agreeably 
to  citation,  to  show  cause  why  he  should  not  be  charged  in  the  sum  of  one  dollar  as 
Grand  Lodge  dues,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund,  agreeably  to  a 
resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  when  Brother  Vawter  assigned  for  cause, 

1.  That  he  deems  the  i-esolution  incompatible  with  the  principles  of  ancient 
Freemasonry. 

2.  The  effect  of  the  resolution  operates  uneqally  upon  Masons  who  are  members 
of  lodges,  and  who  are  not;  the  former  being  subject  to  the  annual  expense  of  fifty 
cents  only. 

3.  That  he  was  induced  to  take  a  demit  from  this  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of  avoid- 
ing and  pi-eventing  disturbances  in  a  religious  society  of  which  he  was  a  member, 
and  which  he  conceived  entitled  him  to  exemption,  from  the  ^^ peculiar  circumstances^^ 
mentioned  in  the  proviso  of  said  resolution. 

When  the  Lodge  proceeded  to  examine  the  aforesaid  reasons  of  Brother  Vawter, 
and  after  consideration  upon  the  same,  do  deem  the  said  reasons  insufficient. 
Therefore  it  is  considered  by  said  Lodge  that  Brother  Achilles  Vawter  do  pay  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  agreeably  to  said  resolution ;  from 
which  judgment  Brother  Vawter  prays  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  is 
granted  by  this  Lodge. 

Vincennes  Lodge  Room,  September  8,  1825. 

I,  General  W.  Johnston,  Secretary  of  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  1,  do  hereby  certify 
that,  pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  at  its  session  of  1824, 
summonses  were  issued  by  order  of  this  Lodge,  against  twenty-four  Brothers,  Master 
Masons  residing  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Lodge,  and  who  were  supposed  not 
to  be  members  of  any  Lodge,  seventeen  of  whom  appeared  agreeably  to  citation,  upon 
eight  whereof,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  each  was  assessed,  three  of  which  number 
have  paid;  four  did  not  appear,  although  cited;  they  were  also  assessed.  One  was 
excused  as  being  an  actual  member  of  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  16 ;  four  were  excused  by 
reason  of  their  poverty ;  four  were  also  excused  as  being  actual  members  of  Vin- 
cennes Chapter,  No.  2,  and  alias  summonses  are  now  pending  against  the  other 
three.     All  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  official 
seal,  at  Vincennes,  the  day  and  year  above  stated.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  Jonathan  Jennings,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  read, 
together  with  the  documents  therein  mentioned;  and  on  motion,  referred 
to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Keen,  Clark  and  Davis : 

That  since  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication  he  has  received  communica- 
tions from  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapters  of  New  Hampshire  and  Kentucky  ;  from 
Pennsylvania,  respecting  a  monument  to  be  erected  at  Mount  Vernon,  to  the  memory 
of  Brother  George  Washington ;  from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Ohio,  Illinois,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Maine,  Tennessee,  New  Hampshire,  Delaware,  District  of  Columbia,  New  York, 
Georgia,  Virginia,  Mississippi,  Kentucky,  North  Carolina,  Massachusetts,  Alabama, 
Louisiana,  and  South  Carolina. 

Brother  LUly^  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  of 
Harvey  Gregg,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  laid  on 
the  table  : 

That  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  that,  though  they  feel 
every  disposition  to  promote  the  interests  and  good  cause  of  Masonry,  yet  upon  the 
most  mature  and  deliberate  reflection,  they  do  not  think  it  expedient  under  existing 
circumstances,  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner. 

Brother  Evans,  from  the  committee  on  workings  of  Lodges  under  Dis- 
pensation, made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

Your  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  workings  of  Lodges  under  Dispensa- 
tion, have  had  under  examination  the  returns  of  Solomon  Lodge,  at  Madison ;  La- 
11 
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fayette  Lodge,  Hanover,  Shelby  county ;  and  Clay  Lodge,  at  Petersburg.  The  Dis- 
pensations have  been  duly  returned  by  said  Lodges, — the  workings  of  Solomon  and 
Clay  Lodges  are  correct, —  the  -working  of  Lafayette  Lodge  is  correct  with  the 
exception  of  having,  on  several  occasions,  appointed  Entered  Apprentices  and  Fellow 
Crafts,  to  act  as  the  oificers  of  the  Lodge. 

The  members  of  said  Lodges  respectively  pray  for  Charters,  -which  prayers  -wo 
think  ought  to  be  granted. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  -were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  issued  to  Solomon  Lodge,  No.  27,  that  Johx  M.  TVat- 
sox,  be  tlie  JTaster  thereof;  Woodville  Browning^  Senior  Warden  ;  and  Amariah  Foster, 
Junior  Warden.

Brother  Evans,  from  the  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  papers 
from  several  subordinate  Lodges  relative  to  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last 
Grand  Lodge,  taxing  Masons  not  members  of  any  lodge,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Grand  Committee  :

Having  ever  been  taught  to  believe  that  Masonry,  from  its  incipiency  to  its 
ultimatum  made  it  indispensably  requisite  on  the  Craft  lo  believe  in  the  authenticity 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures;  and  having  lately  heard  an  opinion  expressed  in  Vincennea 
Lodge,  No.  1,  by  our  District  Lecturer,  (James  T.  MofFatt,  Most  Excellent  High  Priest 
of  Vincennes  Chapter,  No.  2,)  and  some  few  others, to  the  contrary;  nay  even  further, 
that  a  person  tenacious,  might  be  obligated  upon  the  Koran:  I  was  not  only  startled, 
but  am  considerably  mortified,  and  should  T  have  heretofore  been  in  an  error,  wish 
and  feel  a  great  anxiety  now  to  be  corrected,  before  time  closes  my  earthly  pilgrimage 
and  stewardship.  The  question,  I  conceive,  may  fairly  and  properly  be  brought 
before  you — it  is  a  highly  important  one,  and  demands  your  immediate  and  serious 
consideration.  Having  the  utmost  confidence  in  your  wisdom  and  purity,  have  made 
present  appeal,  and  humbly  request  an  attentive  hearing  and  serious  decision.

plied to  the  relief  of  the  family  of  Brother, Absalom  Parker,  deceased;  and  twenty 
dollars  in  the  hands  of  Brother  Abel  C.  Pepper,  to  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  the 
family  of  our  deceased  Brother  Moses  Tapley ;  and  that  those  Brethren  were  required 
by  said  last  named  resolution  to  produce  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
receipts  of  the  several  persons  for  whose  relief  said  several  sums  were  appropriated.

Hurst, 
David  Cummins,  Israel  Butt  and  John  T.  Jameson;  which  was  read  and 
referred  to  a  select  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Cummins,  Douglass 
and  Lilly.

Resolved,  That  David  Burr  and  William  Marshal,  in  whose  hands  two  hundred 
dollars  were  placed  for  the  benefit  of  the  family  of  our  late  Brother  Robert  Burge,  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Annual  Grand  Communication,  be  requested  to  report, 
annually,  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  disposition  made  of  those  funds,  and  when 
appropriated,  furnish  this  Grand  Lodge  with  receipts  therefor. 
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Resolved,  That  tlie  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge  bo,  and  they  are 
hereby  requested  to  admit,  free  of  initiation  fees,  any  minister  of  the  gospel  who 
may  be  desirous  of  becoming  a  Fi-ee  and  Accepted  Alason,  so  soon  as  may  be  con- 
sistent witli  tlie  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  said  subordinate  Lodges,  and  that  the 
Lodges  be  exempted  from  paying  Grand  Lodge  dues  for  ministers  so  initiated. 

Resolved,  That  the  several  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge  be  exonerated 
hereafter,  from  the  payment  of  dues  for  the  membership  of  Entered  Apprenticea 
and  Fellow  Crafts. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  labor  to  refresliment,  for  two  liours, 
and  then  called  to  labor  again. 

Brother  Peter  Allen,  from  Terrc  Haute  Lodge,  No.  19,  presented  the  Re- 
turn of  said  Lodge  and  his  credentials  as  representative,  and  took  his  seat. 

Brother  Marslud  presented  the  following  report : 

Your  committee  have  been  appointed  by  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  the 
last  Annual  Grand  Communication,  to  receive  from  the  Grand  Treasurer  two  hun- 
dred dollars,  in  four  equal  annual  instalments,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  in 
the  names  of  the  widow  and  heirs  of  Eobert  Burge,  deceased,  one  moiety  of  the 
farm  formerly  owned  by  the  said  Robert  Burge,  and  which  had  been  sold  to  satisfy 
a  security  debt  of  said  Robert  Burge  in  his  life-time,  or  some  other  farm  in  that 
vicinity,  beg  leave  to  report : — That  they  have  received  from  the  Grand  Treasurer 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  the  first  instalment — that  thsy  have  contracted  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  farm  for  the  said  widow  and  heirs,  in  the  vicinity  of  Brownstown,  con- 
taining eighty  acres,  for  the  sum  of  two  hund^-ed  dollars — that  they  have  applied 
the  said  sum  of  fifty  dollars  received  as  above  mentioned,  in  payment  therefor — • 
that  they  are  to  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  in  the  month  of  November  next,  and  the 
balance  of  the  purchase  money  in  two  equal  payments  thereafter. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Ilowk,  Kidd  and  Lilly  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  receive  proposals  for  printing  the  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Cummins^  from  the  select  committee  on  the  petition  of  Thomas 
Posey  and  others  of  Corydon,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read 
and  rejected,  and  the  further  consideration  of  the  petition  indefinitely 
postponed : 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  after  a  full  investigation  of  all  the  cir- 
cumstances in  relation  to  the  case,  that  the  prayer  of  your  petitioners  is  just,  and 
•would  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : — (Brother 
Thomas  Douglass  dissenting;) 

Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  Thomas  Posey,  Edward  B.  Wilson  and  others,  Mas- 
ter Masons  of  Pisgah  Lodge,  No.  5,  is  reasonable,  and  that  they  retain  their  jewels 
and  number. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  when  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  adjourn,  the  next  Annual  Grand 
Communication  shall  be  held  at  the  Masonic  Hall  in  Salem,  on  the  first  Monday 
in  October,  182G. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  Webb  Lodge,  No.  24,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  hold  their  meetings  either  at  the  town  of  Centreville  or  the  town  of 
Richmond,  as  a  majority  of  the  members  thereof  shall  determine;  provided  that 
their  meetings  shall  not  be  held  at  either  of  the  aforesaid  towns  for  a  longer  or 
Bhorter  term  than  six  months,  without  the  consent  of  at  least  three-fourths  of  their 
members. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Charter  to  be  issued  for  Lafayette  Lodge,  in  Shelby  county, 
leave  it  discretionary  with  the  members  of  said  Lodge,  to  locate  the  same  in  such 
part  of  said  county  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Brother  Whitcomh,  from  the  select  committee  on  communications  from 
neighboring  Grand  Lodges,  made  the  following  rej^ort,  -which  was  read, 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  dollar," 
and  then  adopted :

from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  recommending  the  erecting  of 
inanuments  to  the  memory  of  the  late  distinguished  Generals  Greene  and  Pulaski, 
in  the  city  of  Savannah,  and  divers  resolutions  from  the  i\L  W.  Grand  Lodges  of  the 
States  of  New  Hampshire,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia  and  Ohio,  making 
sundry  appropriations  for  paying  a  just  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  our  late 
illustrious  Brother,  George  Washington,  P.  G.  M.,  by  the  erection  of  a  monument  near 
his  remains  at  Mount  Vernon  ;  and  whereas,  your  committee  are  informed  that  the 
limited  funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  already  appropriated  to  other  necessary  and 
charitable  purposes,  and  entertain  a  high  sense  of  the  importance  of  the  above  laud- 
able objects,  they  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  highly  appreciate  the 
objects  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodges  above  mentioned,  and  will  cheerfully  co-operate 
with  them  in  effectuating  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  severally  recommended  to  raise  by  subscription  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  from  each  subscriber,  such  sums  as  they  may  be  able  to  procure  for  the 
above  purposes,  and  that  they  make  report  thereof  to  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next 
Annual  Grand  Communication. 

Brother  James   "Ward,   the   representative   from   Scott   Lodge,   No.  12, 
asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence,  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 
On   motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  strongly  recommended  to  the  different  Lodges  subordinate  to 
this  Grand  Lodge  severally,  to  be  punctual  in  sending  delegates  to  our  future  An- 
nual Grand  Communications,  and  that  they  select  for  that  purpose,  a  Brother  whose 
avocations  will  permit  him  to  represent  his  Lodge  during  the  whole  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  which  he  may  be  appointed. 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  deem  the  practice  of  delegates  appointing  sub- 
delegates  to  act  for  them,  as  unconstitutional  and  inexpedient. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Committee  was  discharged  from  the  further  con- 
sideration of  the  resolution  respecting  the  appointment  of  a  Lecturer,  and 
the  further  consideration  of  the  resolution  indefinitely  postponed. 

Brother  AYilliam  H.  Lilly  was  duly  installed  the  Grand  Treasurer  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  for  three  hours, 
and  then  called  to  labor  again.

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Grand  Officers.

Brothers  Eollin  C.  Dewey,  from  Palestine  Lodge,  No.  14,  and  Zera  T. 
Pereival,  Lawrcnecburg  Lodge,  No.  4,  entered,  presented  the  Returns  of 
their  respective  Lodges,  and  their  credentials  as  representativeis ;  which 
were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Returns  of  subordinate  Lodges,  etc. 

Brother  Meirfin,  from  the  committee  on  Returns  of  subordinate  Lodges, 
etc.,  reported  verbally, — that  Brother  Pereival  is  the  representative  from 
Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  and  Brother  Dewey  is  the  representative  from  Pales- 
tine Lodge;  which  report  was  concurred  in. 
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On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  this  Grand  Lodge  will  proceed  to  the  installation  of  the  Grand 
Officers  elect,  this  afternoon  at  half-past  one  o'clock. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  for  the 
space  of  one  hour,  and  then  called  to  labor  again. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Jennings,  the  Grand  Treasurer  was  directed  to 
pay  to  the  Grand  Chaplain  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  for  his  service  and 
attendance  upon  the  present  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  installation  of  the  Grand 
Officers  elect.  All  the  Brethren  present  below  the  degree  of  Past  Master 
having  retired,  a  Lodge  of  Past  Masters  was  opened  in  ancient  form. — M.  W., 
Marston  G.  Clark,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Isaac  Howk  was  duly  installed  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  and 
Brother  Elihu  Stout,  R.  \Y.  Deputy  Grand  Master,  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Indiana. 

The  Past  Masters'  Lodge  was  then  duly  closed,  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
proceeded  to  labor  in  the  third  degree  of  Masonry. — M.  W.,  Isaac  Howk. 
G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brothers  Marston  G.  Clark,  John  JMeek  and  John  Sheets  asked  for  and 
obtained  leave  of  absence,  during  the  balance  of  the  session. 

Brothers  Parker,  Lanier,  Gregg,  Warner  and  Vigus  were  severally  in- 
stalled into  the  offices  to  which  they  were  respectively  elected. 

Brother  Whittingfon,  from  the  committee  on  unfinished  business,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion  of  Brother  Jennings, 
referred  to  the  Grand  Committee  : 

That  at  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication  the  following  resolutions  were 
read  and  ordered  to  lie  over  until  the  present  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  wit : 

A  resolution  appointing  a  committee  to  correspond  with  the  several  Grand  Lodges 
in  the  western  section  of  the  United  States. 

A  resolution  amending  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  by  making 
the  following  addition  thereto,  to-wit , — "  No  delegate  at  any  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  shall  hold  more  than  one  prozt/." 

Your  committee  also  find  in  the  proceedings  of  the  last  Grand  Lodge  the  adoption 
of  a  resolution  on  the  expediency  of  the  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge* 
raising  by  subscription  money  for  the  pui'pose  of  erecting  a  monument  to  the  memory 
of  our  late  Brother  George  Washington. 

Also  in  the  pi'oceedings  of  1824,  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  referring  the  papers 
connected  with  the  petition  of  Joseph  B.  Emerson  to  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  1,  with 
instructions  to  afford  said  Emerson  a  new  trial,  and  directing  the  Grand  Secretary 
to  inform  him  thereof;  and  appointing  Brother  James  T.  Moffatt  to  attend  to  the 
trial  in  his  behalf. 

Brother  Holly  Crawford,  the  representative  from  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  16, 
asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence,  during  the  balance  of  the  session. 

Brother  Wai-ncr  presented  the  following  letters,  which  were  read,  and 
on  motion  of  Brother  Jennings,  referred  to  the  committee  on  grievances  :

Worshipful  Sir  and  Brother, — I  have  the  honor  of  communicating  to  your  Lodge 
the  subjoined  resolution,  to  wit : 

"Brother  G.  W.  Johnston  representing  to  this  Lodge,  by  request  of  Brother  James 
Calhoun,  M.  M.  of  AVashingtou  Lodge,  Daviess  county,  Indiana,  that  Richard  P.  Price, 
of  Vincennes,  hatter,  had  made  application  to  said  Lodge,  to  become  a  Mason  and 
member  thereof,  and  requesting  to  know  the  will  of  this  Lodge  on  the  subject;  there- 
fore, on  motion  of  Brother  Johnston,  seconded  by  Brother  Martin,  that  the  said 
"Washington  Lodge  do  act  upon  the  said  application;  it  was  decided  in  the  negative. 
On  further  motion  of  the  same,  seconded  by  Brother  Stout,  Resolved,  That  said 
Washington  Lodge  do  transmit  the  said  R.  P.  Price's  petition  and  deposit,  to  the 
Secretavy  of  this  Lodge ;  as  a  different  course  would  be  an  improper  interference 
in  the  jurisdiction,  rights  and  privileges  of  this  Lodge,  (the  applicant  residing  in 
Vincennes,)  and  tend  to  disturb  that  harmony  which  should  ever  exist  with  sister 
Lodges."      By  order,  Fraternally  and  obediently,

Sir  and  Brother, — The  Lodge  over  which  I  preside,  at  their  last  regular  meeting, 
made  it  my  duty  to  answer  your  letter  of  the  6th  iust.,  communicating  the  proceel- 
ings  of  Vincennes  Lodge  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Price.  In  answer  to  which,  I  have  to  say 
in  the  first  place,  that  the  Lodge  at  Vincennes  have  not  been  correctly  informed 
touching  the  case.  Mr.  Price's  petition  never  has  been  before  this  Lodge ;  the 
subject  had  been  mentioned  and  this  Lodge  determined  to  Bear  from  Vincennes  Lodge, 
before  they  could  receive  any  petition.  The  Lodge  (Charity  Lodge)  over  which  I 
preside,  recognize  the  principle  of  the  first  resolution  communicated,  but  the  second 
calling  upon  this  Lodge  to  transmit  its  papers  to  Vincennes  Lodge,  they  conceive  to 
be  a  departure  from  our  Masonic  regulations.  Subordinate  Lodges  have  equal  duties 
and  powers,  each  one  has  to  account  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
to  be  called  to  account;  therefore  had  any  petition  or  paper  been  presented  and 
remained  in  our  possession,  it  surely  would  not  have  been  sent.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  adjourned,  until  nine  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning;  and  to  meet  in  Grand  Committee,  instanter.

The  Grand  Lodse  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  Isaac  Howk,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  John  Porter  entered  and  presented  the  workings  of  Western 
Star  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  wherein  they  pray  that  their  Dispensation  may  be 
continued,  if  found  worthy;  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  work- 
ings of  Lodges  under  Dispensation. 

Brother  Stout,  D.  G.  M.,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  con- 
curred in,  and  the  proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution  rejected  : 

That  the  Grand  Committee  of  yesterday  to  whom  was  committed  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  the  unfinished  business  of  the  last  Annual  Gi-and  Communication,  have 
had  said  report  under  consideration,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions,  to-wit: 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  that  they  be  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  the  first  proposition  in  said  report. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  they  reject  the 
second  proposition  in  said  report. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Jennings,  the  further  consideration  of  the  report 
of  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

Brother  James  Cunning,  from  Bloomington  Lodge,  No.  22,  entered,  pre- 
sented the  Beturn  of  said  Lodge,  and  his  credentials  as  representative; 
which  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Beturns  and  credentials. 

Brother  Comstoch  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved  hy  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  Tliat  an  expulsion  of  a  Royal  Arch 
Mason  from  a  Chapter,  be  considered  an  expulsion  from  all  the  privileges  of  Ma- 
soni-y. 

On  motion,  Brother  Stout  was  discharged  ftom  the  committee  on  Griev- 
ances and  Brother  Percival  substituted  in  his  place. 

Brother  Gregg,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  situa- 
tion of  Olive  Branch  and  St.  John's  Lodges,  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  read  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  : 

As  to  Olive  Branch  Lodge,  No.  10, — The  only  information  your  committee  has  had 
before  them  is  the  letter  of  Brother  William  Olmstead,  detailing  ihe  reasons  why 
they  wish  to  surrender  their  Charter.  Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  from 
the  information  contained  in  said  letter,  it  will  be  useless  for  said  Lodge  to  continue 
to  work  any  longer,  and  ofi"er  for  adoption  the  following  resolutions : 

Re.tolved  ly  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  That  all  further  workings  of  Olive  Branch 
Lodge,  No.  10,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  suspended,  with  the 
exception  of  authorizing  them  to  meet  and  open,  for  tlie  purpose  of  enforcing  the  col- 
lection of  their  dues  and  punishing  disorderly  conduct  of  members. 

Resolved,  That  upon  said  Lodge  producing  the  Grand  Secretary's  receipt  for  all 
dues  to  tiie  Grand  Lodge,  their  papers,  jewels  and  furniture,  that  the  Grand  Master 
is  authorized  to  receive  a  surrender  of  tlie  Charter  of  said  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  give  a  receipt  for  said  papers, 
jewels  and  furniture. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  transmit  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  Olive 
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Branch  Lodge,  No.  10,  Tvith  the  amount  due  the  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  he  be  ap- 
pointed a  special  agent  to  open  a  correspondence  with  said  Lodge,  and  adjust  their 
concerns  with  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  he  report  his  proceedings  therein,  to  the 
next  Annual  Grand  Communication. 

As  to  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  20, — All  the  information  your  committee  has  been  able 
to  obtain,  relative  to  the  situation  of  this  Lodge,  is  the  production  and  presentation 
of  the  Charter  to  the  Grand  Lodge  by  Brother  Gregg,  representative  from  Center 
Lodge,  No.  123,  who  received  it  from  William  Washburn,  Master  of  said  Lodge,  and 
states  verbally,  that  he  was  informed  by  the  Master  of  said  Lodge  and  several  of  the 
Brethren,  that  they  had  not  been  able  to  j)rocure  a  meeting  for  the  last  twelve 
months,  and  that  several  of  the  members  have  been  guilty  of  the  most  gross  unma- 
sonic  conduct  toward  each  other;  and  that  a  further  continuance  of  said  Lodge  as  a 
regular  Lodge,  would  be  unproductive  of  any  benefit  to  the  Craft,  if  the  reports  as 
stated  be  correct;  and  that  there  is  about  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  due  said 
Lodge.    For  which  reason,  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  all  further  workings  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  20,  be  suspended, 
"with  the  exception  of  meeting  to  make  the  necessary  regulations  to  enforce  the  col- 
lection of  their  dues,  and  punish  the  disorderly  conduct  of  members;  and  that  tlieir 
Charter  be  returned  to  them  for  that  purpose. 

Resolved,  That  upon  said  Lodge  producing  the  Grand  Secretary's  receipt  for  all 
arrearages  due  the  Grand  Lodge,  tlie  jDapers,  jewels  and  furniture  of  said  Lodge,  to 
the  Grand  ]Master,  that  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  the  surrender  of  their 
Charter,  should  it  be  offered. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  authorized  to  give  a  receipt  for  the 
arrearages  due  the  Grand  Lodge,  together  with  the  jewels,  papers  and  furniture. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  appointed  the  special  agent  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and  that  he  be  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  said  Lodge 
"with  the  amount  of  arrearages  due  the  Grand  Lodge.  That  he  open  a  correspondence 
with  said  Lodge,  and  endeavor  to  close  up  the  concerns  of  the  same;  and  report  his 
proceedings  therein  to  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Jennings,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  labor  to 
refreshment,  until  four  o'clock  this  afternoon.  The  Brethren  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  others  then  formed  a  Grand  procession  and  proceeded  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  where  an  appropriate  sermon  was  delivered  by  Bro- 
ther Job  M.  Baker,  Grand  Chaplain. 


Four  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  refreshment  to  labor. — M.  W.,  Isaac 
HowK,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brothers  Westover  and  Griffith  asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence, 
for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Martin,  Commons  and  Percival  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  appointing  a  Grand  Lecturer 
for  the  State  of  Indiana;  and  if  found  expedient,  to  report  some  plan  by 
•which  funds  may  be  raised  to  defray  the  expenses  thereof. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Comstock,  the  Grand  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
procure  three  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  each  session  of  this  Grand 
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Lodge,  and  have  tliem  bound  in  volumes  of  convenient  size,  for  the  use  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Wltitdngfon  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read 
and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Constitution  be  amended  as  follows;  "That  no  sub- 
ordinate Lodge  be  lierenfter  represented  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  any  but  members 
of  its  own  Bod}',  and  that  the  power  of  appointing  proxies  is  hereby  taken  away."' 

Brother  Warner  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read  and 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Constitution  be  so  amended,  as  to  require  from  subor- 
dinate Lodges,  for  each  Mason  initiated,  sixty-two  and  a  half  cents,  and  for  each 
member  per  annum,  thirtj--one  and  a  fourth  cents;  and  that  the  price  of  a  Charter 
shall  be  reduced  to  twenty-four  dollars,  and  six  dolhirs  in  addition  to  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Stout,  Dewey  and  Comstock  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  wait  upon  the  Grand  Orator,  and  request  him  to  deliver  an  ora- 
tion to  this  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  third  day  of  the  next  Annual  Grand 
Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Thornton  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read 
and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  that  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  amended 
in  the  words  following:  The  election  of  Grand  Oflicers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall 
take  place  on  the  third  day  of  the  session,  and  at  no  other  time;  and  immediately 
after  such  election,  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  iix  upon  its  site  for  the  ensuing  year  by 
ballot. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  took  up  and  proceeded  to  consider  the 
report  of  the  committee  relative  to  Olive  Branch  and  St.  John's  Lodges ; 
which  was  read,  amended,  and  then  concurred  in. 

Brother  Gr<;gg^  from  the  committee  on  foreign  communications,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  unanimously : 

That  the  proceedings  of  the  different  Grand  Lodges,  and  other  communications 
have  been  received,  amounting  to  thirty-one  in  number.  But  your  committee  have 
not  been  able  to  discover  any  thing  of  very  great  importance,  or  worthy  of  the  par- 
ticular consideration  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  more  than  the  usual  interchange  of 
friendly  and  fraternal  feelings.  They  think  proper,  however,  to  notice  particularly 
a  volume  presented  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  to  this  Grand  Lodge, 
entitled  "Ahimon  Rezon,"  a  new  and  improved  edition,  published  in  1825;  and 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Peiinsylvania,  for  the  present  of  the  volume,  entitled  "Ahimon  Rezon,''  published 
under  the  direction  of  said  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  be  direct  to  transmit  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Penn- 
sylvania. 

On  motion.  Brothers  Thornton,  Keen  and  Lanier  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  extract  from  the  several  journals  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  the  various  amendments  which  have  been  adopted  to  the  Constitu- 
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tion  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  procure 
two  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  same,  to  be  published  with  the  original 
Constitution,  for  the  use  of  the  same  and  the  several  subordinate  Lodges, 
and,  so  soon  as  the  same  may  be  so  published,  to  transmit  two  copies  to 
each  subordinate  Lodge. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Jennings,  Stout  and  Parker  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  prepare  and  report  a  revision  of  the  rules  regulating  the  delibera- 
tive proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  the  next  Grand  Communication 
for  their  consideration. 

Brother  Martin,  from  the  committee  on  workings  of  Lodges  under  Dis- 
pensation, made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

That  having  examined  the  proceedings  of  Philanthropic  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at  New 
Harmony,  and  Western  Star  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at  Clinton,  find  the  same  to  be  correct. 
The  Dispensations  have  been  duly  returned  by  said  Lodges;  the  members  of  each  of 
said  Lodges  pray  a  renewal  or  continuation  of  their  Dispensations.  The  members 
of  Philanthropic  Lodge  ask  for  leave  to  remove  their  Lodge  to  Mount  Vernon  ;  -which 
prayer  your  committee  deem  reasonable,  and  think  the  same  ought  to  be  granted. 

Ordered,  That  brother  John  Porter  be  the  Worshipful  ^Laster,  Michael  Paiton,  the 
Senior  Warden,  and  John  Age,  the  Junior  Warden,  of  Wesiern  Star  Lodge,  (U.  D.) 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  following 
communication  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ken- 
tucky, which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  a  committee  consisting 
of  Brothers  Whitman,  Morrison  and  Comstock  : 
To  the  31.  W.  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Lidiana, 

M.  W.  Sir  and  Brother  :  You  will  perceive,  from  the  proceedings  of  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  at  their  Annual  Grand  Communication  in  August  Inst, 
(page  1-5),  that  I  am  directed  to  open  a  correspondence  with  you,  upon  the  subject 
of  a  difference  existing,  (or  that  has  existed),  between  your  Zif  Lodge,  No.  8,  and 
our  Abraham  Lodge,  No.  8,  which  had  grown  out  of  the  initiation  of  Alexander  S. 
Burnett,  into  our  Abraham  Lodge,  No.  8,  which  has  been  taken  up  to  your  M.  W. 
Grand  Lodge;  and  that  I  am  directed  to  give  any  satisfaction  in  my  power  to  your 
M.  W.  Grand  Lodge.  No  circumstance  would  be  moi-e  deeply  deplored  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Kentucky,  than  that  feelings  other  than  those  of  the  most  friendly  char- 
acter, should  ever  exist  between  her  and  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana;  and 
nothing  could  give  me  more  pleasure,  than  to  be  instrumental  in  preserving  the 
harmony  that  has,  and  I  trust  ever  will  exist  between  the  two  Grand  Lodges. 

It  appears  from  your  proceedings  of  1824  (page  25),  that  the  documents  in  rela- 
tion to  this  subject,  were  referred  to  a  committee,  with  instructions  to  draft  a  respect- 
ful memorial  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky.  In  page  3G,  I  find  that  committee 
reported  a  resolution  on  the  subject,  which  was  adopted,  together  with  a  communica- 
tion ta  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  in  which  it  would  appear  from  your  minutes, 
that  the  petition  of  Zif  Lodge  was  inclosed  and  requesting  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ken- 
tucky to  adopt  your  resolution  on  their  part.  Now  the  fact  is,  that  no  communica- 
tion on  the  subject  has  ever  been  received  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  except 
in  the  printed  minutes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  transmitted  to  our  Grand  Sec- 
retary ;  consequently  the  petition  of  Zif  Lodge  has  never  come  to  hand. 
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Permit  me  no'(v  to  show  jou  vrliat  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  has  done  to  avoid 
a  case  of  the  nature  complained  of  by  Zif  Lodge.  You  will  find  in  the  "Digest  of  the 
laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky, 
and  the  Lodges  subordinate  thereto,"  (a  copy  of  which  has  been  transmitted  to  your 
Grand  Secretary),  the  following  rule  adopted  as  early  as  December,  1818. 

"After  a  candidate  has  been  rejected  by  one  Lodge,  he  can  not  knowingly  be  re- 
ceived by  another,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Lodge  which  rejected  him." 

Thus  it  would  appear,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  had  previously  done  all 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  would  require  of  her. 

I  do  not  know  what  more  I  can  say  in  the  opening  of  a  correspondence,  but  I 
indulge  the  hope  that  the  explanation  here  given  of  the  course  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Kentucky,  for  the  government  of  her  subordinate  Lodges,  will  be  perfectly 
satisfactory  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana.

On  motion,  Brothers  Gregg,  Stout  and  Lanier  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  receive  proposals  for  printing  the  proceedings  of  the  present 
Comtniinication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  directed  to  report  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  by  ten  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Dewey,  Jennings  and  Thornton  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  report  an  amendment  to  the  Grand  Constitution,  relative  to 
representatives  and  proxies  in  the  Grand  Lodge  from  subordinate  Lodges; 
and  the  resolutions  heretofore  passed  on  that  subject  were  referred  to  them. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  nine 
o'clock.  "  ISAAC  HOWK,  G~ Master.

Brother  Martin^  from  the  select  committee  to  inquire  into  the  expediency 
of  appointing  a  Grand  Lecturer,  made  a  report,  which  was  recommitted  to 
a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Gregg,  Martin,  Comstock,  Stout  and 
Warner. 

On  motion  of  Brother  ComsfocJi-,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  on  the  first 
day  of  each  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  report  to  the  same  the  amount  of  moneys 
paid  over  to  the  Grand  Treasurer ;  the  amount  due  from  each  subordinate  Lodge, 
stating  distinctly  the  length  of  time  it  has  been  due.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Grand  Treasurer,  at  the  same  time,  (o  lay  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  amount 
of  moneys  paid  out,  to  whom  paid,  and  for  what;  the  amount  of  moneys  on  hand, 
and  loaned  out,  and  to  whom  loaned,  and  how  secured. 

Brother  Gnffff  presented  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  the  bonds  with 
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security,  of  the  Grand   Secretary  and   Grand  Treasurer,  wliich  were  ap- 
proved by  the  Grand  Master. 

Brother  Morrison^  from  the  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
letter  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  unanimously  concurred  in  : 

That  tliey  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report  the 
following  resolutions: 

Resolved^  That  the  sentiments  of  fraternal  feeling  expressed  in  the  letter  of  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kontiickj,  are  highly  appreciated  and 
recii^rocated  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  the  misunderstanding  heretofore  existing  between  our  Zif  Lodge, 
No.  8,  and  their  Abraham  Lodge,  No.  8,  be  passed  over;  and  that  this  Grand  Lodge 
will  no  further  agitate  the  subject  matter  of  said  misunderstanding. 

Resolved,  That  our  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  forward  to  the  ^L  W.  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  together  with 
the  fraternal  salutations  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Stout  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  no  subordinate  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
shall  confer  the  three  degrees  of  Masonry  for  a  less  sum  than  fifteen  dollars;  and 
that  they  shall  not  ballot  for  the  initiation  of  a  candidate,  except  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Lodge. 

Brother  Johnson,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  letters  of  Brothers  G.  W.  Johnston  and  Joseph  Warner,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

That  thej^  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  are  of  oj^inion,  that  the 
first  resolution  in  said  letter  is  correct,  upon  which  subject  Charity  Lodge  has  acted 
in  the  most  delicate  manner;  but  that  the  second  resolution  (calling  for  papers  and 
deposits),  is  inconsistent  with  the  principles  of  our  Institution,  and  an  exercise 
of  power  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge  alone.  Your  committee  recommend,  there- 
fore, the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  1,  be  instructed  to  erase  from  their  minutes 
the  second  resolution  above  referred  to. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Lanier,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned,  until  two 
o'clock  this  afternoon. 


Two  o'clock,  p.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  Isaac  Howk, 
G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Jennings,  P.  G.  M.,  entered  and  took  his  seat. 

Brother  Stout,  from  the  select  committee  appointed  to  receive  proposals 
for  printing  the  Proceedings  of  the  present  session,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  received  proposals  from  E.Patrick,  and  from. Douglass  & 
Maguire;  and  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  latter, — being  the  lowest;  and  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 
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Resolved,  That  the  Gr.and  Secretary  employ  Messrs.  Douglass  &  'Magnire,  agreea- 
bly to  their  proposals,  to  print  the  Proceedings  of  the  present  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Lanier,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  procure  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  be  printed  ;  and  that  so  soon  as  he  receives  the 
printed  copies,  he  forward  one  copy  thereof  to  each  of  the  Grand  Lodges  within  the 
United  States,  and  two  copies  to  each  of  the  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge, 
■with  directions  that  the  same  be  laid  before  their  respective  Lodges  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  after  the  same  are  received. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Comstoch,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Brother  W.  H.  Lilly,  late  Grand  Treasurer,  be  instructed  and  re- 
quired to  deliver  to  Brother  H.  Gregg,  present  Grand  Treasurer,  all  the  books,  papers 
and  money  that  may  be  in  his  hands,  belonging  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Gregg  from  the  select  committee  to  whom  was  recommitted  the 
report  relative  to  the  expediency  of  appointing  a  Grand  Lecturer,  made  the 
following  report : 

That  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  ask  leave  to  submit  the 
following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  that  this  Grand  Lodge  do  appoint  a  Grand  Lecturer 
for  this  State. 

Resolved,  That  he  receive,  as  a  compensation,  the  sum  of hundred  dollars 

for  his  services,  to  be  paid  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  upon  his  making  a  detailed  report 
of  the  Masonic  sittiation  of  the  Lodges  separately,  as  to  the  correctness  of  their 
workings,  and  length  of  time  he  remained,  and  the  number  of  lectures  he  delivered, 
and  on  what  degrees. 

Resolved,  That,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  to  pay  the  Grand  Lecturer,  each 

subordinate  Lodge  is  reciuired  to  tax  each  member  the  sum  of cents;  and  that 

they  enter  the  same  on  their  Return?,  and  send  it  on  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  or  pre- 
vious to  each  Annual  Grand  Comnuinication. 

.  Resolved,  That  provided  nevertheless,  the  fund  raised  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  Grand  Lecturer,  by  any  subordinate  Lodge,  shall  not  be  paid  over  to  him,  unless 
he  shall  have  actually  attended  and  rendered  the  service,  but  the  sanre  shall  be 
returned  to  the  subordinate  Lodge  from  whence  it  came,  and  be  deducted  out  of  the 
salary  of  the  Grand  Lecturer. 

Brother  Morrison  moved  to  amend  the  report  by  adding  the  following  as 

a  proviso,  to-wit : 

Provided,  however,  That  if  any  subordinate  Lodge  shall  give  notice  to  such  Grand 
Lecturer,  within  sixty  days  from  this  date,  that  such  Lodge  does  not  require  his 
services,  then  and  in  that  case  such  Loilge  or  its  members  shall  not  be  chargeable 
with  any  part  of  the  sum,  so  as  aforesaid  required  to  be  paid  him. 

The  report,  with  the  proposed  amendment,  was  then  postponed  until  the 
third  day  of  the  next  Grand  Communication. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  appointed  Brothers  Stout,  Jennings,  Parker 
and  Jacobs,  to  act  with  him  as  Stewards  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Comxtock,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolvd,  That  Brother  W.  C.  Keen,  late  Grand  Secretary,  be  directed  to  deliver  to 
Brother  Lanier,  all  books,  papers  and  money  in  his  hands,  belonging  to  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

Brother  Gregg,  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  iii : 
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Your  committee  have  been  unable  to  procure  any  correct  statement  as  to  the  late 
Grand  Treasurer's  books  or  papers,  as  they  have  been  beyond  the  reach  of  your  com- 
mittee. They  have  had  to  rely  entirely  on  the  books  and  papers  of  the  late  Grand 
Secretary,  and  a  concise  statement  made  out  by  him  showing  the  financial  standing 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  up  to  the  present  time,  -which  they  make  part  of  their  leport, 
and  is  herewith  submitted,  and  marked  "Appendix  A."  And  your  committee  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  statement  of  the  late  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  W.  C.  Keen,  to- 
gether with  this  report,  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  and  published  with  the  Proceed-

Which  is  herewith  submitted  and  marked  "Appendix  B,"  amounting  to  §154  18|, 
which  they  recommend  to  be  allowed.  They  further  report  two  receipts  of  former 
Grand  Secretaries,  one  for  $2  12 J,  dated  Ifith  September,  1818;  the  other  for  $15  00, 
bearing  date  loth  January,  1818,  handed  to  your  committee  by  the  late  Grand  Sec- 
retary, for  which  he  claims  a  credit.  The  committee  recommend  the  allowance  of 
twenty  dollars  to  Cyrus  Vigus,  Grand  Tyler,  for  his  services  at  the  present  session 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  present  Grand  Secretary  reports  the  receipt  of  fifty-one 
dollars,  at  the  present  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to-wit:  From  Lawrenceburg 
Lodge,  No.  4,  $20  00;  Western  Star  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  $8  00;  Bloomington  Lodge, 
No.  22,  $12  00;  Palestine  Lodge,  No.  14,  §11  00. 

Brother  Deiccy,  from  the  select  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the 
various  proposals  to  amend  the  subject  of  representatives,  delegates  and 
proxies  from  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read,  entered  on  the  minutes,  and  ordered 
to  lie  over  until  the  next  Grand  Lodge  for  consideration  : 

That  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report  the 
following,  which  they  recommend  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  to-wit : 

"No  individual  Brother  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  vote  in  this  Grand 
Lodge,  in  any  capacity  whatever,  except  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  in  such 
cases  as  are  already  provided  for  by  the  Constitution." 

Brother  Stout,  from  the  select  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the 
Grand  Orator,  reported  : 

That  they  have  performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  received  for  answer,  from 
the  Grand  Orator, — that,  in  compliance  with  the  wish  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  he  would, 
on  the  third  day  of  the  next  session  thereof,  deliver  an  oration,  health  permitting. 

Brother  Tliornton  presented  the  following  resolution  as  an  amendment 

to  the  Grand  Constitution,  which  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  entered  on 

the  minutes,  and  to  lie  over  until  the  next  Grand  Lodge  for  consideration : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  hereafter  meet  on  the  third  Monday  in 
November,  in  each  and  every  year. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  adjourned,  to  meet

To  the  3Iost  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana. 

We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  16,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following: 

The  Bible  is  considered  the  Great  Light  in  Masonry,  the  Mason's  spiritual  trestle 
board ;  and  it  is  adopted  as  a  rule  to  guide  and  govern  our  faith  and  practice. 

In  the  18th  chapter  of  Matthew,  beginning  at  the  15th  verse,  we  read  as  follows: 
"Moreover,  if  thy  Brother  shall  trespass  against  thee,  go  and  tell  him  his  fault  be- 
tween thee  and  him  alone  ;  if  he  shall  hear  thee,  thou  hast  gained  thy  Brother.  But 
if  he  will  not  hear  thee,  then  take  with  thee  one  or  two  more,  that  in  the  mouth  of 
two  or  three  witnesses  every  word  may  be  established ;  and  if  he  shall  neglect  to 
hear  them,  tell  it  unto  the  Church  (Lodge) ;  but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  Church,  let 
him  be  unto  thee  as  a  heathen  man  and  a  publican."  In  the  21st  verse  following, 
we  find  Peter  interrogating  the  great  law-giver  of  Christians  or  Mason,  thus:  "How 
often  shall  my  Brother  sin  against  me  and  I  forgive  him?  till  seven  times?  Jesus 
saith  unto  him,  I  say  not  till  seven  times,  but  till  seventy  times  seven."  We  also 
refer  you  to  the  6th  chapter  of  Paul  to  the  Corinthians,  first  epistle,  which,  though 
addressed  to  that  people,  is  no  less  applicable  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 

Hence,  the  following  questions  are,  with  due  deference  propounded  to  your  hon- 
orable Body : 

First. — Compatible  with  the  principles  of  Freemasonry,  can  any  Mason  prosecute 
his  Brother  for  slander,  witliout  attempting  first  to  effect  a  reconciliation,  or  prefer- 
ring a  complaint  to  the  committee  on  Grievances,  or  to  the  Lodge  of  which  they  are 
both  members  ? 

Secondly. — Does  not  the  Master,  when  presiding  in  his  Lodge,  lose  sight  of  this 
Cheat  Light,  and  materially  and  greatly  err,  by  expressing  and  enforcing  an  aftirma- 
tive  opinion  to  the  above  questions?     And, 

Thirdly. — Does  not  this  sentiment,  or  rather  opinion,  virtually  and  effectually 
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reject  (he  duties  repeatedly  enjoined  upon  us,  in  various  places  in  that  sacred  volume 
Tvhich  is  the  sheet-anchor  of  Freemasonry  ? 

A  candid  Masonic  answer  to  these  three  questions  is  respectfully  requested.

Ballard,  a  Master  Mason,  from  the  list  of  members  of  said  Lodge, — also  a 
copy  of  a  letter  from  A.  Eastwood.  Secretary  of  Cicero  Benevolent  Lodge, 
No.  330,  New  York,  to  said  Scott  Lodge,  giving  them  notice  that  said 
Ballard  had  been  expelled  from  the  privileges  of  Masonry  by  said  Lodge; 
which  were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

The  Grand  Treasurer,  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  directing  him  to  call 
upon  Brother  Lilly,  late  Grand  Treasurer,  for  a  settlement  of  accounts  with 
the  Grand  Lodge,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  referred 
to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Comstock,  Evans  and  Morris  :

Brother  Lilly  claims  to  have  two  more  notes  for  $30  00  which  he  can  not  find.  He 
exhibits  no  vouchers  or  account  of  the  money  in  his  hands,  further  than  is  specified 
in  the  above  report;  and  the  only  data  I  have  had  to  go  by,  has  been  a  reference  to 
the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  1825,  It  will  there  be  discovered, 
that  Brother  Lilly  reports  himself  to  have  $352  53^  in  hands,  in  Kentucky  money, 
specie,  etc.;  from  which  it  was  impossible  to  ascertain  what  the  items  were  that  he 
had  in  his  hands.  In  the  same  year's  Proceedings,  the  committee  on  Accounts  re- 
port the  same  sum  as  above  stated,  in  the  hands  of  Brother  Lilly,  and  the  sum  of 
$326  75  in  tlie  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary ;  and  the  expenses  of  the  current  year 
amount  to  the  sum  of  $141  56},  the  principal  part  of  which  is  due  to  the  then  Grand 
Secretary,  Brother  W.  C.  Keen. 

Brother  Lilly  claims  a  credit  for  the  sum  of  $141  56]  out  of  the  $352  53^  reported 
in  his  hands.  At  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication,  the  late  Grand  Secretary, 
Brother  W.  C.  Keen  reports,  that  at  the  session  of  tlie  Grand  Lodge  he  paid  $300  00 
to  Brother  Lilly,  the  then  Grand  Treasurer,  which  will  be  found  reported  by  the 
committee  on  Accounts  in  the  Proceedings  of  1826.  But  Brother  Lilly  says  he  does 
not  owe  so  much;  and  the  way  the  Proceedings  of  1825  stand,  it  is  impossible,  with- 
out referring  to  the  original  reports,  and  seeing  what  credits  he  is  entitled  to  for 
loss  on  Kentucky,  and  what  sum  will  yet  be  due  from  said  Brother;  for  whicli  the 
appointment  of  a  select  committee  is  advised,  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  re- 
ports of  1825  and  1826,  and  making  a  report  in  detail,  that  will  be  definite  and  ex- 
plicit on  the  subject. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported, — that  he  had  procured  to  be  bound,  three 
copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  years  1823—4-5-6, 
two  copies  of  1819  and  1822,  and  one  copy  of  1820  and  1821 ;  that  he  was 
unable  to  procure  a  greater  number  of  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  the 
last  mentioned  years,  making  in  all  eighteen  volumes  the  binding  of  which 
amounts  to  $4  50.  That  he  has  also  procured  a  large  well  bound  complete 
record  book  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  old  one  being  entirely 
filled,  for  which  he  has  agreed  to  pay  the  sum  of  $11  00.

We,  the  subscribers,  being  appointed  a  committee  by  Olive  Branch  Lodge,  No.  10, 
at  their  last  meeting,  to  write  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  etc.,  state  that,  owing  to  the  death 
Cf  several  Masons  and  removal  of  others,  we  have  been  slack  in  our  labor;  but  last 
■week  we  met  and  had  fifteen  Masons  present,  and  it  was  their  wish  to  keep  our 
Charter  and  go  on  to  work,  if  the  Grand  Lodge  will  permit;  and  we  think  there  is 
a  goodly  number  that  will  become  iuembers  that  are  not  at  present;  we  have  now 
nine  members,  no  initiations.  Inclosed  is  five  dollars,  please  credit,  and  write  as 
soon  as  consistent,  as  we  shall  meet  generally  on  the  third  Saturday  in  October,  and 
shall  hope  your  answer.  Yours,  Fraternally,  Wm.  Olmsted,

The  Grand  Secretary  has  written  several  letters,  on  the  above  subject,  to  the  Wor- 
shipful Master  and  Brethren  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  20;  but,  as  yet,  has  received 
no  answer  to  the  same. 

Wliicli  report,  so  far  as  it  related  to  Olive  Branch  Lodge,  was  referred 
to  the  committee  on  Grievances;  and  so  far  as  it  related  to  St.  John's 
Lodge,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Grand  Secretary  made  the  following  report,  which  was  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations : 

That  since  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication,  a  Dispensation  has  issued  to  a 
number  of  Brethren  at  Hartford,  in  the  county  of  Dearborn,  to  hold  a  Lodge  by  the 
name  of  Jefferson  Lodge.

Brother  Evans,  from  the  committee  on  Returns  and  Credentials,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report : 

That  Brother  Zera  T.  Percival  is  the  representative  from  Lawrenceburg  Lodge, 
No.  4 ;  and  N.  L.  Squibb  is  the  j^roxy  for  Risimg  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6. 

Brother  Austin  W.  Morris  has  been  appointed  the  proxy  for  Wayne  Lodge,  No.  25 ; 
but  the  appointment  is  not  strictly  Constitutional,  yet  appears  to  have  been  made  in 
good  faith.  The  Returns  of  said  Lodge  appear  to  be  correct.  The  committee  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution :

On  motion,  Brothers  Johnson,  Evans,  Depauw,  Gregg  and  Stout  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  receive  proposals  for  printing  the  Proceedings 
of  the  present  Grand  Communication. 

Brother  Stout  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  a  letter  from  the  Secretary 
of  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  18,  praying  said  Lodge  may  be  allowed  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  in  the  payment  of  their  dues,  for  that  amount  paid  by  said 
Lodge  to  relieve  the  property  of  Brother  Job  M.  Baker  from  being  sold 
under  execution,  said  Baker  being  down  the  river,  where  he  had  lost  a  cargo 
of  corn  on  the  passage;  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  .on  Grievances. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  resolved  to  go  into  Grand  procession  on 
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to-morrow  at  one  o'clock,  P.  M.;  and  Brothers  Parker,  Depauw  and  Corn- 
stock  were  appointed  a  committee  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements. 
The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  aftermoon.

Brother  Grcgg^  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in,  and  the 
resolutions  adopted : 

That  there  have  heen  twenty-six  diflFerent  communications  received  by  the  Grand 
Secretai'y,  since  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication;  the  principal  part  of  which 
are  the  Proceedings  of  different  Grand  Lodges  in  correspondence  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Indiana,  and  evidence  to  us  that  reciprocal  interchange  of  friendly  feeling 
so  general  among  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 

The  only  communications  they  deem  worthy  of  particular  notice,  are  the  follow- 
ing, to-wit:  One  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Territory  of 
Michigan,  informing  us  of  their  formation,  transmitting  a  copy  of  their  Constitution, 
requesting  our  recognition  as  a  Grand  Lodge,  and  a  copy  of  our  Constitution  in  re- 
turn.    Upon  which,  your  committee  request  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  hail  with  satisfaction  the  formation 
of  a  Grand  Lodge  in  Michigan  Territory,  and  recognize  them  with  pleasure;  and 
will,  at  all  times,  receive  and  reciprocate  any  interchange  of  friendly  and  fraternal 
feeling  with  said  Grand  Lodge,  that  may  promote  the  harmony  and  be  of  benefit  to 
the  Craft;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  requested  to  comply  with  the  request  of 
said  Grand  Lodge. 

The  second  your  committee  deem  worthy  of  particular  notice,  is  a  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana,  on  the  7th  day  of  Api-il,  1827,  which  is 
made  a  part  of  this  report,  and  the  adoption  of  a  similar  one  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Indiana  is  recommended  by  your  committee. 

The  third  and  last  that  will  be  noticed,  is  a  communication  from  the  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia,  in  his  Britauic  Majesty's  Dominions;  on  which  your 
committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  view  the  fraternal  feelings  recipro- 
cated between  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  though  living  under  different  governments, 
calculated  to  keep  up  that  Brotherly  correspondence  which  the  best  interest  of  the 
Craft  of  both  countries  require;  and  that  the  benefits  of  the  Masonic  Family  at  large, 
and  the  good  of  mankind  generally,  will  be  advanced  by  such  a  course. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  this  resolu- 
tion, and  also  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  the  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia. 

Brother  Evans,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  which  was  concurred  in,  and  the  resolution 
adopted  :

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Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  this  repori 
and  these  resolutions  to  said  Lodge,  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Brother  Thornton,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  18, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

That  although  your  committee  are  duly  impressed  with  the  necessity  and  pro- 
priety of  cultivating  in  a  proper  degree  the  benign  principles  of  charity  antl  benevo- 
lence, as  being  among  the  most  exalted  of  Masonic  virtues,  and  that  the  Brethren 
of  Hiram  Lodge,  by  extending  to  Brother  Baker  and  his  family  the  pecuniary  aid 
which  they  did,  by  so  doing  did  perform  a  very  laudable  and  praiseworthy  act,  and 
for  which  they  justly  merit  the  commendation  of  this  Grand  Lodge, — yet  j'our  com- 
mittee can  not  perceive  the  propriety  of  their  now  calling  on  the  Grand  Lodge  to  re- 
imburse the  amount  of  the  sum  advanced  by  them  for  Brother  Baker's  relief,  or 
which  is  the  same  thing,  to  allow  them  a  credit  for  it  on  the  settlement  of  their 
accounts  with  this  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  if  the  claim 
should  be  allowed,  it  would  open  a  door  for  such  repeated  drafts  to  be  made  upon 
the  Grand  Charity  Fund,  as  to  place  it  out  of  the  power  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  extend 
that  reasonable  relief  and  assistance  to  objects  of  more  indispensible  necessity, 
They  are  not  perfectly  satisiied  that  Brother  Baker's  case  was  one  which  claimed 
the  charitable  interference  of  the  Lodge;  but  if  it  were,  they  are  further  of  opinion 
that  it  fell  properly  within  the  attention  of  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  18. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Lanier,  our  Bev.  Brother,  Job  M.  Baker,  was 
allowed  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  by  way  of  donation,  out  of  the  Grand  Char- 
ity Fund, — (a  vote  hjf  lodges  being  required, — Ayes,  18;  Noes,  6.) 

On  motion  of  Brother  Comsfock,  the  committee  on  Grievances  were 
instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  making  a  donation  out  of  the 
Grand  Charity  Fund,  to  the  widows  of  Andrew  Armstrong  and  James 
Graves,  deceased,  late  of  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4;  and  to  make  report 
what  sum  (if  any)  ought  to  be  donated  to  each  of  them. 

On  motion.  Brother  Percival  was  added  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  eight

That  the  following  be  added,  as  an  amendment  to  the  Grand  Constitution:  "That 
no  Brotlier  shall  hereafter  be  entitled  to  more  than  two  votes  in  this  Grand  Lodge 
in  any  capacity  whatever,  except  such  cases  as  are  already  provided  for  in  the 
Grand  Constitution." 

Your  committee  also  find  among  said  proceedings,  a  resolution,  which  was  pre- 
sented and  adopted, — requesting  subordinate  Lodges  to  instruct  their  representatives 
to  vote  for  or  against  allowing  the  actual  expenses  of  such  Grand  OflScers  as  have 
not  their  expenses  borne  by  a  subordinate  Lodge  or  have  no  pay  for  services  as  offi- 
cers of  the  Grand  Lodge,  etc. 

Brother  Tlpion  presented  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  read  and 
on  motion,  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Tipton,  Johnston 
and  Sheets  : 

Resolved,  That,  for  the  purpose  of  producing  a  uniform  mode  of  working  in  the 
different  subordinate  Lodges  witltin  this  State,  the  State  be  divided  into  three  dis- 
tricts; and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot,  one  District  Master  for 
each  district,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  meet  and  confer  together,  and  then  to  visit 
and  lecture  the  several  Lodges  in  their  respective  districts,  on  the  first  three  degrees 
of  Masonry,  and  on  the  mode  of  working  in  the  Lodges. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  dollars  be  appropriated  out  of  the  funds  of  the 

Grand  Lodge,  to  compensate  said  District  Masters,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  funds  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

Brother  Tipton  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read  and 

ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  : 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  situation  of  Masonry,  at 
this  time,  imperiously  demands  the  most  earnest  exertion  of  every  friend  of  the 
Craft;  and  that  to  further  the  end  and  designs  of  the  Institution,  it  is  expedient  and 
proper  that  a  meeting  of  one  or  more  representatives  or  delegates  from  each  Grand 
Lodge  throughout  North  America,  should  take  place  at  Louisville,  in  the  State  of 

Kentucky,  or  some  other  suitable  place,  on  the  day  of ,  in  the  year  , 

to  confer  together  and  adopt  such  measures  as  the  exigencies  of  the  case  at  that  time 
demand.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  this  resolu- 
tion to  each  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  North  America,  and  request  of  them  an  expres- 
sion of  opinion  on  the  subjects  herein  contained. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  resolved  to  go  into  Grand  procession  to- 
morrow at  twelve  o'clock;  and  Brothers  Terrill,  Hand  and  Morris  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  TV.,  Eliiiu  Stout, 
G.  M.,  presiding. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Tipton,  Lanier  and  Mason  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  ascertain  and  report  the  number  of  Lodges  subordinate  to  this 
14 
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Grand  Lodge,  wliicli  are  not  now  represented  here;  and  to  report  the  num- 
ber, if  any,  that  have  forfeited  their  rights  to  continue  to  work  as  regular 
Lodges. 

Brother  William  Beard,  of  Salem  Lodge,  No.  21,  entered  and  took  his 
seat  as  a  Past  Master. 

Brother  Gregg^  Grand  Treasurer,  submitted  the  following  report,  relative 
to  the  accounts  of  the  late  Grand  Treasurer,  which  was  read  and  ordered 
to  lie  on  the  table : 

In  pursuance  of  a  resolution  passed  at  the  October  session  of  1826,  I  called  on 
53rother  Wm.  H.  Lilly,  with  the  account  furnished  by  the  Grand  Secretary  as  being 
due  from  him  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  amounting  to  §370  75.  Out  of  which,  the  amount 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  doUai's  was  accounted  for  as  follows :

The  committee  did  not  return  the  receipts  of  Brothers  Douglass  and  Marshall, 
but  i-eturned  the  notes.  The  committee  on  Accounts  made  no  report  on  that  part 
of  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report,  relating  to  the  accounts  of  Brother  Lilly ;  and  a 
committee  was  appointed  for  that  purpose,  whose  report  not  being  concurred  in,  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  settle  the  accounts  of  Brother  Lilly  and  report  their  pro- 
•cecdings  to  the  present  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  last  named  committee  made 
many  ineffectual  attempts,  during  the  months  of  December  and  January,  1826,  to 
effect  the  object  for  which  they  were  appointed;  but,  from  the  ill  health  of  Brother 
Lilly,  never  could  attain  it;  and  on  the  17th  of  February,  1828,  Brother  Lilly  de- 
parted this  life. 

Since  the  death  of  Brother  Lilly,  I  obtained  liberty  to  examine  his  papers ;  and 
found  two  notes  of  hand,  given  him  by  Brother  Jennings,  for  ten  dollars  each.  One 
dated  Oct.  9th,  1824,  and  the  other  bearing  date  Oct.  6th  1825,  as  Grand  Treasurer 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Adding  to  this  ($20  00)  the  sum  of  $126  81|^,  makes  a  total 
■sum  of  $146  81|;  which  sum  deducted  from  $370  75,  (the  amount  which  Brother 
Lilly  was  in  arrears  to  the  Grand  Lodge,)  leaves  a  balance  of  $223  93|,  wholly  un- 
accounted for  by  the  late  Brother  Lilly  as  Grand  Treasurer  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

This  is  all  the  information  which  T  have  been  able  to  obtain  and  find  out,  relative 
to  the  accounts  of  the  late  Grand  Treasurer,  Brother  William  H.  Lilly. 

Brother  Davis,  presented  a  resolution,  granting dollars  to  such 

Grand  Officers  as  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services  or  expenses 
from  subordinate  Lodges;  which  Bvoihcr  Johnston  moved  to  amend  by 
substituting,  in  lieu  thereof, — that  no  compensation  other  than  that  allowed 
by  the  Constitution  be  allowed  to  any  of  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  same.  The  resolution  and  amendment  were  indefi- 
nitely postponed. — (Jj/es,12;  Noes^  9.) 
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On  motion  of  Brother  Mason,  the  Grand  Lodge  took  up  and  proceeded 
to  consider  the  petition  of  the  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren  of  Liberty 
Lodge,  (U.  D.),  praying  a  continuation  of  their  Dispensation.  "Where- 
upon, on  motion  of  Brother  Gregg,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Dispensation  heretofore  granted  to  a  number  of  Brethren  at 
Liberty,  in  Union  county,  to  hold  a  Lodge  by  the  name  of  Liberty  Lodge,  be  con- 
tinued until  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication  of  tliis  Grand  Lodge;  and  that 
Brother  Lemuel  Johxston  be  continued  as  the  Worshipful  Master  thereof,  Sylvanus 
Everts,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  Joseph  A.  Ball,  the  Junior  Warden. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  nine 
o'clock.

Your  committee  have  examined  the  vouchers  of  the  present  Grand  Treasurer,  and 
find  that  he  has  received  from  the  Grand  Secretary,  within  the  last  year,  the  sum 
of  §266  00;  out  of  which  he  has  paid,  by  orders  drawn  by  the  committee  of  the 
Grand  Charity  Fund,  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge  (as  appears  per 
Vouchers  submitted),  §145  81 J ;  leaving  a  balance  due  from  him,  of  $120  ISf.  A  part 
of  which  sum  is  on  a  loan,  agreeably  to  a  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  passed 
at  a  previous  session. 

Your  committee  also  find,  from  votichers  submitted  to  them,  that,  up  to  the  first 
day  of  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication,  the  amount  of  moneys  in  the  hands 
of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  to  be  §227  06|^ ;  which  sum,  when  added  to  the  §120  18f, 
makes  the  aggregate  amount  of  §347  25,  available  funds  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer.  ^ 

Your  committee  beg  leave  further  to  report,  that,  in  order  to  more  effcctuallj-  com- 
mand the  present  funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  have  them  ready  for  any  exigency, 
it  is  advisable  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  required  to  call  on  all  persons  holding 
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Lodge  funds  on  loan  or  otherwise,  to  pay  the  same  before  the  convening  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  at  their  next  session. 

In  examining  tlie  accounts  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary,  your 
committee  find  them  in  such  a  condition  as  to  deserve  the  decided  approbation 
of  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  your  committee  wish  further  to  observe,  that  they  believe 
the  account  of  the  Grand  [Secretary,  for  services  rendered  for  the  last  year,  reasona- 
ble and  ought  to  be  allowed ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  account  of  the  Grand  Secretary  be  allowed;  and  that  he  be 
granted  an  oiiler  on  the  Grand  Treasurer,  for  balance  due  him,  as  appears  by  this 
report,  of  $20  36. 

Brother  R.  11  Wedding,  from  Western  Star  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  entered  and 
presented  the  working  of  said  B&dge;  which  was  referred  to  the  committee 
on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

Brother  Gregg,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  coneurrbd  in,  and  the  resolution  adopted  : 

The  committee  have  had  under  their  consideration,  the  working  of  Western  Star 
Lodge,  (U.  D.),  and  find  the  same  regular;  and  nothing  in  the  By-Laws  contrary  to 
the  spirit  of  the  Grand  Constitution.  The  petitioners  pray  for  a  Charter;  which 
petition  your  committee  deem  reasonable,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  said  petitioners,  by  the  name  of  Western 
Star  Lodge,  No.  34;  and  that  Brother  Michael  Patton  be  the  first  Master  thereof, 
R.  U.   Weddmg,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  James  Harper,  sen.,  the  Junior  Warden. 

Brother  Wedding  then  took  his  seat,  as  the  representative  from  Western 
Star  Lodge,  No.  34. 

Brother  Johnston,  from  the  select  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the 
resolutions  relative  to  the  appointment  of  District  Masters,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  concurred  in,  and  the  resolutions  adopted : 

The  committee  have  agreed  to  present  the  following  resolutions,  as  a  substitue  to 
those  proposed  by  Brother  Tipton,  to-wit: 

Resolved,  That  the  Lodges  subject  to  the  control  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be 
divided  into  three  districts,  in  the  following  manner: 

The  first  district  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  Lodges:  Philanthropic, 
Clinton,  Olive  Branch,  Clay,  Charity,  Ilindostan,  Vincennes,  Hiram,  Terre  Haute, 
Tipton,  and  Western  Star. 

The  second  district,  of  the  following  Lodges:  Pisgah,  Zif,  Posey,  Blazing  Star, 
Union,  Solomon,  Scott,  Washington,  Salem,  Center,  Bloomiugton,  Palestine,  Jen- 
nings, Hamilton,  and  Lafayette. 

And  the  third  district,  of  the  following  Lodges  :  Vevay,  Rising  Sun,  Lawrence- 
burg,  Harmony,  Liberty,  Warren,  Webb,  Wayne  and  Jefferson. 

That  to  each  district  there  shall  be  elected,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  present  ses- 
sion, one  District  Master,  who  shall  hold  his  appointment  until  the  next  Annual 
Grand  Communication.  Which  said  District  Masters  shall  meet  at  some  convenient 
place  and  time  (after  their  appointment)  and  confer  together,  as  to  the  manner  of 
working;  and  then  visit  the  several  Lodges  in  their  respective  districts,  and  instruct 
said  Lodges,  so  as  a  uniformity  of  working  may  be  produced  throughout  the  State. 
It  shall  be  their  duty  to  report,  to  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication,  the  situa- 
tion of  their  several  Lodges,  and  their  prospects  of  future  prosperity  in  Masonry. 
As  an  evidence  of  their  election  and  powers,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary, immediately  after  the  election,  to  make  out  a  copy  of  these  resolutions, 
together  wiih  a  certificate  of  the  election  of  said  District  Masters,  attested  by  tha 
seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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Resolved,  further.  That  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  diem  be  allowed 
the  said  District  Masters,  respectively,  for  their  services  durinjr  the  time  they  may 
be  actually  engap;ed  in  the  above  business,  which  shall  be  paid  them  upon  their  own 
certificate,  countersigned  by  the  Grand  Master,  by  the  Grand  Treasurer,  out  of  any 
funds  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  And  it  is  hereby  recommended 
to  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  which  may  not  be  in  arrears  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  enjoined  upon  those  that  are  in  arrears,  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  District  Mas- 
ter, in  going  to,  attending  upon,  and  returning  from  tlieir  respective  Lodges;  and 
whenever  this  request  or  injunction  is  complied  with,  the  amount  so  paid  sliall  be 
deducted  out  of  the  above  per  diem  allowance,  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  such  Lodge 
upon  the  books  of  the  Grand  Secretary.     And, 

Resolved,  further,  That  should  a  new  Lodge  or  Lodges  be  created  by  Dispensation 
from  the  Grand  Master,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  Grand  Master  shall  say  to  which 
of  said  districts  the  same  shall  be  attached,  and  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by  the 
Grand  JLaster  to  the  District  Master  to  whose  district  said  new  Lodge  or  Lodges  may 
be  attached:  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  District  ALxster  to  visit  and  lecture 
the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  Lodges  in  his  district. 

Brother  Johnston  presented  the  following  resolutions,  -which  were  read 
and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table : 

Resolved,  As  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  no  officer  of  a  subordinate 
Lodge  can  ISIasonically  resign  or  secede,  during  the  period  for  which  he  may  have 
been  installed. 

Resolved,  Also,  that  no  one  can  Constitutionally  officiate  as  Master  or  Warden  of 
a  Lodge,  until  he  has  been  duly  installed. 

Brother  Hunter  presented  the  following,  as  an  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution, which  being  seconded,  was  entered  on  the  minutes  and  ordered  to 
lie  over  until  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication  : 

Resolved,  That  the  word  "fifty,"  in  the  20th  Section  of  the  Grand  Constitution,  be 
stricken  out,  and  the  words  thirty-seven  and  one-half  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof. 

On  motion.  Brothers  Gregg,  Tipton  and  Duret  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  receive  proposals  for  printing  the  Proceedings  of  the  present  An- 
nual Grand  Communication. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Johnston,  the  Grand  Lodge  went  into  the  election 
of  Grand  Officers  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months.  The  M.  W.  Grand  Mas- 
ter appointed  Brothers  Johnston  and  Hollman  to  act  as  tellers. 

On  counting  the  ballots,  the  following  Brethren  were  found  duly  elected  :

On  motion  of  Brother  Morrison,  the  Grand  Lodge  resolved  to  proceed, 
on  to-morrow  morning  at  ten  o'clock,  to  the  election  of  the  District  Mas- 
ters, pursuant  to  resolutions  this  day  adopted. 

Brother  Jeremiah  Learning  asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence, 
during  the  balance  of  the  session. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  nine 
o'clock.

Resolved,  That  the  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  shall  charge  the  sum 
of  twenty  dollars  for  the  first  three  degrees  of  Masonry;  the  whole  of  which  sum 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Secretary  at  the  time  of  filing  the  petition  of  application. 

Brother  Morris  proposed  to  amend,  by  striking  out  from  the  word  "i?6- 
solved,'^  and  inserting  the  following  in  lieu  thereof: 

"That  it  be,  and  it  is  hereby  enjoined  upon  all  subordinate  Lodges  to  require  in 
advance  from  candidates  for  initiation,  the  regular  fees  for  entering,  passing  and 
raising,  which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Secretary  at  the  time  of  filing  the  petition. 
If  the  applicant  be  rejected,  or  withdraw  his  petition,  or  the  Lodge  refuse  to  advance 
him  to  a  subsequent  degree,  the  amount  so  deposited,  or  a  ratable  proportion  tliereof, 
shall  be  returned  to  the  petitioner,  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require:  Provided, 
however,  That  nothing  herein  contained,  shall  prevent  Lodges  from  conferring  de- 
grees gratuitously  in  proper  cases." 

On  motion,  the  resolution  and  proposed  amendment  were  referred  to  a 
committee,  consisting  of  Brothers  Hollman,  Trafton  and  Davis. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  proceeded  to  the  installation  of  the  Grand  Offi- 
cers elect.  Whereupon,  after  all  the  Brethren  present  below  the  degree 
of  Past  Master  had  retired,  a  Lodge  of  Past  Masters  was  opened  in  ancient 
form. — M.  ^Y.,  Isaac  Howk,  P.  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  John  Tipton  was  then  duly  installed  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master,  and  General  W.  Johnston,  the  Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months.  The 
Past  Masters'  Lodge  was  then  duly  closed,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded 
to  labor  in  the  third  degree  of  Masonry. — M.  W.,  JoHX  Tipton,  G.  M., 
presiding. 

The  other  Grand  Officers  elect  were  then  duly  installed,  by  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon. 
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Two  o'clock,  p.  M, 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  Vf .,  John  Tipton, 

G.  M.,  presiding. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Lanier,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  a  new  Charter  be  issued  to  Lajayvtte  Lodge,  No.  28,  in  .Shelby 
county,  upon  tlieir  snrrenderino;  their  oht  one;  and  that  Erasjius  Powell  be  the 
Worshipful  Master  thereof,  Jo&iah  Reed,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  Nathan  Juhnaton, 
the  Junior  Warden. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Mason,  the  Grand  Lodge  took  up  the  resolutions, 
presented  yesterday  by  Brother  Johnston,  relative  to  the  resignation,  etc., 
of  officers  in  subordinate  Lodges;  and  the  Master  and  Wardens  officiating 
in  a  Lodge  before  being  duly  installed. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Brother  Gregg,  the  further  consideration  of  the 
resolutions  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

Brother  Gregg,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  receive  proposals  for 
printing  the  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Communication,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  concurred  in,  and  the  resolution  adopted : 

That  the  only  proposals  made  them,  is  by  Brother  Elihu  Stout,  and  are, — for  com- 
position, fifty  cents  per  thousand  ems ;  press  work,  fifty  cents  per  token ;  paper, 
three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  ream.  The  work  to  be  done  in  one  month  after 
the  receipt  of  the  copy. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  employment  of  Brother  Elihu  Stout,  with  an 
alteration  as  respects  the  paper  on  which  the  printing  is  to  be  done,  which  should 
be  of  the  best  quality.  They,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Elihu  Stout  bo  employed  to  print  the  Proceedings  of  the 
present  Grand  Communication;  and  that  he  be  allowed  fifty  cents  per  thousand  ems, 
fifty  cents  per  token  for  press  work,  and  four  dollars  per  ream  for  furnishing  the 
best  quality  of  printing  paper  to  do  the  work  on. 

Brother  Johnston  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  an  appeal,  by  Brother 
John  B.  Martin,  a  Master  Mason  of  Vincennes  Lodge,  from  the  decision 
of  said  Lodge  on  a  certain  point  relative  to  himself;  which  was  referred  to 
a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Johnston,  Stout  and  Howk. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Finleg,  the  Grand  Lodge  went  into  the  election 
of  three  District  Masters,  in  pursuance  of  the  resolutions  adopted  on  yes- 
terday; when,  on  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  Brother  Hiram  A. 
Hunter  was  duly  elected  for  the  first  district;  William  Sheets,  for  the 
second  district,  and  Benjamin  S.  Noble,  for  the  third  district. 

Brother  Johnston,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in,  and  the 
resolutions  adopted : 

That  among  the  foreign  communications  received  by  the  Grand  Secretary  since 
the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication,  j'our  committee  find  a  circular  letter  from 
J.  H.  Holland,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana,  of  the  8th  October, 

1827,  containing  the  two  following  important  inquiries,  to- wit: 
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^^ First. — Is,  or  is  not  tlie  Grand  Lofljre  of  each  State  supreme  within  such  State? 
'■'•Second. — Is  it  competent  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  one  of  those  States  to  institute 
Lodges  within  another  State  in  which  a  regular  Grand  Lodge  already  exists?" 

In  answer  to  whicli,  your  committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolutions,  to-wit : 

Resolved,  That  each  Grand  Lodge  is,  and  should  he  and  remain  supreme  within 
its  own  Stale.  That  no  oilier  Grand  Lodge  sliould  interfere  with  such  exclusive 
privilege,  or  grant  Dispensations  or  Charters  within  another  State  in  which  a  Grand 
Lodge  is  regularly  organized.     And, 

Resolved,  further.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  communicate  this  decision  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana. 

Tour  committee  also  find  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware,  of 
January  17th,  1828,  correcting  an  error  in  the  Proceedings  of  said  Grand  Lodge  in 
June,  1827,  as  respects  Brother  John  Eakin,  who  was  therein  reported  "expelled," 
when  in  fact  he  should  have  been  reported  withdrawn. 

In  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire,  in  June,  1827,  your 
committee  have  noticed  a  resolution,  entered  into  by  that  Grand  Lodge,  respecting 
the  use  of  ardent  spirits.  A  similar  one  your  committee  recommend  to  the  serious 
consideration  of  this  Grand  Lodge :     Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  that  they  use  their  utmost  influence  to  suppress  the  use  of  ardent  spirits  by 
members  of  the  Fraternity  and  others ;  and  that  the  several  District  Masters  enforce, 
by  argument  and  practice,  the  morality  and  propriety  of  this  step. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  forward  a 
copy  (when  printed)  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  the  several  Grand 
Lodges  in  correspondence  with  it;  also,  two  copies  to  each  of  the  Lodges  subordinate 
within  this  State ;  and  also,  a  copy  to  each  of  the  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Gregrj,  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
was  allo\Yed  Brother  Lanier  for  that  sum  received  by  him  for  Robert  Jones 
of  Madison,  for  blank  books  and  bookbinding  for  the  use  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  for  which  he  gave  a  receipt  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  which  sum  he 
was  so  unfortunate  to  lose  on  his  way  up  to  Madison  from  Salem,  in  Octo- 
ber, 1827,  and  had  to  pay  to  Mr.  Jones  out  of  his  own  funds. 

On  motion  of  Brother  TirriU,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  procure  two  hundred  copies  of  the  Grand  Con- 
stitution, to  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  he  incorporate  in 
the  same,  the  several  amendments  and  additions  thereto,  since  the  same  was  last 
printed;   and  that  he  add,  at  the  end  thereof,  the  rules  of  order  as  adopted  in  1820. 

Resolved,  further.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  transmit  (when  printed)  three  copies 
of  the  same  to  eacli  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  and  one  copy  to  each  of  the  officers 
of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Gregg,  Johnston  and  Hollman  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  ascertain  and  report,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  amount  of 
money  due  from  the  late  Grand  Treasurer,  Brother  Wm.  IL  Lilly,  now 
deceased;  also,  to  report  the  situation  of  the  balance  due  from  Brother 
W.  C.  Keen,  late  Grand  Secretary;  and  also,  to  ascertain  and  report 
whether  the  forty  blank  Charters,  purchased  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Bro- 
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ther  Keen,  liave  been  delivered  to  tlie  present  Grand  Secretary,  or  any 
part  thereof. 

Brother  Crenshaw  asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence,  during  the 
remainder  of  the  session. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  nine 
o'clock.  JOHN  TIPTON,  G.  Master.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  John  Tipton,  G-.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Johnston,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Grand 
Chaplain,  and  request  of  him  a  copy  of  the  discourse  delivered  by  him  on 
the  27th  inst.,  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  same  printed,  reported, — that 
they  had  performed  that  duty,  and  received  for  answer  the  following : 

Indianapolis,  November  29,  1828. 

Worthy  Bkethken  :  I  have  had  the  pleasure  to  receive  your  very  polite  com- 
munication of  yesterday,  containing  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Indiana;  and  in  reply,  have  only  to  say,  that  the  services  which  I  have  rendered, 
have  been  with  the  utmost  cheerfulness ;  and  with  equal  pleasure  shall,  at  any  time, 
be  found  ready  and  willing  to  serve,  according  to  my  ability,  their  most  ancient  and 
honorable  Body.  But,  not  having  anticipated  the  publication  of  my  sermon,  it  will 
previously  need  some  correction,  which  I  shall  endeavor  to  make  as  soon  as  possible. 
But  I  should  suggest  the  propriety  of  declining  its  publication,  and  of  devoting  the 
funds  which  would  be  expended  thereby,  to  some  object  which  would  be  more  bene- 
ficial to  Masonry.  Yours,  respectfully  and  fraternally,

Brother  Gregg,  from  the  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  accounts 
of  the  late  Grand  Secretary,  W.  C.  Keen,  and  the  late  Grand  Treasurer, 
W.  H.  Lilly,  deceased,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and 
concurred  in  : 

Your  committee  deem  it  inexpedient,  at  present,  to  go  beyond  the  settlement  made 
with  the  late  Grand  Secretary,  W.  C.  Keen,  as  exhibited  at  the  session  of  this  M.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  in  1827;  from  which  it  appeal's  that  Brother  Keen  was  then  in  arrears 
with  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  follows: 

Cash,  $35  87i  ;  and  $40  00  were  allowed  to  Brother  Keen  for  forty  Charters,  none 
of  which  has  been  furnished  by  Brother  Keen;  making  a  total  of  5^75  87 J. 

The  amount  then  sujiposed  to  be  due  from  Brother  Lilly,  as  furnished  by  the 
present  Grand  Secretary  at  the  session  of  1826,  was  $370  75 ;  and  all  that  can  be 
accounted  for  by  the  papers  which  have  been  found  since  his  decease,  and  those  ob- 
tained from  him  before,  is  $145  81;  leaving  a  balance  unaccounted  for,  of  $223  94. 

For  the  want  of  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  go  into  the  details,  and  show  the 
state  of  the  accounts  between  Brother  Keen  and  Brother  Lilly,  from  1822  down  to 
the  present  time,  would  be  a  task  that  would  require  some  days;  for  which  reason, 
your  committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 
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Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  he  required  to  call  on  Brother  Wm.  C.  Keen, 
and  procure  his  note  for  the  sum  of  $7-3  STA,  the  sum  due  from  liim  to  this  Grand 
Lodge;  and  also,  that  he  require  him  to  give  security  for  the  same;  and  that  ho 
report  his  pi-oceedings  to  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session. 

Eesolvcd,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  required  to  report  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  on 
the  first  day  of  the  nest  Annual  Grand  Communication,  so  far  as  it  is  practicable 
from  the  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  what  was  the  state  of  accounts  between 
Brothers  Keen  and  Lilly  in  each  year,  from  the  year  1822  to  1826  inclusive;  and 
also,  to  show  the  whole  amount  of  receipts  by  Brother  William  C.  Keen  in  each  year, 
and  the  whole  amount  paid  over  to  Brother  William  H.  Lilly,  and  the  whole  amount 
paid  out  by  him  in  each  jenr. 

Brother  Johnston^  from  the'  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  peti- 
tion and  appeal  of  Brother  John  B.  Martin,  made  the  following  report : 

That  it  appeared  from  the  records,  that  Brother  Martin  was  elected  and  installed 
Senior  Warden  of  said  Lodge;  shortly  after  which,  he  applied  for  leave  to  secede; 
but  his  application  was  rejected,  upon  the  ground,  that  being  elected  and  installed 
for  a  definite  period,  he  could  not,  consistent  with  Masonic  principles,  secede  until 
that  period  had  expired.  After  mature  consideration,  your  committee  are  of  opin- 
ion, and  recommend  that  the  decision  of  Vincennes  Lodge  be  sustained. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Lanier,  the  report  was  amended  by  striking  out 
the  word  "sustained"  and  inserting — reversed;  and  that  said  Lodge  permit 
Brotlicr  Martin  to  secede  from  said  Lodge,  upon  his  otherwise  complying  with 
the  By-Laws.     The  report  was  then  concurred  in, — {Ayes,  11 ;  Noes,  10). 

Brother  Davis,  from  the  committee  to  whom  were  referred  sundry 
resolutions  on  the  subject  of  fees  to  be  charged  by  subordinate  Lodges, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  concurred  in,  and  the  resolution 
adopted : 

The  committee  deem  it  advisable,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  do  something  on  that 
subject;  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge  be  required  to  demand 
the  whole  amount  of  fees  for  entering,  passing  and  raising,  to  be  paid  down  or  into 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  at  the  time  of  tiling  the  petition,  (which  amount  for 
entering,  passing  and  raising  shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  dollars). 

The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  following  report : 

That  he  has  received  from  the  Worshipful  Master  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  20,  at 
Columbus,  the  jewels  belonging  to  said  Lodge,  which  are  deposited  in  the  hands  of 
Brother  John  C.  Hulburt,  of  that  place,  for  safe  keeping.  The  jewels  are  of  silver, 
and  valuable. 

Brother  Benjamin  S.  Noble,  in  open  Grand  Lodge,  resigned  his  appoint- 
ment as  District  Master  of  the  third  district;  which  was  accepted  and 
ordered  to  be  entered  on  the  minutes.     Whereupon, 

On  motion  of  Brother  Morrison,  The  Grand  Lodge  went  into  the  elec- 
tion of  a  District  blaster  for  the  third  district,  in  the  place  of  Brother 
Noble,  resigned;  and,  on  counting  the  ballots,  Brother  Philip  Mason  was 
declared  duly  elected. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Gregg,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  was  allowed 
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Brother  Cyrus  Vigus,  for  his  services  as  Grand  Tyler  during  the  present 

Grand  Communication. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Johnston,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Dispensation  heretofore  granted,  to  hold  a  Lodge  at  Mount 
Vernon,  in  Posey  county,  by  the  name  of  Philanthropic  Lodge,  he  continued  until  the 
next  Annual  Grand  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  James  W.  Swift 
be  the  Worshijiful  Master  thereof,  John  Carson,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  Dennis 
Carroll,  the  Junior  Warden. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Lanier,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  jof  the  Proceedings  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  be  printed;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  furnish  a  copy  of  the  Proceedings 
for  the  printer. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Terrill,  the  Grand  Treasurer  was  authorized  to 
loan  any  surplus  funds  that  may  be  in  his  hands,  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
to  any  number  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  sufficient  to  form  a  Chapter  in  In- 
dianapolis, to  aid  them  in  establishing  a  Chapter  in  said  town,  not  to  ex- 
ceed one  hundred  dollars  in  amount. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon. 


Two  o'clock,  p.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  John  Tipton, 
G.  M.,  presiding. 

On  motion.  Brother  Johnston  was  appointed  a  committee  to  obtain  from 
Brother  Hunter,  Grand  Chaplain,  a  copy  of  his  discourse  on  the  27th  inst.; 
and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  published  in  some  public  Gazette,  at  as  early 
a  period  as  practicable. 

On  motion.  Brothers  Terrill,  Gregg,  A.  W.  Morris  and  Powell  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  confer  with  Center  Lodge,  and  the  Chapter,  when 
one  shall  be  established  at  Indianapolis,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  lot 
in  said  town,  and  making  arrangements  for  erecting  a  Masonic  Hall;  and 
to  make  report  at  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication, 

Brother  Mason,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of 
inquiring  what  Lodges  have  forfeited  their  Charters,  and  what  Lodges  are 
in  arrears,  and  what  amount,  etc.,  made  the  following  report,  which  was 
concurred  in  and  the  resolutions  adopted : 

The  committee  have  found  the  subject  one  of  great  intricacy  and  difficulty,  and 
■would  require  much  more  time  than  they  have  to  devote  to  the  subject,  to  make  any 
thing  like  a  correct  report.  They  have  no  hesitation  in  saying,  that  Vevay  Lodge, 
No.  7,  has  forfeited  its  Charter;  said  Lodge  has  not  been  represented  for  the  last 
two  years,  and  is  in  arrears  for  the  years  1825,  1826,  1827  and  1828;  and  that  in 
1825,  said  Lodge  was  indebted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  sum  of  $71  00;  since 
which  time,  no  Returns  have  been  made.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 
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Reaolved,  Tliat  Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7,  be  suspended  from  all  the  privileges  of  work- 
ing, until  the  further  order  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  known  ;  and  that  the  Grand 
Secretary  make  known  this  determination  to  the  Worshipful  Master  and  Brethren 
of  said  Lodge;  and  that  he  take  possession  of  the  books,  papers  and  jewels  of  said 
Lodge;  and  that  he  report  his  proceedings  herein  to  the  next  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  requested  to  lay  before  the  Grand  Lodge, 
aimually,  on  the  first  day  of  eacli  session,  the  following  facts:  1st,  Tlie  amount 
due  from  each  Lodge;  2d,  How  long  the  same  has  been  due;  3d,  How  long  the  same 
have  been  unrepresented,  and  for  what  years  no  Returns  have  been  made. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Ifason,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved^  That  the  Grand  Secretary  procure  a  book,  in  which  he  shall  open  an 
account  with  each  subordinate  Lodge;  which  book  shall  sliow  the  following  items, 
in  separate  columns:  1st,  The  number  of  members  each  Lodge  has  eacli  year,  and 
the  number  of  initiations;  2d,  The  Lodges  represented  each  year,  and  where  Lodges 
fail  to  make  report  of  the  number  of  members  of  each  year,  such  failure  shall  be 
noted ;  3d,  The  date  of  all  Charters  and  Dispensations  shall  be  noted.  All  of  which 
shall  be  reported  on  the  morning  of  the  last  day  of  the  session. 

Resolved,  That  the  Master  of  each  subordinate  Lodge  be  required  to  read  the 
Grand  Constitution  and  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  within  his  Lodge'  to  the 
members  thereof,  at  least  twice  in  each  year. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Percival,  the  District  Masters  were  directed  to 
spend  not  more  than  two  days  lecturing  each  Lodge  within  their  respective 
districts,  unless  at  the  request  and  expense  of  the  Lodge  requiring  the 
same;  and  to  give  previous  notice,  by  letter  or  otherwise,  to  each  Lodge 
within  their  districts,  of  the  time  of  their  expected  visit. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  six  o'clock  this  evening.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  John  Tipton, 
G.  M.,  presiding. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  appointed  Brothers  Westgate,  Stout,  Hollman 
and  Blythe  to  act  with  him  as  Stewards  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund.

By  reference  to  the  reports  of  the  various  years  referred  to  in  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  can  be  seen  of  what  the  funds  consisted  in  at  the  times  the 
reports  were  made.  There  has  been  no  actual  collection  of  any  moneys  due  the 
Lodge  by  note.  Some  of  the  notes  have  been  put  into  a  train  for  collection,  pursuant 
to  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  last  Grand  Communication. 

By  reference  to  the  Proceedings  of  1828,  it  ■will  be  seen  that  the  Grand  Treasui'er 
was  required  to  report  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  state  of  accounts  between  Brother 
W.  C.  Keen,  late  Grand  Secretary,  and  Brother  W.  H.  Lilly,  late  Grand  Treasurer, 
from  1822  to  1826  inclusive.  The  Grand  Treasurer,  after  a  laborious  examination 
of  the  papers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  has  found  it  utterly  impracticable  to  find  any  clue 
to  the  accounts  of  the  said  Brothers  that  would  throw  any  light  on  the  true  state  of 
.their  accounts  to  enable  this  Grand  Lodge  to  take  any  measures  upon.  As  regards 
the  present  condition  of  the  late  Grand  Treasurer's  account,  from  the  situation  and 
insolvency  of  his  estate,  it  must  be  lost  to  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  I  think  it  useless, 
to  institute  any  further  inquiry,  or  to  take  up  any  further  time  upon  that  subject. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported,  that  he  had  received  communications 
from  various  foreign  Grand  Lodges ;  which  were  presented  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

The  Grand  Secretary  also  reported,  that  since  the  last  session  'Of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  a  Dispensation  has  been  granted  to  a  number  of  Brethren 
at  Lafayette,  to  hold  a  Lodge  there  by  the  name  of  Perry  Lodge.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  John  Tipton,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Morrison,  from  the  committee  on  Keturns  and  Credentials,  re- 
ported the  following  Brethren  as  representatives  from  subordinate  Lodges;

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  workings  of  Liberty  Lodge.  (U.  D.), 
and  their  petition  praying  that  a  Charter  may  be  granted  them ;  which  were 
read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations.  Also, 
two  letters  from  Brother  James  Goodhue,  Worshipful  Master  of  Scott 
Lodge,  No.  12;  which  were  read  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  John  Tipton, 
Cr.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Jolinsion  presented  an  account  of  Brother  Stout,  for  printing  the 
Proceedings  of  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication;  which  was  read 
and  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Morrison,  Pepper  and 
Johnston. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Johnston.,  Brothers  Arion  &  Lodge  were  allowed 
the  sum  of  §14  25,  for  printing  two  hundred  copies  of  the  Grand  Constitu- 
tion and  seven  quires  of  blank  circulars. 

Brother  Hunter,  District  Master  for  the  first  district,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  read  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table : 

Having  previously  written  to,  I  visited  Hindostan  Lodge,  No.  26,  on  the  15th  day 
of  December,  1828  ;  I  found  them  in  a  truly  desperate  state.  They  had  had  no  meet- 
ing for  nine  months,  and  had  no  regular  record  of  their  proceedings  for  more  than 
twelve  months;  the  number  of  members  is  fifteen ;  the  sum  due  the  Lodge  from  the 
members  thereof,  up  to  November,  1828,  is  §139  74|,  the  collection  of  a  part  of  which 
is  doubtful;  their  treasury  is  empty,  and  the  prospects  for  future  prosperity  in  Ma- 
sonry very  gloomy.  I  spent  three  days  in  going  to,  attending  upon,  and  returning 
from  this  Lodge,  I  fear  to  but  little  purpose. 

December  18th,  I  met  Charity  Lodge,  No.  30,  at  Washington.  I  found  that  Lodge 
in  a  somewhat  better  state.  Their  meetings  have  been  regular,  and  their  record 
good;  the  number  of  members  is  fifteen ;  the  amount  due  the  Lodge,  from  the  mem- 
bers thereof,  is  §40  00;  they  have  no  money  in  the  treasury.  I  received  for  my 
services,  as  District  Master,  from  Charity  Lodge,  $18  50.  The  prospects  for  future 
prosperity  in  Masonry  not  very  encouraging. 

December  22d,  I  visited  Clay  Lodge,  No.  29,  at  Petersburg,  and  found  it  in  a  much 
better  state  than  I  expected.  The  number  of  members  is  fourteen.  The  amount  due 
the  Lodge,  from  the^members  thereof,  is  $30  00;  the  amount  in  the  ti-easury  is 
$27  .00.  The  tim.e  devoted  to  the  service  of  this  Lodge,  three  days ;  and  the  pros- 
pects for  future  prosperity  in  Masonry,  are  tolerably  good. 
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January  5th,  1829,  I  started  to,  and  on  the  7th,  met  Mount  Vernon  Lodge,  (IJ.  D.); 
but,  owing  to  a  failure  on  the  part  of  this  Lodge  to  receive  my  previous  communica- 
tion, the  members  were  very  much  scattered;  those,  however,  who  could  attend,  ap- 
peared desirous  to  be  instructed.  On  examining  their  records,  I  found  that  they 
had  done  much  of  tlieir  business  very  loosely,  in  so  much  that  I  could  not  ascertain 
correctly  the  situation  of  the  Lodge.  The  members  of  this  Lodge  have  been  at  the 
expense  of  finishing  a  very  comfortable  and  suitable  Lodge  room,  which  (judging 
from  their  age  and  number)  I  suppose  has  brought  them  in  debt.  Their  manner  of 
■working  is  very  correct ;  the  number  of  members  is  thirteen.  I  I'eceived  from  this 
Lodge,  for  my  services  as  District  Master,  $7  00. 

January  10th,  I  visited  Olive  Brunch  Lodge,  No.  10,  at  Evansville.  Members 
■were  generally  absent,  and  those  who  were  not  were  very  inditferent.  They  worked 
•very  badly,  and  their  records  were  not  well  kept.  Th.e  amount  due  the  Lodge,  from 
the  members  thereof,  is  $25  00;  the  amount  in  the  treasury  is  §6  00;  the  number 
of  members  is  sixteen.  I  received  from  this  Lodge,  for  my  services  as  District 
Master,  the  sum  of  $1  50.  The  prospects  for  future  prosperity  in  Masonry,  in  tliis 
Lodge,  is  very  dull. 

January  14th,  I  visited  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  IG,  at  Princeton,  and  found  them  in  a 
tolerably  ilourishing  state;  their  records  tolerably  well  kept;  the  number  of  mem- 
bers is  sixteen;  the  sum  due  the  Lodge  is  $272  00;  the  amount  in  the  treasui-y  is 
$24  00.  I  received  for  my  services  as  District  Master,  the  sum  of  §5  00.  The  pros- 
pects for  future  prosperity  in  Masonry  here  are  very  good. 

January  17th,  I  met  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  1,  at  Vincennes;  and,  on  examination, 
found  their  records  are  wellkept,  and  their  meetings  regular;  the  number  of  their 
members  is  thirteen;  the  amount  due  the  Lodge  is  $27  48;  the  amount  in  the  treas- 
ury is  .$22  18^.  I  received  from  this  Lodge,  for  my  services  as  District  Master,  the 
sum  of  $4  50.     The  prospects  for  the  prosperity  of  Masonry  are  very  good. 

January  21st,  I  visited  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  18,  at  Carlisle,  and  found  them  in  a 
prosperous  state.  The  number  of  members  is  twenty-two;  their  records  are  tolera- 
bly well  kept;  the  sum  due  is  $148  07;  no  money  in  the  treasury.  The  prospects 
for  future  prosperity  in  Masonry  are  encouraging. 

January  23d,  I  met  Terre  Haute  Lodge,  No.  19,  at  Terre  Haute;  and  was  much 
pleased,  both  with  their  manner  of  working  and  keeping  their  records.  The  number 
of  members  is  nineteen;  the  amount  due  the  Lodge  is  $7  00;  the  amount  in  the 
treasury  is  $16  50.  I  received  from  them,  for  my  services  as  District  Master,  the 
sum  of  $9  50.     The  prospects  for  future  prosperity  in  Jlasonry  are  very  good. 

August  13th,  1829,  I  visited  Logansport,  for  the  purpose  of  lecturing  Tipton 
Lodge,  No.  S3;  but  the  particular  situation  of  the  members  of  that  Lodge,  together 
with  my  own  indisposition,  forbid  me  to  render  that  service  which  I  otherwise  would 
have  done.  My  health  at  that  time  was  such,  that  I  did  little  more  than  examine 
their  i-ecords,  with  which  I  was  highly  pleased. 

August  20th,  I  expected  to  have  met  Western  Star  Lodge,  No.  34,  at  Clinton;  but 
their  failure  to  receive  my  communication,  together  with  my  ill  health,  forbid  me  to 
remain  with  them,  though  I  went  to  the  place.  I  then  left  another  appointment,  to 
be  with  them  on  the  9th  and  10th  days  of  September;  but  the  ill  health  of  my  family 
forbid  my  attendance;  and  since  that  time,  it  has  not  been  practicable. 

The  whole  number  of  members  in  the  first  district,  is  144.  The  time  taken  in 
going  to,  lecturing  and  returning  from  the  several  Lodges,  was  thirty  days.  The 
amount  received  from  the  whole  number  of  Lodges,  for  my  expenses  and  services, 
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was  $49  00,  leaving  a  balance  clue  the  Grand  Lodge,  from  wliich  I  have  received 
over  and  above  my  per  diem  allowance,  the  sum  of  $4  00. 

Brother  Sheets,  District  Master  for  the  second  district,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  read  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  : 

That  in  consequence  of  circumstances  which  he  did  not  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment anticipate,  he  was  prevented  from  discharging  the  duty  imposed  upon  him  at 
as  early  a  period  as  was  desirable.  But  that  he  has  made  personal  considerations 
yield  to  what  he  conceived  to  be  the  interest  of  the  Institution  of  which  he  is  proud 
to  be  a  member;  and  has  in  part,  to  as  great  an  extent  as  he  conceived  advisable, 
performed  the  said  duty. 

The  Lodges  composing  his  distaict  are  fifteen  in  number;  ten  of  which,  exclusive 
of  those  in  the  town  where  he  resides,  he  has  visited;  and  is  now  extremely  sori-y 
to  be  under  the  necessity  of  reporting  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  he  succeeded  in 
getting  together  but  four  of  that  number.  The  shortness  of  the  time  allowed  by  said 
resolutions  to  be  spent  with  each  Lodge,  and  the  impracticability  of  giving  notice  as 
to  the  precise  time  at  which  the  said  District  Master  would  meet  a  certain  Lodge, 
precluded  the  posibility  of  getting  meetings  of  some  of  the  Lodges  situated  in  small 
villages,  where  the  members  reside  remote  from  each  other,  and  distant  from  the 
place  of  assembling  the  Lodge;  and  the  failure  is  more  to  be  attributed  to  this  fact 
than  to  a  want  of  zeal  in  the  members  generally  for  the  good  of  the  Institution.  The 
members  of  those  Lodges  which  he  succeeded  in  getting  together,  seemed  to  be 
warmly  attached  to  the  Institution,  and  the  Lodges,  so  far  as  he  was  able  to  judge, 
in  as  flourishing  condition  as  could  be  expected  under  existing  circumstances.  The 
said  District  Master  would  further  report,  that  the  reason  why  he  did  not  visit  two 
or  three  of  the  Lodges  situated  in  a  remote  part  of  the  district,  was  that  he  conceived 
it  improper  to  run  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  expense  of  a  visit,  when  it  was  uncertain 
whether  a  meeting  could  be  had,  or  any  lasting  benefit  result. 

The  District  Master  would  further  report,  that  he  does  not  deem  it  incumbent 
upon  him  to  make  any  report  as  to  the  financial  concerns  of  the  Lodges  in  his  dis- 
trict, as  that  is  a  matter,  in  his  opinion,  over  which  the  Grand  Lodge  ought  not  to 
exercise  a  control,  so  long  as  the  subordinate  Lodges  comply  with  the  requisitions 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  payment  of  dues,  etc.,  and  do  not  convert  their  funds  to 
purposes  other  than  Masonic. 

The  said  District  Master  would  further  report,  that  the  first  Lodge  he  visited  was 
that  at  Lexington;  and  was  informed  by  the  Worshipful  Master,  that  their  Charter 
would  be  surrendered  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  therefore  declined 
calling  a  meeting  of  said  Lodge.  The  next  Lodge  in  his  route,  was  that  of  Blazing 
Star,  at  Charlestown,  which,  upon  his  arrival,  was  immediately  convened ;  and  with 
whom  he  spent  two  days;  during  which  time,  the  most  of  the  members  who  resided 
in  town  were  punctual  in  attendance,  paid  strict  attention  to  the  instructions,  and 
seemed  to  be  profited  by  the  visit.  The  District  Master  is  of  opinion,  that  the  pros- 
pects of  future  prosperity  of  the  Order  in  that  place  are  good.  He  next  proceeded  to 
Jeffersonville;  but  was  unable  to  procure  a  meeting  in  consequence,  as  it  wag 
alledged  by  the  Worshipful  Mastei',  of  the  indisposition  of  some  of  the  members  and 
absence  of  others.  What  may  be  the  prospects  of  future  success  in  this  place,  the 
District  Master  is  iinable  to  say;  but  from  appearances,  not  very  flattering.  He 
then  visited  Albany ;  and  was  informed  by  an  individual  who  was  a  Mason  and 
perhaps  a  member  of  the  Lodge,  that  they  had  ceased  operations  some  time  since, 
and  would  not  probably  renew  their  labors  j  the  prospects,  therefore,  gloomy.     He 
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then  proceeded  to  Corydon,  where  he  assembled  the  Lodge;  all  the  members  of  which 
•who  reside  in  town  were  present,  and  he  was  informed  that  the  Lodge  was  in  as 
flourishing  a  condition,  as  at  any  previous  period  since  its  organization.  The  next 
Lodge  which  he  had  the  pleasure  to  meet,  was  that  at  Salem ;  and  was  pleased  to 
find  that  they  needed  but  little  instruction,  as  its  members  ai-e  generally  composed 
of  a  number  of  highly  intelligent  and  expert  Masons.  Tlie  prospects  of  the  Order 
at  Salem,  in  the  opinion  of  the  District  Master,  are  highly  flattering.  He  then  met 
the  Lodge  at  Brownstown,  where  the  utmost  attention  was  paid  to  him,  as  an  indi- 
vidual, and  as  an  ofEcei>of  this  Grand  Lodge,  received  his  instructions  with  much 
attention  and  in  his  opinion  to  much  benefit.  The  jirospects  for  the  future  pros- 
perity of  the  Craft  at  Brownstown,  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  District  Master,  more 
flattering  than  at  any  other  place  in  his  district,  similarly  situated,  He  then  pro- 
ceeded to  Bedford,  and  was  informed  that  they  had  not  done  any  business  since  the 
removal  of  the  county  seat  from  Palestine,  and  would  probably  cease  to  be  as  a  Lodge. 
The  prospects,  then,  in  this  place  must  be  bad.  He  next  visited  the  Lodge  at  Bloom- 
ington,  where  he  could  not  procure  a  meeting;  the  Worshipful  Master  was  just  on 
the  eve  of  leaving  home,  from  whom  he  did  not  receive  a  very  favorable  account  of 
their  prosperity;  but  the  District  Master  is  of  opinion,  that  the  general  intelligence, 
the  high  standing  and  Masonic  zeal  of  the  present  Worshipful  Master,  will,  if  ex- 
erted, produce  a  change  of  feeling  and  sentiment  at  that  place.  Indisposition  then 
compelled  the  District  Master  to  return  home.  As  he  passed  through  Vernon,  he 
informed  some  of  the  members  of  the  Lodge  that  he  would  visit  them  at  any  time 
when  it  would  suit  their  convenience,  if  they  would  let  him  know  when  that  time 
would  be,  which  they  did  not  do;  he  can  therefore  say  nothing  about  their  future 
prospects.  The  Lodges  at  the  place  where  the  District  Master  resides  were  not 
assembled  by  him  in  the  capac^ity  of  an  othcer  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  he  deemed  it 
unnecessary  to  incur  that  expense  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  when  he  was  the  Worshipful ' 
Master  of  one  of  them,  and  frequently  visited  the  other. 

The  District  Master  conceives  it  his  duty  to  report,  that  the  several  Lodges  who 
met  and  received  his  instructions,  complied  cheerfully  and  promptly  with  the  requi- 
Bition  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  subject  of  paying  the  expenses  of  the  District 
Master  while  among  them. 

The  time  spent  in  performing  the  above  duty,  was  seventeen  days, 
which,  at  one  dollar  and  iifty  cents  per  day,  makes $  25  50

Brother  Mason,  District  Master  for  the  third  district,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  : 

Wayne  Lodge,  No.  25. — This  Lodge  "is  composed  of  a  number  of  highly  respecta- 
ble members,  among  whom  the  utmost  harmony  and  good  order  prevail.  Their 
present  and  future  prospects  are  highly  flattering :  they  were  in  need  of  instruction 
as  to  the  work:  they  paid  the  utmost  attention  during  my  stay,  which  was  five 
days.     Preparations  were  making  for  the  building  of  a  Masonic  Hall. 

Webb  Lodge,  No.  24 — I  found  possessing  a  good  knowledge  of  Masonry;  their 
work  required  a  slight  change,  which  they  readily  acquired;  they  were  not  in  that 
good  harmony  which  should  characterize  a  Lodge;  in  every  other  respect  their  pros- 
pects are  favorable,  although  they  are  situated  in  a  part  of  tlie  country  where  strong 
prejudices  exist  against  Masons,

AVarren  Lodge,  No.  15. — This  Lodge  has  undergone  so  many  changes  by  secession 
and  emigrations  from  the  place,  that  its  communications  are  thinly  attended,  and 
but  little  general  intei'est  exists  in  its  favor.  There  are  a  spirited  few  still  attend 
and  keep  it  alive. 

Liberty  Lodge,  (U.  D). — The  prospects  of  this  Lodge  are  truly  flattering;  they 
paid  every  attention  to  the  instructions  in  the  work,  which  they  needed.  I  visited 
them  a  second  time,  in  June  last,  by  order  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  and  installed 
their  officers.     They  still  continue  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition. 

Harmony  Lodge,  No.  11. — This  Lodge  is  made  up  of  a  large  number  of  respecta- 
ble and  well  informed  Masons ;  (some  change,  in  their  mode  of  work,  was  necessary). 
They  only  want  for  that  noble  contention  or  rather  emulation,  who  can  best  agree. 

Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No,  4. — This  Lodge  is  far  from  being  prosperous;  a  general 
want  of  harmony  and  interest  seems  to  prevail ;  the  exertions  of  a  few  keep  it  alive. 
The  few  that  attended  during  my  stay  are  truly  deserving. 

Eising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  G. — This  is  the  largest  Lodge  in  the  district;  their  present 
and  future  prospects  are  highly  flattering. 

Jefferson  Lodge,  No.  31. — Owing  to  the  badness  of  the  weather,  the  Lodge  could 
not  be  convened  during  my  stay.  I  instructed  several  of  its  members ;  the  Wor- 
shipful Master  is  a  well  informed  Mason.  From  the  information  I  received,  this 
Lodge,  though  small,  deserves  well  of  the  Fraternity. 

Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7. — This' Lodge  ceased  to  work,  more  than  three  years  ago.  I 
received  a  promise  from  the  former  Worshipful  Master,  to  be  furnished  with  a  true 
situation  of  the  affairs  of  the  Lodge;  but  have  only  received  verbal  information  that 
the  books,  papers  and  jewels  are  in  the  hands  of  Brother  W.  C.  Keen,  and  nothing 
certain  could  be  had  from  him  on  the  subject. 

Benevolent  Lodge,  (U.  D.), — To  this  Lodge  there  has  been  two  Dispensations 
granted;  their  conduct,  under  the  first  Dispensation  in  the  admission  of  candidates, 
is  said,  by  the  Brethren  at  Rising  Sun,  not  to  be  good.  I  called  on  the  Senior  War- 
den, who  informed  me  that  they  had  not  organized  under  the  last  Dispensation,  and 
lie'thought  they  would  not;  what  they  have  done  since,  I  know  not.

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S.  Noble  is  tlie  representative  from  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  11;  whicli  report 
was  concurred  in. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  petition  of  Benjamin  Cusliman,  late  of 
Wayne  Lodge  ;  and  also  a  petition  of  several  members  of  said  Lodge,  pray- 
ing that  authority  may  be  granted  said  Lodge  (for  certain  causes  set  out 
in  said  petitions)  to  reconsider  the  vote  of  said  Lodge  heretofore  given, 
expelling  said  Cushman  from  the  privileges  of  Masonry:  which  were  read 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 

On  motion.  Brothers  Todd,  Lanier,  Morrison,  Parker  and  Sheets  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  refunding  to 
Hamilton  Lodge,  the  sum  of  S54  00,  paid  to  the  Grand  Secretary  on  yes- 
terday; and  also  to  inquire  into  the  propriety  of  entering  a  credit  of  $60  00 
to  each  subordinate  Lodge  on  the  books  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  which 
may  have,  or  hereafter  will  erect  a  Masonic  Hall  of  suitable  size  and  of 
substantial  materials,  on  a  lot  of  its  own;  which  credit  shall  not  be  given 
until  said  Hall  is  actually  commenced  and  the  Grand  Lodge  satisfied  that 
the  same  will  be  completed,  and  that  such  Lodge  will,  in  all  probability, 
continvie  to  do  well. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Parher^  the  Grand  Lodge  resolved  to  go  into  the 
installation  of  the  Grand  Officers  to-morrow  morning  at  half  past  nine  o'clock. 

Brother  Lanier,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  receive  proposals  for 
printing  the  Proceedings  of  the  present  Grand  Communication,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  concurred  in  and  the  resolution  adopted : 

The  committee  have  received  proposals  from  Brothers  Arion  &  Lodge,  of  Madison, 
as  follows:  Composition,  forty-five  cents  per  thousand  ems;  press  work,  forty-five 
cents  per  token;  paper  (best  quality),  four  dollars  per  ream;  the  work  to  be  done 
in  a  neat  and  woi'kmanlike  manner,  and  to  be  completed  in  one  month  after  the 
receipt  of  the  copy.  Your  committee,  therefore,  have  accepted  the  proposition  of 
said  Brothers,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  Brothers  Arion  &  Lodge  be  employed  to  print  the  Proceedings  of 
the  present  Grand  Communication,  at  the  rates  proposed;  and  that  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary furnish  them  a  copy  thereof  for  that  purpose. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  adjourned,  until  half  past  two  o'clock  this 
afternoon. 

The  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  of  Center  Lodge,  and  also  a  num- 
ber of  visiting  Brethren,  then  formed  a  Grand  procession  and  proceeded,  in 
due  order  and  harmony,  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  where  an  ap- 
propriate address  was  delivered  by  Brother  H.  A.  Hunter,  Grand  Chaplain. 
After  which,  the  procession  returned  to  the  Lodge  room.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  John  Tipton, 
G.  M.,  presiding. 
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On  motion  of  Erotlicr  Gregg,  tlie  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  were  pre- 
sented to  Rev.  Brother  Hunter,  Grand  Chaplain,  for  the  able  and  appro- 
priate discourse  delivered  by  him  on  this  day;  and  the  sum  of  twenty  dol- 
lars was  allowed  said  Brother  for  his  attendance  on  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Davy  asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence,  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  session. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  nine 
o'clock.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock  A.  M. — 
M.  W.,  John  Tipton,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

The  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  installation  of  the  Grand  Ofl&cers 
elect.  Whereupon,  After  all  the  Brethren  below  the  degree  of  Past  Master 
had  retired,  a  Lodge  of  Past  Masters  was  opened,  in  ancient  form. — M.  W., 
John  Tipton,  G.  M.,  Presiding. 

Brother  Abel  C.  Pepper  was  duly  installed  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master,  and  Brother  G.  W.  Johnston,  Bight  AYorshipful  Deputy  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months 

The  Past  Masters'  Lodge  was  then  closed,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  pro- 
ceeded to  labor  as  before. — M.  W.,  Abel  C.  Pepper,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

The  other  Grand  Officers  elect  were  then  duly  installed  into  their  respec- 
tive offices,  by  the  Grand  blaster. 

Brother  Gregg,  from  the  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  reports 
of  the  several  District  Masters,  and  the  communication  from  Scott  Lodge, 
presented  the  following  report : 

The  District  Masters  of  the  first  and  third  districts  have  made  detailed  reports 
of  the  situation  of  the  Lodges  in  their  respective  districts,  that  show  the  result  of 
much  labor  and  exertion  on  their  part,  highly  creditable  and  praiseworthy  to  the 
Brothers  who  performed  it.  The  District  Master  of  the  second  district  has  also  made 
a  report,  but  not  so  full  as  your  committee  could  have  wished.  They  have,  notwith- 
standing, the  fullest  confidence  in  the  zeal  and  ability  of  the  Brother  who  performed 
the  service,  and  are  well  satisfied  that  circumstances  beyond  his  control  prevented 
him  from  dpjng  any  thing  better  than  he  has,  witliout  unreasonable  exertion  on  his 
part.  The  object  for  which  they  were  appointed  has  in  part  been  accomplished,  and 
much  useful  information  disseminated.  Brother  Flunter  has  rendered  his  account 
for  $45  00;  Brother  Sheets,  for  $25  00,  and  Brother  Mason,  for  $60  00,  which  your 
committee  deem  reasonable,  and  recommend  to  be  allowed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  as 
per  their  own  reports ;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  enter  a  credit 
for  the  sums  which  they  have  severally  reported  to  have  been  received  from  the  sub- 
ordinate Lodges,  to  the  said  Lodges,  to  be  deducted  from  the  accounts  due  from  said 
Lodges  to  this  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee  deem  a  further  appointment  of  Dis- 
trict Masters,  at  the  present  time,  as  inexpedient. 
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On  the  subject  of  the  Lodges  that  have  not  been  represented  for  two  years,  and 
■which  are  in  arrears  to  this  Grand  Lodge: 

1st.  Vevay  Lodge  has  not  been  represented,  or  heard  from,  since  182-5,  and,  from 
the  best  information,  has  ceased  to  work  for  several  years.  Zif,  Palestine,  and  Hin- 
dostan  Lodges  have  also  failed  to  pay  up  their  dues,  and  have  not  been  represented 
for  several  years ;  and,  from  the  best  account?,  are  in  a  disorganized  and  unmasonic 
condition.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved.  That  the  Charters  of  Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7;  Zif  Lodge,  No.  8;  Palestine 
Lodge,  No.  14,  and  Hindostan  Lodge,  No.  2G,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  arrested 
by  this  Grand  Lodge:  and  the  Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  fully  authorized  by  this 
Grand  Lodge,  to  take  possession  of  the  papers,  books,  dues,  tools,  jewels  and  furni- 
ture of  said  Lodges,  as  soon  as  he  can  get  possession  of  the  same,  for  the  use  of  this 
Grand  Lodge;  and  that  he  report  specially  what  lie  has  done  in  the  premises,  to  the 
next  Annual  Grand  Communication  thereof;  and  that  he  inform  said  Lodges  of  the 
determination  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  as  soon  as  iiossible. 

2d.  With  regard  to  Scott  and  Solomon  Lodges,  your  committee  are  satisfied,  from 
the  evidence  they  have  before  them,  that  said  Lodges  wish  to  pay  up  their  dues  to 
this  Grand  Lodge,  and  surrender  their  Charters.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Charters  of  Scott  Lodge,  No  12,  and  Solomon  Lodge,  No.  27,  be 
returned  to  them  for  the  present;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  fully 
authorized  to  make  settlement  with  said  Lodges;  and  that,  upon  the  full  payment 
of  the  several  sums  due  from  said  Lodges  to  the  Grand  Secretarj^,  he  is  authorized 
to  receive  a  surrender  of  their  Charters,  and  report  the  sums  so  received,  and  time 
when  the  surrender  was  made,  to  the  nest  Annual  Grand  Communication, 

3d.  And  with  respect  to  Union,  Blazing  Star,  Pisgah,  Posey,  Jennings,  Blooming- 
ton,  Lafayette  and  Charity  Lodges  your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  transmit  to  Union  Lodge,  No.  2 ; 
Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  3 ;  Pisgah  Lodge,  No.  5 ;  Pos>ey  Lodge,  No.  9;  Jenuings 
Lodge,  No.  17;  Bloomington  Lodge,  No.  22;  Lafayette  Lodge,  No.  28,  and  Charity  Lodge, 
No.  30,  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  their  respective  dues,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
informing  them  that  unless  the  same  is  paid  or  satisfied  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
the  next  .-Vnnual  Grand  Communication,  their  Charters  will  be  arrested,  unless  good 
cause  be  shown  to  the  contrary. 

Resolved,  That  if  any  of  said  Lodges  offer  to  pay  up  their  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  surrender  their  Charters  and  furniture  for  the  use  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the 
Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  the  surrender,  upon  the  payment  of 
the  dues  as  above. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  no  subordinate  Lodge 
can  make  a  conditional  surrender  of  its  Charter;  and  that  if  it  wishes  to  dispose  of 
its  personal  property  over  and  above  what  its  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge  may  amount 
to,  it  must  be  done  before  its  Charter  is  surrendered;  as  upon  the  surrender,  their 
tools,  jewels,  furniture,  books  and  papers  are  forfeited,  of  right,  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  any  subordinate  Lodge,  whether  in  arrears  or  otherwise,  is  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  voluntarily  surrender  its  Cliarter  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  or  to 
the  Grand  Secretary  thereof  in  vacation,  with  or  without  payment  of  its  arrears; 
and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  is  required  to  receive  the  same,  and  take  possession 
of  the  jewels  and  other  personal  property  belonging  to  such  subordinate  Lodge  at  the 
time  of  such  surrender,  provided  an  inventory  tliereof  (if  any)  is  transmitted  at  the 
same  time,  to  the  Grand  Secretary  or  Grand  Lodge  as  the  case  may  be. 

Brother  Gregg,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  petition  of  ^A"arren  Lodge, — also  the  petitions  of  Benjamin  Cushman 
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and  several  members  of  Wayne  Lodge, — submitted  the  following  reports, 
wliich  were  agreed  to,  and  tlie  resolutions  adopted : 

First. — Your  committee  view  the  regulation  made  by  this  Grand  Lodge  to  be  a 
salutary  one,  which  requires  fifteen  dollars  for  the  first  three  degrees  and  the  whole 
sum  to  be  paid  in  advance.  They  have  seen  numberless  instances,  where  persons 
have  been  entered  only,  and  remained  so  for  years.  And  as  a  further  evidence,  the 
Lodges  were  in  arrears  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  which  is  full  proof  that  many  of  the 
subordinate  Lodges  have  pursued  a  loose  practice  with  regard  to  the  admission  of 
members,  and  enforcing  the  payment  of  dues.  As  one  of  the  essential  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  Freemasonry  is  to  equalize  the  burdens  and  relieve  the  distresses 
of  the  unfortunate,  and  this  can  not  be  done  without  punctuality  on  the  part  of  those 
■who  compose  the  Lodge.  If  a  worthy  and  deserving  object  should  offer,  who  is  un- 
able to  pay  the  fees,  the  Lodge  has  the  power  to  admit  him  grails,  if  the  Society  is  to 
be  benefitted  by  it.  And  in  our  countiy,  where  all  the  conveniences  of  life  are  so 
plenty,  and  wages  high,  there  are  but  few  men,  who  have  an  ardent  desire  to  do  good 
and  render  service  to  their  fellow  men,  but  what  certainly  can  raise  the  sum  re- 
quired. Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient,  at  this  time,  to  make  any  alteration  of  the  ad- 
mission fees  into  subordinate  Lodges. 

Second. — The  committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  the  petition  of  Benja- 
min Cushman,  late  of  Wayne  Lodge,  and  the  petition  of  several  Brethren  of  said 
Lodge ;  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  Wayne  Lodge,  No.  25,  is  hereby  fully  empowered  to  enter  into  a 
re-investigation  of  the  case  of  the  said  Benjamin  Cushman,  heretofore  expelled  by 
said  Lodge;  that  they  may  either  afBrm  the  expulsion,  or  restore  the  said  Cushman, 
as  they  see  proper;  Provided,  however,  tliat  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Master  of  said 
Lodge  to  set  a  time  when  said  re-investigation  shall  take  place,  and  cause  the  mem- 
bers of  said  Lodge  to  be  summoned  to  attend  at  said  trial  or  re-investigation. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Lanier,  the  sum  of  six  dollars  was  appropriated 
to  pay  the  subscription  for  two  copies  of  the  Masonie  Mirror,  printed  at 
Rochester,  New  York;  and  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  subscribe 
for  one  copy  of  the  American  Masonic  Record,  a  paper  published  at  Albany, 
in  said  State,  for  the  use  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  JoJtnsfon  presented  the  following  amendments  to  the  Grand 
Constitution,  which  being  read,  were  entered  on  the  minutes  and  ordered 
to  lie  over  until  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication ; 

That  the  word  "shall,"  in  the  third  and  sixth  lines  of  the  20th  Section  of  the 
present  Grand  Constitution  be  stricken  out,  and  the  word  7)iai/  inserted  in  lieu  thereof. 

That  the  2r)tli  Scctiou  be  amended,  by  adding  the  words  aiid  paid,  after  the  word 
"with,"  in  the  last  line. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

A  Lodge  of  Past  Masters  was  then  opened. — M.  W.,  Abel  C.  Pepper, 
G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Lionel  James  Larkin  was  then  duly  introduced  and  installed 
as  Worshipful  Master  of  Philanthropic  Lodge,  No.  36. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Past  blasters'  Lodge  was  closed. 
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Two  o'clock,  p.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  jDursuant  to  adjournment,. — M.  W.,  Abel  C. 
Pepper.  G-.  M.,  presiding. 

B-rotlier  Isaac  Howk,  P.  G.  M.,  entered  and  took  his  seat. 

Brother  Lanier  presented  the  credentials  of  the  representative  from 
Washington  Lodge,  No.  13,  which  were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  Returns  and  Credentials.  "Whereupon,  Brother  Morrison,  from  the  said 
committee,  reported, — that  Brother  J.  F.  D.  Lanier  is  the  proxy  for  said 
Washington  Lodge;  which  report  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Morrison,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  no  Grand  OiScer  be  required  to  give  security  for  the  per- 
formance of  his  official  duties. 

Resolved,  That  the  amount  due  from  the  estate  of  Brother  Wm.  H.  Lilly,  late 
Grand  Treasurer,  be  considered  as  lost  to  the  Grand  Lodge, — his  estate  being  deemed 
insolvent;  and  that  no  proceedings  be  instituted  on  his  bonds. 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Wm.  C.  Keen,  late  Grand  Secretary,  be  cited  to  appear 
before  this  Grand  Lodge  at  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication,  to  show  cause 
why  he  does  not  account  with  and  pay  over  to  the  present  Grand  Secretary,  the 
amount  with  which  he  is  chargeable;  and  further,  to  do  and  receive  whatsoever 
may  be  then  and  there  adjudged  of  him,  should  he  in  the  mean  time  neglect  or  refuse 
to  discharge  his  an-earages. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  furnish  Brother  Keen  with  a  copy  of  this 
resolution. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Todd,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  present  session,  elect  a  Grand  Lecturer, 
who  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  salary,  but  shall  be  invested  with  all  necessary 
powers,  and  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  nest  Annual  Grand  Communication; 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  at  the  request  of  any  subordinate  Lodge,  to  visit  and  lecture' 
the  same;  and  shall  be  paid  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  day  so  em- 
ployed, by  the  Lodge  requiring  his  services. 

Brother  7'odd,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution 
refunding  fifty-four  dollars  to  Tipton  Lodge,  and  donating  sixty  dollars  to 
certain  other  Lodges,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  agreed  to,  and 
the  resolutions  adopted : 

The  Committee  deem  it  inexpedient,  as  well  as  improper,  to  pass  any  general 
order  on  the  subject,  but  are  of  opinion  that  the  Grand  Lodge  ought  to  grant  assis- 
tance to  such  Lodges  as  have  been  at  great  expense  in  erecting  Hails.  Your  com- 
mittee would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  fifty-four  dollars  be  refunded  to  Tipton  Lodge,  No.  34, — 
the  amount  paid  by  said  Lodge  into  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  present 
session;  the  above  amount  to  be  applied  to  finishing  the  Masonic  Hall,  now  erected 
in  Logansport. 

Resolved,  That  a  credit  of  sixty  dollars  be  allowed  to  Union  Lodge,  No.  2,  to  go  in 
satisfaction  of  any  debt  that  said  Lodge  may  owe  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  consequence 
of  said  Lodge  having  become  in  debt  on  account  of  having  been  at  great  expense  ia 
erecting  a  spacious  Hall  at  Madison. 

Resolved,  That  the  like  credit  be  allowed  to  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  3,  at  Chailes- 
town,  for  the  same  reason.  And  that  the  same  credit  be  allowed  to  Wayne  Ledge, 
No.  25,  for  tlie  same  reason. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  be  allowed  to  Harmony  Lodge, 
No,  11,  and  Philanthropic  Lodge,  No.  30,  each,  for  the  same  reasons;  Provided,  that 
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the  said  Lodges  respectively  shall  be  bound  to  repay  the  said  sums  respectively  to 
the  Grand  Treasurer  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  when  called  on  to  do  so,  for  the  purpose 
of  enabling  the  Grand  Lodge  to  erect  a  Hall  for  the  use  thereof;  in  which  event,  the 
said  sums  shall  be  considered  as  a  loan  only  without  interest. 

Brother  Parker  presented  the  following  amendment  to  the  Grand  Con- 
stitution, which  being  read,  was  entered  on  the  minutes  and  ordered  to  lie 
over,  until  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication  : 

That  the  4th  Section,  as  lately  printed,  be  amended,  by  striking  out  from  the 
word  "votes,"  in  the  second  line,  to  and  including  the  word  "one,"  in  the  fourth 
line  from  the  top  of  the  second  page,  and  inserting  the  following,  to-wit:  Each  Grand 
Officer  having  one  vote,  excepting  the  Tyler,  tvho  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  /or  Grand  Officers 
only,  Past  Grand  Master  and  Deputy  Grand  Blaster  one,  other  Past  Grand  Officers  col- 
lectively one.  Past  Masters  collectively  one. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  went  into  the  election  of  a  Grand  Lecturer,  in 
pursuance  of  a  resolution  this  day  adopted;  and  on  counting  the  ballots, 
it  appeared  that  Brother  William  Sheets  was  duly  elected. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Gregg,  Brother  Jordan  Vigus,  Grand  Tyler  jyro 
tern,  was  allowed  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  for  his  services  as  such,  during 
the  present  Grand  Communication. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Nohle,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  when  this  Grand  Lodge  adjourns  at  the  close  of  the  present  session, 
it  will  adjourn  to  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  October  next. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning,  at  nine 
o'clock.

Whereupon,  Brother  Morrison,  from 
the  said  committee,  reported, — that  Brother  James  Morrison  is  the  repre- 
sentative from  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  3,  and  J.  F.  D.  Lanier,  from  Scott 
Lodge,  No.  12;  which  report  was  agreed  to. 
•     On  motion  of  Brother  Sheets,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  present  ofiicers  of  Solomons  Lodge,  No.  27,  be  authorized,  with- 
out an  order  of  said  Lodge,  to  make  a  settlement  of  the  affairs  of  said  Lodge,  gen- 
erally, and  the  settlement  with  the  Grand  Secretary  as  contemplated  by  a  resolution 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  on  that  subject.

event,  the  said  sum  shall  be  considered  as  a  loan  only,  without  interest. 

Brother  Wick,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  receive  proposals  for 
printing  the  Proceedings  of  the  pi'esent  Grand  Communication,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  received  pi-oposals  from  A.  F.  Morrison,  of  Indianapolis, — at 
32f  cents  per  thousand  ems  ;  32|  cents  per  token ;  and  $i  25  per  ream  for  paper 
(best  quality);  the  work  to  be  done  in  a  neat  and  workmanlike  manner.  Your  com- 
mittee, therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Jlr.  Morrison  be  employed  to  print  the  Proceedings  of  the  present 
Grand  Communication,  at  the  rates  proposed;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  furnish 
him  a  copy  thereof,  for  that  i^urpose. 

Brother  Martin.,  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  concurred  in  : 

Owing  to  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer, 
your  committee  have  been  unable  to  get  the  books  and  papers,  by  which  a  satisfactory 
report  could  have  been  made.  Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  required  to  make  a  detailed  report  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Also,  the  amount  due  from  each  subordinate  Lodge,  up 
to  the  last  day  of  the  present  session,  inclusive,  with  a  statement  of  the  length  of 
time  said  Lodges  have  been  in  arrears,  and  when  last  represented.  Said  report  to 
be  made  on  the  first  day  of  the  next  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Stewart,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  communication  from  Samuel  Downing,  made  the  following  report,  which 
was  concurred  in : 
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Tour  committee  have  examined  the  communication  of  Brother  Samuel  Downing, 
and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  Dispensation  issue  to  Samuel  Downing,  Gideon  B.  Hart,  John  C. 
Hubbard,  William  Herrod  and  Philip  Sweetzer,  Master  Masons,  resident  at  or  near 
Columbus,  Bartholomew  county,  in  ancient  form  as  a  Lodge,  by  the  name  of  Saint 
John's  Lodge,  (U.  D.);  and  that  Samuel  Downing  be  the  first  Worshipful  blaster 
thereof,  Gideon  B.  Hart,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  John  C.  Hubbard,  the  Junior  War- 
den, And  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  issue  the  same,  on  payment 
of  the  fee. 

Brother  Isaac  Howk,  P.  G.  M.,  entered  and  took  liis  seat. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  proceeded  to  the  installation  of  the  Grand  Offi- 
cers elect.  Whereupon,  after  all  the  Brethren  present,  below  the  degree 
of  Past  Master,  had  retired,  a  Lodge  of  Past  Masters  was  opened  in 
ancient  form — M.  "W.,  Isaac  Howk,  P.  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Philip  Mason  was  duly  installed  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master,  and  William  Sheets,  the  Bight  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months. 

The  Past  Masters'  Lodge  was  then  duly  closed,  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
proceeded  to  labor  as  before. — M.  AV.,  Philip  Mason,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

The  other  Grand  Officers  elect  were  then  duly  installed  by  the  Grand 
Master. 

The  sum  of  ten  dollars  was  allowed  Brother  A.  W.  Morris,  for  Tyling 
and  money  expended  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge  during  the  present 
Grand  Communication. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Martin,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  pi-ocure  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the 
Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Communication  to  be  printed;  and  that  he  cause  to  be 
appended,  at  the  end  of  said  Proceedings,  the  Grand  Constitution,  and  the  Rules  of 
Order  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  further.  That  he  forward  one  copy  thereof  to  each  of  the  Grand  Ofiicers, 
three  copies  to  each  subordinate  Lodge,  and  one  copy  to  each  foreign  Grand  Lodge 
in  correspondence  with  this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Piirdi/,  the  resolution  offered  yesterday  by  him, 
on  the  subject  of  subordinate  Lodges  giving  credit  for  initiation  fees,  was 
taken  up  and  adopted. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGE  OF  INDIANA. 


Section  1.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  consist  of  the  Grand  OflBcers,  Past 
Grand  Officers,  Past  Masters,  the  officers  of  not  less  than  five  subordinate 
chartered  Lodges  and  representatives  from  said  Lodges;  which  Lodges  are 
permitted  to  appoint  p?'o,rR's,  who  must  be  Master  Masons  and  members  of 
a  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  appointment 
must  be  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  said  Lodge,  with  its  seal  annexed. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be,  and  rank  as  follows  : 

MOST  WORSHIPFUL  GRAND  MASTER, 

EIGHT  AVORSHIPFUL  DEPUTY  GRAND  MASTER. 

WORSHIPFUL  SENIOR  GRAND  WARDEN, 

WORSHIPFUL  JUNIOR  GRAND  WARDEN, 

MOST  REVEREND  GRAND  CHAPLAIN, 

GRAND  ORATOR, 

GRAND  SECRETARY, 

GRAND  TREASURER, 

GRAND  MARSHAL, 

GRAND  SAVORD  BEARER, 

SENIOR  GRAND  DEACON, 

JUNIOR  GRAND  DEACON, 

GRAND  PURSUIVANT, 

GRAND  STEWARD, 

GRAND  TYLER. 

Who  shall  be  elected  by  written  ballots,  to  be  collected  by  the  Senior 
Grand  Deacon  from  among  the  working  members  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  : 
Provided,  that  no  member  be  thereby  raised  to  a  degree  higher  than  he 
may  have  attained  in  his  proper  Lodge,  and  who  shall  be  duly  installed. 
No  officer  elect,  shall  act  as  such,  until  after  installation. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  election  of  Grand  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall 
take  place  on  the  third  day  of  the  session,  and  at  no  other  time ;  and  im- 
mediately after  such  election,  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  fix  upon  its  site  for 
the  ensuing  year  by  ballot. 

Sec.  4.  Elections  and  all  matters  of  controversy  shall  be  determined  by 
a  majority  of  votes :  the  Grand  Master  or  officer  presiding  having  one  vote 
(and  in  case  of  equal  division,  two) — the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  one;  but 
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in  case  of  the  absence  or  declining  to  vote  of  either  of  the  Grand  Wardens, 
the  power  of  voting  shall  devolve  upon  the  other  Grand  Warden — the  Grand 
Wardens,  jointly  one — the  Past  Grand  Officers  and  Past  Masters,  collec- 
tively, one — and  each  Lodge  represented,  one — but  no  Brother  can  vote  in 
a  double  capacity;  nor  shall  any  Brother  be  entitled  to  more  than  two 
votes  in  any  capacity  whatsoever,  except  such  cases  as  are  already  provided 
for  by  the  Grand  Constitution  ;  and  all  Grand  Officers,  whether  created  by 
resolution  or  this  Constitution,  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  on  cjuestions  of 
order  and  propriety. 

Sec.  5.  The  votes  shall  be  taken  as  the  voters  are  called  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  who  shall  observe  rank  and  seniority,  commencing  with  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master,  and,  if  any  irregularity  transpires,  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master  shall  order  a  new  election ;  and,  if  any  member 
is  convicted  of  wilfully  creating  such  irregularity  he  shall  be  forever  sus- 
pended from  his  seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  6.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  power  at  each  session,  to  fix  the 
time  of  its  next  meeting,  when  the  members  shall  punctually  attend,  and 
the  Lodge  shall  be  opened  with  all  Masonic  solemnity ;  and  after  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  last  Grand  Communication  have  been  read,  the  following 
committees  shall  be  appointed,  and  shall  continue  for  the  several  special 
purposes  only  during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to-wit :  1st,  a  com- 
mittee of  three  members,  deputies  from  three  different  subordinate  Lodges, 
to  examine  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer, 
and  receipts  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund,  and  report  a  statement  thereof  j 
and  also  ascertain  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Communication.  2d,  a  com- 
mittee of  three  members  to  hear  and  examine  into  grievances,  and  make 
due  report  thereof  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  3d,  a  committee  of  two  members 
to  examine  attendant  and  visiting  Brethren,  admitting  none  but  of  the 
Master  Masons'  degree.  4th,  a  committee  of  two  members  to  inspect  the 
working  of  Lodges  under  Dispensation.  5th,  a  committee  of  two  members 
on  unfinished  business.  6th,  a  committee  of  three  members  on  foreign 
communications. 

Sec.  7.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  receive  appeals,  redress  grievances,  and 
settle  complaints  of  the  subordinate  Lodges ;  grant  warrants ;  authorize 
new  Lodges  to  work ;  reprehend  malconduct  in  the  subordinate  Lodges  or 
their  members  ;  relieve  distressed  Brethren,  their  widows  and  children ; 
assess  reasonable  contributions  for  the  Charity  Fund  or  other  exigencies  j 
devise  and  design  plans,  problems  and  positions  for  the  subordinate  Lodges 
to  execute  ;  and  hold  such  correspondence  with  other  Grand  Lodges,  as 
they  shall  deem  expedient  to  advance  the  good  of  the  Fraternity. 

Sec.  8.  During  the  vacation  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  every  Grand  Officer, 
in  proportion  to  his  superiority,  shall  have  special  care  of  the  subordinate 
Lodges ;    directing   their  plans,  problems   and   positions   to   be  executed, 
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agreeably  to  the  ancient  landmarks,  usages  and  customs  of  the  sublime 
Order  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masonry. 

Sec.  9.  The  Most  AYorshipful  Grand  Master  has  the  power  to  convene 
the  Grand  Lodge  on  emergency ;  to  command  the  advice  and  assistance,  at 
anytime,  of  any  or  all  the  subordinate  officers,  on  the  business  of  the  Craft, 
and  in  case  of  vacancy,  by  death  or  refusal  to  serve,  in  Grand  Offices,  to 
nominate,  appoint  and  install  other  Brethren  to  fill  such  vacancies ;  and 
during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  grant  Dispensations  at  his  dis- 
cretion ;  but  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  can  not  make  or  second 
a  motion. 

Sec.  10.  In  the  absence  of  the  Most  "Worshipful  Grand  Master,  the 
Eight  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master  is  invested  with  his  powers  and 
privileges,  and  liable  to  like  disability ;  and  in  ease  of  the  death  or  refusal 
to  serve  or  instal,  during  the  period  for  which  he  was  elected,  the  powers 
and  privileges  of  the  Grand  Master  shall  devolve  upon  and  become  the 
right  of  the  following  Brethren,  in  order,  as  follows  :  1st,  the  Eight  Wor- 
shipful Deputy  Grand  Master  ;  2d,  the  AVorshipful  Senior  Grand  Warden  ; 
3d,  the  Worshipful  Junior  Grand  Warden  ;  4th,  the  Past  Grand  Officers, 
according  to  rank  and  seniority ;  5th,  the  presiding  Masters  of  subordinate 
Lodges,  according  to  rank ;  6th,  the  Past  Masters,  according  to  rank  and 
seniority. 

Sec.  11.  The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  must  install  his  Deputy; 
but  may  deputize  to  instal  the  other  Grand  Officers  and  any  officer  of  a 
subordinate  Lodge. 

Sec.  12.  The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  or  president  pro  tern.,  shall 
sign  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  when  properly  prepared  and 
read  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  Brethren 
present. 

Sec.  13.  The  Most  Eeverend  Grand  Chaplain  shall  say  prayers  at  the 
opening  and  closing  of  every  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  prepare  and  preach 
suitable  sermons,  on  such  occasions  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Most  Wor- 
shipful Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  14.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair,  true  and  regular  registry 
in  proper  books,  of  all  the  proceedings  at  the  Grand  Lodge,  which,  after 
they  have  been  duly  ratified  and  signed,  he  shall  file  among  the  records 
of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  he  shall  also  authenticate  all  Avarrants,  certificates 
and  other  instruments,  by  affixing  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  attest- 
ing by  his  signature ;  he  shall  keep  all  the  books,  records,  papers,  seal, 
etc.,  the  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  deliver  them  up  on  their 
requisition;  he  shall  attend  personally  or  by  his  agent,  who  must  be  a 
member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  his  books  and  papers,  etc.,  on  every 
, assembly;  he  shall  procure  all  the  books  and  stationery  for  the  Grand 
Lodge — draw  on  the    Grand   Treasurer  for   the   amount,  who  is  hereby 
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authorized  to  answer  such  draft ;  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following 
fees,  as  compensation  for  services :  1st,  he  shall  be  paid,  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  six  and  a  fourth  cents  for  every  hundred  words,  which  is  actually 
and  necessarily  written  for  their  use,  and  by  their  directions  ;  2d,  he  shall  be 
paid  by  parties  employing  him  for  copying  from  the  records,  files  and  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  other  writings,  ten  cents  for  every  hundred 
words,  he  finding  for  that  purpose  his  own  stationery;  3d,  he  shall  be  paid 
by  those  employing  him,  one  dollar  for  affixing  his  seal  of  office  to  any  in- 
strument of  writing  whatever,  except  it  be  for  a  Warrant  or  Dispensation ; 
but  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  fee  for  affixing  his  seal 
of  office  to  any  instrument  of  writing  or  record  for  the  use  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  such  as  particular  summonses,  copies  of  proceedings  sent  to  foreign 
Grand  Lodges,  etc. 

Sec.  15.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  always,  so  far  as  he  is  possessed  of 
the  proper  documents,  have  his  books  completed  and  ready  to  produce  to 
every  Grand  Communication. 

Sec.  16.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  account  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  all 
moneys  received  by  him ;  nor  shall  he  pay  out  any  moneys  without  the 
order  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  or  of  the  Grand  Charity  Stew- 
ards, except  as  already  provided;  and  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  each  Com- 
munication, lay  a  statement  of  his  accounts'  before  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  17.  Any  Grand  Officer  withdrawing  himself  during  his  appoint- 
ment as  such,  from  the  subordinate  Lodge  to  which  he  belonged  at  the 
time  of  his  election,  shall  vacate  his  seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  18.  The  Grand  Charity  Fund  shall  be  subject  to  such  applications, 
as  the  Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Charity  Stewards  may  direct. 

Sec.  19.  Four  Brothers,  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  together  with 
the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  duly  elected,  shall  be  the  Stewards  of 
the  Grand  Charity  Fund;  three  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Their 
duty  shall  be,  to  superintend  and  apply  all  the  said  funds  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  with  care  and  economy,  and  they  are  authorized  to  draw  orders  oa 
the  Grand  Treasurer ;  to  make  report,  in  writing,  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
during  the  last  twelve  months,  and  solicit  the  advice  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  eases  of  doubt  and  intricacy. 

Sec.  20.  Subordinate  Lodges,  which  shall  not  be  represented  for  two 
successive  Grand  Communications,  or  who  shall  be  in  arrears  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  two  years,  shall  be  suspended  from  all  the  privileges  of  the  Order, 
until  they  shall  comply  with  both  these  requisitions ;  and  upon  an  order 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  to  that  efi"ect,  at  a  time  to  be  specified  therein,  shall 
be  finally  stricken  off  the  list  of  Lodges  and  have  their  Charter  with- 
drawn— due  notice  of  which  order  to  be  communicated  to  them  by  the 
Grand  Secretary  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  21.  Every  subordinate  Lodge  shall   hereafter  be  accountable  for, 
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and  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  Grand  Treasurer,  on  account  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  every  twelve  months,  for  each  Mason  initiated  during  the  preceding 
twelve  months,  one  dollar — and  for  every  member  of  each  subordinate 
Lodge,  fifty  cents. 

Sec.  22.  No  subordinate  Lodge  shall  confer  the  degree  of  Past  Master, 
unless  on  those  who  have  been  elected  to  fill  the  Chair ;  and  no  Past  Mas- 
ter, who  may  have  taken  that  degree  only  as  preparatory  to  higher  degrees, 
shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Lodge  by  virtue  thereof. 

Sec.  23.  Every  association  of  Masons,  who  may  be  hereafter  permitted 
to  receive  a  Charter  to  authorize  them  to  work  as  a  regular  Lodge  of  Ma- 
sons, shall  for  the  same,  pay  into  the  Grand  Charity  Fund,  thirty  dollars, 
before  said  Charter  is  issued,  and  a  fee  to  the  Grand  Secretary  for  engros- 
sing and  afiixing  the  seal  of  ofiice,  parchment  and  recording,  of  six  dollars  ; 
and  every  association  of  Masons,  who  may  be  permitted  to  receive  a  Dis- 
pensation to  work  as  a  Lodge  of  Masons,  shall  pay  into  the  Grand  Charity 
Fund,  five  dollars,  and  three  dollars  to  the  Grand  Secretary :  Provided, 
hoivcvcr,  that  this  Article  shall  not  apply  to  any  Lodge  which  may  now 
surrender  or  hereafter  may  surrender  their  Charters,  held  of  other  Grand 
Lodges  to  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  purpose  of  being 
subordinate  thereto. 

Sec.  24.  Every  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  every  member  of  subor- 
dinate Lodges  shall  pay  due  respect  and  submission  to  the  res23ective  ofii- 
cers  and  Masons — to  live  in  peace,  harmony  and  love  with  all  mankind — to 
despise  hatred,  malice  and  calumny — to  practice  universal  charity  and  be- 
nevolence— to  avoid  as  much  as  possible,  all  law  suits — to  su^bmit  all  difi'er- 
ences,  except  such  as  relate  to  real  and  personal  property,  to  be  reconciled 
by  the  several  Lodges  to  which  they  belong,  or  by  the  Grand  Lodge ;  and 
every  Freemason  is  always  enjoined  to  avoid  addressing  a  Brother  or  cowen 
as  a  Mason  unless  in  open  Lodge,  under  the  penalty  of  a  severe  reprimand. 

Sec.  25.  That  no  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  in  its  deliberations  until  their  accounts  are 
settled  with  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Sec.  26.  That  it  shall  not  be  the  duty  of  the  G-rand  Tyler  to  furnish 
any  refreshments  at  each  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  same. 

Sec.  27.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  not  have  published  in  newspapers 
the  names  of  persons  returned  as  suspended  by  subordinate  Lodges. 

Sec.  28.  No  By-Law  shall  be  altered,  annulled  or  adopted,  until  a 
proposition  shall  have  been  introduced  in  open  Lodge,  seconded  and  re- 
mained over  one  whole  vacation.

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  Return  of 
Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6,  together  with  the  credentials  of  its  representa- 
tive ;  which  were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Returns  and  Cre- 
dentials. Also,  the  following  communication  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  Kentucky,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence : 

Lexington,  Kentucky,  1st  March,  1831. 

31.  W.  Brother: — At  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ken- 
tucky held  in  1830,  at  this  plaq,e,  a  resolution,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy, 
was  adopted : 

"Whereas,  This  Grand  Lodge  is  informed  by  Owen  Lodge,  No".  68,  that  Rising 
Sun  Lodge  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  has  initiated  sundry  persons,  residing  in  Gallatia 
county,  Kentucky  ; 
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''Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  ^Master  correspond  with  the  M  W.  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  Indiana,  and  call  his  attention  to  this  subject,  and  request  that  such  measures 
may  be  taken,  as  to  remove  any  cause  of  complaint  on  this  subject  in  future.'' — [Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  pages  27  and  28). 

Believing  that  there  can  be  no  difSculty  as  to  any  principle  of  jurisdiction  be- 
tween us,  I  presume  that  I  need  only  call  your  attention  to  the  subject,  confident 
that  if  there  is  any  cause  of  complaint,  it  will  be  removed;  and  that  any  mistake 
can  be  explained.  Respectfully  and  fraternally,  yours,  etc.,

Brother  Tipton,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

Tour  committee  have  carefully  perused  the  communications  received  from  our 
sister  Grand  Lodges  of  Virginia,  New  Hampshire,  Alabama,  New  York,  Maryland, 
Louisiana,  Ohio,  Tennessee,  Georgia,  North  Carolina,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island, 
District  of  Columbia,  Territory  of  Florida,  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova 
Scotia,  and  from  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Ohio.  By  these  communications, 
Masonry  appears  to  be  flourishing,  notwithstanding  the  unjustifiable  opposition  set 
up  against  it;  and  confirms  the  belief  of  your  committee,  that  if  Masons  live  up  to 
the  principles  of  the  Order,  they  have  nothing  to  fear.  Your  committee  do  not  dis- 
cover any  thing  in  the  documents  referred  to  them  that  requires  special  notice  from 
the  Grand  Lodge,  except  an  address  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
to  the  people  of  that  State.  Your  committee  consider  it  a  clear,  able  and  lucid  ex- 
pose of  the  principles  of  our  Order,  and  are  of  opinion  that  it  was  called  for  by  the 
conduct  of  the  opposition  in  that  State;  and  your  committee  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  approve  and  fully  concur  in  the  sentiments  con- 
tained in  an  address  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Provi- 
dence Plantations,  to  the  people  of  that  State,  of  the  13tli  of  June,  1831. 

They  also  recommend  a  tender  of  fraternal  acknowledgments  and  a  continuance 
of  correspondence. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and 
ordered  to  be  entered  on  the  proceedings  : 

The  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  submit  the  following  statement  of  the 
accounts  of  the  late  Grand  Treasurer,  Brother  H.  Gregg: 

In  relation  to  Brother  Gregg's  account,  we  have  had  to  depend  upon  the  report  of 
a  committee  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  1829;  from  which  it  appears  that  at  that  time 
there  was  in  the  hands  of  the  late  Grand  Treasurer,  in  cash  and  Notes,  $378  00. 
The  Grand  Secretary's  book  shows,  that  in  November,  1829,  there  was  paid  by  him 
to  Brother  Gregg,  §77  50;  making,  in  all,  in  his  hands,  $455  50. 

The  late  Grand  Treasurer  has  been  repeatedly  spoken  to  by  us  upon  the  subject 
of  his  accounts,  and  he  has  repeatedly  expressed  his  willingness  to  make  a  final 
adjustment  of  them;  but  has  failed  to  do  it. 

Brother  Kelso,  from  the  committee  on  Returns  and  Credentials,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

That  from  the  Return  of  liiram  Lodge.  No.  18,  Brother  P.  M.  O'Haver  is  the  rep- 
resentative from  said  Lodge  by  appointment;  and  that  Brother  Wm.  Sheets  is  the 
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proxy  for  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6.  And  that  from  the  facts  detailed  in  the  Eelurn 
of  Western  Star  Lodge,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  expedient  for  this 
M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  to  accept  the  surrender  of  its  Charter;  and  would,  therefore, 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved.  That  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  do  accept  the  Charter  of  Western  Star 
Lodge,  No.  34;  and  that  the  Worshipful  Master  of  said  Lodge  be  authorized  and 
required  to  settle  the  concerns  of  said  Lodge  with  the  Grand  Secretary,  between 
this  time  and  the  fii'st  day  of  the  next  session  of  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Stout,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  make  arrangements  for 
a  procession  and  dinner,  reported  that  the  committee  had  made  the  appro- 
priate arrangements. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Davis,  the  repoi't  of  the  committee  on  Unfinished 
Business  was  taken  up;  and,  on  the  question,  "Shall  the  report  be  con- 
curred in  ?"  the  vote  by  Lodges  was  called  for.  Ayes,  the  Grand  Wardens 
collectively,  Past  Grand  Officers  collectively,  Past  Masters  collectively,  and 
Lodges  Nos.  16,  18,  21—6.  Mes,  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  and  Lodges  Nos. 
1,  30,  31,  32,  33,  37 — 6.  The  votes  being  equal,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master 
gave  the  casting  vote  in  the  negative.     So  the  repoi't  was  not  concurred  in. 

Brother  Tipton  presented  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  which 
was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

Whereas,  Vevay  Lodge,  No.  7,  not  being  represented  for  several  years,  has  for- 
feited its  Charter  and  ceased  to  work  as  a  Lodge ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Daniel  Kelso  be,  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  an  agent  for 
this  Grand  Lodge,  with  full  power  to  demand,  receive,  and,  if  necessary,  to  sue  for 
all  tools,  jewels,  books,  papers,  and  all  other  elfects  of  said  Lodge  which  have  been 
so  forfeited ;  and  when  received,  to  hand  the  same  over  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  to 
be  by  him  deposited  in  the  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Tipton,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  transmit  forthwith  to  each 
Bubordinate  Lodge  in  arrears  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  a  statement  of  the  amount  due 
from  said  Lodge,  with  a  request  that  payment  be  made  on  or  before  the  24th  of 
June  next. 

Resolved,  That  on  the  failure  of  any  subordinate  Lodge,  which  may  have  been  in 
arrears  or  not  represented  in  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  past  two  years,  to  comply 
"with  the  request  of  the  Grand  Secretarj',  as  contemplated  in  the  foregoing  resolu- 
tion, he  be  directed  to  proceed  in  person,  or  by  special  agent,  immediately  after  the 
24th  of  June  next,  to  each  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  so  in  arrears  and  not  repre- 
sented for  two  years,  and  take  into  his  possession  all  books,  papers,  tools,  jewels,  and 
moneys  belonging  to  such  Lodges;  and  hold  the  same  subject  to  the  order  of  this 
M.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  further.  That  the  J\L  W.  Grand  iMaster  be  requested  to  cause  all  moneys 
that  now  are  or  hereafter  may  come  into  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary  or  Grand 
Treasurer,  to  be  forthwith  deposited  in  the  United  States  Branch  Bank,  at  Cincin- 
nati or  Louisville;  and  that  he  cause  the  certificate  of  such  deposit  to  be  filed  with 
the  Grand  Secretary. 

On  Motion  of  Brother  Davis,\he  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  election 
of  its  officers  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months  ;  and  Brothers  Davis  and  Stout 
•were  appointed  to  act  as  tellers.  Whereupon,  it  appeared,  upon  counting 
the  ballots,  that  the  following  Brethren  were  duly  elected  :

R.  W.,  Joii.v  B.  Martin  (of  Vincennes),  Deputy  Grand  Master.

John  Tipton  (of  Logansport),  Grand  Treasurer.

On  motion  of  Brother  Parker^  the  Grand  Lodge  then  proceeded  to  select 
a  site  for  the  next  Grand  Lodge  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months,  Brothers 
Davis  and  Stout  acting  as  tellers ;  whereupon,  it  appeared,  upon  counting 
the  ballots,  that  the  town  of  Salem  was  duly  selected. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,. — R.  W.,  William 
Sheets,  D.  G.  M.,  presiding. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Tipton^  the  Grand  Lodge  took  up  the  resolution 
offered  by  Brother  Davis  on  Monday  last,  relative  to  the  purchase  of  a  Lot 
in  some  suitable  place  for  the  erection  of  a  Grand  Masonic  Hall.  Where- 
upon, the  blank  in  said  resolution  was  filled  with  the  town  of  Indianapolis. 
The  resolution,  as  amended,  was  then  adopted  ;  and  Brothers  Davis,  Purdy 
and  Morris  were  appointed  a  committee  to  carry  said  resolution  into  effect. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Purely^  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  when  this  Grand  Lodge  does  adjourn,  it  adjourn  to  meet  at  Salem, 
in  the  county  of  Washington,  on  the  first  Monday  in  October  next. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Piirdi/,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  was  allowed  to 
Brother  Roseman  for  his  services  as  Tyler,  and  for  fuel  furnished  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Harris,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously 

adopted  : 

JiesolveJ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  tendered  to  Vincennes  Lodge, 
No  1,  for  the  use  of  its  Hall  and  jewels,  and  for  the  Brotherly  and  respectful  atten- 
tion of  its  members  Individually. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  sis  o'clock  this  evening. 
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Six  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. —  It.  W.,  William 
Sheets,  D.  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Tipton^  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  made  the  followino' 
reports,  which  were  read  and  concurred  in : 

First. — That  fi-om  the  books  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  he  is  chargeable  with  cash 
received  of  Brother  \\m.  Sheets,  acting  Grand  Secretary  of  last  Grand  Communica- 
tion, ?117  00. 

Out  of  which  he  has  paid  the  Grand  Treasurer,  as  per  vouchers,  $87  00;  for  ata- 
tionei'y  and  postage  on  letters,  $4  43| ;  retained  in  his  hands  for  Tyling  last  session 
and  for  Charter  of  Perry  Lodge,  $1G  00;  his  claims  for  services  as  Grand  Secretary 
from  4th  of  November,  1830,  to  present  Grand  Communication,  $75  00 — making  the 
amount  for  which  he  is  entitled  to  a  credit,  $182  43|.  From  which  deduct  $117  00 
as  above,  and  there  will  be  due  the  Grand  Secretary  $65  431. 

Your  committee  deem  the  account  of  the  Grand  Secretary  reasonable;  and,  there- 
fore, recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  account  of  Brother  A.  W.  Morris,  Grand  Secretary,  be  allowed. 

Your  committee  find  that  the  disbursements  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund  amount 
to  $3  25;  which  sum  was  expended  by  Brother  Morris,  and  though  not  strictly'  legal, 
they  deem  it  a  necessary  one ;  they,  therefore,  recommend  that  Brother  Morris  be 
allowed  that  amount. 

On  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  they  find  them  correct, 
be  having  received  from  the  Grand  Secretary  $87  00,  and  expended,  as  per  vouchers 
$48  92,  which  deducted  from  $87  00,  as  above,  will  leave  in  the  hands  of  Brother 
Walker  $38  08.  Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  Brother  John  AValker,  Grand  Treasurer,  be  authorized  to  pay  to 
the  Grand  Secretary,  the  sum  of  thirty-eight  dollars  and  eight  cents. 

Second. — Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary 
and  Grand  Treasurer,  in  relation  to  the  account  of  Brother  Gregg,  and  are  satis- 
fied that  the  Brethren  have  made  the  only  statement  they  could  make,  in  relation  to 
the  accounts  of  the  late  Grand  Treasurer;  they  are  also  satisfied  that  the  Brethren 
have  used  ordinary  diligence  in  bringing  them  to  a  close ;  and  they  have  only  to 
regret  the  unwillingness,  or  to  say  the  least,  the  neglect  of  Brother  Gregg  in  not 
promjitly,  when  called  on,  making  final  adjustment  of  them,  without  further  delay. 

As  the  most  practical  way  of  adjusting  the  whole  matter  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  to  Brother  Gregg,  they  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  empowered  to  make  a  settlement,  and 
finally  adjust  the  account  of  Brother  Gregg,  late  Grand  Treasurer,  and  receive  and 
receipt  for  the  amount  which  he  may  receive  on  such  settlement;  which  settlement 
and  adjustment  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  next  Grand  Communication 
of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Stout,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  procure  two  hundred  copies  of  the  Proceed- 
ings of  the  present  Grand  Communication  to  be  printed;  and  tliat  he  forward  two 
copies  to  each  subordinate  Lodge,  one  copy  to  each  of  the  Grand   Ollicers   of  this 
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Grand  Lodge,  and  one  copy  to  eacli  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  correspondence  -with 
tliis  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  further.  That  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  be  appropriated,  and  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  necessary  ex- 
penses. 

Brother  T!pton,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  communication  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  Ken- 
tucky, made  the  following  report,  ■which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

That  it  is  not  proper,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  for  any  Lodge  within  this 
State  to  initiate  a  citizen  of  any  other  State  within  which  there  is  a  Grand  Lodge, 
without  having  first  procured  the  consent  of  at  least  one  of  the  Grand  OfiBcers  of 
such  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  proceeded  to  the  installation  of  the  Grand  Offi- 
cers elect.  Whereupon,  after  all  the  Brethren  present  below  the  degree, 
of  Past  Master  had  retired,  a  Lodge  of  Past  Masters  was  opened  in  ancient 
form. — M.  W.,  Elihu  Stout,  P.  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  William  Sheets  was  duly  installed  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master,  and  John  B.  Martin,  Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months. 

The  Past  Masters'  Lodge  was  then  duly  closed,  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
proceeded  to  labor  as  before. — M.  W.,  AVm.  Sheets.  G.  M.,  presiding. 

The  other  Grand  Officers  elect  were  then  duly  installed. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Warner,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously 

adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  tendered  to  the  young  gentle- 
men of  Vincennes  who  acted  as  musicians  during  the  procession  of  this  day. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  blaster  then  appointed  Brothers  A.  W.  Morris,  John 
B.  Martin,  Woodbridge  Parker  and  Philip  Mason  to  act  with  him  as  Stew- 
ards of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  then  duly  closed 
to  meet  at  Masons'  Hall,  in  the  town  of  Salem,  on  the  first  Monday  ia 
October,  A.  L.  5832,  A.  D.  1832.

Your  committee  would  further  remark,  that  the  Returns  of  said  Lodges  are  gen- 
erally correct. 

Brother  Kelso,  as  agent  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  settle  with  Vevay  Lodge, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

That,  after  many  fruitless  attempts  to  effect  a  compromise  with  Vevay  Lodge, 
No.  7,  he  did,  in  the  month  of  March  last,  seize  and  take  into  full  possession  the 
following  property  belonging  to  said  Lodge,  to-wit:  One  set  of  silver  jewels  (except 
the  Junior  AVarden's  jewel),  one  carpet,  two  columns,  two  rods,  some  furniture  be- 
longing to  the  Mark  Masters'  Lodge,  one  ballot  box,  one  old  sword,  one  Bible,  one  old 
Monitor,  one  book  case  (sold  for  two  dollars) ;  all  of  which  is  safely  deposited  in 
Vevay,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Grand  Lodge  (except  the  jewels,  which  are  herewith 
presented).  Your  agent  would  further  state,  that  the  books  of  said  Lodge  are  said 
to  be  in  the  possession  of  Wm.  C.  Keen,  and  never  perhaps  will  be  seen  by  any  per- 
son except  himself.  The  whole  amount  of  property  now  in  the  hands  of  your  agent, 
including  the  jewels,  is  worth  perhaps  sixty  or  eighty  dollars,  which  is  subject  to 
th^  further  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  sundry  communica- 
tions from  foreign  Grand  Lodges ;  which  were  referred  to  the  committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

The  Grand  Secretary  also  presented  the  following  reports,  which  were 

read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Accounts  :

The  Grand  Secretary  also  laid  before  the  G-rand  Lodge  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  committee  consisting 
of  Brothers  Kelso,  McMahon  and  Gelwick  : 

In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  last  Grand  Lodge,  instructing  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary to  transmit  to  each  subordinate  Lodge  in  arrears  with  this  Grand  Lodge,  a 
statement  of  the  amount  due  from  said  Lodge,  with  a  request  that  payment  be  made 
on  or  before  the  24th  of  June  last, — letters  were  written  to  Union,  Blazing  Star, 
Lawrenceburg,  Pisgah,  Rising  Sun,  Posey,  Olive  Branch,  Harmony,  Washington, 
Terre  Haute,  Bloomington,  Webb,  Wayne,  Solomon,  Lafayette,  Western  Star  and 
Jerusalem  Lodges.  To  these  communications,  which  were  addressed  in  November 
last,  the  Grand  Secretary  has  received  no  answers,  except  from  Webb,  Wayne  and 
Solomon  Lodges,  and  these  unofficial. 

From  Webb  Lodge,  he  is  given  to  understand  that  the  Lodge  has  ceased  to  work; 
that  they  have  considerable  property,  and  are  willing  to  pay  the  amount  they  are 
in  arrears, — but  have  failed  to  do  it. 

From  Wayne  Lodge,  he  understands  that  the  Lodge  is  in  a  flourishing  condition; 
has  recently  built  a  splendid  Hall ;  that  they  were  under  the  impression  that  their 
dues  for  the  last  year  were  provided  for  by  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  1829, 
and  that  they  would  be  represented  at  this  Grand  Communication,  when  final  adjust- 
ment of  its  accounts  would  be  made. 

From  Solomon  Lodge,  he  was  informed  by  the  late  Master,  Brother  Wm.  Sheets, 
that  a  trip  to  Madison  for  the  purpose  of  disposing  by  sale  of  the  property  of  the 
Lodge,  would  be  unavailing;  that  the  members  cjf  the  Lodge  would  endeavor,  and  he

believed  would  succeed,  in  arranging  their  accounts  agreeably  to  the  wish  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

From  Lafayette  Lodge,  he  has  received  no  answer ;  but  the  money  was  forwarded 
to  him  for  the  last  year's  arreai'ages  and  the  present  year's  dues. 

The  Grand  Secretary  has  not  complied  with  that  part  of  the  resolution  which, 
authorizes  him  to  take  possession  of  the  property  of  subordinate  Lodges  in  an-ears, 
upon  failure  to  pay  by  the  24th  of  June  last;  except  the  property  of  Center  Lodge, 
No.  23,  which  consists  in  a  carpet,  a  set  of  jewels,  altar,  columns,  and  two  small 
tables,  which  are  subject  to  the  order  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  He  hopes  that  this 
course  will  meet  the  approbation  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Keho  ofFered  for  adoption  the  following  resolution,  which  was, 
on  motion  of  Brother  McMahon,  Uiid  on  the  table : 

Whereas,  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6,  has,  within  the  last  year,  been  at  considera- 
ble expense  in  fitting  up  a  room  for  the  use  of  said  Lodge;   therefore. 

Resolved,  That  a  credit  of  forty-five  dollars  be  allowed  to  said  Rising  Sun  Lodge, 
No.  6,  to  go  in  satisfaction  of  any  debts  that  said  Lodge  may  owe  to  the  Grand 
Lodge:  Provided,  that  said  Lodge  shall  pay  to  the  Grand  Lodge  said  sum  of  forty- 
five  dollars,  whenever  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  want  said  fund  in  erecting  a  Grand 
Masonic  Hall  for  the  use  of  said  Grand  Lodge;  in  which  case,  the  same  shall  be 
considered  a  loan  only,  without  interest. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Kelso,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  a  select  committee  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
appointing  District  Agents,  invested  with  full  power  to  coerce  payment  from  such 
subordinate  Lodges  as  may  be  indebted  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  dues  or  otherwise; 
and  that  they  be  further  invested  with  power  to  receive  the  surrender  of  Charters, 
after  full  payment  of  dues.  Also,  to  arrest  and  take  full  possession  of  all  Charters, 
books,  jewels,  furniture,  etc.,  of  any  and  all  subordinate  Lodges,  where  the  exigency 
of  the  case  way  require  it,  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana ;  and 
that  they  report  their  proceedings  to  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  second  day  of  the  next 
Grand  Communication. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  then  appointed  Brothers  Kelso,  Gelwick, 
McMahon  and  Morris  that  committee. 

Brother  Morris,  Grand  Secretary,  made  the  following  report,  which  was 
read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Accounts : 

The  Grand  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  was  made,  by  a  resolution  of  the  last  Grand 
Lodge,  to  finally  adjust  with  Brother  Harvey  Gregg,  late  Grand  Treasurer  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  his  accounts  as  such, — reports,  that  he  has  failed  to  do  so.  The  reason 
is.  Brother  Gregg  evades  a  settlement.  As  to  the  amount  supposed  to  be  in  the 
hands  of  Brother  Gregg,  the  Grand  Lodge  is  referxed  to  the  Proceedings  of  the  last 
Grand  Communication. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

Parker,  J.  G.  W.,  presiding. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Gelwick,  Kress  and  McMahon  were  appointed  a

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Communication,  wlaat  disposition  has  been  made  of  8200  00,  donated  by 
this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  session  in  1824,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a 
home  for  the  widow  and  orphans  of  the  late  Brother  Robert  Burge,  de- 
ceased, of  Jackson  county ;  and  were  authorized  to  correspond  with  the 
committee  who  were  charged  with  the  expenditure  of  said  8200  00. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Kress,  the  Grand  Secretary  was  authorized  to  ex- 
tend to  Washington  Lodge,  No.  13,  a  further  credit  upon  the  balance  of 
the  dues  of  said  Lodge  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  until  the  first  day  of  the  next 
Grand  Communication. 

Brother  McMakon,  from  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  are  able  to  ascertain  but  little  matter  of 
importance  couched  in  the  same;  they,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution : 

Jiexolved,  That  all  unfinished  business  remaining  over  from  previous  years,  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  nine 
o'clock.

Your  committee  would  state  further,  that  as  per  report  of  Grand  Secretary  on  the

Brother  Kelso,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of 
the  Grand  Secretary  in  relation  to  the  accounts  of  Brother  Harvey  Gregg, 
late  Grand  Treasurer,  made  the  following  rejDort,  which  was  read  and  con-~ 
curred  in : 

On  reference  to  the  Proceedings  of  the  past  years,  it  appears  that  this  Grand 
Lodge  has  almost  uniformly  lost,  upon  tinal  settlement,  the  amount  in  the  hands  of 
the  Grand  Secretaries  and  Treasurers.  That  much  of  the  embarrassment  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  may  justly  be  attributed  to  the  defalcation  of  these  ofiBcers.  The 
amount  of  the  Grand  Lodge  funds  in  the  hands  of  Brother  Grand  Treasurer  Gregg, 
as  per  report  of  last  committee,  is  $455  60.  Brother  Gregg  not  having  made  a 
report,  your  committee  are  unable  to  determine  whether  this  be  correct  or  not. 
But  be  this  as  it  may,  your  committee  can  not.  but  express  the  most  unfeigned  sur- 
prise and  regret  that  Brother  Gregg  should  have  been  thus  long  in  accounting  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  disposition  of  its  funds. 

Believing  that  the  interest  of  this  Grand  Lodge  requires  a  prompt  settlement  of 
all  its  monied  concerns,  and  particularly  with  its  Grand  Officers,  your  committee 
■would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  tlie  Grand  Secretary  again  be  appointed  to  call  on  Brother  Gregg, 
and  if  possible,  effect  a  settlement  of  his  accounts  with  liim;  and  if  an  amicable 
settlement  can  not  be  effected  with  him,  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to 
cite  Brother  Harvey  Gregg  to  appear  before  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  second  day  of 
the  next  Grand  Communication,  with  his  books  and  papers;  and  that  the  Grand 
Secretary  report  his  proceedings  in  the  case  to  the  next  Annual  Grand  Commu- 
nication. 

Brother  Keho,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  communications  from  Grand 
Lodges  in  correspondence  with  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  received  since  the  last 
Annual  Grand  Communication.  From  the  documents  placed  in  their  hands,  Ma- 
sonry appears  tobegaining  ground,  notwithstanding  the  powerful  and  unjustifiable 
opposition  against  it;  and  it  is  the  firm  belief  of  your  committee,  that  nothing  but 
a  strict  adherence  to  the  principles  of  the  Order  is  requisite  for  its  future  welfare. 

Your  committee  do  not  discover  any  thing  in  the  documents  referred  to  them 
that  requires  special  notice  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  except  an  Address  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island ;  which  your  committee  consider  a  deter- 
mination on  the  part  of  the  Brethren  of  that  State  altogether  worthy  of  the  Craft; 
and  your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  approve  and  fully  concur  in  the  sentiments  con- 
tained in  said  Circular. 
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They  also  recommend  a  tender  of  fraternal  acknowledgments,  and  a  continuance 
of  correspondence. 

Brother  Kcho,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution 
relative  to  District  Agents  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and 
the  resolutions  severally  adopted  : 

Your  committee  believe  that  the  appointment  of  District  Agents  for  the  Grand 
Lodge  is  indispensable;  and,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions : 

Risolved,  That  Olive  Branch,  Hindostan,  Charity,  Clay  and  Philanthropic  Lodges 
shall  compose  the  first  district;  Hiram,  Terre  Haute,  and  Western  Star  Lodges,  the 
second  district;  Wayne,  Webb,  St.  .John's,  Bloomington  and  Liberty  Lodges,  the 
third  district;  Harmony,  Lawrencebiirg,  Rising  Sun,  Jennings,  Benevolent  (U.  D.), 
Solomon  and  Union  Lodges,  tlie  fourth  district ;  and  Jerusalem,  Blazing  Star,  Posey, 
Zif,  Pisgah  and  Palestine  Lodges,  the  fifth  district. 

Hesoh'cd,  That  there  shall  be  appointed,  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  one  suitable 
member  of  the  Institution  as  an  Agent  for  the  Grand  Lodge  in  each  of  the  said  dis- 
tricts. And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  Agents  to  call  on  all  subordinate 
Lodges  named  in  their  respective  districts,  and  examine  the  proceedings  of  said 
subordinate  Lodges,  to  effect,  if  possible,  settlements  with  said  subordinate  Lodges 
of  their  respective  accounts.  That  said  Agents  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  receive  the  surrender  of  Charters  of  subordinate  Lodges,  on  the  payment  of  the 
dues  from  sucli  subordinate  Lodges  to  the  Grand  Lodge;  also,  to  arrest  Charters  of 
subordinate  Lodges,  and  seize  and  take  into  possession  all  books,  papers,  jewels  and 
furniture  of  such  Lodges,  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  (he  Agent,  tlie  same  may  be 
requisite  for  the  benefit  of  the  Craft:  And  further,  That  the  said  Agents  shall,  at 
anj'  time  when  they  shall  deem  it  necessary,  instruct  said  Lodges  in  the  proper 
mode  of  lecturing  in  tlie  several  degrees  of  Entered  Apprentice,  Fellow  Craft  and 
Master  Mason,  not  to  exceed  two  days  at  anyone  Lodge:  And  further,  That  the 
said  Agents  shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  diem  for  their 
services,  to  be  liquidated  from  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  :  And  further.  That  tiie 
said  Agents  shall  make  a  detailed  report  of  their  proceedings,  on  the  second  day  of 
the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication :  And  further,  That  the  said  Agents  shall  not 
call  on  any  subordinate  Lodge  other  than  those  named  in  the  several  districts,  they 
being  such  as  are  in  arrears  with  the  Grand  Lodge  for  two  years  and  upwards. 

Resolved,  further,  that  the  following  Brethren  be  appointed  Agents  for  the  several 
districts,  to-wit:  John  B.  IMartin,  of  Vincennes,  in  the  first  district;  Wm.  Purdy, 
of  Carlisle,  in  the  second  district;  A.  W.  Morris,  of  Indianapolis,  in  the  third  dis- 
trict; Daniel  Kelso,  of  York,  in  the  fourth  district;  and  Woodbridge  Parker,  of  Sa- 
lem, in  the  fifth  district. 

Resolved,  further.  That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  fur- 
nish each  District  Agent  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  due  from  each  Lodge  in  his 
district;  and  that  upon  the  refusal  of  any  of  the  Agents  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid, 
to  serve  as  such,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  till  such  vacancy. 

On  motion  of  Brother  McMahon,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  as  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  it  is  expedient  to  revise  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the  Past  Grand  Master,  Philip  Mason,  of 
Warren  Lodge,  No.  15,  be  appointed  a  committee  to  make  such  revision;  and  that 
he  report  his  proceedings  thereon,  on  the  second  day  of  the  next  Annual  Grand 
Communication. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  notify  Brother 
Mason  of  his  appointment. 

The  resolution  submitted  by  Brother  Kelso,  for  the  benefit  of  Rising  Sun 
Lodge  was  taken  up  ;  and  on  motion  of  Brother  Morris,  the  resolution  was 
amended  by  striking  out,  from  the  word  ^^  Eesohed,"  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  follow  in 2; : 
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"That  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6,  be  entitled  to  a  credit  on  the  Grand  Secretary's 
books,  for  the  amount  of  its  dues  up  to  this  time ;  which  amount  so  in  arrears  be 
considered  as  a  loan  for  two  years,  from  this  Grand  Communication." 

On  motion  of  Brother  Kelso,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously 

adopted : 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  representatives  of  each  subordinate  Lodge  be  allowed 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  day  for  each  day's  services  as  such,  including  going  to 
and  returning  from  the  Grand  Lodge ;  which  sum  shall  be  paid  as  other  moneys 
are,  out  of  the  moneys  paid  into  the  Treasury  by  such  representative,  for  the  dues 
owing  for  the  year  for  which  he  is  the  representative,  and  out  of  no  other  fund 
"whatever:  Provided,  however,  that  in  no  case  shall  a  representative  be  allowed  pay 
as  such  for  more  than  one  Lodge;  and  should  he  represent  more,  then  the  charge  to 
be  equally  borne  by  said  Lodges.  And  in  no  case  shall  he  receive  a  larger  amount 
than  he  pays  into  the  Treasury,  as  dues  of  the  Lodge  or  Lodges  for  that  particular 
year. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Morris,  the  Grand  Lodge  resolved  to  proceed  to 
the  election  of  its  ofl&cers  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months,  at  two  o'clock 
this  afternoon. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

On  motion,  Brothers  Mason,  Morton  and  Percival  were  added  to  the 
committee  on  Accounts  ;  Brothers  Griffith,  McBean  and  Taylor,  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Grievances ;  Bi-others  Walker  and  Finley,  to  the  committee  on 
Charters  and  Dispensations ;  Brothers  Hanna  and  Evans,  to  the  committee 
on  Unfinished  Business ;  Brothers  Kelso,  Smith  and  Willey,  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Correspondence ;  and  Brothers  Evans  and  Smith,  to  the 
committee  to  examine  attendant  and  visiting  Brethren. 

Brother  Mason,  to  whom  was  submitted  the  revision  of  the  Grand  Con- 
stitution, made  the  following  report : 

How  far  your  committee  have  succeeded  in  meeting  the  wishes  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  can  only  be  determined  by  the  decision  of  the  Lodge  upon  its  labors.  Your 
committee  have  been  much  disappointed  in  performing  their  labors,  in  not  having 
an  opportunity  of  knowing  the  wishes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  its  members,  and  not 
having  access  to  the  Constitution  of  any  Grand  Lodge  but  the  one  in  Indiana ;  and 
regarding  that  as  a  very  imperfect  one,  your  committee  have  relied  mostly  on  their 
own  judgment  in  forming  the  draught  of  the  one  herewith  presented,  which  changes 
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the  character  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  some  material  points,  and  should  require  some 
strong  reasons  for  its  adoption  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  drooping  condition  of  the  Craft  at  present  in  Indiana,  led  your  committee  to 
the  inquiry, — if  it  did  not  depend,  in  a  great  degree,  on  the  manner  in  which  the 
physical  concerns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  managed?  And  the  result  of  that  in- 
quiry, together  with  some  experience  in  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  was  a  full 
conviction  that  if  the  present  declining  state  of  Masonry,  or  that  want  of  Masonic 
energy  that  should  ever  characterize  our  Institution — founded  and  perpetuated  for 
the  purpose  of  improving  the  moral  and  social  condition  of  man — did  not  depend 
upon  a  radical  defect  in  the  plan  of  government.  A  system  or  plan  of  government 
might  be  adopted  by  which  our  physical  and  social  condition  might  be  improved. 
Under  the  present  Constitution,  considerable  funds  were  accumulated  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  from  subordinate  Lodges ;  and,  to  a  considerable  extent,  tliose  funds  have 
been  squandered  by  useless  expenditures,  or  by  default  in  the  Grand  Treasurers. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  copy  now  presented,  the  funds  will  be  mostly  expended 
in  a  manner  intended  to  advance  or  improve  the  condition  of  the  subordinate  Lodges 
by  diffusing  Masonic  intelligence,  to  not  a  few,  but  to  each  and  every  Mason  that 
feels  his  obligations  sufficient  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Lodges  in  his  neighbor- 
hood. But  not  only  the  diffusion  of  knowledge,  but  the  correction  of  that  irregu- 
larity so  much  practiced  in  most  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  in  relation  to  almost 
every  thing  that  appertains  to  the  well-being  and  good  government  of  any  associa- 
tion or  body  of  individuals. 

That  this  irregularity,  or  want  of  compliance  with  what  has  been  understood  to  be 
fixed  rules,  is  too  palpable  to  need  comment;  but  if  any  is  asked,  it  is  only  neces- 
sary to  refer  to  reports  of  committees  in  Grand  Lodges,  and  statements  of  members 
of  that  Body. 

The  plan  of  districting  the  State  into  districts,  and  electing  Sub-deputy  Grand 
Masters,  with  the  power  and  duties  assigned  them,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mittee, calculated  not  only  to  adopt  a  uniform  system  of  working,  but  calculated  to 
inspire  a  degree  of  emulation  among  the  Lodges,  and  cure  those  that  have  become 
careless  and  negligent  in  the  performance  of  their  duty,  or  place  them  in  such  an 
attitude  before  the  Grand  Lodge  as  will  deprive  them  entirely  of  the  means  of  im- 
posing upon  themselves  and  such  individuals  as  may  be  induced  to  seek  for  informa- 
tion in  a  Masonic  Lodge  to  their  great  mortification. 

Your  committee  are  fully  of  opinion,  which  is  drawn  from  considerable  observa-  \ 
tion,  that  a  great  part  of  the  want  of  Masonic  prosperity  is  owing  to  the  neglect 
and  uncared-for  attention  to  those  vows  made  at  the  Masonic  altar.  Let  Masonic 
Lodges  practice  upon  those  principles  avowed  and  admitted  to  be  the  polar  star  to 
guide  the  Fraternity,  and  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  we  shall  see  our  Lodges 
crowded  with  the  first  members  of  society,  and  that  happy  conviviality  and  moral  / 
worth  return  that  once  made  us  the  pride  and  envy  of  the  world. 

If  this  system  of  instruction,  together  with  its  moral  and  physical  discipline, 
will  not  effect  a  change  in  the  whole  concern,  your  committee  are  unable  to  devise 
any  plan  by  which  the  condition  of  the  Craft  is  to  be  improved ;  they  see  no  way 
but  for  the  few  that  have,  for  the  last  few  years  in  this  section  of  the  world,  sus- 
tained and  kept  in  existence  our  tottering  Fabric,  but  to  retire  from  the  heat  and 
burthen  of  the  day,  and  let  Masonry  die  a  suicidal  death,  while  its  enemies,  knaves 
and  fools,  sing  its  funeral  dirge!  Let  us  pause!  Can  we — shall  we  sit  and  endure 
all  this?  No!  let  us  arise,  in  the  majesty  of  our  strength,  and  inquire  if  an  Insti- 
tution which  has  handed  down,  by  her  traditions,  the  relics  of  more  enlightened  . 
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times  to  the  time  in  wliicli  Masonry  blazoned  the  world  with  the  lights  of  science; 
and  her  moral  code  is  not  worth  preserving,  if  it  is  not  worth  a  struggle. 

If  the  plan  suggested  by  your  committee  is  thought  not  to  be  the  best  one,  adopt 
that  which  aifords  the  best  prospect  of  inspiring  that  Masonic  feeling  which  will 
make  us  live,  flourish  and  prosper  in  the  midst  of  our  enemies. 

But  to  return  from  this  digression.  It  will  be  perceived,  from  the  duties  assigned 
the  Sub-deputies,  that  they  are  to  constitute  an  important  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
It  is  tlirough  them  that  the  Grand  Lodge  is  to  look  for  correct  information  in  rela- 
tion to  the  condition  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  and  the  condition  of  the  Craft  gen- 
erally. It  is  by  their  labors  we  expect  an  improvement  in  Masonic  intelligence, — 
the  improvement  in  the  moral  and  physical  condition  of  the  subordinate  Lodges; 
and  much  reliance  is  placed  in  them,  in  keeping  a  regular  chain  of  business  in  the 
Grand  Lodge,  by  which  its  financial  concerns  may  be  better  conducted  than  hereto- 
fore, and  its  guardian  care  better  extended  to  the  Fraternity,  than  by  any  other 
regulation  which  your  committee  are  capable  of  devising. 

The  compensation  to  the  Grand  Secretary  claims  another  important  consideration. 
The  committee  had  no  accurate  means  of  determining  what  would  be  a  fair  compensa- 
tion. Again,  the  manner  in  which  the  principal  part  of  his  compensation  is  derived, 
will  depend  upon  contingencies  and  render  the  amount  uncertain ;  and  hence  arises 
the  question, — would  it  not  be  better  to  fix  the  compensation  for  each  particular 
duty  at  a  fair  price  and  no  more  ?  In  relation  to  the  provision  for  the  office  of 
Grand  Treasurer,  the  committee  have  inserted  a  provision  for  bond  and  security,  as 
the  means  of  securing  the  Grand  Lodge  fund.  But  a  question  arises,-: — whether  it 
would  not  be  better,  in  addition  to  this,  to  require  him  to  loan  the  money,  in  small 
sums,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  any  individual,  taking  security  and 
making  the  payment  payable  to  the  Grand  Lodge  as  a  corporate  Body,  and  pay  the 
Grand  Treasurer  a  reasonable  compensation,  as  would  seem  to  be  the  provision 
in  the  Constitution  now  presented,  and  as  it  now  exists  in  practice?  Every  indi- 
vidual that  has  been  conversant  in  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  is  well  apprised 
that  the  funds  of  that  Body,  at  least  a  large  amount  of  them,  have  been  lost  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer.  Guard  that  as  much  as  possible;  there  is  much  to  be 
feared  from  that  quarter.  Money  being  that  kind  of  slippery  article,  that  it  slips 
and  is  gone  forever,  and  we  hardly  know  where !  If  we  rely  upon  the  security,  he 
is  generally  some  Brother;  and  rather  than  compel  him  to  pay  any  amount  he  may 
stand  bound  for  in  default  of  the  principal,  the  Grand  Lodge  will  exonerate  him. 

To  conclude,  your  committee  will  barely  remark,  that,  although  much  time  and 
reflection  have  been  bestowed  upon  the  subject  of  a  Grand  Constitution,  the  com- 
mittee are  well  aware  that  many  points  contained  in  its  provisions  ire  not  without 
objections. 

It  had  been  intended  to  make  this  report  much  fuller  and  more  precise;  but  the 
pressure  of  professional  engagements  was  such  as  rendered  it  impossible ;  and  the 
one  now  presented  was  drawn  up  by  piecemeal.  This  will,  in  part  it  is  hoped, 
account  for  its  defects  in  phraseology. 

Your  committee  thought  proper  to  leave  out  of  the  copy  of  the  Constitution  now 
presented,  the  whole  matter  relative  to  a  Grand  Charity  Fund;  believing  the  objects 
of  charitable  provisions  can  be  better  effected  by  the  subordinate  Lodges  than  by 
the  Grand  Lodge;  they  being  scattered  over  the  whole  State  or  community,  can 
better  apply  the  funds  the  Fraternity  may  have  for  charitable  purposes,  by  being 
better  acquainted  with  the  subjects,  than  it  is  possible  for  the  Grand  Lodge.  Your 
committee  see  no  good  reason  for  drawing  money  from  the  hands  of  the  subordinate 
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Lodges,  and  vesting  it  in  a  Grand  Charity  Committee  who  must  often  act  individu- 
ally or  not  act  at  all,  and  thus  subject  the  fund  to  frequent  embarrassments,  and  not 
unlikely  create  great  disappointments  to  individuals  who  may  be  so  unfortunate  as 
to  be  under  the  necessity  of  applying  for  relief  from  the  Brotherhood, — the  fund 
being  exhausted  by  previous  appropriations.  Again,  if  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  a  Body, 
should  at  any  time  feel  disposed  to  aid  any  individual  or  set  of  individuals,  by 
bestowing  charity,  she  can  do  so  by  resolution,  and  its  effect  on  the  Treasury  can 
at  once  be  known. 

The  creation  of  the  ofBce  of  Sub-deputies  with  emoluments,  and  the  payment  of 
other  officers,  and  the  pay  to  representatives,  claims  an  important  consideration, 
both  in  a  financial  and  moral  point,  As  it  relates  to  the  finances,  the  compensa- 
tion to  Sub-deputies  will  constitute  the  only  actual  increase  of  expenditure  to  the 
■whole  Craft.  In  the  opinion  of  j-our  committee,  the  benefit  the  Fraternity  will 
derive  by  the  general  improvement  in  the  moral,  physical  and  social  relations  of 
the  Masonic  associations,  will  doubly  compensate  for  the  expendiiures ;  and 
independent  of  this  consideration,  the  probable  improvement  that  will  be  made, 
both  in  the  finances  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  and  Grand  Lodge  by  the  introduction 
of  a  well-regulated  system  of  finance,  will  produce  a  saving  of  funds  nearly  or  quite 
equal  to  the  amount  expended  in  the  pay  to  the  Sub-deputies. 

In  relation  to  the  pay  of  Grand  Officers  and  representatives,  it  is  but  doing  jus- 
tice to  those  individuals;  for  an  individual  who  is  worthy  and  competent  to  serve 
any  Body  or  Association  of  individuals,  is  worthy  of  remuneration  for  his  services; 
in  this,  all  must  agree ;  as  to  the  mauner,  there  may  be  a  difiTerence  of  opinion, 
whether  the  amount  should  be  paid  by  the  subordinate  Lodges,  or  the  Grand  Lodge. 
In  this  matter,  your  committee  are  decidedly  in  favor  of  the  latter  bearing  that 
burthen;  for  they  can  see  no  reason  why  the  Lodges  remote  from  the  place  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  meetings  participating  equally  in  the  benefits  resulting  from  an 
attendance  on  a  Grand  Lodge  Communication,  which  they  can  not  do  if  this  pro- 
vision is  not  adopted, — the  expense  being  too  great  for  the  subordinate  Lodges 
to  bear. 

Your  committee  view  the  different  I\Iasonic  Associations  as  one  great  Masonic 
Family,  operating  for  each  other's  benefit,  in  which  each  individual  Mason  or  Asso- 
ciation should  share  or  partake,  in  as  equal  terms  as  possible;  and  as  some  Lodges 
must  necessarily  be  situated  near  and  others  at  a  distance  from  the  meetings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  it-is  thought  by  the  committee  that  those  living  near  should  contribute 
something  to  the  aid  of  those  more  remote;  and  to  avoid  the  burthen  that  the  subor- 
dinate Lodges  and  those  at  a  great  distance  might  create  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  is 
provided  that  the  subordinate  Lodges  only  receive  a  credit  in  the  way  of  their  dues 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  services  of  their  representatives. 

It  may  be  complained  that  the  payment  of  Grand  Officers  out  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
fund  will  be  more  than  that  fund  will  justify.  In  answer  to  that  matter,  it  is  pre- 
sumed that  most,  if  not  all  of  the  Grand  Officers  will  be  representatives  of  subor- 
dinate Lodges ;  and  if  a  case  should  occur,  in  which  a  Grand  Officer  was  not  a  rep- 
resentative, or  the  Lodge  to  which  he  belonged  unable  to  pay  his  expense  in  attend- 
ance on  Grand  Lodge  meeting,  it  would  be  hard  on  his  part  to  serve  for  nothing; 
in  fact,  we  should  seldom  see  him  in  attendance;  and  hence,  his  services  would  be 
lost,  however  important  they  might  be  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  revised  Constitution  was  then  read,  and  on  motion  of  Brother  Mar- 
tin, committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  for  to-morrow. 
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Brother  Martin^  District  Agent  for  the  first  District,  suhmitted  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  read  and  laid  on  the  table : 

I  visited  Clay  Lodge,  No.  29,  at  Petersburg;  and  found,  upon  examination,  tliat 
all  operations  of  that  Lodge  had  ceased  since  December,  1830;  that  their  proceed- 
ings had  not  been  regular ;  that  they  had  failed  to  elect  officers  at  the  proper  time. 
That  there  were  no  funds  in  their  possession,  and  they  could  not  settle  their 
accounts ;  and  believing  it  impossible,  under  present  circumstances,  that  any  good 
could  result  from  a  continuance  of  said  Lodge,  I  seized  and  took  in  full  possession 
all  the  property  of  said  Lodge.  These  are  deposited  in  Petersburg — one  writing, 
two  small  tables,  two  columns,  one  set  of  tin  jewels,  one  small  ballot  box,  one  old 
sword,  candlesticks,  rods  and  gavel — subject  to  the  disposition  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  The  books  and  papers  are  in  my  possession,  at  Vincennes,  and  the 
Charter  herewith  presented.  The  probable  value  of  all  the  property,  is  from  three 
to  four  dollars. 

On  visiting  Olive  Branch  Lodge,  No.  10,  at  Evansville,  I  learned  they  had  been 
unable  to  hold  regular  meetings  for  some  length  of  time,  and  none  since  1830.  No 
funds  on  hand  wherewith  to  discharge  their  account;  and  finding  those  members 
with  whom  I  conversed  willing  to  surrender  their  Charter,  and  believing  it  impossi- 
ble to  collect  their  dues,  and  considering  their  Charter  forfeited,  I  demanded  it,  and 
took  in  possession  the  following  property :  One  large  Bible,  one  black  velvet 
cushion,  one  chest,  one  writing  desk,  three  small  canvass  paintings,  gavels,  rods, 
and  some  aprons;  all  of  which  are  safely  deposited  in  Evansville;  and  in  my  pos- 
session, there  is  also  one  set  of  silver  jewels,  one  set  of  tin ;  book  and  papers  of  said 
Lodge;  all  of  which  are  subject  to  such  disposition  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  think 
proper  to  make  of  them.  The  Charter  is  herewith  presented.  The  probable  value  of 
the  property  of  this  Lodge,  is  forty  or  fifty  dollars. 

I  next  visited  Philanthropic  Lodge,  No.  36,  at  Mount  Vernon.  Here  I  learned 
that  much  dissatisfaction  had  heretofore  prevailed  among  the  Brethren ;  that  the 
proceeds  of  the  Lodge  had  been  badly  managed, — their  funds  loaned  out,  and  no 
money  on  hand  wherewith  to  settle  their  accounts  with  the  Grand  Lodge.  But  the 
officers  promised,  most  positively,  that  in  future  the  Lodge  business  should  be  con- 
ducted with  propriety  and  correctness ;  and  believing  there  was,  on  the  part  of 
some,  a  determination  to  pay  their  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  discovering,  as  I 
thought,  considerable  anxiety  among  those  with  whom  I  conversed,  that  the  Lodge 
should  be  continued,  I  was  induced  to  let  them  retain  their  Charter, — the  Master 
and  AVardens  promising  that  the  amount  due  the  Grand  Lodge  should  most  positively 
be  forwarded  to  me  before  this  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  but,  in  this  particular, 
they  have  failed;  and  I  believe,  from  the  information  received  by  a  Brother  since 
my  visit  there,  they  have  failed  in  all  their  promises,  and  are  now  in  great  confu- 
sion.    This  Lodge  has  silver  jewels,  and  good  furniture. 

I  next  called  on  Charity  Lodge,  No.  30,  at  Washington.  Here  I  found,  owing  to 
the  removal  of  some  of  the  members  and  withdrawal  of  others,  they  have  not  been 
able  to  have  a  meeting  of  the  Lodge  since  June,  18... ;  no  money  on  hand  to  pay 
their  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge;  and  being  informed  by  some  of  the  members,  that  it 
was  impossible,  at  jjresent,  for  the  Lodge  to  continue  its  labors,  I  seized  and  took  in 
full  possession  their  Charter,  books  and  papers,  also,  four  small  tables,  three  columns 
and  three  gavels,  which  was  all  the  property  the  Lodge  was  piossessed  of.  The  tables 
are  safely  deposited  in  Washington,  the  books  and  papers  are  in  my  possession, — 
all  subject  to  such  disposition  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  think  proper  to  make  of 
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them.     The  probable  value  of  these  things  is  from  one  to  three  dollars.     The  Charter 
is  herewith  presented. 

On  visiting  Hindostan  Lodge,  No.  26,  but  few  of  the  members  were  to  be  found  ; 
and  the  only  information  I  could  obtain,  was,  that  the  books  and  papers  were  left 
in  the  hands  of  the  Seci'etary,  at  the  time  their  Charter  was  arrested  ;  that  he  is 
DOW  dead,  and  it  is  not  known  where  the  books  and  papers  are,  or  whetlier  they  can 
ever  be  obtained.  The  members  inform  me  that  the  Lodge  never  had  anj'  jewels ; 
that  all  the  property  the  Lodge  ever  owned,  would  not  amount  in  value  to  five  dol- 
lars; and  that  there  is  no  prospect  of  their  ever  paying  their  debt  to  the  Grand 
Lodge.  In  consequence  of  this  information,  I  conceived  further  exertions,  on  my 
part,  would  be  useless. 

The  Grand  Secretai-y  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  sundry  communica- 
tions from  foreign  Grand  Lodges ;  which  were  referred  to  the  committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

The  Grand  Secretary  also  presented  the  following  report,  which  was 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Accounts  : 

To  the  3f.  W.  Grand  Master,   Wardens  and  Brethren,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  : 

The  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  submits  the  following 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Grand  Lodge  funds,  since  the  first 
day  of  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication  to  the  23d  day  of  December,  1833, 
(both  exclusive) :

which  were,  on  motion  of  Brother  Martin,  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Charters  and  Dispensations. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Mason,  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  elec- 
tion of  its  officers  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months ;  Brothers  Smith  and 
Taylor  acting  as  tellers.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  the 
following  Brethren  were  duly  elected :

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  tOrUiorrow  evening  at  six  o'clock.

It  appears,  from  the  Grand  Secretary's  books,  that  he  has  performed  both  the 
duties  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  for  the  last  two  years,  and  that  the  above  con- 
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tains  all  that  can  be  ascertained  in  relation  to  the  Grand  Lodge  fund  at  this 
time,  except  a  report  of  a  committee  at  the  Annual  Grand  Communication  for  1832, 
■which  states,— that  Brother  Gregg,  late  Grand  Treasurer,  was  indebted  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  $455  50,  and  that  a  resolution  was  adopted,  authorizing  the  Grand  Secretary 
to  cite  Brother  Gregg  to  be  and  appear  before  the  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee 
•were  informed  that  Brother  Gregg  died  insolvent,  since  the  adoption  of  the  aforesaid 
resolution;  and  from  all  that  your  committee  are  able  to  learn  by  proceedings  of 
previous  Grand  Lodges,  books  and  papers  of  Grand  Secretary  or  otherwise,  the  only 
available  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  the  dues  from  subordinate  Lodges. 

In  consequence  of  a  large  number  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  not  having  made 
reports,  it  is  impossible  to  make  any  calculation  of  the  amount  that  may  be  collected 
from  that  source.  Your  committee  regret  that  the  books  of  the  Grand  Secretary  did 
not  set  out  more  fully  the  particular  items,  so  that  an  exact  estimate  could  have 
been  made  of  his  services, — instead  of  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars  in  part  pay 
from  the  first  day  of  the  last  Grand  Communication  to  the  first  day  of  the  present 
one.  Your  committee  are  inclined  to  the  opinion,  that  the  aforesaid  sum  of  seventy- 
five  dollars  is  high. 

As  the  adoption  of  a  revision  of  the  Grand  Constitution — by  which  it  is  hoped  the 
duties  of  Grand  Officers  will  be  better  defined,  and  the  Treasury  better  protected — 
is  anticipated,  your  committee  decline  any  recommendation,  except  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  this  Grand  Lodge  will  not  require  any  Grand  OflScer  or  Grand 
Committee,  hereafter,  to  include  and  account  for  any  moneys  that  come  into  the 
hands  of  any  Grand  Officer  prior  to  the  report  accompanying  this  resolution. 

Brother  Flnleij^  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  made 
the  following  report,  vrhich  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

That  they  have  examined  the  proceedings  of  Webb  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  and  find  them 
correct.  Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  Webb  Lodge,  No.  24,  without  expense 
(except  three  dollars  for  Gi-and  Seci-etary) ;  and  that  Samuel  Fleming  be  the  first 
Master  thereof,  John  Finley,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  William  S.  Addleman,  the 
Junior  Warden. 

Brothar  Pcrcival,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  communications  from  our  sister  Grand  Lodges 
of  North  Carolina,  Mississippi,  Rhode  Island,  New  Hampshire,  Louisiana,  New  York, 
Kentucky,  South  Carolina,  Connecticut,  Virginia  and  Florida,  They  find  nothing 
requiring  special  notice,  except  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida  on  foreign 
communications,  which  they  respectfully  recommend  to  this  Grand  Lodge  to  concur 
in.    They  also  recommend  a  continuance  of  Fraternal  intei'change  of  correspondence. 

Brother  Percival,  from  the  committee  on  Returns  and  Credentials,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  Returns  and  credentials  referred  to  them,  and 
find  that  the  following  Brethren  are  representatives : 

John  B.  Martin  (by  appointment),  from  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  1 ;  Austin  W. 
Morris  (by  appointment).  Union  Lodge,  No.  2;  Zerah  T.  Percival,  (W.  M.),  Lawrence- 
burg  Lodge,    No.  4;    A.  C.  Griffith  (by  appointment),  Washington  Lodge,  No.  13; 
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John  Willey  (S.  W.),  Warren  Lodp;e,  No.  15;  Charles  G.  Taylor,  (by  appointment), 
Terre  Haute  Lodge,  No.  19;  John  Walker  (by  appointment),  Lafayette  Lodge,  No.  28; 
Daniel  Kelso  (W.  M.),  Jefferson  Lodge,  No.  31 ;  Gillis  McBean,  (by  appointment), 
Tipton  Lodge,  No.  33. 

The  credentials  of  Brothers  GrifiQth,  Taylor  and  Walker  are  not  accompanied 
"with  the  seals  of  their  said  Lodges.  Your  committee,  having  no  doubt  of  the  said 
Brothers  being  the  choice  of  their  respective  Lodges,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Brother  A.  C.  Griffith  be  received  as  the  rejDresentative  from  Wash- 
ington Lodge,  No.  13;  C.  G.  Taylor,  from  Terre  Haute  Lodge,  No.  19,  and  J.  Walker, 
from  Lafayette  Lodge,  No.  28, 

Brother  Iloiris,  District  Agent  for  the  third  district,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  a  committee  consisting 
of  Bothers  Martin,  Mason  and  Percival : 

That  in  October  last,  he  called  upon  sftch  of  the  Brethren  of  St.  John's  Lodge, 
No.  20,  at  Columbus,  as  he  was  informed  best  understood  the  situation  of  that  Lodge; 
from  whom  he  ascertained,  that  nothing  had  been  done  since  the  last  Charter  had 
been  granted.  He  then  endeavored  to  get  into  his  possession  the  jewels  and  furni- 
ture of  said  Lodge,  but  was  unable  to  find  them,  owing  to  the  absence  from  home  of 
the  person  in  whose  charge  they  were.  He  left  an  order  with  Brother  Herod  of  that 
place  for  the  property,  but  Brother  Wade,  the  late  Master,  refused  to  give  it  up, 
upon  the  plea  that  the  amount  paid  for  the  last  Charter  should  be  refunded  to  them. 

To  all  the  other  Lodges  in  his  district,  letters  have  been  written,  and  immediate 
answers  requested. 

From  Webb  Lodge,  No.  24,  an  answer  was  received,  and  thirty-five  dollars  paid, 
which  the  Agent  agreed  should  be  in  full  for  all  dues  against  said  Lodge.  Subse- 
quently said  Lodge  surrendered  her  Charter  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  received  a 
Dispensation. 

From  Tipton  Lodge,  No.  33,  Returns  for  1832  and  1833,  and  thirty-one  dollars 
were  received;  which  amount  is  in  full  of  all  dues  up  to  this  date. 

From  Bloomiugton  Lodge,  No.  22,  nothing  has  been  heard  officially.  From  the 
last  Master  of  that  Lodge,  I  have,  however,  understood  that  no  meetings  have  been 
had  for  three  years ;  that  they  have  considerable  property,  and  expect  to  surrender 
it ;  and  that  probably  they  may  apply,  at  some  future  pei-iod,  for  a  Dispensation  for 
a  new  Lodge. 

From  Wayne  Lodge,  No.  25,  nothing  has  been  heard.  From  the  best  information 
that  can  be  obtained,  they  have  continued  to  work  regularly,  and  are  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition.  They  have  several  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property,  consisting 
of  furniture,  a  Hall,  and  a  lot  of  ground  in  Fort  Wayne.  It  was  expected  that  they 
would  have  been  represented  at  this  Grand  Communication.  It  is  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  say  in  what  manner  this  Lodge  shall  be  dealt  with. 

In  relation  to  St.  John's  and  Bloomington  Lodges,  the  Agent  recommends  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Charters  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  20,  and  Bloomington  Lodge, 
No.  23,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  ari-ested,  and  all  the  propei-ty  of  said  Lodges  for- 
feited to  this  Grand  Lodge:  Provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  be  returned  to 
them,  on  the  establishment  of  new  Lodges  in  Columbus  and  Bloomington  within 
one  year. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Martin,  the  report  submitted  by  him  as  District 
Agent  was  taken  up  and  referred  to  the  last  named  committee. 
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Brother  Keho^  District  Agent  for  the  fourth  district,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  last  named  committee : 

I  went  to  Benevolent  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at  Murray's  Mills.  They  Lad  no  property 
that  was  worth  taking,  but  said  there  was  money  due  said  Lodge  for  initiations,  etc.; 
and  that  they  would  pay  up.     I  went  a  second  time,  but  got  nothing. 

I  next  went  to  Union  Lodge,  No.  2,  at  Madison ;  and  found  that  Lodge  in  a  tolera- 
ble condition.  They  had  been  taxed  high  for  their  property  for  street  purpose ;  had 
but  little  noney  on  hand,  if  any.  They  made  up  and  jjaid  me  $8  50,  and  promised 
to  be  represented  at  this  Grand  Lodge. 

I  next  inquired  concerning  Solomon  Lodge,  No.  27;  and  found  that  there  was 
some  property ;  but  that  Union  Lodge  had  large  claims  against  Solomon  Lodge,  for 
house  rent,  etc,  and  had  the  property  in  possession,  and  was  not  disposed  to  meddle 
■with  the  same.  But  Union  Lodge,  disposed  to  favor  the  Grand  Lodge,  passed  a 
resolution  remitting  all  claims  against  Solomon  Lodge,  No.  27.  I  then  took  one 
elegant  carpet,  one  set  of  common  Windsor  chairs,  two  shall  columns,  one  ballot 
box,  etc.;  all  of  which  is  deposited  with  Union  Lodge,  subject  to  the  order  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.     Probable  value,  twenty-five  or  thirty  dollars. 

I  next  visited  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4;  and  found  them  in  a  reasonably  good 
condition ;  their  books  are  in  good  order,  and  much  money  due  them,  some  of  which, 
I  was  told,  they  had  judgments  for.  They  paid  me  nothing,  but  promised  to  be  rep- 
resented at  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Harmony  Lodge,  No.  11,  at  Brookville,  I  did  not  visit.  I  wi'ote  two  several 
letters  to  them ;  but  received  no  answer.  I  am  informed,  however,  that  they  are 
doing  no  business. 

Jennings  Lodge,  No.  17,  at  Vernon,  I  did  not  visit.  I  wrote  to  them,  but  got  no 
answer.  I  intended  to  call  on  them,  on  my  way  to  this  place,  but  was  prevented  by 
sickness  from  doing  so. 

Your  Agent  humbly  hopes  this  course  may  meet  the  approbation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Mason,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Brother  John  Finley  be  received  as  the  representative  from  Webb 
Lodge,  No.  24,  and  take  his  seat  as  such. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  on 
the  Grand  Constitution ;  and,  after  some  time  spent  in  the  consideration 
thereof,  reported  progress  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again,  which  was  not 
granted  ;  and  thereupon,  the  committee  was  discharged  from  the  further 
consideration  of  the  subject. 

On  motion,  the  revised  Constitution  was  then  referred  to  a  committee 
consi.'^ting  of  Brothers  Mason,  Martin,  Finley,  Percival,  Hanna,  Parker 
and  Morris. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Morris,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Rfsolved,  That  each  and  every  Lodge  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be 
absolved  from  the  payment  of  any  dues  or  loans  owing  to  this  Grand  Lodge  up  to 
this  date;  and  that  the  same  are  hereby  unconditionally  remitted;  and  that  all  the 
Lodges,  so  in  arrears  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  failing  to  be  represented  at  the  next  An- 
nual Grand  Communication,  unless  prevented  by  some  unavoidable  cause,  shall  be 
Btricken  from  thV  list  of  Lodges.

Fcsolvecl,  That  the  Grand  Secretarj^  shall  not  procure  the  printing  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  present  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Reaolved,  further,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  make  out  and  furnish  Brother 
Mason,  in  time  to  circulate  with  the  Grand  Constitution,  a  certificate  of  tlie  election 
of  each  Grand  Visitor,  including  a  copy  of  the  resolution  remitting  the  dues  to  sub- 
ordinate Lodges,  and  the  time  of  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Martin^  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  when  the  Grand  Lodge  closes,  it  will  be  to  meet  at  Masons'  Hall, 
in  Indianapolis,  on  the  second  Monday  of  December,  183J:. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Martin,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  was  allowed  to 
Brother  Hand,  as  a  compensation  for  his  services  as  Grand  Tyler  at  the 
present  session. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Ilorris,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Brother  J.  B.  Martin  be  allowed  the  sum  of  twenty-four  dollars, 
for  his  services  as  Agent  for  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  first  district ;  and  that  the 
Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  enter  to  tlie  credit  of  Vincennes 
Lodge.  No.  1,  as  a  loan  from  said  Lodge  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  amount  specified, 
and  that  Brother  Martin  receive  the  same  from  Vincennes  Lodge.

Although  the  strict  letter  of  the  Grand  Constitution  seems  to  require,  that  the 
approbation  of  some  regular  Lodge — bearing  the  seal  of  such  Lodge — is  necessary 
to  ■warrant  this  Grand  Lodge  in  granting  a  Dispensation,  yet  your  committee  are  of 
opinion  that  the  real  intent  and  meaning  of  said  clause  in  the  Constitution  was  only 
to  preserve  the  Grand  Lodge  from  being  imposed  upon  by  false  representations;  and 
your  committee  are  further  of  opinion,  tliat  where  good  proof  of  the  honest  inten- 
tions of  Brethren  can  be  had,  otherwise  than  by  the  course  prescribed  by  the  Consli- 
tion,  that  the  spirit  of  the  Constitution  making  such  requisition  is  fully  complied 
with;  and  your  committee  are  further  of  opinion,  that  to  compel  those  desirous  of 
assembling  themselves  together  as  regular  Lodges  to  procure  the  certificate  under 
seal  of  some  regular  Lodge,  etc.,  would  be  at  this  time  utterly  out  of  question. 

Your  committee  would,  therefore,  in  view  of  all  foregoing  premises,  respectfully 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  Dispensation  be  granted  to  James  H.  Cravens,  Archibald  A. 
Read,  Johnson  Watts  and  their  associates,  for  the  porpose  of  enabling  them  to  meet 
in  the  town  of  Versailles,  in  ttie  county  of  Ripley,  as  a  regular  Lodge  of  Masons, 
to  be  known  by  the  name  of  Ripley  Lodge;  and  that  Brother  James  II.  Cravens  be 
the  first  Master  thereof,  Archibald  A.  Read,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  Johnson  WaiU, 
the  Junior  Warden. 
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Brother  Finley^  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  made  the  following 
report : 

From  the  account  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  it  appears  that  there  has  come 
into  his  hands,  since  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
funds  of  said  Lodge  to  tlie  amount  of, ^  89  00 

And  there  appears  to  have  been  a  balance  due  the  Grand  Secretary,  at 
the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Communication,  $16  70,  Tvhich,  together  lYith 
the  fees  for  subsequent  services  and  expenses,  amounts  to, 25  02 

Leaving  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  Grand  Lodge, $  G3  1)8 

No  funds  have  come  into  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  since  his  term  of 
otBce ;  and  as  the  Grand  Lodge  funds  vrere  exhausted  at  the  time  of  his  election  to 
that  office,  the  above   named  balance  appears  to  be  all  the  available  funds  of  said 

Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Finlcy,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolvecf,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  vote  ten  dollars  to  New  Albany  Lodge,  (TJ.  D.), 
in  the  event  of  a  Charter  being  received  by  said  Lodge  at  its  present  Communication. 

Brother  Keho,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  the  first  resolution  adopted : 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  vrorkings  of  New  Albany  Lodge,  and  a  copy 
of  By-Laws  presented  with  them;  and  find  the  workings  regular,  and  nothing  in  the 
By-Laws  that  contravenes  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  The  petitioners  pray  for  a  Charter  to  constitute  a  regular  Lodge;  and  your 
committee  deem  their  prayer  reasonable,  and  would  respectfully  suggest  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  the  petitioners,  by  the  name  of  Neiv  Al- 
hany  Lodcjr,  No.  39;  and  that  Brother  Shephard  Whitman  be  the  first  iMaster  thereof, 
Williain  Hurst,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  Alexander  illcClelland,  the  Junior  Warden. 

Resolved,  Jurlher,  That  said  Lodge  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any  other  fee  for 
said  Charter,  except  the  fee  due  to  the  Grand  Secretary  therefor.

Resolved,  That  a  Dispensation  be  granted  to  Center  Lodge,  No.  23,  on  condition 
of  their  petitioning  for  said  Dispensation;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  will  certify 
to  the  Grand  Master  that  the  petitioners  are  Master  Masons. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  duly  closed,  to  meet  at  Masons'  Hall, 
in  the  town  of  Indianapolis,  on  the  second  Monday  in  December,  1835.

Brother  Whitman  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  for  its  consideration,  the 
papers  and  evidence  in  regard  to  the  expulsion  of  John  F.  Flannery,  by 
New  Albany  Lodge,  No.  39 ;  ■which  were  read  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Grievances. 

Brother  Whihnan,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

During  the  past  year,  there  has  been  received  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Ohio,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Massachusetts,  New 
York,  New  Hampshire,  Mississippi,  and  the  Territories  of  the  Floridas". 

Your  committee  are  highly  pleased  to  find  in  these  documents  substantial  evidence 
of  the  growing  prospei'ity  of  our  Institution  in  those  places.  Masonry,  the  oldest 
and  most  elevated  of  moral  institutions,  has  survived  the  wreck  of  empires  and 
kingdoms;  and  ever  will,  so  long  as  one  spark  of  moral  light  and  fraternal  feeling 
remain  in  the  human  heart;  her  Institution  will  flourish,  her  assemblies  attended, 
and  her  benign  influence  be  felt,  where  the  white  lamb-skin  is  worthily  worn. 

Although  the  ruthless  tongue  of  slander  has  attempted  to  fix  an  indellible  stain 
upon  her  very  name,  yet  she  wears  innocence  for  her  robes  and  integrity  for  her 
ornaments.  Fixed  on  such  a  basis,  long  will  she  endure  to  bless  and  felicitate  future 
generations  in  all  time  to  come. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  would  most  respectfully  recommend  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  difi"erent  States,  and  all  subordinate  Lodges,  the  cul- 
tivation of  union,  confidence  and  Brotherly  love. 

On  motion,  the  sum  of  eight  dollars  and  fourteen  cents  was  allowed  to 
Warren  Lodge,  No.  15,  for  moneys  expended  by  that  Lodge  for  the  use 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1834. 

On  motion  of  Brother  LocJcharf,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution 
was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  Salem  Lodge,  No.  21,  has,  sometime  since,  lost  their  Charter  by  stealth 
or  otherwise  (though  not  by  any  neglect  of  said  Lodge),  and  being  anxious  to  con- 
tinue as  a  regular  Lodge;  therefore, 

Jiexolved,  That  a  Cliarter  be  granted  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  Salem  Lodge,  No.  21, 
free  of  any  fee  therefor  (the  Grand  Secretary's  fee  excepted). 

Brother  Martin,  Grand  Visitor  for  the  first  district,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

That  he  has,  during  the  last  year,  visited  the  Lodges  in  his  district,  and  found 
the  Craft  generally  in  harmony. 

Vincenues  Lodge,  No.  1,  is  (as  will  be  seen  by  their  Return)  in  a  prosperous 
situation. 

Philanthropic  Lodge,  No.  36,  at  Jit.  Vernon,  is  in  a  state  of  confusion ;  some 
dissensions  among  its  members,  and  not  able,  at  present,  to  hold  its  regular  meet- 
ings; they  have  neglected  to  pay  their  annual  contribution  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  or 
make  their  Returns ;  and  not  more  than  four  or  five  Masons  are  willing  to  meet  and 
attend  the  Lodge. 
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Hiram  Lodge,  No.  18,  at  Carlisle,  has  ceased  its  labors  or  -workings,  for  some 
time — say  for  two  years  past ;  and  in  consequence  of  the  death  of  some  and  the  re- 
moval of  others  of  its  members,  there  appears  no  prospect  of  its  being  resuscitated 
again. 

Brother  Percivdl^  Grand  Visitor  for  the  sixth  district,  made  the  follow- 
ing report : 

That  he  was  at  Rising  Sun,  and  was  informed  by  a  Brother  there,  that  fhey  had 
not  had  a  meeting  of  the  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6,  for  a  number  of  months,  and 
knew  not  when  they  would. 

He  has  also  been  at  Hartford,  and  was  informed  that  Jefferson  Lodge,  No.  31, 
had  not  met  for  about  two  years;  and  your  Grand  Visitor,  from  his  own  knowledge, 
believes  they  will  never  reinstate  and  Avork  again,  under  their  present  Charter. 

He  did  not  visit  Union  Lodge,  No.  2,  at  Madison,  as  it  would  be  attended  with 
considerable  expense  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  little  or  no  benefit, — and  for  other 
reasons ;  but  is  informed,  that  they  are  performing  some  labor  there. 

He  has  used  every  exertion  in  his  power  to  reinstate  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4; 
but  cannot  boast  of  their  work;  yet,  he  believes,  they  will  meet  regularly  from  this 
time,  as  they  have  admitted  several  new  members,  and  held  an  election  at  the  last 
stated  meeting;  and  some  of  them  appear,  at  present,  to  be  determined  to  jDursue 
their  labors. 

Which  report,  on  motion  of  Brother  Morris^  was  amended,  by  adding  the 
following  resolutions,  and  then  concurred  in : 

Resolved,  That  Jetfcrson  Lodge,  No.  31,  at  Hartford,  be  stricken  from  the  list  of 
Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  further,  That  should  the  Brethren  of  Hartford  apply  for  a  Dispensation 
for  a  new  Lodge  within  one  year,  the  jewels  of  Jefferson  Lodge,  No.  31,  shall  be 
transferred  and  granted  to  such  new  Lodge. 

Resolved,  further,  That  until  such  time.  Brother  Daniel  Kelso,  G.  M.,  be  authorized 
to  take  possession  of  the  property  of  said  Jefferson  Lodge,  in  the  name  of  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Rising  Sun  Lodge  No.  6,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  stricken  from 
the  list  of  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge :  Provided,  that  if  said  Lodge 
shall  apply  for  a  Dispensation  within  one  year,  and  commence  in  good  faith  as  a 
new  Lodge,  tlien  and  in  that  case,  their  jewels,  furniture  and  property,  of  all  kinds 
whatsoever,  shall  be  returned  to  said  new  Lodge;  until  which  time,  Brother  Zerah 
T.  Percival,  Grand  Visitor  of  the  sixth  District,  is  hereby  appointed  an  agent  for 
this  Grand  Lodge,  to  take  into  his  possession  all  the  property  of  said  Rising  iSun 
Lodge,  No.  C.  ^ 

Brother  Percival,  from  the  committee   on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 

made  the  following  report : 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  By-Laws  and  workings  of  Center  Lodge,  (U.  D.), 
and  find  them  correct;  the  committee  would  state,  however,  that  one  clause  of  the 
By-Laws  seems  rather  to  conflict  with  the  Grand  Constitution,  to-wit :  in  the  matter  of 
dividing  the  fees,  charging  and  receiving  the  whole  amount  for  initiating,  passing 
and  raising  at  once.  Your  committee  would  further  state,  that  as  Center  Lodge  has 
once  paid  this  Grand  Lodge  twenty-five  dollars  for  a  Charter,  and  are  just  re- 
commencing with  heavy  expenses  of  house  rent,  etc.,  to  provide  for, — that  she  be 
allowed  a  Charter  free  of  expenses. 
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As  relates  fo  the  By-Laws  and  workings  of  Clark  Lodge,  (U.  D),  wc  tind  that 
her  By-Laws  are  good,  with  the  same  exception  as  in  the  case  of  Center  Lodge.  Her 
workings  have  not  been  forwarded;  but  her  Return  shows  her  a  most  prosperous 
Lodge.  We  recommend  that  this  Lodge  be  allowed  a  Charter,  also;  and  that  both 
Center  and  Clark  Lodges  be  directed  to  amend  the  provisions  of  their  By-Laws 

On  motion  of  Brother  Hand,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  now  issue  to  Center  Lodge,  No.  23,  on  her  paying  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  liis  fees  for  issuing  the  same;  and  that  Jamks  L.  Hogix  be  the 
first  Master  thereof,  John  Foster,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  John  Williams,  the  Junior 
Warden. 

On  motion  of  Brother  3Iason,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  Liberty  Lodge,  No.  35,  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Lodges  subor- 
dinate to  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  the  Grand  Visitor  will  be  authorized  to  take 
possession  of  tlie  jewels  and  furniture  of  every  description,  and  hold  the  same  sub- 
ject to  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge:  Provided,  however,  that  should  said  Lodge 
commence  work  by  applying  for  a  Dispensation,  or  commence  under  their  present 
Charter,  within  six  months  from  this  time, — then  this  resolution  to  be  of  non-effect.

The  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  proceedings  of  New  Albany  Lodge,  in 
expelling  John  Flannery  from  the  Brotherhood  of  Masonry,  have  examined  the 
charges  and  letters  in  confirmation  of  those  charges,  also  an  extract  from  the 
minutes  of  the  New  Albany  Lodge  when  said  John  Flannery's  trial  was  pending, 
and  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion,  that  all  was  done  in  strict  conformity  to  the 
ancient  usages  of  the  Order.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  proceedings  against 
said  John  Flannery  be  confirmed. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Stewart,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  all  the  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  have  not 
paid  their  dues  for  one  year,  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Lodges  subordinate  to  this 
Grand  Lodge;  and  that  the  Grand  Visitors  be  authorized  to  take  possession  of  all 
the  jewels  and  furniture  of  any  such  Lodge  or  Lodges. 

Brother  Hand,  Grand  Visitor  for  the  seventh  district,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

From  his  observation,  he  is  happy  to  say,  that  Center  Lodge,  No.  23,  since  receiv- 
ing a  Dispensation  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  has  resumed  its  labors,  and  appears 
to  be  in  a  most  prospei'ous  situation,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  Return  of  said  Lodge. 

He  is  informed  by  the  Brethren  of  Lafayette  Lodge,  No.  28,  that  although  they 
have  not  held  their  meetings  regularly,  yet  that  nothing  of  a  serious  nature  pre- 
vents their  usual  activity.  They  still  wish  to  be  continued  on  the  list  of  Lodges, 
and  hope  again  to  evinqe  their  usual  attachment  to  the  principles  of  the  Order. 

Fiom  information  received  from  Tipton  Lodge,  No.  33,  the  Brethren  continue  to 
hold  meetings ;  and  although  they  are  not  at  present  in  so  prosperous  a  condition 
as  in  former  days,  yet  they  have  no  disposition  to  abandon  so  laudable  an  object.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  ten  o'clock,  A.  M. —

Brother  Allen,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  made 
the  following  report : 

The  committee  have  attended  to  the  duties  assigned  them,  and  find  that  commu- 
nications have  been  received  from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  New  Yoi'k,  New  Jersey,  Vir- 
ginia, Connecticut,  Alabama,  North  Carolina,  Georgia  and  Florida.  They  find 
nothing  in  these  communications  that  requires  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  at 
this  time,  except  in  those  from  New  York  and  Virginia;  they  regret  to  find  that 
difficulties  have  arisen  among  the  Brethren  in  the  city,  which  originated  with  York 
Lodge,  No.  367,  which  resulted  in  the  division  of  said  Lodge  and  the  expulsion  of  a 
number  of  the  members,  whose  names  are  transmitted  to  this  Grand  Lodge.  Your 
committee  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  take  measures  to  inform  the  dilFereut 
subordinate  Lodges  of  the  same,  and  of  the  expulsion  in  Virginia,  by  transmitting 
specific  communications  thereof  to  the  same. 

Brother  Wllley,  from  the  committee  on  Returns  and  Credentials,  made 
the  following  report : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  Returns  and  credentials  referred  to  them,  and 
find  that  the  following  Brethren  are  representatives :

Liberty  Lodge,  No.  35 — (the 
Keturns  of  this  Lodge  are  very  imperfect);  James  L.  Hogin  (by  appointment),  La- 
porte  Lodge,  (U.  D.) 

Your  committee  would  here  state,  that  on  examination,  they  find  a  great  defi- 
ciency in  the  Returns  of  several  of  the  subordinate  Lodges.  This  is  owing,  perhaps, 
to  the  want  of  experience  in  making  out  Returns  by  the  Secretaries  of  the  several 
Lodges. 

Brother  ITogin,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  proceedings  of  Laporte  Lodge, 
held  in  the  town  of  Laporte,  in  Laporte  county,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  and  resolutions,  in  which  they  request  the  concurrence  of  the  Grand 
Lodge :  They  have  examined  the  workings  and  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge,  and  find 
them  regular,  excepting  the  6th  Section  of  Article  4,  of  said  By-Laws,  which  reads — 
"Every  member  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  for  initiating,  passing  or  raising  a  can- 
didate, provided  he  is  of  the  degree  to  be  conferred."  The  committee  would  recom- 
mend that  said  Lodge  be  requested  to  amend  their  By-Laws,  so  as  to  confine  voting, 
in  all  cases,  to  Master  Masons.

Cobb,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  Thovias  D.  Lemon,  the  Junior  Warden. 

And  your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  payment  of  the  amount 
due  from  Laporte  Lodge,  "No.  41,  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  postponed  until  the  next 
Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  was  donated  to  Laporte 
Lodge,  No.  41, — being  the  amount  required  of  subordinate  Lodges  for 
their  Charters. 

Brother  Sclimidlapp  presented  a  memorial  from  Union  Lodge,  No.  2, 
asking  for  a  copy  of  their  former  Charter,  if  such  copy  could  be  furnished  ; 
and  for  other  purposes  therein  named.  The  memorial  was  referred  to  a 
committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Willey,  Fleming  and  Scott. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

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The  Grand  Lodge  was  duly  opened,  and  proceeded  to  labor  in  the  third 
degree  of  Masonry. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  following 
communication,  which  was  accepted  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Char- 
ters and  Dispensations : 

That  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  Dispensation  was 
granted  to  sundry  Brethren  of  Centerville.,  in  this  State;  in  which  Martin  Ray  wag 
Master.  A  commission  was  given  to  install  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  said  Lodge. 
From  information,  said  Lodge  has  not  been  organized. 

On  the  14th  of  May  last,  a  Dispensation  was  granted  to  certain  Brethren,  to  hold 
a  Lodge  at  Rushville,  in  the  State  of  Indiana;  John  Greer,  Worshipful  Master, 
Rohtrt  Y.  M.  Bride,  Senior  Warden,  and  Isaac  Washburn,  Junior  Warden.  And  on  the 
24th  of  June  last,  said  officers  were  duly  installed ;  and  afterward,  some  time  in  the 
month  of  September  following,  appointed  and  installed  William  H.  Martin,  Wor- 
shipful Master,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  removal  of  Brother  Greer  from 
the  county. 

Some  question  arises  in  our  mind,  as  to  the  propriety  of  installing  the  officers  of 
a  Lodge  under  Dispensation.  By  reference  to  Cross's  Chart,  pages  57-8,  the  follow- 
ing language  is  held  in  relation  to  the  installation  of  the  officers  of  a  Lodge — (it  being 
addressed  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master) — "A  number  of  BrethreUj  duly  insti'ucted  in 
the  mysteries  of  Masonry,  having  assembled  together  at  stated  periods  by  virtue  of 
a  Dispensation  granted  them  for  that  purpose,  do  now  desire  to  be  constituted  into 
a  regular  Lodge  agreeably  to  the  ancient  usages  and  customs  of  the  Fraternity,"  etc.; 
page  58  is  a  continuation  of  the  same  subject,  holding  the  same  language.  It  is 
evident  (if  the  inference  from  the  foregoing  be,  that  Lodges  under  Dispensation,  or  the 
officers  thereof,  are  mere  proxies  or  agents  of  the  Grand  Master),  that  the  officers  are 
not  entitled  to  be  installed  as  an  independent  Lodge.  But  by  reference  to  the  Grand 
Constitution  (under  the  head  of  Duty  of  Subordinate  Lodges),  it  will  be  perceived  that 
the  Section  contemplates  their  claims  to  the  privileges  of  an  independent  Lodge.

Foster 
and  Smith. 

Brother  Charles  I.  Hand,  late  of  Center  Lodge,  No.  23,  presented  the 
proceedings  of  said  Lodge,  suspending  him  from  membership  in  said 
Lodge,  together  with  his  appeal  from  said  decision ;  which  were  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 
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On  motion,  the  j^roceeclings  of  Vineennes?  Lodge,  No.  1,  expellln"-  Wm. 
Askew  from  the  privileges  of  Masonry,  together  with  his  appeal  from  said 
decision,  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  was  read;  and  on  motion,  so  much 
of  the  I'eport  as  related  to  the  finances  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Accounts,  and  so  much  as  related  to  Brother  Daniel  Kelso  was  referred 
to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Lane,  Foster  and  Stanton, 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Treasurer  was  allowed  further  time  to  make  his 
annual  report. 

Brother  Smith,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  appeal  of  Charles  I.  Hand,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read 
and  concurred  in — (Brothers  Foster,  Fisher  and  Seibert  being  excused 
from  voting  thereon)  : 

From  the  papers  presented  to  the  consideration  of  your  committee,  the  following 
appears  to  be  the  facts  connected  with  the  case:  At  a  Lodge  of  Entered  Apprentice 
Masons,  held  at  Center  Lodge,  28th  March,  1830,  a  charge  was  preferred  against 
Charles  I.  Hand,  alleging  that  he  had  unmasonically  refused  to  "paj  his  dues,  and 
had  treated  in  a  contemptuous  manner  those  who  had  waited  on  him ;  and  said 
Hand  was  required  to  answer  said  charges,  at  an  Entered  Apprentices'  meeting. 

Ou  the  24th  of  April,  the  said  charges  were  withdrawn,  and  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  preferring  charges  against  said  Hand. 
At  a  subsequent  meeting,  held  on  the  22d  of  May,  the  committee  last  referred  to 
reported  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  case  did  not  require  any  action  of  the  Lodge; 
which  report  was  concurred  in,  and  it  was  ^^  Hesolved,  That  said  Hand  shall  be 
entitled  to  membership  in  the  Lodge,  upon  payment  of  his  dues;"  which  Avere 
then  paid. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting,  held  20th  June,  in  an  Entered  Apprentices'  Lodge, 
it  was  " Resolred,  That  the  vote  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution"  last  referred  to 
"be  reconsidered;"  and  it  was  ^^ Further  resolved,  That  said  Hand  shall  stand  sus- 
pended, agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  By-Laws." 

From  this  order  of  suspension,  the  said  Hand  has  appealed  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

In  examining  these  proceedings,  your  committee  are  met  at  the  thi-eshold  by  an 
objection,  which,  in  their  opinion,  renders  them  invalid.  The  sentence  of  suspen- 
sion upon  Brother  Hand,  seems  to  have  been  adopted  by  a  Lodge  of  Entered  Ap- 
prentice Masons.  Your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  a  Lodge  of  Entered  Appren- 
tices can  not  Masonically  either  expel  or  suspend  a  Master  Mason ;  and  that  the 
proceedings  are,  on  this  account,  wholly  invalid. 

Your  committee  are  also  of  opinion,  that  from  the  facts  presented  by  the  record 
of  proceedings  of  Center  Lodge,  the  sentence  of  suspension  passed  upon  Brother 
Hand  would  have  been  incorrect  under  the  circumstances,  if  passed  by  a  Lodge  of 
Master  Masons.  The  Section  of  the  By-Laws,  referred  to  in  the  proceedings  of 
Center  Lodge,  provides  that  twelve  months'  delinquency,  or  six  months'  absence 
from  the  Lodge  without,  shall  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  membership,  unless  the 
absence  be  unavoidable. 

Your  committee  believe  that  a  fair  and  just  construction  of  this  provision  of  the 
By-Laws  would  prevent  the  suspension  of  any  member,  until  after  notice  had  been 
given  him,  and  an  opportunity  of  defense  afforded.    They  do  not  conceive,  that  by 
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the  operation  of  the  By-Law  the  member  stands  suspended,  but  rather  that  the  delin- 
quencies or  voluntary  absence  are  sufficient  reasons  for  which  the  Lodge  may  declare 
a  Brother's  membership  forfeited;  but  until  some  action  is  taken  by  the  Lodge  and 
the  forfeiture  enforced,  the  right  of  membership  remains  unimpaired. 

If  your  committee  are  correct  in  the  view  they  have  taken  of  the  Bj'-Laws,  it 
follows  that  a  sentence  of  suspension,  passed  in  the  absence  of  the  Brother  to  be 
affected  by  it,  and  without  a  previous  notice  given  him,  would  be  erroneous.  Such 
seems  to  have  been  the  case  in  this  instance.  At  one  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  it  was 
resolved  that  Brother  Hand  was  entitled  to  membership.  At  a  subsequent  meeting, 
no  charge  being  preferred  against  Brother  Hand,  this  resolution  was  rescinded  and 
he  was  declared  to  be  suspended,  without  any  opportunity  for  defense  or  excuse 
being  afforded  him.  Your  committee  believe  that  in  all  cases  of  delinquency  in 
the  payment  of  dues,  or  absence  from  the  Lodge,  a  Brother  should  be  notified  of  the 
intention  of  the  Lodge  to  joroceed  against  him,  before  any  sentence  should  be  passed 
upon  him.     They,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  the  sentence  of 
Center  Lodge,  No.  23,  suspending  Bi-other  Charles  I.  Hand  from  membership  in  said 
Lodge  on  the  26th  of  June,  1S39,  is  erroneous,  and  is  hereby  reversed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  communicate  a  copy  of  the  above  resolution 
to  said  Lodge. 

The  committee  on  Grievances  asked  for  further  time  to  make  their 
report,  in  the  case  of  the  appeal  of  William  Askew;  -which  was  granted. 

Brother  Hand,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
of  sundry  Brethren  of  Bloomington,  made  the  following  report  which  was 
concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  subject  referred  to  them,  and  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  »  credit  be  given  to  Monroe  Lodge,  No ,  for  the  price  of  their 

Charter,  until  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication. 

Brother  Lane,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
Grand  Secretary's  report  as  relates  to  Brother  Kelso,  made  a  report  on 
that  subject,  and  preferred  the  following  charges  against  said  Kelso  : 

First — Violating  the  Grand  Constitution  in  Sections  1,  3  and  5  (under  the  head 
defining  the  duties  of  the  Grand  Secretary),  by  failing  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  person  or  by  agent,  failing  to  pay  over  the  mouej's  in  his  hands  to 
the  Grand  Treasurer,  failing  to  make  his  Return  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  failing  to  hand 
over  to  his  successor  the  books  and  papers  in  his  possession. 

Second — For  unmasonic  conduct  in  sending  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  its  action,  a 
document  couched  in  low,  vulgar  and  abusive  terms. 

Your  committee  also  submit  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Daniel  Kelso  be  notified,  by  the  Grand  Secretarj',  of  the  pendency 
of  the  above  charges,  and  require  him  to  answer  thereto  on  the  first  day  of  the  next 
Annual  Grand  Communication. 

The  Asolution  was  amended  so  as  to  request  Brother  Garrard,  of  Hart- 
ford to  notify  Brother  Kelso  of  the  pendency  of  the  above  charges. 

The  committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  made  the  following  report,  which 
was  concurred  in,  and  the  committee  discharged : 
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The  committee,  after  examination  and  inquiry,  cannot  ascertain  that  there 
remained,  at  the  close  of  the  last  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  any  work  or 
business  which  require  to  be  reported  at  this  Grand  Communication  by  your  com- 
mittee. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolutions  from  the  delegates 
of  subordinate  Lodges,  asking  from  the  Grand  Lodge  an  extension  on  the 
amounts  owing  from  them  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  read  and  concuri'ed  in  : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  subject  referred  to  them,  and  find  that  Vin- 
cennes  Lodge  is  indebted  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  $62  25;  Union  Lodge,  $21  75;  Law- 
renceburg  Lodge,  $15  00;  Harmony  Lodge,  §22  00;  Warren  Lodge,  $32  00;  Center 
Lodge,  $55  00;  Webb  Lodge,  $72  75;  Tipton  Lodge,  $76  62^;  and  New  Albany 
Lodge,  $34  50. 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions : 

Jiesnlvt'd,  That  the  amounts  by  the  subordinate  Lodges  as  enumerated  above,  be 
retained  as  a  loan  until  required  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  previous  to  such 
requirement,  the  subordinate  Lodges  shall  have  at  least  six  months'  notice. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter,  no  delegate  from  subordinate  Lodges  shall  be  allowed 
to  vote  in  the  Grand  Lodge  until  after  all  dues  are  paid  which  may  hereafter 
become  due. 

Brother  Bartlctt,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and  have  found  but  one 
Lodge    that   has    been    working    under  Dispensation    during    the  last   year;    that 

Lodge  is  held  at  Rushville,  and  has  taken  the  name  of  Morning  Star  Lodge,  No 

Said  Lodge  has  complied  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  working, 
except  that  its  By-Laws  do  not  require  all  the  initiation  fees  totbe  paid  before  ihe 
candidate  is  allowed  to  take  the  first  degree.  Your  committee  would,  therefore, 
recommend  that  said  Lodge  be  allowed  a  Charter;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be 
instructed  to  furnish  said  Lodge  with  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  that  said  Morning  Star  Lodge  so  amend  the  By-Laws  as  that  they  will  not  con- 
flict with  said  Constitution. 

Brother  Lane^  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  to  whom  was  referred 
so  much  of  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  as  re- 
late to  finances,  made  the  following  report : 

That  they  have  examined  the  same,  and  found  them  correct;  and  herewith  return 
said  reports  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  By  reference  to  which,  it  will  appear  that  the 
amount  received  at  the  last  Grand  Communication's  $432  25,  including  the  balance 
on  hand  at  the  last  settlement;  and  the  amount  paid  out,  $286  18|, — leaving  a 
balance  in  hands  of  Grand  Treasurer  at  the  commencement  of  this  Grand  Commu- 
nication, of  $146  06|-. 

Brother  Stanton,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondent,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  concurred  in : 

The  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  with  instructions  to  amend,  etc., 
respectfully  report  the  following  resolution : 


V. 
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Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  concur  in  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  on  the  6th  day  of  November,  1838, — that  delegates 
from  Lodges  working  under  Dispensation  are  not  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Foster  oifered  for  adoption  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  hereafter,  the  dififerent  Lodges  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  in 
making  their  Returns,  shall  recognize  all  the  members  as  subject  to  be  returned, 
■whether  in  arrears  or  not,  until  such  subordinate  Lodges  shall  have  taken  some 
action  on  the  subject,  and  suspended  such  delinquents  from  their  privileges  aa 
members. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Stanton,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Constitution  be  so  amended,  that  the  representatives 
from  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  be  allowed  one  dollar  per  day,  in  addition  to 
the  fees  by  the  Grand  ('oustitution,  for  each  day's  attendance  at  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  in  going  to  and  from  the  same. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  forward  to  Vincennes 
Lodge,  No.  1,  the  amount  due  the  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion,  the  amount  which  the  Morning  Star  Lodge  will  he  indebted 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  its  Charter,  was  loaned  to  said  Lodge  until  the 
nest  Annual  Grand  Communication. 

The  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Wm. 
Askew,  made  their  report  on  the  subject,  accompanied  by  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted,  to-wit : 

Resolved,  That  the  decision  of  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  1,  expelling  William  Askew 
from  the  privileges  of  Masonry  for  grossly  unmasonic  conduct,  be  sanctioned  and 
confirmed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana.

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  when  the  Grand  Lodge  closes,  it  will  close  to  meet  on  the  Thurs- 
day morning  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Legislature.

their  respective  papers  gratuitously. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  installation  of  the  Grand 
Officers  elect,  which  was  done  in  due  and  ancient  form. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Lane,  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  ten- 
dered to  Center  Lodge,  for  the  use  of  their  Hall  during  this  convention. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  duly  closed,  to  meet 
at  Masons'  Hall,  in  the  town  of  Indianapolis,  on  the  first  Thursday  in 
December,  A.  L.  5840,  A.  D.  1840.

But  take  from  the  balance,  as  above  ($400  81),  the  sum  of  $46  06  (the  balance 
still  in  Brother  Foster's  hands),  and  the  nett  amount  in  the  Treasury  would 
be  $414  75. 

The  Grand  Secretary  would  further  report  the  following  list  of  balances  against 
subordinate  Lodges,  and  which  is  now  (under  a  resolution  of  th^  last  Grand  Lodge), 
loaned  until  called  for,  to-wit:

From  this  should 
be  deducted  such  sum  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  deem  reasonable  for  two  years'  com- 
pensation.

The  committee  have  examined  the  Returns  and  credentials  referred  to  them,  add 
find  tliat  the  following  Brethren  are  representatives :

Brother  Nod,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution 
relative  to  investing  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  Bank  Stock,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

That  after  due  consideration  of  the  subject,  they  have  been  led  to  the  conclusion, 
that  an  investment  in  Bank  Stock  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  would  be  the 
best  disposition  which  could  be  made  of  them.  With  reference  to  their  safety  and 
productiveness, — while  thus  invested,  they  would  yield  ten  per  cent,  and  be  entirely- 
safe  from  loss.  Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  instructed,  from  time  to  time  as  any  sur- 
plus funds  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge  may  come  into  his  hands,  to  invest  the 
same  in  Stock,  at  t!ie  Branch  at  Indianopolis,  of  the  State  Bank  of  Indiana,  to  be 
taken  in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  and  all  dividends  accruing  from  the  same 
shall  be  invested  in  the  same  manner,  until  otherwise  directed;  and  said  dividends 
shall  be  drawn  by  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Brother  Farmer,  from  the  committee  on  Claims,  made  the  following 
report,  Avliieh  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee,  having  examined  the  claims  of  Brother  John  Willey,  for  services 
rendered  in  the  installation  of  the  ofhcers  of  Monroe  Lodge,  No.  22,  and  recommend 
that  the  same  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In  regard  to  the  communication  from  New  Albany  Lodge,  relative  to  their  in- 
ability to  meet  their  Grand  Lodge  dues,  your  committee  find,  in  the  printed  minutes 
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of  1839.  a  resolution — "That  tlie  amouut  due  by  subordinate  Lodges,  as  enumerated 
in  the  delinquent  list,  be  retained  as  a  loan,  until  required  by  the  Grand  Lodge; 
and  that  previous  to  such  requirement,  tlie  Lodges  have  at  l#Svst  six  months'  notice.'' 
The  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  continued  indulgence  is  calculated  to  involve  the 
subordinate  Lodges  in  debt  and  cripple  their  energies  by  having  heavy  claims  hanging 
over  them ;  and  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

I^esohed,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
collect  from  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  the  amounts  now  due  from  them,  wiih  a 
view  to  their  investment. 

As  regards  the  claim  of  Tipton  Lodge,  referred  to  this  committee,  they  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  if,  upon  an  examination  of  the  claim  of  Tipton  Lodge,  it  shall  ap- 
pear just,  then  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  allow  such  claim  as  a  credit  to  their  account. 

Brother  Bartlcft,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  made 
the  following  rejiiort,  -which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  communications  from  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North 
Carolina,  Georgia,  Ohio,  Kentucky,  Mississippi,  Missoui'i  and  Florida;  and  find 
in  them  much  valuable  information.  From  the  general  tenor  of  these  communica- 
tions, your  committee  are  pleased  to  say  they  afford  much  ground  for  congratulation 
to  the  Masonic  Family,  as  presenting  a  most  favorable  statement  of  the  prosperity 
of  the  Craft  throughout  the  country.  Your  committee  recommend  a  continued  inter- 
change of  communications  with  all  our  sister  Grand  Lodges,  wherever  located. 

Your  committee  can  not  close  this  report,  without  calling  the  attention  of  thia 
Grand  Lodge  to  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  in  December, 
1839. — "That  all  Grand  Lodges  in  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ala- 
bama be  requested  to  elect  one  delegate  to  meet  in  general  convention,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  March,  1842,  in  the  City  of  Washington,  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
upon  a  uniform  mode  of  work  throughout  all  the  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  and 
to  make  other  lawful  regulations  for  the  interest  and  security  of  the  Craft."  The 
importance  of  such  a  regulation,  your  committee  are  satisfied,  requires  no  comment 
from  them  ;  but  they  recommend  for  adoption  the  following  resolution  , 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  unite  in  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  resolution 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  Craft 
that  a  uniform  mode  of  work  and  system  of  regulations  should  pervade  all  the 
Lodges  throughout  the  Union  ;  and  that  we  will  unite  with  the  Fraternity  generally, 
in  any  suitable  means  to  accomplish  the  object. 

Brother  Bartkff,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  examined  all  the  papers  and  documents  referred  to  them. 
They  find  that  the  Returns  from  Wayne  Lodge  have  been  made  in  good  faith,  and 
all  dues  are  paid  agreeably  to  the  Grand  Constitution.  They,  therefore,  recom- 
mend that  a  Charter  be  granted  to  said  Wayne  Lodge,  No.  25. 

Brother  Bartleft,  from  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  made  the 
following  report : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  proceedings  of  the  last  Grand  Lodge,  and  find 
a  resolution  pending  for  the  amendment  of  the  Constitution,  so  as  to  allow  repre- 
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Bentatives  one  dollar  per  day,  in  addition  to  the  fees  hy  the  Grand  Constitution,  for 
each  day's  attendance  at  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  going  to  and  from  the  same.  Your 
committee  -would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution be  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  was  amended  by  striking  out  "one  dollar," 
and  inserting  fifty  cents.     The  resolution,  as  amended,  was  then  adopted. 

Brother  Bh/the,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  case  of 
William  Askew,  made  the  following  report,  which,  on  motion  of  Brother 
Woodard,  was  laid  on  the  table  : 

The  committee  see  nothing  in  the  case  referred  to  them  that  requires  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge;  but  that  the  subject  of  reinstating  said  Askew  is  a  matter 
belonging  exclusively  to  Vincennes  Lodge.  They,  therefore,  ask  to  be  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  defalcation  of 
Brother  Daniel  Kelso,  late  Grand  Treasurer,  and  the  charges  preferred 
against  said  Kelso  at  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

That  it  was  probable,  good  cause  existed  in  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
preferring  said  charges.  But  having  seen  a  letter  from  Brother  Kelso  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  in  which  he  manifests  a  disposition  to  liquidate  said  claim,  and  to  pay 
ten  per  cent,  interest  for  detention  until  paid, — your  committee  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  charges  preferred  against  Brother  Kelso  be  withdrawn,  on 
condition  of  his  paying  the  amount  due  from  him,  with  ten  per  cent,  agreeably  to 
his  own  proposition. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  communicate  these  resolutions  to  Brother 
Kelso,  and,  at  tiie  same  time,  draw  a  draft  on  him  for  the  amount  found  to  be  due, 
at  six  months;  that  Brother  Kelso  be  requested  to  accept  said  draft,  and  on  refusal 
60  to  do,  that  suit  be  instituted  for  said  balance  so  found  to  be  due. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Barflctt,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  address  a  Circular  Letter  to  the  subordi-, 
nate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  subject  of  Masonry 
in  general,  and  particularly  enjoining  on  them, — 1st,  a  more  rigid  scrutiny  into  the 
character  of  applicants  for  the  privileges  of  Masonry;  2d,  a  more  strict  confoi-mity 
to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  By-Laws  of  subordinate 
Lodges;  3d,  more  particular  and  supervisory  control  over  the  moral  character  and 
conduct  of  their  members. 

The  Grand  Lodce   then   adjourned,  until   to-morrow  morning   at  nine

The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  communications 
from  Foreign  Grand  Lodges  in  correspondence  with  this  Grand  Lodge, 
received  since  the  last  Grand  Communication ;  which  on  motion,  were 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  six  o'clock  this  evening.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — R.  W.,  Isaac  Bart- 
LETT,  D.  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Calvin  R.  Evans  representative  from  Laporte  Lodge,  No.  41, 
presented  his  credentials  and  took  his  seat. 

Brother  Martin,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  made 
the  following  report : 

The  committee  have  cursorily  examined  the  communications  from  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Maryland,  North  Carolina,  Florida,  Massachusetts,  Virginia,  Tennessee, 
Kentucky,  Ohio,  Connecticut,  Alabama,  New  Hampshire  and  Georgia,  and  are  highly 
gratified  to  find  from  the  tenor  of  these  documents  that  the  sun  of  Masonry  is  fast 
dispelling  the  clouds  that  once  cast  a  gloom  over  her  prospects,  and  that  there  is  a 
general  manifestation  of  an  increase  in  the  prosperity  of  the  Order  throughout  the 
country.  The  committee  do  not  find  anything  in  these  communications  to  claim  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  excepting  the  action  had  by  the  several  Grand  Lodges 
on  the  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  proposing  that  "all  the  Grand 
Lodges  in  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  be  requested  to  elect 
one  delegate  to  meet  in  general  convention  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  1842,  in 
the  City  of  Washington,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  on  a  uniform  mode  of  work- 
ing throughout  the  United  States,  and  to  make  other  lawful  regulations  for  the 
interest  and  security  of  the  Craft.  Your  committee  find  that  there  is  some  diversity 
of  opinion,  in  relation  to  the  matter,  among  the  several  Grand  Lodges ;  some  op- 
posing the  general  convention  because  of  its  expense,  others  supporting  it,  while 
others  again,  apparently  in  favor  of  it,  waive  its  action  for  the  present. 

In  relation  to  the  communication  received  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  ^Missouri,  laid 
before  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Communication,  making  certain  inquiries  as  to 
the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  propriety  of  discussing  the  affairs  of  the 
Craft  in  subordinate  Lodges,  when  open  in  any  other  than  the  Masters'  degree,  do 
not  find  the  matter  generally  noticed  in  the  transactions  of  the  different  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  United  States.  We  find  the  following  in  relation  thereto  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts:  "That  so  far  as  their  information 
extends,  it  has  been  the  universal  practice  of  the  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction  to 
discuss  all  matters  iu  relation  either  to  the  Fraternity  at  large  or  to  their  own  par- 
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ticular  Lodge,  (observing,  of  course,  a  proper  distinction  as  to  technicalities,)  with- 
out any  reference  as  to  -which  of  the  three  degrees  they  may  open  upon  at  the  time." 
And  your  committee  are  not  aware  tliat  any  evils  have  resulted  from  this  practice, 
to  which  we  invite  your  attention. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  requested  to  continue  the 
interchange  of  communications  with  all  our  sister  Grand  Lodges  in  correspondence 
with  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Whicli  report  was  concurred  in,  except  so  mucli  as  relates  to  the  resolu- 
tions of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  on  the  subject  of  a  general  con- 
vention in  Washington  City,  in  March,  1842;  which  part  of  the  report 
was  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Morris,  Martin,  Cook, 
Hill  and  Hardman,  with  leave  to  report. 

Brother  Martin,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  proceedings  and  By-Laws  of  St.  Joseph  Lodge, 
(U.  D.),  and  find  that  the  proceedings  of  the  same  are  recorded,  generally,  in  due 
form.  The  committee,  however,  believe  that  the  17th  Section  of  the  By-Laws  con- 
flict with  the  regulation  of  the  Charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  therein  expressed;  and 
therefore  recommend  that  this  Section  be  erased  from  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge. 

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  proceedings  and  papers  of  Mount  Carmel 
Lodge,  and  find  the  same  correct.  The  said  Lodge  respectfully  petition  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  change  the  name  of  said  Lodge  to  Springfield,  and  also  to  grant  a  Charter. 
Your  committee,  not  aware  of  any  thing  sufficient  to  prevent  the  prayer  of  said 
petition  from  a  favorable  hearing,  would,  therefore,  ask  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  the  now-called  Mount  Carmel  Lodge,  and 
that  Brother  M.  V.  Snioxsox  be  the  first  Worshipful  Master  thereof,  Levi  Ayers,  the 
•Senior  Warden,  and  Judah  Ilinkley,  the  Junior  Warden;  and  that  the  name  of  said 
Lodge  be  changed  to  Springfield  Lodge,  No.  43. 

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  minutes  of  Madison  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  and 
find  the  same  generally  correct,  with  the  exception  that  they  fail  to  notice  in  what 
degree  tliey  open,  close  or  transact  business ;  which,  in  the  opinon  of  this  com- 
mittee, is  an  error  not  to  be  overlooked,  and  should  in  future  be  corrected.  The 
Lodge  prays  a  continuance  of  their  Dispensation  for  another  year,  which  your  com- 
mittee recommend  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Martin,  from  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  read  and  laid  on  the  table : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  matters  referred,  and  respectfully  call  the 
attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  preamble  and  resolutions  offered  by  Brother 
Bartlett  at  the  last  Grand  Communication,  and  originating  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Missouri,  in  relation  to  Lodges  opening  and  performing  the  work  of  the  Lodge  in 
the  degrees  of  Entered  Apprentice  and  Fellow  Craft;  and  ask  leave  to  offer  for 
adoption  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  it  is  conflicting  with  the 
ancient  landmarks  of  Masonry,  and  of  evil  tendency,  for  any  Lodge  to  open  and 
transact  any  of  the  labor  properly  belonging  to  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons,  in  any 
Lodge  of  a  subordinate  degree. 
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Fesolred,  Tlint  all  labor  not  especially  pertaining  to  the  degree  of  Fellow  Craft 
or  Entered  Apprentice,  transacted  in  eitlier  of  these  degrees  is  unmasonic  and 
highly  injurious  to  the  advancement  of  tlie  interest  of  Masonry.     Therefore, 

Resolvrd,  That,  hereafter,  all  subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  this  State,  be  directed  to  conform  the  labor  of  their  respective 
Lodges  exclusively  to  a  Master  Masons'  degree. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Cook,  Seibnrt  and  Ferry  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  wait  on  Brother  Hill,  of  Monroe  Lodge,  No.  22,  and  request  liim 
to  deliver  a  lecture  before  the  Grand  Lodge  previous  to  its  adjournment. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  nine 
o'clock.

On  motion  of  Brother  Laiv^  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee — to  consist  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Senior  and 
Junior  Grand  Wardens,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  this  Grand  Lodge — be  appointed, 
•whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  a  correspondence  ■with  the  subordinate  Lodges,  on  the 
subject  of  a  general  meeting  at  the  seat  of  Government,  at  the  next  Annual  Commu- 
nication, for  the  purpose  of  having  a  Grand  Masonic  celebration;  and  tliat  said 
committee  make  all  the  necessary  preparations  for  the  same,  by  selecting  a  suitable 
orator  for  the  occasion ;  and  that  the  Grand  Chaplain  be  invited  to  attend,  also  the 
several  Chapters  of  this  State. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Martin^  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  hereby  order  and  direct,  that  the  jewels  hereto- 
fore belonging  to  the  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  18,  shall  be  given  into  the  hands  of  Wm. 
H.  Martin,  for  the  use  of  Morning  Staf"  Lodge,  No.  42;  and  the  Brother  now  having 
these  jewels  in  possession,  is  directed  to  conform  to  the  intent  of  this  resolution. 
The  jewels  to  be  delivered  up  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  whenever  so  ordered. 

Brother  Cooh  presented  Brother  John  Foster's  bill  for  "  three  days'  ser- 
vices installing  Madison  Lodge,  as  per  appointment  of  M.  W.  Grand 
Master,  ^4  50  ;"  which  was  allowed. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Cook,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  jewels  heretofore  belonging  to  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  ordered  to  be  delivered  by  the  Brother  having  them  in  possession 
to  Brother  John  Hill,  for  the  use  of  Monroe  Lodge,  No.  22,  and  to  be  retained  by 
them,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Jfartin,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  jewels  heretofore  owned  by  Hamilton  Lodge,  No.  32,  bo,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  ordered  to  be  delivered  to  Wm.  H.  Mershon,  for  the  use  of 
Madison  Lodge ;  and  to  be  retained  by  said  Lodge,  subject  to  the  order  of  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Martin,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  case  of 
Brother  Kelso,  late  Grand  Secretary,  made  the  following  report,  wliich  was 
read  and  concurred  in  : 

That  by  reference  to  the  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  1838,  relative  to 
Brother  Daniel  Kelso,  your  committee  find  the  following  action  thereon: 

"  Resolvid,  That  the  sentiments  expressed  in  the  report  of  Brother  Daniel  Kelso, 
in  relation  to  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
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on  the  subject  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer,  is  undignified,  abusive, 
and  unworthy  of  a  Mason;  and  that  he  is  hereby  requested  to  explain. 

"  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  report  and  resolutions  be  forwarded  to  Brother 
Kelso." 

Your  committee  are  satisfied  that  a  copy  of  the  above  report  and  resolutions  were 
forwarded  to  Brother  Daniel  Kelso ;  and  instead  of  offering  apology  for,  or  any 
attempt  at  a  satisfactory  explanation  of  his  conduct,  he  ti-eated  the  action  of  thia 
Grand  Lodge  in  the  most  unmasonic,  ungentlemanly  and  abusive  manner;  and 
upon  which  we  find  the  following  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  18S9 : 

"  Brother  Lane,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Grand 
Secretary's  report  as  relates  to  Brother  Kelso,  made  a  report  on  that  subject,  and 
preferred  the  following  charges  against  said  Kelso: 

"First — Violating  tlie  Grand  (Constitution  in  Sections  1,  3  and  5  (under  the  head 
defining  the  duties  of  the  Grand  Secretary),  by  failing  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  person  or  by  agent;  failing  to  pay  over  moneys  in  his  hands  to  the 
Grand  Treasurer;  failing  to  make  his  Return  to  the  Grand  Lodge;  failing  to  hand 
over  to  his  successor  the  books  and  papers  in  his  possession. 

'•  Second — For  unmasonic  conduct,  in  sending  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  its  action 
a  document  couched  in  low,  vulgar  and  abusive  terms." 

The  committee  also  sixbmitted  the  following  resolution: 

"  Resolved,  That  Daniel  Kelso  be  notified,  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  of  the  pendency 
of  the  above  charges,  and  require  him  to  answer  thereto  on  the  first  day  of  the  next 
■Annual  Grand  Communication." 

The  resolution  was  amended  so  as  to  request  Brother  Garrard,  of  Hartford,  to 
notify  Brother  Kelso  of  the  pendency  of  the  above  charges. 

Your  committee  are  informed,  that  Brother  Garrard  promptly  performed  the  duty 
above  assigned  him ;  after  which,  there  was  a  letter  written  by  Brother  Daniel 
Kelso  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  highly  undignified  and  insulting.  By  a  further  refer- 
ence to  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  we  find  the  following  proceedings 
for  1840: 

The  committee,  to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  reported, — "That  it  was  proba- 
ble, that  good  cause  existed  in  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  preferring  said 
charges."  But  by  a  subsequent  letter  addressed  by  Brother  Kelso,  it  appeared  that 
his  defalcation  was  owing  to  disappointment  in  business,  and  that  he  is  "willing  to 
pay  the  balance  found  against  him,  with  ten  per  cent,  interest."  The  Grand  Lodge 
then  resolved,  "That  the  charges  preferred  against  Brother  Kelso  be  withdrawn,  on 
condition  of  his  paying  the  amount  due  from  him,  with  ten  per  cent,  interest,  agree- 
ably to  his  own  proposition.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  communicate  this  resolution 
to  Brother  Kel'so,  and  at  the  same  time  draw  a  draft  on  him  for  the  amount  found 
to  be  due,  at  six  months;  and  that  Brother  Kelso  be  requested  to  accept  said  draft." 

Tlie  Grand  Secretary  was  further  instructed  to  correspond  with  Brother  Kelso, 
in  relation  to  the  situation  of  the  accounts  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  during  the  two 
years  in  which  he  was  Grand  Secretary ;  and  also  to  request  that  he  forward  all 
papers  he  may  have  in  his  possession,  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

To  which  action.  Brother  Kelso  offered  only  contempt,  by  failing  to  comply  with 
requisitions  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  have  before  them  two  letters  from  Brother  Kelso,  in  relation  to 
this  matter— one  dated  July  2d,  1841,  and  the  other  Nov.  25th,  1841 — in  which  he 
admits  his  indebtedness  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  admits  that  he  has  spoken  harshly 
of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  other  worthy  Brethren  of  the 
same,  but  refuses  to  offer  any  acknowledgment  for  his  error  in  so  doing,  and  says 
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that  lie  "never  will  make  any  such  this  side  of  eternity."  Your  committee  look 
npon  such  conduct  as  liiglily  uumasonic  and  reprehensible,  charity  and  bi'otherly 
love  being  the  corner-stones  of  our  edifice. 

Your  committee,  desirous  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Institution,  and  of  pre- 
serving its  grand  moral  landmarks  unsullied,  respectfully  beg  leave  to  offer  the 
following  resolutions: 

Re-iolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  forward  the  amount  of  the 
indebtedness  of  Brotlier  Daniel  Kelso  to  some  proper  person  for  collection,  and  that 
he  be  instructed  to  settle  or  secure  the  same  to  the  best  possible  advantage. 

Resolved^  That  Daniel  Kelso  be  expelled  from  all  the  privileges  of  Masonry;  and 
that  the  same  be  published. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Grand  Officers 
for  the  ensuing  year ;  Brothers  Law  and  Blythe  acting  as  tellers.  On 
counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  the  following  Brethren  were  duly 
elected,  to-wit :

Brother  Wines,  representative  from  Wayne  Lodge,  No.  25,  presented  a 
petition  from  said  Lodge,  praying  the  return   of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
reasons  therein  expressed ;  which,  on  motion,  was  granted. 
.    On  motion  of  Brother  3Iartin,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  funds  on  hand  and  in  possession  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  after 
defraying  the  expenses  of  this  Grand  Communication,  be  invested  in  Stock  of  the 
Branch  Bank  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  at  Indianapolis. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Martin,  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  pub- 
lish the  notice  of  the  next  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  sixty  days 
previous  to  such  meeting,  in  a  newspaper  published  in  Indianapolis. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Bartlett,  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  instal- 
lation of  the  Grand  Officers  elect;  which  was  done  in  due  and  ample  form. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  six  o'clock  this  evening.

The  committee  are  happy  to  state,  that  the  cause  of  Masonry  is  steadily  advancing 
in  peace  and  jirosperity ;  but  they  find  nothing  calling  for  the  special  action  of  this 
Body,  except  some  propositions  which  have  heretofore  been  submitted  to  the  consid- 
eration of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  not  finally  acted  upon, — the  most  important  of 
which,  the  committee  find  were  deliberately  considered  and  recommended  by  the 
Convention  at  Washington  City.  Your  committee  would  again  call  the  attention  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  to  some  of  the  most  important. 

That  Convention  was  composed  of  delegates  from  ten  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the 
United  States;  this  Grand  Lodge,  with  many  others,  having  declined  to  partici- 
pate in  it. 

The  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  relative  to  establishing  a  uniform 
mode  of  working  throughout  the  United  States,  was  carefully  and  attentively  con- 
sidered; and  as  the  result  of  these  deliberations,  they  recommend,  "that  some 
means  should  be  immediately  adopted  to  check  the  digressions,  and  to  establish  a 
uniform  method  of  conferring  the  degrees,  and  for  the  purpose  of  preserving,  accord- 
ing to  a  pure  and  unchangeable  system,  the  ceremonies  and  Lectures  of  the  ancient 
23 
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Craft;"  they  recommend,  that  every  Grand  Lodge  in  the  United  States  appoint  one 
or  more  skillful  Brethren,  to  be  styled  Grand  Lecturers,  who  shall  convene  at  Balti- 
more on  the  second  Monday  in  May,  1843,  and  at  least  once  in  three  years  there- 
after, at  some  central  place,  and  agree  upon  a  course  of  instruction  necessary  and 
proper  to  the  Lodges  and  Fraternity  in  the  several  jurisdictions. 

The  Convention  further  recommends,  as  an  additional  safeguard  against  the 
abuse  of  Masonic  privileges  by  the  unworthy,  that  the  Grand  Lodges  advise  or  direct 
their  subordinate  Lodges  to  demand  Certificates  of  the  good  standing  of  Brethren 
who  are  strangers  and  making  calls  upon  our  charity  or  fellowship,  which  Certifi- 
cates shall  emanate  from  the  Grand  Lodge  from  the  jurisdiction  of  which  they  hail. 

The  Convention  also  reprehend  the  practice  (which  is  believed  by  your  com- 
mittee to  prevail  to  some  extent  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge),  of 
receiving  promissory  notes  for  the  fee  for  conferring  the  degrees,  instead  of  demand- 
ing payment  therefor  before  the  degrees  are  conferred. 

The  practice  of  transacting  Masonic  business  in  Lodges  below  the  degree  of 
Master  Mason,  except  such  as  appertain  to  conferring  the  inferior  degrees  and  the 
instructions  therein,  the  Convention  deems  improper,  and  recommends  that  it 
should  be  discontinued. 

Your  committee  fully  concur  in  all  the  foregoing  recommendations  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  believe  that  the  prosperity  of  the  Craft  would  be  promoted  by  their 
immediate  adoption. 

The  Convention  also  express  the  opinion,  that  suspension  for  non-payment  of 
Lodge  dues,  or  erasing  the  name  of  a  member  from  the  rolls,  as  it  has  been  prac- 
ticed to  some  extent  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  is,  during  the  term 
of  such  suspension,  a  deprivation  of  membership, — a  deprivation  of  all  Masonic 
privileges.  Your  committee  have  given  the  subject  the  consideration  to  which  the 
high  source  from  which  it  emanates  entitles  it,  and  the  limited  time  allowed  the 
■committee  permits;  but  they  are  not  yet  prepared  to  recommend  its  adoption  by 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  representative  sj'stem  adopted  by  some  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  and  recom- 
mended by  the  Convention,  your  committee  will  not  now  recommend  to  the  considera- 
tion of  this  Grand  Lodge;  although  it  might  tend,  in  some  measure,  to  promote  and 
extend  the  intercourse  of  Masonry  in  the  neighboring  States.  Yet  your  committee 
believe  that  information  of  the  acts  and  doings  of  the  Cr-aft,  not  only  in  the  United 
States  but  throughout  the  world,  may  be  obtained  with  greater  facility,  certainty 
and  economy,  through  the  medium  of  the  various  Masonic  Periodicals  of  the  day, — 
among  tlie  foremost  of  which  we  rank  the  Masonic  Mirror,  published  at  Maysville, 
and  the  Masonic  Magazine,  published  in  Boston. 

The  committee  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  a  Grand  Lecturer  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  meet  the 
Grand  Lecturers  of  other  Grand  Lodges  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  agreed 
upon,  and  confer  upon  the  course  of  instruction  proper  to  be  imparted  to  the  Fra- 
ternity. 

Resolved,  That  all  labor  or  business  not  specially  pertaining  to  conferring  the 
degrees,  and  the  necessary  instructions  of  Entered  Apprentices  and  Fellow  Craft 
Masons,  in  Lodges  below  the  degree  of  Master  Mason,  is  unmasonic  and  highly 
injurious  to  the  advancement  and  true  interest  of  l\Lasonry ;  and  that,  hereafter,  all 
subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be  diiected  to  con- 
form the  labor  of  the  respective  degrees  to  matters  especially  pertaining  thereto. 

Resolved,  That  the  subordinate  Lodges  be,  and  hereby  are  advised  to  require 
from  Brethren  who  are  strangers  and  making  calls  upon  their  charity  or  fellow- 
ship, certificates  of  their  good  standing,  emanating  from  the  Lodge  from  wliicli 
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they  hail,  and  known  to  be  working  under  the  authority  of  a  legally  constituted 
Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  the  subordinate  Lodges  be,  and  they  are  hereby  expressly  directed 
to  require  the  fees  for  conferring  the  degrees,  to  be  invariably  paid  in  advance; 
and  that  in  all  cases,  except  of  an  officiating  clergyman,  this  resolution  shall  not  be 
deviated  from. 

The  report,  generally,  was  concurred  in,  with  the  exception  of  the  first 
resolution,  which  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  for  this  after- 
noon at  two  o'clock. 

Brother  Wat$on^  from  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  reported 
that  they  find  nothing  requiring  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at 
this  time. 

Brother  Foster^  from  the  committee  on  Credentials,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  concui-red  in  : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  Returns  and  credentials  referred  to  them,  and 
find  that  the  following  Brethren  are  representatives  : 

Brother  B.  F.  Robinson,  (W.  M.),  from  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  1 ;  J.  M.  Watson, 
(W.  AI.),  Union  Lodge,  No.  2;  G.  W.  Kimball,  (S.  W.),  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  11 ;  Jon. 
Rogers,  (by  appointment),  Monroe  Lodge,  No.  22;  Charles  Fisher,  (W.  M.),  Center 
Lodge,  No.  23;  C.  Carter,  (W.  M.),  Tipton  Lodge,  No.  33;  A.  W.  Harrison,  (by  ap- 
pointment), Laporte  Lodge,  No.  41;  AVm.  H.  Martin,  (W.  ftL),  Morning  Star  Lodge, 
No.  42;  M.  V.  Simouson,  (W.  M.),  Springfield  Lodge,  No.  43. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Carter  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the 
condition  of  subordinate  Lodges  was  directed  to  report,  at  this  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  all  the  resolvitions  now  in  force  in  relation  to  subordi- 
nate Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Morris,  Cook  and  Fisher  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  prepare  the  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Communication  for  pub- 
lication. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Foster,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  required  to  take  charge  of  the  desk  belong- 
ing to  this  Grand  Lodge,  now  in  possession  of  Brother  A.  W.  Morris,  and  remove  it 
to  the  Hall  of  Center  Lodge;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  further  required  to 
arrange  all  the  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lod_ge,  and  place  them  in 
the  desk  for  safe-keeping. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Morris,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  when  this  Grand  Lodge  closes,  it  will  close  to  meet  again  on  the 
fourth  Monday  of  May,  1843. 

Brother  Martin  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  a  bill  from  Brother  Hugh 
Ferry,  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  service  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  which 
was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Claims. 

Brother  Hill,  from  the  committee  instructed  to  ascertain  the  views  of 
Center  Lodge,  reported  that  said  Lodge  had  resolved,  "  That  the  members 
of  Center  Lodge  invite  the  females  of  their  families  to  partake  of  the  dinner 
to  be  had  on  the  day  of  the  Grand  Lodge's  procession;"  which  report  was 
concurred  in. 
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Brother  Farmer,  from  the  committee  on  Dispensations,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  proceedings  and  By-Laws  of  St.  Joseph's 
Lodge,  (U.  D.),  and  find  the  proceedings  of  the  same  recorded  in  due  form,  and  that 
the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge  are  in  accordance  with  the  Grand  Constitution  and  regu- 
lations of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee  are  informed  by  Brother  A.  C.  Penwell, 
who  is  a  member  and  also  Junior  Warden  of  St.  Joseph's  Lodge,  that  it  is  the  wish 
of  said  Lodge,  that  a  Charter  be  granted  them  by  tliis  Grand  Lodge.  Your  com- 
mittee, not  aware  of  any  thing  to  prevent  the  granting  a  Charter,  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Ecsolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  St.  Joseph's  Lodge,  at  South  Bend,  as 
St.  Joseph's  Lodge,  No.  45;  and  that  Brother  John  Rush  be  the  first  Master  thereof, 
Hugh  C.  Flannigan,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  A.  C.  I'enu-ell,  the  Junior  Warden. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon. 


Two  o'clock,  p.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — R.  W.,  Isaac  Bart- 
LETT,  D.  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  John  L.  3Ienaugh,  representative  from  Salem  Lodge,  No.  21, 
and  W.  H.  Mershon,  from  Madison  Lodge  (U.  D.),  presented  their  creden- 
tials, and  took  their  seats.  The  papers  were  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Credentials. 

Brother  HiU,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  procure  refreshments,  etc., 
recommended  that  the  Grand  Lodge  dine  at  the  Palmer  House,  on  next 
Thursday  ;  which  was,  on  motion,  concurred  in. 

Brother  Robinson,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  concurred  in : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of  J.  Brandon,  report, — 
that  they  do  not  find  the  document  addressed  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  neither  can  they 
find  any  thing  tangible  upon  which  to  act.  They,  therefore,  ask  to  be  discharged 
from  any  further  consideration  of  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Harrison,  Laporte  Lodge  was  allowed  six  months 
farther  time  to  make  payment  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  their  jewels. 

The  resolution,  relative  to  appointing  a  Grand  Lecturer,  was  taken  up, 
and,  on  motion  of  Brother  llarlin,  stricken  out,  and  the  following  adopted 
as  a  substitute,  to-wit : 

"  Resolved,  That  while  we  feel  that  great  advantages  would  be  derived  from 
a  more  uniform  mode  of  work  than  is  now  pursued  by  the  Masonic  Fraternity 
throughout  the  United  States, — and  while  we  have  a  high  respect  for  the  opinions 
expressed  in  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Convention  at  Washington  City,  in  March 
last,  emanating,  as  they  do,  from  the  lights  of  Masonry, — yet  this  Grand  Lodge  does 
not  feel  itself  pecuniarily  prepared  to  adopt  the  spirit  and  meaning  of  the  resolution 
of  the  Convention  recommending  the  appointing  of  a  Grand  Lecturer  .to  convene 
with  other  Grand  Lecturers  from  the  various  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  on 
the  second  Monday  in  May,  1843." 
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On  motion  of  Brother  Martin,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  when  any  member  shall  hereafter  be  suspended,  for  any  cause, 
from  the  privileges  of  the  subordinate  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member,  he  shall  be 
deprived  of  all  the  privileges  pertaining  to  a  Mason,  in  all  the  Lodges  subordinate 
to  this  Grand  Lodge,  until  he  shall  be  reinstated  to  full  communion  with  the  Lodge 
from  which  he  was  originally  suspended. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Morris  and  Harrison  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  select  a  Marshal  to  act  during  the  coming  procession.  And  Brothers 
Foster,  Stretcher  and  Colestock  were  appointed  a  committee  to  assist  the 
Marshal  in  making  out  the  order  of  procession,  and  arranging  the  ladies 
and  visitors  in  the  Church,  etc. 

The  committee  appointed  to  ascertain  the  number  of  subordinate  Lodges 
subject  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  asked  leave  until  the  next  Annual  Commu- 
nication to  make  report;  which  was  granted. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Ferry,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6,  have  permission  to  resume  labor  again, 
as  a  regular  Lodge  of  Masons ;  and  that  the  dues  of  said  Lodge  to  this  Grand  Lodge 
be  remitted,  and  that  Brother  Ferry  inform  them  of  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Harrison,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution 
was  adopted : 

Whereas,  Various  subordinate  Lodges  are,  and  have  been  in  arrears,  within  the 
last  three  years  past,  contrary  to  the  regulations  of  this  Grand  Lodge:   Tlierefore, 

Resolved,  that  unless  said  Lodges  pay  up  such  arrears,  at  or  before  the  next 
Annual  Grand  Coranuiuication,  or  show  good  cause  for  such  delay,  their  Charters 
will  be  declared  forfeited. 

Brother  Farmer,  from  the  committee  on  Dispensations,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  proceedings  of  Madison  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  and 
find  that  the  proceedings  of  the  same  are  recorded  in  due  form.  The  said  Lodge 
respectfully  petition  the  Grand  Lodge  to  grant  them  a  Charter.  Your  committee, 
not  aware  of  any  thing  to  prevent  the  prayer  of  said  petitioners  being  granted, 
would  ask  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  said  Lodge,  under  the  name  of  Madison 
Lodge,  No.  44;  and  that  Brother  S.Imuel  D.  Irish  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  Joseph 
Chitwood,  the  Senior  Warden,  and   William  Roach,  the  Junior  Warden. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Morris,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  upon  application  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  of  the  requisite 
number  of  Master  ]\Lasons  residing  at  any  place  where  a  Lodge  has  been  hertcofore 
established  (subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge),  he  shall,  in  his  discretion,  grant  to 
eaid  Brethren,  agreeably  to  their  petition,  permission  to  resume  work  under  the  old 
Charter  ol  the  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That,  upon  any  such  application  being  made  within  twelve  months,  all 
former  dues  and  arrearages  shall  be  remitted;  and,  in  the  event  of  any  Lodge,  which 
stands  as  delinquent  not  availing  themselves  of  the  provision  of  this  resolution 
within  the  time  prescribed,  then  all  such  delinquent  Lodges  shall  be  stricken  from 
the  roll  of  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge.  And  these  resolutions  are 
liereby  considered  as  giving  the  notice  required  to  be  given  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to 
delinquent  subordinate  Lodges. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  furnish  one  copy  of  the  printed  Proceedings 
of  this  Grand  Communication  to  some  Brother  residing  at  each  point  where  delin- 
quent Lodges  are  located. 

Jiesolved,  That  no  Lodge  which  has  become  delinquent  within  the  last  three 
Annual  Grand  Communications,  shall  be  permitted  to  avail  themselves  of  the  pro- 
visions of  these  resolutions. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  the  following  annual  report  of  receipts 
and  expenditures,  from  the  3d  of  Dec.,  1841,  to  the  24th  of  Dec.,  1842  :

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  eight  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  Philip  Mason,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Foster,  from  the  committee  on  Credentials,  reported  the  follow- 
ing Brethren  as  representatives : 
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The  committee  have  examined  the  credentials  referred  to  them,  and  find  that  the 
following  Brethren  are  representatives  : 

Brother  Hugh  Ferry,  [proxy  for  Brother  Lane),  from  Lawrenceburg  Lodge,  No.  4  ; 
John  L.  Menaugh,  (by  appointment),  Salem  Lodge,  No.  21 ;  R.  McMuUen,  (by  ap- 
pointment), Wayne  Lodge,  No.  '25;  A.  C.  Penwell,  (by  appointment),  St.  Joseph 
Lodge,  (U.  D.);   \V.  H.  Mershon,  (by  appointment),  Madison  Lodge,  (U.  D.) 

On  motion  of  Brother  Seiherf,  the  committee  appointed  to  obtain  music 
for  the  coming  procession,  veas  instructed  to  employ  the  Indianapolis  Band, 
upon  terms  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  dollars  for  their  services. 

The  Grand  Secretary  made  the  following  report : 

That,  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  last  Grand  Communication,  he 
had  written  to  all  the  delinquent  Lodges  throughout  the  State,  requiring  them  to 
discbarge  the  amount  of  their  indebtedness  to  this  Grand  Lodge.  Their  several 
accounts  were  made  out  in  accordance  with  the  Grand  Secretary's  books,  and  an 
urgent  request  was  made  to  them  to  liquidate  those  claims  at  this  Grand  Commu- 
nication. 

The  Grand  Secretary  would  further  say,  that  he  has  attended  to  the  matter 
entrusted  to  him  in  relation  to  Daniel  Kelso,  former  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge; 
and,  through  the  agency  of  Brother  Hugh  Ferry,  has  obtained  a  settlement  of  the 
claim  against  Daniel  Kelso,  by  taking  his  notes,  as  follows:  His  note,  dated  Feb- 
ruary r2th,  1842,  for  $58  50,  due  twelve  months  after  date;  and  his  note,  dated 
12th  February,  1842,  for  §57  25,  due  two  years  after  date, — making,  in  all,  §115  75; 
which,  together  with  a  bill  presented  by  him  for  services  as  Grand  Secretary,  not 
before  allowed  him,  balances  his  account  as  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Secretary  has  discharged  all  the  duties  assigned  him  by  the  last 
Grand  Communication,  excepting  the  collection  of  the  jewels  belonging  to  this  Grand 
Lodge.  The  relation  of  many  of  the  various  subordinate  Lodges  that  have  had  ex- 
istence, or  do  now  exist,  with  this  Grand  Lodge,  is  so  doubtful  that  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary found  it  impossible  to  comply  with  the  requisition  of  the  last  Grand  Lodge  in 
relation  to  this  matter. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Carter,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  furnish  three  copies  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  each  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  one  copj'  to  each 
member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  one  copy  to  each  Grand  Lodge  in  the  United  States,  one 
copy  to  each  of  the  Editors  of  the  Masonic  Magazine  in  Boston  and  the  Masotiic  Mirror 
at  Maysville;  and  to  such  other  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Chapters  as  he  may  deem 
expedient,  and  one  copy  to  each  of  the  Royal  Arch  (]liapters  in  the  State  of  Indiana. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  cause  notice  to  be  given,  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  by 
publication  in  two  of  the  newspapers  published  at  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  sixty 
days  prior  thereto. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Ferry,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  :

The  representatives  aforesaid,  presented  the  Returns  of  their  several 
Lodges  and  their  credentials  as  representatives,  and  took  their  seats 
accordingly. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  then  delivered  the  following  Inaugural  Ad- 
dress, which  was  directed  to  be  entered  on  the  minutes : 

Brethren: — By  the  permission  of  a  Divine  Providence,  we  have  again  convened 
at  the  wonted  time.  I  can  not  help  congratulating  you  on  the  occasion.  The  num- 
ber in  attendance,  the  virtue  and  talent  that  have  come  up,  can  not  but  be  highly 
gratifying  to  all;  and  the  more  so  to  me,  as  I  feel  the  want  of  that  aid  which  I  am 
assured  is  at  hand,  and  which  alone  will  enable  me  to  discharge  the  high  and 
responsible  duties  imposed  upon  the  station  in  which  you  have  placed  me. 

At  a  time  when  the  embarrassments  of  the  country  stand  unparalleled  in  our 
history,  it  could  not  have  been  expected  that  so  many  would  have  taken  upon  them- 
selves the  burden  and  expense  of  endeavoring  to  advance  the  interest  of  an  Institu- 
tion whose  basis  is  charity,  and  the  practice  of  the  moral  and  social  relations  of 
man ;  it  is  another  proof  of  the  unerring  law  of  our  nature,  that  man  is  formed  for 
social  enjoyment,  and  that  feeling  will  triumph  over  all  others, — ambition  may  for 
a  time  take  possession  of  the  human  mind,  yet,  like  the  needle  to  the  pole,  it  will 
return  to  its  wonted  enjoj-ment,  the  converse  of  his  fellow  man. 

In  opening  this  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  written  communication,  I  have 
followed  my  own  sence  of  propriety,  supported  by  the  example  set  by  several  of  the 
Grand  Lodges.  The  station  of  Grand  Master  places  the  incumbent  in  a  situation  to 
become  acquainted  with  many  things  connected  with  the  general  interest  of  the 
Craft,  that  would  not  reach  private  members.  The  possession  of  this  information 
at  home,  assisted  by  the  perusal  of  all  foreign  communications,  qualifies  him  to 
annually  lay  before  the  Grand  Lodge  such  suggestions  as  may  not  only  interest  the 
Craft,  but  greatly  facilitate  the  business  of  the  Grand  Communication.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  view  taken  will  be  a  sufficient  apology  for  the  remarks  made,  and  the  plan 
approved  by  the  Brethren. 

Since  our  last  years  meeting,  nothing  has  occurred  to  mar  our  peace,  but  to  the 
contrary ;  in  several  sections  of  the  country,  the  suboi'dinate  Lodges  have  been  in  a 
highly  flourishing  condition,  particularly  those  to  whom  Dispensations  have  been 
recently  granted.  Notwithstanding  these  flattering  occurrences,  it  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  much  remains  to  be  done  to  place  the  Craft  on  that  elevated  ground 
which  is  the  pride  of  every  lover  of  truth,  virtue  and  intelligence.  Several  of  the 
Lodges  that  once  existed  in  a  flourishing  condition  have  gone  down,  and  others 
continue  to  meet  only  at  irregular  periods.  This  condition  of  things  too  strongly 
evidences  that  if  something  be  not  radically  wrong,  something  is  wanting  to  keep 
fresh  in  the  minds  of  the  Brethren  those  eternal  principles  on  which  our  Institution 
is  founded. 

It  is  believed  that  two  causes  have  operated  powerfully  in  bringing  about  the 
above  mentioned  condition.  One  of  which  is,  the  improper  management  of  the  funds 
of  the  Lodge,  in  taking  notes  of  individuals  for  the  several  degrees,  and  neglecting 
to  collect  the  dues  assessed  by  the  By-Laws  upon  the  individual  members,  and  the 
injudicious  use  of  what  funds  were  collected.  It  can  not  be  too  strongly  recom- 
mended, after  proper  charities  and  the  cost  of  Lodge  expenses,  the  investing  of  the 
funds  of  a  Lodge  in  some  fixed  property,  as  a  place  of  meeting  for  the  Lodge.  If 
funds  remain,  after  these  objects  ar€  accomplished,  the  procuring  of  a  Library  and 
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Bucli  other  things  as  are  calculated  to  advance  intelligence,  would  be  highly  com- 
mendable; or  the  investment  in  some  way  that  would  secure  the  prompt  payment 
of  interest  and  the  ultimate  payment  of  principle,  will  be  found  far  preferable  to  a 
loan  on  notes  of  individuals.  By  this  it  is  not  meant  to  wholly  deprive  individuals 
that  may  be  members  of  a  Lodge,  or  others  who  are  members  of  the  Masonic  family, 
from  enjoj'ing  pecuniary  accommodations  from  a  Lodge  By  misfortune  or  some 
unforeseen  calamity,  it  may  be  a  matter  of  charity  to  even  loan  a  Brother  a  small 
Bum  of  money  until  time  affords  him  an  opportunity  to  make  a  turn  in  his  afT.iirs, 
to  relieve  his  wants,  and  return  the  money.  But  all  experience  has  proved  that 
to  loan  the  funds  of  an  association  to  its  members,  is  to  throw  them  away;  for  the 
funds  thus  obtained  soon  become  merged  in  the  business  of  an  individual,  and  so 
interwoven  with  his  affairs,  that  they  )iot  only  seem  indispensable  to  the  success  of 
his  business,  but  a  portion  of  their  inheritance,  drawn  from  a  common  fund.  To 
a  number  of  individuals  of  the  association  thus  circumstanced,  lenity  is  extended, 
from  time  to  time;  debts  accumulate,  unkind  feeling  is  begotten,  the  association  dis- 
Bolved  for  want  of  individuals  to  enforce  the  rules,  and  falls  from  its  own  accumu- 
lated weight.  It  is  hoped  that  the  lessons  taught  by  those  bad  examples,  together 
with  the  prompt  measures  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session,  have  cured  these 
evils ;  if  not,  it  will  remain  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  determine  the  future  course  to 
be  taken. 

The  second  cause  which  has  contributed  to  the  downfall  of  Lodges,  and  the  lack 
of  interest  by  which  alone  an  institution  of  any  kind  can  be  kept  alive,  may  be 
found  in  the  want  of  proper  ability  and  promptitude  on  the  part  of  those  Brethren 
selected  to  the  several  stations  and  places  in  a  Lodge.  Individuals  thus  selected 
have  each  his  duty  to  perform, — the  lack  of  any  one  deranges  the  whole.  A  room 
properly  furnished,  and  rendered  cheerful  by  good  lights  at  an  early  hour,  together 
with  good  fires  in  cool  weather,  is  highly  inviting  to  the  social  circle  or  for  the  trans- 
action of  business.  Add  to  this  the  prompt  dispatch  of  business,  and  all  is  well;  the 
absence  of  this,  palsies  the  members  and  ruins  the  Lodge. 

To  improve  the  leisure  hours  that  so  frequently  occur  in  a  Lodge  room,  lectures 
on  the  several  degrees  of  Masonry,  or  on  some  useful  branch  of  science,  can  not  be 
too  strongly  recommended.  With  all  the  refinement  of  the  age  in  which  we  live, 
and  the  great  advancement  of  the  arts,  it  must  be  conceded  that  these  advantages 
are  only  enjoyed  by  the  few,  while  the  many  remain  untaught.  Our  common 
schools  are  but  the  mere  teacher  of  the  most  common  elementary  principles  of  an 
education.  Our  county  seminaries,  though  nobly  designed,  are  too  poorly  endowed 
to  afford  the  apparatus  so  necessary  to  the  obtaining  of  correct  practical  informa- 
tion, and  consequently  their  operati(?ns  are  limited  to  the  preparation  of  individuals 
for  the  entering  of  college,  the  counting-room  of  the  merchant,  or  the  office  of  some 
professional  man,  while  the  individual  destined  to  farming  and  the  mechanic  arts 
is  left  to  gain  his  information  by  the  dull  round  of  observation,  made  while  hard 
at  work. 

In  an  association  like  ours,  embracing  every  class  of  good  citizens,  it  would  seem 
no  difficult  matter,  with  a  small  amount  of  funds,  to  collect  a  large  amount  of  that 
which  could  be  rendered  highly  useful  to  all.  Specimens  in  botany,  geology,  min- 
eralogy, to  which  may  be  added  by  some  ingenious  mechanic  (directed  by  scientific 
men),  apparatus  in  hydraulics,  mechanics,  and  specimens  in  architecture.  These, 
with  weekly  lectures  during  the  long  winter  evenings,  on  those  subjects,  with 
chemistry  as  connected  with  the  arts  and  agriculture,  it  seems  to  me  would  do  more 
in  one  year  to  elevate  the  Masonic  standing,  and  cultivate  the  human  mind,  than 
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has  been  aciueved  by  the  Craft  in  the  last  fifty  years.  The  acquisition  of  knowledge 
by  abstract  instruction,  is  hardly  obtained  by  the  many;  hence  the  reason  why  b«t 
few  are  learned,  and  that  villagers  are  better  informed  than  those  residing  in  the 
country.  In  some  of  the  eastern  Lodges  of  this  State,  lectures  within  the  last  year 
have  been  delivered  with  highly  beneficial  results. 

Strict  subordination  in  all  governments  is  highly  important  to  the  well-being  of 
its  members,  and  none  more  so  than  in  the  Masonic  family.  Without  the  due  ob- 
servance of  the  ancient  landmarks  of  the  Order,  it  is  obvious  that  the  universality 
of  our  Institution  must  be  lost,  and  with  it  most  of  that  which  is  useful. 

The  revival  of  District  or  Grand  Visitors  is  believed  highly  important  to  the 
Craft.  Their  duties  among  the  subordinate  Lodges  would  not  only  disseminate 
much  that  would  be  useful,  but  calculated  to  inspire  the  members  to  a  prompt  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  while  the  visitors  would  glean  much  that  would  be  of  interest 
to  the  Grand  Lodge,  whose  meetings  they  are  required  to  attend.  A  similar  plan 
has  been  adopted  in  New  York,  which  is  highly  spoken  of  by  the  Grand  Master  of 
that  State,  in  his  last  communication  to  that  Grand  Lodge. 

By  the  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  I  find  that  it  is  held  by 
some,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  each  and  every  Mason  to  contribute  something  to  the 
Institution,  or  be  deprived  of  visiting  Lodges.  The  justness  of  this  I  think  few 
will  question;  but  what  steps  the  Grand  Lodge  may  take  in  this  matter  is  for 
them  to  determine.  It  is  strongly  recommended  by  the  Convention  of  Masong 
held  in  the  City  of  Washington,  in  March,  1842,  the  granting  of  Certificates  by  each 
Grand  Lodge,  to  each  Mason  in  good  standing  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  admitting 
none  to  charity  or  fellowship  but  those  who  are  in  possession  of  such  a  Certificate. 
The  issuing  and  registering  of  those  Certificates  by  the  Grand  Secretary  would 
serve  to  do  away  many  of  the  evils  incident  upon  the  application  of  worthless  vaga- 
bonds for  charity,  and  the  benefits  of  the  Institution,  Those  Certificates  should  ouly 
be  issued  by  the  Grand  Secretary  upon  the  recommendation  under  seal  of  the  subor- 
dinate Lodge.  To  obtain  these  Certificates,  a  sufficient  stimulus  would  be  given  to 
all  good  Masons  to  become  members  of  some  Lodge  if  one  existed  in  their  neighbor- 
hood. Tlie  consideration  of  this  matter  is  strongly  urged  upon  your  serious  and 
enlightened  consideration. 

The  practice  of  adopting  the  representative  system  between  foreign  Grand  Lodges 
has  made  considerable  progress  in  some  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States, 
particularly  in  New  York,  and  promises  fair  to  be  of  much  utility  to  the  Masonic 
family,  not  only  in  this  country,  but  to  the  whole  civilized  world ;  through  the  rep- 
resentative the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  represented  is  communicated  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  which  ihQ  representative  resides.  The  proceedings  of  the  highly 
gifted  and  intelligent  body  of  Masons  constituting  the  Gra.ud  Lodge  of  New  York, 
contain  some  very  interesting  matter  on  this  subject,  as  well  as  on  many  others, 
which  are  strongly  recommended  to  this  Body,  and  especially  to  the  committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence. 

The  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  called  to  a  subject  which  has  hitherto  been 
much  neglected.  In  all  instances  where  a  subordinate  Lodge  is  suspended  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  the  Charter  should  be  returned  to  the  Grand  Secretary ;  and  if  it  is 
not,  measures  should  be  taken  to  obtain  its  possession  by  the  Grand  Secretary. 

The  satisfactory  manner  in  which  the  Grand  Secretary  complied  with  the  resolu- 
tion adopted  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  subject  of  printing  the 
Proceedings  of  this  Body,  and  the  procuring  to  be  printed  the  various  resolutions 
that  have  been  adopted  from  time  to  time,  having  the  bearing  of  By-Laws,  and  the 
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reprinting  of  the  Grand  Constitution,  thus  producing  a  pamphlet  highly  interesting 
to  every  good  Mason,  and  furnishing  matter  important  to  the  Craft  (which  sliould 
be  read  by  every  Master  in  open  Lodge)  for  this  labor  our  worthy  Grand  Secretary, 
A.  W.  Morris,  deserves  our  warmest  thanks.  The  rules  prescribed  in  this  pamphlefc 
are  worthy  of  all  commendation,  and  should  be  observed  and  enforced  by  each  sub- 
ordinate Lodge  in  a  spirit  of  enlightened  liberality. 

The  reports  from  the  proper  officers  and  committees,  I  doubt  not,  will  be  forth- 
coming in  due  time,  embracing  matter  belonging  to  each  of  their  particular  pro- 
vinces on  which  I  shall  not  intrude. 

The  issuing  of  an  annual  Circular  by  the  Grand  blaster,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  form  of  a  printed  Circular,  embracing  the  outlines  of  the 
fundamental  principles  of  the  Craft,  and  calling  the  attention  of  the  Brethren  to 
such  matter  as  may  fiom  time  to  time  be  deemed  necessary,  is  tliought  would  do 
more  to  advance  the  interest  of  the  Fraternity  than  could  be  done  by  any  legisla- 
tion in  the  usual  manner. 

From  foreign  communications  we  learn  the  flattering  news  of  the  prosperous 
condtion  of  the  Craft.  In  several  of  the  States  where  the  dark  clouds  of  anti- 
Masonry  lowered  most,  and  threatened  to  sweep  every  vestige  of  our  fair  escutcheon 
from  them,  and  leave  them  to  the  peltings  of  those  morbid  passions  and  feelings 
that  are  but  too  often  successful,  the  Craft  are  in  a  flourishing  condition, — the  cloud 
is  fast  disappearing, — the  bright  sun  of  Masonry  shines  with  renewed  luster;  a  few 
faithful  watchmen  remained  upon  the  watch  tower  throughout  the  darkest  days,  and 
on  the  appearance  of  the  first  glimering  ray,  rallied  the  scattered  band.  The  am- 
bitious, worthless  and  selfish  miser,  whose  folds  are  as  poisonous  as  the  coils  of  the 
rattlesnake,  has  been  driven  from  among  us.  We  have  passed  as  through  the 
refiner's  fire;  the  storm  that  raged  abroad  has  been  felt  in  every  corner,  producing 
a  quaking  among  the  dry  bones ;  our  societies  have  been  freed  from  a  load,  a  weight, 
that  was  fast  dragging  them  to  utter  ruin.  Brethren,  it  now  only  remains  for  us 
to  act  with  promptitude,  and  on  those  immutable  principles  on  which  our  Institution 
is  founded,  admit  none  to  our  social  halls  but  the  virtuous  and  good,  shun  the  bigot 
and  the  drunkard  as  you  would  the  Upas.  Then  will  we  be  what  we  profess,  and 
not  till  then.  I  trust.  Brethren,  that  you  will  go  to  the  task  before  you  with  zeal, 
and  in  that  enlightened  spirit  which  is  ever  characteristic  of  good  and  great  men, 
and  that  your  labors  will  be  crowned  with  the  happiest  results.

On  motion,  the  credentials  of  respesentatives  were  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Returns  and  Visitors. 

On  motion  all  foreign  communications  were  referred  to  the  committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  Philip  Ma- 
son, Gr.  M.,  presiding. 

The  M.  \y.  Grand  Master,  in  compliance  with  a  request  of  the  last  Grand 
Communication,  presented  an  able  and  detailed  report,  upon  the  subject  of 
a  Manual  Labor  School  to  be  established  under  the  supervision  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion  of  Brother  Bright,  referred 
to  a  committee  of  the  whole,  and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  resolutions  adopted  by  Union,  Harmony 
and  Monroe  Lodges,  upon  the  subject  of  said  Manual  Labor  School,  which 
were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Brother  Ferry,  from  the  committee  appointed  by  the  last  Grand  Lodge 
to  collect  the  notes  of  Daniel  Kelso,  made  the  following  report,  which  was 
read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances : 

Being  appointed  to  collect  the  debt  due  by  note  of  Daniel  Kelso,  and  report  to 
this  Grand  Lodge, — I  have  attended  to  that  business,  and  could  not  collect  any  part 
thereof.  I  have  here  the  notes,  for  the  further  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  I  have 
called  for  the  jewels  of  Jefferson  Lodge,  No.  31,  at  Hartford ;  they  have,  it  appears, 
been  lent  to  Todmore  Lodge,  No.  108,  Kentucky,  by  Daniel  Kelso,  who  refuses  to 
■give  them  up,  or  an  order  for  them.  Your  committee  would  recommend  to  this 
Grand  Lodge  to  call  on  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  to  order  Todmore  Lodge, 
No.  108,  to  deliver  the  said  jewels  to  the  agent  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Bunfin,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be,  and  they  are  hereby  presented 
-to  Brother  A.  W.  Morris,  Grand  Secretary,  for  the  able  and  satisfactory  manner  in 
which  he  has  complied  with  the  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  relation  to  the 
publication  of  the  last  Proceedings. 

Brother  Fcrrij  presented  a  petition  from  Thomas  Palmer  and  others,  pray- 
ing for  a  Dispensation  for  a  Lodge  at  Wilmington,  Dearborn  county. 
Whereupon,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  Dispensation  issue,  agreeably  to  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners; 
that  Brother  Thomas  Palmer  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  William  V.  Cheek,  the 
.Senior  Warden,  and  Ebenezer  Bedummah,  the  Junior  Warden. 

On  motion,  the  workings  of  Lodges  under  Dispensation  were  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Dispensations  : 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  nine 
o'clock.  PHILIP  MASON,  G.  Master.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M,— 
M.  W.,  Philip  Mason,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Morris,  Charity,  Palestine,  Lawrenceburg,  Rising 
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Sun  and  all  other  Lodges  who  have  not  yet  paid  over  their  dues,  or  whose 
standing  has  not  yet  been  ascertained  by  the  committee  on  Credentials, 
were  permitted  to  vote  as  other  Lodges. 

Brother  EusscJI,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  report  of  Brother  Ferry,  and  would  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  two  notes  of  Daniel  Kelso  be  left  with  Brother  IT.  Ferry  for 
collection  by  suit  or  otherwise;  and  that  he  report  thereon  at  the  next  Annual 
Grand  Communication. 

The  jewels  of  Jefferson  Lodge,  No.  31,  having  been  forfeited  to  this  Grand  Lodge, 
and  loaned  by  Daniel  Kelso  to  Todmore  Lodge,  No.  108,  Kentucky,  and  said  Daniel 
Kelso  refuses  to  give  an  order  for  the  return  of  said  jewels, — your  committee,  there- 
fore, recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Ferry  call  upon  Todmore  Lodge,  No.  108,  and  request  of 
its  officers  said  jewels;  and,  in  the  event  of  refusal  to  comply  with  such  request, 
that  said  Brother  Ferry,  as  agent  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  request  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  to  lay  the  same  before  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Kentucky,  and  request  an  order  for  Todmore  Lodge,  No.  108,  to  deliver  said 
jewels  to  Brother  II.  Ferry,  as  agent  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Hardin,  from  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  Proceedings  of  the  last  Grand  Lodge,  so  far 
as  they  understand  them;  and  find  two  propositions  to  amend  the  Grand  Constitu- 
tion, offered  by  Brothers  Menaugh  and  IMartin ;  and  that  all  other  business  not 
finished  at  the  last  session  is  committed  to  other  appropriate  committees.  Your 
committee  ask  tlie  concurrence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  of  Brother  Menaugh  be  indefinitely  postponed. 
Resolved,  That  the  resolution  of  Brother  JMartin  be  adopted  as  an  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  BartlcAt,  from  the  committee  on  Dispensations,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  proceedings  and  By-Laws  of  Delaware  Lodge, 
(U.  D.),  and  find  the  proceedings  regular,  with  the  following  exceptions :  The  min- 
utes are  not  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  By-Laws :  "April  8th"  requires  a  slight 
alteration,  and  "May  13th"  does  not  state  in  what  degree  they  opened.  Your  com- 
mittee would  further  recommend  the  alterations  in  the  By-Laws  as  marked  in  Arti- 
cles 6,  7  and  21 ;  with  these  alterations,  your  committee  would  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  Delaware  Lodge,  at  Munseytown,  as  Del- 
aware Lodge,  No.  4G ;  and  that  Brother  Samuef,  P.  Antiioxy  be  the  firi-.t  blaster 
thereof,  Patrick  Justice,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  John  Brownlce,  the  Junior  Warden. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  proceedings  and  By-Laws  of  Bedford 
Lodge,  (U.  D.),  and  find  the  proceedings  regular,  with  one  exception,  to-wit:  The 
installation  of  their  Worshipful  IMaster  hy  proxy ;  and  the  By-Laws  in  accordance 
with  the   Constitution  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  the  following 
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exceptions,  to-wit:  Section  4  of  Article  3,  conflicts  ■with  Section  2  of  Article  2,  and 
■we  -would  recommend  that  they  amend  their  By-La-ws,  by  striking  out  Section  4  of 
Article  3,  and  make  a  slight  alteration  in  Article  5,  as  marked.  With  these  altera- 
tions, your  committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Rfissolvcd,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  Palestine  Lodge,  No.  14, — and  they  having 
complied  with  the  spirit  of  the  resolutions  of  tlie  last  Grand  Lodge  relative  thereto; 
and  said  Lodge  having  had  a  Dispensation,  it  is  deemed  best  that  tliey  receive 
another  Charter  free  of  cost;  that  Brother  Gustavus  Clark  be  tlie  first  Master 
thereof,  Wintlirop  Foot,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  ilattheiv  Borland,  the  Junior  AVarden. 

Brother  C<Joh,  from  the  committee  appointed  relative  to  matters  con- 
nected with  the  Grand  Celebration  on  Thursday  next,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  laid  on  the  table : 

The  committee  ask  leave  to  report  to  this  Gi-and  Lodge  their  views  and  opinions 
in  reference  to  a  public  dinner  on  that  occasion.  They  believe,  that  to  dispense 
■with  that  custom  would  meet  with  the  approbation  of  all  good  Masons,  who  look  to 
the  Order  not  on  account  of  its  external,  but  for  its  moral  and  intrinsic  worth. 
Many  reasons  might  be  offered  by  your  committee  why  their  views  should  be  adopted, 
but  they  ihink  the  subject  so  plain  that  other  remarks  are  rendered  unnecessary. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Benedict,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  we  will  not,  in  connection  with  the  Grand  Celebration  on  Thurs- 
day next,  have  a  public  dinner. 

On  motion,  so  much  of  the  Inaugural  Address  of  the  M.  ^Y.  Grand 
Master  as  relates  to  issuing  and  registering  Certificates  of  membership  was 
referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Warner  and  Anthony.  So 
much  of  said  Address  as  relates  to  foreign  communications,  was  referred 
to  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  So  much  as  relates  to  taking 
up  Charters  where  "Lodges  have  been  suspended,  was  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee consisting  of  Brother  S.  S.  Tipton.  So  much  as  relates  to  issuing 
an  annual  Circular  by  the  Grand  Master,  was  referred  to  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  Brothers  Warner  and  Foster.  So  much  as  relates  to  lectures  in 
subordinate  Lodges,  was  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers 
Russell  and  Benedict.  So  much  as  relates  to  the  financial  matters  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  was  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Heiskell 
and  Menaugh.  And  so  much  as  relates  to  the  revival  of  Grand  Visitors, 
■was  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Bailey,  Foster  and 
Eussell. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon. 


Two  o'clock,  p.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  Philip  Ma- 
sox,  G-.  M.,  presiding. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  in  compliance  with  a  resolution  adopted  at  the 
last  Grand  Communication  relative  to  a  suitable  banner  and  insi"uia  for 
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this  Grand  Lodge,  made  the  following  report,  -which  was  read  and 
referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Heiskell  Tipton  and 
Benedict : 

To  comply  ■with  (he  request  of  the  resolution,  considerable  difficulty  has  heen 
experieiiced, — first,  there  seems  to  be  some  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  kind  and 
color  of  the  clothing,  and  some  discrepancy  in  the  form  of  the  jewels  to  be  worn  by 
the  officers.  The  eastern  Grand  Lodges,  as  well  as  those  of  Europe,  wear  jewels  of 
gold,  or  those  gilt  with  gold,  and  aprons  fringed  with  gold  fringe,  and  collars  for 
suspending  the  jewels,  of  purple  or  crimson,  arranged  in  a  style  peculiar  to  each, 
as  the  accompanying  letters  more  fully  show.  Some  of  our  best  informed  Masons 
iu  the  west  are  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
members,  should  be  clothed  in  blue.  And  if  they  use  a  banner,  it  should  be  of  blue 
ground,  on  which  a  representation  of  Charity  be  made  in  painting.  Such  I  find  to 
be  the  opinion  of  our  Brethren  in  the  City  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  with  some  of  whom 
I  have  had  a  recent  opportunity  of  a  personal  interview.  Another  strong  difficulty 
presents  itself  in  this  matter — the  want  of  funds. 

I  know  of  no  circumstance  that  gave  rise  to  any  particular  color  for  the  para- 
phernalia of  a  Lodge.  It  seems  to  have  been  adopted  by  taste;  and  long  custom 
has  given  it  sanction.  Subordinate  Lodges  have  adopted  blue,  and  Chapters  red.  Ifc 
Beems  to  me  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  have  some  distinguishing  mark.  They 
hold  a  station,  in  many  respects,  materially  difi'erent  from  any  other  Ijod3', — it  is  a 
Body  designated  for  the  government  of  the  Craft,  within  a  particular  district  of 
country;  and  by  common  consent,  the  limits  of  these  districts  are  confiued  to  the 
territorial  limits  of  the  civil  departments  in  the  government  of  the  country. 

From  the  foregoing  considerations,  I  would  recommend  that  when  this  Grand 
Lodge  does  procure  jewels  expressly  for  its  own  use,  that  they  be  of  silver  coated 
with  gold,  after  the  late  improved  plan  of  gilding  (which  is  now  being  done  in  this 
city),  the  form  be  such  as  are  worn  by  the  subordinate  Lodges.  The  square  for  the 
Grand  Master;  the  compasses,  decorated  with  the  rising  sun,  for  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master;  the  level  for  the  Senior  Grand  Warden;  the  plumb  for  the  Junior  Grand 
Warden;  the  triangle  for  the  Grand  Deacons;  the  cross  pens  for  Grand  Secretary; 
and  the  cross  keys  for  the  Grand  Treasurer, — square  and  compasses  for  the  Book  of 
Holy  Scriptures.  The  jewels  suspended  from  a  plain  purple  collar;  a  white  apron 
trimmed  with  gold  fringe;  a  banner  with  purple  ground,  with  an  emblem  of  Charity 
painted  in  the  center.  Purple  cushion  on  which  to  rest  the  Holy  Bible,  square  and 
compasses ;  and  while  in  the  Lodge  to  be  laid  on  the  altar. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Tipton,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  was 
adopted : 

Wherkas,  Brothers  H.  A.  Smead,  H.  T.  and  Thomas  R.  McElheney,  members  of 
Tipton  Lodge,  No.  o3,  have  been  suspended  from  the  enjoyment  of  the  privileges 
of  >Lisonry  by  said  Lodge;  and  whereas,  Brother  Smead  has  had  no  notice  of  said 
action  of  said  Lodge,  until  his  arrival  in  this  city  two  days  since,  and  is  desirous 
of  having  the  matter  fully  investigated:   Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  Grievances  t)e  instructed  to  fully  investigate  said 
matter  and  report  the  result  for  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  on  to-morrow. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Heiskell,  Tipton  and  Bartlett  were  appointed  a 
committee  on  the  case  of  Rufus  A.  Lockwood,  and  requested  to  report 
thereon  to-morrow. 
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Brother  Barthff^  from  the  committee  on  Dispensations,  made  the  folIoTV- 
ing  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  proceediugs  and  By-Laws  of  Charity  Lodge, 
and  find  tliem  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  regulations  of  tlie  Grand 
Lodge.     Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Eesolved,  That  the  Charter  of  Charity  Lodt/e,  No.  80,  at  Washington,  Daviesg 
county,  be  gi-anted  to  the  Brethren  now  woiking  at  Washington,  (free  of  cost  to  the 
Lodge);  and  that  Brother  Joseph  Warner  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  James  Cal- 
houn, the  Senior  Warden,  and  Stephen  Beldiuf/,  the  Junior  AVarden. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported,  that  in  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Dispensations  have  been  issned  on  the  several  appli- 
cations from  Brothers  at  Evansville,  Bedford,  Montgomery  county,  Colum- 
bus and  Delaware. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Buniin,  the  Grand  Lodge  resolved  that  the  instal- 
lation of  the  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  in  public,  on  Thursday,  im- 
mediately before  delivering  the  Masonic  Address. 

Brother  Morn's  presented  the  credentials  of  Francis  Little,  (W.  M.), 
representative  from  Columbus  Lodge,  (U.  D.);  which  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Credentials,  and  Brother  Little  took  his  seat  accordingly. 
Brother  Morris  also  presented  the  petition  of  said  Lodge,  praying  to  be 
reinstated,  as  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  20  ;  which  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Dispensations. 

Brother  Green,  as  the  representative  from  St.  John's  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at 
Delphi,  entered  and  produced  his  credentials ;  which  were  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Credentials,  and  Brother  Green  took  his  seat  accordingly. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  on 

the  report  of  the  Grand  Master  and  the  several  communications  relative 

to  establishing  a  Manual  Labor  School ;  Brother  Warner  in  the  Chair. 

Whereupon,  after  due  deliberation,  the  committee  rose   and  reported   the 

same  back  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  the  following  resolution  which  was 

read  and  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  plan  of  a  Manual  Labor  School,  reported  to  this  Grand  Lodge 
by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  Pliilip  xMason,  be  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge;  but, 
for  the  want  of  means,  all  further  action  in  the  matter  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

On  motion.  Brothers  Ferry,  Menaugh  and  Benedict  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  settle  with  such  Brethren  whose  notes,  or  orders,  this  Grand 
Lodge  holds  for  money  advanced  to  them. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  nine 
o'clock.  PHILIP  MASON,  G.  JIaskr.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock  A.  M.— 
M.  W.,  Philip  Mason,  G.  M.,  presiding. 
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Brother  Warner,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  Inaugural  Address  as  relates  to  issuing  Certificates  to  Masons  in  good 
standing,  etc.,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

That  although  this  measure  has  been  recommended  by  high  authority,  and  by  a 

convocation  of  Brethren  assembled  at  the  City  of  Washington,  on  the  day  of 

'March,  1842;  yet  your  committee  can  not  bring  themselves  to  believe  that  such  is 
necessary  to  protect  the  wortliy  portion  of  the  ^Masonic  Fraternity  from  the  imposi- 
tions complained  of,  and  which  this  proceeding  is  to  remedy.  Masonry  has  existed 
from  time  immemorial  without  these  Certificates;  it  has  prospered, — its  funds  have 
been  preserved ;  and  although  some  impositions  may  have  been  practiced  upon  the 
honest  and  unsuspecting  portion  of  the  Masonic  Family  by  unworthy  Brothers,  yet; 
we  think  it  requii'es  care  and  vigilance  in  the  Lodges  generally,  to  preserve  our 
funds  and  secure  and  protect  ourselves  against  unworthy  applicants  for  charity  or 
pecuniary  assistance.  We  therefore  deem  it  inexpedient,  at  this  time  especially,  to 
adopt  the  measure;  and  respectfully  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consid- 
eration of  the  subject. 

Brother  Warner,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  Inaugural  Address  as  relates  to  the  propriety  of  authorizing  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master  to  issue  Circulars,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read 
and  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  given  to  the  subject  that  consideration  which  its  merits 
demand,  and  highly  approve  of  the  suggestions  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  in  rela- 
tion thereto;  and  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Fe/tolved^  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  whenever  it  may  be 
deemed  beneficial  to  the  Craft,  to  issue  his  Circular  in  obedience  to  the  opinions  and 
views  of  tills  report,  and  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  present  M.  W.  Grand 
Master's  Inaugural  Address  touching  the  same. 

Brother  Benedict,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  Inaugural  Address  as  relates  to  lectures  in  subordinate  Lodges,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  recommitted  to  the  same  com- 
mittee (Brothers  Warner,  Anthony  and  Bartlett  being  added  thereto)  : 

Your  committee  have  carefully  examined  that  portion  of  the  Address  which 
relates  to  the  subject  referred,  and  fully  concur  in  the  sentiments  therein  contained. 

That  Masonic  lectures  should  be  practiced  in  all  regularly  constituted  Lodges, 
will  not  be  called  in  question  by  any  enlightened  Mason,  as  nothing  can  more  fully 
cement  the  bonds  of  fraternal  affection.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  Masons  to  inculcate 
a  knowledge  of  those  sciences  which  INIasoury  comprises,  your  committee  fully 
believe.  These  sciences  are  more  particularly  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Geometry  and 
Mathematics.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  Tliat  the  subordinate  Lodges  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  be  recommended  to  appoiut  lecturers  on  the  different  Arts  and  Sciences 
whioh  appertain  to  Masonry,  from  among  their  own  members;  or  that  th'-y,  from 
time  to  time,  invite  competent  Biefhren  from  neighboring  Lodges,  to  lecture  on  the 
aforesaid  subjects,  at  least  once  a  quarter,  either  at  their  slated  meetings  or  at 
meetings  called  for  this  special  occaaiou. 
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Broilier  Bavtleit^  from  the  comiinttee  on  Dispensations,  made  the  follo'W- 
ing  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  By-Laws  of  Greencastle  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  and 
find  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  regiUations  of  this  Grand 
Lodge.  They  have  not  been  furnished  with  a  copy  of  their  minutes;  but  from 
information  received  through  their  representative  and  other  Brethren,  we  believe 
they  liave  been  regularly  kept.  Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved,  Tliat  a  Charter  be  granted  to  the  Brethren  of  Greencastle  Lodge,  (U.  D.), 
at  Greencastle,  as  Temple  Lodge,  No.  47;  and  that  Brother  Samuel  Taylor  be  ihe 
first  blaster  thereof,  John  Sala,  the  Senior  ^Varden,  and  William  L.  Hart,  the  Junior 
Vi'arden. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  Philip  3Ia- 
SON,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Hcislcell,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report 
of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  relative  to  clothing,  jewels,  etc.,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  report  and  accompanying  documents ;  and 
while  they  can  but  admire  the  assiduous  industry  of  the  reporter  in  the  acquisition 
of  the  necessary  information  from  available  sources,  and  the  kind  manner  in  which 
the  same  has  been  placed  before  this  Grand  Lodge,  your  committee  are  compelled 
fcy  surrounding  circumstances  to  deem  it  impolitic  to  take  any  action  on  the  subject 
at  the  present  time.

That  it  is  inexpedient  to  take  any  action  on  the  subject  of  jewels, 
clothing  and  banner  at  the  present  time. 

Brother  JTehJcell,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  Inaugural  Address  as  relates  to  the  finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  made 
the  following  report : 

Your  committee  have  had  the  subject  referred  to  them  under  consideration,  and 
heartily  concur  in  the  Address  throughout;  they  therefore  offer  for  adoption  the 
following  resolutions: 

Eesolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  consider  it  highly  improper  and  unmasonic  for 
any  subordinate  Lodge  to  take  Notes  from  members  for  Lodge  dues,  or  Not^s  for 
initiation  fees ;  and  furthermore,  that  it  is  improper  for  Lodges  to  loan  their  funds  to 
individuals  ;  that,  after  the  expenses  of  the  Lodges  are  met,  and  a  proportion  reserved 
for  charity  purposes,  the  balance,  if  any,  should  be  invested  in  some  site  for  build- 
ings, or  in  suitable  buildings  or  apparatus  for  the  benefit  of  the  Craft. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expected,  and  absolutely  required,  that  the  several  Lodges 
subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  pay  their  dues  piomptly  at  each  Grand  Com- 
munication. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  authorized  to  settle  with  and  make 
collections  of  all  individual  indebtedness  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  report  progress 
at  the  next  Grand  Communication  ;  and  that  he  take  to  his  aid  such  Brethren  as 
agentSj  residing  within  the  vicinity  of  the  indebtedness,  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 
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Renolved,  That  tins  Grand  Lodge  appoint  and  empower  Brotliers  fo 

gple?^  coiiirnct.  for,  and  pnrcliase  (if  they  think  proper)  a  suitable  Lot  in  the  City 
of  Indi.inapolis,  for  the  piirj.ose  of  ercctiiin;  a  Jlasoriic  Hall  thereon  at  some  future 
time,  and  report  fully  on  that  subject  at  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication. 

The  above  report  was  read  and  conc-urred  in — except  the  hxst  resolution, 
which  was  recommitted,  (and  Brother  Morris  added  to  the  committee). 

Brother  Bnrtlett,  from  the  committee  on  Dispensations,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  carefully  examined  the  proceedings  of  Porter  Lodge,  (U.  D.), 
and  find  them  informal  in  the  following  respect:  first,  in  their  manner  of  opening 
their  Lodge;  secondly,  in  their  manner  of  work  in  passing  from  one  degree  to  the 
other;  and  thirdly,  in  their  manner  and  penmanship  in  keeping  their  records.

Brother  Ferry,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  preamble  and  resolution  of  Brother  Tipton  relative  to  the  suspension 
of  Brothers  Smead  and  Mcllhenny,  reported  the  same  back  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  they  having  found  nothing  tangible  upon  which  to  act ;  whicli 
report,  on  motion  of  Brother  Tipton,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Brother  Barllett,  from  the  committee  on  Dispensations,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  proceedings  and  By-Laws  of  St.  John's  Lodge, 
(U.  D.),  at  Delphi,  and  find  the  sa-me  regular,  and  the  By-Laws  in  accordance  with 
the  Constitution  and  regulations  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  St.  John's  Lodge  at  Delphi,  as  Blount  Olive 
Lodge,  No.  48;  and  that  Brother  Gkorge  M.  Maxwkll  be  the  first  I\Lasfer  thereof, 
Henry  B.  Milroy,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  Enoch  Rinehart,  the  Junior  Warden. 

Brother  E.  Demming,  from  Tippecanoe  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  entered,  pre- 
sented his  credentials  as  representative  and  took  his  seat;  he  also  presented 
the  workings  of  said  Lodge,  which  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Dis- 
pensations. 

Brother  Tipton,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  Inaugural  Address  as  relates  to  taking  up  Charters  of  suspended 
Lodges,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in: 

The  subject  thus  presented  to  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  your  com- 
mittee deem  of  too  much  moment  and  importance  to  be  allowed  longer  to  remain 
unnoticed;  for,  with  the  'SI.  W.  Grand  Master,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that 
inattention  to  this  subject  is  fraught  with  consequences  the  most  ruinous  to  the 
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Masonic  Fratei'iiity  generally.    Your  committee,  therefore,  submit  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  following  resolutions . 

Resolved,  That  whenever  any  Lodge  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be 
directed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  to  cease  its  labor  as  a  Lodge,  the  individual  having 
the  possession  of  the  Charter  of  said  suspended  Lodge,  shall  immediately  deliver 
said  Charter  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby  required  to  call  for  all 
the  Charters,  jewels,  furniture,  etc.,  forfeited  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  up  to  the  present 
time,  immediately  upon  the  closing  of  this  yVnnual  Grand  Communication:  Provided, 
if  Blazing  Star  Lodge  apply  for  a  Dispensation,  that  she  be  permitted  to  keep  her 
jewels,  effects,  moneys,  notes  for  monej',  etc. 

Resolved,  Tliat  in  case  of  a  failure  to  comply  with  the  above  resolutions,  the 
Grand  Secretary  proceed  to  obtain  possession  of  said  Charters,  by  any  means  he 
may  deem  proper  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  Fra- 
ternity. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  Keturn  of 
Warren  Lodge,  No.  15,  in  which  they  request  further  time  for  the  pay- 
ment of  their  dues ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  oa 
Grievances^ 

Brother  RusscU,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  Inaugural  Address  as  relates  to  Grand  Visitors,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  laid  on  the  table : 

Your  committee  believe  that  the  revival  of  Grand  Visitoi'S  is  indispensable,  and 
■would,  tlierefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  New  Albany,  Clark,  Salem  and  Union  Lodges  shall  compose  the 
First  District;  Lawrenceburg,  Rising  Sun,  Harmony,  Washington  and  St.  John's 
Lodges,  the  Second  District;  Warren,  Morning  Star  and  Springfield  Lodges,  the 
Third  District;  Center,  Madison,  Temple  and  Delaware  Lodges,  the  Fourth  District; 
Laporte,  St.  Joseph's  and  Mason  Lodges,  the  Fifth  District;  Wayne,  Tipton,  Mount 
Olive,  Tippecanoe  and  Montgomery  Lodges,  the  Sixth  District;  and  Viucennes, 
Palestine,  Monroe  and  Charity  Lodges,  the  Seventh  District. 

Resolved,  That  all  Lodges  hereafter  Chartered  or  permitted  to  work  under  Dis- 
pensation, shall  be  severally  added  to  said  Districts  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Visitors  shall  be  goverued  by  the  duties  as  prescribed 
in  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  their  services  while  necessafily  employed  in  attending 
to  their  duties — to  be  liquidated  from  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Tipton^  from  the  committee  on  Finance,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

Your  committee  find  the  accounts  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Ti-easurer 
kept  with  great  care,  neatness  and  accuracy,  and  in  a  manner  to  do  great  credit, 
not  only  to  said  ofiicers,  but  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  have,  with  much  care,  compared  the  vouchers  in  the  hands  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer,  and  find  that  they  correspond  with  the  reports  of  payments  made 
by  him ;  and  also  compared  the  same  vouchers  with  the  allowances  made  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  agreeably  to  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Claims,  and  find  that  the 
warrants  correspond  with  the  amounts  allowed  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  deem  it  proper  to  say,  that  the  books  procured  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  in  obedience  to  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  Grand  Communication, 
have  been  opened  by  him,  in  a  style  at  once  the  most  concise,  neat  and  comprehen- 
Bive.     That  the  accounts  presented  by  the  Grand  Secretary  for  services  performed 
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by  him,  in  obedience  to  resolutions  adopted  at  the  last  Grand  Communication, 
altliough  apparently  high,  your  committee  deem  none  too  much  so  under  the  circum- 
stances, as  the  duties  discharged  were  laborious  and  troublesome. 

Brother  Bartlctt  presented  the  proposition  of  R.  C.  Green,  "to  pay  into 
the  Grand  Lodge  the  amount  of  the  indebtedness  of  Mount  Olive  Lodge 
(late  St.  John's  Lodge,  U.  D.,  at  Delphi),  in  State  Scrip,  including  the 
Rura  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  a  Charter, — with  the  express  understanding 
that  the  said  Lodge  at  Delphi  is  pledged  to  redeem  the  Scrip  within  sixty 
days  from  this  day  in  Bankable  funds ;  and  if  not  redeemed  at  the  expira- 
tion of  sixty  days,  then  the  Grand  Secretary  may  dispose  of  said  Scrip  at 
the  best  price  for  Bankable  funds  and  draw  immediately  on  the  Lodge  for 
the  deficit,  which  shall  be  promptly  met;"  which  proposition  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Baileij^  further  time  was  allowed  to  Laporte 
Lodge,  No.  41,  for  ten  dollars — a  balance  of  the  amount  due  for  jewels — 
upon  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  at  this  Grand  Communication. 

Brother  Baileij  oflered  the  following  resolution,  as  a  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  Grand  Constitution,  which  lies  over  one  year,  to-wit : 

Eeaolved,  That  the  Grand  Constitution  be  so  amended  that  the  suboi'dinate  Lodges 
shall  admit  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  gratuitously,  nor  shall  they  charge  niontiily 
dues  to  them;  and  that  such  members  of  Lodges  as  are  Ministers  be  deducted  by  the 
Grand  Secretary  from  the  members  paying  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge  by  the  respec- 
tive subordiuate  Lodges. 

Brother  Barthtt,  from  the  committee  on  Dispensations,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  proceedings  of  Moiitgomery  Lodge,  (TJ.  D.),  at 
Crawfordsville,  and  find  them  correct.  The  Bj'-Laws  of  said  Lodge  are  also  correct. 
Your  committee  would,  therefore,  submit  for  adoption  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  renew 
their  Dispensation,  when  their  former  one  has  been  returned. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  communication  from  St.  .John's  Lodge, 
(U.  D.),  at  Columbus,  asking  this  Grand  Lodge  to  restore  to  them  the  Charter  of 
St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  20.  Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  make  out  a  new  Charter  for  St.  John's  Lodj;, 
No.  2U  (the  old  one  being  destroyed);  and  that  Brother  Francis  Little  be  the  first 
Master  thereof,  William  Herrod,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  James  Uobbs,  the  Junior 
■Warden — (said  Lodge  first  returning  their  Dispensation). 

Brother  CooJc,  from  the  committee  on  Credentials,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

Your  committee  find  a  great  want  of  correct  form  in  the  reports  from  subordinate 
Lodges,  and  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  direct  a  strict  conformity  to  the  plan 
laid  down  by  said  Grand  Lodge,  in  all  future  Returns.  Your  committee  feel  it  to  be 
their  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  some  of  the  errors  that  have 
occurred  in  reports  now  before  them,  to-wit:  Vincennes  Lodge — an  error  in  making 
time  of  meeting.     Lawrenceburg  Lodge — want  of  form,  deficit  in  fees,  and  no  time 
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of  meeting  staferl.  Rising  Sun  Lodge — want  of  form,  (tliis  LoJge  is  but  recently  re- 
organized under  the  resolutions  of  last  Grand  Lodge).  Salem  Lodge — no  time  of  meet- 
ing named.  Monroe  Lodge — no  time  of  meeting  named.  Webb  Lodge — no  Eeturns 
for  1840,  1841,  1842  or  1S43.  Wayne  Lodge — a  communication  from  this  Lodge, 
and  somctliing  purporting  to  be  a  Return,  (the  right  of  tliis  Lodge  to  work  is  much 
doubted  by  your  committee,  and  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  respectfully 
directed  to  that  subject).  Liberty  Lodge — no  Returns  for  1841,  1842  or  1843.  New 
Albany  Lodge — Returns  for  1842  and  1843,  but  not  in  form.  Morning  Star  Lodge — 
no  report.  Springfield  Lodge — want  of  form.  St.  Joseph's  Lodge — void  of  form. 
Charity  Ledge — the  time  of  meetings  not  stated.     Porter  Lodge — without  form. 

Your  committee  further  report,  that  the  following  are  the  names  of  Brethren  duly 
authorized  to  represent  their  respective  Lodges  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  to-wit:

■withstanding  any  inl'ormalities  of  some  of  them  as  specified  in  this  report. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Grand  Officers 
for  the  ensuing  twelve  months ;  Brothers  Tipton  and  Green  acting  as 
tellers.  Before  taking  the  ballots,  the  M.  AV.  Grand  Master  delivered  the 
following  Valedictory  Address : 

Brethre.n  : — In  declining  a  re-election  to  the  station  in  which  you  have  con- 
tinued me  for  nearly  twelve  consecutive  years,  I  can  not  help  returning  you  my 
most  sincere  thanks,  for  the  kind  assistance  which  you,  at  all  times,  have  aiforded 
me,  in  the  responsible  stations  which  I  have  held  among  you.  In  declining  a  re- 
election, I  have  been  prompted  by  a  sense  of  duty  to  myself. 

I  have  arrived  at  a  period  of  life  when  men  naturally  become  more  retiring  and 
less  active;  which,  with  my  domestic  cares  and  a  laborious  profession,  I  have  felt 
constrained  to  bid  adieu  to  those  pleasant  associations  which  have  been  so  warmly 
kindled  in  this  Lodge.  In  retiring  from  your  deliberations,  be  assured.  Brethren, 
that  I  shall  carry  with  me  the  kindest  regard,  not  only  for  the  welfare  of  the  Craft 
in  general,  but  the  success  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  its  members  with  whom  I  have 
from  time  to  time  met  in  Masonic  counsel.  The  pleasant  associations  so  endear- 
ingly formed  within  these  walls,  will  be  the  subject  of  reflection  for  many  an  hour, 
though  away  from  your  deliberations  and  engaged  in  the  active  duties  of  life.  Time 
sweeps  us  down  the  current  of  life, — a  few  short  years  hurry  us  from  the  cradle  to 
the  grave, — one  generation  succeeded  by  another,  and  the  one  passed  away  seems 
only  to  have  lived  for  the  one  that  follows.  Although  the  improvements  in  the  Arts 
and  Sciences  have  been  great,  yet  the  change  has  been  so  gi-adual,  that  it  has  fallen 
to  the  lot  of  but  few  to  see  any  considerable  change  in  his  own  time.  Those  who  are 
now  living  and  have  seen  their  fiftieth  year  or  upwards,  have,  perhaps,  been  more 
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favored  than  any  other  individuals  that  ever  lived  upon  the  face  of  the  earth.  The 
invention  of  the  steam  engine,  and  its  application  to  navigation,  railroads  and  the 
mechanic  arts,  affording  facilities  for  the  interchange  of  commodities  so  advanta- 
geously to  man;  but  above  all,  the  interchange  of  thought,  the  lever  of  intelligence; 
mind  is  brought  in  contact  with  mind,  new  ideas  are  produced,  principles  investi- 
gated. This  interchange  has  been  so  facilitated  by  the  improvement  in  the  art  of 
printing  by  steam  power,' together  with  the  simplification  of  science,  it  is  the  just 
piiile  of  the  age  in  which  we  live ;  these  several  causes  combined  have  so  revolu- 
tionized the  world,  that,  of  all  beings  that  ever  dwelt  upon  this  habitable  globe,  we 
are  perhaps  the  most  favored. 

It  would  be  happy  for  mankind,  if  these  improvements  brought  nothing  but  that 
which  is  good.  Nature,  though  profuse,  is  never  lavish  in  bestowing  her  favors;  it 
is  in  mind  and  morals  as  in  physics,  nature  has  her  corresponding  opposites ;  the 
law  of  attraction  has  its  opposite, — repulsion  in  electricity  and  galvanism, — the 
positives  and  negative  in  morals, — virtue  and  vice  in  intellectual  man, — intelli- 
gence and  ignorance ;  proving  that  nature  has  her  universal  law  of  opposition.  And 
be  assured,  Brethren,  that  notwithstanding  the  vast  improvements  in  science,  human 
nature  remains  the  same;  and  that  intelligence  Avhich  might  be  rendered  so  useful, 
is  too  often  made  to  subserve  the  base  purposes  of  life;  and  it  is  only  by  a  constant 
recurrence  to  first  and  correct  principles,  that  the  baser  passions  of  our  nature,  are 
restrained;  it  is  to  the  domestic  circle  that  we  must  look  for  the  earliest  formation 
of  character,  and  to  smaller  associations  in  riper  years:  » 

If  these  be  foul 

The  stream  runs   thick, 

And  blackens  all   below 

Here,  Brethren,  opens  a  field  for  the  introduction  of  our  Institution,  the  practice 
of  charity,  the  cultivation  of  the  social  relations  of  man,  the  restraining  of  the 
vicious  passions  by  brotherly  love,  and  the  observance  of  the  landmarks  of  the 
Craft:  these  must  ever  open  a  field  for  the  benevolent  and  good  man.  And  here 
permit  me  to  say,  that  without  these  principles  as  the  polar  star,  our  Institution  is 
a  sounding  bi'ass  and  tinkling  simble. 

Accept,  my  beloved  Brethren,  my  most  sincere  desire  for  your  welfare;  and  may 
He,  who  directs  all  things,  direct  your  feet  in  the  path  of  love  and  virtue. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Benedict^  tlie  Valedictory  Address  was  unan- 
imously ordered  to  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

The  tellers  then  proceeded  to  collect  the  ballots  for  Grand  Officers.

Brother  Tipton  then  presented  the  following  communication,  which  was 
read  and  laid  on  the  table : 

Masons'  Hall,  Indianapolis,  May  25,  1843. 
To  the  3Iost  Worshipful  Grand  Master : 

After  what  has  occurred  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  relative  to  the  expulsion  of 
Brother  R.  A.  Lockwood,  I  deem  it  due,  both  to  myself  and  the  Fraternity,  that  some 
definite  action  should  be  had  thereon.  Notwithstanding  it  is  extremely  painful  to 
do  so,  a  sense  of  duty  compels  me  to  formally  charge  Brother  Rufus  A.  Lockwood — 
first,  with  having  retained  in  his  hands,  and  missapplied  the  money  of  his  clients 
as  an  Attorney ;  secondly,  of  having  disgracefully  absconded  from  the  State,  to 
parts  unknown ;  thirdly,  of  abandoning  his  family.

Brother  Warner,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  recommitted  the 
report  relative  to  lecturing  in  subordinate  Lodges,  reported  for  adoption 
the  following  resolution,  which  was  read  and  adopted,  to-wit : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  it  is  and  always  should  be 
the  duty  of  each  subordinate  Lodge  to  have  special  meetings,  for  the  purpose  of 
lecturing;  and  that  they  select  and  appoint  some  Brother  well  skilled  in  the  Ma- 
sonic Sciences,  to  lecture  at  said  special  meetings;  and  that,  in  all  cases  where  they 
may  not  have  a  member  or  members  qualified  for  the  task,  they  invite  some  compe- 
tent Brother  of  a  neighboring  Lodge,  to  attend  at  said  special  meetings,  for  said 
purpose. 

Brother  Ilelshcll,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  recommitted  the 
resolution  relative  to  purchasing  a  certain  lot  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  Lot  spoken  of,  and  take  great  pleasure  in  say- 
ing to  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  tliat  they  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  of  great 
value  to  the  Grand  Lodge  to  have  it;  and,  therefore,  would  recommerid  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution : 
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Resolved^  That  Brothers  A.  W.  Morris,  John  Foster  and  John  Cook  he,  and  they 
are  hereby  appointed  and  empowered  to  buy  said  Lot,  provided  it  can  be  pur- 
chased for  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars;  and  the  said  Lot  be  purchased  in  the 
name  and  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting;  thereon 
a  ^L^sonic  Hall  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  Grand  Lodge,  at^some  future  time; 
and  that,  said  committee  j-eport,  at  our  next  Grand  Communication,  all  transactions 
they  have  had  thereon:  Provided,  hotcevcr,  that  said  committee  shall  not  make  such 
purchase  of  said  Lot,  unless  there  be  sufficient  funds  on  hand  to  make  payment 
therefor. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  tliis  afternoon.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  Philip  Ma- 
son, G.  M.,  presiding.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  and 
marched,  in  Grand  procession,  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
city,  where  the  Grand  Officers  elect  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months  were 
severally  installed  in  due  and  ancient  form,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  and 
respect-able  audience.  After  which,  an  Address  was  delivered  by  Brother 
A.  "W.  Morris,  Grand  Secretary ;  at  the  conclusion  of  which,  Brother 
Richard  M.  Johnson  made  some  very  appropriate  remarks  upon  the  subject 
of  Masonry,  and  took  his  leave  of  the  Brethren. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  formed  in  procession,  returned  to  the  Hall,  and 
was  called  to  labor  again.

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  tendered  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  for  the  use  of  their  building,  for  the  ceremonies  of 
the  day. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  tendered  to  Brother  .Tolm 
Law,  for  the  part  he  kindly  undertook  and  discharged  in  so  satisfactory  a  manner, 
in  the  ceremonies  of  this  day — that  of  installing  the  Grand  Officers. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  tendered  to  Brother  Spear  S. 
Tipton,  INLaster  of  Ceremonies  of  the  day,  for  the  highly  satisfactory  manner  in 
which  he  discharged  this  duty. 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  our  thanks  to  the  Indianapolis  Band,  for  their  excellent 
music  on  the  occasion  of  this  day's  celebration. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Bartlett,  further  time  was  granted  to  Delaware 
Lodge,  No.  46,  for  the  balance  of  the  fee  for  their  Charter.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  Philip  Mason,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  jBar?Ze«,  from  the  committee  on  Dispensations,  .submitted  the 
following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 
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The  committee  have  examined  the  proceedings  of  Tippecanoe  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at 
Lafayette,  and  find  the  same  neatly  kept  and  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of 
this  Grand  Lodge, — except  that  they  do  not  comply  with  a  resolution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  adopted  in  1842,  requiring  subordinate  Lodges  "to  conform  the  labor  of  the 
respective  degrees  to  matters  especially  pertaining  thereto."  The  By-Laws  of  said 
Lodge  have  not  been  presented  to  your  committee.  Your  committee,  therefore, 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  original  Charter  of  Perry  L_^dge  be  restored  to  the  Brethren 
of  Tippecanoe  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  and  that  the  said  Lodge  hereafter  bear  the  name  of 
Perry  Lodge  No.  37;  and  that  Brother  John  Taylor  be  the  first  Master  thereof, 
Thomas  T.  Benbridge,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  David   Webb,  the  Junior  Warden. 

Whereupon,  the  said  Charter  was  restored  to  Brother  E.  Deming,  the 
representative  from  said  Lodge. 

Brother  Ferry,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  AVarren  Lodge, 
No.  15,  asking  this  Grand  Lodge  to  gi-ant  them  further  time  for  the  payment  of  their 
indebtedness,  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Warren  Lodge,  No.  15,  at  Connersville,  have  until  next  Annual 
Grand  Communication  to  pay  their  indebtedness  to  this  Grand  Lodge;  but  if  not 
paid  by  or  at  that  time,  it  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Lodges. 

Brother  Cooh,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  and  report  to 
this  Grand  Lodge  the  most  suitable  Masonic  Manual  to  be  used  by  subor- 
dinate Lodges,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  made  due  examination,  and  recommend  the  Masonic  Manual, 
by  our  M.  W.  Brother  Wilkins  Tannehill,  to  be  used  by  all  subordinate  Lodges.  The 
opinion  of  the  committee  has  been  much  strengthened  by  learning  from  many  of  the 
Craft  that  this  book  is  much  used  (and  approved)  in  the  west,  and  is  one,  from  the 
order  of  arrangement,  that  sheds  much  additional  light  upon  the  subject  of  Ma- 
sonry. Your  committee  would  further  recommend,  most  respectfully,  that  the  Grand 
Secretary  be  required  to  purchase  three  copies  of  said  work  for  th«  use  of  the  Grand 
Lodge;  and  that  each  subordinate  Lodge  be  requested  by  this  Grand  Lodge  to  pur- 
chase one  copy  for  the  use  of  their  Lodges  respectively,  and  report,  in  their  next 
communication  to  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  session,  their  doings  on  this  subject; 
and  that  so  much  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  1823,  that  recommend 
the  use  of  Brother  Cross'  Masonic  Chart,  be  repealed:  Provided,  however,  that  if  the 
Masonic  Convention,  now  in  session  at  Baltimore,  should  recommend  the  use  of 
another,  that  their  recommendation  will  be  followed  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  took  up  for  consideration  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  charges  preferred  against  Rufus  A.  Lockwood.  Whereupon, 
on  motion  of  Brother  Warner,  the  resolution  of  expulsion  reported  by  the 
committee  was  amended  by  substituting  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  proceedings  against  Brother  Lockwood  be  all  set  aside,  except 
the  charges  and  reference  to  the  committee  now  appointed;  and  that  the  said  com- 
mittee have  power  and  authority  to  collect  testimony,  during  the  recess,  and  report 
their  proceedings  to  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  Grand  Communication.

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On  motion  of  Brother  Bunfin,  tlie  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  an  abstract  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  published, 
and  copies  be  forwarded  as  usual. 

Resolved,  That  each  subordinate  Lodge  shall  procure  a  seal  of  some  kind,  and  that 
all  official  documents  shall  bear  the  impress  of  said  seal. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Russell,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  requested 
to  make  suitable  arrangements  for  a  celebration,  by  procession  and  oration 
on  the  fourth  day  of  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication,  and  to  appoint 
all  necessary  committees  to  assist  him  in  the  discharge  of  this  recjuest. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Ferrij,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  when  this  Grand  Lodge  closes,  it  shall  close  to  meet  on  the  fourth 
Monday  in  May,  1844. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Green,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Mount  Olive  Lodge,  No.  48,  at  Delphi,  have  the  refusal  of  the  pur- 
chase of  the  jewels  belonging  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  now  in  possession  of  Pii-gah 
Lodge,  No  5,  at  Corydon ;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  take  immediate  measures 
to  procure  said  jewels. 

On  motion  of  Brother  UeiskeU,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  tendered  to  Center  Lodge, 
No.  23,  for  the  use  of  their  Hall  during  this  Grand  Communication. 

Brother  Buntin,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  communications  Avhich  have  been  received 
from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  Mas- 
sachusetts, New  Hampshire,  Maine,  Maryland,  Virginia,  Kentucky,  North  Carolina, 
Tennessee,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Hlinois,  Missouri,  Florida,  Arkansas,  Georgia, 
South  Carolina,  and  the  Republic  of  Texas. 

The  committee  have  perused  carefully  and  closely  examined  these  Proceedings 
■with  pride  and  pleasure, — affording  abundant  evidence,  as  they  do,  that  Masonry 
is  brightening  in  various  parts  of  this  confederacy.  They  manifestly  exhibit  au 
increasing  attention  to  the  duties  of  the  Order,  and  the  growth  of  a  spirit  of  peace, 
harmony  and  brotherly  love,  abounding  everywhere. 

Your  committee,  in  these  communications,  find  many  things  new  and  of  great 
importance,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  should  be 
specially  directed.  They  are  gratified  in  reporting,  that  the  representative  system 
is  becoming  better  understood  than  formerly;  and  that  it  is  strongly  recommended 
by  many  of  the  Grand  Lodges.  As  its  benefits  are  obvious  and  of  great  moment,  it 
only  requires  a  little  reflection  to  see  its  vast  importance.  Your  committee  are 
sanguine  in  the  belief  that  no  Masonic  community  can  long  be  blinded  to  the 
numerous  benefits  resulting  from  this  beautiful  system ;  and  that  all  the  Grand 
Lodges  in  the  Union  will  ere  long  interchange  representatives  with  each  other. 
By  this  means,  a  mass  of  Masonic  information  will  be  obtained,  embracing  in  its 
voluminous  details  a  fund  of  literature,  science,  morality  and  research,  of  vastly 
more  importance  to  us  as  "Brethren  of  the  mystic  tie,"  than  any  other  system  could 
furnish,  in  addition  to  the  guards  and  the  checks  that  it  will  place  at  the  doors  of 
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the  Masonic  Temple.  It  •will,  by  this  communication,  keep  us  informed  of  all  that 
transpires  in  the  ■world  of  our  Fraternity.  Representatives  from  foreign,  yet  sister 
Lodges,  will  have  a  great  tendency  to  reform  abuses,  protect  against  innovations, 
and  preserve,  pure  and  unsullied,  the  most  ancient  and  the  most  sublime  of  all 
human  institutions. 

Your  committee  would  earnestly  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  plan  suggested 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  relative  to  the  issuing  of  a  Circular 
by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  upon  the  subject  of  Masonry,  to  accompany  the  pub- 
lished Proceedings  of  each  Grand  Communication. 

Your  committee  would,  furthermore,  repeat  the  suggestion  contained  in  the  last 
report  of  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  of  this  State,  relating  to  the 
impropriety  of  receiving  promissory  notes  for  the  fee  necessary  to  the  obtaining  of 
the  degrees,  instead  of  demanding,  unconditionally,  payments  therefor,  before  any 
degrees  are  given.  This  is  a  matter  of  much  importance  to  our  Order,  and  upon  its 
observance  depends  the  future  prosperity  of  the  Institution. 

And  furthei',  that  the  use  of  distilled  spirits  in  the  Lodge  rooms,  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Lodges,  is  undeniably  of  evil  example,  and  may  be  productive  of  per- 
nicious eflFects ;  and  it  is  urgently  recommended  by  your  committee,  that  in  this 
State  the  use  of  such  liquors  should  be  expres.°ly  forbidden,  under  any  pretence 
■whatever. 

The  question  is  asked  by  manj^  Grand  Lodges,  "What  qualifies  a  Brother  to  visit 
and  enter  a  Lodge?''  We  are  well  aware  that  there  is  a  great  diversity  of  opinion 
on  this  subject,  and  we  think  it  is  time  the  question  is  definitely  settled.  We, 
thefefore,  recommend  to  the  Grand  Lodge  an  action  immediately  upon  this  subject, 
and  thus  settle  the  question,  so  far  as  in  our  power,  at  our  present  Communication. 
The  question  is,  whether  a  Brother  in  good  standing  can  demand  admission  into  a 
Lodge  other  than  that  to  which  he  belongs ;  and  if  a  stranger,  whether  it  is  discre- 
tionary with  the  presiding  ofhcers  to  have  him  examined  or  not. 

Your  committee  again  bring  before  the  Grand  Lodge  a  subject  which  requires  its 
action.  It  is  certain  that  in  this  State  there  are  many  hundred  Masons  entitled 
to,  and  frequently  avail  themselves  of  Masonic  privileges,  who  never  do,  (and  we 
are  ashamed  to  acknowledge  it),  many  of  whom  never  did  contribute  one  single  cent 
toward  the  support  of  the  Institution  or  its  charities.  Every  resident  Mason  in  the 
State  should  be  required  to  belong  to  some  Lodge,  where  it  is  possible.  This  is  a 
duty  they  should  all  fulfill,  or  forfeit  the  privilege  of  visiting  Lodges  and  partaking 
of  their  enjoyments  and  benefits. 

Your  committee,  after  examining  the  evidence  before  them,  and  the  opinion  of 
many  Grand  Lodges,  relative  to  the  legitimacy  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State 
of  Michigan,  are  of  the  belief  that  the  decision  of  the  Convention  of  Masons  held  at 
the  City  of  AVashington,  in  March,  1842,  upon  that  subject  was  correct,  namely: 
"That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  is  an  irregular  Body,  which  can  not  be  recog- 
nized by  the  Fraternity  in  the  United  States." 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  say  that  the  adoption  of  Certificates  from 
■visiting  Brethren,  suggested  in  the  Proceedings  of  many  Grand  Lodges,  but  in  con- 
sequence of  this  subject  having  already  been  referred  to  a  special  committee,  we 
forbear  making  any  recommendation  thereon. 

The  committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  will,  at  each  and  every  Annual  Grand  Commu- 
nication, cause  to  be  prepaied  and  sent  forth  under  the  direction  and  superintend- 
ence of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  to  all  subordinate  Lodges,  a  Circular  containing 
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snch  matter,  and  imparting  such  instruction,  and  giving  such  advice  as  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  seem  expedient. 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  approve  of  the  decision  of  the  National  Masonic 
Convention,  -wljich  was  held  in  Washington  City  in  the  month  of  Marcli,  1842, 
relative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  and  that  this  Grand  Lodge  can  not  recog- 
nize the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  as  at  present  constituted,  nor  any  of  the  subor- 
dinate Lodges  acting  under  its  authority. 

The  report  of  the  committee,  relative  to  the  revival  of  Grand  Visitors, 
was  taken  up  for  consideration ;  but  for  want  of  sufficient  means  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  Grand  Visitors,  the  report  was  again  laid  on  the  table. 

Brother  Menai/gh,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts 
of  representatives  and  ascertain  the  expenses  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in,  and  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary directed  to  draw  his  orders  accordingly :

said  charges ;  and  report  fully  thereon  to  the  next  Grand  Communication. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  M.  R.  Grand  Chaplain  addressed  the 
Throne  of  Grace,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  was  closed  in  peace  and  harmony, 
until  its  next  regular  Grand  Communication.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  ample  form,  and,  after  prayer  by  the 
M.  R.  Grand  Chaphiin,  proceeded  to  labor  in  the  third  degree  of  Masonry. 

The  representatives  aforesaid,  presented  the  Returns  of  their  several 
Lodges  and  their  credentials  as  representatives,  and  took  their  seats 
accordingly. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  then  delivered  the  following  Inaugural  Ad- 
dress, which  was  directed  to  be  entered  on  the  minutes  :  i 

Brethren  : — In  conformity  to  what  has  become  a  custom,  I  proceed  to  lay  before 
you  such  matters  as  I  deem  of  importance,  and  worthy  of  your  deliberations.  Since 
our  last  annual  meeting,  a  number  of  Dispensations  have  been  issued  and  Lodges 
gone  into  operation  under  them.  The  Grand  Secretary  will  furnish  you,  in  due 
time,  with  a  list  of  these  Lodges.  Most  of  them,  if  not  all,  are  in  a  flourishing  con- 
dition, and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  old  ones.  A  spirit  of  inquiry  into  the  prin- 
ciples of  our  ancient  Craft,  and  the  true  object  of  speculative  Freemasonry  is  abroad 
among  the  Brethren  throughout  our  jurisdiction.  But  one  difGculty  now  exists  in 
making  that  improvement  which  has  been  so  long  desired,  and  that  is,  a  number  of 
Brethren  properlj'  qualified  to  teach  and  instruct  in  the  several  Masonic  lectures, 
enforcing  by  precept  and  example  those  great  moral  truths  embraced  in  our  Ma- 
sonic Ritual.  To  compensate  in  some  small  degree  for  this,  I  did  (after  having  con- 
sulted several  of  the  Grand  OfBcers)  make  an  engagement  with  Brother  Samuel 
Beed,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  the  Grand  Lecturer  of  that  State,  to  be  present  at  this 
meeting,  and  I  am  pleased  to  see  that  he  is  now  among  us. 

The  short  period  of  time  that  must,  from  necessity,  be  allotted  to  the  acquisition 
of  the  several  lectures,  it  can  not  be  expected  that  each  and  every  Brother  here 
present  can  derive  that  information  which  Brother  Reed  is  competent  to  give,  or 
that  the  Brethren  may  desire  to  receive;  but  enough  I  hope  will  be  acquired  to  pro- 
mote that  interest  and  intelligence  by  which  alone  the  ancient  usages  of  the  Craft 
can  be  preserved. 

I  trust  that  such  pecuniary  aid  will  be  allowed  Brother  Reed,  as  will  in  a  degree 
compensate  him  for  his  trouble  and  expense  in  visiting  us. 

I  deeply  regret  to  be  under  the  necessity  of  calling  your  attention  to  a  very  un- 
pleasant matter,  growing  out  of  an  appointment  made  by  the  Convention  of  Masons, 
held  in  Baltimore,  in  May  last.  Brothers  Dove,  ^loore  and  Carnegy  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  prepare  and  publish  a  Masonic  Trestle  Board  which  should  reflect 
the  work  agreed  upon  by  the  Convention.  This  work  was,  in  the  main,  agreed  upon 
by  the  committee  before  leaving  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  steps  taken  for  its  pub- 
lication. But  prior  to  its  completion,  a  disagreement  took  place  between  Brothers 
Dove  and  Moore.  The  action  had  on  Brother  Dove's  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Virginia  with  Brother  Dove's  Circular,  and  the  reply  of  Brother  Moore,  together 
with  a  copy  of  the  Trestle  Board  and  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  are  herewith 
accompanying,  and  presented  to  your  early,  prompt  and  serious  attention;  not 
doubting  that  it  will  receive  that  deliberation  its  importance  deserves. 

There  is  another  matter  connected  with  the  Baltimore  Convention,  calling  our 
attention.  A  proposition  is  made  for  a  triennial  meeting  of  Delegates  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  several  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States,  under  certain  rales  to  be 
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found  in  the  printed  Proceedings  of  tliat  Convention,  herewith  accompanying. 
Some  definite  action  upon  this  matter  seems  strongly  called  for. 

I  must  also  call  your  attention  to  another  unpleasant  and,  in  many  respects,  an 
unfortunate  matter  connected  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan.  The  liistory  of 
this  Body  has  in  part  been  before  you  and  acted  on  at  the  annual  meeting  in  May, 
1842,  as  -will  be  seen  by  reference  to  our  printed  Proceedings  of  that  year. 

I  herewith  transmit  a  copy  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Executive  OfBcers  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  on  this  subject,  together  with  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio,  to  be  found  in  the  printed  Proceedings  of  that  Body  for  1843.  For 
the  interest  of  the  Ci'aft  generally,  and  ourselves  in  particular  (owing  to  our  imme- 
diate relation  and  the  intercourse  that  must  necessarily  be  had  between  Brethren 
living  upon  our  borders),  this  matter  has  a  high  claim  upon  your  most  deliberate 
action. 

The  representative  system  which  has  been  adopted  by  several  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  in  the  United  States,  bids  fair  to  be  of  much  use  to  the  Fraternity  by  extend- 
ing the  sphere  of  social  intercourse  and  enlarging  the  field  of  intelligence.  I  shall 
leave  this  matter  with  you  to  determine  whether  any  action  be  necessary  or  not ; 
if  it  should  be  determined  to  appoint  representatives  to  reside  at  or  near  foreign 
Grand  Lodges,  the  mode  and  manner  should  be  prescribed  by  you.  Through  the 
representative  system,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  has  received  the  usages  and 
practices  of  most  of  the  European  Grand  Lodges.  In  the  printed  Proceedings  of 
that  Body  for  1843,  is  to  be  found  the  practice  of  some  of  the  German  Grand  Lodges 
of  refusing  to  receive  as  visitors  Jewish  Brethren,  individuals  who  have  passed  the 
ordeal  of  the  several  degrees  in  regular  organized  Lodges. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  this  matter  the  more  so,  as  the  practice  is  intimately 
connected  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Craft,  and  calls  loudly  for  an 
expression  of  an  opinion  on  a  matter  of  vital  interest. 

Strict  subordination  in  the  several  Masonic  stations,  and  a  rigid  accountability 
in  the  monetary  afi'airs  of  the  Craft  can  not  be  too  strongly  urged  upon  this  Body 
and  Lodges  subordinate  to  it.  The  former  insures  respect,  and  begets  dignity  of 
character,  and  the  confidence  of  all;  the  latter  is  all-important;  no  charitable  insti- 
tution can  for  a  moment  sustain  itself,  with  the  liigh-minded  and  virtuous,  unaided 
by  funds  or  the  means  of  extending  that  aid  which  misfortune  and  griping  wants 
may  demand.  A  neat  and  fit  domicil  for  each  Lodge  would  serve  as  a  rallying 
point,  a  point  to  which  each  Brother  would  cling  with  all  the  associated  attachments 
of  friendship  and  brotherly  esteem,  feelings  well  known  to  the  good  to  have  been 
begotten  and  cherished  within  the  walls  that  inclose  the  Masonic  Sanctuary. 

Our  foreign  correspondence  is  full  of  interest,  and  calls  for  the  best  exertions  of 
the  committee  on  that  subject.  The  practice  which  has  obtained  by  this  committee 
in  reporting  that  they  have  examined  the  foreign  correspondence  and  find  nothing 
requiring  special  attention,  is  passing  over  the  matter  in  too  light  a  manner.  It  is 
to  the  several  Grand  Lodges  that  we  must  look  for  the  rules  to  govern  the  subordi- 
nate Lodges,  and  the  guide  for  each  and  every  member  of  the  Fraternity.  The  intel- 
ligence derived  through  foreign  Grand  Lodges  can  only  be  acquired  by  the  subordi- 
nate Lodges  through  the  report  of  the  committees  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  If 
these  were  full  and  explicit,  the  subordinate  Lodges,  by  keeping  a  file  of  their 
Grand  Lodge  Proceedings,  would,  in  a  few  years,  be  in  possession  of  a  valuable 
volume  of  information  and  instruction. 

The  practice  which  has  obtained  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  of 
installing  the  officers  of  Lodges  working  under  Dispensations,  is  believed  to  be  not 
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only  without  precedent,  but  entirely  uumasonic.  I  called  the  attention  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  this  subject  some  years  ago,  but  no  action  was  liad  on  the  matter. 
Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  have  directed  that  tlie  officers  be  not 
installed.  Lodges  under  Dispensation  are  the  mere  agents  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
under  our  Grand  Constitution,  in  the  vacation  of  the  meetings  of  tlie  Grand  Lodge, 
may  be  spoken  into  and  out  of  existence  by  a  breath  of  the  Grand  Master.  This 
question  should  be  settled  by  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  serve  as  a  guide 
to  the  Grand  Master  and  the  subordinate  Lodges. 

Another  practice  has  obtained,  though  not  to  a  great  extent,  of  procuring  the 
installation  of  Lodges  and  their  officers  by  other  than  the  Grand  Master.  Tliis  is 
not  only  unmasonic  but  subversive,  breaking  down  that  subordination  by  which 
alone  the  universality  of  the  Institution  can  be  sustained.  The  power  to  install 
a  Lodge  and  its  officers  is  necessarily  supreme;  and  the  usages  of  the  Craft,  from 
its  earliest  history,  fixes  the  supremacy  in  the  individual  exercising  the  duties 
of  the  station  of  Grand  Master;  and  when  in  his  power,  the  duty  should  be  per- 
formed by  himself  personally;  and  when  it  is  not,  liis  warrant  is  the  only  legiti- 
mate authority  for  performing  the  act.  Although  this  question  may  be  regarded 
as  being  settled,  it  may  be  well  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  express  some  opinion  on 
this  subject. 

The  adoption  by  the  Craft  of  Masonic  Text  Books,  embracing  a  large  portion  of 
the  several  Masonic  lectures,  is  a  practice  long  since  fully  sanctioned,  and  their  use 
so  far  relied  upon  that  but  few  Masons  are  competent  to  confer  the  several  degrees 
without  them.  The  want  of  uniformity  in  the  Text  Books  used  in  the  several  Grand 
Lodges  and  their  subordinates,  and  the  total  want  in  others,  has,  it  is  believed,  been 
the  cause  of  that  discrepancy  which  exists  among  the  Fraternity.  This  discrepancy 
■was  the  argument  for  the  two  General  Conventions,  the  one  held  in  Washington 
City,  in  March,  1842,  and  the  other  in  Baltimore,  in  May,  1843,  This  latter  Con- 
vention was  so  well  satisfied  of  the  lack  of  a  universal  Text  Book,  that  they  took 
measures  to  prodiice  such  a  work,  which,  as  before  stated,  is  herewith  accompany- 
ing. How  far  this  work  is  worthy  of  your  confidence,  is  for  you  to  determine.  If 
it  should  be  generally  adopted,  its  universality  would  be  a  strong  recommendation. 
As  a  commonplace  Text  Book  for  Blue  Lodges,  the  Masonic  Trestle  Board,  before 
referred  to,  has  much  to  recommend  it,  though  the  work  for  genei-al  use  would  be 
improved  by  increasing  the  number  of  plates  and  placing  them  more  in  juxta  posi- 
tion with  the  Lectures.  The  adoption,  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  of  some  work  as  a  Text 
Book,  which  can  be  obtained  at  least  by  every  Lodge  in  the  State,  can  not  be  too 
strongly  urged. 

In  closing  this  part  of  my  communication,  permit  me  to  say  that  the  collection 
of  some  of  the  standard  works  on  Freemasonry,  embracing  the  history  of  the  Insti- 
tution, so  as  to  form  a  small  library  for  the  use  of  each  Grand  Lodge  and  their  sub- 
ordinates, would  be  of  great  utility.  These  works,  with  a  copy  of  one  or  more  Ma- 
sonic periodicals  regularly  filed,  would  do  much  to  increase  our  stock  of  Masonic 
intelligence. 

The  plan  of  a  school,  as  proposed  at  our  last  Annual  Communication,  is  one 
which  has  not  diminished  in  importance  or  interest.  The  plan,  though  new  in  many 
of  its  principles  and  details,  is  thought  to  be  strongly  supported  by  the  physical, 
moral  and  intellectual  wants  of  our  nature.  The  present  system  of  instruction 
tends  to  distinctions  in  society.  The  educated  class  are  generally  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  the  wealthy  and  those  of  business  and  professional  men,  who  seek  to 
place  their  children  above  what  they  regard  the  business  of  menials.    The  unlearned 
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in  tlie  main,  are  doomed  to  a  life  of  ignorance,  servitude  and  toil.     Between  these 
two  classes  no  sympathy  of  feeling  can  exist,  nor  never  did,  or  ever  will. 

The  enervation  induced  by  the  present  confined  system  of  study,  wastes  the 
physical  man  and  unfits  the  educated  for  the  realities  of  life. 

The  uneducated  lack  in  that  intellectual  culture  by  which  alone  the  mind  can 
enjoy  those  truths  which  science  unfolds.  Neither  of  these  classes  have  been 
brought  up  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  our  nature.  The  educated  class  are  con- 
stantly tending  to  luxury  and  excesses,  by  which  the  intellectual  as  well  as  the 
physical  man  is  wasted.  The  hardy  constitution  of  the  laboring  class  begets  a, 
sound  native  intellect,  which  now  and  then  shines  forth  and  eclipses  the  worn-out 
debauchee,  a  revolution  is  induced,  and  society  again  doomed  to  undergo  a  like 
process. 

The  downfall  of  Greece  and  Rome  may  be  found  in  this  state  of  society.  The 
menials  became  too  strong  and  hardy  for  the  privileged  classes;  aided  by  talent 
from  abroad,  the  learned  and  luxurious  were  supphuited  by  a  hardier  race.  In 
more  modern  times,  under  a  more  permanent  system  of  government,  the  intelligent 
and  opulent  families  have  been  supplanted  by  superior  native  intellect  sustained 
by  good  physical  powers. 

The  combination  of  instruction  proposed  in  the  plan  reported  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
last  year,  will,  it  is  believed,  obviate,  as  far  as  is  in  the  power  of  human  things, 
all  distinctions  of  every  kind,  other  than  that  which  the  God  of  Heaven  has  seen  fit 
to  make.  It  is  thought  that  the  school  proposed  may  be  commenced  with  a  less 
amount  of  means  than  seemed  contemplated  in  the  report.  The  jDurchase  of  a 
domain  should  be  the  first  object,  and  if  near  the  center  of  the  State,  would  serve 
for  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  As  soon  as  proper  buildings  could  be  erected, 
a  school  could  be  commenced,  providing  a  fixed  and  determined  resolution  be 
adopted  to  carry  out  the  general  plan,  and  they  put  and  kept  in  constant  practice 
until  the  object  be  accomplished. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  propriety  of  procuring,  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  a 
sufficient  number  of  Grand  Lodge  Certificates  as  will  supply  as  many  of  the  Brethren 
resident  within  our  jurisdiction,  as  may  apply  for  them.  These  Certificates  could 
be  sealed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  seal  and  attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  deliv- 
ered to  the  subordinate  Lodges,  and  by  them,  under  proper  restrictions,  granted  to 
those  that  might  see  proper  to  apply  for  them.  This  mode  has  cheapness  and  uni- 
formity to  recommend  it. 

In  concluding  this  communication,  let  me  direct  your  attention  to  that  beneficent 
and  kind  Providence  which  has  sustained  us  through  the  past  year.  In  Him  Ave 
move  and  have  our  being,  to  Ilim  we  are  directed  on  our  first  introduction  into  the 
Masonic  sanctuary,  to  aid  us  in  all  our  laudable  undertakings. 

To  keep  in  proper  subjection  the  various  animal  passions  and  propensities,  by 
our  intellectual  faculties,  aided  by  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  universe,  consti- 
tutes the  great  duty  of  man.  It  is  to  the  moral  and  social  relations  that  we  must 
look  for  all  that  is  ennobling,  and  that  permanent  happiness  which  all  desire;  hence 
■we  should  guard  the  portals  of  our  Temple  with  diligence,  keeping  a  watchful  eye 
over  the  conduct  of  all  our  members,  and  scrutinize  the  character  of  those  we  admit 
to  our  rights,  rejecting  those  that  can  not  or  will  not  conform  to  the  principles  of 
our  Institution.  It  is  not  for  the  individual  Lodge  alone  that  we  act  in  this  matter, 
it  is  for  the  whole  Masonic  Fraternity,  and  the  whole  human  raCe. 

The  vast  improvements  that  have  been  and  are  now  making  in  science  and  the 
Arts,  multiply  in  an  astonishing  degree  the  means  of  supplying  all  our  physical 
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wants,  thus  leaving  a  much  larger  portion  of  our  time  than  tormerly,  for  the  culti- 
vation of  the  moral  and  intellectual  faculties,  thereby  opening  an  unbounded  field 
for  the  intellectual  enjoyment.  To  contemplate  the  goodness  of  the  divine  Creator 
as  manifested  in  all  his  works,  from  the  smallest  atom  of  matter  through  all  the 
grades  of  created  existence  up  to  the  throne  of  God,  must  fill  the  correctly  cultivated 
mind  with  pleasure  and  adoration.  Keep  pure  the  domestic  circle  aud  the  small 
associations  of  men, 

"The  streamlet  runs   clear, 
And  brightens  all  below." 

It  is  this  intelligence  that  distinguishes  man  from  the  brute,  and  marks  the  civilized 
man  from  the  savage. 

The  selection  of  our  best  men  and  best  informed  Brethren  to  fill  the  several 
stations  and  places  in  our  Lodge  rooms,  is  all-important;  it  would  not  only  secure 
the  esteem  of  all,  but  secure  the  Masonic  intelligence  so  essential  in  conferring  the 
several  degrees  of  Masonry. 

Brethren,  last  year  I  read  you  a  Valedictory  to  which*!  now  refer  you.  I  must 
at  this  time  be  permitted  to  take  my  leave  from  the  station  in  which  your  kind 
indulgence  has  long  continued  me.  In  doing  so,  I  am  prompted  by  no  other  motive 
than  a  sense  of  duty  to  myself.  Accept  of  my  kindest  regard  for  yourselves,  and 
the  prosperity  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  whole  Masonic  family.  May  it  be  your 
lot  to  have  a  successor  more  amiable  in  his  deportment,  more  virtuous  in  all  his 
■walks  in  life,  with  a  mind  enlarged  and  cultivated  in  all  that  constitutes  true 
greatness,  is  the  sincere  prayer  of  your  humble  servant. 

On  motion,  the  Inaugural  Address  of  the  M.  "W.  Grand  Master  was  com- 
mitted to  a  committee  of  the  whole,  and  made  the  special  order  of  the  day 
for  to-morrow. 

On  motion,  the  credentials  of  representatives  were  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee consisting  of  Brothers  Menaugh,  Schmidlapp  and  Crider ;  and  the 
workings  of  Lodges  under  Dispensation,  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Bro- 
thers Bartlett,  Coffin  and  Covington. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  formally  introduced  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
Brother  Samuel  Eeed,  Grand  Lecturer  of  Ohio,  who  had  been  invited  to 
this  Grand  Communication  with  a  view  of  giving  a  series  of  Lectures  to 
the  representatives  and  other  Brethren  in  attendance. 

"Whereupon,  a  resolution  was  adopted  providing  a  suitable  seat  for  Bro- 
ther Reed,  and  inviting  him  to  participate  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Grand 
Lodge ;  upon  which,  Brother  Beed  returned  his  thanks  for  this  mark  of 
esteem,  so  unexpected  to  him,  in  an  appropriate  address. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  workings  of 
Western  Star  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at  St.  Joseph,  Michigan,  also  the  workings 
of  Vanderburgh  and  Attica  Lodges,  (U.  D.);  which  w^ere  referred  to  thd 
committee  on  Dispensations. 

The  Grand  Secretary  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Dispensations : 

That  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  he  has, 
since  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication,  issued  Dispensations  to  empower  the 
holding  of  Lodges  at  Crawfordsville,  Evansville,  Richmond,  Frankford,  Versailles, 
Winchester,  Cambridge,  Saint  Joseph  (in  Berrien  county,  Mich.),  Manchester,  Ches- 
terfield, Aurora,  Wilmington,  and  Attica, — the  petitions  for  which,  with  the  accom- 
panying recommendations  of  the  nearest  subordinate  Lodge  to  each,  are  herewith 
submitted. 

The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  a  communication  from 
the  secretary  of  Mason  Lodge,  No.  49.  asking  further  indulgence  for  their 
dues  of  1844  ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Credentials. 

Also,  a  communication  from  a  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Michigan,  asking  the  recognition  of  said  Grand  Lodge  by  this  Grand 
Lodge ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  same  committee  of  the  whole 
to  which  was  referred  the  Inaugural  Address. 

Also,  a  communication  from  Brother  James  L.  Hogin,  stating  that  in 
accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  he  had  duly  installed 
the  officers  of  Delaware  Lodge,  No.  46,  and  giving  a  flattering  account  of 
the  present  prosperous  condition  of  said  Lodge ;  which  was  read  and  laid 
on  the  table. 

Also,  a  communication  from  Brother  Bailey,  of  Laporte  Lodge,  No.  41, 
(who  had  been  appointed  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  to  install  the  officers 
of  Mason  Lodge,  No.  49),  complaining  of  certain  irregularities  of  said 
Lodge,  and  deferring  the  installation  until  further  instructed  ;  which  was 
read  and  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Hazelrigg,  Griggs 
and  Kilgore. 

Also,  a  communicanion  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  advising  this 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  appointment  of  Brother  Robert  McMillan,  of  Elber- 
ton,  as  the  representative  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Georgia,  and  requesting  the  confirmation  of  the   same,  together  with  an 
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expression  of  opinion  for  or  against  the  Grand  Lodge  representative  sys- 
tem now  being  so  generally  established  throughout  the  world  ;  which  was 
read  and  referred  to  the  same  committee  of  the  whole  to  \yhich  was  referred 
the  Inaugural  Address. 

Also,  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi,  relative  to 
the  appointment  of  Brother  John  Delafield,  of  Memphis,  Tenn.,  a  delegate 
to  Europe  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  mode  of  work  there,  and  ob- 
taining such  other  information  bearing  upon  Masonry  as  may  be  thrown 
into  a  treatise  for  the  benefit  of  the  Craft — the  copy-right  of  which  work 
to  be  secured  for  the  benefit  of  such  Grand  Lod2;es  as  concur  in  sendinc; 
such  delecate ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Foreitrn 
Correspondence. 

Also,  a  communication  from  Brother  E.  Deming,  one  of  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  last  Grand  Lodge  to  investigate  certain  charges  made 
against  Brother  Rufus  A.  Lockwood,  of  Lafayette ;  which,  together  with 
the  whole  subject  matter  of  said  charges,  were  referred  to  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  Brothers  Bartlett,  Burke  and  Kilgore. 

Brother  Bartlett^  from  the  committee  on  Dispensations,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  workings  of  Montgomery  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at 
Crawfordsville,  and  find  the  proceedin^gs  correct,  and  their  By-Laws  in  accordance 
with  the  Grand  Constitution.  In  accordance  with  the  prayer  of  said  Lodge,  your 
committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  Montgomery  Lodge,  No.  50;  that  Brother 
Harvet  G.  Hazelrigg  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  Isaac  Naylor,  the  Senior  Warden, 
and  J.  C.  Elision,  the  Junior  Warden. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  workings  of  Aurora  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at 
Aurora,  and  find  their  proceedings  correct — except  that  they  initiated,  passed  and 
raised  too  hastily.  The  committee,  however,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  gi-anted  to  said  Lodge  as  Aurora  Lodge,  No.  51 ;  that 
Brother  Richard  Sopris  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  Asa  Shatiuck,  the  Senior  War- 
den, and  William  Jlorrison,  the  Junior  Warden. 

They  have  also  examined  the  workings  of  Harrison  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at  Wilming- 
ton, and  find  that  their  proceedings  conflict  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  Your  committee,  however,  recommend — under  the  restriction  of  their  con- 
forming their  By-Laws  to  said  recommendations — the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  said  Lodge  as  Franklin  Lodge,  No.  52 ; 
that  Brother  James  D.  Li\sday  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  John  B.  Poivell,  the 
Senior  Warden,  and   William  II.  Glasgow,  the  Junior  AVarden, 

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  workings  of  Chesterfield  Lodge,  and  find 
their  proceedings  correct  according  to  their  By-Laws ;  but  their  By-Laws  do  not 
conform  to  the  i-ecommendations  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  With  this  restriction,  your 
committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 
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Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  tlie  Brethren  as  Chesterfield  Lodge,  No.  53 ; 
that  Brother  Gkorge  H.  Ballingall  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  George  W.  God- 
win, the  Senior  Warden,  and  Edivcrd  McFarland,  the  Junior  Warden. 

They  have  also  examined  the  workings  cf  Frankford  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at  Frank 
ford,  and  find  their  proceedings  correct;  but  their  By-Laws  conflict  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Grand  Lodge.     With  this  alteration,  your  committee  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  said  Brethren  as  Clinton  Lodge,  l^o.  hi] 
that  Brother  Jacob  D.  Vandyke  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  Lucien  D.  Griggs,  the 
Senior  Warden,  and  Javies  G.  Choate,  the  Junior  Warden. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  workings  of  Versailles  Lodge,  (U.  D.), 
at  Versailles;  they  have,  as  appeal's  from  their  records,  too  many  cases  of  emer- 
gency,  which  occur  at  almost  every  meeting.  Your  committee,  however,  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  said  Brethren  as  Versailles  Lodge,  No.  7: 
that  Brother  Alexander  H.  Keed  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  Johnson  Waits,  the 
Senior  Warden,  and  Ja?nes  II.  Cravens,  the  Junior  Warden. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Morris,  Brother  Johnson  Watts  was  considered  as 
the  representative  from  Versailles  Lodge,  No.  7 ;  Harvey  G.  Hazelrigg, 
from  Montgomery  Lodge,  No.  50 ;  Richard  Sopris,  from  Aurora  Lodge, 
No.  51  ;  James  D.  Linsday,  from  Franklin  Lodge,  No.  52  ;  George  ^V. 
Godwin,  from  Chesterfield  Lodge,  No.  53 ;  and  Lucien  D.  Griggs,  from 
Clinton  Lodge,  No.  54. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  half 
past  eight  o'clock.  "^  PHILIP  MASON,   G.  Master.

Whereupon,  the  fol- 
lo\ying  resolution  was  adopted  :

Brother  Mason  presented  the  petition  of  certain  Brethren  of  Knights- 
town,  in  Henry  county,  praying  a  Dispensation  to  enable  them  to  meet  as 
a  regular  Lodge  of  Masons ;  which  was  referred  to  a  committee  consisting 
of  Brothers  Burke,  Kilgore  and  Bartlett. 

Brother  Taylor  presented  the  petition  of  certain  Brethren  of  Williams- 
port,  in  Warren  county,  praying  a  Dispensation  to  enable  them  to  meet  as 
a  regular  Lodge  of  Masons ;  which  was  also  referred  to  the  last  named 
committee. 

Brother  Hazelrigg,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  com- 
munication of  Brother  Abner  Bailey  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  under  date 
of  June  8th,  1843,  relative  to  his  not  installing  the  officers  of  Porter  Lodge, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

While  yre  think  the  Brethren  of  Porter  Lodge  acted  too  hastily  in  "proceeding 
as  a  regular  chartered  and  installed  Lodge"  previous  to  the  fact  of  installation,  yet 
we  do  not  think  that  they,  by  that  act,  forfeited  the  privileges  which  they  acquired 
upon  obtaining  their  Charter,  unless  they  had  proceeded  to  the  initiation,  passing 
and  raising  of  members,  and  we  have  no  evidence  before  us  that  such  was  the  case; 
consequently  we  think  that  Brother  Bailey  ought  to  have  proceeded  to  discharge 
the  duty  assigned  him  by  the  Grand  Master.  For  the  fact  of  the  Brethren  of  Porter 
Lodge  having  acted  too  hastily  ought  not  to  have  prevented  Brother  Bailey  from 
discharging  his  duty.  In  expressing  this  opinion,  we  would  not  be  understood  a3 
implying  any  censure  against  Brother  Bailey,  for  we  have  no  doubt  but  he  acted 
from  good  and  praiseworthy  motives. 

On  the  subject  of  the  real  existence  of  Porter  Lodge  we  Lave  had  some  difficulty, 
but  believe  that  it  could  not  now  be  recognized  as  an  integi-al  part  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

In  order  to  carry  out  an  extended  system  of  fraternal  charity,  there  has  been 
that  in  the  possession  of  the  great  family  of  Masons  which  can  only  be  known  by 
becoming  a  member  of  the  family,  and  by  certain  evidences  as  invaluable  as  life 
itself,  carefully  preserved  among  the  Craft.  A  Brother  is  able  to  make  himself 
known  to  a  Brother  without  regard  to  language,  and  to  make  their  history,  their 
wants  and  their  prayers  known  to  each  other.  The  Savage,  the  Arab,  the  Dane, 
the  Chinese,  German,  Irishman,  Frenchman,  Spaniard,  Italian  and  Englishman  can 
all  meet  upon  the  same  plane  of  Masonic  friendship,  and  feel  and  know  that, 
besides  the  common  ties  of  humanity,  there  are  obligations  of  a  stronger  nature 
that  induce  them  to  stand  by,  relieve  and  befriend  each  other. 

Notwithstanding  the  confusion  of  the  dialect  of  the  Noacides  or  sons  of  Noah 
(the  first  name  for  Masons),  on  the  banks  of  the  Tigris,  in  the  plains  of  Shinar,  yet, 
previous  to  their  dispersion  and  migration  from  that  country,  they  adopted  the 
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Masonic  faculty  and  practice  of  convevsing  without  speaking,  which  enabled  them 
to  carry  the  arts  and  sciences  to  the  distant  parts  of  the  earth.  Yet  it  was  not.  till 
the  organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  Yorl^,  in  926,  by  virtue  of  Athelsiaue's 
Charter  to  his  brother  Edwin,  that  Masonry  had  a  regularly  organized  existence  ia 
England;  but  after  the  convocation  of  that  memorable  assembly,  all  the  kings, 
princes,  and  other  eminent  men  of  the  realm  who  were  initiated  into  the  mysteries 
of  the  Order,  paid  due  allegiance  to  that  Body ;  and  since  that  time  there  has  been 
a  due  degree  of  subordination  observed  between  the  Grand  and  subordinate  associa- 
tions of  Masons,  by  which  means  they  have  been  enabled  to  preserve  their  social 
identity;  and  we  would  now  consider  it  a  violation  of  the  ancient  and  well  estab- 
lished landmarks  of  the  Order,  for  any  Body  or  association  of  Masons  to  disregard 
or  violate  the  rules  and  regulations  that  have  been  observed  for  centuries  as  funda- 
mental principles  of  the  Order. 

We  would,  therefSre,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  no  subordinate  Lodge  can  proceed  as  a  chartered  Lodge,  until  they 
have  obtained  a  Charter  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  have  been  regularly  installed 
under  said  Charter,  or  have  special  permission  from  the  Grajid  Master  or  Grand 
Secretary. 

Brother  Bartlcff,  from  the  committee  on  Dispensations,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  workings  of  Cambridge  Lodge,  and  recommend 
the  following  alterations  to  their  By-Laws:  Article  3,  should  be  so  amended  as  to 
elect  officers  semi-annually  ;  the  amendment  of  Article  7,  should  be  abolished,  the 
original  Article  being  better  than  the  amendment;  but  the  committee  would  recom- 
mend, that  that  part  which  admits  of  accepting  candidates  before  their  petition 
has  laid  over  one  month,  be  stricken  out.  On  conditions  that  the  above  recom- 
mendations are  complied  with,  your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  said  Lodge  as  Cambridge  Lodge,  No.  5  ;  and 
that  Brother  A.  Goodnow  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  Jacob  Fisher,  the  Senior 
Warden,  and  Thomas  Hutton,  the  Junior  Warden. 

In  relation  to  Vanderburgh  Lodge — which  surrenders  its  Dispensation,  jewels 
and  property  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  having  ceased  to  work  Nov.  13th,  IS-IS — your  com- 
mittee recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  request  of  Vanderburgh  Lodge  be  granted  ;  and  that  the 
Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  proceed  to  obtain  possession  of  the  jewels,  furni- 
ture, etc.,  of  said  Lodge,  immediately  upon  the  closing  of  this  Grand  Communica- 
tion,— they  being  surrendered  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  have  examined  the  workings  of  Winchester  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  and 
find  the  proceedings  correct.  They  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  said  Lodge  as  Winchester  Lodge,  No.  56 ; 
that  Brother  Edward  Edger  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  Beatiie  3IcLellund,  the 
Senior  Warden,  and  Michael  A ker,  the  Junior  Warden. 

Brother  Mcnmtgh,  from  the  committee  on  Credentials,  reported  the  fol- 
lowing Brethren  as  representatives :

The  committee  have  examined  the  workings  of  Burns  Lodge,  (TJ.  D.),  at  Man- 
chester, and  find  the  proceedings  to  be  correct,  according  to  their  By-Laws.  Your 
committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution :

We  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution  ,

forward  the  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary;  and  if  he  should  approve  them,  a  Dispen- 
sation shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Lodge  at  Attica. 

We  have  also  examined  the  workings  of  Western  Star  Lodge,  (TJ.  D.),  in  the  town 
of  Saint  Joseph,  Berrien  county,  Michigan,  and  find  their  proceedings  to  be  correct, 
but  would  recommend  that  they  strike  out  thai  part  of  their  By-Laws  which  pre- 
vents any  who  are  not  Master  Masons  from  visiting  them.  We  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  request  of  Western  Star  Lodge  be  granted,  and  that  their  Dis- 
pensation be  renewed. 

The  By-Laws  of  Union  Lodge,  No.  2,  as  recently  amended,  have  been   placed 
before  your  committee ;  and,  after  having  examined  them,  we  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution  :

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Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  approve  the  By-Laws  of  Union  Lodge,  No.  2, 
and  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  similar  code  of  By-Laws  by  all  the  Lodges  subor- 
dinate to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brotlier  Bartktf,  from  the  comruittee  to  whom  was  referred  the  commu- 
nication of  Brother  Doming  in  relation  to  charges  preferred  against  Rufus 
A.  Lockwood  by  Brother  Tipton,  at  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  unanimously 
concurred  in  : 

From  the  statements  contained  in  the  communication  of  Brother  Deming,  and 
from  other  information  received  entitled  to  full  faith  and  credit,  your  committee 
are  satisfied  that  the  conduct  of  Brother  Lockwood  has  not  been  such  as  to  require 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  take  any  further  action  in  the  premises.  Your  committee  are 
further  satisfied,  that  the  reasons  which  led  to  the  departure  of  Brother  Lockwood 
from  the  county  originated  from  the  best  of  motives  on  his  part,  in  what  he 
■conceived  to  be  his  professional  duty ;  and  they  feel  happy  in  entertaining  the 
assurance  that  his  recent  return  to  his  family  and  fi'iends,  and  bis  intended  appli- 
'Cation  to  his  profession,  will  secure  for  him  the  respect  and  confidence  hitherto 
■enjoyed  by  him.  Your  committee  pray  that  this  their  report  be  concurred  in,  and 
•ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  Eeturn  of  Wayne 
Lodge,  No.  25  ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Returns 
and  Credentials. 

Brother  Covington  presented  the  petition  of  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  6, 
asking  the  donation  of  her  dues  for  1844,  in  consequence  of  the  expense 
incurred  by  them  in  the  erection  of  a  costly  Hall ;  which  was  read  and  laid 
on  the  table. 

Brother  Fcrnj  presented  the  petition  of  Ebenezer  Bedunnah,  late  a  mem- 
ber of  Harrison  Lodge,  (LT.  D.),  expelled  for  unmasonic  conduct,  praying 
relief  in  the  premises ;  which,  together  with  the  accompanying  documents 
and  books  of  proceedings  of  said  Lodge,  were  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Grievances. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Donndlan^  Brother  Thomas  Hutton  was  received 
as  the  representative  from  Cambridge  Lodge,  No.  5 ;  and  Beattie  McClel- 
land, from  Winchester  Lodge,  No.  56. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  on 
the  Inaugural  Address  and  the  accompanying  documents  and  foreign  com- 
munications referred  to  them.  After  some  time  spent  therein,  the  com- 
mittee rose,  and  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master  reported  the  following 
resolutions,  which  were  severally  read  and  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Inaugural  Address  as  relates  to  the  compensation

Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  National  Masonic  Convention  at  Balti- 
more, be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  representative  system,  be  referred  to  a 
committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Allen,  Godwin  and  Sopris. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  plan  of  a  Manual  Labor  School  reported 
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to  this  Grand  Lodge  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  in  1843,  be  referred  to  a  committee 
consisting  of  Brotliers  Kilgore,  Burke  and  Coffin. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  Constitional  organization  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Michigan  be  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Hazelrigg, 
Bartlett  and  Burke. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  utility  and  kind  of  Text  Books  for  subor- 
dinate Lodges  and  members,  and  so  much  as  relates  to  the  subject  of  triennial  meet- 
ings of  delegates  from  the  several  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Union,  be  referred  to  a 
committee  consisting  of  Brotliers  Watts,  Loundes  and  Covington. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  proper  mode  of  installation  of  officers  of 
Bubordinate  Lodges  at  their  organization,  be  referred  to  a  committee  consisting 
of  Brothers  McClellan,  Linsday  and  Buskirk. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  powers  of  the  Grand  master  in  granting 
Dispensations,  and  suspending  Lodges  under  Dispensation  during  the  vacation  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Dispensations. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  erection  of  neat  and  convenient  Masonic 
domicils  be  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Covington,  Donnellan 
and  Wheat, — -with  instructions  to  report  a  resolution  which  shall  exonerate  the 
Lodge  which  shall  erect  such  a  building,  from  all  dues  for  the  year  in  which  the 
Hall   may  be  built:   Provided,  the  same  be  worth,  when  completed,  S-jOO  00. 

Resolved,  That  the  communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  their  appointment  of  a  representative  to  represent  this  Grand  Lodge  near 
that  Body,  be  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Farmer,  Griggs  and 
Button. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Address  as  relates  to  the  policy  of  sending  a  dele- 
gate to  Europe,  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  jNLx- 
sonie  information,  be  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Griggs,  Barrett 
and  Irish. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  subject  matter  of  difference  between 
Brother  Dove,  of  Virginia,  and  Brother  Moore,  of  Massachusetts,  in  relation  to  the 
merits  of  the  Masonic  Trestle  Board,  and  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia 
had  thereon,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Kilgore,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  for  the  year  1843  there  shall  not  be  charged  against  the  subordi- 
nate Lodges,  the  seventy-five  cents  on  such  members  as  were  initiated  during  said 
year;  nor  shall  the  Grand  Lodge  in  future,  until  otherwise  determined,  charge 
the  subordinate  Lodges  on  a  member  initiated  more  than  two  dollars  for  the  year  of 
the  initiation  of  any  such  member. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed,  in  his  settlement  with  subordi- 
nate Lodges  for  the  year  1843,  to  conform  to  this  resolution;  and  where  payments 
of  dues  are  already  made  for  1843,  he  shall  draw  his  order  on  the  Grand  Treasurer 
for  the  amount  which  may  be  due  any  Lodge  under  this  resolution. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  eight 
o'clock.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  eight  o'clock,  Av^OVjX 
M.  W.,  Philip  Mason,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Linsday  presented  the  petition  of  William  Girard,  asking  pay 
for  the  rent  of  a  Lodge  room  for  the  late  Hartford  Lodge  ;  which  was  read 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Claims. 
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Brotlier  BurJce,  from  tlie  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  petitions 
from  sundry  Brethren  at  Knightstown  and  at  Williamsport,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  had  the  subject  of  the  petitions  under  consideration,  and 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  Tliat  a  Dispensation  be  issued  to  the  Brethren  at  Knightstown,  under 
the  name  of  Knightstown  Lodge;  and  that  Brother  George  McCune  be  the  first 
Master  thereof,  George  Davis,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  /.  B.  Als/ram,  the  Junior 
Warden. 

Resolved,  That  a  Dispensation  be  issued  to  the  Brethren  at  Williamsport  and 
vicinity,  under  the  name  of  Willimnsport  Lodge;  and  that  Brother  Robert  A. 
Chandler  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  Lazarus  Bliller,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  James 
H.  Buell,  the  Junior  Warden. 

Brotlier  Morris,  from  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Grand  Com- 
munication to  purchase  a  suitable  Lot  for  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  Indiana- 
polis, made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  recommitted  to  a 
committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Kilgore,  "VVatts.  Burke  and  Donncllan  : 

Your  committee  liave  not  been  able  to  procure  a  Lot  suitable  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Gi'and  Lodge, — the  prices  asked  being  beyond  the  means  to  which  your  com- 
mittee were  restricted.  They  still  think,  however,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should 
purchase  ground  somewhere  for  a  permanent  site  for  a  Grand  Lodge  edifice;  if  in 
Indianapolis,  the  present  period  is  certainly  favorable,  as  prices  are  considered 
low,  much  lower  than  they  will  be  shortly,  in  the  event  of  the  extension  of  the 
Madison  and  Indianapolis  Railroad.  Your  committee,  therefore,  ask  to  be  dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

Brother  Ferry,  appointed  at  the  last  Grand  Communication  as  agent  to 
procure  the  Carpet  of  Vevay  Lodge,  made  the  following  report : 

In  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  I  have  called  for  the  Masters' 
Carpet  of  Vevay  Lodge,  and  found  it  in  the  possession  of  the  widow  Patten,  who 
refused  to  give  it  up. 

The  Notes  of  Daniel  Kelso,  I  have  not  collected;  and  I  herewith  return  them  to 
the  Grand  Lodge.  The  jewels  of  Jefferson  Lodge  are  in  the  possession  of  Harrison 
Lodge,  who  refuse  to  give  them  up. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Kilgore,  so  much  of  the  report  as  relates  to  the 
Masters'  Carpet  was  so  amended  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to 
present  Mrs.  Patten  with  the  said  Masters'  Carpet  as  a  deserved  tribute  to 
her  devotion  to  Masonry.  The  report  was  then  concurred  in  ;  the  notes  of 
Daniel  Kelso  were  handed  over  to  Brother  Ferry  for  collection  ;  and  that 
part  of  the  report  relating  to  the  jewels  of  Jefferson  Lodge  was  committed 
to  the  committee  on  Claims. 

Brother  Bartlctt,  from  the  committee  on  Dispensations,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

As  to  Webb  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  at  Richmond,  we  find  that  they  have  only  organized 
and  adopted  the  By-Laws  of  the  late  Webb  Lodge,  No.  24.  The  committee  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 
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Renolved,  That  the  original  Charter  of  Webb  Lodge,  No.  24,  be  restored  to  the 
Brethrea  of  Webb  Lodge  under  Dispensation,  and  that  said  Lodge  hereafter  bear 
the  name  of  Webb  Lodge,  No.  1>4  ;  that  Brother  William  B.  Smith  is  hereby  declared 
the  present  Master  thereof,  Stephen  B.  Stanton,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  Lewis  Burke, 
the  Junior  Warden. 

Whereupon,  in  open  Lo(l<!;e,  the  said  Charter  was  restored  to  Lewis 
Burke,  the  representative  from  said  Lodge. 

Brother  Griggs,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  Inaugural  Address  as  refers  to  the  sending  of  a  delegate  to  Europe, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

While  your  committee  acknowledge  the  importance  to  the  Craft,  of  having  one 
uniform  method  of  working  throughout  the  world,  they  can  find  no  sufiScient  reason 
to  induce  them  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  such  delegate.  The  experience 
of  the  unnumbered  ages  through  which  the  Institution  has  existed  and  shed  its 
benign  influence  upon  the  civilized  world,  and  the  history  of  the  Craft  during  those 
ages — transmitted  to  us  through  channels  known  only  to  Masons — convince  us  that 
the  language  of  Masonry  is,  and  will  remain  the  same,  without  incurring  the  expense 
necessarily  attending  such  a  movement.  Your  committee  also  fear  that,  even  in  the 
event  of  the  project  being  carried  out,  it  will  cause  another  of  those  dangerous 
innovations  upon  the  ancient  landmarks  of  the  Order,  wliich  have  already  become 
too  frequent.  Your  committee,  therefore,  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further 
consideration  of  the  subject. 

Brother  Lutsday,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  Inaugural  Address  as  refers  to  the  installation  of  Lodges  working 
under  Dispensation,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  con- 
curred in : 

After  a  full  and  careful  investigation  of  the  subject,  your  committee  arc  fully  of 
opinion  that  the  installation  of  the  officers  of  a  Lodge  working  under  Dispensation, 
is  inconsistent.  Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  officers  of  Lodges 
working  under  Dispensation,  should  not  be  installed,  either  publicly  or  privately; 
and  that  hereafter,  the  Grand  Master  act  in  accordance  with  the  opinion  expressed 
in  this  resolution. 

Brother  Covington,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much 
of  the  Inaugural  Address  as  relates  to  the  erection  of  Masonic  domicils, 
(with  instructions  to  report  favorably),  made  the  following  report,  which 
was  read  and  concurred  in : 

Your  committee  have  taken  the  subject  matter  into  consideration,  and  they  would 
state,  that  the  instructions  are  in  strict  accordance  with  their  own  feelings  upon 
that  subject.  To  the  Brother  who  prides  himself  upon  being  a  member  of  the 
Order, — to  one  who  deliglits  in  the  observance  of  the  laws  and  customs  of  our 
ancient  and  honorable  Fraternity, — to  one  who  speaks  that  universal  language 
which  only  belongs  to  the  brotherhood, — to  one  wlio  loves  to  see  morality,  peace, 
happiness,  universal  friendship  and  brotherly  affection  prevail, — to  one  that  desires 
the  observance  of  such  order  as  rendered  it  necessary  for  only  three  persons  to  direct 
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the  workings  of  1-53,000,  it  must  be  a  source  of  the  highest  gratification  to  see  and 
to  know  that  he,  in  connection  with  others  who  entertain  the  same  feelings,  is 
engaged  in  bringing  about  such  a  desirable  object.  Such  a  man  will  use  every 
exertion  in  his  power  to  devise  the  best  means  to  secure  the  prosperity  and  the  uni- 
versal spread  of  the  benign  influence  of  an  institution  having  solely  for  its  object 
the  promulgation  of  such  noble  and  such  honorable  sentiments. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  one  thing,  excepting  that  bro- 
therly love  and  affection  which  dwells  in  the  breast  of  every  true  Mason,  so  well 
calculated  to  inspire  zeal,  prompt  to  action,  and  cement  the  bonds  of  brotherly  love 
and  esteem,  as  the  erection  of  neat  and  convenient  Masonic  domicils,  where  the 
brotherhood  can  assemble  and  shut  themselves  out  from  that  world,  for  a  time, 
whose  condition  they  are  seeking  to  ameliorate.  When  domicils  are  erected,  and 
the  Bretliren  know  that  it  is  theirs  so  long  as  they  continue  in  the  good  work,  they 
hold  the  place  sacred:  they  know  that  their  altar  is  not  to  be  desecrated  by  the 
ruthless  hand  of  the  world, — that  from  within  its  walls  nothing  but  "peace  on  earth 
and  good  will  to  men,"  shall  ever  egress;  they  know  that  they  can  only  go  to  that 
one  place  to  be  freed  from  the  dissensions,  the  bickerings  and  the  turmoils  which 
are  prevailing  witliout;  they  know  that  in  that  place  the  ties  of  brotherhood  are 
second  only  to  consanguinity,  and  that  they  can  there  unbosom  themselves  without 
fear  of  molestation,  and  can  there  offer  up  their  adorations  to  that  Being  who  rules 
and  reigns — to  Him  who  sees  and  knows  their  actions  and  motives,  and  in  whom 
they  place  their  greatest  and  highest  hopes. 

The  Creator  has  seen  fit  to  place  in  the  nature  of  man  a  love  of  home.  This  is 
an  admitted  principle,  and  needs  no  proof  to  sustain  it.  If  man,  then,  shall  love 
the  place  where  he  was  brought  into  existence — where  he  was  introduced  to  a  world 
which,  by  reason  of  the  transgression  of  one  man,  has  been  made  one  of  cares  and 
vexatious,  and  full  of  woes — why  should  not  a  3Iason  love  and  hold  as  dearlj'  as 
life  itself,  the  place  where  he  was  ushered  into  a  new  existence — into  a  world  of 
love,  and  peace,  and  harmony.  Every  time  he  meets  within  the  walls  of  his  Hall, 
the  scenes  of  his  Masonic  childhood  appear  before  him  in  all  their  beauty.  As  he 
progresses  to  boyhood  and  to  manhood,  they  grow  stronger  and  stronger;  and  when 
old  age  succeeds  these,  it  affords  him  feelings  of  the  fullest  happiness  to  observe 
around  and  about  him  the  many  happy  children  that  have  been  born  unto  him  and 
unto  his  Brethren  in  this  world  of  love,  peace  and  affection. 

To  the  world,  the  erection  of  Masonic  edifices  presents  the  strongest  and  best 
proofs  of  the  sincerity  and  determination  of  the  Order.  It  shows  that  a  love  for  its 
noble  tenets  prompts  them  to  act,  and  that  determinedly.  It  shows  that  there  is  a 
spirit  far  above  any  thing  which  may  be  ever  moved  by  the  ever-changing  tide  of 
popular  favor  or  popular  prejudices;  it  shows  that  Masonry  has  settled  and  fixed 
principles  which  are  even  firmer  than  the  walls  of  their  edifice — principles  which 
the  destroying  hand  of  Time  can  not  move  in  its  onward  march  of  destruction.  It 
removes  prejudices,  and  renders  the  world  a  fitter  subject  for  the  benefits  which 
Masonry  is  ever  willing  to  confer  upon  it. 

These  facts  alone  (and  they  are  but  a  moiety  in  comparison  to  those  that  might 
be  presented),  should  direct  the  attention  of  the  Fraternity  toward  erecting  suitable 
domicils  in  every  portion  of  our  country — within  the  sound  of  every  "church 
going  bell."  Where  altars  are  erected  to  the  living  God,  which  are  too  often  under 
sectarian  influence,  let  there  be  one  erected,  upon  which  all  mankind  can  offer  up 
the  sacrifice  of  a  pure  heart  full  of  friendship  to  man,  and  love  to  God. 

That  such  an  object  may  be  more  fully  carried  out  within  the  State  of  Indiana, 
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and  unJer  the  parental  care  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  your  committee  ask  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution: 

Resoh'cd,  That  whenever  any  of  the  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge  shall 
erect  a  neat  and  convenient  Masonic  Hull  for  their  use,  which  shall  not  cost  less 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  under  an  economical  expenditure,  they  shall  be,  and 
are  hereby  exonerated  from  the  payment  of  all  dues  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  the 
year  in  which  said  Hall  may  be  erected. 

Brother  Alkn,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
Inaugural  Address  as  relates  to  the  rejire.sentative  principle,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report   which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  had  the  suVject  under  consrideration,  and  deem  it  inexpe- 
dient for  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  this  tim'^,  to  take  any  further  action  upon  that  suljject ; 
and  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon. 


Two  o'clock,  p.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  Philip  Ma- 
son, G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Ilazelrigg^  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much 
of  the  Inaugural  Address  as  relates  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in,  and  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary directed  to  furnish  said  Grand  Lodge  with  a  copy  thereof: 

The  committee  have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and  bestowed  that 
attention  to  it  which  the  very  limited  time  allowed  them  would  permit.  They  find 
that  the  legal  existence  and  correct  Masonic  organization  of  that  Body  has  heretofore 
been  investigated  by  the  National  Masonic  Convention,  assembled  at  Washington 
City,  in  1842,  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Massachusetts,  Hlinois,  Virginia  Alabama, 
Missouri,  New  York,  Connecticut,  and  Ohio,  and  also  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana 
at  its  last  Grand  Communication;  all  of  whom,  except  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio, 
concur  in  opinion,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  is  not  a  regularly  organized. 
Body,  and  that  the  recognition  of  them  as  a  Grand  Lodge  would  be  a  violation  of  the 
well  established  and  ancient  landmarks  of  the  Order;  in  which  opinion  we  concur. 

For  our  Brethren  of  Michigan,  both  as  men  and  as  Masors,  we  entertain  the 
highest  fraternal  regard,  and  will  rejoice  to  find  them  in  an  attitude  as  a  Grand 
Lodge,  that  will  justify  us,  upon  Masonic  usages,  to  extend  to  them,  in  the  most 
cordial  manner,  the  right  hand  of  fellowship;  and  fondly  hope  that,  as  it  will  be  so 
easy  for  them  to  place  themselves  in  that  attitude,  the}'  will  lose  no  time  in  doing  so. 

The  committee  have  not  thought  proper  to  encumber  the  minutes  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  with  the  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  in  this  report,  as  the  Grand 
Lodge  is  already  in  possession  of  it. 

The  committee  do  not  conceive  that  any  further  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  oa 
that  subject  is  necessary ;  and  therefore  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  con- 
sideration of  the  subject. 

Brother  Griggs^  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  commu- 
nication from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  relative  to  their  appointment 
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of  Brother  McMillan  as  representative  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

Your  committee  fully  appreciate  and  actnowledge  the  honor  conferred  upon  this 
Grand  Lodge  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  in  the  appointment  above  referred  to, 
and  have  the  most  perfect  confidence  in  the  integrity  and  abilities  of  the  worthy 
Brother  recommended;  yet,  circumstances  which  this  Grand  Lodge  has  not  been 
able  to  control  (not  proper  to  be  embodied  in  this  report),  forbid  our  acknowledging 
any  representative  near  any  Grand  Lodge,  at  this  time. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of 
the  subject. 

Brother  Lonndcs,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
of  E.  Bedunnah,  praying  to  be  restored  to  the  privileges  of  Masonry,  made 
the  following  report  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

Your  committee  have  not  felt  themselves  at  liberty  to  travel  out  of  the  record  in 
the  investigation  of  this  case,  and  have,  therefore,  coniined  themselves  to  the 
examination  of  the  regularity  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Lodge  having  original  juris- 
diction of  the  case.  Had  the  petitioner  wished  to  reverse  the  case  upon  its  merits, 
it  would  have  been  his  duty  to  have  appeared  before  that  Lodge  and  had  the  evi- 
dence reduced  to  writing,  and  forwarded  the  same,  with  a  copy  of  the  proceedings, 
to  this  Grand  Lodge.  This  he  has  failed  to  do.  Confining  ourselves,  then,  to  the 
proceeding  of  the  subordiiiate  Lodge  furnished  us  by  that  Lodge,  after  giving  the 
case  that  careful  examination  which  a  sincere  desire  to  do  the  petitioner  the  most 
ample  justice  has  prompted  us,  we  are  compelled  to  report  that  the  proceedings  in 
this  case  appear  on  their  face  correct. 

The  committee,  therefore,  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration 
of  the  subject. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Burhe,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  will  pay  to  Center  Lodge,  the  sum  of  fifteen  dol- 
lars, annually,  as  their  share  of  the  rent  for  the  Lodge  room;  and  that  the  Grand 
Secretary  be  directed  to  draw  his  order  an  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  the  above  sum, 
in  favor  of  Center  Lodge,  No.  23,  and  in  quarterly  installments  hereafter. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Grand  Officers 
for  the  ensuing  twelve  months  ;  Brothers  Hazelrigg  and  Griggs  acting  as 
tellers.  Whereupon,  on  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  the  fol- 
lowing Brethren  were  duly  elected :

Thursday,  May  30,  1844. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  eight  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  Philip  Mason,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Bartlett.,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  Inaugural  Address  as  relates  to  issuing  Dispensations,  and  suspending 
Lodges  under  Dispensation,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read 
and  concurred  in  : 

From  the  best  evidence  the  committee  can  collect  upon  the  subject,  it  is 
their  opinion,  that  the  Grand  Master  has  power  to  grant  Dispensations;  and 
further,  that  it  is  not  proper  to  install  officers  of  Lodges  working  under  Dispensa- 
tion. The  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  none  but  the  officers  of  Lodges  working 
under  Charters  should  be  installed;  and  that  such  officers,  when  installed,  have 
full  power  to  install  their  successors.  And  furthei',  that  no  person  is  authorized  to 
install  the  tii'st  officers,  excepting  the  Grand  Master,  or,  upon  his  warrant,  directed 
to  some  one  whom  he  may  appoint  as  proxy. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Baj-iletf,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  forward  to  the  Lodge  at  Attica, 
a  Dispensation;  and  that  they  be  directed  to  make  their  By-Laws  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  following  commu- 
nication, which,  together  with  the  letters,  were  read  and  referred  to  tho 
committee  on  Claims : 
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To  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the   Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — By  a  resolution  of  our  last  Anmial  Grand  Communi- 
cation, whicli  requires  j'ou  "to  collect  the  jewels  and  effects  of  Pisgah  Lodge,  No.  5, 
and  all  the  other  effects  belonging  to  all  other  Lodges  under  similar  circumstances, 
and  all  other  debts  of  this  Gi-and  Lodge  ;  and  that  you  have  power  to  call  to  your 
aid  such  persons  as  you  might  think  proper." 

At  your  request,  and  in  conformity  with  said  resolution,  I  opened  a  correspon- 
dence with  Brother  Kintner,  of  Corydon,  on  the  subject  of  Pisgah  Lodge.  The  first 
I  received  from  him  I  inclosed  to  you,  which  suspended  for  the  time  any  further 
communications  between  us.  Afterward,  upon  the  receipt  of  another  letter  fiom 
him,  I  went  to  Corydon  and  found  the  jewels  of  Pisgah  Lodge,  No.  5,  together  with 
other  property,  in  the  care  of  Brother  Kintner. 

At  that  time,  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  wished  to  purchase  the  interest 
of  the  Lodge  held  in  Masonic  Hall.  I  did  not  feel  myself  authorized  to  make  a  sale, 
but  left  the  Commissioners  to  make  an  offer,  and  upon  what  terms,  so  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  might  act  theron,  and  make  what  disposition  of  it  they  pleased. 

The  Commissioners  made  an  order  for  twenty-seven  dollars  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  rent.  County  orders  being  at  a  great  discount,  I  left  the  order  with  Brother 
Kintner  for  collection,  or  to  be  delivered  to  any  ofBcer  or  person  which  the  Grand 
Lodge  may  direct. 

A  short  time  ago  I  received  another  letter  from  Brother  Kintner,  ■which  I  here- 
with transmit, — together  with  the  jewels  of  Pisgah  Lodge. 

Brother  Kintner  has  a  claim  of  nine  dollars  against  Pisgah  Lodge,  which  he 
thinks  the  Grand  Lodge  ought  to  pay.  As  I  shall  be  present  when  the  subject  will 
be  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  will  make  any  further  verbal  explanations  deemed 
necessary.

The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  following  report, 
wtich  was  read  and  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Menaugh, 
Burke  and  Hazelriga; :

To  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  'Lodge  of  Indiana, 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother  : — As  the  agent,  appointed  by  you  for  that  purpose, 
I  have  to  state,  that  some  time  ago,  during  the  year  just  past,  I  left  home  for 
the  residence  of  Brother  Wm.  ISIarshall;  but  learned,  when  near  his  residence, 
of  his  absence.  I  called  on  and  consulted  with  Wm.  T.  Otto,  Esq.,  as  you  wished,  in 
relation  to  commencing  suit  against  Marshall.  Mr.  Otto  being  retained  as  Marshall's 
attorney,  refused  to  have  anything  to  do  with  the  case,  and  stated,  that  it  was  use- 
less to  sue,  as  nothing  could  be  collected;  which  statement  was  corroberated  by 
Brethren  at  Brownstown. 

Shortly  after  this,  I  received  a  letter  from  you,  directing  me,  in  the  event  of 
a  failure  of  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  claim,  to  summon  Brother  iMarshall 
to  appear  before  the  next  Grand  Lodge.  Accordingly  I  left  a  summons  for  him, 
to  be  delivered  by  a  Brother  at  Brownstown, — which,  I  have  recently  learned,  was 
not  delivered. 

I  have  learned,  from  a  source  to  be  relied  upon,  that  Brother  JIarshall  has  paid 
one  of  the  heirs  of  Bui-gc,  thirty  dollars — informing  him  at  the  time,  that  it  was  his 
portion  of  the  donation  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  heirs  of  his  father.     The 
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heir  afterward  wished  to  return  to  Brother  Marshall  the  amount  he  had  received; 
bat  Brother  Marshall  would  not  receive  it.  It  is  probable  that  Brother  Marshall 
has  effected  a  settlement  with  another  of  the  heirs,  about  in  the  same  way.  The 
receipts  of  Brother  Marshall  are  herewith  returned  to  you.

Brother  Clark  does  not  deny 
its  justice,  though  it  was  given  at  a  time  of  great  pecuniary  embarrassment — 
caused  by  his  being  sectirity.  In  my  opinion,  the  payment,  with  its  accumulated 
interest  of  years,  would  be  rather  inconvenient  for  Brother  Clark.  He  promised  to 
pay  whatever  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  say  was  right  under  the  circumstances.

To  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana, 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — Agreeably  to  your  instructions,  I  called,  as  your 
agent,  on  the  Brethren  of  Washington  Lodge,  No.  13,  at  Brownstown;  and  having 
informed  them  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  relation  to  them,  they  at 
once  gave  up  their  jewels.  Charter  and  other  effects ;  all  of  which — except  the 
Charter  and  jewels,  I  placed  in  the  hands  of  Brother  S.  P.  Mooney,  for  the  time  be- 
ing. The  Charter  and  jewels  are  herewith  returned,  accompanied  with  a  communi- 
cation from  sundry  Brethren  of  Brownstown;  which  you  will  please  lay  before  the 
Grand  Lodge  as  a  part  of  this  report.

On  motion,  Brother  Menaugh  was  allowed  twelve  dollars  and  fifty  cents, 
for  his  services  and  money  spent  as  agent  for  the  Grand  Lodge  in  relation 
to  William  Marshall's  case,  and  the  delinquency  of  Pisgah,  Blazing  Star 
and  Washington  Lodges. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Ferri/,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  fourth  Monday  of  May,  1845,  be  fixed  as  the  day  for  the 
next  Annual  Grand  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Lodge  at  Rockville  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive  the  jewels 
and  all  other  furniture  which  may  have  belonged  to  the  late  Clinton  Lodge,  at 
Clinton,  at  the  time  of  their  cessation  from  work;  and  that  said  order  be  forwarded 
to  the  Secretary  of  Rockville  Lodge  as  early  as  practicable;  said  jewels  and  furni- 
ture to  be  received  as  the  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  be  considered  as 
a  loan  until  called  for.  Also,  that  the  Masters'  Carpet,  forfeited  by  Solomon's 
Lodge,  No.  27,  be  loaned  to  Versailles  Lodge,  No.  7,  until  called  for  by  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Samuel  Reed,  Grand  Lecturer  of  Ohio,  be,  and  he  is 
requested  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  visit  as  many  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  this 
State  upon  their  request  signified  to  him — as  he  conveniently  can,  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a  more  uniform  system  of  Masonic  lectures, — the  necessary  expense 
thereof  to  be  borne  by  the  Lodges  deriving  the  benefit  of  his  services. 

On  motion  of  Brother  McClellnn,  Winchester  Lodge,  No.  56,  was  allowed 
BIX  months'  further  time  to  pay  for  her  Charter. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Menaugh,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted, 
and  the  Grand  Secretary  directed  to  inform  the  Worshipful  Master  of  Bla- 
zing Star  Lodge  accordingly  : 
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Resolved,  That  all  clues  and  arrearages  of  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  8,  are  hereby 
remitted;  that,  the  Charter  of  said  Lodge  is  iiereby  restored;  and  that  said  Lodge  is 
hereby  invested  with  as  full  and  ample  powers,  as  if  no  forfeiture  of  her  chartered 
privileges  had  taken  place. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  from  labor  to  refreshments,  and  a 
Grand  procession  formed  and  marched  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
of  this  city ;  where  the  Grand  Officers  elect  wei'e  installed,  in  due  and 
ancient  form,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  and  attentive  audience.  An  excel- 
lent Address,  explanatory  of  the  principles  of  Masonry,  was  then  delivered 
by  Brother  William  Quarles,  of  Center  Lodge,  No.  23,  which  was  listened 
to  with  marked  attention  and  intei'cst  by  all.  After  which,  the  procession 
was  again  formed,  and  marched  to  the  Washington  Hall,  and  partook  of 
a  suitable  repast,  provided  by  Brother  E.  Browning.  The  Grand  Lodge 
then  proceeded  to  their  ILxll,  and  were  called  to  labor  again. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Hazelrigg,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  request  of  Brother  Quarles  a  copy  of 
Lis  excellent  Address,  this  day  delivered  to  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  the  com- 
mittee forward  the  same  to  the  Masonic  Mirror  for  publication  ;  and  that  one  hundred 
copies  of  the  paper  containing  said  Address  be  distributed — two  to  each  subordinate 
Lodge,  and  one  to  each  Grand  Officer. 

Resolved,  That  the  sexton  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  be  allowed  the  sum 
of  three  dollars,  for  his  services. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  tender  the  thanks  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  to  the  Indianapolis  Band  for  their  services  to-day;  and  also,  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  for  the  use  of  their  house. 

Brother  Tai/Ior,  from  the  committee  on  Finance,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  carefully  compared  the  accounts,  etc.,  of  the  Grand  Secretary 
and  Grand  Treasurer,  and  find  that  they  correspond  with  the  payments  made 
by  him.  They  also  find  that  the  Grand  Seci-etary's  books  correspond  with  the 
books  of  the  Grand  Treasurer;  and  take  pleasure  in  adding,  that  the  accounts 
of  both  those  oificei's  are  kept  with  gi-eat  care,  neatness  and  accuracy,  and  in  a 
style  that  does  great  credit  to  said  ofiicers. 

Brother  Covington,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much 
of  the  Inaugural  Address  as  relates  to  a  Masonic  Text  Book,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  read  and  laid  on  the  table : 

After  a  full  and  careful  examination  of  the  subject,  yom-  committee  would 
recommend  the  adoption,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  as  a  Masonic  Text  Book 
for  the  Grand  Lodge  and  its  subordinates.  The  Freemasons'  Monitor, — a  recent  com- 
pilation by  Z.  A.  Davis,  and  dedicated  to  Joseph  R.  Chandler,  Esq. 

Your  committee  have  been  induced  to  recommend  this  work,  for  several  con- 
siderations: First,  a  full  supply  of  it  can  be  easily  obtained;  Secondly,  the  volume 
is  of  convenient  size  for  common  use,  in  or  out  of  the  Lodges,  and  is  neatly 
executed  on  good  paper  and  well  bound ;  it  has  all  the  plates  of  the  several  degrees 
that  are  contained  in  Cross'  Chart,  and  the  plates  much  better  arranged — being 
placed  opposite  to  the  Monitorial  part  of  each  Section  in  each  degree.  The  Moni- 
torial part  agrees,  word  for   word,    or  nearly  so,  with  Cross'   Chart  and  Webb's 
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Monitor.  It  embraces  the  history  of  Freemasonry  in  the  United  States,  given 
by  Webb.  It  contains  the  ancient  Manuscripts  given  by  Tannehill,  the  INIasonic 
Library,  a  work  standing  deservedly  high,  and  the  same  that  is  given  by  the  Masonic 
Minstrel.  It  includes  the  history  of  our  Institution  in  England,  the  duties  of 
Masons  in  and  out  of  Lodges;  and  a  Chapter,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  work,  giving 
the  reasons  why  Ladies  have  never  been  made  Masons ;  and  concludes  with  a  num- 
ber of  chaste  and  well  selected  Odes  and  Songs. 

This  work  seems  to  be  all  that  a  Mason  could  desire  as  a  Text  Book.  It  is 
a  small  library  of  itself, — and  not  only  fitted  for  the  Lodge  room,  but  as  a  family 
Book  for  any  and  all  that  may  desire  information  on  the  subject  of  Masonry,  either 
anciently  or  in  more  modern  times. 

The  committee  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  saying,  that  the  work  they 
recommend,  dips  into  the  dark  cavern  of  remote  antiquity;  but  it  embraces  all  that 
is  to  be  found  on  the  subject,  except  we  take  circumstances  dictated  by  ancient 
historians  and  apply  them  to  what  is  known  to  exist  in  more  modern  times. 

The  committe  will  not  add  moi'e,  as  the  work  recommended  is  herewith  accom- 
panying, and  will  speak  for  itself.  The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  purchase  a  number  of  copies  of  the  3fasonic 
Monitor  (by  Davis)  equal  to  the  number  of  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge; 
and  that  he  be  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  the  sum  necessary  to 
pay  for  the  same ;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  deliver  them,  when  called 
upon  to  do  so  by  the  proper  authority  of  each  or  any  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  one  or  moi-e  copies  of  said  work — the  Lodge  applying  for  the 
same  paying  the  cost  and  carriage  of  the  work. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  seven  o'clock  this  evening. 


Seven  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  "W.,  Philip  Ma- 
son, G.  M.,  presiding. 

On  motion  of  Brother  MendcnhaU,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  Liberty  Lodge,  No.  35,  be  allowed  a  further  time  of  one  year 
to  make  a  Return;  and,  on  condition  that  they  renew  labor  and  bring  up  regular 
proceedings  to  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication,  all  arrearages  which  have 
accumulated  up  to  this  time  shall  be  remitted,  and  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
heretofore  conferred  upon  them  shall  be  as  fully  restored  as  if  no  forfeiture  of  their 
Charter  had  occurred. 

Brother  Loundcs  offered  for  adoption  the  following  resolution,  which  was 

read  and  laid  on  the  table : 

Resolved,  That  Vincennes  Lodge,  No.  1,  being  the  oldest  Lodge  in  the  State  of 
Indiana,  and  as  she  is  about  to  build  a  Hall,  and  as  there  has  been  numerous  grants 
to  new  Lodges,  it  is  deemed  but  just  that  an  allowance  of  twenty  dollars  be  allowed 
her  for  said  object. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  issue  his  order  for  the  payment  of 
one  dollar  to  each  of  the  Band,  and  the  amount  necessary  for  their  dinners. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  eight 
o'clock.  PHILIP  MASON,  G^  JIasfer.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  eight  o'clock,  A.  M. 
M.  W.,  Philip  Mason,  G.  31.,  presiding. 

On  motion,  further  time,  until  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication, 
was  granted  to  Burns  Lodge,  No.  55,  for  payment  of  the  balance  of  their 
dues  ($.36  00  having  been  paid  during  the  present  session). 

Brother  Ferry  was  added  to  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

Brother  Ballard,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  the  committee  discharged : 

Your  committee  have  had  before  them  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Mississippi,  of  the  23d  of  January,  1844,  containing  a  resolution  in  the  following 
•words:  ^-Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  proposition  made  by 
the  Baltimore  Convention  of  Grand  Lecturers,  to  send  a  Masonic  delegate  to  Europe 
for  the  purpose  of  closely  and  thoroughly  examining  the  differences  existing  in 
Masonic  work  in  the  Grand  as  well  as  subordinate  Lodges  of  this  country  and  of 
the  diffeient  countries  of  Europe;  and  after  such  examination,  reporting  to  a 
General  Grand  Convention — (and  thereby  enable  them  to  digest  and  propose  some 
plan  of  unison  wherebj'  the  working  in  this  country  and  the  different  countries  of 
Eui'ope  and  elsewhere  be  rendered  the  same,  and  Masonry  once  more  be  made 
the  universal  language,  for  which  it  was  once  intended,) — be  deemed  essentially  and 
indispeiisibly  necessary  for  the  good  of  the  Craft." 

To  carry  out  the  above  resolution,  the  following  was  also  passed :  ^'Resolved,  That 
this  Grand  Lodge  recommend  Brother  Delafield,  jr.,  of  Memphis,  Tennessee,  as  every 
way  qualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  this  appointment;  and  that,  should  a 
majority  of  the  several  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States  agree  in  selecting  him, 
he  is  hereby  appointed  by  and  on  behalf  of  this  Grand  Lodge." 

However  laudable  and  desirable  the  object  contemplated  by  the  foregoing  resolu- 
tions may  be,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  means  proposed  are  inadequate 
to  the  accomplishment  of  the  object  to  be  attained.  To  cure  all  the  discrepancies  in 
the  entire  Masoric  world,  would  require  the  labor  of  years.  In  order  to  effect  this 
great  and  desirable  end,  it  would  seem  to  your  committee,  that  delegates  from  all 
countries,  nations  and  tribes  of  men  should  assemble  in  one  great  Convention,  and 
there  select  the  right,  and  correct  the  wrong;  this  done,  they  might  with  propriety 
begin,  and  unlearn  what  they  had  before  wrongly  learned,  and  commence  anew 
the  science  of  Masonry ;  and  when  having  perfected  themselves,  they  would  be  pre- 
pared to  return  to  their  several  nations  and  tribes,  and  teach  their  Brethren. 

Your  committee  are  ready  to  admit  that  some  discrepancy  may  and  does  exist; 
yet  they  are  far  from  admitting  what  some  would  have  us  believe,  that  Masonry  has 
essentially  deteriorated  in  its  essential  character  and  landmarks.  Therefore,  although 
it  may  be  desirable  to  harmonize  the  little  discrepancies  in  this  vast  machine,  yet 
your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  sending  an  agent  to  Europe  to  spend  a  few 
weeks  or  months  in  the  court  circles  of  London  or  Paris,  would  be  of  little  utility  in 
the  accomplishment  of  the  object  proposed. 

That  part  of  the  Inaugural  Address  which  was  refered  to  this  committee,  touch- 
ing the  matter  of  difference  between  Brothers  Dove  of  Virginia  and  Moore  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, and  the  Baltimore  Masonic  Convention  out  of  which  this  unhappy  differ- 
ence grew,  has  received  the  attention  of  your  committee.  It  has  now  become  a 
matter  of  history,  that  in  May,   1843,   there  was  held,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
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a  Masonic  Convention,  composed  of  delegates  from  fifteen  Grand  Lodges  of  the 
United  States.  Whether  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  was  solicited,  or  refused  her 
co-operation  in  said  Convention,  your  committee  is  uninformed;  but  from  the  docu- 
mentarj'-  testimony  before  it,  we  are  happy  to  know,  that  whatever  of  good  or  evil 
has  or  may  come  to  our  beloved  Fraternity  as  a  consequence  of  the  wisdom  or  folly 
of  the  project,  she  desires  to  reap  none  of  the  laurels,  and  would  pray  that  the  tur- 
bid chalice  of  its  obliquity  might  pass  from  her  lips.  Your  committee  deeply  deplore 
the  injury  already  done  this  most  ancient  of  all  human  institutions,  by  the  estrange- 
ment of  feelings  between  two,  not  only  of  its  brightest  ornaments,  but  two  who 
stand  conspicuous  in  the  bright  galaxy  of  the  ornaments  of  the  age  in  which  they 
live,  and  whose  moral  excellence  and  high  attainments  shed  a  lustre  on  the  dark 
picture  of  human  depravity.  The  labor  of  the  Baltimore  Convention  has  presented 
to  the  world  a  production  under  the  cognomen  of  the  Trestle  Board  ;  and  your  com- 
mittee desire  to  be  exonerated  from  committing  themselves,  or  of  doing  that  which 
might  be  tortured,  by  any  forced  construction,  into  a  desire  in  any  way  to  commit 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  on  so  delicate  a  matter  as  this  has  unfor- 
tunately become. 

The  ill  feelings  already  engendered  between  the  worthy  Brethren,  heretofore 
alluded  to  in  this  report,  your  committee  think  is  ominous  of  no  good,  either 
to  themselves  or  the  great  cause  in  which  we  are  engaged.  Although  your  commit- 
tee will  most  strenously  refrain,  as  before  remarked,  from  any  expression  of  opinion 
of  the  merits  or  demerits  of  the  Trestle  Board,  yet  they  will  say  a  few  things  in  re- 
lation to  the  difficulty.  It  would  be  comparatively  of  little  consequence  to  mankind, 
that  the  angry  passions  were  sometimes  aroused  between  individuals,  were  it  not 
that  excitement  is  always  contageous, — it  never  remains  long  isolated,  but  spreads 
and  becomes  epidemic  in  the  community  in  which  it  has  been  engendered, ^and  that 
community,  be  it  what  it  may,  is  necessarily  predisposed  to  its  baneful  influence, — 
each  individual  has  his  friends,  and  these  have  theirs;  therefore  it  is  impossible  to 
foresee  where  this  malarious  influence  will  end, — so  with  this  unfortunate  difference 
which  has  arisen  between  Brothers  Dove  and  Moore.  In  looking  over  the  annual 
message  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  in  November,  1843, 
before  crimination  on  one  part  and  justification  on  the  other  had  become  public,  and 
while  the  excitement  (if  any  existed)  was  smothered  in  the  bosoms  where  it  was 
engendered,  the  M.  W.,  Worthinglon  Smith,  seems,  with  one  exception,  to  be  highly 
pleased  with  the  work.  He  says,  on  page  7,  "It  is  also  of  the  greatest  importance, 
that  all  tlie  Lodges  in  our  jurisdiction  be  put  in  possession  of  this  work  with  the 
least  possible  delay."  It  is  now  denied  by  Brother  Dove,  that  the  work  is  in 
accordance  with  the  outlines  of  the  plan  agreed  upon  by  the  committee.  But  it 
seems  to  your  committee,  that,  by  an  examination  of  the  Circular  of  Brother  Moore 
and  a  comparison  of  the  admissions  there  made  with  the  work  itself,  there  will  be 
found,  at  least,  a  strong  family  resemblance.  With  these  remarks,  we  will  leave 
this  part  of  the  subject  and  pass  to  one  which  your  committee  think  calls  for 
an  expression  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana.  It  is  with  sensations 
of  disgust  we  can  not  find  language  adequate  to  express,  that  they  have  learned, 
from  the  correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Netherlands  are  disposed  to  cut  off  the  Jew  from  the  privileges  of  Masonry — ah, 
more  !  even  go  so  far  as  to  refuse  recognition  to  those  who  are  already  members  of 
the  Fraternity.  This  is  doing  the  thing  up  with  a  vengeance!  We  have  been  taught 
to  believe  in  the  universality  of  Masonry,  and  that  there  were  true  Masons  to 
be  found  in  all  nations,  whether  Christian,  Jew,  Mahometan,  or  barbarian;  and 
27 
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this  is  the  first  time  we  ever  heard  the  point  disputed,  and  sincerely  hope  it  may  he 
the  last.  That  the  torch  of  persecution  should  have  been  ignited  at  the  sacred  altar 
.of  religion  by  fanatics  in  this  liberal  and  enlightened  age  of  the  world,  is  almost 
beyond  human  endurance.  The  beauties  of  our  Institution  consist  in  the  fact,  that 
it  breathes  good  will  and  benevolence  to  all  mankind;  and  shall  this  heaven-born 
principle  be  restricted  by  proscribing  the  Jew,  and  cutting  him  oif  from  the  sympa- 
thies of  his  fellow-men?  We  look  upon  the  descendants  of  Abraham  as  objects  of 
commiseration  and  pity,  rather  than  of  proscription,  contempt  and  scorn;  and  with 
unaffected  regard,  we  hope  always  to  hail  them  as  "Brethren  of  the  mystic  tie." 

Your  committee,  before  concluding,  will  add  that  they  have  had  before  them  the 
proceedings  of  other  Grand  Lodges  than  those  already  noticed  in  this  report.  In  all 
of  which,  though  they  did  not  find,  in  the  limited  time  allowed  them,  any  thing 
requiring,  as  they  thought,  special  notice;  yet  in  all  it  was  observable,  that  Masonry 
is  everywhere  on  the  increase, — that  brotherly  love  unites  the  Fraternity,  and  the 
public  favor  even  in  the  '■'■  darhest  corners''^  of  our  country  may  be  considered  as 
already  secured.     With  all,  we  recommend  a  continuance  of  correspondence. 

The  Grand  Lodges  now  in  correspondence  with  this  Grand  Lodge,  are — Ohio, 
Kentucky,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia.,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Flo- 
rida, Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Arkansas,  Alabama,  Tennessee,  Missouri,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Maine,  Connecticut,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Rhode  Island  and 
Maryland,  Among  the  proceedings,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing,  we  notice  with 
pleasure  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas.  Our  Brethren  of  Texas 
have  our  warmest  wishes  for  their  permanent  prosperity. 

Brother  Barrett^  from  tlie  committee  on  Unfinislied  Business,  made  tlie 
following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

Your  committee  find,  that  an  amendment  to  the  Grand  Constitution  was  proposed 
by  Brother  Bailey  at  the  last  Annual  Grand  Communication,  which  was  laid  over 
for  the  action  of  this  Grand  Communication,  to  wit:  "That  the  Constitution  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  be  so  amended,  that  the  subordinate  Lodges  shall  admit  Ministers  of 
the  Gospel  gratuitously ;  nor  shall  they  charge  monthly  dues  to  them ;  and  that  the 
Grand  Secretary  in  his  settlement  with  the  subordinate  Lodges  for  their  annual 
dues,  shall  deduct  a  rateable  proportion  for  such  Ministers."  In  relation  to  this 
proposed  ammendment,  your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
Resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  25roposed  amendment  of  Brother  Bailey  be  rejected. 

Brother  Allen,  from  the  committee  on  Claims,  made  the  following  report, 
■which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  subject  referred  to  them,  and  re- 
commend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  draw  his  order  on  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  for  forty  dollars  for  the  services  of  Brother  Reed,  during  his  attendance 
on  this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Morris,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  tendered  to  Brother  Samuel 
Reed,  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  for  his  able  and  instructive  Lectures 
while  with  us;  and  that  he  carries  with  him  our  kindest  regards,  and  best  wishes 
for  his  safe  return  to  his  home  and  friends. 
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Brother  Allen,  from  the  committee  on  Claims,  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  precedent  by  which  to  be  governed 
in  this  case.  Your  committee  therefore,  in  order  to  settle  the  question  and  establish 
a  rule  for  the  future  government  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  report  the  following  resolu- 
tions, and  ask  their  adoption : 

Resolved,  That  each  subordinate  Lodge  ought  to  pay  the  expenses  of  their  in- 
Btallation. 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Hogin  be  allowed  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  for  installing 
Delaware  Lodge;  and  that  said  Lodge  be  directed  to  pay  the  same. 

In  relation  to  the  jewels  of  the  late  Jefferson  Lodge  at  Hartford,  your  committee 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Franklin  Lodge  be  permitted  to  retain  the  jewels  of  Jefferson 
Lodge  upon  their  paying  to  Amaziah  Bailey,  of  Hartford,  fifteen  dollars  (the  amount 
of  his  claim  against  Jefferson  Lodge),  and  to  Brother  H.  Ferry,  ten  dollars,  for  his 
services  up  to  this  time  as  agent  for  tiiis  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Kilgore,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  Inaugural  Address  as  refers  to  the  subject  of  Education,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

The  subject  of  Education  is  one  of  vital  interest,  and  one  from  which  much  good 
or  ill  may  flow.  Your  committee  can  not  too  strongly  urge  the  adoption  of  any 
means  within  the  power  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  promoting  so  desirable  an  object  as 
the  general  diffusion  of  knowledge. 

The  report  on  the  subject  of  education,  referred  to  by  the  Grand  Master  in 
his  last  annual  message,  has  much  to  recommend  it  to  our  consideration  and  atten- 
tion, and  was  so  regarded  by  the  committee  to  whom  that  matter  was  referred  last 
year.  And  although  it  may  not  be  deemed  expedient  for  the  Grand  Lodge  at  this 
time  to  attempt  to  carry  out  the  plan  proposed,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that 
the  printing  of  said  report  with  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  this  year,  would 
be  of  sufiicient  interest  to  fully  justify  its  publication.  And  therefore  your  com- 
mittee recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  a  plan  of  a  School,  as  made  by  our  Grand  Master  last 
year,  be  printed  with  the  Proceedings  of  the  present  year. — (See  page  424.) 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon. 


Two  o'clock,  p.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — M.  W.,  Philip  Ma- 
son, G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Burke,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  selection 
of  a  Lot  on  which  to  build  a  Masonic  Hall,  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  several  Lots,  and  ascertained  their  prices; 
and  although  the  prices  vary  according  to  the  position  of  the  Lot  with  reference  to 
the  most  business  part  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  yet  they  are  satisfied  that  a 
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good  Lot.  can  be  had  on  fair  terms.  And  therefore,  in  view  of  the  shortness  of  the 
time  left  before  the  closing  of  this  Grand  Communication,  and  the  importance  of  the 
object  itself,  your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Besolvedj  That  the  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer  and  Brother  Donnellan,  be 
appointed  a  committee,  with  power  in  the  recess  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  purchase  a 
suitable  Lot  of  ground  on  which  to  erect  a  Masonic  Hall;  and  that  they  report  to 
the  next  Grand  Communication. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Kilgore,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  excessive  vise  of  spiritous  liquors  as  a  beverage  among  many  of 
our  Brethren,  has  heretofore  been  the  means  of  bringing  a  reproach  upon  Masonry  : 
And  wukrkas,  the  intemperate  use  of  spirits  is  forbidden  by  the  diviue  law  and  the 
rules  of  morality,  and  therefore  grossly  unraasonic,  and  draws  in  its  train  a  tliou- 
saud  vices,  wliicli  have  a  tendency  to  subvert  the  principles  of  our  Order  and  bring 
disgrace  upon  the  Fraternity, — it  is 

Resolved,  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  That  we  recommend  to  the  subordinate  Lodges 
throughout  the  State,  the  propriety  of  discountenancing,  both  by  precept  and  example, 
the  use  of  spiritous  liquors  as  a  beverage  among  Masons. 

On  motion  of  Brother  3Iason,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  Morning  Star  Lodge,  No.  42,  be,  and  she  is  hereby  notified,  that  she 
will  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  the 
next  Annual  Communication,  in  May,  1845,  unless  she  be  and  appear  before  this 
Grand  Lodge  and  show  cause  why  she  should  not  be  so  stricken  from  the  roll 
as  aforesaid:  Provided,  that  said  Lodge  may  resume  her  labors  prior  to  the  next 
meeting  as  aforesaid,  by  permission  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  furuish  said  Lodge  with  a  copy  of  the  fore- 
going resolution. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Bartlefl,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  no  Lodge  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  who  shall,  twice  in  suc- 
cession, fail  to  elect  its  ofiBcers  agreeably  to  its  By-Laws,  be  permitted  to  hold 
another  election,  or  transact  any  business,  without  a  written  permission  from  the 
Grand  Master  or  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Bartlctf,  from  the  committee  on  Claims,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  communication  of  Brother  John  L.  Meuaugh, 
agent  for  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  two  several  letters  from  Brother  J.  W.  Kintner,  of 
Corydon,  relative  to  the  property  and  effects  of  the  late  Pisgah  Lodge  ;  and  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  take  any  and  all  steps  neces- 
sary for  perfecting  the  title  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Lodge  room  of  the  late  Pisgah 
Lodge;  and  make  sale  of  the  same,  together  with  any  remaining  personal  property; 
and  receive  any  and  all  dues  to  said  late  Pisgah  Lodge,  either  for  rent  or  otherwise; 
and  that  he  report  to  the  next  Grand  Lodge  his  proceedings  under  this  resolution. 

Brother  Menaiigli,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  com- 
munication from  the  Brethren  of  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  etc.,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

The  committee  have  examined  the  proceedings  of  a  meeting  of  several  Brethren, 
members  of  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  3 ;  also,  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary on  the  same  subject;  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 
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Besolved,  Tliat  Blazing  Star  Lodge,  No.  3,  be  permitted  to  retain  their  Charter, 
and  to  recommence  their  labors  immediately  on  receiving  official  notice  fiom  the 
Grand  Secietary  of  the  adoption  of  this  resolution  and  installation  of  officers:  Fro- 
vided,  that  the  Grand  Secretary  shall,  before  such  installation,  or  any  other  proceed- 
ing under  this  resoluticn,  first  indorse  on  the  Charter  of  said  Lodge,  a  statement  of 
tiieir  renewal,  and  the  names  of  the  new  officers  to  be  installed, — which  certilicate 
he  shall  sign  and  affix  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  thereto. 

Brother  Ilazdrigg,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  case 
of  Brother  Wm.  Marshall's  indebtedness,  made  the  following  report,  which 
was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  case  of  Brother  Wm.  Marshall's  indebtedness, 
together  with  all  the  papers  and  reports  upon  the  subject.  They  find,  from  the  orders 
and  receipts  of  Brother  Marshall,  that  he  drew,  at  several  periods,  from  the  Trea- 
sury of  the  Grand  Lodge,  under  a  resolution  for  the  relief  of  Brother  Burge's  heirs 
and  widow,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars.  After  all  the  information  of  which 
your  committee  is  now  possessed,  it  is  evident  that  this  money,  instead  of  being 
applied  to  the  benevolent  purposes  designed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  was  used  by  Bro- 
ther Marshall  for  his  individual  benefit. 

Your  committee  notice,  that  in  1827,  Brother  IMarshall  and  Brother  David  Burr, 
(the  latter  being  associated  with  him  in  the  matter  of  this  trust,  but  who  it  appears 
did  not  handle  any  of  the  money),  reported  that  the  farm  had  been  purchased  for 
said  widow  and  heir?,  and  that  fiftj'  dollars  had  been  paid.  How  this  report  could 
have  been  true,  your  committee  do  not  pretend  to  determine, — as  it  is  not  now  pre- 
tended, even  by  Brother  Marshall  himself,  that  any  such  purchase  was  at  that  time 
or  has  been  since  made,  as  stated  in  his  report  in  1827. 

It  has  been  stated  to  your  committee,  that  since  the  inquiry  has  been  started  in 
this  Grand  Lodge,  as  to  the  manner  in  which  Brother  Marshall's  trust  has  been  exe- 
cuted, he  has  compromised  with  some  of  the  heirs  of  Burge,  and  paid  perhaps  two  of 
them  what  he  deemed  would  have  been  their  proportion  of  the  money  donated  for 
the  purchase  of  a  farm  for  them.  This,  too,  j-our  committee  deem  was  another  depar- 
ture of  duty  on  his  part.  Having  failed  to  execute  the  trust  at  the  time  required,  the 
object  of  the  donation  was  defeated.  Its  object  was  to  purchase  the  farm  of  a  deceased 
Brother  for  his  widow,  on  which  to  raise  a  large  and  then  heljjless  family,  which 
farm  had  been  sold  for  a  security  debt.  Brother  Burge,  a  worthy  Brother  Master 
Mason,  having  gone  security  for  a  Master  Mason,  because  he  was  a  Master  Mason, 
and  relied  on  him  as  such.  That  Mason  failing,  Burge's  farm  was  sold  from  his 
family  about  the  time  of  his  death;  and  it  was  to  restore  that  family  to  the  comforts 
of  a  home,  that  this  appropriation  was  made.  This  was  not  done — the  report  that  it 
was  done,  and  fifty  dollars  paid  on  it  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  Aqd,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  it  was  but  adding  insult  to  injury,  to  propose  to  any  of 
the  heirs,  after  they  had  been  raised,  to  give  each  one  of  them  what  might  have 
been  their  equitable  proportion  of  the  donation.  Brother  JIarshall  has  been  aware, 
for  several  years  past,  that  this  transaction  was  revived  ;  and  that,  sooner  or  later, 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  justice  to  themselves  would  be  compelled  to  decide  upon  it; 
and  instead  of  meeting  the  question,  either  in  person  or  in  answer  to  the  several 
letters  addressed  to  him  by  order  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  has  maintained  a  silence 
that  is  unaccountable  to  your  committee. 

Under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  your  committee  can  not  do  less,  than  to 
recommend,  that  Brother  Marshall  be  summoned  to  appear  before  the  next  Annual 
Grand  Communication,  to  show  cause,  why  he  shall  not  be  suspended  from  all  the 
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pi'ivileges  of  Masonry,  for  gross  unmasonic  conduct  in  the  premises :  First,  for 
reporting  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  he  bad  executed  the  trust  committed  to  him  and 
another  jointly,  and  had  paid  a  portion  of  the  purchase  money,— when,  in  fact,  no 
such  purchase  was  made,  nor  any  money  paid  by  him  for  such  purpose;  Secondhj, 
for  failing  to  appropriate  the  funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  committed  to  bis  trust,  as 
directed, — and  thereby,  wronging  and  defrauding  this  Grand  Lodge;  Thirdly,  for 
failing  to  answer  the  respectful  communications  made  to  him  by  this  Grand  Lodge, 
through  their  proper  ofBcer,  requesting  him  to  adjust  bis  account, — thereby  showing 
a  total  disregard  to  the  authority  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  re- 
solutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary,  through  such  person  as  he  may  select,  furnish 
Brother  Wm.  Marshall  with  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  charges  and  specifications, 
accompanied  with  his  summons  to  Brother  Marshall  to  appear  before  tlie  next 
Annual  Grand   Communication,  to  answer  the  foregoing  charges  and  specifications. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary,  through  such  person  or  agent  as  he  may 
select,  take  such  steps,  either  by  suit  or  compromise,  as  to  recover  any  part  of  the 
funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  said  Marshall's  hands;  and  that  he  report  to  the  next 
Grand  Communication  his  proceedings  in  the  premises. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Mason,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  a  committee, 
to  prepare  for  and  superintend  the  printing  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  present  Grand 
Communication;  and,  in  preparing  the  copy  for  the  printer,  he  shall  make  out  a  list 
of  all  the  Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge — their  name,  number, 
location,  and  time  of  meetings  in  each  month,  together  with  names  of  the  Masters 
and  Wardens,  and  the  number  of  members  belonging  to  each.  In  making  a  con- 
tract for  the  printing,  he  shall  give  notice  to  receive  sealed  proposals;  and  shall 
award  the  same  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 

Resolvzd,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  shall,  on  the  third  day  of  each  Annual  Grand 
Communication,  and  prior  to  going  into  the  election  of  Grand  Officers,  report  in  a 
tabular  form,  the  name  and  number  of  each  and  every  Lodge  subordinate  to  this 
Grand  Lodge;  and  if  represented,  by  whom;  if  delinquent,  for  what  amount  and 
for  what  years;  if  unrepresented,  for  what  years;  and  such  other  information 
deemed  necessary  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Mason  also  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  read 
and  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Liberty  Lodge  shall  be  permitted  to  resume  labor,  and  her  Charter, 
now  forfeited,  restored  to  her;  and  her  arrearages  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  cancelled, 
upon  the  following  conditions,  to-wit:  She  shall  notify  the  M.  VV.  Grand  Master 
of  the  acceptance  of  this  proposition,  and  forward  to  him  her  Charter,  with  the 
names  of  such  new  officers  as  she  may  desire  to  be  installed;  and  pledge  herself  to 
send  upi  to  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication,  her  Returns  and  dues;  and 
hereafter  to  strictly  conform  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 
The  names  of  the  newly  appointed  officers  and  the  fact  of  the  restoration  of  the 
Charter,  shall  be  noted  (upon  the  Charter)  by  the  Grand  Master. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  forward  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  said 
Lodge;   and  that  they  immediately  notify  hira,  of  their  acceptance  or  rejection. 

Resolved,  That,  in  case  of  rejection,  the  Grand  Secretary,  by  himself  or  authorized 
agent,  shall  take  possession  of  their  Charter,  jewels  and  other  property  and  effects; 
and  report  the  same  to  to  the  next  Grand  Communication. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Ferry,  Burns  Lodge  was  allowed  six  months 
credit  for  her  Charter. 

On  motion,  Brother  David  Kilgore  was  allowed  to  purchase,  on  his  indi- 
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vidual  responsibility,  the  jewels  of  the  late  Pisixah  Lodge,  for  twenty-seven 
dollars  and  fifty  cents,  on  one  year's  credit.  Whereupon,  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary delivered  the  jewels  to  Brother  Kilgore. 

Brother  Mcnaitgh,  from  the  committee  ou  Finance,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

Your  committee  recommend,  that  there  be  allowed  to  each  person  herein  named 
the  sums  respectively  attached  to  their  names,  as  expenses  of  this  Annual  Grand 
Communication;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  issue  his  warrant 
therefor  on  the  Grand  Treasurer — payable  out  of  any  funds  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, to-wit :

LABOR  SCHOOL PRINTED  BY  ORDER  OF  GRAND  LODGE.

Brethren  : — In  order  to  comply  with  a  promise  -which  I  made  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  meeting,  I  have  devoted  considerable  time  and 
attention  to  the  subject  of  a  Manual  Labor  School :  and  notwithstanding 
I  did  at  that  time  unhesitatingly  offer  to  furnish  a  plan  for  such  an  institu- 
tion, and  that,  too,  with  considerable  confidence  of  being  able  to  furnish 
one,  if  not  satisfactory  to  all,  that  would  meet  with  the  approval  of  a  large 
majority,  the  result  of  my  investigations  has  left  me  much  less  sanguine 
than  I  commenced. 

Most  of  the  schools  which  have  been  started  in  the  west  on  the  manual 
labor  plan,  have  been  either  discontinued  or  changed  to  the  old  plan  of 
instruction.  The  Lane  Seminary,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  the  Hanover 
College  in  this  State,  are  among  the  latter  examples.  The  means  of  ob- 
taining correct  information  of  the  rise,  progress  and  decline  of  those  insti- 
tutions, no  just  idea  can  be  formed  as  to  the  real  cause  which  produced  the 
final  result.  Although  considerable  pains  has  been  taken  to  obtain  infor- 
mation of  some  of  the  schools  founded  on  this  plan  in  the  eastern  States, 
as  yet  I  have  wholly  failed. 

The  conclusions  to  which  my  mind  has  been  brought  by  these  investiga- 
tions is,  that  different  causes  have  been  made  to  operate  to  their  downfall. 
The  want  of  sufficient  endowment  in  some,  the  admission  into  others  of 
individuals  whose  circumstances  were  such  that  they  could  live  without  the 
labor,  and  they  permitted  to  pursue  their  studies  without  it.  This  pro- 
duced distinction  among  the  scholars  that  could  not  be  reconciled.  In 
order  to  make  any  institution  of  this  kind  useful  and  permanent,  an  invest- 
ment is  necessary  at  some  point,  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  procure  five  or 
six  hundred  acres  of  land,  and  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings  for  resi- 
dences, a  house  for  instruction,  and  proper  workshops,  tools  suited  to  the 
various  occupations,  and  above  all,  proper  teachers,  embracing  the  proper 
apparatus  for  the  various  departments  of  science  intended  to  be  taught. 
A  school  established  upon  these  enlarged  principles,  under  the  care  of  a 
proper  superintendent,  with  proper  regulations,  no  doubt,  I  think,  could 
exist  of  its  success.  But  to  be  successful  even  with  this  plan,  the  children 
must  be  under  the  control  of  the  institution  during  some  specified  time  ; 
competent  mechanics  should  be  employed  in  each  of  the  workshops  as 
instructors  and  superintendents  of  each  of  their  departments,  and  suitable 
agriculturists  to  manage  and  direct  the  farming  interest  together  with  hor- 
ticulture. 

To  succeed  in  a  plan  of  this  kind,  a  sufficient  number  of  scholai's  must 
be  employed  to  keep  the  various  branches  of  business  carried  on  coutin- 
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ually,  and  in  order  to  insure  the  better  success  the  scholars  should  be  put 
to  school  at  an  early  age,  say  from  twelve  to  fourteen  years  ;  at  first  their 
dispositions  should  be  ■well  studied,  every  facility  should  be  afforded  them 
for  the  first  year,  in  order  to  develop  the  natural  bend  or  adaptation  of  the 
mind,  to  particular  business ;  for  there  is  a  law  of  our  organization  that  fits 
or  qualifies  each  individual  better  for  one  pursuit  than  another  ;  and  much 
of  the  mishap  in  life  depends  upon  the  lack  in  the  due  observance  of  this 
law  of  our  nature.  The  following  of  those  professional  pursuits  for  which 
the  God  of  nature  has  qualified  us,  not  only  enables  an  individual  to  excel, 
but  the  pursuit  is  affording  constant  pleasure.  To  employ  a  boy  in  agri- 
culture that  possesses  large  mechanical  powers,  is  to  make  him  miserable ; 
the  love  of  mechanism  is  constantly  urging  him  from  the  pursuit  in  which 
he  has  no  natural  taste.  This  law  of  human  nature  has  been  overlooked 
in  the  education  of  the  young.  So  strong  is  tliis  principle  of  our  nature, 
that  in  this  country  where  facilities  are  afl'orded  for  acquiring  a  living 
"with  ease,  it  is  no  uncommon  thing  to  see  men  with  families  quitting  the 
pursuits  to  which  they  were  bred,  and  successfully  engaging  in  business 
entirely  difi'erent  from  the  one  in  which  their  early  years  have  been  spent; 
and  this  is  not  all,  they  will  overcome  with  ease,  many  obstacles  that 
seemed  unsurmountable  to  a  common  observer ;  and  in  a  few  years  we  find 
them  at  the  head  of  their  new  pursuit.  Of  this  we  have  a  few  examples 
in  the  halls  of  science ;  and  if  we  look  to  the  Senate  Chambers  in  the 
United  States,  and  to  the  professions  of  law  and  medicine,  we  shall  find 
them  in  abundance.  Some  of  our  best  mechanics  are  those  who  were  not 
bred  to  the  business.  It  requires  but  little  sagacity  to  see  that  if  the  mind 
of  those  individuals  had  been  studied  in  early  years,  by  their  parents  or 
guardians,  and  they  placed  under  proper  instructors  in  early  life,  much  time 
might  have  been  saved  to  them ;  and  the  world,  in  all  probability,  much 
benefitted.  The  early  training  and  habits  of  association  would  have  ren- 
dered them  much  superior.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  no  uncommon  thing 
to  see  young  men  put  to  studies  and  professions  for  which  they  possessed 
no  capacity,  and  after  a  considerable  expenditure  of  money  and  time,  the 
individual  is  doomed  to  relinquish  his  pursuit,  or  drag  at  the  tail  of  the 
business.  There  is  no  law  of  our  nature  more  strongly  implanted  in  our 
organization,  than  the  passional  desires  for  business,  or  laboi-ious  pursuits; 
and  one,  the  violation  of  which  is  attended  with  more  wretchedness  to 
mankind.  True  education  is  based  upon  this  law  of  our  nature ;  it  is  but 
the  unfolding  or  developing  those  natural  formations  of  the  mind ;  it  is 
the  cultivation  of  those  instinctive  principles  given  by  the  law  of  human 
existence.  To  found  a  system  of  instruction  upon  the  plan  here  contem- 
plated, great  care  will  be  necessary.  The  arrangement  of  the  various  pur- 
suits should  be  with  a  view  to  the  institution  supplying  itself  with  most 
of  the  means  necessary  to  its  support,  and  for  the  disposing  of  such  surplus 
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as  would  be  produced.  All  the  mechanical  branches,  as  well  as  agricul- 
ture and  horticulture,  should  be  provided  with  tools,  implements  and  such 
kind  of  machinery  as  would  afford  the  greatest  facility  for  producing  the 
largest  amount  of  things  intended  to  be  produced,  from  the  smallest  amount 
of  manual  labor.  To  this  should  be  added  suitable  residences  for  teachers 
and  scholars,''together  with  one  or  more  buildings  for  instruction.  A  large 
portion  of  these  preparations  would  be  necessary  prior  to  the  reception  of 
students,  though  many  of  the  embellishments  would  require  the  work 
of  time,  and  could  be  done  by  the  scholars  of  the  institution  ;  though  if  the 
main  foundation  to  all  the  various  pursuits  be  not  laid  prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  School,  the  want  of  them  would  be  so  strongly  felt,  that 
the  project  would  be  a  failure,  in  the  bud,  of  the  institution. 

These  arrangements  being  carefully  made,  and  each  of  the  departments 
furnished  with  proper  materials,  and  the  school  rooms  with  proper  appa- 
ratus, and  each  department  and  branch  of  business  placed  under  the  charge 
of  a  good  practical  man,  whose  services  should  be  required  at  the  business 
over  which  he  has  charge,  the  establishment  would  be  ready  for  the  recep- 
tion of  students.  Not  less  than  two  hundred  of  these  would  be  desirable, 
though  a  less  number  would  do  to  commence  with.  The  previous  habits, 
manners,  age,  talent  and  opportunities  of  the  scholars,  should  be  carefully 
studied,  and  they  classed  and  arranged  so  as  to  teach  them  in  accordance 
with  their  physical  strength,  and  the  passional  development  of  their  mind. 
It  would  be  desirable  to  so  class  them,  that  each  branch  of  business  should 
have  some  one  constantly  employed,  or  nearly  so.  To  effect  this,  it  should 
be  first  determined  the  number  of  hours  each  scholar  should  be  required 
to  labor  each  day,  and  the  number  of  individuals  to  be  engaged  in  the  same 
pursuit.  The  time  of  each  class  should  be  so  arranged,  that  one  set  of 
hands  should  be  at  labor,  while  another  is  engaged  in  recitations  in  the 
school  room.  All  experience  has  proven  that  labor  is  much  better  borne 
by  youth  when  only  employed  at  short  intervals ;  and  but  little  objection 
is  manifested  by  children  to  work  for  two  or  three  hours  at  a  time,  with 
intervals  of  relaxation  of  about  the  same  period.  Six  hours  is  believed  to 
be  about  the  time  that  will  be  found  the  most  suitable  for  each  scholar 
to  be  employed  each  day,  and  that  divided  into  periods  of  two  hours  each. 
This  arrangement,  with  eight  hours  for  study,  would  leave  ten  hours  for 
meals,  lectures,  amusement  and  sleep. 

A  system  of  instruction  carried  out  upon  this  plan,  would  have  within 
itself  the  means  of  its  support ;  and,  it  is  believed,  could  be  made  to  yield 
a  surplus,  and  would  combine  the  advantages  of  a  good  practical  education, 
with  the  full  development  of  the  physical  as  well  as  the  mental  powers. 
To  the  full  development  of  the  latter,  the  former  are  generally'  sacrificed, 
under  the  present  mode  of  instruction.  Experience  has  abundently  proven, 
that  exercise  is  indispensable  to  the  full  development  of  the  human  sys- 
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tem, — the  body  is  inviuorated  ;  and  if  we  introduce,  with  exercise,  a  proper 
intellectual  culture,  the  mind  is  strengthened,  the  individual  is  capable  of 
sustaining  a  much  greater  exertion  of  intellectual  fatigue.  Dyspepsia  and 
all  its  concomitant  and  kindred  evils  that  are  so  common  an  attendant  on 
a  life  devoted  exclusively  to  stud}^  is  unknown  to  the  individual  whose 
time  has  been  judiciously  divided  between  the  cultivation  of  the  mind  and 
the  due  exercise  of  the  body.  This  principle  was  well  understood  by  the 
ancient  Grecians.  The  Lacedemonians  trained  their  children  to  the  art  of 
war  ;  the  mind  was  cultivated  in  this  science,  while  the  body  was  made  to 
tindergo  those  privations  necessary  to  fit  them  for  the  arduous  duties  of 
the  camp.  Individuals  intended  to  figure  at  the  Olympic  games,  were 
taught  physically  and  mentally  in  the  particular  part  they  were  destined 
to  act.  If  we  turn  our  attention  to  the  Athenians,  here  we  find  a  people 
possessing  a  character  greatly  diversified :  the  scholar,  artizan,  senator, 
merchant  and  soldier,  each  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  his  pursuit  in  the 
most  active  manner ;  and  if  we  judge  of  their  scholars  by  the  character  of 
Socrates,  they  not  only  engaged  in  active  pursuits,  but  the  most  menial 
service.  In  the  flourishing  days  of  Rome,  the  most  talented  of  her  gen- 
erals and  senators  acquired  their  education  in  the  active  duties  of  life  ;  and 
if  we  come  down  to  our  own  times  and  take  the  English  and  Americans, 
we  will  find  that  her  most  eminent  men  struggled  in  early  life  with  poverty, 
and  were  forced  to  use,  in  the  most  active  manner,  their  physical  powers. 
Take,  for  example,  the  mercantile  community  of  these  countries  :  they 
stand  unrivalled  in  point  of  intellectual  strength,  versed  in  all  that  is  use- 
ful in  life,  intimate  with  all  the  springs  that  move  men's  souls,  and  this 
acquired  in  the  most  active  duties  of  life.  So  strong  was  the  influence  of 
this  body  of  men,  that  they  forced  the  British  government  to  be  what  she 
is;  they  broke  down  the  power  of  the  feudal  system,  and  gave  what  of 
liberty  that  is  enjoyed  by  the  British  people ;  and  the  same  may  be  said 
of  this  interest  in  the  United  States.  No  class  of  men  contributed  so  much 
to  American  independence  as  this  class,  the  mercantile  community  ;  and  no 
class  has  acquired  their  knowledge  through  more  toil  and  fatigue.  I  hope 
that  sufficient  has  been  said  tq  establish  the  position,  that  labor  is  compati- 
ble with  study,  when  the  individual  is  left  to  follow  his  professional  desires, 
or  that  bend  of  his  mind  with  which  the  God  of  heaven  has  endowed  him. 
It  may,  and  no  doubt  will  be  asked,  why  an  institution  upon  this  ex- 
tended plan  can  be  made  to  operate  well,  when  one  on  a  much  smaller 
scale  could  not  be  made  to  succeed  ?  After  due  preparation,  time  and 
steadiness  of  purpose  is  necessary  to  accomplish  much  in  any  pursuit.  A 
series  of  years  is  necessary  for  the  cultivation  of  the  mind,  or  to  accom- 
plish much  in  a  business  operation.  The  expense  of  carrying  on  a  large 
establishment,  after  the  outfit,  would  be  but  little  more  in  the  large  than  in 
the  small  one ;  in  a  school  of  twenty  scholars,  nearly  as  many  branches  of 
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science  would  be  required  as  in  a  school  of  two  hundred ;  in  the  larger 
number,  no  one  branch  would  be  likely  to  afford  a  class  too  large  to  be 
instructed  by  one  individual ;  and  the  same  would  hold  good  in  the  depart- 
ment of  labor.  In  the  large  school,  every  department  of  business  would 
be  carried  on  in  a  manner  to  render  it  successful  and  profitable,  while  in 
the  small  school,  some  of  the  branches  must  be  neglected  for  the  want  of 
hands  or  time ;  the  expense  of  instructors  would  be  about  the  same  in  the 
small  as  in  the  large  school.  One  of  the  reasons  why  families  foil  to  edu- 
cate their  children  at  home,  is  the  want  of  time  on  the  part  of  the  parents 
to  give  the  necessary  instruction,  together  with  the  means  and  qualifica- 
tions to  teach.  Six  hours  of  labor  per  day,  applied  under  the  direction  of 
skillful  superintendents,  assisted  by  the  improved  means  of  machinery  and 
tools,  will  accomplish  moi'e  than  ten  hours  in  the  usual  method.  Another 
strong  reason  why  those  small  institutions  have  failed  :  it  is  believed  that 
sufficient  interest  in  its  success  has  not  been  attendant  on  its  management; 
self-interest,  the  dominant  law  of  our  nature,  has  not  been  aroused ;  the 
idea  of  property  must  be  awakened  in  the  minds  of  those  who  have  the 
immediate  charge  of  the  school,  either  in  the  form  of  a  direct  interest,  or 
in  the  form  of  emoluments  ;  this,  with  a  rigid  accountability  to  some  inter- 
ested body,  is  indispensable  to  success. 

To  carry  out  the  foregoing  views,  it  is  proposed  to  establish  a  school 
upon  the  joint  stock  plan,  in  which  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  a  partner 
and  each  of  the  subordinate  Lodges ;  these,  with  such  private  stockholders 
as  can  be  procured,  shall  constitute  the  Company.  The  capital  stock  to 
consist  of  about  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  twenty-five  or  thirty 
dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  in  five  yearly  payments ;  the 
school  to  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  Directors,  to  be  elected 
annually  by  the  stockholders.  The  Directors  required  to  visit  the  school 
at  least  once  a  year,  and  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
embracing  all  matters  connected  with  the  school ;  which,  together  with  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  should  be  annually  printed  and  dis- 
tributed to  each  subordinate  Lodge  and  stockholder. 

As  soon  as  the  school  was  placed  in  successful  operation,  the  Directors 
to  set  apart  three  per  cent,  upon  the  capital  invested  of  the  products  of  the 
institution,  and  pay  the  same  to  each  stockholder  upon  the  stock  paid  in  ; 
the  residue  of  the  products  of  the  concern,  after  paying  instructors,  arti- 
zans,  and  superintendents,  to  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  students,  to 
each  in  proportion  to  the  value  of,  and  the  amount  of  labor  rendered. 

A  project  of  this  kind,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  by  some  be  regarded  as 
chimerical ;  but  to  those  who  will  take  the  trouble  to  investigate  the  prin- 
ciples embraced  in  the  plan,  will  arrive  at  different  conclusions.  It  must 
be  remembered,  that  this  system  is  to  embrace  a  community  of  individuals, 
consisting  of  both  sexes,  embracing  all  the  varied  pursuits  of  life,  in  one 
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great  family ;  stimulated  to  the  full  discharge  of  their  parental  duty  by 
their  annual  support  and  yearly  stipend,  this,  with  what  of  wisdom  and 
benevolence  they  may  possess,  and  a  rigid  accountability,  will  be  a  suffi- 
cient prompter  to  the  full  discharge  of  all  their  duties ;  the  students, 
prompted  by  the  love  of  fame,  aided  by  being  permitted  to  follow  their  pas- 
sional desires  in  their  intellectual  culture  as  well  as  physical  exertions, 
will  operate  as  sufficient  stimuli  to  draw  out  their  best  exertions,  which 
being  directed  by  intelligence  and  kindness,  assisted  with  the  best  means  of 
doing  every  thing,  no  doubt  can  exist  of  the  success  of  such  an  institution. 

The  idea  of  associating  females  in  an  institution  of  this  kind,  may  be 
new  to  some,  but  will  be  indispensable  to  one  organized  upon  this  plan ; 
their  services  will  be  important  in  some  portions  of  the  domestic  afi'airs, 
several  branches  of  business  that  will  be  essential  to  the  success  of  the 
system  can  be  wholly,  or  nearly  so,  conducted  by  them — the  manufacture 
of  the  cloth  and  clothing  for  the  establishment,  and  the  light  parts  of  hor- 
ticulture, and  a  variety  of  other  matters.  The  association  of  the  two  sexes 
in  an  institution  of  the  kind  here  proposed,  under  the  eye  of  their  governor 
and  governesses,  no  doubt  could  exist  but  much  better  feeling  would  be  pro- 
duced, the  family  relations  could  be  more  fully  realized,  the  rougher  pas- 
sions of  the  young  men  would  be  better  curbed  in  the  company  of  females, 
when  properly  limited,  as  would  be  the  case  under  the  eye  of  their  teachers. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  call  the  attention  of  those  who  have  seen  much  of 
mankind,  to  the  importance  of  keeping  alive  in  the  minds  of  the  young 
those  tender  feelings  that  exist  between  parent  and  child,  and  between 
children  of  the  same  parents ;  it  is  the  awakening  of  the  warmer  sympa- 
thies of  our  nature,  and  contributes  to  the  curbing  of  the  rougher  passions 
of  humanity.  The  more  closely  we  can  imitate,  in  the  education  of  youth, 
those  tender  and  correct  feelings  which  are  produced  in  a  well  regulated 
family,  the  better.  The  want  of  this  frequently  alienates  the  affections  of 
the  young,  begets  selfishness,  blunts  the  social  feelings,  and  tends  to  aris- 
tocracy in  word,  thought  and  action. 

Certificates  of  stock  should  be  given  on  the  full  payment  of  the  stock 
subscribed,  or  as  the  amount  of  a  share  is  paid  up,  and  these  Certificates 
transferable  on  the  books  of  the  institution.  This  plan  is  thought  suffi- 
cient to  induce  the  lovers  of  science,  and  the  benevolent  who  may  have  the 
means,  to  vest  the  same  in  such  an  enterprise. 

Through  the  favor  of  the  Hon.  0.  H.  Smith,  late  a  U.  S.  Senator  from 
the  State  of  Indiana,  I  have  been  favored  with  a  copy  of  a  Charter  of  a 
Manual  Labor  School,  together  with  the  outlines  of  the  plan  of  the  School. 
This  School  is  situated  at  Berea,  twelve  miles  southwest  from  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  and  was  founded  by  Josiah  Holbrook,  the  founder  of  the  Lyceumx 
System.  The  property  is  five  hundred  acres  of  land,  situated  on  Rock  river. 
The  plan  of  this  School  difiers  in  several  particulars  from  the  one  here 
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proposed.  It  is  a  joint  stock  concern,  consisting  of  one  thousand  shares 
of  lift 7  dollars  each,  and  are  transferrable  ;  interest  is  paid  upon  the  stock 
after  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars.  If  desired,  the  stockholders  may 
receive  their  annual  dividends  in  Philosophical  apparatus,  specimens  in 
Geology,  Botany  or  Natural  History,  manufactured  or  prepared  by  the 
School.  A  town  plat  has  been  laid  off  by  the  Company,  and  some  thirty 
Lots  have  been  sold.  It  is  designed  that  the  scholars  shall  board  among 
the  villagers.  The  teachers,  as  well  as  the  scholars,  are  required  to  labor 
six  hours  each  day,  and  to  be  paid  by  the  piece  or  for  the  amount  of  work 
done  or  labor  performed.  The  general  plan  of  the  institution  is,  to  build 
up  a  school  on  the  Manual  Labor  plan,  and  in  the  character  of  a  Lyceum, 
to  hold  connection  or  correspondence  with  similar  institutions,  and  such 
Lyceums  as  may  be  established  for  the  diffusion  of  knowledge ;  to  educate 
young  men  and  women  as  teachers  in  a  system  of  education  based  upon 
lectures  and  the  demonstration  of  what  is  taught.  This  last  corresponds 
■with  the  leading  features  of  the  plan  which  I  have  proposed.  Information 
to  the  great  mass  of  mankind  is  only  beneficial  as  it  can  be  applied  in  the 
acquiring  of  a  living  ;  and  but  few  would  study  science  for  the  mere  pleasure 
that  the  philosophy  of  it  affords  ;  it  is  the  advantages  that  knowledge  gives 
in  supplying  the  wants  and  desires  of  our  nature  that  prompts  men  to  study. 
For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  views  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  have 
prepared  and  offer  with  this  several  resolutions,  on  which  I  respectfully  ask 
the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Philip  Mason. 

Resolved,  Tli.at  the  plan  of  a  Manual  Labor  School,  presented  by  Bi-other  Philip 
Mason,  be  approved  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved.  That  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  sense  of  the  subordinate  Lodges, 
and  members  of  the  Craft,  on  the  subject  of  a  Manual  Labor  School  on  the  plan  pro- 
posed by  Brother  Philip   Mason,  the   Grand  Lodge   does  hereby  appoint   Brother 

an  agent  of  the  Grand  Lodge,    tA  confer  with   the  subordinate  Lodges 

and  such  individuals  as  he  may  think  proper,  and  to  procure  subscriptions  of  stock 
and  donations;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  all  donations  subscribed  and  paid  in  shall  be  made  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  shall  be,  by  that  board,  -vested  in  the  proposed  school  in  the  form  of 
stock.     And  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  so  soon  as  $25,000  is  subscribed,  said  agent  shall  apply  to  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  for  an  act  of  Incorporation,  and  on  procuring  said  Charter, 
he  shall  proceed  to  select  a  site  for  the  Institution,  and  report  his  doings  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  And  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  resolution,  said  agent  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  from  time  to  time  on  the 
Grand  Treasui-er,  for  such  sums  as  he  may  need  to  defray  expense  of  printing,  postage, 
and  such  other  incidental  expenses  as  may  be  requisite  to  carry  out  the  true  intention 
of  this  resolution;  and  all  such  drafts  shall  be  a  good  voucher  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  in  the  settlement  of  his  accounts  with  the  Grand  Lodge.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  due  form  ;  and,  after  prayer  by  the 
M.  R.  Grand  Chaphiiu,  pj'o  ton.,  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  labor  in 
the  third  degree  of  Masonry. 

The  representatives  aforesaid,  presented  the  Returns  of  their  several 
Lodges  and  their  credentials  as  representatives,  and  took  their  seats 
accordingly. 

The  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  fol- 
lowing Annual  Address  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Philip  Masox,  with 
the  accompanying  documents,  which  were  read  and  laid  on  the  table  : 

Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge: — Another  Masonic  year  has  just  terminated, 
and  left  but  little  of  interest  to  record.  The  Craft  throughout  our  Masonic  jurisdic- 
tion are  traveling  the  even  tenor  of  their  way,  and  their  numbers  are  on  the  increase. 

Since  our  last  Annual  Communication  we  have  received  the  proceedings  of  a 
number  of  foreign  Grand  Lodges.  They  bespeak  a  general  advance  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  a  large  share  of  that  fraternal  feeling  so  characteristic  of  the  Order;  much 
valuable  and  interesting  matter  is  contained  in  them.  They  will  be  laid  before  you 
in  due  time  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  will  furnish  a  large  field  for  the  committee 
on  that  subject. 

I  must  again  be  indulged  while  I  call  your  attention  to  the  committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence.  It  is  through  this  committee  that  we  are  to  maintain  our  inter- 
course with  our  foreign  Brethren.  It  is  to  this  committee  that  we  look  for  what  is 
important  and  interesting  in  the  transactions  of  foreign  Grand  Lodges  in  cor- 
respondence with  us.  The  first  thing  sought  for  in  taking  up  a  Grand  Lodge  pro- 
ceeding is  the  report  of  its  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  How  thrilling 
and  interesting  when  we  find  a  full  and  elaborate  report  of  Masonic  events.  How 
chilling  when  we  find  a  lank,  lean  affair  as  is  too  often  the  case, — barely  saying 
that  "  we  have  examined  the  correspondence,  and  find  nothing  requiring  the  action 
of  this  Grand  Lodge.'*^  In  this  matter  we  have  some  worthy  examples  in  some  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  proceedings  of  last  year. 

The  defect  in  the  reports  of  this  committee  is  attributable  to  the  want  of  time. 
To  discharge  the  duties  of  the  committee  faithfully  during  the  sittings  of  the  Gratd 
Lodge,  would  employ  the  wiiole  time  of  the  meeting,  and  deprive  the  Lodge  of  the 
services  of  the  members  of  the  committee.  I  would  recommend  that  in  future  the 
committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  be  appointed  annually,  and  hold  over  until 
the  next  annual  meeting ;  and  from  time  to  time  let  all  foreign  communications  be 
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transmitted  to  tlie  chairman  of  said  committee,  and  the  committee  be  required  to 
report  at  the  next  meeting  after  their  appointment.  Let  such  a  report  as  can 
be  made  at  the  present  meeting  be  made  on  all  communications  now  on  hand;  and 
hereafter  pursue  the  plan  proposed. 

Bj  reference  to  the  document  herewith  accompanying,  marked  A,  it  will  be  seen, 
that  since  our  last  meeting  our  Brethren  in  Michigan  have  taken  steps  to  cure  the 
difSculties  under  which  they  labored.  It  is  now  hoped  that  all  differences  with  them 
are  at  an  end,  and  that  a  full  fraternal  fellowship  be  extended  to  them. 

Although  considerable  advancement  has  been  made  in  Masonic  intelligence 
■U'ithin  our  jurisdiction,  it  must  be  admitted  that  we  are  behind  the  age  in  which  we 
live.  The  most  prompt  and  efficient  measures  should  be  taken  to  enlarge  our  stock 
of  Masonic  intelligence.  Notwithstanding  the  limited  means  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
I  do  most  earnestly  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  appoint  a  Grand  Lecturer,  and 
endow  him  for  one  year  with  a  small  salary,  and  require  him  to  devote  as  much  of 
his  time  in  instructing  the  subordinate  Lodges  as  the  means  allowed  him  would 
justify.  No  doubt  is  entertained  that  if  this  course  be  adopted,  the  desire  of 
instruction  will  prompt  a  voluntary  contribution  on  the  part  of  the  subordinate 
Lodges ;  which,  together  with  the  amount  given  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  would  enable 
a  liberal  individual  to  visit  and  lecture  most  of  the  Lodges  in  a  year.  If  the  plan 
be  approved  and  adopted,  great  care  is  necessary  in  the  selection  of  an  individual. 
No  one  but  an  individual  known  for  his  moral  worth  and  sound  Masonic  intelligence 
should  be  selected  for  the  station.  The  Grand  Lecturer,  in  the  course  of  his  labors, 
copld  collect  a  mass  of  facts  and  matters  of  interest,  which  could  be  embodied  in  a 
report,  and  rendered  interesting  to  the  Fraternity. 

While  on  the  subject  of  Lectures,  I  cannot  help  recommending  the  importance 
and  advantages  that  would  result  from  well  delivered  lectures  in  the  Lodge  room 
on  the  practical  branches  of  science.  Our  ancient  Brethren  stand  highest  in  the 
scale  of  intelligence  and  usefulness.  Science  unfolds  the  human  mind,  and  enlarges 
cur  sphere  of  understanding,  and  fits  man  for  usefulness  in  all  the  walks  of  life. 

The  erection  of  neat  JMasonic  domicils  in  each  village  where  we  have  a  Lodge 
would  add  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  Craft.  A  well  selected 
site,  and  the  erection  of  a  well  arranged  building,  the  lower  room  used  as  a  schoul- 
roora,  church  or  town-hall,  supported  by  a  virtuous  and  enlightened  Body  of  Mrsons, 
would  be  but  carrying  out  those  great  principles  embodied  in  our  Masonic  Ritual. 
The  foregoing  objects  accomplished,  the  Fraternity  would  be  a  living  witness  of  the 
utility  of  the  Masonic  Craftsman,  and  the  admiration  of  the  intelligent  and  good. 

I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  printing  a  larger  number  than  heretofore  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  Proceedings,  and  furnishing  at  least  half  a  dozen  copies  to  each  of  the 
subordinate  Lodges,  thereby  enlarging  the  means  of  obtaining  Masonic  information 
by  the  Brethren,  and  becoming  acquainted  with  the  events  passing  in  the  Masonic 
world. 

In  the  printed  Proceedings  of  last  year,  may  be  found  a  resolution  authorising 
Liberty  Lodge  to  resume  her  labors  under  certain  provisions.  Said  provisions  have 
so  far  been  complied  with,  and  she  is  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  Lodge.  For 
particulars,  see  the  paper  herewith  accompanying,  marked  B. 

We  have  much  reason  to  return  our  most  sincere  and  unfeigned  thanks  to 
the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  universe  for  his  continued  mercies.  We  have  not  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  dear  and  important  friends,  or  the  deprivation  of  any  of  those 
free  privileges  which  are  so  essential  to  our  happiness  and  well  being;  but  on  the 
contrai'y,  we  are  in  possession  of  all  the  common  wants  of  our  nature,  and  the 
28 
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means  of  improving  our  moral  and  intellectual  natures ;  for  -wliich  let  lis  give  thanks 
to  Him  who  governs  all  things — the  Great  I  Am. 

To  close,  accept  my  humble  thanks  for  the  long  continued  confidence  manifested 
toAvard  me  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Fraternity  through  the  State — accept,  also 
my  best  wishes  for  the  future  prosperity  and  welfare  of  the  Craft,  while  I  again  re- 
fer you  to  a  former  Valedictory.  Domestic  cares,  and  health  somewhat  impaired, 
prevent  my  being  with  you.

Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  number  of  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  be  annually  distributed  to  the  several  subordinate  Lodges, 
be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  appointment  of  a  committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence — to  continue  in  session  in  vacation,  and  report  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Lodge — be  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Calhoun, 
McOune  and  ^leClellan. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  appointment  of  a  Grand  Lecturer,  be 
referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Donnellan,  Burke  and  Pratt. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  erection  of  Masonic  domicils,  be  referred 
to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Pepper,  Barrell  and  Menaugh. 

On  motion  of  Brother  CnimhaKgh,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  has  deemed  it  expedient  to  invite  our  worthy 
Brother  Samuel  Reed,  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  to  be  present  with  us 
during  our  present  Annual  Communication  :    Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Reed  be  introduced  to  the  Brethren,  and  provided  with  an 
appropriate  seat;  and  that  he  also  be  invited  to  participate  with  us  iu  our  delibera 
tions  during  the  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 
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Whereupon,  Brother  Reed  (after  the  ceremony  of  introduction)  returned 
thanks  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  an  appropriate  address,  for  the  honor  con- 
ferred on  him  b}-  the  resolution,  and  was  seated  on  the  left  of  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  a  communication  from 
Liberty  Lodge,  desiring  a  surrender  of  their  Charter  and  jewels  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 

The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  communication 
from  Brother  Levi  Sparks,  stating  that  Blazing  Star  Lodge  had  been  in- 
stalled by  him,  on  the  15th  inst.,  by  order  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master. 
Also,  a  communication  from  Brother  Marmaduke  Coffin,  stating  that  he 
had,  by  order  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  installed  the  officers  of  Wash- 
ington Lodge,  No.  13.  Also,  a  communication  from  Brother  Ferry, 
stating  that  in  pursuance  of  orders  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  he  had 
duly  installed  the  officers  of  Burns  Lodge,  No.  55.  All  of  which  were 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  a  communication  from 
Brother  Bazil  D.  Cruikshanks,  Editor  of  the  Masonic  Mirror,  returning 
his  thanks  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  and  for  the  patronage  he  had 
received  at  their  hands,  and  requesting  a  future  support;  also,  accompanied 
with  several  numbers  of  the  Mirror  for  the  current  year,  as  specimens 
of  the  work.

The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  communication 
from  the  M.  R.  Grand  Chaplain,  stating  that  he  had  been  deprived  of  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  with  the  Grand  Lodge  by  severe  indisposition;  which 
was  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Stanton,  Johnson  and 
Bowen. 

Brother  Ferry  returned  the  notes  of  Daniel  Kelso,  being  unable  to  col- 
lect them.  The  notes  were  then  placed  in  the  hands  of  Brother  Alexander 
Downey,  of  Rising  Sun,  with  instructions  to  exercise  his  own  discretion 
as  to  the  mode  of  attempting  to  collect  the  same. 

The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  communication 
from  Brother  Willoughby,  of  St.  Joseph's  Lodge,  No.  45,  alleging  that 
the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge  were,  in  their  operation,  inconsistent  with  the 
spirit  and  usages  of  3Lasonry ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Dispensations. 

The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  statement  of  ex- 
pulsions by  Wayne  Lodge,  No.  25,  since  the  last  Annual  Grand  Commu- 
Dication  j  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 
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The  Grand  Secretary -reported  that  he  had  furnished  Brother  William 
Marshall  with  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  specifications  preferred  against 
him  at  the  last  Grand  Communication,  and  also  laid  before  the  Grand 
Lodge  the  written  answer  of  lirother  Marshall  to  said  charges ;  which 
were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  that,  since  the  last  Annual  Grand  Com- 
munication, the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  had  issued  Dispensations  to  hold 
Lodges  at  Thorntown,  Napoleon,  Goshen,  and  Harrison.  Whereupon,  the 
petitions  for  said  Lodges  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Dispensations. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  nine 
o'clock.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. 
E.  W.,  Isaac  Bartlett,  D.  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Caleb  B.  Smith,  the  representative  from  Warren  Lodge,  No.  15, 
and  G.  P.  Gentry,  from  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  54,  appeared  and  took  their 
seats  as  such. 

Brother  Stanton,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  commu- 
nication of  the  M.  B.  Grand  Chaplain,  reported  the  following  preamble 
and  resolutions,  which  were  read  and  laid  on  the  table : 

Whereas,  It  has  been  represented  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  M.  E.  Draper 
Chipman,  Grand  Cliaplain  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  is  uaable,  on  account  of  ill  health, 
to  attend  this  present  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge:  And  whereas,  it  has  been  made 
known  to  us,  that  said  Draper  Chipman  is  a  worthy  man — much  devoted  to  the  cause 
of  Masonry,  but  of  limited  means  as  regards  "this  world's  goods;"  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  do  allow  and  pay  to  Brother  Chipman,  the  amount 
of  the  fees  he  would  have  been  entitled  to,  had  he  visited  this  Grand  Communication. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  transmit  to  Brother  Chipman 
the  aforesaid  amount,  together  with  a  copy  of  these  resolutions. 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  present  case,  shall  not  here- 
after be  considered  as  a  precedent  on  similar  cases. 

Brother  HazeJrigg  oifered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read  and 
laid  on  the  table  : 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  adopted  at  the  Annual  Grand 
Communication  of  1818 — declaring  it  to  be  improper  for  subordinate  Lodges  work- 
ing under  its  jurisdiction,  to  publish  the  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a  member — be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded;  and  that,  hereafter,  it  shall  be  left  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  whether  they  will  publish  suspensions  or  expulsions, 
or  not. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Stanton,  Brothers  Schmidlapp,  Watts  and  Burke 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  having  a 
public  celebration  and  installation. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Watts,  the  committee  on  Finance  were  instructed 
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to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  reducing  the  initiating  fee,  from  two  dol- 
lars to  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ;  also,  the  Grand  Lodge  dues,  from  seventy- 
five  cents  io  fift}/  cents. 

Brother  3IcCune,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  Annual  Address  as  relates  to  the  appointment  of  a  committee  on  Cor- 
respondence, reported  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  read  and  laid 
on  the  table  : 

Resolved,  That  a  standing  committee  on  Correspondence  be  appointed,  to  consist 
of  one  member,  to  continue  in  otBce  one  year  and  until  liis  successor  is  duly 
appointed  and  qualified — to  wlioni  sliall  be  referred,  from  time  to  time  during  vaca- 
tion, as  well  as  during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  all  foreign  communications 
and  corresijondence;  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  committee  to  attend 
to  such  correspondence,  and  report  his  proceedings  annually  at  each  regular  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  next  succeeding  his  appointment. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  requested 
to  furnish  said  committee  the  foreign  communications  and  correspondence  as  they 
may  come  to  hand,  to  enable  said  committee  to  attend  to  the  same. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — E..  W.,  Isaac  Bart- 
LETT,  D.  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Burlce,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject 
of  a  public  celebration,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and 
concurred  in : 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  time  is  too  short,  to  make  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  a  public  installation,  as  also  for  an  orator  to  pVepare  himself  for 
an  occasion  of  the  kind.  Therefore,  your  committee  take  great  pleasure  in  unani- 
mously recommending  the  tnexpediency  of  a  public  installation  at  the  present  ses- 
sion of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee,  therefore,  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the 
further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

Brother  Ferry,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  :

Resolved,  That  all  further  proceedings  against  Brother  Marshall  be  suspended 
until  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be 
directed  to  appoint  an  agent  to  make  settlement  with  Brother  Marshall — if  he  should 
ask  for  such  settlement  us  named  in  his  communication. 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Marshall  be  informed  of  the  adoption  of  this  resolution; 
and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  report  at  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Ilazchigg,  the  resolution  offered  by  him,  in  rela- 
tion to  rescinding  the  resolution  of  1818  on  the   subject  of  publishing 
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expulsions  and  suspensions  by  subordinate  Lodges,  was  taken  up  and 
adopted. 

Brother  Johmon  moved  the  reconsideration  of  the  vote  just  had  on  the 
resolution  last  named  ;  and  after  some  discussion,  and  before  the  question 
was  taken,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  nine 
o'clock.

Brother  Ferry,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  commu- 
nication from  Liberty  Lodge,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read 
and  concurred  in : 

After  examining  the  communication  from  Liberty  Lodge,  No.  35,  and  finding  that 
they  have  concluded  to  dissolve  and  give  up  their  jewels  and  effects,  your  committee 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Lewis  Burlce  be  requested  to  take  possession  of  the  jewels 
and  etfects  of  said  Liberty  Lodge,  No.  35,  and  transmit  them  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Brother  Pepper,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  Annual  Address  as  relates  to  the  erection  of  Masonic  domicils,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  the  committee  discharged  : 

That  the  thoughts  bestowed  upon  the  subject  have  produced  a  conviction,  that 
where  Lodges  can, .by  donations,  contributions  or  otherwise,  raise  the  means  without 
serious  embarassment,  it  will  be  highly  commendable  to  erect  Masonic  Halls  suited 
to  the  accomodation  of  the  work.  As  to  the  best  plan  on  which  to  build,  your  com- 
mittee can  think  of  none  better  adapted  to  considerations  of  economy  and  con- 
venience, than  connecting  them  with  church  houses,  seminaries  or  school  houses, — 
as  recommended  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master. 

That  the  founding  of  Masonic  domicils  in  our  towns  and  villages,  would  encourage 
the  Craft  in  its  onward  progress, — would  enhance  the  value  of  property  wherever 
they  were  reared, — would  greatly  contribute  to  the  security  and  convenience  of  the 
work  in  subordinate  Lodges, — would  fortify  them  against  many  difficulties,  real  or 
apprehended,  and,  in  some  sort,  meliorate  the  state  and  condition  of  society, — your 
committee  can  not  doubt.

On  motion  of  Brother  Johnson,  A\^ayne  Lodge,  No.  25,  was  granted  until 
the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication,  to  pay  its  dues  for  the  year  1844. 

Brother  Menaugh  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  which 
was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Dispensations  : 

■Whereas,  Lafayette  Lodge,  No.  28,  at  Shelbyville,  has  forfeited  all  its  privileges 
as  a  Lodge,  but  is  now  desirous  of  resuming  its  labors;    therefore. 

Resolved,  That  upon  said  Lodge  presenting  to  the  Grand  Secretary  its  Charter,  he 
shall  indorse  thereon  a  memorandum  giving  it  authority  to  resume  labor  'rom  the 
date  of  such  endoi'.^ement ;  and  that  all  former  dues  are  hereby  cancelled:  Provided, 
that  the  fees  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  (as  in  cases  of  the  Dispensations  being  issued), 
be  first  paid.

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The  Grand  Secretary  would  further  report,  that  he  has  not  succeeded  in  settling 
the  claims  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  a  building  in  Corydon ;  but  hopes  to  do  so,  by  the 
close  of  the  present  year.  The  title  of  Pisgah  Lodge  being  considered  defective  by 
those  claiming  the  property,  will  render  such  settlement  diiScult,  it  is  apprehended, 
upon  any  just  terms  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Secretary  gave  an  order  to  Rockville  Lodge,  upon  the  late  Clinton 
Lodge,  for  their  jewels  forfeited  to  this  Grand  Lodge;  but  they  did  not  receive  them, 
as  they  wore  found  to  be  of  no  value. 

Brother  Morris,  from  tlie  committee  to  whom  was  delegated  (by  a  reso- 
lution of  the  last  Grand  Lodge)  authority  to  purchase  a  Lot  of  ground 
suitable  for  the  erection  of  a  Grand  Masonic  Hall,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

The  committee  have,  during  the  last  year,  made  many  examinations  of  property, 
both  collectively  and  individually,  with  a  view  to  a  purchase;  but  have  not,  as  yet, 
closed  a  contract  for  any.  The  reason  is,  the  amount  required  to  be  paid  in  hand  by 
owners,  was  more  than  the  means  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee  would, 
however,  report  the  property  they  preferred,  among  that  offered  for  sale : 

Their  first  choice,  is  a  lot  of  29J  feet  front  on  Washington  street,  above  Bates' 
point  store  house,  on  same  side  of  street,  and  running  back  to  Virginia  avenue 
— owned  by  Mr.  Brister.  The  price  of  this,  for  cash  in  hand,  and  no  other  terms 
■will  be  given,  is  §1,800  GO. 

The  second,  is  a  Lot  opposite,  owned  by  Messrs.  D.  Williams  &  John  Wilkins,  44 
feet;— price  $2,400. 

The  third,  is  a  whole  Lot,  71  feet,  covered  with  buildings,  immediately  west 
of  the  Post  Office,  owned  by  Messrs.  Bates  &  A.  F.  Morrison — price  §100  00  per  foot. 

For  the  last  named  Lot,  credits  would  be  given.  This  Lot  is  among  the  most 
valuable  in  the  city,  and  would  now  rent  for  more  than  six  per  cent,  on  the  money ; 
yet  your  committee  deem  the  price  over  the  means  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  They  there- 
fore report  the  facts,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  may  take  such  further  order  on  the  sub- 
ject as  they  may  deem  best. 

Your  committee  would  remark,  however,  that  they  did  not  go  off  the  business 
streets  and  the  business  part  of  it  for  selections, — having  settled  it  in  their  minds, 
that  if  the  Grand  Lodge  purchased  property,  it  ought  to  be  that  kind,  the  first  story 
of  which  would  readily  rent  at  good  prices,  thereby  being  productive  to  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  subject,  and  request  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  appoint  a  committee  of  five  members,  to 
examine  tlie  property  referred  to  in  tliis  report,  and  such  other  property  as  may  be 
offered  for  their  examination  ;  and  that  they  be  clothed  with  all  the  powers  of  this 
committee;  and  that  they  report  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  before  the  closing  of  the  pre- 
sent session. 

AV'^hereupon,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  appointed  Brothers  Donuellan, 
Stanton,  Pratt,  Ellsworth  and  Whitman  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Whitman,  the  dues  of  Springfield  Lodge,  No.  43, 
were  remitted  said  Lodge. 

Brother  Stanton,  from  the  committee  on  Dispensations,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 
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First, — That  no  Charters  or  papers  relative  to  Lodges  ■working  under  Charters 
have  been  handed  to  the  committee. 

Secondly, — That  in  the  workings  of  P.ockville  Lodge,  (U.  D.),  they  find  the  pro- 
ceedings to  be  correct — except  that,  in  closing  the  Lodge,  the  Secretary  has  recorded 
the  word  "adjourned,"  instead  of  the  -^ or d  closed  in  peace  and  harmony.  Their 
By-Laws  are  all  correct.  Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  said  Rockville  Lodge,  as  Farlte  Lodge,  No.  8; 
and  that  Brother  Peter  Q.  Stryker  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  John  Briygs  the 
Senior  Warden,  and  Seha  H.  Case,  the  Junior  Warden. 

Thirdly, — That  the  workings  of  Williamsport  Lodge  are  correct,  as  also  their  By- 
Laws.  Your  committee  would  recommend,  that  their  Dispensation  be  renewed  to 
them  as  they  request. 

Fourthly, — The  proceedings  of  Thorntown  Lodge  are  correct;  but  they  have  a 
By-Law  which  allows  the  expulsion  of  a  member  to  be  published  before  the  consent 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  obtained;  which  provision  is  contrary  to  a  resolution  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  passed  in  1818,  and  re-enforced  in  1842.  Your  committee  would 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  said  Lodge,  as  Thornton  Lodge,  No.  9;  and 
that  Brother  Harvey  G.  Hazelrigg  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  Silas  S.  White,  the 
Senior  Warden,  and  Joseph  D.  Davis,  jr.,  the  Junior  Warden.  And  that  said  Lodge 
be  directed  to  make  their  By-Laws,  in  the  above  mentioned  particulars  conform  to 
the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Fifthl}', — The  workings  of  Attica  Lodge  are  correct.  No  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge 
were  shown  to  the  committee;  but  their  By-Laws,  it  is  understood,  are  in  the  hands 
of  the  Grand  Secretarj-,  and  are  considered  correct.  Your  committee,  (in  view  of 
the  expenses  incurred  by  said  Lodge,  borne,  too,  principally  by  a  few  spirited  Ma- 
sons), would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  (on  a  credit  of  one  year)  to  said  Lodge, 
as  Attica  Lodge,  No.  18:  that  Brother  William  Crumpton  be  the  first  Master  thereof, 
Samuel  Coleman,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  James  Hilton,  the  Junior  Warden. 

Sixthly, — The  workings  of  Napoleon  Lodge  are  correct,  as  also  its  By-Laws. 
Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  re- 
solution : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  said  Lodge,  as  Napoleon  Lodge,  No.  10; 
and  that  Brother  David  Lixuley  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  John  S.  3IcIIasson,  the 
Senior  Warden,  and  Aaron  Culver,  the  Junior  Warden. 

Seventhly, — The  workings  of  Goshen  Lodge  are  correct;  we  find,  however,  the 
following  in  Article  5,  Section  2:  "Every  candidate  for  initiation,  passing  or 
raising,  must  be  admitted  to  each  degree,  by  a  ballot  in  that  degree;"  which  provi- 
sion is  wrong.  AVe  recommend,  that  they  amend  this  provision,  so  as  to  conform 
■with  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee  also  recommend  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved.  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  said  Lodge,  as  Goshen  Lodge,  No.  12;  and 
that  Brother  E.  Brown  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  L.  W.  II.  Ellis,  the  Senior  Warden, 
and  Azel  Skinner,  the  Junior  Warden. 

Eighthly, — The  workings  of  Kuightstown  Lodge  are  generally  correct;  but  they 
are  sometimes  informal  in  the  manner  of  opening  and  closing.      We  are  of  opinion, 
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that  the  By-Laws  are  incorrect,  in  Articles  4  and  22;  -which  Articles  are  hereby 
made  a  part  of  this  report  for  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  In  the  minutes  of 
said  Lodge,  dated  February  21,  1845,  we  find  that  said  Lodge  has  declared  Brother 
Joseph  M.  Whitesell  elected  Treasurer  in  place  of  Daniel  Mason,  resigned.  This  we 
deem  incorrect — an  appointment  should  have  been  made  instead  of  an  election. 
Tour  committee  recommend,  that  said  Lodge  be  directed  to  amend  their  4th  Article, 
above  referred  to,  so  that  all  vacancies  shall  be  filled  semi-anmially  only ;  also,  strike 
out  all  that  part  relating  to  fines  upon  members ;  also,  that  they  so  amend  the  22d 
Article,  that  it  will  require  the  full  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  to  be  paid  before  the  first 
degree  is  conferred.     We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  a  Charter  be  granted  said  Lodge,  as  Golden  Rule  Lodge,  No.  16; 
and  that  Brother  George  C.  McCuxe  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  George  Davis,  the 
Senior  Warden,  and  Jacob  B.  Allspaugh,  the  Junior  Warden. 

Ninthly, — We  have  had  under  consideration  the  workings  and  By-Laws  of  White- 
water Lodge,  and  feel  constrained  to  say  that  the  record  of  the  workings  are  very 
informal.  We  therefore  recommend  that  Brother  Abel  C.  Pepper,  who  resides  in  the 
vicinity  be  requested  by  the  Grand  Master  to  assist  said  Lodge  in  forming  their  By- 
Laws.     With  this  provision,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  said  Lodge,  as  Harrison  Lodge,  No.  17;  and 
that  Brother  William  T.  Hi.xksox  be  the  first  Master  thereof,  George  Oiler,  the  Senior 
Warden,  and  Emanuel  Wiihers,  the  Junior  Warden. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — R.  W.,  Isaac  Bart- 
LETT,  D.  G.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Pratt,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
Annual  Address  as  relates  to  the  appointment  of  a  Grand  Lecturer,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  laid  on  the  table  : 

The  committee  have  bestowed  upon  the  subject  referred  to  them,  as  much  delibe- 
ration as  their  limited  time  would  allow.  There  is  much  of  humiliatiLg  truth  in 
the  remark  of  the  JL  W.  Grand  Master — "  that  we  are  behind  the  age  in  which  we 
live,  in  respect  to  the  amount  of  Masonic  intelligence  within  our  jurisdiction." 
While  evidences  of  the  increasing  favor  of  Masonry  in  the  community  are  multi- 
plying daily,  and  while,  in  some  parts  of  our  jurisdiction,  unexampled  accessions 
are  making  to  our  numbers,  it  seems  meet  and  proper  to  the  committee  that  corres- 
ponding efforts  should  be  made  to  render  our  Institution  more  worthy  of  the  gener- 
ous favor  extended  toward  her,  by  elevating  the  standard  of  Masonic  intelligence 
in  the  subordinate  Lodges,  by  an  infusion  of  greater  zeal,  and  by  the  correction  of 
irregularities  in  their  modes  of  working.  It  seems  to  the  committee  that  no  better 
method  of  effecting  these  desirable  objects  can  be  pointed  out,  than  that  recom- 
mended in  the  Address.  The  labors  of  a  competent  Grand  Lecturer,  such  as  is  re- 
commended by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  would  go  far  to  harmonize  the  difference  in 
the  modes  of  Labor  prevailing  in  the  different  Lodges,  produce  uniformity,  and  re- 
establish ancient  landmarks, — an  object, -in  the  estimation  of  the  committee,  of 
paramount  importance.  It  is  not  doubted  that  the  Lodges  would  hail  with  pleasure 
the  approach  of  such  an  instructor,  and  contribute  liberally  for  his  pay. 
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In  accordance,  therefore,  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Address,  the  committee 
report  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  do  appoint  a  Grand  Lecturer,  to  hold  his  office  for 

one  year  from  Iiis  appointment,  at  a  salary  of  dollars, — whose  duty   it  shall 

be  to  visit,  advise  with,  and  instruct  as  many  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  within  this 
jurisdiction,  as  in  his  power  to  do,  selecting  those  most  requiring  aid. 

Resolved,  That  tlie  subordinate  Lodges  so  visited,  be  requested  to  contribute  liberal 
quotas  for  the  compensation  of  such  Grand  Lecturer. 

Brother  Stanton,  from  the  committee  on  Dispensations,  submitted  the 
following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

Your  committee  have  considered  the  subject  of  the  resolution  referred  to  them, 
and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Lafayette  Lodge,  No.  28,  upon  complying  with  the  standing  Rule 
of  Grand  lodge,  have  leave  to  resume  labor, — holding  their  regular  communications 
in  Shelby ville,  instead  of  alternately  at  Shelby ville  and  Hanover;  and  that 
Brother  Stephen  D.  Ludlow  be  appointed  AVorshipful  Master  thereof,  William 
Hacker,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  James  Elliott,  the  Junior  Warden;  and  that  all  for- 
mer dues  are  hereby  remitted  to  said  Lodge  :  Provided,  that  the  fee  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  for  Dispensation,  be  paid  by  the  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  McClelland,  Winchester  Lodge,  No.  56,  was 
allowed  until  the  next  Grand  Communication  to  pay  the  balance  due  on 
her  Charter. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  on  to-morrow,  at  two  o'clock  P.  M.,  this  Grand  Lodge  will  publicly 
install  her  officers  for  the  ensuing  3'ear;  and  that  Brothers  Donnellan  and  Ballard 
be  appointed  a  committee  to  procure  an  Orator  for  the  occasion,  and  make  all  other 
suitable  arrangements. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Grand  Officers  for 
the  ensuing  twelve  months  ;  Brothers  Pratt  and  Stanton  acting  as  tellers. 
"Whereupon,  the  ballots  being  taken,  the  following  Brethren  were  found  to 
be  duly  elected  to  the  offices  affixed  to  their  names  respectively,  to-wit:

The  Grand  Lodge  then  proceeded  to  the  selection  of  a  site  for  the  next 
Annual  Grand  Communication  ;  whereupon,  it  was  decided  by  ballot,  that 
Indianapolis  should  be  the  place  of  the  next  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  eight 
o'clock.  IS AA^  BARTLETT,  G.  Master,  pro  tem.

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  eight  o'clock,  A.  M. 
R.  W.,  Isaac  Bartlett,  D.  Gr.  M.,  presiding. 

Brother  Whitman,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  make  arrangements 
for  a  public  installation  of  the  Grand  Officers  elect  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  con- 
curred in : 

Tour  committee  have  attended  to  tlie  duty  assigned  them.  The  Trustees  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  have  kindly  tendered  to  the  .Grand  Lodge  the  use 
of  their  house  for  the  occasion.  The  committee  have  waited  on  Ex-Governor 
Brother  David  Wallace,  with  the  request  that  he  would  deliver  an  Oration,  to  which 
he  kindly  consented.  Your  committee  have  also  procured  the  services  of  the  Indiana- 
polis Band;  and  have  appointed  Brother  A.  W.  iSIorris  to  act  as  Grand  Marshal, 
with  full  power  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  respecting  the  procession. 
Brother  Fisher  has  been  appointed  Grand  Chaplain;  and  Brother  Martin,  Master 
of  Ceremonies. 

Brother  Cncmhauffh,  from  the  committee  on  Finance,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  your 
•committee  find,  that  during  the  financial  year  just  closed,  beginning  in  IMay,  1844, 
and  ending  on  the  26th  of  May,  1845,  he  has  received  the  sum  of  $990  03.  And 
that  he  has  vouchers,  as  presented  in  his  report,  of  having  disbursed  to  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  the  sum  of  $990  63.  So  that,  at  the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year, 
there  remains  nothing  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

We  also  find,  upon  examination  of  the  Grand  Treasurer's  books  and  papers,  that 
there  was  a  balance  remaining  in  his  hands  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  in  May, 
1844,— as  will  be  seen  by  a  reference  to  the  last  annual  report, — amounting  to 
$121  19.  Since  that  time  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  26th  of  May, 
1845,  he  has  received  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  §990  63;  showing  the  aggregate 
amount  of  all  the  moneys  remaining  in  his  hands,  and  received  by  him  during  the 
present  year,  to  be  $1,111  83.  We  further  find,  that  he  has  disbursed,  by  the  proper 
warrants  from  the  Grand  Secretary,  the  sum  of  §883  69;  leaving  a  balance  in  the 
hands  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  of  $228  13. 

In  closing  this  report,  your  committee  can  not  refrain  from  the  expression  of  their 
highest  pleasure  at  the  exact  harmony  and  correspondence  presented  in  the  accounts 
between  those  two  important  ofiicei's  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  They  would  furthermore 
express  their  conviction,  that  the  financial  department  of  this  Grand  Lodge — which 
has,  upon  former  occasions,  been  so  badly  managed — is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
most  competent  and  trustworthy  stewards.  Every  institution  is  dependent  upon, 
and  must  be  sustained  by  adequate  pecuniary  means;  and  it  is  upon  the  faithful 
keeping  and  disbursement  of  its  revenue  that  it  greatly  depends  for  its  healthy 
existence  and  progressive  prosperity.  It  has,  therefore,  been  a  source  of  the  highest 
gratification  to  your  committee,  to  observe  the  precise  correspondence  between  the 
books  and  papers  respectively,  of  your  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer;  and 
while  such  a  state  of  things  exists,  the  high  approval  and  esteem  of  this  Graud  Lodge 
can  not  be  withheld. 
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On  motion  of  Brother  Chandler,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

J?esolved,  That  the  fourth  Monday  of  May  next  be  fixed  as  the  day  of  the  meeting 
of  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  tliis  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Johnson,  the  Grand  Lodge  resolved  to  close  on 
to-morrow  (Friday),  May  30th,  1845 

On  motion  of  Brother  Chandler,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That,  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby  required  to  prepare  for 
and  superintend  the  printing  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  present  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge;  and  that,  in  malting  up  the  copy  for  publication,  the  names  and  numbers  of 
the  Lodges,  the  places  of  their  location,  and  their  regular  time  of  meeting,  with  the 
names  of  the  Masters  and  Wardens  and  number  of  members,  be  appended  thereto. 
In  making  a  contract  for  the  printing,  he  shall  give  notice  to  receive  sealed  pro- 
posals for  doing  the  same, — and  give  the  printing  to  the  lowest  bidder,  havii»g 
regard  to  neatness  and  responsibility. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Pepper,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  M.  AV.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entertaining  the  high- 
est regard  for  the  late  worthy  Grand  Master,  Brother  Philip  Mason ;  and  remember- 
ing witli  pleasure  the  long  and  valuable  services  which  he  has  rendered  to  this 
Grand  Lodge:  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
tendered  to  our  worthy  Brother,  the  M.  W.,  Philip  Mason,  for  the  able,  dignified 
and  useful  manner  in  which  he  has  presided  over  the  deliberations  of  this  Grandj^ 
Lodge,  and  administered  its  government  for  several  years.  And  that  the  Grand 
Secretary  transmit  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  Brother  Mason,  under  the  seal  of 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Calhoun,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Charters  of  Morning  Star  Lodge,  No.  42,  at  Rushville,  and 
INIason  Lodge,  No.  49,  at  Valparaiso  be  arrested;  and  that  the  jewels  and  properly 
be  taken  possession  of  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  And  that  the  Grand  Secretary  carry 
into  eii'ect  this  resolution — by  himself  or  such  agent  as  he  may  appoint. 

On  motion  of  Brother  BaUlngedl,  a  further  time  of  twelve  months  was 
allowed  on  the  jewels  purchased  by  Brother  D.  Kilgore. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Chandler,  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  Grand 
Communication — recommending  to  each  subordinate  Lodge  the  adoption 
of  By-Laws  prohibiting  the  initiation  and  the  conferring  of  more  than  one 
degree  upon  the  same  candidate  in  less  time  than  one  month — was  so 
amended  as  to  add  the  words,  sinless  in  case  of  emergency. 

Brother  McCune  gave  notice  of  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Grand 
Constitution,  so  that  the  provision  which  now  requires  the  payment  of  the 
whole  amount  of  the  fee  (fifteen  dollars)  hefore  the  initiation  of  the  candi- 
date, be  so  altered  as  to  allow  subordinate  Lodges  the  discretionary  right 
of  receiving  the  same  in  installments  or  otherwise,  as  their  By-Laws  may 
direct :  Provided,  that  at  least  fifteen  dollars  shall  be  paid  before  the  three 
degrees  are  conferred  on  any  candidate. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Stanton,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 
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Rpsohed,  That,  it  is  tlie  unanimous  sense  of  this  Gracd  Lodge,  that  a  suspenfled 
member  of  a  subordinate  Lodge,  is  not  chargeable  with  dues  during  tlie  time  of  his 
suspension. 

Brother  Burke  gave  notice  that  he  would  move  to  amend  the  Grand 
Constitution,  so  that  Lodges  should  be  exempt  from  paying  dues  on  Min- 
isters of  the  Gospel,  regularly  ordained  as  silch. 

On  motion  of  Brother  McCune,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  appointment  of  a  standing  committee  on  Correspondence  to  act 
in  vacation,  was  taken  up ;  and,  after  being  so  amended  as  to  make  the 
committee  consist  of  but  one  member,  and  that  no  act  or  report  of  the 
committee  should  bind  the  Grand  Lodge  further  than  the  same  should  be 
subsequently  confirmed, — the  report  was  concurred  in,  and'  Brother  A.  W. 
Morris,  of  Indianapolis,  was  appointed  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Ilazelrigg^  the  resolution  on  the  subject  of  rescind- 
ing the  resolution  of  1818  (prohibiting  the  publication  of  expelled  or  sus- 
pended Masons)  was  taken  up  and  amended,  by  adding — ^^  Provided,  that 
no  publication  shall  be  made  within  ten  days  after  such  sentence  of  sus- 
pension or  expulsion,  and  that  no  appeal  is  taken  within  that  time."  The 
resolution,  as  amended,  was  then  adopted. — (^-Af/es,  21  ;  JVoes,  15.) 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon. 


Two  o'clock,  p.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. — R.  W.,  Isaac  B art- 
Lett,  D.  G.  M.,  presiding. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  and  in  pur- 
suance of  a  public  notice,  repaired  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and 
in  the  presence  of  a  large  and  respectable  audience,  the  installation  of  its 
officers  took  place,  in  an  imposing  manner.  P.  G.  M.,  Caleb  B.  Smith 
delivered  the  charge,  most  impressively;  P.  G.  M.,  John  B.  Martin  acting 
as  Master  of  Ceremonies.  After  which,  the  audience  and  Brethren  were 
addressed  by  Brother  C.  B.  Smith,  in  a  thrilling  and  eloquent  manner,  in 
defence  of  Masonry.  (Brother  Wallace,  the  Orator  selected,  being  taken 
suddenly  ill,  could  not  attend.)  The  Grand  Lodge  then  returned  in  pro- 
cession to  the  Hall,  and  was  called  to  labor  again. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Crumbmigli,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  tendered  to  P.  G.  ^L,  Caleb  B. 
Smith,  for  his  very  able  and  appropriate  Address ;  and  that  he  be  requested,  if  pos- 
sible, to  furnish  a  copy  or  synopsis  thereof,  for  publication  in  the  Masonic  Mirror, 
published  at  Maysville,  Ky. ;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  procure  one  hundred 
copies  of  the  number  containing  it,  for  distribution  to  the  several  Lodges  and  Grand 
Officers. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Stanton,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  tendered  to  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  for  their  uniform  kindnes.s  in  opening  their  large  house  to  us. 
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Resolved,  That  our  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  Indianapolis  Band  for  their  excel- 
lent music  on  this  occasion. 

Brother  Johnson  submitted  the  following  as  an  amendment  to  the  Grand 
Constitution,  which  lies  over  until  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication  : 

Resolved,  That  on  the  nest  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Loclfre,  the 
clause  of  the  Grand  Constitution  which  provides  for  balloting  for  a  site  for  the 
Grand  Lodjre,  be  repealed ;  and  that  from  thenceforth,  the  Grand  Lodge  be  per- 
manently located  at  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Brother  Doinicy^  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  concurred  in : 

Since  the  last 'Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  there  have  been  re- 
ceived Journals  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Kentucky,  Ohio,  New 
York,  Massachusetts,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Maine,  Tennessee,  Maryland,  Con- 
necticut, llhode  Island,  New  Hampshire,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Mississippi,  Arkansas, 
Michigan,  Florida,  Iowa,  Wisconsin  and  the  Republic  of  Texas,  and  also  communi- 
cations from  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  New  Jersey  and  Michi- 
gan containing  the  names  of  the  officers  for  the  present  year.  The  committee  have 
been  greatly  gratified  by  the  cursory  examination  which  they  have  been  able  to  give 
the  documents  before  them, — gratified  that  other  Grand  Lodges  have  been  so  kind  as 
to  forward  to  us  the  valuable  information  contained  in  their  proceedings, — more 
gratified  to  leai-n  that  nothing  has  occured,  since  our  last  Annual  Communication, 
to  mar  or  disturb  the  universal  peace  and  harmony  which  has  at  all  times  pervaded 
the  Brotherhood,  and  most  gi-atified,  that  these  proceedings  bring  intelligence  of  the 
onward  march  of  Masonry,  and  that  in  our  beloved  Republic,  from  East  to  West,  and 
between  the  North  and  the  South  are  Masons  to  be  found. 

The  committee  have  to  make  the  too  common  excuse  for  the  want  of  a  more 
extended  report  on  this  subject,  that  the  limited  time  allowed  them,  is  entirely 
insufficient  to  enable  them  to  examine,  digest  and  report,  even  the  more  material  and 
interesting  parts  of  our  foreign  correspondence. 

Kentucky. — The  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  our  sister  State,  Kentucky, 
show  that  the  Craft  in  that  State  are  in  a  sound  and  flourishing  condition.  We 
find  in  these  Proceedings  a  short  valedictory  address  from  the  M.  W.  Leander  M. 
Cox,  which,  for  high-toned  morality,  is  not  surpassed  by  anything  before  us.  We 
can  not  refrain  from  making  a  short  quotation  from  it:  "Brethren,  the  ofiicial  rela- 
tion which  I  have  borne  to  you  for  several  years,  passing  through  all  the  gradations, 
from  Junior  Grand  Warden  to  the  highest  station  known  to  the  Order,  has  been  dis- 
solved by  efflux  of  time,  and  I  this  day  take  my  official  leave  of  you,  with  whom  I 
have  so  long  associated  with  so  much  peace  and  harmony.  Time,  which  has  brought 
the  close  of  my  official  labors,  is  hastening  us  all  onward  to  the  close  of  our  earthly 
existence.  When  you  next  assemble  in  this  Hall,  you  may  not  see  my  face,  or  if  I 
should  be  permitted  again  to  assemble  with  the  Fraternity,  many  of  you  may  have 
passed  the  bourne  of  time,  from  whence  no  traveler  returns.  We  are  all  treading 
to  the  same  destiny,  and  the  grave  must  sooner  or  later  be  our  resting  place.  But 
beyond  the  verge  of  this  fleeting  existence  we  expect  to  survive  the  corruption  of 
the  tomb,  and  then  give  an  account  to  the  All-wise  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  for  the 
manner  in  which  we  have  discharged  the  duties  he  has  imposed  upon  us  in  this  life. 
Our  Institution  acknowledges  this  tribunal,    and   every  true  and  trusty   Brother 
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looks  forward  in  anticipation  of  this  day  of  final  retribution.  Let  me,  then,  in 
view  of  the  solemn  realities  of  death,  and  a  day  of  final  judgment,  impose  upon 
you  the  solemn  parting  admonition,  may  it  sinli  deep  into  the  heart,  and  continue 
in  the  recollection  of  every  Brother  present; — that  if  we  should  never  be  permitted 
to  meet  each  other  again  in  this  life,  or  to  assemble  in  this  Temple  of  virtue,  we  so 
conduct  our  steps  and  order  our  lives,  as  to  be  prepared  to  meet  with  joy  and  glad- 
ness in  the  Grand  Lodge  above."  There  appears  to  be  one  hundred  and  thirty-one 
Lodges  under  Charters  and  nine  under  Dispensation,  working  under  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  this  State. 

Ohio. — The  printed  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  are  full  of  subjects 
of  general  interest  to  the  Craft.  Besides  the  usual  matter,  they  contain  abstracts  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Conventions  of  1808  and  1809  which  formed  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ohio.  Among  the  other  subjects  of  interest,  discussed,  and  which  appears  to 
have  been  by  no  means  the  least  in  interest  was  that  of  the  "authenticity  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures."  This  subject  occupies  a  prominent  part  of  the  Grand  Master's 
Address ;  and  was  referred  to  an  appropriate  committee.  The  report  of  that  com- 
mittee is  but  a  reiteration  of  the  sentiments  of  their  distinguished  Grand  Master, 
and  is  full  of  interest.  It  ought  to  settle  all  controversy,  if  ever  any  existed  among 
Masons  on  this  subject.  Although,  from  its  great  length,  and  the  necessarily  limited 
space,  proper  for  this  report,  all  of  the  report  can  not  be  inserted,  yet  we  feel  that 
the  following  extract  is  too  beautiful,  too  just  to  be  lost  to  the  Fraternity  of  Indiana. 
It  is  as  follows:  "It  is  one  of  the  oldest  requisitions  of  the  Fraternity,  that  no 
regular  and  well  governed  Lodge  can  be  without  a  Bible.  The  Bible  is  held  up  to 
the  candidate,  on  his  initiation,  as  the  first  light  in  Masonry.  He  is  told  that 
it  is  the  inestimable  gift  of  God  to  man.  His  onward  pathway,  in  its  entire  extent, 
is  lighted  up  by  its  blessed  precepts.  The  Faith,  the  Hope,  the  Charity,  in  which  he 
is  admonished  to  abound,  is  the  Faitli,  the  Hope,  the  Charity  of  the  Bible.  The  star 
"which  shines  from  the  ceuter  of  one  of  the  three  ornaments  of  the  Lodge,  is  the  star 
which  appeared  to  guide  the  wise  men  in  the  East  to  tlie  place  of  tlie  Savior's 
nativity.  The  two  eminent  patrons  of  the  Order,  to  whom  Christian  Masons  dedi- 
cate their  Lodges,  are  the  St.  Johns  of  the  Bible,  the  precepts  of  which  they  present 
as  a  wall  of  defence  around  about  every  Brother,  within  which  he  may  walk 
securely  and  never  materially  err.  No  station  in  the  Lodge  is  too  high  for  the 
reach  of  the  duties  which  the  Bible  enjoins.  The  Worshipful  Master  in  the  East 
must  humbly  bow  to  its  authority.  On  him,  as  he  is  about  to  enter  upon  his  arduous 
labors,  is  laid  the  obligation,  weighty  above  all  others,  of  a  diligent  observance  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  which  he  is  instructed  is  to  be  a  rule  and  guide  to  his  faith.  And, 
when  sorrowing  Brethren  gather  around  the  final  resting  place  of  the  departed  they 
mourn  not  as  those  without  hope;  the  sprig  of  acacia  tells  of  our  ever  verdant  and 
bright  land  beyond  the  grave.  The  Lion  of  the  tribe  of  Judah  has  vanquislied  the 
foe,  and  hope  and  consolation  are  imparted  by  the  thoughts  of  that  life  and  immor- 
tality whieli  the  Bible,  and  the  Bible  only,  has  brought  to  light.  These  ai-e  but  a 
few  of  the  many  evidences  that  might  be  presented  to  show  how  essential  is 
the  Bible  to  the  existence  of  Masonry.  What  then  is  Masonry  without  the  Bible — 
the  Bible  acknowledged  in  the  truth  of  its  divine  inspiration?  It  is'  the  casket 
witliout  the  jewel.  It  is  the  body  without  the  soul.  It  is  the  world  without  the 
Bun  ;  and  what  might  be  its  value  despoiled  of  this,  its  richest  treasure  and  brightest 
ornament,  would  not  be  worth  the  trouble  of  a  conjecture."  In  Oliio  there  were  re- 
presented at  the  last  Annual  Communication  fifty-eight  Lodges  under  Charters,  and 
29 
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eight  under  Dispensations.  Your  committee  can  not  resist  the  temptation  to  make  a 
short  extract  from  the  very  excellent  Address  of  the  M.  VV.,  William  B.  Thrall,  Grand 
Master  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  delivered  at  its  last  meeting,  showing  the  condition  of 
the  Craft  within  the  jurisdiction  of  that  Grand  Lodge:  "It  affords  me  pleasure 
to  be  able  to  announce  to  you  my  belief,  that  the  Order  of  Freemasonry  now  enjoys, 
throughout  our  country,  and  especially  within  our  jurisdiction,  an  exemption  from 
the  malign  influences  of  envy  and  detraction,  in  a  degree  rarely  before  experienced ; 
that  it  is  keeping  pace  with  the  onward  progress  of  civilization  and  art,  and  gradu- 
ally making  its  way  into  the  favorable  consideration  of  an  unprejudiced  and  intel- 
ligent community.  As  evidence  of  this  fact,  individuals,  "good  men  and  true," 
are  shaking  off  the  lethargy  of  years,  and  earnestly  casting  about  for  the  means  of 
that  innocent  and  social  gratification  which  erst  they  enjoyed  in  the  Lodge  room.  A 
recurrence  to  the  mystical  '■point  within  a  circle^  awakens  within  them  recollections, 
■which,  when  once  arousecl,  can  not  be  repressed ;  and  their  hearts  go  forth  in 
earnest  desire  for  a  Brother's  welfare.  Lodges  which  long  since  fell  into  listless 
suspense,  are  arousing  themselves  to  active  duty,  and  burnishing  anew  their  jewels, 
"Which  had  become  dim  from  long  neglect  and  disuse.  And  new  Lodges  are  spring- 
ing into  being  in  districts  where  hitherto  our  rites  have  been  wholly  unprac- 
ticed  and  unknown." 

New  York. — The  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York 
are  in  number  one  hundred  and  two.  From  the  Address  of  the  R.  W.,  A.  H.  Robert- 
son, Deputy  G.  M.,  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  we  derive  intelligence  of  the  removal  of 
their  M.  W.  Grand  Master  from  the  terrestrial  to  the  celestial  Lodge  above,  and  that 
he  was  but  a  short  time  previously  anticipated  by  the  departure  of  their  Grand 
Treasurer,  and  within  a  few  days  followed  by  the  two  Past  Grand  Secretaries.  It 
appears  that  there  is  some  difficulty  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  this  State  and 
Ohio,  on  the  subject  of  the  jurisdiction  of  their  subordinate  Lodges.  Your  commits 
tee  can  not  admit  into  the  report  the  correspondence  on  this  subject,  owing  to 
its  length;  but  they  will  say,  that  it  seems  to  them  most  consonant  with  the  prin- 
ciples of  our  Order  that  applications  for  membership  should  be  made  to  the  Lodge 
nearest  to  the  residence  of  the  applicant,  as  the  members  of  that  Lodge  could  best 
know  his  qualifications  to  become  a  Mason;  so  far  as  the  Lodges  of  different  States 
are  concerned  in  this  question,  your  committee  think  that  the  State  line  should 
be  the  boundary  line  of  their  jurisdiction.  This  appears  to  us  to  be  tlie  most 
definite  and  satisfactory  manner  of  settling  this  question.  It  would  at  least,  as 
a  matter  of  courtesy,  be  the  duty  of  the  Lodge  initiating  an  applicant  from  another 
jurisdiction,  to  know  that  he  would  be  acceptable  to  the  Brethren  of  the  Lodge 
in  whose  jurisdiction  he  resides. 

Massachusetts. — The  committee  have  before  them  the  printed  Proceedings  of 
some  of  the  quarterly  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts.  The 
questions  of  the  day  interesting  to  Masons  are  ably  discussed,  and  satisfactorily 
settled.  There  is  nothing,  however,  in  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that 
appears  to  demand  special  notice  from  your  committee.  There  are  fifty-two  Lodges 
•working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

ViKGiN-rA. — There  appears  to  be  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  Lodges  working  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  all  in  a  thriving  condition.  This 
Grand  Lodge  refers  to  the  difBculty  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Ohio  and  New 
York,  but  contents  itself  with  propounding  some  questions,  without  giving  any 
opinion  on  the  subject. 
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North  Carolina. — la  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  there  are  one  hundred  and 
eight  Lodges.  It  appears  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to 
examine  the  correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  vacation  and  report  such  parts 
thereof  as  may  be  of  importance  to  the  Craft.  They  have  also  a  committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  appointed  at  each  meeting,  by  which  two  means  they 
are  able  to  digest  and  publish  much  of  the  interesting  intelligence  in  their  pos- 
session. It  is  also  the  custom  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  publish  in  their  Proceedings, 
not  only  the  names  of  the  ofiBcers  of  each  subordinate  Lodge,  but  also  of  each  of  the 
members.     Whether  this  is  of  any  benefit  or  not,  j'our  committee  can  not  say. 

Maine. — Our  distant  Brethren  in  the  State  of  Maine  have  kindly  sent  us  a  copy 
of  the  Proceedings  of  their  Grand  Lodge,  held  in  January  last.  All  is  well  there. 
Nothing  of  great  moment  was  done  by  them  at  that  meeting.  There  appeal's  to 
be  fifty-eight  subordinate  Lodges  within  the  State, 

Tennessee. — The  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee  show  the  Craft  to 
be  in  a  healthy  condition  within  her  borders.  The  number  of  Lodges  appears  to  be 
one  hundred  and  eight.  The  member.s  of  this  committee  are  pleased  with  the  good 
feeling  manifested  by  this  Lodge,  toward  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  jurisdiction. 

Maryland. — In  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  we  find  a  great 
many  good  suggestions  and  recommendations ;  and  also  a  very  good  report  from 
a  committee  on  Correspondence.  The  Lodges  in  this  State  number  as  high  as 
eighty-six. 

Connecticut. — The  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  was 
opened  by  a  very  able  and  interesting  address  from  their  M.  W.  Grand  Master, 
in  which  he  suggests  the  propriety  of  increasing  the  funds  of  each  Lodge,  and  allow- 
ing every  Brother,  when  sick  or  disabled,  a  weekly  stipend  as  a  matter  of  right, 
without  being  compelled  to  ask  for  it  as  a  favor.  He  also  speaks  in  commendable 
terms  on  the  subject  of  temperance  and  submits  to  the  consideration  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  whether  it  would  not  be  well  "  to  silence  their  calumniators  by  the  en- 
actment of  a  By-Law  prohibiting  the  use  of  any  beverage,  in  the  Lodges  under  their 
jurisdiction,  which  may  be  calculated,  either  in  name  or  fact,  to  bring  discredit  on 
our  profession."  Your  committee  hope  that  the  necessity  for  this  recommendation  is 
not  generally  felt  in  the  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  that  Grand  Lodge.  The 
advice  is  most  certainly  good,  and  could  your  committee  believe  that  there  was  any 
necessity  for  it,  they  would  recommend  its  adoption  by  this  Grand  Lodge  as  instruc- 
tions to  the  Lodges  working  under  her  jurisdiction.  These  last  two  Grand  Lodges 
of  Maryland  and  Connecticut  have  adopted  the  course  of  appointing  iheir  committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence  at  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  nest  before  they  are 
to  report.     The  number  of  Lodges  in  Connecticut  is  about  seventy-five. 

Rhode  Island. — The  only  thing  in  the  Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Rhode  Island,  which  is  considered  by  this  committee  as  wortliy  of  very  par- 
ticular attention  in  this  report,  is  their  unqualified  disapprobation  of  Grand  Lodge 
Certificates  "as  a  passport  to  the  charities  of  the  Institution."  Your  committee  have 
thought  proper  to  give  the  part  of  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Rhode  Island  on  this  subject,  and  also  the  resolution  adopted.  The  committee  ia 
speaking  of  the  National  Convention  held  at  the  city  of  Baltimore,  say:  "Thirdly, 
the  Convention  has  recommended  the  plan  of  issuing  Grand  Lodge  Certificates  to 
every  Master  JIason;   but  if  this  plan  is  to  be  not  only  a  test  of  the  moral  character 
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and  standing  of  a  Brother,  but  also  a  necessary  passport  to  the  chanties  of  the 
Institution,  it  appears  to  your  committee  that  it  "would  be  entirely  subversive  of  tlie 
principal  landmarks  of  the  Institution,  and  put  to  silence  that  universal  language 
by  which  the  needy  and  distressed  Brother  is  known  in  every  quarter  of  the  habitable 
globe,  without  guaranteeing  even  a  probability  of  success  to  the  plan  proposed, 
as  the  unworthy  would  be  certain  to  avail  themselves,  by  some  means,  of  this  new 
test  of  their  moral  and  Masonic  worth,"  While  on  this  subject,  your  committee  can 
not  refrain  from  saying  that  they  can  see  no  great  good  that  can  arise  from  the  use 
of  Grand  Lodge  Certificates,  nor  any  objection  which  can  be  made  to  Certificates 
from  subordinate  Lodges,  that  can  not  with  equal  force  be  made  to  Grand  Lodge 
Certificates.  Your  committee  hope  that  the  day  is  yet  far  in  the  future,  when  a 
Brotlier's  evidence  of  a  right  to  the  charities  of  the  Order,  shall  rest  only  in  paper 
or  parchment.     The  Lodges  in  this  little  State  number  as  high  as  nineteen. 

New  Hampshire. — There  are  twenty  Lodges  in  the  State  of  New  Flampshire, 
as  shewn  by  their  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings,  all  in  a  prosperous  condition.  We  find 
nothing  worth  special  notice  in  the  Journal  of  her  Proceedings, 

Illinois. — In  the  Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  we 
find  one  of  the  most  able  and  interesting  reports  from  their  committee  on  Cor- 
respondence, which  has  been  before  us.  It  is  enriched  with  many  extracts  from 
oriental  and  other  documents.  Its  length  and  our  want  of  time  prevent  us  from 
making  any  extracts  from  it,  but  we  do  recommend  its  perusal  to  every  Brother  who 
can  obtain  it.     The  number  of  her  Lodges  is  twenty-eight. 

Missouri. — The  Proceedings  of  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Missouri,  come  to  us  containing  132  pages  of  matter  of  importance  to  the 
Fraternity.  Not  the  least  important  of  which  is  the  establishment  of  a  Masonic 
College  for  the  education  of  the  children  of  indigent  and  deceased  Masons,  with  such 
others  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  see  fit  to  admit.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  ob- 
tained a  charter  from  the  Legislature  of  that  State,  enabling  her  to  hold  a  sufficient 
amount  of  real  estate  for  the  purpose,  and  to  govern  the  Institution  in  her  own  way. 
The  school  opened  on  the  ISth  day  of  May  last,  and  is  reported  to  be  in  a  thriving 
and  prosperous  condition.  The  eflforts  of  our  Brethren  of  Missouri  are  truly  praise- 
Tvorthy  and  commendable.     There  are  about  thirty  Lodges  in  this  State. 

Mississippi. — The  Journal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi  too,  is  a  voluminous 
document,  containing  116  pages.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  his  address  to 
the  Lodge  informs  them  of  the  death  of  their  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  and  M.  Ptev. 
Grand  Chaplain.  The  system  of  Masonic  education  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
this  State  has  not  answered  her  expectations.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  pro- 
pounded some  questions  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  which  are  not  without  interest.  "  Has 
a  subordinate  Lodge  the  right  and  power  to  expel  its  Master?"  It  appears  that  the 
Grand  Senior  Warden  of  that  Grand  Lodge  was  also  Master  of  a  subordinate  Lodge 
in  that  State  ;  for  some  reason  not  stated,  the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  Master  expelled 
him.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  is  of  opinion  that  the  Lodge  had  not  the  power, 
and  that  the  proper  course  would  be  by  impeachment  in  the  Grand  Lodge.  Another 
question  is,  "Would  the  loss  of  either  of  the  three  senses,  feeling,  seeing,  herring, 
bar  a  candidate  from  the  degrees,  or,  as  in  a  case  referred  to,  would  the  loss  of  sight 
prevent  his  initiation?"  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  comes  to  the  conclusion,  in 
answer  to  this  question,  "that  a  loss  or  partial  deprivation  of  those  physical  organs 
which  minister  alone  to  the  action  of  the  body  do  not  disqualify — but  that   the  losa 
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of  those  upon  which  the  mind  depends  for  its  ideas  of  external  objects,  certainly 
■would."  The  Grand  Lodge  decided  in  conformity  to  the  opinion  of  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  on  the  tirst  question.  As  to  the  second,  it  was  decided,  that  if  a 
candidate  was  not  so  deformed  as  to  prevent  liim  from  being  instructed  in  the  arts 
and  mysteries  of  Masonry,  it  would  be  right  to  admit  him.  There  appears  to  be 
fovtj'-seven  Lodges  in  this  State. 

Florida. — In  Florida  their  are  eight  Lodges  as  appears  by  their  Proceedings, 
■which  made  returns  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Communication.  At  this  Com- 
munication they  had  a  public  procession  and  installation  of  Grand  Officers,  and  an 
oration  delivered  suitable  for  the  occasion.  Already  they  are  making  efforts  to 
erect  a  Hall  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State. 

Michigan. — There  is  before  your  committee  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Grand  Loilge  of  Michigan,  and  also  a  communication  containing  the  names  of  the 
officers  of  that  Grand  Lodge  elected  on  the  2d  Wednesday  in  January  last,  under  the 
new  organization  of  that  Grand  Lodge.  We  are  happy  to  say  that  this  Grand  Lodge 
is  now  properly  organized,  and  has  full  jurisdiction  over  the  Craft  within  the  State 
of  Jlichigan.  The  committee  have  no  information  as  to  the  number  of  Lodges 
in  this  State. 

Arkansas. — In  the  Arkansas  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings  we  find  nothing  of 
general  interest.  The  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  complain  of  encroach- 
ments on  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodges  within  that  State,  but  your  committee  have 
already  noticed  this  question  when  speaking  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 
There  were  but  seven  Lodges  represented  at  the  last  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Iowa. — Your  committee  have  before  them  the  Proceedings  of  the  first  Communi- 
cation of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Territory  of  Iowa,  held  at  Iowa  City  in  January 
last.     It  had  four  subordinate  Lodges. 

Wisconsin. — The  report  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  AVisconsin 
Territory,  contains  a  very  good  Address  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  and  an  in- 
teresting report  from  the  committee  on  Correspondence,  on  all  the  subjects  of 
the  day,  in  addition  to  a  very  full  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Communication, 
She  has  eight  subordinate  Lodges. 

PvEpuhlic  of  Texas. — In  the  report  of  the  Proceedings  from  the  Annual  Grand 
Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Republic  of  Texas,  it  appears  that  there 
are  fourteen  Lodges  working  under  her  jurisdiction.  This  committee  is  pleased 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  our  sister  Republic  has  been  pleased  to  forward  us  a  copy 
of  its  Proceedings,  but  we  must,  with  many  others,  express  our  entire  disapproba- 
tion of  the  course  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  working  in  Lodge  on  the  Sabbath  day. 
Your  committee  think  it  in  violation  of  the  principles  of  ]\Iasonry,  and  contrary  to 
the  express  commands  of  our  Grand  Master,  the  great  Artificer  of  the  universe,  as 
given  to  us  in  the  law  of  Revelation. 

Your  committee  have  now  gone  over  the  documents  which  have  been  laid  before 
them,  and  hope  that  they  have  chosen  such  parts  thereof,  as  will  be  agreeable  and 
interesting  to  the  Brethren  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  whose 
benefit  the  committee  has  extended  this  report  to  its  present  length.  The  committee, 
by  way  of  recapitulation,  beg  leave  to  state,  that  they  are  satisfied  that  the  number 
of  Lodges  given  in  each  of  the  States  are  sometimes  incorrect.  Your  committee  had 
not  the  necessary  information  before  them  to  enable  them  to  arrive  at  the  number 
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correctly,  but  the  following  will  give  some  idea  of  the  number  of  Lodges  and  of 
Masons  within  the  States  above  referred  to,  together  with  our  own:  Ohio  has 
130  Lodges;  New  York,  102;  Massachusetts,  52;  Virginia,  154;  North  Carolina, 
108;  Maine,  58;  Tennessee,  108;  Maryland,  86;  Connecticut,  75;  Ehode  Island, 
19;  New  Hampshire,  20;  Illinois,  28;  Missouri,  30;  Mississippi,  47;  Florida,  8; 
Arkansas,  7;  Iowa,  4;  Wisconsin,  8;  Indiana,  42;  Michigan,  say,  20.  Making  the 
whole  number  of  Lodges,  1,106.  This  number  being  multiplied  by  twenty,  the  sup- 
posed number  of  Masons  in  each  Lodge,  on  an  average,  will  make  the  number 
of  Masons  21,980. 

Your  committee  have  accompanied  this  report  with  no  resolutions,  nor  have  they 
seen  any  thing  in  our  correspondence  which  seemed  to  require  any  action  on 
the  part  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  until  to-morrow  morning  at  eight 
o'clock.  ISAAC  BARTLETT,  G.  Master.

Friday,  May  30,  1845. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  eight  o'clock,  A.  M. 
W.  W.,  Isaac  Bartlett,  G.  M.,  presiding. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Doivney,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions 
were  adopted : 

Whereas,  At  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  a  Dispensation 
was  issued  to  the  members  of  "  jMount  ISIoriah  Lodge,"  to  hold  a  Lodge  at  Patriot,  in 
Switzerland  county;  and  whereas,  said  Lodge,  for  some  reason,  has  not  been 
represented  at  the  present  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  whereas,  we  are  in- 
formed that  the  Brethren  of  that  Lodge  wish  to  continue  working  as  a  Lodge : 
Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Dispensation  of  said  Lodge  be  renewed,  upon  its  application 
therefor  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  payment  to  him  of  the 
ordinary  costs  and  charges  therefor. 

Besolred,  further,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  forward  to  said  Lodge,  a  copy  of  these 
resolutions  at  his  earliest  convenience;  and  that  said  Lodge  inform  him  imme- 
diately, whether  they  wish  a  renewal  of  their  Dispensation  or  not:  Provided,  that 
they  pay  to  the  Grand  Secretary  their  dues  for  the  past  year,  and  present  to  him  a 
copy  of  By-Laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  Masonry. 

Brother  Martin,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution 
in  relation  to  returning  to  subordinate  Lodges  the  amount  of  dues  over- 
paid on  members,  etc.,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  con- 
curred in : 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  subject,  your  committee  find  the  following 
facts  upon  an  examination  of  the  printed  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  from 
1841  to  the  present  time,  to  wit: 

First — That  in  1841,  the  dues  for  members  of  subordinate  Lodges  was  reduced 
from  seventy-five  to  fifty  cents,  by  a  resolution  presented  by  Caleb  B.  Smith. 

Secondly — That  at  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1842, 
Brother  Menaugh  introduced  a  resolution  to  increase  the  dues  to  seventy-five  cents. 
This  resolution,  it  appears,  was  left  as  unfinished  business,  and  taken  up  at  the 
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next  Annual  Communication,  by  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business;  which  was 
reported  upon,  and  indefinitely  postponed.  (See  Proceedings  of  1843.)  But  your 
committee,  upon  an  examination  of  the  written  Journals,  find  that  no  such  resolu- 
tion as  is  set  forth  in  ih.&  printed  Proceedings  (of  1843)  ever  was  left  as  unfinished 
business;  and  that  the  committee  reported  upon  a  different  resolution  than  the  one 
set  forth.  Therefore,  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  that  the  part  of  this  report 
which  sets  forth  the  resolution  of  Brother  Menaugh,  is  a  missprint,  as  it  does 
not  agree  with  the  written  Journal. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  are  of  the  belief  that  seventy-five  cents  is  the  legal  dues 
for  members  of  subordinate  Lodges  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion.  Brother  Ferry  was  appointed  a  committee  to  inquire  into 
the  expediency  and  policy  of  purchasing,  or  receiving  by  donation,  a  farm, 
to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  widows  and  orphans  of  the  Fraternity ;  and 
report  to  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  draw  a  warrant  on  the  Grand  Treasurer,  pay- 
able to  Brother  Samuel  Reed,  Grand  Lecturer  of  Ohio,  for  an  amount  equal  to  the 
same  per  diem  allowance  received  by  representatives,  also  such  reasonable  sum  as 
he  may  deem  proper  for  his  expenses  during  his  sojourn  in  this  place  on  the  business 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  in  coming  from  and  going  to  his  home. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Smith,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  this  State  be  requested  to  engage  the 
services  of  Brother  Samuel  Reed,  Grand  Lecturer  of  Ohio,  upon  such  terms  as  they 
may  be  able  to  agree  uijon,  to  visit  them  and  give  such  lectures  and  instructions  as 
will  enable  them  to  work  with  facility,  and  in  conformity  to  the  ancient  landmarks 
of  the  Institution. 

Brother  Doicneij  offered  for  adoption  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
read  and  laid  on  the  table  : 

Resolved,  That  the  State  be  districted,  and  a  Lecturer  be  appointed  for  each, — 
to  be  paid  by  subordinate  Lodges  who  may  receive  such  Lectures. 

Brother  Mcaaugli  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  the  Grand  Con- 
stitution, which  lies  over  until  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication  : 

That  hereafter  the  annual  dues  from  subordinate  Lodges  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  for 
each  member,  shall  be  one  dollar. 

On  motion  of  Brother  JIazdrigg,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolv;d,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  Masonic  Mirror,  published 
at  Maysville,  Ky.,  by  Brother  B.  D.  Cruikshank,  is  a  publication  every  way  worthy 
of  the  patronage  and  attentive  perusal  of  the  members  of  the  Fraternity  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion,  Brother  Abner  Bailey  was  allowed  three  dollars,  for  instal- 
ling the  officers  of  Mason  Lodge,  No.  48. 

Brother  Boiccn  offered  for  adoption  the  following  resolution  : 

Whereas,  ]Mount  Olive  Lodge,  No.  48,  at  Delphi,  did,  on  the  27th  of  May,  1845, 

expel  George  M.  Maxwell  for  unmasonic  conduct, — first,  upon  a  charge  of  leaving 

his  wife  and  children  ;   secondly,  for  taking  another  man's  wife  with  him  :   Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  said  Lodge  have  permission  to  advertise  said  George  M.  Maxwell 
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as  an  expelled  Mason,  in  any  newspaper  or  Masonic  Magazine  as  to  them  may  seem 
proper. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Chandler^  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions 
were  adopted : 

Wherkas,  It  is  very  desirable  to  build  a  Grand  Masonic  Hall  for  the  use  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana;  and,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  Lot, 
and  of  building  said  Hall, — therefore, 

Resolvci^,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  collect  all  the  funds,  debts,  dues  and  demands 
(except  Bank  Stock)  due  this  Grand  Lodge,  of  every  name  and  desciiption,  as  soon 
as  the  same  can  be  done  with  safety  to  said  funds;  and  when  so  collected,  that  he 
pay  the  same  over  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  whose  duty  it  is  hereby  made  to  invest 
the  same  in  Bank  Stock  for  the  use  and  in  the  name  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

B.esolvfid,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  recommend  to  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  to 
open  a  subscription  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  to  buihi  said  Hall. 

Resolved,  further,  That  it  is  recommended  to  the  sevei'al  Worshipful  Mastrrs 
of  Lodges,  that  they  solicit  subscriptions  from  individual  members  of  the  Fraternity, 
for  said  fund;  and  that  they  send  up  to  the  next  Grand  Lodge  such  sums  as  they 
may  collect,  and  such  pledges  for  aid  as  they  may  obtain. 

Brother  Donnellan,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  inquire  relative  to 
the  purchase  of  a  Lot  for  a  Grand  Lodge  edifice,  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  read  and  concurred  in  : 

Your  committee  have  examined  several  pieces  of  property,  and  would  recommend 
the  purchase  of  the  Lot  of  Morrison  &  Bates,  lying  immediately  Avest  of  the  Post 
Office, — as  tliey  understand  it  can  be  purchased  for  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  on  long  credits.  The  buildings  on  the  premises  are  worth 
two  thousand  dollars.  In  the  event  of  the  purchase,  your  committee  would  recom- 
mend the  erection  of  the  edifice  on  the  west  half,  and  the  sale  of  the  east  half,  as  it 
is  on  that  part  the  principal  buildings  are  now  situated.  The  committee  would 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  Brothers  A.  W.  Morris,  Isaac  H.  Roll  and  T.  Donnellan  be  a  com- 
mittee to  conditionally  contract  with  Morrison  &  Bates  for  said  property,  or  any 
Other  which  they  may  prefer, — subject  to  the  ratification  of  the  next  Grand  Com- 
munication. 

The  Grand  Secretary  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  a  communication  from 
Brother  D.  Kilgore,  stating  that  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master,  he  had  duly  installed  the  officers  of  Winchester  Lodge,  No.  5G ; 
which  was  read  and  laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion,  Brothers  Donnellan,  Foster  and  Morris  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  superintend  and  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  a  Grand 
Lodge  celebration  on  the  fourth  day  of  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communi- 
cation ;  also,  to  select  an  Orator  for  the  occasion ;  and  report  on  the  first 
^  day  of  the  next  Grand  Communication. 

Brother  Menaugli,  from  the  committee  on  Finance,  made  the  following- 
report — exhibiting  the  expenses  of  the  present  Annual  Grand  Communica- 
tion, the  names  of  the  representatives  and  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
different  Lodges  represented,  and  the  sums  accruing  to  each  representative 
and  officer, — and  recommended  that  the  same  be  audited  and  paid ;  which 
report  was  read  and  concurred  in :

CIRCULAR  ADDRESS  OF  GRAND  MASTER. 

Indianapolis,  May  31,  1845. 

To  the  Master,  Wardens   and   Brethren  of  Lodge,  Ko ,  and  to  the 

Brethren  residing  within  their  jurisdiction  : 

Brethren  : — The  twenty-eighth  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana 
has  just  closed.  In  compliance  with  a  resolution  adopted  at  its  twenty- 
sixth  session,  the  following  suggestions  are  addressed  to  your  serious  and 
candid  consideration. 

An  unusually  large  number  of  Brethren  from  every  part  of  the  State 
were  in  attendance  at  the  recent  Grand  Annual  Communication,  and  were 
deeply,  diligently  and  harmoniously  occupied  in  the  consideration  of  many 
important  subjects.  Having  finished  their  business,  they  parted  full  of 
hope  that  their  labors  would  be  crowned  with  benefit  to  the  Craft,  and  re- 
sult in  the  further  extension  and  spread  of  the  blessings  of  Masonry. 

The  annual  publication  of  our  transactions  will  shortly  be  placed  in  your 
hands,  and  your  attention  is  earnestly  called  to  it.  The  reading  of  these 
minutes  and  of  the  Grand  Constitution  in  open  Lodge  at  intervals  of  three 
or  four  months,  is  strongly  urged  upon  the  presiding  ofiicers  of  the  sub- 
ordinate Lodges. 

Brethren,  permit  me  to  recommend  a  punctual  attendance  by  you  on  the 
stated  and  other  meetings  of  the  Lodge,  and  a  strict  conformity  to  the 
Grand  Constitution  and  the  By-Laws  of  your  Lodge.  Think  not  that 
your  duty  consists  merely  in  meeting  and  going  through  certain  ceremonies. 
These,  though  necessary,  are  the  more  immaterial  parts  of  Masonry,  and 
serve  but  as  an  entrance  to  her  sublimer  purposes.  Study  to  understand 
her  ancient  laws,  constitutions  and  charges,  and  how  her  affairs  may  be 
so  administered  as  to  advance  best  the  benevolent  purposes  she  has  in  view. 

The  frequent  giving  of  Lectures  in  the  Lodge  room,  on  the  several  de- 
grees of  Masonry,  is  an  exercise  which  I  cannot  too  strongly  urge  upon 
you.  It  is  only  by  an  assiduous  cultivation  of  this  practice,  that  vou  can 
become  well  informed  and  bright  Masons. 

It  aflbrds  me  no  small  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say,  that  the  brightenin'^ 
prospects  of  the  Fraternity  are  not  confined  to  this  State  ;  all  of  our  forei"n 
communications  agree  in  representing  our  cause  as  looking  up  every  where,

in  Europe  as  well  as  America.  But  cheering  as  is  tliis  intelligence,  let  it 
be  remembered  that  it  is  only  by  strict  adherence  to  the  principles  of 
Masonry,  that  we  are  to  look  for  the  spread  and  general  diffusion  of  her 
blessings :  let  me  enjoin  upon  you,  therefore,  in  conclusion,  the  especial 
cultivation  of  charity  and  brotherly  love,  those  two  cardinal  virtues  of  our 
Order.  Then  will  your  light  so  shine  before  men,  that  they  seeing  your 
good  works,  can  not  fail  to  admire  that  temple  of  virtue,  whose  foundation 
is  Benevolence  and  Charity,  and  whose  pillars  are  Wisdom,  Strength  and 
Beauty.

GENERAL     RESOLUTIONS, 

TET    IN    FORCE,    COLLECTED     AND     PUBLISHED     BY     ORDER     OF    THE    GRAND    LODGE     FOE 
TUE    GOVERNMENT    OF    SUBORDINATE    LODGES    AND    THE    CRAFT    GENERALLY, 


In  1818, — It  was  resolved,  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
that  it  is  improper  for  subordinate  Lodges  working  under  their  authority, 
to  publish  the  suspension  or  expulsion  of  any  members,  unless  by  order  of 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

In  1818, — It  was  resolved,  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
that  subordinate  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction  ought  to  take  cognizance  of 
the  conduct  of  sojourning  Brethren,  and  to  hear  and  investigate  all  charges 
which  may  be  made  against  such  Brethren,  after  citing  them  to  appear  and 
answer  thereto,  and  to  make  a  correct  record  of  all  such  proceedings ;  a 
copy  of  which  record,  properly  certified,  ought  to  be  referred  to  the  Lodge 
of  which  the  delinquent  Brother  is  a  member,  for  decision  :  Provided,  such 
Lodge  should  be  situated  in  either  of  the  adjoining  States;  if  it  is  not, 
then  the  Lodge  ought  to  decide  on  the  merits  of  the  case,  leaving  the  de- 
linquent the  right  of  an  appeal  as  in  other  cases. 

In  1818, — It  was  resolved,  that  any  kind  of  gambling  or  betting,  is  con- 
sidered unmasonic,  and  that  the  Grand  Lecturer  be  requested  to  give  the 
same  in  charge  to  the  subordinate  Lodges,  that  such  as  are  guilty  of  it,  be 
subject  to  admonition,  suspension,  and  if  no  marks  of  reformation,  ex- 
pulsion. 

In  1819, — In  ease  of  charges  being  presented  against  a  Lodge  for  un- 
masonic conduct.  The  Grand  Lodge  received  the  charges,  ordered  notice 
to  be  given  to  the  Lodge  charged,  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  with  a  co])y  of 
the  charges,  and  the  Lodge  was  cited  to  apper  at  the  next  Annual  Grand 
Communication. 

In  1820, — In  the  case  where  application  was  made  at  the  door  by  a 
Master  Mason,  the  only  answer  received  was,  that  "  the  visitor  could  not  be

admitted  for  causes  known  to  the  Lodge,"  the  visitor  at  the  same  time  be- 
ing in  good  standing  in  his  own  Lodge.  The  committee  reported,  that  the 
right  to  determine  upon  the  propriety  or  impropriety  of  admitting  or  not 
admitting  a  visiting  brother,  is  a  prerogative  which  every  reguhirly  organ- 
ized Lodge  should  possess ;  and  if  in  the  o])inion  of  that  Lodge  there 
existed  sufficient  cause  to  reject  the  visitor,  they  had  a  right  to  do  so — but 
that  justice  to  the  applicant  should  induce  them  to  state  in  their  records 
the  cause  of  his  not  being  admitted.     Jenkins  vs.  Zlf  Lodge,  No.  8. 

In  1820, — It  was  resolved,  that  this  Grand  Lodge  will  not  act  upon  any 
case  of  appeal  to  this  Grand  Lodge  hereafter,  unless  they  have  all  the 
evidence  in  writing  had  before  the  subordinate  Lodge,  together  with 
the  charges  and  specifications. 

In  1821, — The  following  interrogatories  were  put  by  G.  "W.  Johnson  to 
the  Grand  Lodge : 

1st,    Can   members   of  a  Loflge  petition  to  themselves  for  the  establishment  of 

a  new  Lo(l<re?  '2d,  Can  they  vote  upon  their  own  petition?  3c],  Can  any  other  Lodge 

.than  the  nearest  one  to  the  petitioners  recommend  a  new  Lodge?   4th,  Will  any 

other  cause  than  that  of  a  Lodge  being  too  numerous  to  work  with  ease,  convenience, 

and  advantage,  authorize  a  recommendation  and  establishment  of  a  new  Lodge? — 

( jT/je  answer  to  these  interrogatories  will  he  found  on  page  77,  of  this  Edition.') 

In  1821, — It  was  resolved,  that  each  subordinate  Lodge  has  full  and 
complete  power  over  all  those  who  may  wish  to  become  members  of  this 
Institution,  who  shall  reside  nearest  such  subordinate  Lodge  ;  and  that  no 
Lodge  initiate  any  candidate  who  may  reside  nearer  some  other  Lodge, 
without  first  notifying  said  Lodge,  nearest  which  the  candidate  resides,  of 
his  petition,  and  ascertain  of  such  Lodge  whether  they  have  any  objection 
to  the  petitioner ;  and  if  said  Lodge  objects  to  the  petitioner,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Lodge  to  which  he  petitions,  to  reject  the  same. 

In  1822, — It  was  decided,  that  the  Worshipful  Master  of  a  Lodge  could 
not  appoint  a  ])roxy  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  without  the  concurrence  of  the 
Lodge  over  which  he  presided. 

In  1822, — On  the  report  of  Jno.  11.  Farnhara,  of  Posey  Lodge,  No.  9, 
the  Grand  Lodge  decided,  that  after  the  infliction  of  a  punishment  pre- 
Bcribed  by  the  Lodge  for  an  ofiense  committed  by  an  ofiending  Brother, 
(such  as  suspension  for  a  given  time,)  that  when  the  time  expired,  the 
offending  Brother  was  immediately,  without  any  further  order  of  the  Lodge 
being  necessary,  remitted  to  all  his  privileges  as  a  Mason  and  member  of 
the  Lodge.  See  case  of  Cohurn  vs.  Lawrencehitrgh  Lodge,  No.  4,  Pro- 
ceedings of  1822. 

In  1823, — It  was  resolved,  that  no  Delegate  representing  a  Lodge  under 
Dispensation,  has  a  right  to  be  a  member  of  any  committee,  until  the 
return  of  said  Lodge  be  examined  and  approved. 

In  1823, — It  was  resolved,  that  it  was  improper  for  any  regular  Mason 
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to  reside  in  the  vicinity  of  any  regular  Lodge,  ■without  being  a  mem- 
ber thereof,  provided  he  is  of  sufficient  ability  to  pay  his  Lodge  dues. 

In  1823, — It  was  resolved  to  be  highly  improper  for  any  Lodge  sub- 
ordinate to  and  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to 
suspend  or  expel  any  member  for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  without  notice 
to  the  member  charged,  where  notice  can  be  given,  as  in  other  cases  of 
unmasonic  conduct ;  and  that  all  such  Lodges  be  hereby  instructed  to  ex- 
punge from  their  By-Laws  any  article  which  may  be  found  inconsistent 
with  this  resolution. 

In  1824, — It  was  deemed  indispensably  necessary  that  the  proceedings 
of  the  subordinate  Lodges  should  be  signed  by  the  Master  and  attested  by 
the  Secretary. 

In  1824, — In  the  case  of  Alexander  S.  Burnett,  it  was  resolved,  that  it 
is  unmasonic  for  any  Lodge  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  to  initiate  any  person  applying  for  the  same,  when  it  shall  be  made 
known  to  such  subordinate  Lodge,  that  the  applicant  has  been  rejected  by 
any  other  Lodge,  without  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  Lodge  by 
which  he  was  rejected.     See  Proceedings  of  1824. 

In  1826, — It  was  resolved,  by  a  vote  of  20  to  5,  that  an  expulsion  of  a 
Eoyal  Arch  Mason  from  a  Chapter,  be  considered  an  expulsion  from 
all  the  privileges  of  Masonry. 

In  1826, — It  was  resolved,  that  a  subordinate  Lodge  could  not  ballot  for 
the  initiation  of  a  candidate,  except  at  a  I'egular  meeting  of  the  Lodge. 

In  1828, — A  circular  letter  was  addressed  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Loui- 
Biana,  propounding  the  two  following  important  questions,  to-wit  : 

1st,  Is,  or  is  not,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  each  State  supreme  within  such  State? 
2d,  Is  it  competent  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  one  of  those  States  to  institute  Lodges 
■within  another  State  in  •which  a  regular  Grand  Lodge  already  exists  ? 

In  answer  to  which,  it  was  resolved,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana, 
that  each  Grand  Lodge  is,  and  should  be,  and  remain,  supreme  within  its 
own  State.  That  no  other  Grand  Lodge  should  interfere  with  such  exclu- 
sive privilege,  or  grant  Dispensations  or  Charters  within  another  State  in 
which  a  Grand  Lodge  is  regularly  organized. 

In  1828, — It  was  resolved,  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  Lodges 
subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  they  use  their  utmost  influence  to 
suppress  the  use  of  ardent  spirits  by  members  of  the  Fraternity  and  others, 
and  that  the  several  District  Masters  enforce  by  argument  and  practice,  the 
morality  and  propriety  of  this  step. 

In  1828, — It  was  resolved,  that  the  Master  of  each  subordinate  Lodge 
be  required  to  read  the  Grand  Constitution  and  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  (of  that  year)  within  his  Lodge  to  the  members  thereof,  at 
least  twice  a  year. 

In  1829  — It  was  resolved,  that  no  subordinate  Lodge  can  make  a  eondi- 
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tional  surrender  of  its  Charter,  and  that  if  it  wishes  to  dispose  of  its  per- 
sonal property  over  and  above  what  its  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge  may 
amount  to,  it  must  be  done  before  its  Charter  is  surrendered,  as  upon  the 
surrender,  their  tools,  jewels,  furniture,  books  and  papers  are  forfeited  of 
right  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  Also  it  was  resolved,  that  any  subordinate 
Lodge,  whether  in  arrears  or  otherwise,  is  authorized  and  empowered  to 
voluntarily  surrender  its  Charter  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  or  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  thereof,  in  vacation,  with  or  without  payment  of  its  arrears,  and 
that  the  Grand  Secretary  is  required  to  receive  the  same,  and  take  poses- 
sion  of  the  jewels  and  other  personal  property  belonging  to  such  sub- 
ordinate Lodge  at  the  time  of  such  surrender ;  provided  an  inventory 
thereof  (if  any)  is  transmitted  at  the  same  time  to  the  Grand  Secretary  or 
Grand  Lodge,  as  the  case  may  be. 

In  1838,~It  was  resolved,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  retain  the  exclusive 
power  to  restore  expelled  Masons,  upon  such  representation  from  the  sub- 
ordinate Lodge  as  may  be  satisfactory. 

In  1839, — In  the  case  of  Center  Lodge  vs.  C.  I.  Hand,  it  was  settled 
that  "in  all  cases  of  delinquencies  in  the  payment  of  dues  or  absence  from 
the  Lodge,  a  Brother  should  be  notified  of  the  intention  of  the  Lodge 
to  proceed  against  him  before  any  sentence  should  be  passed  upon  him." 

In  1839, — It  was  resolved,  that  Representatives  of  Lodges  under  Dis- 
pensation could  not  vote  in  Grand  Lodge, 

In  1840, — It  was  resolved,  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  from  time  to  time, 
as  any  surplus  funds  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge  may  come  into 
his  hands,  invest  the  same  in  stock  at  the  Branch  Bank  in  Indianapolis 
of  the  State  Bank  of  Indiana,  to  be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  ;  and  all  dividends  accruing  upon  the  same  shall  be  invested  in 
the  same  manner  until  otherwise  directed,  and  said  dividends  shall  be 
drawn  in  all  cases  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  by  him  paid  over  as 
other  funds. 

In  1842, — The  following  was  adopted  as  a  supplement  to  the  above  : 
That  the  Grand  Treasurer,  after  paying  the  expenses,  shall  deposit  the  re- 
sidue in  the  Bank  at  Indianapolis,  if  less  than  would  purchase  one  share  of 
the  stock  of  said  Bank  ;  and  if  more,  then  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  re- 
solutions now  in  force  relative  to  purchasing  Bank  Stock. 

In  1840, — It  was  resolved,  that  no  Lodge,  subordinate  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  shall  permit  any  member  of  a  lower  degree  than  Master  Mason  to 
vote  on  any  subject  coming  before  the  Lodge. 

In  1842, — It  was  decided,  that  all  labor  or  business,  not  specially  per- 
taining to  conferring  the  degrees  and  the  necessary  instructions  of  Entered 
Apprentice's  and  Fellow  Craft's  Lodges,  below  the  degree  of  Master 
Mason,  is  unmasonic  and  highly  injurious  to  the  advancement  of  the  true 
interest  of  Masonry,  and  that  hereafter  all  subordinate  Lodges  under  the 
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jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be  directed  to  conform  the  labor  of  the 
respective  degrees  to  matters  especially  pertaining  thereto. 

In  1842, — It  was  resolved,  that  subordinate  Lodges  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  advised  to  i-equire  from  Brethren  who  are  strangers  and  making 
calls  upon  their  charity  or  fellowship,  certificates  of  their  good  standing, 
emanating  from  the  Lodges  from  which  they  hail  and  are  known  to  be 
working  under  the  authority  of  a  legally  constituted  Grand  Lodge. 

In  1842, — It  was  resolved,  that  the  subordinate  Lodges  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  expressly  directed  to  require  the  fees  for  conferring  the  degrees,  to 
be  invariably  paid  in  advance  ;  and  that  in  all  cases,  except  of  an  officiating 
Clergyman,  this  resolution  shall  not  be  deviated  from. 

In  1842, — It  was  resolved,  that  when  any  member  shall  hereafter  be 
suspended,  fur  any  cause,  from  the  privileges  of  the  subordinate  Lodge  of 
which  he  was  a  member,  he  shall  be  deprived  of  all  the  privileges  pertain- 
ing to  a  Mason  in  all  the  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  until 
he  shall  be  reinstated  to  full  communion  with  the  Lodge  from  which  he 
was  originally  suspended. 

In  1842, — It  was  resolved,  that  the  Grand  Secretary  should  place  to  the 
credit  of  such  subordinate  Lodges  as  those  whose  dues  paid  in  were  less 
than  the  fees  allowed  the  representatives  thereof,  such  difference ;  and  as 
evidence  of  the  same,  that  a  certificate  be  granted  of  the  fact — said  diflcr- 
ence  or  credit  to  be  payable  onlj/  out  of  any  future  dues  received  from  such 
Lodges  not  otherwise  disposed  of. 

In  1843,— It  was  resolved,  that  it  be  the  duty  of  the  M.  AV.  Grand 
Master,  whenever  he  may  deem  it  will  be  beneficial  to  the  Craft,  to  issue 
his  Circular,  calling  the  attention  of  the  Craft  to  such  matters  as  he  may 
think  necessary  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Fraternity. 

In  1843, — It  was  resolved,  that  it  is  and  always  should  be  the  duty  of 
each  subordinate  Lodge,  to  have  special  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  lec- 
turing ;  and  that  they  select  some  Brother,  well  skilled  in  Masonic  sciences, 
to  lecture  at  said  meetings  ;  and  that,  in  all  cases  where  they  may  not  have 
a  member  or  members  qualified  for  the  task,  they  invite  some  competent 
Brother  from  a  neighboring  Lodge  for  that  purpose. 

In  1843, — It  was  resolved,  that  it  is  highly  unmasonic  and  improper  for 
any  subordinate  Lodge  to  take  notes  from  members  for  Lodge  dues,  or 
for  initiation  fees ;  and  furthermore,  it  is  improper  for  Lodges  to  loan  their 
funds  to  individuals ;  that  after  the  expenses  of  the  Lodges  and  the  pro- 
portion requisite  for  charity  purposes  are  met,  the  remainder  be  invested 
in  some  site  for  building,  or  in  suitable  buildings  or  apparatus  for  the  Craft. 

In  1843, — It  was  resolved,  that  it  is  expected  and  absolutely  required 
'that  the  several  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  shall  pay  their 
dues  promptly  at  each  Grand  Communication. 

In  1843, — It  was  resolved,  that  whenever  any  Lodge  shall  cease  to  work 
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by  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  tlie  individual  or  oflScer  having  charge  or 
possession  of  the  Charter  of  such  suspended  Lodge,  shall  immediately  de- 
liver said  Charter  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

In  IS43, — It  was  resolved,  that  it  was  improper  for  subordinate  Lodges 
to  install  their  officers  by  froxy. 

In  1844, — It  vras  resolved,  that  whenever  any  of  the  Lodges  subordinate 
to  this  Grand  Lodge,  shall  erect  a  neat  and  convenient  Masonic  Hall  for 
their  use,  which  shall  not  cost  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  under  an 
economical  expenditure,  they  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  exonerated  from  the 
payment  of  all  dues  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  year  in  which  said  Hall 
may  be  erected. 

In  1844, — It  was  resolved,  that  it  be  recommended  to  each  subordinate 
Lodge  to  adopt  By-Laws  which  shall  prevent  the  initiation  of  a  candidate 
in  a  less  time  than  one  month  from  the  time  of  the  filing  of  his  petition ; 
and  also,  that  they  will  not  confer  more  than  one  degree  upon  the  same 
candidate  in  less  than  one  month. 

In  1845  (present  session), — The  above  resolution  was  amended,  so  as  to 
add  thereto  the  words,  unless  in  cases  of  emergency. 

In  1844, — It  was  resolved,  that  each  Lodge  ought  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  its  installation. 

In   1844,  —  The   following   preamble   and  resolution  was   unanimously 

adopted : 

Whereas,  The  excessive  use  of  spiritous  liquors  as  a  beverage  among  many  of 
our  Brethren,  has  heretofore  been  the  means  of  bringing  a  reproach  upon  Masonry; 
and  whereas,  the  intemperate  use  of  spirits  is  forbidden  by  Divine  law  and  the 
rules  of  luorality,  and  is  therefore  grossly  unmasonic,  and  draws  in  its  train  a 
thousand  vices  which  have  a  tendency  to  subvert  the  principles  of  our  Order,  and 
bring  disgrace  upon  the  Fraternity  :     It  is 

Resolved,  By  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  That  we  recommend  to  the  subordinate 
Lodges  throughout  the  State,  the  propriety  of  discountenancing,  both  by  precept  and 
example,  the  use  of  spiritous  liquors  as  a  beverage  by  Masons. 

In  1844, — It  was  resolved,  that  no  Lodge  subordinate  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  which  shall,  twice  in  succession,  fail  to  elect  its  officers  agreeably 
to  its  By-Laws,  be  permitted  to  hold  another  election  or  transact  any  busi- 
ness, without  written  permission  from  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Lodge.

CONSTITUTION 


OF      THE 


ADOPTED  DECEMBER  2Dth,  1833. 


MEMBERS,    OFFICERS,    AND   THEIR   RANK. 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Lodge  sliall  consist  of  the  Grand  Officers,  Past 
Grand  Officers,  Past  Masters  who  have  presided  over  Lodges,  the  Masters 
of  subordinate  Lodges,  and  the  representatives  or  proxies  of  said  Lodges ; 
all  of  whom  must  be  Master  Masons  and  members  of  a  Lodge  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  and  rank  as  follows : — 
Most  "Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Plight  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
Grand  Visitors,  seven  in  number,  Worshipful  Senior  Grand  Warden,  Wor- 
shipful Junior  Grand  Warden,  Grand  Lecturer,  Most  Kcverend  Grand 
Chaplain,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  Senior  Grand  Deacon,  Junior 
Grand  Deacon,  Grand  Steward,  and  Grand  Tyler ;  each  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  annually,  on  the  third  day  of  each  Annual  Communication,  and  at 
no  other  time,  except  in  case  of  great  emergency,  except,  also,  the  Grand 
Visitors,  who  shall  be  elected  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Grand  Officer,  unless  he  be  a  Mas- 
ter Mason,  and  a  member  of  a  Lodge  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge, 
and  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  same ;  and  every  such  officer,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  be  duly  installed. 

Sec.  4.  Immediately  after  the  election  of  Grand  Officers,  the  Grand 
Lodge  shall  designate  by  ballot,  the  site  for  the  next  annual  meeting. 

jurisdiction,  and  duties  op  grand  lodge. 

Sec.  1.  The  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  co-extensive  with, 
the  State  of  Indiana,  and  no  farther:  Provided  there  be  no  Grand  Lodge 
in  any  adjoining  State  or  Territory;  and  then  this  jurisdiction  may 
there  extend. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  receive  appeals,  redress  grievances,  settle 
complaints  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  and  their  members,  reprehend  mal- 
conduct  in  the  subordinate  Lodges,  and  in  the'  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge ;  and  shall  hold  such  correspondence  with  other  Grand  Lodges  as 
may  bo  deemed  expedient  to  advance  the  good  of  Masonry,  and  it  may 
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grant  Charters  and  Dispensations,  authorizing  new  Lodges  to  work :  Pro- 
vided, that  no  Dispensation  shall  be  granted  to  a  less  number  of  Master 
Masons  than  seven,  and  then  only  upon  the  recommendation,  under  seal, 
of  some  regularly  authorized  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  adopt  its  own  rules  of  doing  business, 
so  they  be  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution,  and  meet  agreeably  to 
its  own  adjournments.  It  shall  hold  at  least  one  session  annually ;  all  its 
other  meetings  shall  be  denominated  qjecial. 

Sec.  4.  Immediately  upon  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  the  Grand 
Lodge  shall  proceed  to  divide  the  State  into  seven  districts,  which  shall  be 
designated  in  numerical  order ;  it  shall  elect  a  Grand  visitor  within  each 
district,  who,  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  districts,  shall  be  elected  to  serve 
for  one  year ;  in  the  second  and  fourth,  for  two  years ;  in  the  first,  third 
and  fifth,  for  three  years ;  and  after  the  first  election,  they  shall  be  elected, 
as  the  offices  severally  become  vacant,  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  at 
the  same  time  other  Grand  Officers  are  elected:  Provided,  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  additional  districts  as  it  may 
think  proper,  and  elect  within  each  new  district  a  Grand  Visitor,  whose 
term  of  service  shall  be  designated. 

Sec.  5.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  assess  reasonable  contributions  on  the 
subordinate  Lodges  for  sustaining  the  Grand  Lodge  fund,  and  for  other 
exigencies. 

Sec.  6.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  not,  unless  for  gross  unmasonic  conduct, 
suspend  or  arrest  the  Charter  of  any  Lodge,  without  giving  at  least  six 
months'  notice  of  such  intention;  and  then  if  the  offending  Lodge  comply 
with  the  requisitions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  all  further  proceedings  shall 
be  stayed. 

Sec.  7.  Each  Grand  Officer  and  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  pay 
due  respect  to  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  and  conform  himself  to 
the  ancient  usages  of  the  Craft ;  every  member  of  the  subordinate  Lodges 
shall  also  pay  due  respect  to  their  respective  officers  and  to  Masons  gen- 
erally ;  and  if  any  Brother  feels  himself  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the 
subordinate  Lodge,  in  any  case,  he  may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

ELECTIONS. 

Sec.  1.  Elections  and  all  matters  of  controversy,  shall  be  determined  by 
a  majority  of  all  the  votes  present,  the  Grand  Master,  or  person  presiding, 
having  one  vote,  and  in  case  of  a  tie,  he  shall  have  two  ;  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  one ;  the  Grand  Visitors,  collectively,  one ;  the  Grand  Wardens, 
jointly,  one — but  in  case  a  Warden  declines  voting  or  is  absent,  then  the 
power  of  voting  shall  devolve  upon  the  other ;  The  Past  Grand  Officers, 
collectively,  one ;  and  the  Past  Masters,  collectively,  one ;  arid  each  Lodge 
represented,  one.     But  no  Brother  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  in  a  double 
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capacity,  or  have  more  than  tlirce  votes  in  any  capacity  -whatever :  Pro- 
vided., that  each  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on 
questions  of  order  and  propriety. 

Sec.  2.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the  votes  shall  be  collected 
by  the  Grand  Senior  Deacon,  as  the  names  of  the  voters  are  called  off  by 
the  Grand  Secretary,  who  shall  observe  rank  and  seniority,  commencing 
'with  the  Grand  blaster.  If  any  irregularity  occurs,  the  person  presiding 
shall  order  a  new  election  ;  a_nd  if  any  member  be  convicted  of  willfully 
producing  such  irregularity,  he  shall  be  forever  suspended  from  a  seat  in 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

PO"\VERS   AND   DUTIES    OF   GRAND    OFFICERS. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  to 
attend  and  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  preserve  order, 
and  put  all  questions  and  motions  made  and  seconded ;  decide  all  questions 
of  order — which  decision  shall  be  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  ; 
sign  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  when  properly  drawn  up,  read 
and  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  present;  fill  any  office  that  may 
become  vacant  in  the  Grand  Lodge — which  appointment  shall  continue 
until  the  next  annual  election ;  and  to  install  the  officers  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  the  officers  of  the  subordinate  Lodges :  Provided,  that  he  may 
require  the  Grand  Visitors  to  install  any  or  all  of  the  aforesaid  officers, 
except  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Wardens.  And  he  shall  have, 
during  the  recess  of  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  general  superin- 
tendence of  the  Craft;  grant  Dispensations  for  new  Lodges;  and  convene 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  any  case  of  emergency. 

Sec.  2.  Further,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Master  to  appoint  all 
committees;  and  at  the  commencement  of  each  Annual  Communication, 
to  appoint  the  following  standing  committees  : 

1.  A  committee  of  three  members,  representatives  from  three  subordinate 
Lodges,  to  examine  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Treasurer,  and  to  ascertain  the  expense  of  the  Annual  Communication. 

2.  A  committee  of  three,  to  hear  and  investigate  grievances. 

3.  A  committee  of  two,  to  examine  attending  and  visiting  Brethren,  ad- 
mitting none  but  of  the  Masters'  degree. 

4.  A  committee  of  two,  on  unfinished  business. 

5.  A  committee  of  three,  on  foreign  communications. 

6.  A  committee  of  three,  on  claims. 

All  committees  shall  make  due  reports  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  sub- 
jects submitted  to  their  consideration. 

Sec.  3.  At  any  meeting,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Master,  or 
should  the  office  of  Grand  Master  became  vacant  at  any  time,  the  duties  of 
his  office  shall  devolve  on  the  other  officers  in  the  following  order :  On  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master  ;  on  the  Senior  Grand  Warden  ;  on  the  Junior  Grand 
Warden  ;  on  the  Grand  Visitors,  according  to  seniority  ;  on  the  Past  Grand 
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Officers,  according  to  rank;  on  the  Masters  of  subordinate  Lodges,  accord- 
ing to  seniority. 

GRAND     SECRETARY. 

Sec.  1.  It  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  attend  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Grand  Lodge,  either  personally  or  by  agent,  to  keep  a  fair  record 
of  its  proceedings,  and  furnish  a  copy  of  the  same  for  publication  when 
required.  He  shall  receive  all  moneys  due  or  donated  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  enter  all  such  moneys  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose ; 
he  shall  pav  over  all  of  the  aforesaid  moneys  to  the  G-rand  Treasurer  made 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  enter  all  such  orders  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him 
for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  he  shall  enter 
the  time  each  Dispensation,  Charter  or  warrant  was  granted  to  any  Lodge, 
and  the  names  of  the  officers  contained  in  each  Dispensation,  Charter  or 
warrant  issued  as  aforesaid,  and  procure  all  books  and  stationery  necessary 
for  himself  or  for  the  Grand  Lodge ;  and  he  may  draw,  by  his  own  order, 
on  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  the  moneys  so  expended. 

Sec.  3.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  receive  and  transmit  all  foreign  com- 
munications, communications  and  Eeturns  from  subordinate  Lodges  ;  and 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  lay  the  same  before  the  Grand  Lodge ;  he  shall 
keep  all  books,  jewels,  charts,  furniture,  and  all  other  property  of  a  per- 
sonal nature,  (money  excepted),  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge;  he  shall, 
on  the  second  day  of  each  Annual  Communication,  report  a  clear  and  suc- 
cinct account  of  all  moneys  in  his  hands,  and  all  moneys  paid  over,  all 
orders  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  and  all  moneys  due  from  each  subordinate 
Lodge,  specifying  the  years  for  which  the  same  are  due,  and  the  length  of 
time  any  subordinate  Lodge  may  not  have  been  represented. 

Sec.  4.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  keep  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  affix  the  same  to  all  papers,  documents  and  communications  proper  to 
be  sealed ;  he  shall  certify  the  same,  and  be  entitled  to  receive  the  sum  of 
fifty  cents  for  affixing  the  seal  to  any  paper  or  copy  of  a  record,  and  ten 
cents  for  each  one  hundred  words  such  paper  or  copy  of  a  record  may  con- 
tain, to  be  paid  by  the  person  or  persons  applying  for  the  same ;  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  three  dollars  for  making  out,  entering  and  affixing 
the  seal  to  each  Dispensation,  Charter  or  warrant,  to  be  paid  by  the  Lodge 
receiving  the  same ;  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  six  and  one-fourth 
cents  for  every  one  hundred  words  in  making  up  the  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  six  and  one- fourth  cents  for  each  order  drawn  on  the 
Grand  Treasurer,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Grand  Lodge  funds. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  oi  the  Grand  Secretary,  to  pay  and 
hand  over  to  his  successor  in  office,  all  mone3'S,  books,  papers,  charts  and 
jewels,  and  property  of  any  description,  remaining  or  being  in  his  hands 
as  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana.

Sec.  G.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary,  for 
more  than  two  years  out  of  every  three. 

GRAND     TREASURER. 

Sec.  1.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  from  the  Grand 
Secretary,  giving  his  receipt  for  the  same ;  he  shall  enter  the  amount 
of  money  so  received  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose ;  he 
shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  Grand  Secretary  any  moneys  in  his  hands 
belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  enter  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
by  him  for  that  purpose ;  and  on  the  second  day  of  each  Annual  Commu- 
nication, he  shall  make  a  clear  and  succinct  report  of  all  the  moneys  in  his 
hands,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  and  the  amount 
received,  and  the  amount  disbursed. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  pay  and  hand 
over  to  his  successor  in  office,  all  books  and  moneys,  remaining  in  his 
hands  as  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Grand  Treasurer,  for 
more  than  two  years  out  of  every  three. 

DUTIES     OF     GRAND     VISITORS. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  Grand  Visitors  to  visit  each 
and  every  Lodge  within  his  district,  once  in  each  year,  and  examine  its 
workings,  books  and  papers,  and  give  such  instructions  for  its  work  as  he 
may  deem  necessary,  and  if  detained  more  than  one  day  at  any  one  Lodge, 
the  Lodge  so  detaining  him  shall  pay  the  expense  of  such  detention. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Visitors  shall  have,  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  Grand  Master,  the  general  superintendence  of  all  the  Lodges 
within  their  respective  districts.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  each 
Grand  Visitor  to  attend  each  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  and  he  shall, 
on  the  first  day  of  each  Annual  Communication,  make  a  clear  and  full 
report  of  each  Lodge,  and  the  situation  of  the  Craft  generally,  within  his 
district, 

DUTY  OF  THE  GRAND  LECTURER. 

Sec.  1.  The  Grand  Lecturer  shall  have  a  general  superintendence  of  the 
lectures,  and  when  called  on  for  that  purpose,  shall  give  a  lecture  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  to  the  Grand  A^isitors. 

DUTY  OF  THE  SUBORDINATE  LODGES. 

Sec.  1.  Each  subordinate  Lodge  shall  be  represented  in  the  Grand 
Lodge,  at  least  once  in  every  three  years,  or  be  liable  to  have  its  Charter 
arrested ;  and  each  subordinate  Lodge  shall  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  to 
the  Grand  Secretary,  annually,  on  or  before  the  Annual  Communication, 
the  amount  of  its  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  be  liable  to  the  aforesaid 
penalty. 
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Sec.  2.  No  subordinate  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  in  the  Grand 
Lodge,  until  its  debts  to  that  Body  shall  have  been  settled  and  paid  to  the 
Grand  Secretary,  unless  excused  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  Each  and  every  association  of  Masons  receiving  a  Charter, 
authorizing  them  to  work,  shall,  before  receiving  such  Charter,  pay  into 
the  Grand  Lodge  fund,,  twenty-five  dollars,  also  three  dollars  to  the  Grand 
Secretary.  And  every  association  of  Masons  who  may  receive  a  Dispensa- 
tion authorizing  them  to  work  as  a  Lodge,  shall  pay  to  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, before  receiving  the  same,  the  sum  of  three  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  Each  subordinate  Lodge,  whether  working  under  a  Dispensation 
or  Charter,  shall  pay  annually  into  the  Grand  Lodge  fund  for  each  initia- 
tion for  the  preceding  year,  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  and  for  each  member 
of  the  Lodge,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  cents :  Provided,  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  may  hereafter  reduce  the  fee  for  membership  to  fifty  cents. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  the  Charter  of  any  Lodge  be  forfeited  by  the  provisions 
of  this  Constitution,  and  said  Lodge  is  stricken,  by  order  or  resolution  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  from,  the  list  of  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge, 
the  jewels  and  furniture  of  any  such  Lodge,  shall  become  the  property  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  6.  No  Lodge  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  shall  confer  the 
first  three  degrees  of  Masonry,  for  a  less  sum  than  fifteen  dollars ;  and  that 
shall  be  paid  before  the  first  degree  is  conferred. 

compensation  of  members  of  grand  lodge. 

Sec.  1.  Each  Grand  Visitor,  and  the  Grand  Lecturer,  shall  receive  as  a 
compensation  for  his  services,  for  each  day  he  may  be  necessarily  employed 
in  attending  to  any  duties  enjoined  upon  him  by  this  Constitution,  except 
in  making  out  reports,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  Grand  Lodge  fund.  Each  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall 
receive  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  in  going  to,  attending  to,  and 
returning  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Grand  Lodge  fnind. 
And  each  subordinate  Lodge  that  may  be  represented  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
(unless  said  Lodge  be  represented  by  proxy,  or  by  one  of  the  Grand  Vis- 
itors, or  by  a  Grand  Oflicer),  shall  be  entitled  to  a  credit  for  one  repre- 
sentative on  the  Grand  Secretary's  books,  in  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  per  day  for  each  day  such  representative  is  necessarily  employed 
in  going  to,  attending  to,  and  returning  from  the  Grand  Lodge.  The 
Grand  Tyler  shall  receive  two  dollars  per  day,  for  his  services  in  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

NO  amendment. 

No  amendment  to  this  Constitution  or  to  any  By-Law  shall  be  made, 
unless  the  same  be  moved,  seconded,  and  lay  over  one  entire- vacation  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 


RULES    OF    ORDER 


ADOPTED     BY     THE 


GR-<^i.Nr)  LODGE  OF  I]SrDIA.]Sr^V, 

AT   THE    SESSION    OF    1833. 


1.  This  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  at  the  hour  on  each  day,  on  -which  it 
shall  have  been  previously  called  or  adjourned  to ;  and  after  it  shall  have 
been  opened,  the  register  of  its  proceedings  on  the  preceding  day,  shall 
be  read. 

2.  After  the  register  of  proceedings  is  read,  petitions  shall  be  called  for 
by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master ;  next,  reports  of  standing  committees ;  and 
lastly,  reports  of  select  committees. 

3.  The  M.  "W.  Grand  Master  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference 
to  other  members,  and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  unless  he  shall 
deem  it  proper  to  submit  the  same  to  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

4.  The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  shall  appoint  all  committees. 

5.  The  Past  Grand  Officers,  Past  Masters,  and  representatives  of  subor- 
dinate Lodges,  shall  each  have  seats  assigned  them  by  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master,  according  to  rank  and  seniority. 

6.  When  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourns,  all  the  officers  and  members  shall 
seat  themselves  in  their  respective  places,  until  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master 
shall  go  forth,  and  then  they  may  follow. 

7.  When  a  Brother  rises  to  speak,  he  shall  respectfully  address  himself 
to  the  "Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master;"  and  if  he  transgresses  the  rules 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master 
shall  call  him  to  order ;  and  he  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  per- 
mitted to  explain. 

8.  No  Brother  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question,  without 
leave ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  every  other  Brother  choosing  to  speak 
has  spoken.     And  when  two  or  more  shall  rise  at  the  same  time  to  speak,  . 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  shall  name  the  Brother  who  shall  speak  first. 

9.  While  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  is  addressing  the  Grand  Lodge,  or 
putting  a  question,  or  a  Brother  is  speaking,  no  Brother  shall  entertain 
any  private  discourse,  nor  pass  between  the  speaker  and  the  Chair. 

10.  No  Brother  shall  vote  on  any  question,  where  he  is  particularly  or 
personally  interested,  nor  when  he  is  not  present  when  a  question  is  first 
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put;  nor  shall  there  be  any  debate  after  the  question  is  put  by  the  M.  "W. 
Grand  Muster. 

11.  Every  Brother  having  a  right  to  vote,  who  is  present  -when  a  ques- 
tion is  put,  shall  vote  unless  for  special  reasons,  he  shall  be  excused. 

12.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the 
Grand  Master,  or  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair  and 
read  aloud  by  the  Secretary,  before  debate. 

13.  Avery  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Grand  Master  or 
any  Brother  shall  desire  it. 

14.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Grand  Master,  or  read  by  the  Secre- 
tary, it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  but  may 
be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

15.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless 
to  amend  it,  to  commit  it,  or  postpone  it,  for  the  previous  question,  or 
to  adjourn. 

16.  The  previous  question  being  moved  and  seconded,  the  question 
shall  be — "Shall  the  main  question  now  be  put?"  and  if  the  nays  prevail, 
the  main  question  shall  not  be  put. 

17.  On  a  previous  question,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once 
without  leave. 

18.  A  motion  for  adjournment,  to  a  time  not  longer  than  one  day,  shall 
always  be  in  order,  and  be  decided  without  debate ;  but  all  other  motions 
for  adjournment  may  be  debated  as  in  other  cases. 

19.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  a  question,  where  the  sense 
will  admit  of  it. 

20.  Motions  and  reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

21.  A  motion  for  amendment  until  decided,  shall  preclude  all  other 
amendments  of  the  main  question. 

22.  No  motion  which  totally  changes  the  subject  matter  on  which  the 
original  motion  was  intended  to  operate,  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of 
amendment  as  a  substitute  of  the  main  question. 

23.  No  member  except  one  of  the  majority  which  decided  a  question, 
shall  be  permitted  to  move  for  a  reconsideration  of  such  question. 


^     LIST   OF   GRAND   MASTERS 

OF    THE    GRAND    LODGE    OF    INDIANA,    FROM    ITS    ORGANIZATION,    IN    1817,    TO    1845 
INCLUSIVE. COMPILED    FROM    THE    ORIGINAL    RECORDS. 


1st— 1817.  ALEXANDER  BUCKNER,  of  Charlestown,  Chairman  of 
the  Convention  ■which  met  at  Corydon,  Dec.  3d.  He  was  born  about  the  year 
1788,  in  Virginia  or  Kentucky,  but  raised  in  the  latter  State,  from  which 
he  removed  to  Charlestown,  Indiana.  He  was  a  Lawyer,  and  actively 
engaged  in  his  profession.  He  removed  to  Missouri  at  an  early  day,  and 
was  elected  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  for  six  years,  during  which 
period  he  died  of  cholera.  He  was  made  a  Mason  in  either  Clark  or  Abra- 
ham Lodge,  Louisville,  Ky. 

2d — 1818.  Same ;  elected  the  first  Grand  Master  at  the  organization 
of  the  Grand  L%dge.  ^  .  - 

3d— 1819.  ALEX  ANDER  A.  MEEK,  of  Madison.  Born  in  Ireland  ; 
from  whence  he  emigrated  with  his  parents,  when  quite  young,  and  settled 
in  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  He  studied  Law,  first  with  Ethan  Stone,  Esq.,  and 
then  with  Arthur  St.  Clair  (son  of  Gen.  St.  Clair).  During  the  war  of 
1812,  he  served  as  Lieutenant  in  the  regular  army  of  the  United  States. 
After  the  war,  he  married  and  settled  in  Madison,  Indiana,  and  engaged 
in  the  practice  of  his  Profession.  In  1817,  he  formed  a  partnership  with 
Maj.  Henry  P.  Thornton,  who  had  just  removed  from  Bourbon  county,  Ky.; 
which  partnership  continued  for  several  years.  He  was  afterward  elected 
Brig.  General  in  the  Militia,  and  appointed  his  partner,  Maj.  Thornton, 
his  Brigade  Inspector.  On  the  admission  of  Indiana  into  the  Union,  Gen. 
Meek  was  appointed  by  President  Madison,  United  States'  Attorney  for 
the  First  District;  in  which  he  served  until  his  death,  in  1821.  Brother 
Meek  was  made  a  Mason  in  N.  C.  Harmony  Lodge,  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 
Feb.  3d,  1808.  He  died  about  the  year  1821  or  1822,  but  of  his  age  we 
are  not  informed.  One  who  knew  him  well,  says — "He  was  a  well  trained 
and  successful  Lawyer ;  a  noble,  generous,  chivalrous  man,  and  possessed 
of  the  characteristic  warm-heartedness  of  his  native  Isle." 

4th— 1820.  JOHN  TIPl'ON.  He  was  born  in  East  Tennessee,  and  was 
related  to  the  gallant  Pioneer  of  the  same  name,  who  was  so  distinguished 
in  the  early  settlement  of  that  country.  He  emigrated  while  young  to 
Indiana,  then  a  Territory,  and  settled  in  Harrison  county.  He  entered 
Gen.  Harrison's  army  at  the  opening  of  the  campaign,  a  private ;  was  act- 
ing Ensign  at  the  battle  of  Tippecanoe,  where  every  officer  of  his  company 
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above  liim  was  slain,  and  he  fought  most  of  the  battle  in  command  of  the 
company.  He  was  immediately  afterward  elected  Captain.  He  was  sub- 
sequently Sheriff  of  Harrison  county,  member  of  the  State  Legislature, 
Indian  Agent,  and  finally,  in  1831,  United  States'  Senator;  which  office  he 
held  up  to  1839,  when  he  declined  a  re-election.  He  returned  home  a 
few  weeks  before  the  expiration  of  his  office,  and  died  in  April  of  that  year. 
Brother  Tipton  was  made  a  Mason  in  the  Lodge  at  Corydon,  Ind.  He 
was  elected  Grand  Master  in  1820,  and  again  in  1828. 

5th— 1821.  JOHN  SHEETS,  of  Madison.  Since  deceased.  The  Ed- 
itor can  get  no  particulars  concerning  him. 

6th — 1822.     John  Sheets.     Re-elected. 

7th— 1823.  JONATHAN  JENNINGS,  of  Corydon.  He  was  born 
in  Maryland ;  but  when  quite  young  removed  to  Eastern  Ohio  or  Western 
Pennsylvania,  and  soon  afterward  to  Indiana  Territory.  He  was  soon 
elected  Delegate  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  in  which  he  served 
several  years,  and  until  the  Territory  was  organized  into  a  State,  when 
he  was  elected  its  first  Governor.  He  subsequently  served  again  in  Con- 
gress, He  was  a  delegate  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  from  the  Lodge  at  Cory- 
don ;  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  where  he  was  initiated. 
He  died  in  1833. 

8th — 1824.     Jonathan  Jennings.     Re-elected. 

9th— 1825.  MARSTON  G.  CLARK,  of  Salem.  He  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia, about  the  year  1774,  and  settled,  when  quite  young,  near  Louisville, 
Ky.;  and  afterward  removed  to  Indiana.  His  father  was  a  brother  or  near 
relative  to  Gen.  George  Rogers  Clark,  the  "Hannibal  of  the  West,"  and 
was  one  of  twenty-six  children  by  the  same  father.  He  was  at  the  battle 
of  Tippecanoe,  on  the  7th  of  November,  1811,  as  aid  to  Gen.  Harrison, 
in  which  his  bravery  was  distinguished.  He  afterward  served  in  the 
Legislature,  as  Indian  Agent,  and  Major  General  in  the  Militia.  He  died 
at  Salem,  in  1842.  He  was  an  honest  man,  generous,  benevolent,  and  true 
to  his  friends  :  his  bravery  was  proverbial. 

10th— 1826.  ISAAC  HOWK,  of  Charlestown.  We  can  get  no  in- 
formation concerning  this  Brother,  save  that  he  was  a  zealous  Mason  and 
an  efficient  officer.     He  died  at  Indianapolis,  May  24th,  1833 

11th— 1827.  ELIIIU  STOUT,  of  Vincannes.  He  was  from  Ken- 
tucky or  Virginia,  but  settled  at  Vincennes  at  an  early  day.  He  published 
one  of  the  first  (if  not  the  first)  newspaper  in  the  State  (  Vincennes  Sun'), 
and  continued  it  for  many  years.  He  died  at  Vincennes,  June  23d,  1860, 
aged  about  seventy-eight  years. 

12th— 1828.     John  Tipton,  of  Logansport.     (^See  Ko.  ilh.) 
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ISth— 1829.  ABEL  C.  PEPPER,  of  Rising  Sun.  Born  in  Shenan- 
doah county,  Va.,  in  1793 ;  was  made  a  Mason  in  Lawrenceburg  Lodge, 
No.  4,  in  1816,  the  same  year  that  he  emigrated  to  the  State  and  settled 
in  Rising  Sun.  He  filled  several  prominent  offices  of  trust  under  the  State 
and  Nation ;  and  died  in  Rising  Sun,  March  20th,  1860.  Col.  Pepper 
was  a  high-toned,  generous,  brave  man  ;  proverbial  for  his  honesty,  and  of 
blameless  life.     "None  knew  him  but  to  love  him." 

14th— 1830.  PHILIP  MASON,  of  Connersville.  He  still  resides  in 
that  place,  venerable  in  years  and  beloved  for  his  virtues  ;  an  ardent  Mason 
and  an  honest  man.  He  had  the  honor  of  serving  as  Grand  Master  more 
years  than  any  other- man  previous  to  1845  ;  and  during  the  stormiest  days 
of  anti-masonry.  During  it  all,  his  ftiith  never  faltered,  nor  did  his  zeal 
abate.     He  is  still  an  active  Mason. 

15th— 1831.  WILLIAM  SHEETS,  of  Madison.  He  still  lives,  and 
now  resides  in  Indianapolis,  an  active  business  man  and  highly  respected 
citizen.  He  took  an  active  part  in,  and  was  one  of  the  Commissioners  for 
the  erection  of  the  Grand  Masonic  Hall  in  that  City.  His  attachment  to 
the  Order  has  not  weakened  with  advancing  years.  , 

16th— 1832.  WOODBRIDGE  PARKER,  of  Salem.  He  was  born  in 
Essex  county,  Mass.,  on  the  12th  of  July,  1796.  He  was  trained  to  the 
business  of  "a  boot  and  shoe  maker,  and  removed  to  the  West  soon  after 
his  majority.  He  first  settled  in  Charlestown,  Ind.,  but  afterward  removed 
to  Salem,  and  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits  for  many  years.  Subse- 
quently he  located  in  New  Albany,  where  he  died  on  the  5tli  of  March, 
1842.  He  married  Harriet  M.,  second  daughter  of  Maj.  Henry  P.  Thorn- 
ton, a  delegate  to  the  Convention  which  organized  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
the  first  elected  Grand  Secretary.  Brother  Parker  served  in  the  Legis- 
lature of  Indiana,  and  was,  in  every  respect,  a  highly  respectable  citizen. 
He  was  distinguished  as  an  able  and  accurate  Masonic  Lecturer. 

17th— 1833.     Philip  Mason,  of  Connersville.     {See  No.  Uth.) 

18th— 1834.  DANIEL  KELSO,  of  Switzerland  county.  Died  a  few 
years  since. 

19th— 1835.  JOHN  B.  MARTIN,  of  Vincennes.  We  can  ascertain 
nothing  of  the  history  of  this  distinguished  Mason,  save  that  he  was  a 
well  informed  and  diligent  Craftsman,  and  a  highly  respectable  citizen. 
He  died  at  Vincennes,  Dec.  8th,  1848. 

20th— 1836.  JAMES  L.  HOGIN,  of  Indianapolis.  Now  resides  in 
Sigourney,  Iowa ;  and  has  been  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  tliat  State 
since  his  residence  there.     Brother  HoGiN  is  a  man  of  much  moral  worth  j 
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has  been  a  member  of  tlie  Legislature  of  Iowa;    and  of  unimpeachable 
character. 

21st— 1837.  CALEB  B.  SMITH,  of  Connersville.  Now  a  citizen  of 
Indianapolis,  and  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  President  Lincoln's  Cabinet. 

22d— 1838.     Philip  Mason,  of  Connersville.     {See  No.  Uth.) 

23d— 1839.  Same. 

24th— 1840.  Same.  ■     , 

25th— 1841.  Same. 

26th— 1842.  Same. 

27th— 1843.  Same. 

28th— 1844.  Same. 

29th— 1845.  ISAAC  BARTLETT,  of  Logansport.  He  still  resides 
in  that  City ;  is  a  much  respected  citizen,  and  ardently  attached  to  the 
Institution.  While  an  active  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  he  had  few 
superiors  in  Masonic  intelligence,  active  zeal  and  usefulness.
